The GdlkwAr^s possesdoas in QujarAt are geaemlly considered as , 
divided into tlirea great blocks, and as sncli wc shall describe tlio i 
three main diviaioas^ pranit^ of Xavsilri in tho sooth, of Buroda in ' 
the middle^ and of Kadi Pattnnin the north.

Proceed 
Doiihmird and in the potty divisions of Phkdnn and Kitrirej* 
yon behold a acena of floari^iDg agricultiino, where there is less 
fruit but more com and cotton. Push on to YelAchha and descend 
to Moha. There ia bet little garden produce and a dcoliniDg agrt~ 
caltnre, but the great trees begin to show themaelves proudly, the 
palmyra {jalm, the teak, and tho trees which are votnable for timbor 
or for fuel, ViArn, Songod, iTrilcal and Vdjpur, and yon had 

yoarself amoa^t wide t^ts of forest treoa, amongst hills and dalea 
of wbich tho chief inliabitsnta are tbo wild benats atnl birds of tho 
wood. The diversity presented by man in those districts is not less 
remarkable. In Navedri the iutelliji^nt P4rsi commuaity builds 
hoiifl^ and lays ont gardoas in a stylo borrowed from Bombay, 
roclaiins land rrem the sea, and turns the coarse of rivore to irrigate 
the fields. In Gandovi, PoLniDa and Kdmroj, are the DosAis and 
InaindArs, who with humblor aim stiive to impiove their lands by 
digjfing wolls and their incomea by giving tho water thereof to the 
cnltivater at enhanced rntea. At Kathor is the sturdy and enter¬ 
prising Bohorn, who makes good carpets and has dealings with tho 
island of ManritiuB. In the Rini Malidh is a population not 
untonchod by the inllutmcos of civilised life, but certainly addicted to 
tluj habits, Dccupatinus, idwia and aspirations of savages. 

It has already boon stated that Vasrdvi, or rathor its petty 
division aiandol, ia situated in the beginning of the uadulatirig 
country wd IS dotted about with small detached hills. Jkstward 
and southwa^ of tho Van ri ver, a toJorably conttnnons ranga runs 
from west duo cost, till it mMts the high land of the Nfinchal 
sub-diTision, from whence the spurs run away south. Tlie grennd 
Slopes till it meets the AJajia rivor. The hill from whcnco the 
Ajana and Diidan nvere take their rise Is the loftiest of them all. 
hrom this twint the range goes m a fiotith-westoTly direction, the 
spurs on the one mdo sloping away to tho Ajana river, and on the 
rther proloaging thetnse ves to tho TApti in a southerly direction. 
Tbeso hills average an altitado of 1200 feet and th^ ascent is 
very gt^oal.

Tlio fort of 
Vdjpur k a solidly built one, about eighty yards flijoare and in 
gurrisoned by a few Gdikwiir's soldiers.' When visited it was useil 
AS a prison for the custixly of despciate offendeis. 

Between the TapLi And the Narliada rivers the following smaller 
rivers Bow ihrough a greater or less portion of tljo Giiikwar’s 
di.itrict. It hia been montiotied that tho Ninchal snb-division 
is part of tbn highest tableland south of the lidjpjpla hiiU. lo tho 
liilla sitnatoJ in that district the Kirjan river takes ik rise, and 
flowing genomlly bi a nortliem direotioii, joins tho Xurbadaat Uund, 
But while in the Ndnchal sub-division, it k but a small stream in a 
rocky bed. 

'ITie Kim k only second to tho Kirjan in jwint of magnitude. Its 
sotirimB are m the hills near Sundkri and Motia in the toblebiud of 
IWjpipIo, north of the range of hilb desgribctl as miming from 
north to south. It is joined on its aoutheru kink by seveml large 
tnbutftriffi, such ns the Tokri ud/n, atul a large nd/n near Mitugrol 
not diatinmished by any name, which drain nearly the whole of 
the MnndeJ petty divkion. Us eonrae is eiccossively ndiiding and 
the volume of water in it bnt stufill, except on the oemsion of 
f^hos coming down from the bilk. At KimUmli it entero the 
British temtory and loaves \ oarAvi. Thoime its flowa in a wosterlv 
direction, till jt finally fulls into tho gulf of Cambay 
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in the be<lA of which, when drji kticJia well a are dug* Of the 
districtd between the north hank of the T^pli and the E^jpipla 
southern range the Bamo cannat edd. Well A are of ted wanting 
altogether there^ thopgh the rivers pursue their course throngh thick 
forostj and the waLor is thorenguJy iinprcgnatod with iregetable 
matter* The water looks tlenr and limpid, but^ if ollDwed to ^tand 
a little, a thick oily scum heats on tho surface. The nativi^s of the 
country can alone drink this water with impanitji but even they 
prefer digging a hob, and ollowiiig tlio water to filter into it, to 
drinking from the ninning stroatn* South of tho TApti ft may bo 
add tliat in the districts near the sea thero are a fair number oE 
solidly built wells. The water is hraekish but not unwholesome. 
In the ILua of country between Vi Am and NavsAri the water is 
dot unfrequentlf collocted id wellsu It ia dot fio brackish as neorar 
the coast, but t)ie water of the rivers is bss wholesome, os it 
cudtmns a considemblo amount of vegetable decompositiaEL East 
of l^foha or Mahuva cornea the Bhil country whero there ore but 
few Kauhi villages, so that wellB are not to m found ei^ept in the 
very hir^^at vilbgesw In the hilly coubtiyp which b hut aparsoly 
iulmbit^, water is frequently hard to procure duriug tho hot 
season. 

Of tho cUmato on the coast a full descriptien is given in thoi 
Surat Oaaetteor. Of the hilly and forest distnets betwimn theTApti 
and the souLhern range in the HAjpipla country only a short extrsot 
from Mr^ PoUeifenb report need he tuodep * They arc moat 
nnwholesomOj and to strangers, except during u few months la the 
coldseoson, deadly. The canscs suggest theuisoTroa. There are aimost 
endless foroata, teeming with the rankest vegetation, both forest and 
underwood j miasmata ^m tho dcmoniposed leaves, ^+jiniist always, 
more or leas, be flouting in the dr; then tho hitls completely 
enclose portions of the cocintry, preventing freo ventilation nod 
concentrating tho noxious exhalations from the woodsp Ac. The 
climate itself is pleasant ouongh, being cold and bracing during tho 
winter montlifl, and in t!io hot season the nights ora gs5Jfiorally cool/ 
OE tho middle belt of tho countiy aonth of the TApti, that 
betweoii ViAra and Navaari, it may be said tlmt, thotigh npt so 
salubrtoiia as the sea-side diatricls, It is not baiL Oouajdcrabb 
nmlarirt, however^ provnils. The crowding of trees alKiut Iho upper 
portions of tho Puma and ATubika river-eoursoa makos that }>i>rUOd 
of the district iusolubrtoud. East of Songad the uainterrnptcd. forest 
country is terribly noxioiia to 3 trangors> wbo cannot for the groator 
part of tho year venturo to enter it. Tho TIAng country is 
notoriously nuhealthy* 

How great a contrast of climates does this division^ then, exhibit I 
Compare the account given of the fevorisb and unwholesome country 
round TAjpar to the mild and equable tract near NuTsAri, for 
tustauce, to which not only are the OAikwars occustotuod to resort 
during the hot weather, but also unmbera of Parris from Bombay 
And other parts. Day and night during the months of ilay and 
iTune a strong steady breeze comes up the creek, and that which ta 
the trying time oE tho year in most parts of India is passed in 
positive enjoytueni 
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Tbo rainfall at KaraAri for six yeara Laa been ascertained :

The Ceittilll DiTiaJ0?« has a total area of 1911 square miles, 
The total popnJation of the dirision 756,807 and the density per 
squai'o mile m 396'02. The Baroda Canton m entj one square mile, 
containB 4894 persons. In the year 1879-80 the total roalisable 
reTonne was 37,67,159, and oE this ECin Es. 64,03,014 were 
recovered j Rs. 4,G1,357 were for tnisoellaneoos rovonoo* 

The main portion of the division is ^fe^irly compact and lies between 
the Mahi and tho Narbada rivera, so tmt it will be necesaarj to 
consider ESpamtelj only tho PetJdd sub-division. The Mahi flow's 
in a south-W'ratem diroctioD, and, therefore, may be said to be the 
northem and north^eestem boundary of tbe divLEiidn. Near tho 
ford of Tithor the south bank of the Mahi cenaea to belong to the 
Gdikw^r, and from that poiut to Komi and Qae on the Narbada there 
Uos between the Baroda division and the gulf of Cambay the mam 
portion of the Broach British diviaJoii whj(^ is here about forty miles 
in length, and from thirty to forty miles in breadths Tbe Broach 
diatrictj therefore, farms the western and south-western boundary of 
the division^ 

Some twenty or thirty miles of the aonthem boundary are clearly 
do6ned by the course of the Narbada^ But, at last, to the south¬ 
east of the division we come to the place where the Or river joins 
the Narbada^ after flowing for some distance from north to south» 
As a bloch of co^try, the Baroda division on its eoutb side 
terminates noiuf the junction of the two rtvora mentioned. XamdJii 
it It trno, is to the of the Or and thoreforo is bighor op on tho 
bank of the Narbeda than the place of junction. The Tilakvida 
petty divisioD, including Amroli, ia still further eiwit of the Of river 
and la also oa tho bank of tho Narbada. But, fop practical 
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pnrposea, wo must t»ka tlie ju»clioa of tto two liTOrs m the 
Bonth'Oast ooroor of tbo diTisioa, tmd tie Or a» tbo lower poitiOD 
of the eaatem lK)undary. For boyoud the Or e boondery csniurt 
bo eeaily traced; tbero are G4itwdr Tillages, but they ore macb 
mixed np with Vajeria and certain Tbikorila and with tho Sankbedn 
MebTds conntry. Proceeding northwards tho eastern bonndary a 
formed by Chbota Ildopur, tho Pancb MahillB and a detached poi^oa 
of the Bowa Kdntha country, called the Pdndn hlehTds land, whidi 
adjoins tho Mahi river north of SdvH. Beyond this Pdndn Meoyaa, 
it inoat be added, lies a detached portion of the Jarod anb-divieioii. 

Tho Fetidd sab-division, which is north of the ilahi and which 
yet belongs to tho central ^vision, is bounded on the east and north 
by the Kaira district, round a detached portion of which it also tom 
in horse-shoe fekshion. On the south it is homodod by the l^hi 
river, and on the west it touches Cambay and another portion of tho 
Ejura district* 

AVithin the last three years there has been a ro-diB^bnticn of the 
sub-divisions of the main division, and as the old sub-iviaiona 
are as yet better known than the new ones, two oomparativo lists ate

In order more cosily to tiaderstand hovrtho esaae stands, let iis take 
ns a contra the city of Baroda itself. Wo have already stoted that to 
the west of this division is the Brooch district; this district lias for the 
most part a black su rface mWt and soil of tlis Bamo nature extends 
from the coast to a considerable distoncG csostwarJsj vrith a nortbom 
limit almost traced by the Dhaidhar river. Tbo town of Janibnear 
in the Broach district^ however, is situated at & corner of tbo other 
species of stirbiGe oeih that is the red soih and the sonthom edge of 
this ia guoerally abeat fonr miles distant from the Dh^dluir river up 
to the place where the Vishvfimitri falls into it- Aa will shortly 
be more fnlly slated^ where there in the rod sorEacO soil there ore no 
river courses^ so that wp mav tmee the block soil east of Baroda 
along the line of the Vishvaiwitri river for a certain distance. The 
city of Ban>da ittself ia on tbe Vishvdmitri, and tbereforo alHhe 
coontry south of it la block soil for a dh^taiico of forty milea right 
down to the Narbada, and all the countrj' to the north of it is rod 
soiL^ To draw n broad diatmetion between the aspect of tho block 
soil country and rtni soil country must therefore here ho ntteraptcdi 
for this distinction is ono of tho most slartling features of Gujardti, 
llie t>hick soil is very fertiloi but it is remarkablo for tbo desort-liko 
appcftranoe it gives to Iho country where it predominates. Scarcely 
a tree and bnt few baiibes arc to bo seen for nnloSj except a small 
cluster round cacb of the villages^ which Uo scattered about and 
often, from the effect of tho mirage, look like islands in a sea- 
Wli tin the surface soil becomes red the appeamnee of the country m 
entirely changtdi although still appaiontly level It is cultivated 
from one end to the other^ There arc high hedges between the 
fieldsj Olid tiie view is shut in on every aide by lofty trees Hueb as 
abound in the ncighboiirhood of the capital, Tho villagf3e which are 
very numerous am consequently inviMible nutil tbey am reached. 
The most remarkable thing is tho almost entire abaenco of water- 
coursos^ Throughout the groator part of tbe red isoil the roads are 
the only water chatinek, and those often bcromi? entirely blocked up 
by the growth of hedges on each side." It must not, however^ bO 
supposi^ that the appearance of the binck aoiI plain is diveraifiod 
by tbo KJgbt of winding rivers. The river courses do indpod wind 
about stmngelyj but they have for tho most part cut deep fionio 
thirty or thirty-fivu fcot iiitj the surfekCo, and are not diacomiblo 
till tbo very edge is approached. The real block floil laud is good for 
cot ton, but them is a iow*ljing soil o£ tlm eamu nature Lntoraporeedi 
which b pnxed for rice fiebk, and the aspect of these rice lands is

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(it certain poriotia of tho year very bcfintiful, atbiRg tliat era never bo 
said of the cotton couiitty. Another distiwet feataro in tbo aspect 
of the Boroda main di™ic!n ifl eecn in tlio broad belt o£ giasa 
conntrj' to the oortb-eoat and Boutb*efl8t of tbe capital. 

Wo'lmve stated that for forty miles due south of Baroda tbero a 
bnt one desertdiko pin in of black soil, with rillages dotted oboat 
here and there. But tho character of the country to tb© soutli-enst 
of the city cbanges not a little. Passing beyond the low coontw 
which snrtontidg th^ city and which w liable to be HoOTeil m pc 
rains, a conntTy generally covered with rice-fiolds, and proceediog 
towards Bubhoi, tho traveUor crosses a black soil country, it is t^o, but 
one much iaterspereed with sandy tracts, nah^ enough to the eye. 
Between Dabhoi and Sankheda on the Or nver tho sod becomes 
more decidedly sandy, and TAaliiida, mango and other tnws nje mono 
ftefiucut. To the east and north-east of Simkbcda thwc is undnlating 
ground, a reddish sandy Joam soil and fin© trees such as the cad, the 
tamarind, rad theyiipoL 

Tlicre is here and there in Ibis division a perecptiblo r^ rad 
fall in tho surface of the land, and, as the hills ^ apjjroa^od, 
there ate slight isolated hillocks. But tbo great plain of bnjorft la 
so unbroken tliftt from the summit of Pdvdgad, the sobtary monnUm 
which overlooks Baroda from a distance of seven and tw^ty roil^ 
they say that tho minaret of the JAroa mosque of Ahmedubad ctm tie 
discerned some sixty roilcs away. 

Tlio Or or Orsing river has already been mentioned ns foiraing m 
a manner tbo south-east bonndaiy of tho main block of tbo dmmon.

Mftjor Fulljamcs reports that from eome bills near Karfili 
distinct mugoB of bills aroTisiblOy liftvinga genomld^ion east and 
west.

This degcnptwn pvea a fair id^of tha Titian of 
the Unclih afld tha Hiran, which flow mto tho Or on its loft bank. 
Th& Unckh loina it a Uttk below the town of SankMiu Tho Hirnn 
etitera the Gdikirlr'a teiriforf near V&soa which ib on it« right 
bank* ncro the left bonk is abrupt and highp and tho ot tho 
riror very wido and Bandy. Tho two tributaries o£ the Or to 
have the amne chamcteriatica m the riror they W, ihoHiran, 
which takes its rLa& in the Udepor state and joins the iflarbiida 
near Tilftkvdda> has a course of about fifty Tnilea. 

Besides the fluinll river which pajssos through Aggar, about eleven 
miles north of TilakvAda on to tho Narbada, there ia a wa£a n^r 
Tibkvdda which juat requires monfcion* The bank of the Narbadsi 
where this town etands^ m abrupt and from ui^ity to a hundred feet 
highj and it is formed of oUuvial soil resting on a bed of muaded 
pebbles. This abropt bank extends a long way to tho eastvmrd and 
gradnnlly Itims to the southj forming a laiW bead or basin from 
one to throe miles in breadth, through which flows a small stream- 
Probably, therefoie, at one time the bed of tho Narbada was more 
north than it new is and lay in this basin. No eeconnt of the great 
rivor need be givon hero* Suffice it to say that at Tilakvilda tho 
bed cf tho Narbada is about a half a mile in breadth, and t^t even 
in tho cold weather tbo etreain is here 120 feet acrofifl, with great 
depth of water. At Tilnkvdda the basin of the Narbada is 250 feet 
above tho level of the sea* There is mvi^tion from TihikvAda to 
Broach from August or September to December, and boats of 
small tonnage perform the trip in fivo day& 


The main Mock of the main division is travereed by the DMdhor 
river end its tributarieB* Of these the moat important is tho 
Vishvfoiitri, which takes its rise from the hiU of PiiY^gad which is 
some twenty-seven miloa distmifc to the uorth-eaBt of tho city of Baroda* 
A few miles higher than the spot on which Baroda stands, and not 
far from the village of Vishvoshviir, the YishvAmitri is joined by 
anotber stream c^ed the Surra, which also takes its r^ from 
Pi^r^gad a little to the south of the Yishrdmi tri. Tho latter rivur fchon 
contmuea its coureo in a sonlhorly direction till it joina. the DhMhar 
at Pingalvida, some fifteen miloa south of Baroda. Before the 
termination of its course, its waters are, a little aouth of the capital* 
increasdd by tbo Jdmbnva river, a stream weU known to tboso who 
have ridden nut from Baroda past the pAlace of MukarpuT^ to the 
GiikwAi^s hundog gronuda beyond, for through the midst of those 
it flows. Tlie JftmbuTa has a length of about twenty-five miles oulyi 
as it takes rise near the village of Dov^Iia in the Jarod sub¬ 
division, and terminates near Idydipur in the Baroda finb-division* 
But, though its conrso ia so short and its banks average a depth of 
thirty-fivo feet, it is liable to andden floods, and two stone bridges 
qf some strength have been thrown across it. One is at KelMpui 
on the Baroda and Dahhoi road, the other was built by the migh^ 
hunter, Khandeniv Mah&rdj, to enable him in all seasons to get 
from the Makarpnra palace to bis deer-proservcs. 


Lika the J^buvB the Yishviniitri river deseribas a most tortuous 
cour:^ y like the Jimbnva it has cut deep below the sorfaco of tbu 
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BO that just SDkitli of tlio capitiLl itB b&tiks ar^ tbirtj-fiTe feet bigli; 
Jike the Jdmbomj during th^ summer menthsj it is but a trickLing 
and during the mousoons it frequently overflowe ita banks 
and spreads wide 0 ¥er the IcTel cotiattj on either side. The height 
aboTe aiean sea level at Yishveshrar is but 130 feetj and at the 
Baroda bridge 11 fi^t, 

A little north of the cantonment ride rangei which is on the Mi 
bank of the river, while the cantonnient itself is on the right, 
Khanderdv Mahiird] built a strong bridge on what is kdewn as the 
BuznAd roufL Bat naturally the gneatest interii^t is attached to the 
river where it nmrs the eapLtal^ far means bare here been taken to 
store its waters daring the diy monthH and to erosa or tom them 
during the rains. The camp of Baroda ia eitnated on the we=itorn bank, 
the city on the eastern. The hind about the eastern portion of tho 
Camp m low and liable, dniing the monsoon, to partial Inundationp 
more particnlarly so portions of the markets The wboln way from the 
camp to the city is also tow, and to keep open the communication 
between the two places, it has been neceisBary to throw up an 
embankment or causeway of earth to aerre os a roodj in come places 
six and eight feet above the land on either side^^ 

To the left of this road thcra have lately been laid out along the 
bank of the river some fine public gardens with snmtner-honee, band- 
atandft, cages for wild animnlSj tastofnl flower beds and plcasnnt roads, 
the whole being protected by strong embankments.^ As these 
gardens, which are termed tbo pBople^’s Park, are on the camp aide 
of the VisbvAmitri, the Minister, Sir T. Midhavrdv, has connected 
them with the opposite shore by an iron bridge. Beddca the large 
bridge which crosses the main stream, there am on tho camp sido 
two bridges over a side wd/a cf which mention may hero bo made. 
One leading into the Peoplo^a Park is beantifaliy deaigned and; 
imni posed of ono opcb and two circtilar openings* It was exocoted 
in the year 1S26 by lieuLjColoncl ’VVaddingtoii, of the Bombay 
Engineers, and the exponsca of erection were defray^ by His 
Highness Saydjir^v. This bridge is faced with a band^mo yellow 
sandstone, which was quarried and brought at great expense from 
some hilifi about thirty miles to the Bouth-eaat of the capiml; the 
interior mnsoury is brick- The balnatrado of tins bridge is 
particularly handsome s tho shape of the arch is elipticaL The depth 
of material between the surface of the road and the crown of the 
arch wbs looked npon by the natives as not sufficient to bear ihii 
heavy weight of elephan Is, crossing* His Highness was, t^re- 

fore, induced eomei years later to erect another stone and brick bridge^ 
a few yards further up the ndla on the design and principle of tho 
largo old native bridge, which croasea the river itself aboat three 
hundred yards nearer the oity, and of which montioD will shortly be 
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Tbii tomA m now mitAllad. In Mr- flvtherUnd^i tinw, 1840, it wm » 01 
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niaiLlD« Of O0I+ W^dington^g bridge and of the raised rpnd Just 
yoGfiLioiiGd Mr, Haugseleti tolls isCoricg whicti are acatooly vorifiabb^. 
Tbo idea of tlio aattros about tbo bridge is stated to boj that if tlio 
G^wiir orosBOB it ridiog on an clep^nt^ liis reign witl paas from 
him to the iln"tisli. Along either side of the road is a fine row of 
banjEkn trees tlieiopa of which have been lopped off. ilr, liunafelct 
would have his raadors believe that one day the Qdih wdr was rsdiiig 
down the avenue with hie retin ae^ when a bird mewted on him ivom a 
branch over-head. The indignant prince ordered all Lhe troea to be 
cut bnt, being anbaeqnontl^ moved by tho bmnblo prajora of 
his minzBternnd people, ho waa mth^ed to order that the top branches 
shonld bo out away^ Another writer* tells a moro probable tale. 
On either side of the road are tail treeSj which nnlting at tho top 
forni a eoverod way to tho margin of the camp. Tlieae trees 
foraerlj gave ahelter to the Bhils and Kolb, who/ hidden by tbolr 
foliage, used to attack and pliiodor the AhmeJabad travellorB m 
they entered the city at desk. Ihereforo tho boughs were loppeA^ 

After crossing tho groat bridge, onhis way to the city, a visitor to 
JJaro^ would mtnrally turn to tho right to look at tho tombs or 
temples of the GAikwdi^ which are on the bank of tho river down 
to wluch bmad flights of stairs desceiicL Not all tho GAikwdm have 

fonndor of the house, wa^ trofvaherouBly 
m mjdered at yafcor, and no attempt is said to have been made to bring 
nis body to Barodaj for such were the confusion and hurry that

Tho first Saj^jirdv tttia iha first Fabesbg were burned at Kdumfith,

tempi 0 is a smaller o&nopyj chhain^ dodieatod to the memory of the 
Rini Gnbiydb^i, and on the city aide is a temple bnilt to record the 
spot where Chiiun&bii was burned; but at present it contains a stone 
face of AnandrdT and a phial recording the memory of the regent 
Fateging, 

One of the most strikii^ foatnres of the city oE Baroda ia the 
great stooe*bridge which orosaes the main stream of tho Yiahv^mitri* 
It w ptobBbly of great antiquity and its erection is ascribed to the 
VanjftriWj who some tluee centuries ago lived in the western snbnrh 
of tho town, llr, FqrbeSj the well Known author of the OriontiJ. 
Monioira^ a travelled man and a keen ahsorver^ made towards tho end 
of the last century the following extraordinary remark on tho bridge: 
'1 mention it because it ia only bridge I ever saw in Indio.^ 
It consiita of two mngos of solid and rather narrow arches one over 
the other. It is thus described by a writer: ^This stone bridge is 
made lo rise to the height of the ranks on each side by being bniZt 
two stories high+ The real bridge is a viaduct built over a succession 
of archtsa which riso from tho bed of the Seen frota the 

stone steps which on either side to the wataris edgo> the bridge 
Bonked by temples ond trees presents a very handsome appeoranco. 

The VUhvdmitri has been described as a river whicih runs dry in 
the stunmer months and is liable to overflow its banks during the 
mins. Means had been taken both to store its wmtena and to get rid 
of theiDp A few yards below the bridge there was solid timber 
dam with gatea^ which rcUrined a fine store qf water during a large 
portion of tho year. It was carried away bodily by tho pressure of 
water at the end of the year 1881^ To prevent the water of tho 
river from ovorflo'wing and entering of tho oityj cortsin dams,

who accojupnniad HimAdri ^vbon be jumped into tho holcj now 
makoa tho EatanmAl ranpfe. The aame fluga ViabTAtmta, &t tho 
desiro of tho people of tho Sbaakar forest^ enraed and destroyed the 
detnoEn Pdvnk (PdveDgad),and blessed the whole of the ri ver. Kim 
and Lttkahniaii visited him on their retnm from their expedition 
lUTaiiist KAvan, and on that oceadon Yyis and other sagoa came to 
aoe V'lshvdmitTi at Vydaeshvar* Meanwhile RAm, when Lakahman 
and Mdrud had failed^ lajed the domoD HiranLAtBha at the spot 
now known as Haroi, bnt hia teeth wei^i left at the village called 
Dinteshvar. KdmnAthp to the north of Harni, is another place 
for the bleaaing of sons hem given by Shiv to^ his deveteea^® The 
bonaa of dead bodiei thrown into tho Thahvdmitri near this spot are 
blessfHilj dissolved into the wTiter.

oourse the Db^dbar is join^ bj two alreems called the Dev and the 
Snrva^ Tho DhAdbar takes ita rise in the hills south of PAvagad

would ulford good Diaterial for rood inskiug^ The Phddhar^ which ia 
hero cmaaed hy a stoiio bridge^ is 200 feet widC;^ with about t wo feet 
of water in the dry weather, but after it has been joined by the 
Itangdi and the Viehrimltri, its siaseis eomiderably increesod. It 
flows in a westerly dirocticu into the gnlf of Csmbsyi and forme the 
creek on whieli the Timldria port or bandar b situntefl Though 
this port is in the Broach district^ Captflin Froncb^ Acting Resident 
at Biiroda in 1846-50^ proposed to connect it by a somlj railway with 
tbo Gd.ikwdr'8 (^nitoJp in order that the latter might thus hnvo scocss 
to soa-trafhc. The scheme was almost carried into eiccntion. 

No racntion need be made hereof the great river which flowi a few 
milee north and west of the city of Bonoda^ In ISoG Colonel Bavidnoa 
put to the test the navigability of thcMahi, audits possible ntllity na 
a pa^^ago to the sea for tralflc from BEiroda, by cansmg a small 
steamer to ascend the river as far m Dabka, a tillage eighteea mflea 
distant from the capital. Three petty affluenta pass through the 
division. The Mini which issnea from the tank near Sdmaliya in the 
Jnrod aub-division has a conree of about twenty-five tnilce^ Tbe 
JuTod and tbe Meari rise near PAviSgad and fall into tbo Mabi at 
Sinor, after traversing abont Ihiriy-Bvo milea of conntty. 

Thci-o ore several large tanka or petty lakes in the division, of 
which tho most extensive ia that of^Idvalin the Jarod snb-divLsiQU. 
During and after the rains it covers an area of 575 acres, but iu 
the hot weather it is restricted to &8 acres. There is generally 
an average depth of 20 feet of water. Hmuan ingenui^ bos taken 
advantage of tho natural configoiation of the knd, and one whole 
Bido of tho Mdval Unk is bounded by e bank of built stone ^d 
chunaTUi into which a gatchnsbK?en lot in order to allow the re^nired 
quantity of water to issue From it for irrigational purpo^ Borne 
twenty years ego tbo tank ran quite dry, and when tbo villagers had 
dng into its bed to a depth of thirty feet, tbey came on the remaina 
of a hofkt and so diacoverod how much deeper the tank had once been 
than it now ia* There are also largo tanks at the villages of 
SdouLlSya and Sdvli. It is because the northern, bonk of tbe former 
tank bos not been well oonatructed that the waters escape imd form 
the river Mini, of which mention bos been mode* The beautiful 
Sivli tank is well known to the Bportginau, picturesque trees are 
reflected in its waters, and at one of its extremities the quiet, grace¬ 
ful temples stand, which comroemorate the names of and his 

father PiUiL 

The Khr\An tank is partly waUed in with bri<i-work. Its origin 
is said to be on this wiso. A BnUiman and his wife lived in the 
Bhngnkahatra near Broaebj and had but one son of eight years 
old. The lad was drowned in the Narbada by ^cident, and as 
bis paieuts wore searching for him, tho god Shiv took pity on 
their grief and asanmed the shape of the boy. The well-known 
farm led the now delighted pair to tho vicinity of K*iyAnihuo, th* 
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prweDt KflrtftLii* The wanJerTUg hud lusted thitJng^h the ni^htj but 
at thw spot fit daybreak ibe god assumed hia real shape, apd 
to comfort the BrAhtDii-u and his wife he oonsontcd to abide with 
them there. From that raomoDt the taok became holji 

The DmnAd tankj four miles fronj Baroda^ has bungalowa and 
sumtuer-bonscs on it belosgiag to tho GAifcwir.^ His Highness 
KhandoM^ win* ofteti rojallj eotortained there bjhis miuisEer BhAa 
Siudia* 

la the Sinor sub-diyisioii there are large tanks at Anandi and at 
Tain^ The latter is of sn octagonal shaps^ and baa stone steps 
going dose to itj a most romsrkabla pbco of masotiiy in a country 
where atooe has to bo got from n distance. In the Petlfid sub- 
diirision there are large tanks at Voeo and Sojitrftp There ia slso a 
large tauk between Jidsan and PinaT. One at K^nisa is stUl more 
remarkable. It is regnlaply builfc in gradually enkrgoning 
rentangleB, The water ia said to change in colotar during three days 
in the year, from CAnifm Shuddh the Mth to Fodjfo the 1st. At 
this time it is held that the water Is that of the Ganges- On the 
Fufhua Nakshaiju day of every ixiODth fairs arc held at this spot^ 
and the water of the tank is said to core people of white loproay* 

The great wcUsj vivs, with passages and stone stops and eotne- 
thing ofarchitectnml ikdornniont found in northem Gojardt ore not 
altogether wanting in this division. There is the celebrated Nava- 
lakhL (nine lacs worth) well at Barodu^ at Shov^si in the Bsireda 
sub-divisbuj atVebnatid Atdli in tho Choranda sub-division^ at 
Mandela in tho Dabhoi snh-cUvisionj and at Sojitra in tho Potidd 
oub'diviJiiotL Or dinar/ vreUa aro exponaive and rarn. 

The afetn^ rainfall of tho division is inches. In the /ear 
1877, when thora wns ft great deflctenc/ of rail], onl/ 10} inches 
Were rc^istorad. In 1878, when there wne an abnormall/ large rain* 
fall, 65 inches wore registered.

Tho naithomiQOSt division of His Highness the Gdikfrdr'B 
pwessions in Gujardt Proper is termed the Kadi or Kadi-Pnttan 
division.‘ It hee ft snppoeed area of abont 31S8 square miles, its 
oitrfnno length from north to sonth being ahont 120 miles, and 
bn.>adth from east to west abopt eight/ miles, Tlifl popnlation of 
tho ^vision is reckoned at about 088,487 sonJa, or an avomge 
densit/ of 313*01 poraona per square mile. The total Government 
den^d on the divieion m 1879.80 wsa Bs. 3*2,38,120, and tho 
realisationB Rs. 30,16,770. 'The □uBcellaneona revenue tunonnted 
to Hs. 3j85;94.1. 

Tho main block oE the division lies to tho west of the Saharmati 
ri^er. To the east oE that river there is onl/ one Bul)*djvision. that 
of Itehg^, ^e most soother]/ of the mno which go to make up 
the Kadi division. The I>ch^m mh-divisbn is so scattered, ito 
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Tillages are so interupcise^ witli thoBtJ of tie Ahmed absd district 
aud of tie Ufaii KAntha torritory, ti&t its boondaries cannot be 
exactly defined. On tho cast is the ParAntij sub-diTiaion of the 
Abraedabad British district; on the south the EJaskroi Bab-didrion 
of the eaine district, and GadAsar belonging to the Mahi Kdnthaj 
on the west thorn ate PethApnf of tie Mahi KAatba and a portion 
of tho Dnekroi sab-diTision j on the north another portitm of the 
same Bnb-diririon and the Pardatij anb-division already referred to, 
Tho petty diTision of Atarsomba belonging to DehgAm has to the 
cast wd south tho Kapndvanj sob-dimion of tho Kaire district. 

The tnain block of tho district is, as hivs boon stated, bottndod cm 
the east by the SAhamiati river, on the loft bank of which are the 
Paidntij sub-division of the Abmedabad district and territorie* 
belonging to petty chiefs nndoT the Mahi Kintba Agency. Where 
tho SAbarmati river fails to be the eastern bemndarj of tho district, 
that is, near tho north-east corner, it is bounded by territories 
belonging to Mahi KAnlha chiefs and on the north by tho PAlanper 
state. There are* however, many GAikwAr villages insido the raain 
boundaries of PAlanpur. Proceeding westwards along the nortKem 
boondarv, the district touches Disa which is onder Pdlsnpnr, Tho 
north-west face of the limSta of Ibo district touches Bddbanpw 
territory. The western bonDdaries proceeding eonthwar^ touch 
portions of Jfahi KAntha territory, the lauds of the chief of Katosan, 
and tho Viramgim enb-divialen of the Ahmedabad djstnot, insido 
which are GAikwAr villagoa hero and there. 'Hio Bonthorn face of 
the district tonchos the ViramgAm and Daskroi aub^iivisions of tbs

To tlio east of the SdbnrmaU 
the connt nr is well wooded j and to the south and cm I it is hilly and 
pictnresqufc Though there are no forest tracts m any part of the 
divTsion, tho raynn, Jlimusops indica, wta^Hdo, Baaaia latifolia, and, 
mango tree, Mangifera indic^ am feuiid in abundotico, particularly 
in tho Dehorn, Kdlol, and Vijdpnr sab-divisions, and tho last men- 
tioncdi aab-<Li7ision prcsGots ft ploiasaiit Tflri^ty of scenepy, Eicopt 
ih^^ mahuda, mf/an ftnd Hmda treeSi ttere are nowhere any timbei* 
trees worth ootking. But in the wcfitem portion of tho division 
the country become® more monotonon®* The aspoct ifl that of n 
biftck-soil plain j nc&r the vUb^s aro clninpa of littida, tanmrind 
and JciiraJ hat oleewhere t£e fnce of tho fertile but dull land ia 
devoid of all adorainent. Tho nntivea havn rightly termed the 
Pattanyida ruA"^ or dreary. 

Thi?re are no hilU io the divifibn itself^ but far and ^ride to tho 
east and north are neon the range® of hitla in the Mahi Kiintha 
territories and the Ftilimpnr state^ 

Tho chief rivers of the dirision are the SAbannati\ Y&irakj Moahva* 
KhAri, Eupen^ Sarasvati and BanAs. The Sdbarmati, first teraed 
SAbari rises in the sonth-wostern spera of the Ardvali bills^ flows 
Bonth throngh the Mahi KAntha^ and at the north-west comer of the 
Ahmcdabaa difitripfc is joinsd by the HAthmati. F roin thb point it 
is named tJio SAbarmali and aeparatea ParAotij from the Barodfti 
fita^e of which il here forma the eastern bonndary. It then flows 
between the aob-divisbiifl of DehgAm andTijApnn It then enters 
the Daslcroi boundaries^ divides Dholka from Kairfti andj after a 
conrse of 200 miJes^ empties itself into tbo gulf of Cambay+ The 
XhAri risea ten milea to the north-east of AhmodmigHr in the Idar 
state and two miles bojond the nor them bonndfuj of theBritisb 
district pf ParAntii j it then flows in a sontb-west direction after 
having been joined by a small stream called the Khirva, It tra¬ 
verses the DehgAm sob-diviHion^ and thence Renters Daaktoi^ Its 
entire oonree before it falk into the SAbarmatij a little above the 
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ajHDt where the gteat river is joined by the Vfttmk, ib of about 
105 loiteB. At One poiui it thrcuterte to bimk its earthoD dom and 
join the MeshTa. 'J’liQ hleshva atid Yittmk rivers are alao tribHtflry 
to the tMbarniati and joia that i-iver opposite Vtiutlia. They rise to 
the fiouth of Dangurpar and run courses of about 12d and 15] mites. 
Theae Btrenina are of no great Totuoiei but they^ with the Kfiddj 
Berve bo irrigato the Aiorsumbn hnd Behg^m Bah-diviBiona. The 
RupeDp whi{^ takes ita riae In the mo oil tains near Tonga In the 
Matii K^ntha^ Hows tbrongh the Kherdiu, Yianagar, and 
pub-di VLB ions. The Saras vatl tnkes its rise in the hills aitnatcd in 
the north-east comer of the hinhi Kdnlhn territory^ liowa ever 
westwards towards the Ban^ otid its course travoraes the Sidhpnr and 
Pattan sub-dirisiODS. The Bends risen in the c^oarter and 

flows along tho north-west frontier of the PatUn sub-divLsion^ 

There are no lakes in the division. But artificial tanka exiat of 
moine than ordinary dimensions. In VAdnna^r the SrLrmbihta tenkj 
commonly called teamen or Sumelia^ with its stone emhankmcnta 
and bi-oad flights of Etone steps^ and the tanka in Yisnagar and near 
Pattan are Over fifty acres in extenti Tlie tank or reservoir alindi^ 
to as existing noar Pattan is not the famous Sahasrallng of which 
mention is made among Places of InLerest^ for that has disappearedf 
but the Kdn Sarovar with its handsome facing and broad stairs of cut 
Btone^ "Vyhile alluaion is thos being made to the stopandous works 
of the old kings of Gnmrdtj the handsomely carved stone wellsj 
with steps descen^ugto the water should not bo forgotten. 
Such are to he found in pAttarij Visnagar* Vadanagarj^ Sidhpur, and 
other placcBi hut they are not much used dow« Tho ordinary ponds 
of the oountiy scamoly hold water throughout the year^ though they 
aro generally semceablo from July to Marchji are emplDjed. to 
supply cattle with water and are useful for washing pnrposeB. 

Where villagca are constructed on the hank of some river river- 
water is uscdi Throughout the country brick wella an? found to 
exist in fair abundaucCH but in the Kxidi anb-diviBion the water at the 
surface is brackish and riJconrBe is not hod to irrigatioa. Except in 
those portions of the sub^imsionB which border on tho Pdtanpur 
torritoiy, well water obtainable at a depth of from thirty to sisty 
feet below the surface■ In Hdrij it is not to be reached, without 
going much deeper, and tho wells there are often 100 feet In 
depth. 

Through out the division it may be said that tho climate is hot hut 
heabJiy. There is, howeTor^ a considcrahlo difference in tho Intensity 
of tho heat experienced, that of tho uorthem being fur nioro 
oppressive than that of the southern sub-divisioua. llio boat of 
Pattan, for instance, partakes more of the Buturo of that fdt in 
Marwdr than of that of Ahmedabad* 

Tho normal rainfall of the division is 32 iuchea. The year 1877 
one of great scarcity and only 211 inches were registered at 
Kadi j in 1078 there were 32 inches registered, and in the following 
year 22 J inches, this division in that year uot Bharing with oth^ 
portions of GujarAt in the benefits of a plentiful harvest. 

In order that the full extent of tho Bm^da state may come at onco 
under the bjo, tho following brief notice is given of His Highaos* 
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tha Gdikwhr’fl domlaioiu m K^thi^w^. We m^y onut for the pre-* 
MUt all consIderatiOD of Okhimandal. Tho area of the Atureli 
sub-division ie ronglilj oatiiuated at 1560 square miles. The totul 
population of the dimion ie 147,463 aooording to the ISSI oansusj 
And the average deueitj per sqnars mila k d4'53. It is composed 
of £vo eob-diTiEiooSj which stretoh in an irregtihir manner aoroea 
K^thiaw&r from the neighboorhocKl of the BhdL to the Arobijm sea. 
From eoat to Tvest these aeb-divisioiLs arc Shjydnagar^ Ddamagar^ 
Amreli, Dbdri^ and Kodindr. Tho outljiag vUb^ of Bhim^a 
in the Navdnagar toiritor/ ia a depeudonej of Amroli.^ 

There ora four district blockfl of eoantry varying in siM, whioh 
boloiig to the Gdikwdr in Kdthidwdr. Of these the largejit is 
Composed of tbe fliib-diviaioDe of Amreb and Dhdri which am 
separated by the Gir, a rather narrow^ mountamousj wildj imd 
in^ubrioaa tract, from Ibe NAgher or low conn try round 
the sub-divisioii belonging to IIlb Highness which runs along the 
coast of the Arabian sea and touches the aoutbeni most poitifc of the 
peoiosob of KAthidwAr^ 

In j^,D, 1813 the GaikwAr, already in possession of one-halfjobtained 
from the NawAb of Junagad the other bait of the eub-divisiem of 
Kodindr This cession of territory was obtained by legitimate 
diplomacy^ bat the Kawdb afterwards did all he could to regnin bis 
lost lauds. In 135Tj however, the Supreme Pow'er deoided that long 
possession had^Ton the GAikwilrtho right to retain them^ In I 8 ld 
and later the GAikwAr added considerably to hijj inland tarritorioSj 
and in time it beaime hb? ambition to obtain the Gir country, not 
because it had any valne In itself, bnt in order that there might be a 
connection between the soa-cooet and luB in Land territories f But the

The most impartAiit;, if not tbo quatriea la the state at^a 

si tun tod in tbo Songnd bills^ a low range mtinlng in a aoi'tli-oast and 
south-weat dirootiou on tho or Joft bank of the Hi mo H^er, 
Bongadisa fowmilos dis tant from and lion io the east of Bah^darptir^ 
from wbich town it in sopamtod hj two rif erSf, tbe Himo closo to 
it and the Orsing on tbo western bank oE wbicb Is Bab^darpuF^ 
BahAdarpnr itsKsJf is connected bj a narrow gauge railway witb 
Dabboi^ from wluoli place two lines of the same ^nge (2 ft, 6 in.) 
depart to Miydgdtn and Baroda. It is probsbU tbnt the two rivers 
aboFe-tnentiened will sbortly bo bridgra and a lino laid between 
Babadornnr and Songad^ when the gtono of these qaarries wilt be 
conFejed by rail from Songsd t-o Baroda. 

Songad stone is now being largely employed in tbe censtmetion 
of the Lakahmi ViUs Palace and other public buiLdiiiga at tbo 
capital. But the qiiarriea hare long boon drawn upon for local 
purposes and for the making of mill stones- Tbe pmrluet of tbe 
qnarrios is a crjstalLino aandstone^ hard and dur^ble^ but not 
mfficult to work and capable of being wrought into fine monldings 
and carvings. It is easily qnarriedj is of good colour and is capable 
of being split along tbe lines of stratificatioiij which ere extremely 
fine anu occur at distances varying from sit inches to two fect.^ If 
is also asserted that tbo stone is quarried to the length sometiitaes 
of fonrtoon foot, that the cost of quarrying sixteen enbin feet is 
Rs. 3, and of draesing the same Es. 24. in the autumn siity and 
In the summer 200 quarrymea find employ moat at Songad^ and the 
produce of their labour ia convoyed to Baroda, Breach^ the Rewa 
K^utha^ Ciutudodj Siuor and other placea. Tho aupposed y^ly 
Fable of the stones quarried ia Bs. 4000 and as the state lovioa a 
tax of 12 anno# on every stone-beariiig cart^ Bs, 1583 w'eTe made on 
lfi22 carts in the year 1370-80^ 

There are few other qaarrii^ in tba Bamdu division or indeed 
in tho state. Unimportant quarries of a wbltiab but nqt very hard 
atone are to be found near the Burra river between Pabdi and 
AsckL in the Jarod sub-div^iEioUt and on the Hiran, near Sankbed% 
there is a oousidoruhle amount of pakka stone quarried. Few 
^nes are to bo met with anywhere] in some sab-diviaiona os 
in Jarod^ atone is found at no great depth below tho rIIufuiI 
deposit foncied generally of carbonate of lime or of ^nd with

cioBS dE donkof-drivers who collect kunkar for tlio ose of the totfros- 
people. Final in tlie Karbado^ especially io the neiglibonrbood 
of Sioor and Karnl^ certain red pebbloa are found trhicli are mneb 
and geaemlly worsbipped, They are popularly termed the Karbuda 
Gaopatii and are moat prised if small and of a deep red, for tbo 
oolonr ofEcTt sbades off to a yellow or browo tlngo. 

There aro no qnarrioa worked in the Nav^ri dktitot, though 
atone lit for building purpoaea ia found about Songnd and Vi^ra, but 
the qaarrj^ing and carriu^ nppo&r to be eiponsjvo. Petty niie 
is mode of the nodular firuestones, called kmkar^ foond in the 
beds o£ rivers and employed in tnctalling roads ; for tho makitig of 
lime thBchmndno jjaihar, or earbonato of lime, found m certain lands 
is oollectctd ^ and. the rAhouo r found in other lautifi is employed 
with mortnr for a cement. 

ThoNavs&ri* diTision containa the largest nnd only iinportani 
forest difllricfc io tho territory of His Highuesa the GdikwAr. It 
is situntod in the sub-division of Songan and its petty division 
of Y^jp^i the sub-divisions of Vi4ru upd hfobuj and in the potty 
divtsioti of \ j&kal in VeMchba; and it is partly in oonseoueiice 
of this t^t tbcs0 are termed the Jtnui Mandla in contradistinction 
to the Hiistt ^ahdis^ This forest district lies to the east and uorch- 
east of tho KavfiAri main division- YUkal is separated from the 
other Above mentioned sub-divisions by British territory! boing 
bounded on tho north by ttdjpipb, on tbo east by the Vadi state 

Burat, on the south by the same 
subdivision, and on the west by tbo Vel/ichha sub-division of which 
it forms a petty ^vfaion. The other fiiib-diyisioop are oontigtioiis to 
Bajpipia on the north;, Kh^udosh on the easti 
BAnsda and the mngu on Ibo south, and the Surat district on the 
west^ As the forest diitnetB have not been suiTevcd! it is impossible 
to give their exact area; but on a rongh ostiitiatothey tnay bo taken 
to cover sumew^t over 6tM> feguaro miles couaiBling ol hiUs^ of high 
iCTol tracta, and of plains. In short they occppy about one-third 
of the ar^ of Ibe NavaAri division^ which ia eatiinayd at IMO 
square tndee. 

Of all thffle Na^ri suhTcUvisionfi Moha alone has no hilli. Ita 
foiwU arc^sit^ted Id the plitin, and tbo princitid ones lie on the

In the other diatncta mentioned tl^e foresta occupy 
the tops and slopes of hillHj aa weU as tho undulating knd below. 
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Tlieso liillfl liro projocbaoua of tto Sdtpud^L r^nge;^ two of tho meun 
Bpurtt of whkli mil froio oagt to wost^ tto one to tlio Bouth of the 
Karbada river along the JMjpipla boi^ndarj and therefore named 
after that country, the other to the north of the TApti river time 
forming the boundary between the old NAnctal Mah^ to tbe north 
and Parichmolf, Yeabvantpnrfl Borgrtm and Pargat to the south. 
From the above it will bo perceived tlmt between these two nmin 
spnra or raage» is situatou tlie tableland of NAncbal. A lino of 
bdia runa from the RAjpipla range to the TAptl river^ where of 
courao it ceases. This lino forms tho westeni boundary of tho 
Vdjpur petty diTision and tlie SlAndvi aub-division of tbe Surat 
difltriot. Again another ranM of undulating hillSj oHgitiating in tho 
Kajni^Ia hiiisj runs along the onstem and aontbem boundorioa of 
tbe vA-kal petty division and so gradnally dies away^ The spurs 
of tida range descend into VAkal and into the MAndri coiintiy. 
As for the second main group of hills, it may be added thnt on 
the eastern a nd southern boundaiiea of Son gad And YiAra there 
nre hilla in which are situated the celebrated forto of Soug&d and 
Hupipd, of which inoulion him been made in the brat chapter and 
of which the latter is Bometimes termed the fort of BadadvAla, 
because it is in the SAdadvAla MubAl. The spurs of these lofty hilU 
descend into the bed of the T&pfci river and bound tbo channels 
which Aro formed by the Puma, the Ambibaj and other streatnei 
The highest ominence in the country to the south of the TApti is 
that of Songful, on w*hicli the fort of that name is situated^ tbo 
ne^t bighost being the one at S^dadv&n in ViArai about nine miles 
oast of iSongttd. 

Tbe chief river which floiva Ihrough tbo forest track is the TAptL 
It pBsides tbrongb the VAjpur forests in a soatb-wostorlj direction to 
the point whore it is met by ita tributary,, the Nesu river, which 
comes from tlm west and forme tbo boundary between KhAndesb 
and Vdjpur. The Tapti after this changes tbo direction ofits oourso 
to the west, and so rCAchee Kdnja,. sepomting VAjpur from tbo 
hmngnd Hub-dirision. Tho TApti 1^ always cnhoncea the vuiuo of 
tbo Vajpur loresta, and^ wore it not for that river, it would even now 
bo a question if their proservmion and the ocenpatioa of land would 
bo dosiruble ; for tho soil here, eapeciollj by the river is very 
fertile and capable of high culti vation* Tlie timber cut in tho YAjpur 
forests is for tbe most port donted down tbo Tapti to KMod und 
Sumt, The prcBoace of some rocks, of which the leniovnl by blaat- 
iug would pravo a mmonorativo entorpriseip obatructa the passage of 
the timber, especially when the water is low. Three other tribu¬ 
taries of the Tapti, besides the Nesu, do not run ixy nt any time of 
the year^ namely, the Ajam, the Dndan, and the Motlnudiip 
llie boUTces of the first two strooms are in the bills north of tho 
TApti, which river they join at Magatar and Umardap paapeetively* 
the rornior village being in tbe MAndvi suh-divisLon, the latter 
in iSAgbAm. Tho third tributary, the Motimdi, runs from tho 
fUikt of a bill in CbAfAvadi called Shodvan near Songad, and meets 
the Tdpti at Mhasrut. In addition to the great river and ita 
tribotarius above meutioned, there aro to the south of tho Tapti tbe 
Mindhola^ tho Puma, the Ambikiv and their little tributaries, all 
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holdioff a TTestward muret?. Besides these Tivers^ tJiore a« soine 
ainalbr tributary 6tt»ms ami iiaM^j but prott ot them get diy 
duHug the hot BcaaoD. 

In the tnblelntid of Kdiichal ns well (is iii that of S^advAlft called 
Knrjatj tho scarcity of water begins to bo felt as early as Febroarj 
or March in ordinary seasODS. The lifttiirBJ c-oiiise<[ueTitie is tliat 
there is to bo found m thoao distrietaa largo nnmber of depopulated 
villngoB. Nowhere iu the forest haire tho people yet been prodded 
with wdla of good drinking water, and it ia now imder conBideiu- 
tion whether such cannot be conatrncted. 

Peroumcnt cultivation is carried on in tho forest difitnets and a^n ^ 
temporary or cccosional caltivaticm^ Tho hitler practieSj which 
obtains ill the midst of ttio forest tractSj is termed tAmiffciiaj as in 
tho DBccfto it ia called cfnfAi, in If Aiiam and the Central Frorincea 
kumri. Tho system of occasional eultivatton is highly detrimental 
to forests, na it conaisb in the selection of one patch of gTonud at one 
time and of another shortly after to tho al^itndonment of that first 
selected. Moreover, to mako it fit for cukivation, the patch of soil 
Ifl cleared of trees and is then made dse of for two or three ycaj^^ 

Tho first year jwcOj Panioom miliarOj or diveli^ Eicrnns commume, 
ig raised, the second year rice, and tho third year I'odra, 
Pospnlnm BcrobiciilatuiiJ^ Tho soil is then allowed tn lie fallow 
till it is onco more clad with small trees and brushwocnl, when it 
ia again laid under eontribution* Largo gaps in tho forest distrLets * 
have thus been made, and another ovU may be ascribed to tho 
practice of occasional cultivation ^ where the laud has been cl^rod, 
a crop of high grass springs up which is specially condneive to 
jtingle fires, an aunnal phenomouati in the forest tracts^ 

The cereals raised in the forest distriats are rice Orysa sativa, 

Cajanug indicns, irdcn Fanicum iniliaro,i«3f ail Panic am apic&iuin, 
Fas[ialuui serohiculatiim, Eleusino coracona, i-d/ Dolichoa 

lablub, Graui Cicor ariqtinnm, raidnc Fu^um sativnm, 

Phaseotna muugo, tcH Paniemn miliacenm, and mn^f Phoseolus 
radiatua Bosidea these are found the sngarcanoj Gacclmmin 
officinartnn, in Moha and Vi Am; cotton, Gossypiuin lierbacouin^in 
Moha and Vdkad i and divcU^ Ricinus communis, tbroughont the 
difictunt tracts. ^ 

In Bomo forest districts tho yield of the cr^a in each field 
is estiniatcd by the village accountant or His esti mates arc 

examined by tho inspecting clerk or phemi Mrktinf and a small 
percentage is flubsecj^uciitly scrutinised by the aulndivisional revenue 
tnauager, ruAirc^dar, or his head clerk. The price of tho yield 
thus ostimatod and settled is calculated at rates which the chief 
revenue ofiicer of tho division annually files. Three-eighths of the 

{ reduce »o valued in money are then recovered from the cnltii^tor. 
n other forest dLSiricts tho rent of the laud cultivated is computed 
roughly according to tho number of ploughs employed* The first 
system is termed kaliar^ the second Aoitnndi. 

The following tribes inhabit the forest districts : Dhondids m 
Moha ; ChodhrAa lu Mohs, VAkaJ, Yiira, SAdadvAla and Umarda 
Kotar; in AulApur, Sadadvfila and Umorda Kotar ^ 
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Konkanda in S^dadvi&U and Ani^ptar;^ and Vdrlis m Antipm*. Bhilfl 
are found diicsfly in Viijpur, while a few live in Yfikal and VMta. 

To treat of thcae trib^ genemlly. Thej are migrato!^* thej are 
poor and indolent^ of dissipated nod iiaprovidcnt itabitaj given 
to druakenncEha. Tliej for the moat part bcliove in witchcraft,, 
jiidut and place an implicit foitb in their sorcerers or hha^aiB- 
If a man dies bis relatives cbange their hots^ sometimes migrating 
to other villages to avoid fnrtlier ill-fortnno+ Manj live on the 
cultivation of the soih while others who cannot afford to become 
independent cnltivotots for want of cattle^ engage themselves to 
serve tliose who can afford to emplojr them in wood-enlting or in 
tnaAud^ gathering. The eolleetiDn of other indigenous forest 
preducts also affords them some occupation, Hvou the turbo lent 
Bhils have now become poacefnl subjcMisfs^ who eoni their living 
by either tiffing the soil or following some rough profession, nor 
are they hostile to forest conservancy^ though it mterferes with 
their long cherished privilegos and habits. 

An in^onoe of the camlcEsnoos and apathy of these tribes is 
afforded by thoir xemissuoas in breeding cattle. Extensive forests 
afford free grazing-groundj yet nowhere are people so loth to breed 
cattle aa in the forest tracts, and there are mauy who dp not 
possess even a pair of bullocks to plough the land or a cow to give 
her milk to the young ones of the family^ 

Though these tribes are peaceful and harmless, yet they form a 
wandering and wood-cuttiug ponulation^ who cause an amount of 
damage to the woods out of proportion to the benefit derived 
from Buch a mode of living* it in proposed to toko &uch measures 
os will eonservD the forests^ and roodor tho forest tribes more 
comfortabb by training them to become stationary. 

In Moha the foreata ore, as has been stated, on the banks of the 
Pnma and Anibika riTGrs^ The tree property in the Ambika 
resorvcH is the larger and more valuable of the two, yet it deea 
not at prcBcnt contain timber fit for felling. The forests in Yidra 
which chiefly lie on the banks of the rivers abovo mentloaed are 
more extensive and valuable than those in Moho^ but they are ai 
present used for meeting free grants rather than for producing 
revenue. The hill forests in S4dadT^a and ITnmrda Kotar to the 
fioutfa-eosb of Songud are nearly equal in ojient to those in Yiara. 
The whole of the VAjpur petty snbniivijiiou is one continuouB and 
most importaut forest districti its importance being due to the TApti 
river down which,, ou has been already mentioned, wood is flcat^ 
to KAdod and Surat. In the Ydkol dfatrict scrubby forests are 
Hcattered over the hills which form its aouthern, eastern and northern 
boundaries. In most of the forests of VAkal the teak is now tho 
teading tree. In its natural state it does not grow alone but is 
general ly associated with bamboos and trees of other kinds and 
often forms a nmalJ proportion only of the forest. In tbo above 
foresifl tho i«ak once Lad for its companions the Jlrhcr Acacia 
calechu, am TemiinBlia fomontosa, tdnirng Diospjros melnnoxylou, 
Terminnlia bell erica, and others? but the axe of the wood- 
cutter has caused their almost entire extinction* Yarioas kiudfi of 
timberi Including bamboo and firewood treesj are found in the above

It waa alao k 
custoraary to allow the cut material to rcmaLn in tbe forest for a | 
year or longer that ite weight might be Iwaoned^ and the timber * 
thus permitted to lie nnoated for on the ground wika fToqnentlj ! 
destroyed by luin, by white ant^, by forest fires and by numerona 
other destructive agonctes* In this way miiLiij ma^ificotifc foroeta 
were wnstiMl. Tho foreay have also Buffered much fram the system 
of temporary caltivatiou. Teak has boon prodigally cot, ao much 
fio tliAt in fl^teusive forests no good geTvicfia.ble Itaik can now bo 
found. Lesfl valuable timbin- has also been recklessly removed 
from such parts as were already cleared of teak aud from wll 
Bpoto easy of access. Oa all sidoa may bo Hcen timber treoi 
mutilatod^ crookedj or dead, soma with tboir young sbeota hacked, f 
otboi^ consisting of stumps Out high abovo the ground. The low * 
hills round Songad^ though now baroj formerly wore an nnbrokoa [

With the object of atopping the further destruction of forests 
a forest department waa organisod in April 1873. A trained | 
native forest ofiicer wTts obtained from the Bombay Preaidenojj and 
on a report made by him after ULS^cting the stale loresta a snit- 
able staff was placed under hlm^ Such measures as appeared to bo ' 
suitable to the oonservnuey of forests were commenced in the 
Navsiiri division I The tracts handed over to the department were ' 
thosD in Songadp Yuim and the YAkal petty di via Lons of tho 
Veldchhii sub^ivijsbiii and they wore divided into five ratiges each 
of which was placed under a keeper, duro^a.

Each of the five ranges taentioned has its ranger and 

forester ndib ddrogni tor the tracts ans ao unhcalthj that proviHioti 
has to ha made for maintain ing the work st^dily in case of sicknesa* 
A^iHj iha forests are but aparsDljr inhabited, and where tbe brush is 
thick und the grass high the wild beasts aro bold in fear, nor do the 
villagers dare to travel alone through woods where the graas has 
been burnt. To each round guard, sajeddr^ in high forests there is 
therefore attached a guartl, raklivdlddr^ to accompany bim on bis 
ronnds, and, as the poat roqiiirea no tincture of letters in the bolder, 
the sorvicea of the natives of the foresta are generallj fiocorodi 
For tho preservation of forests a domarcatiou of limits is necessarj, 
either of tbo w^ood or of the land which may be cultivated^ The 
demarcation of tbe latter takes pkee in the principal forest districts 
where the wood outstrips the field, and, to ascertain the requirements 
of the village, the number of its cuUivntora and of the ploughs in 
ufle, tha quantity of land anuually tilled and the period of rotation 
in the crops must be discovered^ Thu demarcation of the woods 
takoii place in the more sparsely eovered sub-divimons where the 
forests ato confined to liills and unciilturablu tracts^ The work of 
doniorcattOD iiaiS boon pursued slowly and tentativelyi In two years 
the forests of only tweniy^ono villages in V^dkai have boon marked 
oif. The hill tops and aueh portiona of the valley or plain a^ aro 
covered with jungle containing valuable timber trees bavo been 
reservud* As a rule, pormaiiently cultivated land or sucb as could 
be so cultivated hoM not boon inclnded witbin forest liniita. As regarda 
other enltivated lands, it W'os arranged with the boldcra thst they 
should make liso of tlicra for t wo or three years morOj .and in tho last 
Season sow tree seed along with tbo ordinary gram* 

The Btuto resourccfl in the forcsta of Kavsdn promiso to bo of 
groat mnguitade. But to realise their promiao more is required 
than natarai reproduction from self-sown scfwllinga. A losing fight 
will bs kept np with forest firea^ tmlcss government atop in and 
makes all villagers responaihle for firca occurring in the vicinity of 
their bomestcada. Tlio aoparation of forest land from cultivated 
land mast bo rapidly and rigidly mado that the next steps may bo 
taken to improve tho woofls by throwing eced broadcast to aid 
natural reprodnction, and by other similar operations+ 

As the department is only in its infancy, tbo flcdounta of but two'

Ifnbour ia scorce, yet a sntii of froin 3 to 4 npinnA will purchside a 
daj^B work* Bamhoofl are sold on the apot, thnt they are out ot 
the rate of HOh 1 fchehn£iclred% It is most diOic nit to obtiuii regular 
labonr out of the forest people, though they do aot refnw an 
occasional job* By local oustom the forest inhnbitnnti hare been 
allowed the tree use of most of the minor forest pnoduota, and 
whatever small reveane is raised on them goes to the rcvenao 
department, 'fhc most important arl^ielo ia the Bower of the mahuda^ 
Bassia ladfolia* from which a spirit ia distilled* The suGCuleo^ 
dowers fall by night, and are gathered the following day and then 
dried in the sun* The villagors dispose of the collected flowers to 
the local liqnor-dlatitiers or to other dealers, who make the round of 
tho villages with a stock of grain, salt, cloths and other articles, and 
dispose of them in exchange for the flowera* As these astute 
p^lars contrive to cheat the forest people in every possible way, it 
IS probable that the forest department may be clLnr;g^ to ondertake 
the mahml^ trade* 

It bas always been held as a general principle that all trees on 
government land belong to the atate^ hut it is only o£ late that the 
cnltivatora hare been informed that timber end fruit treea are rcserredp 
The state forests in NavsAri Btipply the wants of the people in the 
western plains end to some extent those of the people of tChdndesh 
and The titnher trade is chioHy in the bands of Farsis and 

Mtiaalmdns. The largest timber marts to which timber from tho 
state foresta is taken are Surety Kadod and Ealsdr in the Snrwt 
district, and BiUmora m the Navshri division. Theatata forests are 
iLB^rer the plain country to the west than are the IMngs, yet the 
prices realised hill censiderably short cf these obtained m the

the softer and quicker growing kinds are preferreds The uses of the 
teak are too iivn]l known to require mention lierUi Blackwoodp 
Dnlbergla sissooi which has llie fine qualities of strength 
and eldtaticityj ia used for msny purposes by the house-builder^ 
cabinet maker and wheolwright. Cattle aro often fed on ila 
twiga and learea It attains a large sixe. A cubic foot of seaaoned 
heartwond weighs between forl^-five and fifty piinnds. 

The tannohi Dalbergia oojeincnsiSr ie a middie-siised tree with 
elose^gniinod heartwoodi whioh is atrongj tough end dumblOj and 
takes a beantlful polish. It is used for honso building,, field 
toolsj c^ts and furniture. An astringent red gnrn exudes fn>in eats 
inthobark^ The bark when pounded ia used to intoxicate fish. Its 
twigs are often lopped off for cattle fodder^ A cubic foot weighs 
from fiffcj^serven to sixty pounds. The AcacU catechu,, is 

modomte-slced tree producing excellent timber; the heart wood is 
even more durablo than teak^ ia not attacked by white ants, seasons 
well_, and takea a fine polish. It ia used in house building for posts, 
beams and wall platoa> also for rice pestles, uagarcane and oilseed 
cnishcrs, cotton rollers, and ploughs* A cubic foot of scmoned 
wood weighs about aovonty li^unds^ The kher yields very good 
charccal. The Kithoduia who draw the ^rulA, or nateehu, test 
whether the tree will pay to cut by making a small natch in its 
heartwood. Trees between twenty-five to thirty years old ore beat 
gnited for tho muntifacturOj and ate said to yield more or less kath 
acoording to the number of thin white lines in the hcartwood^ 
The men, after removing all the snpwood and a little of the 
heart wood, cut it into thin chips about a square inch in st&s. Thaso 
chips are boiled in small earthen pots with water. When sulEciantly 
charged with kdih the water is ponrod Into two pots and allowed to 
go on boiling. The infusion in tho two pots w ponred into a wooden 
trough, one yard long and elgliteen inches On^d, and a woman 
Htrains it throngh a piece of blanket about a foot square. Sitting 
on the ground she dips the blanket into the infusiooj stirs it about, 
and holding it as hign on ahe can, wrings it into the trough. This 
pfocese gOBS on f or about two hunrs, after which the trough is covered 
with a lid of split bamboos and the sediment is iillcn,ved to subside. 
The water is then poured off and the kith cut into small eakes and 
left to dry. On account of the destruction it canses to trees ktUk 
matmfacturehas been stopped in the Navs^n foresta+ The ha/frdrdn, 
AdLua oordifolia, ia a large tree that yields voluablfl timber Mrly 
durable, and not attsckeil by white ante or other insocta. I t seasons 
well, works easily, iakc^s a fino polish, and is much nsed in mskiiig 
fnrnitnre and field tools. Canoes are made out of its scraped'^ut 
trunk. A cubic foot of seasoned wood weighs on an average forty- 
two poands.

Its 
woodj thongh it doea not season readily imd ia apt to warp and 
cracky ia largely nacd in bouao building and yielda good charcoal.

The^dft'i Acacia modcsta. is a thorny moderate^ 
sized treOp twenty-fire to thirty feet higbj with much coBrae-grained 
sap wood and boartwtxjd nearly blacky oloae-gmtned^ compact and 
heavy^ A cubic foot of seasoned wood weighs fmm fifty-three to 
fifty-six pounds. It h slrong and durable^ and is used for building. 
The Stephygene parvifoliaj ia a large tree, the wood of wbicb is 

durable if notexi^aed to wet. It werka easily^ polishes well^ and 
is used for buildings furniture and field tools. The weight of a 
Cubic foot of seosened kalam varies from thirty-five to forty-seven 
pounds* 

The tdmruff, Diospjroa melnnoxylon^ a a middla-si^d treo^ 
Rowing about fifty feet high with a girth of six feet. The wood 
ifl used for building and is fairly durable. Blocks of ebony are 
found in tbo centre of old trees from twelve to eighteen inches 
in diameter^ and on an average weighing from seveaty-live to eighty 
TOunds the cubic foot, ^fhe fruit is entiibie. Tho fidna or 
Lagorstrccinia lanceolatej is a large lightrwooded treOj weighing 
from tfairly-six to forty^sii pounds the cabin foot. It is used for 
baildingp but is apt to be eaten by inaecte. The £ifihedii>TermiiiiL!ift 
bcllerica^ U a coimnon and large growing forest tree. The wood is 
floft and Sftppy^ and la eaatly destroyed by insects. Its fmit is one 
of the myrobalans of oommerco.

The dhavdor, Conocarpus latifoliUp, duo of the commonest treosj has 
tough wood much for cart axles^ and it makefl good fuel. Tbo 

mnatidOj Bassia IstifDliaji is a lar^ tr&o- Its wood seasonu wcllj is 
fftrongj tough end durable^ bot it is not cut down for timber. Its most 
importimt product is its powerfully acentad flower from wfaieh, after 
h^ng ^n boiled and allowed to decay^ a spirit is dbtilbd. Ito 
seed yields a whit-B oil good for burning and skin dia^usea, ThLti 
n confined to the forests, but is found all over tho 

iMrcda and Kadi divisions* Its wide and round leaves are used as 
p ateSj ut paimv^h* ThecAciroliV Bachanania latifoliSj is an 
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unconmiOD tnw, yields wood that spasous wellj is easily worked, and 
if kept dry is fairly durable. It is also used by the joiuer, bat it is 
r&rely cut as its frdt is of much yalae. The forest tribcB gather the 
seed and takeout the kernel which they exchange for grain, salt 
and doth. This kernel is an important article of trade, being 
largdy used in native swcotmeahs. Oil is also eitractod from it. 
The biiia, CaSBia fistnla, is an omarnontal tree covered in tho hot 
months with hiiiiches of bcantifnl yellow flowers. It has long pods, 
the seeds in which are surTonnded by a pulp which is used os an 
aperient both by native medical practitioners and European doctors. 
The BauhiDia Tacemosa, is a common treo which does not grow 

to a very large size, nor is its wood used for bnilding. It is 
worshipped by the Hindus on the Daeera feast in October, and its 
leaves arc ooHoeted and distributed among friends, acquamtanirnB 
and relations. Tlie leayes are also nsed for cigarettes. The atfn, 
Phyllanthns embllcai, has a wood which, though not used for building, 
is ^ployed in tho construction of wells ns it is durable under water; 
the bark is used for tanning. Chips of the wood and sniall bronchea 
thrown into impure or muddy water clear it. The fruit is used as a 

medicine, and is pickled and eaten. The bif, jEglo msrinolos, is a 
middle-Eif-ed tree aometitnea large and oraamcntal. It is said to 
produce a fine and hard wood, but it is nOTor cut tus it is boM sacred 
to Shiv Tho pulp in its f™it has astnugant properties. I he vad. 
Ficus indica, is a wild forest tree, bat it is hold sacred and by tho 
hiirber classes of Hiudns ia rarely cut or turned to auy use ^ve for 
shelter, shade, and the mauafneture of the long iimbrolladles us^ 
in ceremoniea It grows readily from cuttings even in light soil. 
The V3«i like other tigs grows also from seed. Hondreda of ^Imy™ 
palms are encircled by wad. grown from Mods left by birds m 
the stoma of the palm leaves, from which descend tho rad roota 
destined to enclose and at last strangle the parent ^Im. Its wood 
is of no valuo except as fuel, but tho leaves era mneh i^d asplatw, 
pairdcah or patrdlds, and ara given to elopbaDts ^ feeder. The 
pipoi. Ficus religiosa, is common m tho forests, 
except for the Im that is prodnood on it. It is believrf to ^ 
inhabited by the snored triad.

Tho oriun sddftcK Terminalia ar^una, la a Isrgo trw 
generally found on the banka of rivere and strean^ Its wood is 
used for carts and field tools. Tho dmU, Tamermdus is a 

large slow growing tree whose heartwood is oitromely hand and 
difficult to work. It mskes the boat crushers for cxtractiag oil aa 
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Biigarainfi Joice^ and is asefnl fioveral qIIwt wajb. Tniiiarmd 
frees JumT Tillage ait os are eu^posod to breed fever. The Mae go, 
dmba^ Jflatjgifeta bdica, is cbiefty valued for ita fruit and if eeldoiii 
cut. Tbo wood m used for door and window fratcea. Canoofl Btid 
boata are also made of it The dmha is not so nmch a forest tree 
ag a trre of the cultivated plain. It is found all over the Earoda and 
Kadi divisioua in tho fields, in the village, ond on the boTindaries of 
fields and villages, Tlia fruit of it is an importajit article of food 
and is sold in large ijuantitiea, bat nnch is tbo conguraption within 
the state that little is exported. Tho mangoea o! tbo Siuor anb* 
division are much prized. Somotimes the fruit is as large as a 
oocoannt and weighs a pound and a half. The joung leaves of the 
tree are held to have been one of tho five arrows of tho god Cupid, 
Madan, and are offered in worship in the name of ShiVj, eapeeiallj 
dnring the month of Mdgk (February). The ifm^Kir, Ficus 
glomerata, a common tree, birars bonchos of flowerloss figs an its 
stem and boughs. It a wood is of no use. It us a common boHef 
that near evcrj ujnbaT there runs a bidden stream. It is also 
worshipped. Tlie Palmyra Paim, bid, Bornssua llabelliformis^ 
thrivos best in forests near the coast. It is a paying trno aa its 
iuice makea tho favourite driuk, ITie Wild Btito Palm, khajuri, 
PhoDnix avlveatria^ grows botli wild and under caltimtidn. The 
wood is of little use, but mats, baakota and brooms are made of its 
leaves. Its chief product ia tho sugary jaioe wbicb ia drawn from 
it in the told season. Tho soudur orson^t, Presopis Bpieigere, is a 
modcmti] si^ed thorny tree easily raised from seed. Its wow ia nob 
used for building, but is a good fuel for steamers and locomolives, its 
heating power l^ing nenrly equal to that of tho bdutii. Tho tree 
ia worshipped by Hindus at the Ba^efa (Oefcobor) foativnl, 

Th&kotf/i{fflfc, Sehleiobera trijoga, is n targe tree whose wood seasons 
well, takes polish, and is very durable. Oil, rirc and sugnreano 
crushers, pestles, mortars^ rollers, screws, and the teeth of barrowB 
are made of it. It is used in building imd cart-making, and also 
for ploughs. The Bamboo, nets, Bambusa vulgaris, is or five kinds, 
the or kati vds, tho ekiua or c^madio r<w> tho bundle or 
vdsdit hmkaiit and Tho first grows only in a few villagoa 

bordering on the Ddngs, the rest thronghout tho forests except in 
V4kaL The young shoots^ as they burst from the ground, are oaten 
as vegetables and are also picklecL They seed in hot and dry 
seasons, and the seed is eaten in years of ecarcity. Bamboo fibre 
produces pawr. The kciii vd$ is used in hg-nso building for posts, 
raftera ^d flooring. They are also used for bridges, aqueducts, 
water pipes, rara£or churumg staffB^^ masta, and spars of small vessels. 
pAiWdia vds grow thirty to fifty feet kigh and sii to seven inches 
in girth, and ere much nsod for household furniture, baaketH, mats^ 
boxes, and baud fann. They servo for the making of walls and 
teraporaty sbeds, and in temporary houses for raftera- The td^di 
growl fifteen feat high and four inches in girth. WallSir 
scaffoldings and walking sticks are mode of it. ITie feauJtat* 
grows abonb twelve feet high and three inches in girth, and U used 
in waj^ and to m^e whip-hiwdlea. like the pdlchH^ another inferior 
Bort of bamboo^ it forma good material lor hedgea. 
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The tas&t* silt-worm in found in the forests feeding on the leaves of 
the tfddiidaf hordit haramda^ yhtipH, fdWi ndndruk, dhdt-da^ chilhar, 
audinirnl. Abcmt the end of M&j or the beginning ol June a moth 
isstieB from the cocoons^ and lays eggs on the leaves somewhat like 
emsll fiat millot grains. After a few days a enmll dart worm cornea 
onfc which focxle upon tho loaves, and growing very qnickly bocomea 
first yellow with black rings and snots^ and afierwavdft green with 
beantifull small blne^ gold end reddish spotSj and it sometiiuoi has 
three or four spots like silver on its sides. It cootinnea to grow 
till it is as big aa a man'e finger^ and then polling two or three 
loaves together it makes its cocoon or honse for itselfp which is all 
of strong separate threads.

Almost tho whole of 
Amroli and Tibtrdda b a forest oontsming much teak* Tho 
north, cast and eouth of Sankheda wero formerly forest, of which 
tmces remain in teak and other coppice. There am also some 
patches of CcrETSt in the Jared anb-dirision on the Halol side* The 
forests iu the Baroda dirisien are neither so valuable ner so 
exteusire as these in the Narsaii division. Except in TiJakTdda, 
Sankheda and a part of the Jarod snb'di¥ision, there are not^ it b 
belieTcd, forest tracts fn any of the Bub-divisiona of the Barodji 
divbion de&omng notice. 

There are liewerer tnnny fine treest The chief fruit-bearing 
trees are the dmf^ci Afangifcni indica^ the fdEyoa Mimnsops indica^ 
tho mahud^i Bassia latifoliuj the custard-apple xildphatt tho woed- 
apple k^ihi Feronia elopbantiun, the hmdf ZiKyphiia Jujuba, the 
ywpidi Gordin rethli, the Jackfmit tree pkam^t Ihe nl^jiar Ficua 
glomerata, the jdmhda Sjzjginntn jambolaoam, the gwl^tmda or 
bkokaT Cordia myxa, the tamarind dia/i, and the gnavayonirtiAAj 
Fsidinm pcinifenim.

Per^pa the most remarkuhla treo in the cdtiTOted plain is the 
tamarind j so beautiful and shady is it^ so commonlj ^und over” 
the village or hamlett CommoD as it is the natives all Join 
m considering that its influence is moat nnwholesomej ospeciaJly 
during the rainy meatha. The tnniMiiid fmit is eaten taw os well 
u cooked, and when preserved is the most oommon condiment 
in bbo* Its wood b nB!^ 113 charcotJ,. and, owiae- to its gTcat 
UCS9, it 13 esnpWod in th0 making of Bugurcano cmahers. It 
IB alw nsrf m msmofBctuiing morfir.

Tho dmia, like the dmti^ is a tree with a very hard wood used 
for faoL It bn^ a small roiind fmit, bitter in taste, used as pickle 
and for medicinal purposes, ^lie natives like to eat their food 
nnder its ediade espocklly in Edriik (November). The iamdi benra 
a long' thin fruit eaten as a vegetable. The IcaTes are ofiTerod to 
and the twigs are used for Eaeddcial purposes. The 
wood roHiata tho action of water and is used to make the frame¬ 
work of wells, Tlw mrkhaila ia a small tree gTOwin^f in hedgerows. 
Its fruit is held to l?ean antidoto to gont. Tlie Aeacm ambica, 

a short thorny tree* makes a good hedge, affords food to goats and 
camel A and turns into a good charcoal. Its bark when boiled 
yields a useful yeUow dje^ and baa medicinal proper!iea. Its gum 
produces kc. The Gbrdia rothii^ has a small fruit which ia 

eaten by the poor and is pickled^ as is the gum which exadea 
from it. Tlio like the pijol and sfxmdit is much worshipped 

by Hindu women^ and it is held to orershade Indden springs of 
water. It is held EOcred to the three-beaded god Dattdtrya who 
is said to bo always present near its roots, and of its ismall twigq 
TOtiTu offerings, are made. Tho asliok is a fine large tree 

giving a grateful shade. Its beaotifnl flowers grow Lti Etnall round 
clusters and arc used in adorning the msiringo booth, inandop. 
Hdvan, it is said, placed in its wood the faithful spouso of Rdm. 
Tho ero'nd, Hicinns commuDiS, produces an antidote to scorpion 
bites ; and the kar&nj^ Fotigamia glabra^ is nsefiil for fuel and 
iD^nrc.

The horses and ponies of the CQuntry belonging to the well-to-^ 
landownere are not well bred^ and may bo bought for Kfl. 40.. 
Horses are generally nsed for riing, seldom for driving andnorerfor 
ploughin g, bu t freqauutly they are employcd^ as paek-horsea, ^ Horse# 
of mijced breed, are cominon^ and there ig some importation from

Of oiea there is the large kind used in ploughing and for 
driving, and the small hardy kind of (juick steppers used only 
for driving.^ Both kinds are reared in tha country* bat the sniall 
breed has the more particular renown. The ordinary food of 
oion is hay and millet-stalks, but when hard worked they are allowrf 
n daily feed of brinaed eesamum or gram. All agncnltural work 1 b 
performed by mcen, never by buffuloea or horses. A pair of 
mdigenou# oicu will fetoh price in tke market varying f^om 
Ra.+0 to Rs. 250, A pair of driving bullock# frem Fetlid will 
fetch over Rs. 500. A well-to-do cultivator generally keep# two 
oowa and two sho-buffaloca. Largo herd# of theae animals are kept 
by profoBfiioual honlsmen or Bawris* who sell their produce in the 
shape of ehiriliefl butter or gh!* The male olfspring of the bnfEalo 
is genoralij kept from its mother’s milk and allowed to die of 
starvation. Thu milch kino reared in this district are, as nnde* l^n^ 
stunted and poorly fed, A oow costs from H#. 10 to Rs. 40 and give# 
from 2 to S of milk* u abe-buffalo cost# from R#. 15 to R#.fiO 
and gives from 5 to 12 j'Aer#. The ordmary feod of the cow ^ made 
np of millet stalks and other Com refuse^ while the bn^ulo is often 
fed, with tho huska of gtum raw or boiled.

Asses aro voir lately employed, especially in the^ aojghbourliood 
of Borodo, by potters and rice-husk sellers to carry burdens. Theao 
most useful aoimels can bo purebnaed for Bs. 20, if of tbo beat 
quality* and require ao food but wlint they cati tbeTnaolves pick up 
on the roadside or follow field. Goata and sbeop are kept m 
flocks by the Babaris, who make of the wool a coarse cloth which w 
aometimes osportod to Bombay. Their flesh is oaten by most cla^s, 
and their hides are either converted into the b^t kind of sln«- 
leatbor or exported to Bombay. Of all the domestic Auimala in the 
Btate the most naelesa and vicious is the dog. The City of 
HufTera mdch from its plethora of dogs, the result of the mistaken 
piety of the Gujardii Vilnids.

A doe nntelopo or a timid hara 
occasionally tests the skill of the horsemen ; but tbo hag ^veabuta 
small ratnrn for the exertionii of several hnndred people, as it does not 
exceed a half a dozen bird a struck bj hawks and three or four hares 
which have been speared or knocked on the head with stlcka. 
Fire-arms nro reckoned too dangerona to ha employed during this 
holiday onting. In the open country botweon Makarpura and Itola, 
from dx to eight miles distant from Baroda, there are vUbges in or 
near which pig are to be founds which nmj bo ConBidered to bo neither 
wild nor lame. The truth is that at one time the city was infested 
by great herdsof pig who were its sole scavengers^ and His Highnf^ 
KhnndeMv, when he rid the place of them, did not oondemn the 
animals to disitb bnt to this exile. At Makarpnra there are 
the still fine reraninR of a onco ma^ificent priserre of Indian 
Antelope, Ant LI ope bosGOartics, which it is the conbom of the 
Gdikwdrs to hunt with the FoUs inbata. The latter 

animal ia not indigenonB to tho conntryp hat is obtained from the 
Nizdm'a connlry in the Ooccan. Three yea^ago the Makarpn^ 
plain wna mneh vexed by the presence of some wolves, who 
aconired a taste for human ilesh during the film mo times when 
fltmngors Rtrove to reach Baroda from distant parts.

The moBt striking bird in Gujorit is the «i«« Or Gnw antigone, 
but the eommoti crane and pretty demoiaclle crane alee migrate into 
tho country in tho cold weather. Hawking hen for a long time 
been a favourite mausenient with the princes and nobles of Baroda, 
And for their amusenient tho GAikwAra have for many years brod 
pigeons and kept fighting cocka, fighting partridges, fighting quail 
and fighting nightingales. 

Fieb are not gonerally eaten inGoiardt, for they have a particalnr 
sanctity. Notfertholess the Mdohhi, the Koli, the Musalmlln and 
the Dhfinka will catch fish, and tho Musalinftn, the V^gbri, the 
Koli, the Bhil, the Dhdnka the Gola, tho HajAin, the RabAri, 
the Dhed and the Chnmiir will eat them. They are found in great 
abundance in the Mahi, in tho Narbada, and in other rivors and largo 
reservoirs Boch os the tank of MAval and FAni. To kill op catch 
tho fish not only are baited hooks, atrows and spenns nsed by 
daylight and torch-light, bnt two sorts of nets, one nine foot long 
the other smaller and of a rircnlar shape. In small ponds too they 
an? caught in baaketa of which the twomouths are open; these 
baskets are passed rapidly through the water and the fleh cntoriiig 
by the larger month is caught at the other end. Tho professlonsl 
fishermen on tho Hnchh are termed Bhois, on the Karhadu they are 
called MAchhis. The chief edible fisb in an inlaml river like tho 
one first menrionod are four; the bilU, a dark colonred fish about 
two feet long and weighing a ooople of »/tera; the fanf«ni, n fiat 
broad fish white in colour, abont If feet long and weighing a couple 
of sAera; the and the owfttda which are inn<m smaller.

gat/ro, of wych Hie dodo alone equals the sAin^dlj in aise. 


Inland in the KavsAri division fishing is carried on in the Puma, 
Miadhola and Ambika rivers, eapeoially during the rainy and cold 
soasons. The chief fish are the hoi or mniTet, ranuUf jinglo or 
prawn, oari, ii*t,dAafijri, c/HMifi, iartwria, g^ra, polacdi, merie, 
hhanji, ievia, Atityor tnudar,bailaari,jipti, and Animb/a. The 
nets used are termed ekfiogio, ophar, paiufay and golva, the firat 
three being hand nets and the last a st^e net, cbiofly used by the 
fisherman of VAnsi, Borai, and other villages on the sea coast. Tbs

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Tbo BElHMAJifl of tho Barodfi stnte may bo cliu^od ba mdigotidiiB 
and foreign. The recent cenene gives na tbe following information 
ccnceming tbom:^ 
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It will be seen itom a eonRidoTation q{ tbo &ix»Te etateioeiit that ^ 
couddemblj mere tlmn twD-fcbirda of the BrAbmana in the Etnte ni^ 
GnjekrAt B^manfl, and that the smaller proportion of fomaloB to 
males among tbo foreign BrAhmaos points to tue prehabilitj of the 
fact that many of these foroignors am not ostabliBhed in the country^ 
More special attention irillj therefore, be paid to tho Gnjaiit 
BrAhmansj but a few lines may be devoted to the ethers. Them ore 
id all 15,352 soathem BrAbmana in the staie^ and ontof these 10^743; 
of whom more tlmn one-^bnlf are D^hasthsj are to bo fonnd in the 
city of Baroda. Of a total of G&53 female soutbem BrAhmnnSp 
49S0 reside in the city of Baroda, It may, therefore^ be taken for 
granted that the larger proportion of established southern Bnihmane 
are at the capital, and t^t this is the oonse^DeDce of the MarAtba 
dominion in GnjarAtj the Mardtha BrAbrnnita hATing followed their 
fellow-conntTyrnon into the strange land. The last column of the , r 
statement comprises Brahraa-KsEfttris (1214), KAjasth Prabhns i 
(2103), Kdyaaihe (19G) and Vidiirfl (40). About one-balf of the 
Edyasth Pmbhns am to he found in the oitj of Baroda, whore the ^ 
family of Rd^i Appdji, a Kdjasth Prahbtt, once held high power. 

There are held to be 84 castes of Gnjardt Brdhmniis in the land, 
bat no remark need be made of Hnch castes 4 is are not distingnished 
by number or social importance j and as the Kadi division posseseea 
a largo proportion of GujarAt BrAhmanS and a groat vnrie^ 
of casteSp the study made of tho castes will be from tho Kadi 
point of riew* It may farther be premised that these castes do not 
pomt to any radical diffeteoce in religion- BnUimaiis may be 
followers of Shiv or of Tishan, and in GnjorAt the worshippers of the 
former aspect of the deity far out number the Vaishnavs. Bnfc 
the worship hni nothing to do with the caste, for in the same caite

may be found followers of Vishnii and foUowers of Sbiv,^ 
Contes di&ar from each other in matters of serial iLsago^ They aro 
neparoted from each other by some bistoricol eventj each caste 
hnyiD^ seceded from a parent body under pecnliar circumstances 
and for certain purposes which bare snbseqaently inhnepcod its 
whole Career, Each caste holds aloof from others with greater or 
less excInsiveneRs^ and in one point them is a barrier between each 
and CTcry caste : intermarriage is forbidden. In matters of food and 
drink the NAgar and Sdebora Bnthmans are the most osnlnsiTO^ and 
do not admit any other csslo to their meals. The ShHmilli. Audich^ 
DisAvdl^ GomtirAlp Modh^ Shrigodr JhAlom^ BhatmerrAda^ Vdyada 
and Dhinoja ErAbmons cat together^ but hold themselres aloof 
from aJl other castes whom they consider as inferior to themselves. 

Excepting a few Ni^gars the balk of GujarAt Brdhmans are either 
cultivators or roligious mendicante. The latter will, bowever, only 
accept alms from BrAhmans or Kindiis of the higher castes, and any 
one detooted in accepting a gift from a Shtidm or low-caste person or, 
at any rate, from a member of one of the depressed classes, loses his 
social statuSf As a rnle the remarriage of widows li forbidden^ bnt 
wljon such is the custom in im j caste, special mention will bo made 
of the fact. 

Id this state the chief snb-diviaions of the NAgar BTAbimms are 
the Visnagara, Vadnagam and SAtbodra Kdgsrs. There are few 
Cbitrodn, and still fewer Prasbnemand BArad HAgars. A glimce 
at the tabular stalemcnt on castes will show that there nre dddS 
Vianagnra Ndgnrs, of whom 6511 are in the nerthem division; 
2226 vaduagfira NAgars, of whom 338 are in the Kadi or nortbem 
and 1143 in the ccntml division; 6D3 SAthodra. NAgars, of whom 
657 are in the central dividon; and only 280 Chitroda^ 114 
Pmahnora and 4 BArsd NAgars thitjugbont the state. The KAgars 
rank themselves above aU other BrAhmans^ and they are nndonbt^ly 
a Ehrewd and intelligent people. They have an engaging address 
and thdr women are comely^ Their chief claim to notice lies in 
thoir skill in advancing themsolves into power at the diiferenb 
native courts of GnjarAt and KAthiAwAr, It cannot bo said that the 
Baroda state has ever been serionsly affected by their intrigues, 
thongb at one time they ^ve the Beflideats at mroda, and more 
especially Mr. Sutherland and Colonel Outram, a great deal of 
trouble; bnt id other states they managod at one time or anotber 
to secure an iminense ascendancy by their daring and skill The 
educated men of the caste gBnerally enter state serricej the 
jXKJter are cultivators. The oririnal seat of the NAgar casle is 
Vodnagarj and the Vadnngara BrAhumns rank themselves above 
other NAgars- The VisaagarAs one® belonged to Vodnagar, but 
they accepted alms in the shape of lands from Vis^ Bov^ the kingly 
fendder of Yisnagar, and then took the name they still bear. The

Tho 
Visnagar^and Sj^thodrAa may accept food fmia Negara, 

but are not parmitted to bo donors of food. Visttaganla and 
S4tliCKbiid may not eat together, or accept water from oacb other. 
Tho BArads were onco Nilgai, it ia saia^ bat they inamed into 
stTango ca^tea. Widow marriogo is peimitted among them. Their 
womcn droii acantily and havo a poor name for obaatity. 

Tho Andicb BrAliinana arc more nunicrooa than any other caste 
of BrAhinaoa. There are 5^^15 Tolakiya Andicb BrAbmana in 
tbfi state, mostly in the oentml division j them are 41,8^9 Sfibasra 
AnJich BrA^bmans, of whom 29j492 are in the nortbem division 
and over 7000 in the central division, 2021 in the eoiithorn and 
2720 in the Amreli division. Tbo Audich Brdhmans are so 
c^ed bccan&e Mul ttoj invited them to Sidhpnr in tbo Kadi divisigm 
in tho year J..n. 042 j and they immigrated thither from the north 
to do honour to the celebrated itabidev temple called the Kudra 
MAh Tho Sflhasraa are so called bocanso tradition says that tho 
immlgnmia nimlicrod one thousand and obtained aa many vilbgoa 
froni the great king Mnl RAj. Tho Telnkiya Andieh BrhhmaTia are 
BO oallod becaasc a bond of tho newcomers reftisod the gifts oE 
Mnl BAj, aod so separated from the rest. 

Among the degraded BrAhinsna mentioned in the tabnler 
statement are the RAjgora, of whom thero ore 993 in the stotOj 
almost all in tbo Amroli division. These Andicha once held the 
honorable poeidon of prieetfl to kings, bnt they lost their sLstns 
among Br^Wians when they took to smoking, and permitted tbo 
remartingo of widowa The u ncvAl Bnlhiimns may be classed among 
the Andicb^ their name being taken from Una, near Sibor, in 
GohehAd. There ara 1334 UnevAls m tbo stotop of whom 569 ana 
in the Amreli division in KAthiAwilr and 830 in the central divisiom 
Tho Tspodhans may also be considered a stib-casto of the 
Andicb BrAhmans, tbongh they are dsssed amopg degradod 
BrAhmans. Unlike others of the caste, they have a custom of 
ncceptmg food and other artiolaa offorod to iMahAdev. They also 
permit the remarriage of widows. There are 5187 Tapodhana in 
the state, of whom '1049 belong to the northern division. Finally 
the KAratiAs, numbering 2247 sonlsj and foisud chiedy In Amrebi 
are classed among degroed BrAhmans becanse they accopt alms 
from lowK»sto people, tailors, cobblers^ and artbmna, and attend the 
foncral ceremonies which take place on the devonthand twelEtb 
daj&p It is said that originally they were no4 BrAhmans at- aU but 
IwgAUS} a dasa of haj^ and ib is only lately that they bave 
na&erted themselTes to be BrAbmans. But no other Brdhmati wiB 
consort with n KAratia. They follow every kind of trado and are 
ready to take state service. 

There arc 234 BAchorfii Brdhmans in the state, almost aB to bo 
found in the ncjrthera division. They arc an exclusive caste and 
come from Sdchor in Mdrwdr. There are 1771 BbriiDAli BrAlunans 
whoso origin is from SlmbnAJ in Mdrwar, soon jilterwards o&Uod 
Poahpmdl and Folmdl and in more rocent tiinos fibmmAl, each 
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nnitiQ bemg to the pl»co on this coKiinoiiqoaciont of a new ifiuj 
or e^li. 0£ tlio SbHmiilb 1275 are in tlie DaFtlierti tliviBion and 
357 in tha centml divisioti. There are also 120 Diadr^ Erdhnijuia 
in tho nortbcm and ceiitml diristona^ whoao placo of orif^in h Doofift- 
There are 133 OomtivAifl^ oJcuoat all in tho norrliera diiriabnj who 
inaat haye immigrated into Gojatdt in search of nlms^ It is nob 
known that aisj monarch inviteil ihem to coino. ^fhe Modh ErdlinmnB 
come from the town of Modhera, once an importanb ploce^ in the 
Vfuidyli sob-division« Of the sb; sub-castoi thoro am to be found 
in the state tbo ChatnrTedi who are proficient in the four VodSj the 
Trivedi who know’ thrcfe, tho Jothi who arci wmstlemand still possie^ 
an oidm villagOi and the Dhinoja Brdhmans who inhabit Dhinoj in tho 
Vaddvli snb-tliyisien of the northern diyision. The Dhinojds were 
till far into this century professional thieyns and miiTden 3 r& who reoeiT- 
od ttie proiectioti of the Gdikw^ on condition of paying him a tax 
and of respecting the subjects of the state. Their dopredationA 
sproad far and wide. There are 11^533 Modh BnIbinaDs in the statOj 
of whom 5473 are in the northern diyiaion^ 2399 in the sonthemj and 
3103 in tbo central diyLsiqn. Thero am 2435 Shngod Br^bmana in 
tho statOi of whom 957 am in the central dimion and 330 in tbo ci^ 
of Baroda^ 365 in tho Amrelj, and 423 in the northern divisions. 
They are said to have come originalJj from Korukshetro, new 
known Its the state of N4bha in the Pnnjltb. Tho BriUiinans fmm 
MeywAr am nqinbered 07l9j of whom 1531 are in the northom 
diyiaion and 1900 in the ccutml dirision. They oro mostly 
Bbatmevdd^s. 

Itromains but to record tho castes which are niimerons in tho 
other dmslons. Tho J&mbu Brdhmans^ who come from Jambnsar 
in the Broach British division^ nnmber -1012, and aro oil or almo-'^t 
nil to bo {onQd in the central diyision or at tlie capital. Of 
920 Yrtlmik or Vibm Brihiaana 831 am in the central diyidon. Of 
1140 Kdndora BrAlnuans 1427 are in tho contml division. Of 1245 
ChoTisa BrAhnians 1241 are in the contra] division. Of 3395 
Kheddriil Brahmans 3456 are in tho centra! divisionj 293 in the 
Amrobj and 73 in the sonthom and northern divisions^ respectlydy*

southern division they are being elbowed out by the MilrvAdia. The 
YAdMs are never cnltivatora, but form tho complement of the 
agrienlfcnTal population in a village commanity. It often bappona^ 
however, that m the dnurae of their transactiona as monoylendera;, 
they bocomo ownora of land,, in whieh case tboy make it over for

Thrice is this donOj and 
papers are then opened^ then if the larger nnmbor oOntaina the 
affirmative inscriptionj as somehow or other always happens to be the 
CBsOj the goddess is supposed to have granted permiasion for the 
edeWtion of nanrriages in that particular year* The joyful news 
is ccmmunicated to ^ places where there may happen to be a 
community belonging to the caate. A date m ^ed on which day 
alone all marriages can take placej and as soon as it has been pnb- 
Hshodj narents bnsy themselves arranging matches. The father of 
the bride gives a rupee to the bridegioomj and the betrothal is com¬ 
plete. But there is a curious antecedent condition whiah must be 
fulfilled by the bridegroem’a parents. It is that the latter should 
give their own daughter^ or failing that a near relative^ in marriage 
to tho bride*a brother^ or other male relative. If the bridegreom^B 
parents are tumble to satisfy this obligation from any causei it is 
arranged either that they should pay a sum of money to the bride^a 
parents, or agree to give in marriage the first daughter that may bo 
bora to their son. As all marriages take place on one and the same 
day only, the ex|Mnses must necosBarily be small, and the custom 
very probably originated from this considemtien. It is nsnul among 
Hindus for the hridegTCOin to pamde the streets on horsC’^baek; but 
a village can hardly ^erd tho number of horses adequate to the re¬ 
quirements of the marriage day. Thu bridegreoma, therefere, are 
all pocked in n cart^ in which way they parade the etreot with the 
village band playing in advance. The concern and difficulties of a 
mother who has many marriageable daughters arc ondlossp Some¬ 
times she cannot find fausbauds for al] her daughters, and aa she 
ranacit bear tho idea of their remaining singlo for another ten Or 
twelve years, $ho has recourse to one qf several expedients. The 
moat common one is for her to bribe a man, whether married or 
eingle, to go through the marriage ceremony with the daughter for 
wham she has &i]ed to find a husband.

They wear on their persons a variotY of 
orzuiments, such os the earring, anklets, ncckliice, &c*, and by 
Way ol arms, the? carry n kind of sword. Many am eultiYators and 
Seme have enough money to lend at interest, fhem are not a few 
who stand aecurity for a consideration. They oro a wami-bloodod 
and jMfcssionatiB people as many acts of theirs in past times testify. 
They hod, some years ago, a ready way of extorting money or the 
fulfilment of a pledge made to them. If a man refused to keep a 
promise mode to them^ they brought a girl or an old woman of their 
own family to the house of tbo defaulter, and tbreatened to kill or 
actually mdkill hor. Not a c&ntory ago the faith placed in the wo^ 
of a Bh&t was perhaps the only means of obtaining tho requisito 
feeling of security necessary to condnet businoas of any kind. All 
men, from the prince to the peasant, trosted tbo Bh^t or CbAmu, 
that be would keep his word or die. Soon after tbo advent of the 
British the use of this intermediary collapsod and the bod points in 
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Ilfs character came into robef; bat hia good work in past titaca should 
not bo overlooked. By violent tbroata to kill soiao loomhDr of their 
faroilyj the BUdts^ for a long time atid op to quite recent dajB, 
were ablo to extort money or the accoraplifllmieat of any promiao 
made them, bnt the late MahArAja Khaodqrdv enacted a special 
provision of law to meet those caaoa of extortion and so put an end 
to them. ThoBhAts are held to snrpass YAniAs and ShrAvaka in all 
crooked ways of augmenting the interest on loans made by them, and 
it is said to bo hard for a man to esoapa their clutch once it haa 
him. Bat tho truth is that no oun dosiroaa of effecting a 
loan has reconme to a BhAtj nuLoss his credit ia ao utterly bad that no 
respectable moneylender will assist Idm. Thoir marriage expanse* 
aro Tory heavy, and, strangely enough, it is tho brida'a parents who 
have to purclmBO the btidegraom, an expensive commodity if the 
connection sought la good. Many poor families, whose means wore 
aa inadequate as thair pride was j^eat, naed therefore to practise 
female infanticide. The BhAt women are as bold, voluble and ready 
in retort as the men* When a BhAt woman passes a malo caat^ 
fellow on tho road, it is the latter who raises a piece o£ cloth to his 
face till tho woman la out of sight. The romarringB of widows, 
except among the higher famnieSj is not prohibited. 

The c&etes who reaomblo the BhAtsare the ChAmns, the BhavAjAa 
orTargAlAa, the Dhdris (38), the Mlrs (7fi) imd tho JAgnris (07). 
There are 25S0 ChAnma in the stato, of whom l4iD are males and 
1170 femeiee. There are 734 ia the Amreli, 1211 in the northem 
and 632 in tho contra! division. The ChArans are followers of 
maids. Marriago between thorn and the BhAts is prohibited, nor 
may tbe one caste accept food or water from the otbor» Among tba 
ChArans the remarriage of widows is pormitted. The CJiArana in 
this state are said to^ve origiDally come frem MArwAr* There 
are 8228 BhavAyAs in the st4kte, of whom 53-50 are in the northern 
diviaien and 318 in the centraJ division. They are either Shaivs or 
YaishnavSj and are on inferior caste to both tbe BbAts and ChArans. 
They live by aranBing the pnblie with comic recitals. If deprived 
of t^ir feea when they appear at the festive mooting of a householder 
who is celebrating tho birth of n son, they uso obscene language 
and gestures, and so endeavour to extort raoooy. BhavAyAs, unlike 
tho Bhdta and ChArans, wear the sacred thread. The remarriage of 
widows is permitted. The Nats (78) are almost all in the nortbom 
divisiDD. They believe in no particulftr god* Thoir prefession is to 
amoso tbo public by a show of gynumstie feats and Elmple exhibitions 
of cunning or strengthu Tho Tnria and GarodAs are an inferior sect 
of TargAI^, and practise the profession of the TargAlaa among the 
lowest classes, such os Dheds and BhangiAs. They are also fortnne- 
tellors. They wear tho sD,cred thread. 

There are numbered in the etato 69,192 of both eexos belonging 
to this olftss, 1908 in Amreli, 43,635 the northorn, 1692 in the 
aontbem and 18,428 in the central division. There ore 5529 At the 
capital* The chief castes are thus placed ; 
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The GolA^?, VttiflliDavTi bj. religien^ are mostly gmin-fiellorsi but 
flome kwp aod birt: Qtifc donkeys ^ white others uiariufcictnre and sell 
fire-works. The RdvolJyaB ai^ auppo&ed from tLeirdresii to bavo 
originally belonged to the Goa4a claafl* Tbe^ worship tlso goddess 
Bmimaui who has a tompio dedtcatod to her in X/ida^ in tho Visna- 
gar Biib-diVision. Somo keep and hire out donkeys, some are weavora^ 
while a nnmber iJvo on alms. The V^Aghria are noticed under tho 
aboriginal tribes. The Odds are mostly djiy-laboinrrs. They form 
ft peculiar olass^, because they arc half Hindna and half MusaimAna. 
Their tnarriage customs and most of their other oiistom# are Hindu, 
but their funcnil earemoniefl appear to have been borrowed from tho 
MuBaliiuilnaj fta they bury their dead and raise toraba over thcra^ 
Theb' speech, too, is a atrango and incoherent jargon made op of 
Oojflniti, Hindustdui and ilardthi. The Yddis and BsjAnijda follow 
no particnlar god. Soma are baskot^makers hy profession, while 
otherfl are itinerant Bhowmeu and anjiko-oharfucrfl. 

Under this chu^ tlio censas roturna 20,551 persons of botli 
3d(Jd of whom are found in Amrelf, 03d7 in the northernp 1055 in 
the southern p 4D73 in the centra.! division and at the capitah 
Tho GobAi Atifc natiiher 10,014, of whom half are fci the uorthora 
division f the SiidhuM 5031, of whom nearly 2000 are in iUc Amreli 
and northern division respectively. Tho Vairdgis ntimlxrr 2270i of 
whom one-half are in the central divisiou and the Jogis 1822, 
Dlmost all in the northern division. A_b might be eacpected thoro 
are 12,000 mnlea to 79 %2 females of tho mendicant class, Ori^u- 
nlly both GosAisand SAdhua belonged to one or other of the fonr 
great Castes, but, once pledged to their vows, they renoncice all 
particnlar form of roligion and wander about as rtdigioufl motidicftnts. 
There is ono great dlfferonee ^ the Gi.»!«li& oat unimaLl focal and drink 
apirit^i tho Bddhua do not. Therefore a SAdho will giro food to, 
hut will not take food from a GesAi- Many GosAjb and bAdhua 
marry nud settle down, and are knowo as fninily-men in eontra- 
distinction from th^ or naked mendicantH who have tnken the 

vow of celibacy I The may bo known hy their naked bddiea 

sinoarod with ashes and wTorad only with a yellow-coloured rag 
round the bins. The family-nsen, who daily increase in norabers, 
very frcquentlj have property of their own and do a little money- 
lending bosine^sa. 

Theto are in the state lOlpifll persona ofboth setes belonging 
to this ola-?s, of whom 10,5Id belong to Amfeli, 9ljf9S4 to tho 
northern, 17,909 to the floiithom and d5,665 to tho coniral di™iou. 
There arc 5327 at the capital. Mom than ball are Dheds. Tbo 
m283-a 
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Siadhvjla and Taria are ooafiarf to tlie nortbeni divisbii. Tbe chief 
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amoag the Dheda, howoTer, tUore is a bighor and a lower cwte. Those 
who ere weircM hv ocenpation would not accept food or water from 
Ihoae whose oecupition it is to flay carcasses and to prepare leather 
for various purposes. These last, again, would flcoro to hold any 
iotorcourso with Bbaogiyfe, the pariahs of sociotjf. 

The c en?"* retuma show sapanitely tlie abonginal classes and the 
ahoriginal tribes;it may, therefore/be of some use to bring both 
statements together, as the diarinctioii is a nominal one. There are 
in the whole state and of both spies: 
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the fienragiren under the centtid divisioii, which represents so many 
Bhils. To the southern division special notice will therefore be given : 
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Among the aboriginal classes in the central divisioii there ^ 
20,246 DhAnkds, 1623 MAjidsis and 10,677 TalAviis.* Tba 
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Bbils, Kolifl, ftndj aCMPtttng to some classia<*r8, tte Vighris^ bare 
no plooo in Rtiy of tbe fotiif divisioos of Bindii 

Tbev haTo no defined religions belief, but worebip oil the deities of 
the Hindu PnnthecD indiscriminatolj. They are strong, dating and 
intmctiible, and the first two races are Ibieres by instinob. Idle and 
Iswleaoi they like to lire by brigandage instead of following any 
Bcttled occupation. In this state a large 
population belongs to tbe Bhil and Koli classos, and, till a couple 
of years ago, tbere was no secunty of life or of property for tba 
pebble inhabitantiL As some mdncement to these woplo to 
tonounea tbeir lawless babita and to take to agncnltnre, and beoaoss 
mncb cannot be eicpocted of them, tbe goTornment atMeMtnent op 
lands bold by tbem is always lighter than in tbe cose of tbe Kanbi, 
Yet they till tbeir lands so indilTereDtly that they find it Iiard to 
tbe light tRjt fixed on tbeir lands. In tbe first placo, the Koh has 
neither seed nor cattle nor plough, and for the of each of these 
rMnisiCes bo is generally indebted to tbe 'rtllago V Anm or Kanbi, to 
wboni be makes soino return, by sbarmg with btm tbe produw of bis 
field if be deals wilb tbe TAnia, or if with the Knnbi by assiatmg bim 
in bis work, Tba outturn is very meagre, perhaps not half as much 
as tbe hardy and industrious Kanbi reaps. Eren this the Koh is not 
carofni to husband, and a coopln of months after the monsoon crop 
hemtiBteitbw hire himself out as a day-1al)Oiiror, or live on mid 
berries and fruit, which be too often does till tbe setting m of the 
noifc monsoon. Yet, ia spite of tbeir tbiering propcnsipes, ^eir 
recklessness and tbeir idle babiU, tbaro aro Mme good points n^nt 
those people. 'WTieo trusted, they uto faithful aud hopeab lA bon 
they have sworn to defend an employer, they do » with their lirw, 
ns many inslancos, which liavo ocenrrod m the casa of Koha 
OBwrting trarellera and others for a Musidoration, prose. The 
VdghrU ore perhaps more reapectable, Their occnpaticn consists m 
Belling frail, fuel, pottery, Ac., os well as in trapping garao. The« 
are, Eowover, some among them who aro well-to-do and trade m 
cattle. They bny herds of bullocks m one pl^ and seU thorn at a 
distanco for a profit. Their credit is fair, and \ dam moneylenders 
are ready to mabe thorn advances. But they are often anxiona to 
appear poorer than they are. 

There are in the state 46,718 persons of teth sexoa following the 
Jain religion i of these only 2025 are not Vanida and half of thow 
who are not VduUs are Bhdvwre. Tbo Jains muster strongwt m 
the northern division, as might be expected, bnt there are bobib in 
the central division and at the capital i

Thero are of course no caab^ among the followers of Islam i all 
arc on the same level from a roligioiza and social point of view* 

NoYortbelesa they may be divided into two groups. The first Incladca 
the desLeadants o£ those MaflalnidDa who eetbled in the conatry 
ft 9 conqueFOrs, or who bavo einco ontered it from the North* 

West provinces* 8pch are the Saynd^ the MogliaJii, the Patbdns 
and the Shnikha. Though all beliovers are iHjaab those who belong 
to one of these four divisions ore esteemed jw original membots of 
the faith. And one elass^ that of the Soyads, fo the object of spociaZ 
veneration, Sayads being reputed the doscendanta of jIII and the 
Frophoi^s daughter Filtima. A 8ayad will not readily part with his 
daughter to ono who is not a Sayod. The Mc^hals and Pathiins 
take thoit names from locnlities, and all other SfnsalmiiiiA, whoBO 
conversion docH not oiiginitta from the sprrad of IsUm among tho 
inbabUnuts of Gujardt, bear the honorary title of Sliaikh, ^oLd or 
roveroil person/ They are moatly Snnni, thongb Bhids are found, 
especially about Barow. The remarria^ of widows is discoumgi'dj 
eXfixipt among Pathdne. These original Miisalmana fionrasbod of old 
as soldiers and cx>ntjoeron!, but with the ebangos bronght about by 
times of peaoa they have greatly sunk in the mochl scale. They 
have never loamt to tom their hands to work or their minds to 
lenmingi nor, to tbdr credit be it said, bavo they degenerated into 
robbers or tnamudetu; tlioj are often of&co tn^eengers, meniid 
fien'anU, not nufreqnontly cultivators of a peaceful kiad. 

The second gronp compriisea the Hindu iakahitants of Gnjardt who 
nt various timefl hare been convertod to tho faith by tho invaderfl» 

It is often imposalblo to tell now to what caste or class of Hindus 
these converts belonged, nor can the time of their convofsinn bo 
a£!ceriaincd; bat the roteDlion of certab Kindn soctoJ habits 
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and religions cnafeomfli and eveci o£ tho original dresfi and 
points to tha possible status tliey once wcupsca. Among tlie Musal- 
Indus of GnJardtj bosidea^a twofold procosa baa been j^omg on : the 
original belioirers bavo adopted sotne few or nanny Hindii wajSi the 
ooiiverta have tamed into tho nowpath tnopeorloaa completely^ in some 
instances bwoining advanced believerB, in others raerolj adopting a 
few rites sncli aa eirenmeision and bnriai, and retaining even the 
Worship of Hindu gods- It ia owing to this twofold process that j 
the following quotation gives an fkCcumte description of tbe position j 
held at this time by tbo MuaaimiiiiB^ tbougli it does not quite j 
rightly state the causes of tlie position so beli * By long assodatina j 
with the nalivos of Gnjardt they liavo lost many of their own | 
distinctive traits and have acquired the epoech^ habitSj and often the , 
dress of their Hindu nnighboarfl. They still possess tho strong sense ' 
of religion wKich is comtnon to all MusaLmda eDinmunities^ but are 
not intolerant or hJgotoiL Though as a people they are^ with the 
exception of the Bohords, m poor circumstances^ still the)' are 
liOttmTagaiit^ pleaaure-loving^ and fond of Bbow\ They are Bcparftted, 
according to the nature of their avucationB, into so many divisions 
which might be almost termed castes^ and theexolnsivones^s of thc^ 
diWeiotLSj AS regards intermanHage at least, ia as derided as tliat of 
Hindu castes, while the feasts that are given on the occasion of 
deaths rival in thoir foolish tho caHte-dinnors of the Hiudns/ ^ 

Phssing by the original Musalmdna we reach tbo numorically 
largest and tbo most important group of converts. Before tnaking 
sporiat mention of the Bqrabs of the northern division, some thing 
may bo said of the Bohorfia throughout the Stnto^ that tbo distinction 
between tho two classes bearing a somewhat similar name may bo 
dear. Moat indeed almoat all BoborSs who Ull tho soil are Suuui^ 
whilo^ on t he other hand, almost all Bordlis who deal in merchanditio 
are Shia. In the uortbem division the kttor are found in great 
ntimbera while tbe agriculturist Bobor^ are oomparativoly few* 
The Sunni Bobora who tills tho soil inhabits chietij the wostom 
part of tho Efavedri division and tho southcrii part of the central 
division. He is accounted the best ngriciiltuTiat m Onjariitj is 
hardworking, &ujgal and intolbgcnt. Ho retains most of hia old | 
Hindn habits^ droas and speech; ho is oxduaivo iind, so to sayj 
denomiuationii]. At tbe same tiiue^ unlike other Hiudn convcTtS|. 
be bos droppoil all original casto divisions and forms but one 
comm ail ity. The question regarding the csriginal status of this 
evidently oouvertod Hindu has never been satisfactorily answored. 
The name Bordb or Bohora derived from ctjAcroa, the Oujarfiti word 
for to trode^ applies wdlto the Eor^h tradesman. But it ia atrango 
that it shontd have been adopted by the agricultnriBt . It is said that 
ho WAS once a Kpli or a Bajput^ but it is not likely that men of these 
races wonld have adopted Hueb a name, and it is more probable that 
they were Kaubia, as their dress^ speoeb, tangoago and gneat 
a^cnltuml shill tend to prove* He ascribes the conversion of his 
CJOHS to the eObrts of the great Mubammad Begada* Shia BonihSg 
most of whom are H^udi Bordhsj are tradosmenj and are found « 
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in almost every part of tlie aorilierii division^ bat it im only 
in Kadi and Sidhptir that they Lave eottled iu largo nomborsp 
They are almost invariably trsdoi^ and inorebnots and aro m very 
good circura«taiicefl|. but Shia Borilb agncnlturiitfl aro to bo 
found in the Pattan Eub-diviaioi]. Lika tho Hindus^ among whom 
each caste has its own Bopanite street^ the BorAliabavo a «|ijarter of 
their owHj wbero they have baUt spacious and costly houses. They 
keep them neat and elE^uIy^ and their dreoSj though aimpk, is always 
clean. Their streetaj however* are filthy and squalid. They aro 
exceedingly quiet nnd law-abiding* and aro iinpUcitly guided in all 
umttera by the Midhdji of Bumt^ who gets from them a percentage 
on theic trade and other profits. Tlio proeeodfl are not entirely for 
the private use of the MnlbAjU hut aro do voted in port towards the 
support of tho poor and indigent of the community. Under the 
Hufh^ji there are local chiefs at Kadi and Sidbpurj who regulate the 
affairs of the comniuiiity over whom they are iiujnediately placed* 
All disputes among themaclvos, not necessarily coodned to leligioua 
differcuces* ore heard and decided by the local chiofs* and oJl parties 
concerned must abide by the decision* subject to an appeal to the 
MnlhAji. Any recooreo to tho law courts or to eflacers of goveramoot 
on any matter iu dispute between different raombors of the 
oominuuiiy is most rigidly prohibited* and tho penalty incupred by 
the refractory or the diBobedient is heavy* Ho is not put out of 
caste but La eent to Coventry by priest and wifOj friend and relation. 
In moat of their babits they resoinblo the Hindus. In Kadi^ tho 
rBsemblauce extends even to poinUa of dress^ such os the turban and 
tho w'sistcontj angarlduij which is thoronglily Hindu m style and 
material. I'he Snani trading Borahs areexluemelj ram and their 
only heftd*quarter is at Puttan. They have a quarter to <hefuselve«, 
and never mis or hold siij intercourflo with the ^^hia BorAhu or any 
other caste. Tboy are very exclusive in this respect^ so much so 
that, svEO when they desire amnsemeni op reepoatiou* it is among 
thomBolVOS ihikt they seek it* and at apjiminted places within their 
own quarter or sLroots. They have their own chiefs by whom they 
are guided iu all lUAtt-ers* like the Shia Bordhs. Thoir raarrmgo 
customs are quite peculiar* It is obligatory on oveiy maji to niftko 
a pilgrimage to Mecca and to stay therefor a few years and learn Arabic 
and tho Kurdn, beforu ho can marry. Thus* every person^ whutovor 
his position in life be* considers it his duty to go to Mecca at a 
certain ago to study and trade thore* and thou to retnm to 
Pat tan with what money he has beou ub|o to scrape togothor* 
Those who liave no moans of thoir own go with others as Borranta 
or dependants* l^oy return to Patton after some yoars* and there¬ 
after do no work or business^ but live on tho money they luivo 
already made; or, if n eccssaiy* go again to acquire more* The Sunni 
BorAhs are tho richest oomm unity m Pat tan, 

Tho Fakirs aro moiidicaiiLs; they aro often keepers of Uio tombs 
of saints or others supposed to have worked mimcloBi in their 
times* and live on the alms of those who fretjuent the tombs aud 
make offerings there. 

The Memuns belong to two sects* the one foDowing what is called 
the old faith* and the other the new faith* The fonner are foUowera 
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of Hiu Highncsa Aga KLAn in Bombay or ratbor of hia son, for 
Agsi KMd ia dead, who leviea on his dock a percentage of tbeir 
cnmiDgs. Tfioy ufo moatly cult iratora though many are artiJiana. 
The Menian^ wlicj follow the now Faith are those who s^'ceilod 
from the bulh of their people and founded a now cotninutiiiy onder 
^ayad Huasunnb of PdLiinpiir. They are Btricter in religioua 
obsen^ancots* and do not accept food froio Hindus, like other Momanft, 
Both these sects, howaveri oroaH bko Hindna, and, indeed, are ^d 
to liiiTB been Kadfa Knubis originally, convortod to MiihaiuiaudantHiii 
dnriug tbo nacendanoy of the Moghal rule in GujaritJ 

The MoloaohinM (perhaps fromJiairdffodEij recently Eoado»nd/^/dm 
faith), or recent converts^ are in reality llindu Haniuts who have been 
taught a few of the rudiments and practiceH of the Faith.

hand, relatives by blood many, and the tme MusaltDAn practioos of 
circumemoD and burial, accompaniod by certaiii rites, bave Ijoen 
adopted. The MoLesalAms are scattered over the central and 
northern dirisionfl. They aro genDrally prond, ignorant, indoletit 
opinm-eating landowners. Those possessed of m oonsidemble 
amount of l^ded property term themselves Guni^iAs. 

There are in the state 8118 FArsis, of whom the great majority 
aro in the southern division, where they muke np the most 
fionrisbing portion of the town population of KavsAri, Gandovi and 
Bib mom, whilst many otbors &iX m important place in the mral 
community^ 

There were 771 Christians, of whom 600 arc in the central dirision 
at the capital. Moat of tbeae are comprised in the British force nt 
the cantonment or are Portuguese bandsmen in the service of His 
Highness tho GAikwAr. 

According to the 2881 census, 1,004,128 persons (moles 728,602, 
females 275,526) or about fifty per cent of tlio whole popnlatiois were 
rotumod os fobowing occupations.

It baa been 
stated that, except in the NavsAri division, whore in all prebability 
the MnaalmAns early upset the bkdtjddri system, iatroduced a 
ratfotcHri aystom of their own and destroyed all matdt, the Gnjardt 
village commonly possesses a body of men termed t/utlddiift, 
Tho maidddra, or makers and signora of contracts with the 
state on boiialf of the body of vi'llagers, are Lapcditury oflicora. 
The fnaf<»'idrs are genendly iu number from eight to ten men, 
and from these the pntcU are oboseu, one to do the revenue 
work and termed the other to do the police work and 

tormed the mafe/ii paUtL These important villsiige ofHoiala are 
selected by tho stale, and, if possible, such men are choaen as ara 
of ft certnin age, have received n little education and show signs of 
general intelligence. As a rale the mala dors as a body tooeive a lump 
aum of one per cent on. the realised revenue of the village, iMtd tho 
puteU are not rewarded for their public services by any extra 
reniu Deration. Up to 1868 the paid had a right to bis bit of land, 
but in that year His Highness Kliandcrdv deprived him of this 
and substituted'cash payment, much to the diBOontent of this claas 
of public officers. 

The pale/ is an hereditary and therefore a fairly independent officer j

police or other constabulary duties aro curried out by froni five toais 
i^rfnMia* in a village of ordinary sise. Very frequently they rereire 
no pay, but hold Bomo five acres of free land. Iho vartauui#, rnM« 
or mmnfwrw are the vUlago watohuien and guai^s, It is their duty 
to protect a marriage party or escort treaaiire going from one villnp 
to atiother* to Bleep iu the c/witin\ nud above all at mgbt to go li 
rounds of tho village. For this pcrpoac, armed with bows and arrows 
or with swords, ttmy will divide themselves into two tends, one to 
watch the village boundaries «jri, one to guard the buildings of tlie 
vilbgo itself liuiti. These officials have never been known to rol> 
treasure entrusted to them, and in their oncounters with robtere 
and trespaaflerB they have not nnfrcqucntly risked and lost their 
lives. Pioallv, tho onlinnry village possesses some five or sii 
Bhangis who o'ften hold about ten acres of land. They are meaflenge rs 
and lettcr-cannera, and it Is their business to conduct stnmgors on, 
to tho Dclghbonring village. 

Besides these, there are in il^dalpur two carponters, oach of whom 
holds an acre and a quarter of land. The viUagers also reward them 
at a lived rate for their sorvieea, 14 maiw (60 poundsj of pur 
plough, per Bumim, or 1} mans (70 poands) per plough and cart per 
annum. Thera are two blacksmiths, each of whom holds two acres of 
land, who tire paid in grain by the people nt the *nmo reto as tUo 
carpentorfl. There are two barbers, each of whom holds J J aerp 
of laud.i -piipy do not, however, get regular contributions m grain 
from tho villagers, but when a marringo oeears, the ter bora 
from 10 to 15 rnpees, for it is tboir bosiuess to clean tbo ntenails, 
bear the tnairiago torcbes, &c. The potter holds four acres ,of Sand 
free of assessment, and attains a fised remuneration of gmin from 
the villager. In hfidalpnr there are two Brihmaa families, tbs 
village priests j on a marriage they are paid from 4 to 15 rupees, a 
fee called the iMpn of the priest, yor. 

There ate three VAniAs’ abopa, one of whom is a moneylender, 
and gets from 0 to 18 pr cent interest on hia money, but even he 
is not influential.

Of 
these riot) and cotton flourish best, tho remaining crops being 
somewhat deficient in their outturn and of inferior quality. 

The total area of tho diviaion ta about 1D40 sqnaro milea. It 
includes the lands of twenty-two alienated rillages which occupy 
alKmt 36 square miles. Deducting the latter from the former, 
nearly 100-t square miles represent the total nnja of the state 
f iilasms. Of these, about l-2tl9 square miles me not flurveyed. Of 
tho remaining 016 square miles or 334,942 aorns or nbout 669,4^ 
hbAds, 273,866 acres or 7l'l4 per cent repreaent occupied mnd;

For irrigational pnrposcs weJIg are gcnerfilly employed- The 
rdmia ies i» used. It consists of a large leather big containing 
sixteen gallons of water which is drawn by a pair of bollooks who 
are allowed a steep desoont to pass along while the water is being 
pnllod ap. Two men assist in tho work ; one sitting on the ropa 
which pulls up the bag urges the cattle down the slope, the other 
when the bag has been lais^ to the mouth of the well empti^ it 
into a trou^ or reservoir. In aoiue cases the contrimuce admita 
of the bag emptying itself into the trough and of its redusoending 
on the return of the bnllocks up the incliue, without extraneous 
assistsDce.

Irrigation is required for 
lande only. 

The implements in nso are of the ancient and dmpio order 
employed all over Guiardt, via., the spado k&ddti^ the hoe AAarpi, 
the lesser plough Aol, the larger plough ndnur* and the sickle 
ddZariu. The small plough Aoi is utterly unsuited to heavy plongbing 
and is only intended to acmtob op the surface of the soiL A biyfuM , 
of land can be ploughed in a single day of ten hours with the haL -V 
The cost of the implement ia about Rs. 5. The ndgar resembles the 
plough in construction, but is heavier. It is only used in the culti* 
vatiou of eugarcane.

Kice is tho only grain which is threshed, the grain being separated 
ironi the stalks by beating the latter on a wooden plonk or bencli. 
Ilie grain still in the husk, tUn^ar, is then placed on a b™d flat 
Ijaeket and allowed gnntlj to fall to the ground, while a mon keeps 
fanning it, as it falls, with a cloth tied ut both ends to two wooden 
posts. The rice is then citlier stackod loose or kept in bamboo 
receptaclea la the culti^tor’a hotise^ The stalks which hsvQ been 
beaten on the bench or plank ore again scattered in a circle round 
n W‘eoden post, and cattle are made to tread on them in order to 
Bepanitn from theta any grain that may not hare been beaten out bj 
the hand. The last proeeBs ia at once adopted in the case o! jutwr, 
brJjri and wheat, both bidloeks and ciuH^ being employed aJtOTiately.

A method of manuring the soil not mentioned in tho description 
of ftgricultnre in the Baroda division is to pen op goats in the field 
during the night.

The sjBtetn of rotation of crops has long been practised. For 
iastanco, the same land will not be planted with^Koir or with 
cotton twice, but these emps will be used alternatively. Sugars 
cane is alternated with ^Mrer and juMr, No rotation is obserTed in 
the case of rice and wheat. 

Indian millet, /urir, holds the first place os a staple article 
of consumption j of 144,322 acreSj the total area under actual 
cal^iTation In l«70-80, b3,89^ acres or 37*34 per cent were aodet 
juvdr. The two chief variedea are Ictcally called rdl^t^ which has 
a red gmiu, and mndhia, Sorghnia cerannin, wlucb lias a white 
grain, l^and which has been planted with yanir is allowed to tie 
fallow till the succeeding yenr, when it is sown with cotton# 

Cotton bolds the second place among the producta of the division, 
OF 1H323 acres, the total area, 37.26^4 ocroa or 25 8 per cent 
were under cotton in 187&-80. A field is sown with cotton ones 
ovary third year. To sepamto the sc^nis from each other before 
sowing they are mbbrf over a hard surface with yellow earth mixed 
vrith water. Previoua to the sowing the field ts twice plonghed. 
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once on tbc Ertst roinlall awl flffliii a fortnigbt later. TLe ^aaoaa 
for sowinc and for tbe picking oE colfon are mcntiotied midarlhe 
Baro<k division. Before all the colfon « aecured tlie heW w 
CBnerally piekod four times at internda oE a fortmglit. 1 ho 
avem'^ propotlfon la weight of seed to cleaaed cottou is two-thiras 
of tlio former to ono-tbird of the latter. The Mttou is sewirated 
from the seeds chiefly by the band, but in Vesuna aud Mnbuva 
ginuing mochinory is in nse. Tbo cotton of the division is of oiw 
^d Slid of tnedium quality, its average markot-priee being about 
Ra. 70 tbo Hd-idi. TJio bulk of it is exported to Bombay, and 
purchases are made both by resident tnerebants on their own neconot 
and by local agenta on bebalf of their principals in Boiubay. 
Though the Avetage price during the last few years of a won of 
cotton has been about lis. 3, it is said tbiit 50 or 60 years ago it did 
not exceed Re. 1. Cotton is eotmaonly ndulteratod by expos! og it to 
the night dow jnst before it is weighed ont to the purchaser. 

By this means a fclmpidi containing 17J stuns t>f dty cotton is passed 
off ns containing 20 marw. 

Rice bolds tbo second place among the grain cropis of the division. 

Of 141,322 acroa under ciiUtvation in 1870*80, 18,132 acres or 
12'56 per cent wore devoted to rice. It is second only toj'undr os 
an article of Icenl consumptioD, Rice is grown in marshy ground 
too moist for any other grain* It is usually sown in July and reaped 
in October, Tho RDcd is sown broadcast in n portion only of tbo 
field and U afterward a tmiispl anted by h ood from tbig. nursaty to 
tbo rmt of tbo field wlion it baa grown to n beigbt of five or aii: 
inches. Many varieties of rico are ji^towii in tbo division, mch ns 
gnkhvelf hangaliUt , 

tdliH, and 5Aiurarce/. Tbo two first mentioned kinds are reckoned 
the bofit, tbo last montioned tbo ooaraoat. The boEt rice lands are 
Bitoatod in tbe Songad and Vidra Bob'divifiions, 

Wheat or ghun bolds tbo third placo among the grain cropa of 
tbe division. Of 144^322 acres, the total area of the division under 
caltivation in lS7§-@0y 2221 aeres or I'S per eerit were under 
wheat. Two varieHeB aro known in tbcflo parE^, viz., llie rod kdtha 
and pefa and tbo white grain Adtiiiftci* it ia generally sown kto in 
Soptombor or early ia Octeljcr, It ripens in Marcb, whoti it is 
plnckeil up tin? roots, carted to the village tbresbing floor and 
trodden out by eattlos The plant grows to tbo height of two or 
three foot, and yields ono crop m tlie ycar* 

Only two varieties of stigarcano are known in the distriot, . 
the white and tbo parplo-coloorod, Tbo kml reqnirps to be 
repeatedly and deeply ploughed and manured before pknling 
takes plaeo^ the culiivation of the eane requires n^oniaideiabk ( 
moLstare, it is not pknteil tmtil after tbe latter part of October or /; 
the beginning of November^ when tbo bnd is completely saturated 
with rain-water* It is planted dtber wbole tbroogU tha ndgar 
by tbe band in pieces wmob are placed in n horizontal position and? 
hi rows at a dktimqo from one another of from a balf to tbrco-quaiiem ‘ 
tif a foot. It takes full twelve mouths to grow. During this time

msdiffari or maibdri, and tdmij the Intter thinner than ths former. 
Tbo Gandevi aub-diviaion yields the largest crop of an^rcane^ nn 
area d£ bujhdx being covered by it* After tho oaue h harvested^ 
the land i^t allowed to lie fallow for ahotit fiix months^ at the end of 
which i>criod it is cnltivaled with tmeT and jaodr. Theao take 
six tnontha heforo they are ready for the harvest The land is 
then again allowed to lie fnlloiv for a period of six months^ when 
it is either planted with the same cropa or with ginger* The 
ginger is dng out by October or November. The land is 
then again placed nnder sugan^ano. It will thna bo seen that 
tbo oano is planted every foofth year. As the leano ripenSp it 
w dng out and remoTod to the Mu or crusbing machine that the 
juice may lie extracted for converaion into inolassoB. A pit of 
about four or 6VO feet in depth is dug in a part o£ the very field 
in which the crop stands. This is fitted with a wooden cnisher, 
which IS worked by two i>airs of bciUocka. As the juice is extrsetrf, 
it falls into a largo oartben jsir placed in the pit* When tho jar 
IS filled np, the juice is emptied ont of it into a lar^ iron drcnlar 
vessel or Mlu placed over a fire close by, where it Is boiiod down 
until it oSButries tho conHlatouc? of raolafiSCH, It is believed that 
about twelve of juice vield about two iFinns of molasses. As 

soon m the juice is converwd into laob&scSj it is poured into two or 
three largo earthen vessels and stirred for a cod pin of honre* It U llien 
poured into earthen vessels of a smal lor size and kept In a aeiMi.mteshcd 
in the field, ^lolnssea form ft cliief article of prodiica and are largely 
exported to various parts of Gujardt, tho soiling price being almut two 
rupees a mu a or 40 pounds.

Paldi, bat their water is acarooly used for irrigntional purposes. Moat 
of them require to be placed in repair and contain a less supply of 
water than formerly.. The wuter-beating strata are generally very 
doep^ varying from 30 to 180 feet, and it is thorofore found very 
expensive to makn wells; at tho some itme in fiome porta of the 
divisjon it baa been discovered that the curront of water-spiingt 
IS so strong that os many os eight water-bigs can bo c^ontinimUj 
emploj’ed to dmw up water without any perceptibly diminution in 
tbe supply. But them are other reasona why the cost of building a 
weU is so vciy heavy in this division. In the first place the earth 
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crumbles: the blaclc soil binmriablj found with a Biibaoil of 
the earth of which ie not cohcai^^e atidcenRtAUtly falluio thq bottom 
of the well^ so that it ia vety t|itickly choked op.

wells, Tho Rxed pulley^ which is used simply to chaDgo tho 
direction of the rope^ tho Persian wheel and the d?t^kmii3 nro tno 
well known to need any description^ .The sanof/iia 7ios is also used 
in BOtoo parts of Qharoinr^ Tbo and the chamidit deservo 

mention. Thu first is an oblong-shnped vei^sel with a rope on each 
side of ifc fixed to hooks^, and requiring two men to work it> The 
c/juraidu is a vessel adth n length greater than its breadtli, Onu 
of its ends is purposely made broader than the others and the 
whole is fixed in a wooden frame with a sort of screw to it at 
its middle ])oiiit. It is so contrived that when the broader end 
of it is presfted down tho narrower end riaes^ and subsequently 
tho water which has been taken in hy dipping its broader end, it is 
thrown ont from tho narrower end. These two contrivances are used 
when the water is not ve^ deep^ and are^ consequently, of no usa 
for drawing well wator^ In tutikSr whom? these means are moatly 
applied, the water is gonerally diverted into a small pond over 
which a sort cf wooden frame is mised to fix the on. The 

supds and cAuraidii are not fonnd in all the Biib-diviBtoiis^ but lu 
particular parts of C^isttfUif they are known and used siicceaafully. 
TTie means moat commonly in use aro the rdmm kox aod the 
pulley. The first ia used in irrigating crops and tho second to draw 
tip water for ordinary purposes- In this divlsiou tboro are no 
Artesian wells. 

The area which one pair of bnUocka can till with respeot to 
diflerent soils and crops does not vary much m different districts- In 
black soil a pir of bullocks can ploogb about twelve ncroa of rico and 
cotton cropj Jtc.^ five ot wheat and four of or brinjal seedii. 

In light ^Qrfii toil tho same pair can till ten acres of Mjri and four 
o£ brinjal^ and in mlEcd or soil it can till eight acres of the 
samo crops- The soils of diffacent sub-divisiona being difierentj 
plonglts of different sizes and descriptions aro used in each* Tha 
whole of thfl Petldd sub-diviaion conriats o£ yordi Boil> the oarth 
of which ifl somewhat friable. Hence the plough commonly used 
them is of li bim similar to that employed in Xadikd, Borsad and tho 
other sub-divisions of tho Kaira district.

itr indigenoiis cotton, which is generally found in gitrdt or light soil, S 

yields its produce for three ancccsaive yeara, the bush being yearly 
pruned. Cottnii is tlio staple prodnro of tbo Bnroda division. It is 
chiefly grown in black soil which is the best Hinted for its cnltivatioa. 

It is prodnoed in all tho sub-divisiciis, but most largely in Pddra, 

C’Lo ninda, Dabhoi , Si n or and Baroda. It ih generally flown wi tb rioo, 

and when the latter crop hufl been l;rten up, it grows very rapidly. It 

is sown in the beginning of July at the rate of five sers of sped per 

hiffha. It dowers in the month of Octobor and is gnihsred in tho 

mouth of February or March ; hut if tho mins have been bght tho t 

llower comes onrlier and the picking goes on from DMember to tho 

first day of February. WItea full grown, its height varies from tlireo 

to four feet. Two kinds of cotton aro chiefiy ramod, namely, gogkun 1 

and hihiam. It takes folly 210 days to ripen, and when it is culti- 

vrvteil with gront cure and regularity, it yields from eight to ten mans 1 

per hfyfin. It iier|nircs no ruanuro in tbo case of black soil, while in 

gamt soil it remiirca four cartloads, each consisting of 33 mans per 

aero to give a lull return. It is generally grown every second year, 

and in a few elites, wbon it is cultivated year after year, tho yield is 

not vpiT abnudaiit. . It rarely rotjuirofl to'bo watered, and somotimed 

untimely min is destructive to its growth. According to tho latest 

statement the area under cotton cultivation is said to be 140,627 

acres, and the quantity of cotton produced in 1880 wna 5240 tons. 

'Photigh the area over which cottou is cultivated Lusnot iDcreased - 

during the year, tlio yield lias by 585 tons. Tlic reason of this 
in that the year 1870 was ono of execssivo rain, and the cotton crops ‘ 

siilfercd veiy much on tlmt account. 

In this division, as elsewhere, there nro two w.ivs of sowing rice. Ki«r.

It is generally gronnd and turned into breads 
bnfc the ^ips themselves are often just parched or roasted and so 
eaten. This is fTeoucntly done by husbandmezi when timj arg required 
to sit day and iiighi in their fields to guard them from the tresprisfl 
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of cattlo or the raTngoa of bir^is- The jiiisir of tUw district is of an 
excelleot thoagh 75ot of the best kind^ It h^ a sweet taste and a 
white colour. Like Idjrt it is sown with oihor kinds of poises, swell 
fta mag, adad, malL Bat its large and tall stalks^ ebntting out the 
light and beat, preheat ia axany cases the growth of tbeso crops. 
Some trifling attempts liave lately beoa Taadfi to introduce the 
cultivation of foreign jfardr into the Bub^ivisioa of FeLlAd and 
elaewhero, and the resets have shown that with care an improved 
plant might be obtained.

in the AbmcdabEid and Kaira British districts* when a good harvest 
of wheat is miaed, tho field is left fallow during the sncceeding 
season. The sail of this division being very friable it requires 
only two or three plonghings to itiako it snilaible for wheat 
cnltivation. Except the last kind, which rcqnirea a fiwiu and a 
quarter of seed* all vaiioties of wheat require only half a man of 
seed per bigha, Tbo wheat of the divisbu is of an infertor kind. 

Tiiough tobacco is not very extensively raised* wiiat there is is 
of an exceUent quality and ia equal to that of Kaira; Fetldd, and moro 
eapecially the village of MebolAv, produces the best tobacco in the 
division. In fact this crop is the staple produce of the sub^divisioiij 
and thn whole soil there, being mostly gordi or besar, is wall 
suited to its cultivation. It is differently prepared for smokings 
for chawing or to be taken as snuff. The ^addkti process is for 
smoking tobacca The local immes are ktiUo andjarth- To raise 
a crop a plot of gTOUndi Is chosen id the beginning of .Tune for the 
sowing of the Bcei This plot is dressed with weid-ashea or sbaap 
manore, and the seed is sown broadcast. The plant takes abont two 
inoutbs to grow to the height of 4| inebes. After the sowing of the 
seevd tho whole field ia covered over with dry stalksof Hen, so that the 
seed may not be washed away by a heavy fall of rain, Tim stalks also 
servo as a protection ogoiuBt the rays of tbo eun and the ravages oE 
birds. This covering is retained for about a fortnight whon it is taken 
off and the young seedling ia freely exposed to the heat of tbo sun.

Tognlar-sbapod flidda whnrem to plant the Boedlldga. All being ready, 
tlieao last are then carefully taken out of the nursety and carried 
to the fields in baskets^ with a great deal of earth nbout tbelr roots. 
If tho earth prey^red for them la sufficiently wot they are put in 
rowSj each row being from 9 to 12 iuchea distant from the ononest it^ 
but if the Bold ho perfectly dry\ water is poured into tho small hok 
prepared for each separate seedling* A week later tbe field is 
wooded afresh. "WTien the crop has grown to tho height of a foot and 
n lialf^ it begins to flower ana then tbe flower stems are carefully 
picked offi During its growth, a tobacco field has tobe waten^ two 
or three times acoordiug ta tlie nature o! the soil. A well caltivatoci 
tobacco field requires from ISO to 210 days to ripauj. and it yields 
from Ih to 20 mans of tobacco j>er bigha* cutting of the CTOp 

begins wheu the leaves turn yellow aud begin to drop* If 
tobacco is to he prepared the plants are eat oK at the rootj but if 
jatd^ is to he mndo only the leaves are clipped. These are then 
separated into hands and spread out on the field to dry* They are 
kept there for about twelve days when they are again sorted 
according to thoir quality. If nt the ond of twelvo days it appLWS 
that they are not sufficiently moist^ a littlo water is eprlukled over 
oaeh in tho morning. They are then packed up in bales and 
sent for sulot A month before the riponing of the crop the tobacco 
fields in Fotid^l requiro to he watered at least four times daring 
that period at iutervab of a week. A tobacco field suiters from 
Tsrioua CBuseSiHucb us excess of rain^ insects and too groat an amount 
of heut^ and its proper superrision calls for tho greatest core and 
patience.^ 

Of the Diinor kinds of pulses and grains^ of oil-seeds and of spices^ 
no detailed mentiou used be mEido^ 

Morup IS produced to a oDosidorable e^tentj and its fibres are 
mode into repos by tho Dheds and Rj&yaliis. Its seed m used aa 
food for cattle and the stalks os fuel by the pcN&r- Ita Lnar^ whoa 
tunder are n farourite article of consumption. 

Sugarcnce is produced more or less in all the eub-divisionfl* It 
reqiures the qorai or h^mr floila, and Ih held ao to impoverish 
the aoLl that the field in which it la cnltivnted is left fallow for at 
least two years before a second crop is raised* Here^ as elsewherej 
there are two kinds of it, the red and tho wbitop BanKia sugarcane 
is not of the very best kind and keke grwt swootaeBs, but that 
produced in Makdni in the Sankhcda Biib-dmsion is of a aiiperior 
quality. The ;^eG is tqrnud into- molaiaeg, and the slalksj when 
Qry> are used as fnol and when juicy, as fodder for cattle*

adad^ Phaseobs iritiTigOj and others. All theao are soira with some 
other kind of grain, and their harvijat season beginB after the com- 
panion crop bus been gatbered. PhIrcb are lEirgely produoed in this 
division and fetob a low ppios in tho iiiarkot> 

In tbo beginning of an Inrun the ground soloctod for ciiltimtion ia 
cleared of all weacia auil ah pubs, Whoni the first shower of rsia 
waters it, it is ploughed and Allowed to aoak in na much ratn-wuter 
BB falls dunug the course of the monsoon. At the end of the rainy 
season it is again ploughed twice cross-wise. During tho whole of 
the anoimcr it is allowed to remain in thia condition^ When the 
second monsoon broaks, it is again ploughed tbricc^ each dmu in a 
difTcrent directioii;H and again for the whole of the miuy sraason it is 
allowed to soak. iTiC ground la then held to be ready for cultivation^ 
and the subsequent processes depend npou the patticular cropfl to W 
raised- Sncli is the method obserred with regard to black soil, 
which is more sticky fclian gonii and requires less preparatioti. With 
regard to joraf eoU^ the land being less adhesiv'p^ more moisture and 
larger exposure to the sun are thought neccassry. That water may 
aceumnlato on the field, au earthen mound is raised all round its 
bonndancs. 

Manure U prepared in one of aii different ways. It b made of 
cattk^nng mixed with urine and allowed to accumulate iii a pit 
during four monthg of the antumu. A month before the be^nning 
of the rainy season the manure is taken out and spread over tno field 
wbeno it remains for a few* days to be thoroughly mixed with the sofl 
below. The field is then ploughed and clod-crtiAhedr The second 
manuro in importance ia that or sheep and goats, Flocks of sh^p 
or goftto are made to halt in the fidd for a night or two, and daring 
this intervAl their droppings are carefully collected and spread equally 
ever tbo whole surface of the soilj which is then plonghed and 
clod-crnshod. Tho third hind of manure is that of the aches of fuel. 
The fourth is that of decayed Icates gathered from under hedges jmmI 
trees. They are mixed with black muddy earth, and the whole 
is then spread over the field. ’^The fifth kind of manuro is took 
mud and river-bed mud The aixth kind of manure is that of castor- 
oil refuaoj which is most commonly used in eandy lani Of late 
attempts have hi>Ea made to prepare anrl use hone-duHt manure. 
The ncsults are not ynt fully known; but in the few cases in which 
it has been used it bos been found to promise well, 

Wugcfi arc paid either in kind or lu money- A dny-Iubonrer earns 
from 1 i to S aanu# a day and he who is paii in kind receives sopo 
fixed portion of the corn he dears from the husk. Wages ia kind 
»re generally setiled when tho luirvesting time b^^ins, and both the 
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employer tke employed find it coTiTonient to fix a bnr^ti for a 

certaiu proportion oF the com tbo kboarot binda him self to prepare* 
There is no fixed mto of wagea for tbo day-labourer j bis s^ary 
^nemliy dependa opou the demand and supply tbe hiboar- 
inarkct. 

In this division tbore ate oaltivalors of differoDt caate^p among 
whom PdtidiiTa^pKatibiSj Bohor^Li and Shnikb ilusalindiiB are considered! 
to bo the while the Kolis* Riljputs^ MoBslmAnH and Bbils are 
held to be loBe efficient. The PAtkuirs belong to two well-known 
classea of Kanbia* namely> Leva and Kadm* The differonee botiveea 
a Kanbi and PAtiddr con^ifltaooly in the latter being either a tenant- 
In-obief termed 5 ^id 3 drfr and narmiicir^ or in liis being tbe head¬ 
man of the villagOj while the Kanl>l is a siib-tenam. In many 
Tillages the 6Ad<^ddri system is now extinot^ but the originsLl 
distinction proTails an yet among the people, thongb the gOTerument 
has placed all on the ^mo footing by means of the m^aivdri ay stem. 
The fluporior classes of cnltiTiatorg are genrrally well-to-do peo|)le. 
They are hardworking and frugal except in tboir marriage eeromonies 
and in their celebration of funeral rites* Of latOi however, Pitidira 
have begtin to think that it may be more profitnblo to enter into 
sonio tnide or profession rather than to cultivate the soil or live the 
life of an indolent landlord. The inferior kinds of caltivators 
mentioned above are losiy and Improvident. Tbett? are many 
whose laziness w so gresit that they are fetl by their i?(rkitftdr^ or 
moneylenders all the year* and aft^r paying tUo state dues inako 
over to them all their produce. These men do not oven preserve 
seed and mnnnriOp and borrow the former ae the season advimcesp 
They have hardly a full pair of bullocks^ and oven when they Jiavo a 
pair* it is seldom kept ia good conditiDn. The result is natural} 
the onttnm of their tieldfl is trifiing and their condition is miserable 
in corap^arifton with tlmt of good cnitivfltoTSx Some improvement has 
taken place ainoo the reform in the administration^ the suppress ion of 
the farming or i/dm systemj I4wd the introduction of easy communica¬ 
tions, There is generally mucli alienated land in ovory^ village, and 
in sopio there is more of it than of state land : alieaatod land woa 
abtained by glrdmas and other such people in lien of black-mail; 
to Brdhmans and otbors lands were given bypa^rf^ in olden 
times; lands wore nine mortgaged and sold by tliom before the 
improved Hjstem of villjige aecounta was knowu. It is, therefore, 
natuml that there should be many landholdeni wbese position in life 
nod whose habits do not allow them pi^rsoTxally to till their loncL The 
b^ cnltivators are men of averi^ iiuderstanding, and spontaneoua 
Improvement in their iadustTy is not to be expected of them. 
Ihoiigh they are fairly well oB for food and lodging, they do not 
po^ess any large capital with which to imporl; foreign machinery 
or implements of hnsbandry. Besides they cling with great tenacity 
to tToditiona] cnatom.

Exrltistvo of the aofiurvejqd irilla^Bj on which stiite aas^rnent^ 
are levied in lump flom on the viHagOj the diVision according to 
tho report of 1879-80 cont 4 iined lj6G0j502 acres; of those 121^903 
acres or 7'34 per cent were ipochonod as tinculttimblo. Thbi area 
nmj bo thus diridod: 17,903 ncrcs or 1169 per coni were villnge 
altes, 23^078 acnea or 2303 percent were roatk, 27,349 acres er 
22'43 per cent were tanks, and *18,508 Eicres or 3D'8-1 per cent worn 
under miscellaneenB hpads. Of the remaining 1^533^599 acreSj the 
total cul tumble area, il8jS0 ncTCS or 29'12 per cent were ffdrhJmii 
er aliunated. Of acroB 1^090,469 or 79‘88 per cent ibe total UuUm 
or onalicDated cullumble areup 109^981 acres or 10*08 per coat were 
under occupancy and 6791938 acreB or 62'36 per cent were held for 
cultivation. Of 679,939 aereB^ 21^917 ncres or 3 32 porrntit wore 
garden land j 11^678 or 1^73 per cent wero rice land; imd 6^46^3^^ 
anroB or95*05 per coat wora diy-crop land* Tlie remainiag 3CK)|550 
fit reft or 27'56 per cent were left fftllow. 

Irrigation which is natural I j oxtenBive in this diviaion^ as the hoH 
Tetfiina little or no moiatare, is generally carried on by meanfl of 
wollfl- The method nfinally employed for bfting water out of the 
wells ia the rdmutk^*, but in Bome localitiea, as Kdlol for instancxi^ a 
modified form of the Persian wheel worked by a single person la 
employed. There arc in the division 8163 pnAA'a wolb without fiteps^ 
57 welb with ateps^ and 3338 k^fid^i or cAaerfa wells. The above 
figures do not inclode kalchi w'clb called Mmfres. There are really 
umall tanks of about nine feet in diameter and from ten to twenty 
feet I a depth. Such tanks are foond in abatidaiicu all over the 
division; they cost 8 or 10 Ka. to make aod are of iiso for a single 
year otily^ It would bo more uccumte to say that they are used 
daring four montha oulyj the ro&i season^ They arc^ if pOBSiblc^ 
dug in land which stands nn a higher level than the field to he 
irrigated by them* 

Thesisw of a plCiUgh of land^ or tho area an average pfii r of buUoch 
can piough> varies from oighl acres in Dehgdm to Bcvcoteen acres in 
Vaditvli. Tbe light soil is easy to plough but vetinireB frequent 
tilling. Tho numbor of ploughing^ b also more or losa according 
to tba kind of crop ftowih In the case of wheat or puppy a Ift^d has 
to ho tnmeJ up tea ot twelve tixnes^ in that of the rapeBoed, or «arsat\ 
fifteen times- Tho average extent Wf.^rked by one ploogh for theffi 
and similar crops b three acroB. In rico land it ia nvo acres* as the 
gronnd b marshy and inundated with water when ploagheiL Id tho 
case of bdjnt pnlsea^ Ao** the average b fifteen acres* 

In 1879-80, the total naiaher of holdings, oriAd^is* including 
alienated buds, waa 148*572 over an area of 834*251 acres* thuB 
giving an avoFftgo of 5| acres for each holding. In Kadi tho 
maximum area of a iArita wso 234K flares; in KAlol 87acres* in.

It is often 
grown with hdjrL When grown by itself, the prop ifl generally 
sown in Augast from n drill plongh and' is reaped in October. The 
yield per higha is estimated at 100 lbs. 

Safflower, kabri or Carthamns tiuctorins^ is grown both 

in s^rdihi and black nolh Tho land is plongbed from ten to twenty 
timesIxjforo tho sowing. The aefid is thrown broadcast ot tho rate of 
10 lbs. to tbo and m reaped in Fobniarj. The avera^ yield 

is in good 400 Ibd. and in flowers 30 lbs. Too seed is used for oil 
and the flower as a dye. 

Cotton, Gosaypinm herbaceum, is a rflii crop. It is grown 

in black soiL Tho chief cotton-cultivatiag rillages are in Kadi and 
Vsdivli The seed is sown through drills at the rate of 10 lbs, to 
the ifigha;^ it is reaped seven months after the sowing, tmJt the 
arerago yield is in seed 70 lbs* and in cotton 20 Iba.

Tobacco, Nicotiaiiii tabacum. Among all the sab-divi- 

siQiis, Kadi holds the first place as a tobACOO^growiiig eonatry. 
Land intended for tobacco is left fallow fur four months, and 

f repared by eight plcugbin^ for the reception of the young planti. 
t IB sown in nnraeries in Jone, moved into the field in September 
and cat in Febniary* The qnanti^ of seed psod per higha ia 15 
fo/ds nnd the yield is 200 lbs. Tobacco is said to be liable to 
two kinds of diseaBcs, pifib and agio,. In "the It^ves asaame a 
yellow colonr and shrivel up* When attacked with wstiOjf the stem 
alone comes up bare of loaves. 

The poppy is grown in all the anb'divisions excepting Dehgiim. 
Land inteniiod for it is, as a rule, left fidtow for about fonr montliBj 
and plougbed ten times before the seed ia sown. But, in sonie 
sab-diviaioiis, it is osnal to take a crop of hJjri before Ibe land ia 
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iptilisdd for the poppj* la Euch cases iinmediatcfy after the bdjri b 
roniP%’cdj tbp grouad ia plcagbed three times aad saturated with 
vatcr, and whoa qomplotciy iBagaia ploaghed three times. 'Ilie 
yield from fallow bud b the greater, and the opium af a iighter 
colour. Ala DU re is carried to t he field in the month of June, and 
applied after the first rain at the rate of hiOd lbs* or more per hi^ka 
every third year. Cattle manure is most used^ mixed with allnviftl 
dapoKita wbeu available, i^oppj b sewn iu small rectangular beda 
of from five to eight feet each, nearly aquaro, and so made as to allow 
water to spread evonly. The seed is Lbrown broadcast over those 
beds, the earth is then turned over with an unplument called the iL-han- 
dly and is watered immediately nfter. Care is required in selecting the 
seed: it should bo a year old and free from damp, and the cultivators, 
as a rule, preserve a stock from the crop of the previous year* '^e 
proportion sown is about ^ lbs. to the Iei poppy cnltivation 

irrigatioii requires attention, cbaxinold having to ho made for the 
even watering of the heels. Poppy fields are watered seven tioips: 
the first watering commences with the sowings the second four 
days after, and otHern follow at intervals of about a fortnight^ and 
after the flowers appear there la ono watering. Weeding is a 
iaboriouB proc^* It hm to be gone through three times, and oa 
each occasion, besides removing strange growth, the poppy plants nre 
thittned until they are left at a distance of oiglii inches from one 
another* iTie first weeding is done twentv days after the plants 
appear, the other two at intervals of a fortnigot Withered or jogida 
plants are removed. But barren or rttnjia plants are kept for the 
seed, although thoj pmduce no juice, Tbo plants, when tender, are 
used ns a vegersble by many classes* The earlier sowing is in 
fiower in Jaimary, and the later in Febriiayy. The poppy heads 
are considered r^y for scarilication when they predeuk a noatiiig 
of a light brown Colour and do not yield easily to the touch. The 
process of ecarificatjon ccunnjcnces in February or March according 
to the date of the sowing. The tioreat, os It b called, with which 
the incisions are nmde, is a simple iron instrument consisting of 
three blofles, each somewhat rimilac to n straight pointed lancet, 
tied together in a line, one-eight b of an inch apart, and wrapped up 
BO ns to have only the points protruding* InctsioriiJ are made from 
the bottom to the top, each incision coming up in three lines. Thu 
instrument^ called ^:Artj^,for scraping the juice is a two-inched square 
iron tray with throe sides turned up and one left open to act as o blade, 
and fixed to a wooden handle. The blade ia oiled before it is applied 
to the capsnlo. The juice is Tomoved from the khar^io into a brusa 
basiup also previously oiled. Every day's collectiou m at once taken 
home and stored into an cartheti pot. The juJee-extrnicting scn^on 
Sa the bnsiest time with the farmer, as it is tho moat anxions. In 
this, as in the weeding season, the tmltivator has to obtain the 
assistanco of hired labour* 

The average higha yield la cstimAted at JO lbs., but the outturn iu 
always a matter of unoertuinty ass this crop, more than any other, in 
subject to chimgCB of climate. Dull cloudy days, heavy dewy nights, 
high cuiiterly winds, and oven untimely rain andcxceGsivo heat, ali are 
more or leaa injurious to the crop. In fact, one night's fre&t alone 
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has bMn known to destroy yorj nearly half a Beason’s Oottani. As 
monkoya appear to bare a apocicd liking for the poppji tlioir attacks 
&TO rery iDUchdi^nded by the farmer^ for they not only eat but dfsatroy, 
Tho p*^ppy ^ profitable crop to the enltirator, Eoaide* prodac* 
log for inin the opimii juicoi it giTCH him the poppy Boodj whioh is 
ratued at about 2 a man. The Boed finds a ready market, both at 
home and abroad. The oil drawn from it b largely osed for cookiog 
and burning purposes^ and in the preparatiDii of opium. For nyery 
set of jnice the poppy gives 20 sera of seed. The vaJtie of a 
oiop IS eatimated at Ra. 50. Tho ccltivator is aluo benefited in hb 
land, os field growDifith poppy gives in the iitieceeding year a 
better yield of wheat or any other eon&al that may be sown in it. 

Asj throughout the Baroda territory* the parchaae and aalo of 
opium ha VO* within the last throo years, become the exclusive 
monoply of the st^o, no poppy can bo cultivated except under 
a atnie liconse. The state hoe a special a^ncy* presided over by 
B aDperiutondentp to fluporvisep rogtiUtOp and control the cultivation 
of the poppy and to manufacture opium. The area to be placed 
under poppy is determined every year boforo the growing aeasDH 
and previoiia to the issuing of licenses. Tlds area is regulated 
uccormzig to the quantity of opinm required for home use or export 
to the British scalee at AhruedabiMi The UiiAirntdar* or rovenoe 
officer in oharge of a sub-division* is inveisted with anthority to 
ifisuo liconsofl* without which no farmer may grow opiuim The 
application fora licemso is sent through ttie riJIa^ acconutantj to 
enable that official to check with the aid of his register tho arm the 
farinDT wi.Hhes to cover with poppy, an A i^ nccea™y, to meaenro the 
land before the application passes into the haodii of the tahwi^ddr* 
Should the farmer snbsoqnently wish to exceed tbe area Bpecified 
in his application* JiemHeE. obtain a seicond liocuse. An opium grower 
is entitled to an advance of 10 per MgJia for hhadt^ land and 
of Rs. 8 for that of bdjamdda. Before the growing aenson the farmer 
is told at what price tho juice ho m»y produce will be purchased. It 
is optional witli him to grow the opinm or not-t but mving done 
he ifl bound to delivor the n^diico tor the price fixed* The weighing 
of the opinm is commenced in April]and provtods to this* atatioiis are 
appointed in each aub-division for the woighingH iniiniatiou being 
given at what particnlar station and on wlmt date each farmer will 
be requited to deliver hiB pTodneo* The cultivators are paid at the 

S laoe where deliveiy is mivde, and, aa nearly aa posHible* on the same 
ay. All aduUenitod opium is confiscated. From the several 
weighing stations the juice is sent pocked in cotton bags of about 
160 lbs. each to the factory at Sidhpnr,^ 

The several processes observed in mamifaetuTing opium may hero 
bo briefly stated. In the roixin g room k placed a large copper vessel 
pflftff, four feet in diamotor and stxteon inches in depth. Into this 
ptvrdt are emptied fivx> bags of juice* weighing in all about 800 Ibs-j 
and the whole is then kneaded into one mass by a man who treads 
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on it, CtoBO hj tlie Tos&el^ and Jn a line it^ a?* three copper 
on oppo^it^ tides of each of triiieb eit two men* As iho 
kneadidg goes otij the firiHt coqple tako a Hinall quantity of ]oicre 
fTom the ptird£> milt it well on the eheet^ and then pnaa it on to tho 
next shwt^ to be mixed by the second set^ and so tg the third for 
the samo purpose. From the third or last sheet it is rsTnoved into 
a Popper dish- When the di^ih holds from 30 to 40 lha., it ia 
FPplaced by nu esmpty one, aial the jnieo is taken to the caking- 
room. At the first etartj the abo^^o procoaa takes abont 7 or S 
mmnteBi hot when the as these mixers are palled, warm to 

their work only half that time is consiimed. Moat of tJi&sG men eat 
mahjam and under ita effect the work is esPiting. Sis good homni# 
can mil from 2400 to 2800 lbs. in & day. The room in which the 
opium is caked and left to dry is spread with a layer of pi>ppy 
tearesj six inphea deep* Dnring caking there are five men at 

work in this room^ viss.^ one to make np the opium into cakes, two 
to give them a coating of rabha^ one to giro them a coating of 
finely poiinded poppy IcareSy and one to place the finished cakes on 
the layer. All the caking is done by hand. A good raker will 
torn out between six to eight hundred cakes a day. Three rhdmpnis 
or preasingH ate gone througk 'llio ubject of these cAampnw is to 
give the cake a complete ^herical form and to make the outer 
coating firm and etuoolh. Ihe first Is done twenty days 

after the caking and iho other two follow at interrals of twentj-fivn 
days. The cakes are ready for exjKirt in October. The same 
processes am observed in mannfaptoriDg opinm for local us«. 

The first experiment at cultivating tho poppy is said to liave been 
made sixty years ago by a Rajput from Kihuri in Sidhpur, who 
had been to Al^lwa and Jmd^ while therOj acquired the neeesEury 
knowledge. Bat the Lnal failed^ and thocnltimtiobdid not t 4 ko the 
fancy of the agripnltarists. A few years Inter, a second and auccessfnl 
attempt was pniuie by a Kaubi from Bnihmnuv^wia. Tradition 
has it that while in narrow cimumstanecs^ this man had a dream lu 
which Alahddev appeared to him and offered him three handfuls of 
opinm. The Kanbi took this as a sign from heaven, indipative of his 
faturo prosperity through tho cultivation of opium, and coaimenced 
on one of land. Others finding him snccessful followed hh 

example^ sud thus the cultivation spread from mfitail to mfj/inL As 
no state monopoly existed at the time, the cultivntDr was free to 
grow opium and tho trader to purchase it. The trading glasses 
found in it a new Bouren of gain and encouraged tho production by 
making ready advances to the cuhivators, and soon the opium 
grower rose in impoTianCe* He was roadilj trusted by the Yftnifl, 



popular. The juice producedj besides finding a ready oale in the 
nome market, drew to the north traders from other parts of Gujarat, 
and pomedmea large pnrehnses were mode on scconiit of trcidein in

The poppy is oeTtainljr a difficult plant to bring under ouUare- 
It requires constant care and attention«and all th& processor connected 
with it entail much labour. But these difficulties wero soon over¬ 
come bj the cultivator and the enUimtion spread rapidly. It was 
the nianufaeture of opium that for a long" tiiaa bafilecl the attempts 
of the trading class- There were no skilled men in tUo diviaion to 
prepare the drug so as to make it marketable in China. There was 
certainly an attempt umdo to dry a small quantity of juice aud turn 
it into awkward little balls | but these wore rcaerved only for local 
use. It waSj therefore^ a praetkoj till 1857| to send the greater part 
of the jnice to Hatl4m to &o made up there. Forluuutoljr for GQ]ar&t 
the utiusuallj heavy monsooii of l&5^ flooded the dAuni or graiu 
market at Eatlim. The effect of this may bo easily imagined in a 
Boil like that o| Mdlwa. The reanit was that tbo pack-bullocks^ on 
which the outtnm of the season was sont, could hardly wade 
through the mud* and several of theauimala perished In theattompt- 
Besides the damage to the juices the loss of animal life offended 
the BUBceptibili ties of a class mostly Jain in faith and infinitely loth 
to sea even an insect in pain. Measures were forthwith taken 
by the opium traders^ among whom an Abmodabad firm was the 
coiefj to procore opiiim cakers from hf^lwa.

Tbo cnltivator not only di?jtrtietod 
the new meoBiiro^ but ho aaw in it an ag^reaaion on hia eatiiibliHhed 
rig'ht to cultivate the poppy when and whoro nud in wli&t quantitLou 
he pleased. Tbo opium trader felt that his ocenpation waa gooe, 
and the smuffp-ler tliat hia illicit traffic would he brought to au end- 
Both the trader nnd the smuggler^ tliorofarCj made oommott caneo 
to prejudice tba opLuni grower against the cultiTation under control^ 
and they threatened to re^BO him any credit p Then the famino 
of 187G drained the conntry ofit^ food nad fodder, aud^ during 
tho two noit yeAre the fall of rain was Boanty and this cnpplod 
the roeonrcoa of the peftsnnt claaa, while a pgatilont lever weakened 
itu numbora. The monopoly coming in at auch a time caused tho 
caltivntorSj m a body, to give np for a year thepTodoctiQp of qpiutn, 
and to devote thomselveii to growing other crop^P Only a few 
wolbto^do men tried opium growing on a bjubU ecale with iho object 
of usi^ertaining how the meaiiure would work. Tho trial waa well 
rewarded. A liberal rutc for the jnico^ immodiato payment for it, 
just weights, the abolitioii of tho thnngi^, nod randy advances from 
the atato treafliiry, all combinod to divest the monopoly of the fesim 
it had raised and to mate it popnlar. Accord iBgljj in 1870-80', 
opium oultivstion increassdj and the area covert rose to 593G 
acroa,^

Tbongb dow to accept improveinenta or innovationB, he m not deficient 
in any other qnality requisite for success. The soil rewards him bettor 
than it does others. The BriUinian is liar<lworking and mtelUgent, 
but is deficient In skilU He succeedfl better when he sub-leta his 
land te others than when ho tills it with bis own hands. The 
Ibijput IB a man of the sword, whoee linnd does not full heavy on 
the plongh- Tbo Koli is by birth and instinct a thief, and succeeds 
better so than os a tiller, and he is too indolent to win from the soil 
the reward it c»n offer. Among the Mnsalmdn tiHors tho MetflfvnB 
are tho bost^ for those of the KipAhi class ono mdolent and caroloss^ 
and neither till the land carefully nor manure it sufficiently, Tho 
cullivators aro as a elasB welUto-do. Opiani and rape-seed are 
rotntineratiTe crops, and those who grow those in addition to gralm 
are generally in good circumstances.

J’lw famine of 1312-13 aifeetod most severely those portions of 
ills Highness dommions which are in KathiiLwAr, bnt I't also 
mnsefi distress of a aerious nftturo lu the Kadi division. It brought 
httlo more than incoavemonoe to the southtru divifiioii into which 
there was n considerable immigration of starving wretches The 
famine wmi felt in BarcKla iL-ielf, but chiefly hecanse of tho 
nnmi^tion that took pbco. Tbe peo],le of KdthiAwdr not only 
went to IWdo and other prts of Gujantt where scarcity did not 
pravail to the snmDoxtont, but the country of Kathiiwdrwiwmrtiallv 
rehovcJ by supplies from IWIa and MAiwa. How groat tlio acardty 
in KAthiAwAr was may ho learnt from Colonel Andorson'n remark- 
It sras the severest on receid since 1791. The most seriona featuro of 
the drotight was tho utter absence of graaa and pasture of evorv 
dosmplion, except m the BhAvnagsr tomtory and the hills of Alitch 
and BAbriAvAd. trom the latter pinco the GAikwir's army was mp- 
plKsd with foniM.’

pqrclua^d *t 7 m f&r tba rape*, ^ ^ graty could oot W 
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work. Every large town waa aamotiadi^ by tbese miserable creft- 
inrea^ and in time the ntiiiosi ind iterance to tbeit fato Dnireraallj 
predo in bated. I bare seen a child not quite dead torn away by 
a pack of doga froiai its mother, who was tinabk to speak or move. 
Tho Erdbrnan sold hia wife, his child, sister and connections for the 
trifle of 2 or 3 rupees to such os would receive them. Id the town of 
Baroda done, often more than 500 Mdrvddis died in a day. Their 
bodies dnrmg tbo fnioiDe were left unheeded on the spot where life 
expired, and then diseasQ sprang up. Not one in a htindrod of the 
Mdrvj&dla who overspread the couutry of Qaiardt from the border 
of the gulf of Cutch to Surat, some going m fur ns Bombay, letnrned 
to bis home, ^fany people too came to Qnjardt from Kdtbhtwdr/ 

The year 1577-78 was unfavonrnble;, tho rainfall being mneh below 
the average in the different diTisionsH. Thodiatress was greatoatm 
Okhdmandal and Amreli and least in J^avadri. At one time a total 
failnro of crops was apprebended; but after holding off a long while, 
some rain did fall and n. faming vea^ averted. Hie onttum of 
the harvests was very defleiont; and the conseqnent sufferings were 
greatly enhancad by the fact that tho resonrcess of the coun tiy had 
raen provlonsly drained off to mitigato tho Ifeecan and j^tadras 
famines. Pricea rose high, tho Baroda rupee fetching only 14 
of bdjH and I6 gert of jnudr. Food^grains wgro to bo Inr^ly 
imported from withgnt, the number of tons at thu railway station a 
wiebin the Baroda tciritory amounting to 43^363 ogninst 7258 in 
1873-77, and 9002 m 1875*76* Tho details are: 
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in 1878 the rainfall was oxoqsBiTo and cansed much in jury te 
biijrif and in some places to cotton, jurdr and pulse. Tbo troubloa 
of the cnltivators wero beightenetl by the devostetions of the locnsta 
which appeared before the late Ihonf crope woro harvostod. Gnibs 
also are reported to have caaused much damage. Tbo distrefio was 
greatest in AmrcIi, though it prevailed to some extent in the 
Navsiri and Boroda divisions Bi^deB what they got from private 
charity, the poorer classes of p^ple received ossisUnco from tho 
state of the aggregate valno of Ite. 37,500. 

As no details of porlior famine years In the Buroda territeTy arc 
available, a guosa can be made from a cousideratipn of the bad 
years in tho noighboaring districts. In 1623 there was a fatninn

CAPITAL.

Tei NaT&4ri Difiaiou coinBiats of ^ight Bub-diTldon^ of which. Eva 
hava loDg been daoigiialod m rdsti^, or rattledj and Ibree reifu^ ar 
wild and imcaltivated. Thara ora a!$o two cla:^a of paopio Id the 
divi^ioD, one tenDod the Ujtipi^raj whioh is tha higher, and one 
tanned the KaUpnraj^ the lower clsys^j to which the dark races belong. 
Aa iepoiotad out in the chapter on Popnlation^ tba Ujtipataj include 
the Pkrsisj the Kan bis and the AndTuiJa BrdhuietDSj who again are 
Bobdivided into Desdie or Vatanddrs and Bhdtheids who ara mera 
cultivators. The KtiKpar^j comprise BliiLi^ ChodhrdSr Gdmit 4 , 
KoDkandSi Dhondi&s^ Vdrlie^ Do bids and N^ikdiSi For the mciat part 
the UjHp^ffij abide in the mahdh and the KdHparaj id tbe 
rdni Eero these poor people oi^ slilL io a primitive atate^ 

lead a mlgratOEY life and till a piece of forest land here one year 
and there another. The gaaerul condition of the culti rating clnsses 
andj^ it may be added^ of the whole population h^a improved of late 
years. Some of the catiae# are not far to seek. According to the 
censas of IbSt the ponalalion dambers 237j549 soula. Compand 
with the popiilatton of the neighboaring dlstrictSp the Kavaari divisiop 
is, therefore^ bat poorly popnlated!. Tbers has been a great wan t of 
conSdence as to the Beconty of property, and the principles of the 
land asaegsmeut were till lately bo wrong that the iDhabitants had 
but little indacemoDt to parsne their avocationia freely. In 1805 a 
eurvey was made of the rash* mahdh and a tea years' settlement 
made. But the survey was hurried and anaatbfnctory and the rates 
were too high^ the total demand being fixed st Es. 18,74,592* In 
1875 this survey woa revised and the total demand wm reduced 
to Bs* 12,62,160^ the redaction varying in the different sub-diviaioni 
from thirty-eight to forty-serea per cent. For it w«s discovered 
that the land-tax was so heavy as very nearly to absorb the whole 
outturn of the land and to leave nothing to the cnltiTati}r. It Is 
twe that the high rale of aseeeement did oot immediately cause 
dietreas, eince for the Erst few years after the settlement of 1865 
prices were veiy high* It was wheD prices subsequently fell 
with great rapidity that it became impossible for the oultivators to 
meet the state demands. Bat the state did not abate its demands 
^th any promptitude : year by year tbe out^itanding balaDces kept 
nMmeaaing ; resort was hod to harwh and coercive tueaauiBa tn order 
to r^lize the land-tax^ and the ultimate conarqiience was that the 
caldyatora desert^ their lands and their hoioes, while the general 
condiciou of the division became wretched. 
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Tbo diuproportii?Dat«: dema^da of tte io Ifl^d it k aaidp 
enforced by ^rsh and coercive measures. It so happened that at 
about the time of the ten jeare" settloineut the revenue or ijdr<k 
as it was tcrmotij of Gon^irdv Mairulj the great banker of Barodaj 
CAtne to mi end* Hk place taken by a clasi of extortionate 
revenue farmers or ijtifddr*, who became the virtual mJers of 
the country^ otid were, in a measure^ irresponsible for their groaa 
raiBrnanagement. The great bulk of ciiltivatora were or came to be 
their tenantsj and they ousted or retained them as be*t sorvod their 
purpoBO^ ovemding long established rights. They nionepolizerl the 
best lands for themaclves and their relations^ and nppropriaLod their 

f roduco^ They institnted new Icticb withont any authority to do so. 

n a wordj they plunddred and hecaine rich while the poorer clasaea 
were sinking under their tyranny^ and the conutry was arriving at a 
state of complete prostration. 

After 3875 a uhango of a most beneficial kind took pbc& The 
lands wore re-assefised more equitablji demauds were reduced^ 
vexatious cesses were abolished, and the coilcction^ of the revenue 
were depfirtmentally rnsnaged by responsible officials. The fsrmmg 
Kptem was in reality abandoned and the Dosdia were deprived 
of their LLiegitimate lueans of plundering* At the same time, 
both the induBtrioii^ Hh4thelds and Knnbis and the poor KdKparof 
classes were relieved ef their heavy burdens, 

Tho prosperity of the division would have been WDre assured 
had it not been for the late fall in the prices of staple grains. Great 
fear is even now enteftained that the fall will continue. Cotton, 
Datcralljjh has fallen in value^ and a cartload of Indian millet 
yaedfi once worth Rs. 6ft now fetches only Ra, 2ft. Ncvertheleiia tho 
improvement in the condition of the cultivating classes may be 
aacertaiued from the inercasa in the agricuUnral stock p Though 
previous to 1875 no statistics were kept or the rumi wealthy since that 
year anfficient information has been oollecicd to enable the authorities 
to conclude that there has beeu a gradual progress made in the 
acccmulation ef this species of capital J 
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Another evidence of the increaai>d prosperity of the diviiion is the 
&89umptiou of caltamblo waste. In the y«ar 1876 there were in 
the villagea under bi^fwti teoare 60,183 acres of eaUara.hlQ land 
tteoceupioU; in 1877 there were 56,6^ aerea; in 1878 there were 
36,875 acres ; in 1879 there were 33,850 acres; in 1880 there were 
83,020 Mres;and in 1881 there were left only 32,198 acres 
naoccapied. A. third eridenoe is the increase of the population, as 
has been set forth in the copter on Fopolation. 
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It h not to be wondered at that.^ while the poorer olassen am thus 
flonrlnbrng^ the DeeAUj who ten jeare aw fattooed on the lapdj are 
fast fallirt g into indebtedneeLS. Thoj^^Te attempted to keep an 
their UriBh Atjlo of livingj whOe the soiiroea from whioh they deriToa 
their wealth are now nloaed to them. The Pdreia may snfferj but not 
to & like eicteut. They wore both onltivatora and liqucr^lers. In 
the sale of liquor tliej enjoyed a sort of monopoly^ and the a^oiaU gabs 
oi the lower claaaea of the people were ahiointely thdre^ for they 
were all exchanged for drink. Oi late, howerer^ the oxoise fijateni 
baa been changed and the mnanfoetDre o| liquor is earned □□ m 
certain local centres on]y^ so that the profits of the monopolists in 
the liquor trade will be diminished. 

It is affirmed that of late lees reeonrae has been hud to the money* 
lenders, the demand for money by twenty per cent^ and the nnmber of 
borrowers by from twenty to twenty-five per oentp It ia alao affirmed 
that the classes now fnlLmg into indebtedness or diminishmg in 
importance are the Desdfs who are monejlendei^ as well ae caltiTa- 
tore and the Tillage Ydni^. 

Those whose profession is exotusivoly that of moneylending may 
be dirided into three classes^ bankers or sahakdrsi pawnbrokers or 
jnurdn and Tillage rnoney lenders. 

In this diTisioD there are few banking estabUshmotitB; those that 
exist are on a amall scale and are to be found in the towns of 
Nars4ri» Ganderi, Bilunore^ Songad and Vidro. In tho Tillages the 
money lenders are genoraUy shopkeepers or wolU to-do cuUiTatora. 
The leading classes are YiniAa^ Shri&T.^j Pirsis^ Ehisiis or Bhithelisj 
and M£rr4di Shr^vaks. 


There are few <3pitalists in the NaTsAri dirision and they are 
not men of great wealth. In Kavs^ri there are one or two 
well-to-do Pdrsi bouses of one lAkh^ one or two Hindu honses whose 
capital amounts to about half a L^kb ; and some eighteen or twenty 
bankers supposed to possess abont 10^000 rapeea There are Dipchana 
P^ndchand a Shidrak^ Gokaldda Xarsaid^ and Edmdia Modi, V 
and Vakta Bh^ra a Mdrr^di. The total estimated ospita) in the 
possession of tho hankem of Karsdri has been roughly placed at 
Hs. hjOOjOOO. A fow bankers granting and cashing bills of exchange 
or huadik and lending largo amonxits to tredera and morchants on 
their personal seenrity are to be found in JfarBiri and tho other plecei 
aboTO mentioned, wfore the opcoing of tho railway all trade 
between Sorat and Ehindesh passed throtigh Sengad and Vutraj 
and a halt would be made at those places^ d gents of sorera! 
merchaota with large banking estahUshiDents nsed to stny in those 
towns* Bub since the opening of the Baroda railway tho line of trade 
has been abandoned and tho capital employed has been dirorted to 
Surat and Navipnr in Khindosb^ Some of the cApitalists operated 
as middlemen^ These middlemen naed to pay the 

^to reroune for the culciTator and recover tho sum with 
interest from tho par^. once formed a lar;^ and important 

claw, bnt of kto the cultivators make their payments direct to 
the state and the banken of Sougad and Viixa have disappeared 
or content thenL&elves with petty tmnsacHons^ Tho bankers of 
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ar^ lor the tcaat part Gujardt ShnilTak^j 

and Pdraia. In Bilimom tliey are moBtlj ShrAir^a and P&rats^ In 
Songad and Virfra are V^nids and & fow are EraHmana. 
ftboiidd be added that the Pj&rsis often go abroad to trado^ and for 
years together leave their bomea in this division to whiehj however* 
th^ subfieqnenitj return. 

The bankers of the division are a decHning claan. It h true that 
the rich people of Navodri have taken shares in a small ginning 
Ike torj at Vesma near Navakri*. while Yakta BhAva and Rdmdka 
Modi do a. bttlo bnoineas in gminj and some import gold and silver 
from Burnt or Bombaj to be converted into omamenta; but thoir 
old buBinosB is Ic^ening. To a sEght eitoot the post office inonej 
order eystem lias aSectod the tnmaactiops in Ayndtt; the excise 
arraDgements have deprived tbo bankers of their very beat cloas of 
customers ; the old etaie banka are olosedi. and no advances aro now 
made to tbo bankers of Navs^ri and Gandevl miich to tbo dimintitioa 
of the capital they omployed. Other canaes bavo conspired to rostrict 
tbo business of tbo bankers of the di\nsion. 

Still throe or four banking estnblisbments in Navsdri negotiate 
bills of exchango vrith Poona^ Bombay, Ahmed abad^ Broachj Snmi 
and BsrcKla. If a bill requires to bo cashed at other stationa they 
ssk their agents at Bombay to re-grant sneb billa on their agents at 
those places^ Bilb to brge amonnto are atill gi^ntod to inerchonta 
dealing in cotton^ g^^ld, silver and several other commodities. Bankem 
and brge capitalists have mostly invested their capital in tmdo ; 
cot ton j gold and silver afford n good Bold for large investments ; whllo 
molosAoSj darihed butter* oil and grain are tho commodides more 
snitable for tho enforpriso of potty oapitolisto^ llie funds invested in 
the local trade of Navsdji for the most part belong to residont 
merchanUand bankers, though one or two morcbanla from Bombay 
may own a larger or smaller portbn of several cotton gins in tbo 
division. 

In connection with what has been said about the middlemen otr 
vachhitfais and the deebne in the generul condition of the bankers, 
something may be added on the old banking business of the division. 
Before 1871 the middlomon kept open accounts with the aub^ 
divisional stato authorities and with tbo tax-payers. To the 
state they paid a very largo ahare of tbo rovonno os it foil due ; 
from the cultivators they collected the rovooue according to the 
convenience of tbomsolvca and their cUentSj exacting interoah. 
The Bums made over to the a to to by iho middlemon wore either 
deposited in the shape of cash in the fiub-divisional treasuries or 
were made payable to thei jSuAAa of the division through bills of 
exchange issued by one of tbo four banking establish men to, two of 
whicb wore at NavaAri, onoat Sengnd and ono at Gandevi, The 
bills of exebango obtoinod from ono of those banks wore presented 
to the sab-divisional atoto officers and forwarded by them to 
the NavsAri tmaeuTy. The bills once accepted at Kavs&ri were 
credited in the eub-divisional oocoimis to the villsg'e middlemen. 
The SuhAu made it a practice to receive in i^h ttist what he wanted 
for corront or local expense* and in the form of oiUs on Baroda the 
rtmsiniug amonnt ot the TOrentios thus received^ There wm 
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ChAptfir Y* cgnsaqiifiiitiy no aeci^^Uj W truu^tnU bulligii to Barodiu In 
1874 Hi El Higlmtfis M&Hi&rMv opened a gbitg bank in NaTairiinbie 
' own namOi ani^ iha printipal bonknra opdogd kccoudU with it instead 
NxvilKi Errmoss. ij^g esohangg on Baroda, tUo latter basinet being 

pTesnmably left to tbe state bonk. In 1875_, after tbe dopositioti of 
Malb&rrdT, thi!i alate bank wii^ closed^ Henceforth tbe slate collected 
the taxoj of tbe cnltivutoi^directly from them selvas imd romittnnrei 
were, and still 01 - 0 , made m cash by tbo sub-divisional officers to the 
dbifiional treasury. The cash is thence tsunsmitted two or throe 
timea in tbe year to the branch of the fioinbay Bank established at 
^ Brooch, 

pAwnbfukrn. Though a few houses are temped banks it is rero to find men who 
will Lend without the security of o pledgOj gODOratly in the shape of 
gold and Eilver omaTnonts. Pawnbrokers form the largest class 
of tnoneylondcrs and include Ydnids, ShrdvukSji ^l^rvAdisj Pltrsia 
and ft few BrilimnnEi, Somo of tbo wealthier shopkeepers^ rich 
cnltivatore and prosperous artiEUHB also enter into petty tranaiictians 
and ell are termedIjecauae they do not lend unless an article, 
or Jana^, Is deposited as security. As n rule^ tbo money lent is about 
twenty per cent Less than the assured A^alua of the article pledgedj 
and Toiy CnH^uently the Loan is tnode secretly imd room is thua left 
for a considemble amount of fraud.

To thiH cbisa belong for tho most part the MAr^'Ailis and PArd 
bquor-sollers^ aa well as a few VduiAs am] Shr^vaks. They 
frequently lend money to people ao p^wr tlmt they havo no artsclea 
to pawuj but they genomily keep a lien upon the crops and eren 
upon tbe cattle and implements of husbandry of tbe iMrroweT^ A 
few of the prosperous paieh or headmen, and tbe weaUbier oultiTatora 
of the Kanbi, Bhdtaola or Desdi clasaea also act as village money* 
lenders. But no vilbgo moneylender can compete with tho Mirv^di. 
Indeed it is not as a rule that tbe patel or cultivstor lends money : 
he never borrows from tbe in order to trade in such matted t 

he lends to people having credit^ whether belonging to his own or 
another vilLagOj and his rate of mterest is that of a banker^ But the 
transactions of paieh^ Bhdthelds and Mirvadis alike who lend graui 
in the rrini mahdls form a distinct sot of ope rat ions. There a man 
of grain is lent on condition that a and a quarter is recovered 
on the crops. 


The Mdrv^is bare lately entered tbe Navsiri dirisioDj but in the 
last fifty years they have firmly c&tabliebed themselves in the 
country, and ore driving or have driven the Hindu V^uids out of the 
field. Their gucecse is owing to their great thrift and industry, for 
the people look on them as etrangers and do not rojoiee in them. 
The Mdrvddi tomee into tho country a joungsteri a beggar and a 
foreigner. He generally begins by taking service witk a fellow 
conntTymiin, and his master cautiously remunerates him for hard I 
work by nllDwinghim a small share in the proGte he is making. Ha 
haums Gujarati himaolf, aa hifl eons wUi after him in the school, 
and bo keeps hiA books in GujaritL Soon after taking Bervioo he 
makes petty advances on his own account, namorouii triniDg cautiona 
loans on good socarity. Hie future progreaa is certain, and when 
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he a fidhukdr lie wUl halp florae brother Mdr^Mi to start 

dq the road to fortano. If he sDaceedfl well^ aa be is pretty sure to do^ 
he baiLda a bouse m the plaeo irhero he lias estafaliebed lib relations 
and settles in the country for years, sometiinefl paying his native 
coutitry a visit^ The length of hb stay depends on the measure of 
hiB success. Hifl rate of interoflt often rises to twelve and eighteen 
per cent. Ho is always careful to recover a part of the intefeflt 
due to him* but ho will seldom, if ever* press hard for the whole 
amount of his claim. Katbcir will lie let the account mu* so that it 
is seldom that his debtor entirely frees himself of his ongugemont^ 
The fltuall MdrvMi knepa only a ledger and a receipt or signature 
book in which the borrower records the loan he makes, 

Tho Pdrflifl generally combine in an cndeavonr to secure a liquar 
contract. If they fail they become snb-oontmctorB snd carry on 
dealing with the most ignorant of the village classes^ nsnatlj thoSB 
belonging to the Kiilvparaj. These poor people have a pafl.^ion for 
the liquor the Fdrsi can supply* and the advances made to them to 
purcha^ drink are moatlj repaid by the cultivators in min at 
harvest time and by the mere labeurers in the form of field labonr. 
It ifl by these menus that tho Pdrsi commands the labour of hnudreds 
of villagers and* without putting a hand to it* gathers the harvest of 
bis fields. Many of the Kaliparaj men with their wives and 
children become tho servants of tho PArsi* and* kindly ouougb treated* 
seldom leave bis smicOi 

The prosperoDB Bhithola etdrirator and the broken-down Desli 
find it convenient to invest their money to a certain estent in loans 
to villagers* but this class of raoueyleudera is not large, 

The pat^ib or prosperous cultivators belong to the classes of Kan bis 
aud Bh4tbel^ or Anfivala Hr^hmons. Their rate of interest is 
generally vciy high* mogiog from twelve to eiglitoen per cent per 
anuuii] when security of holdings is given by cultivators, which 
they often take in uiortgage. This rate sqmetimei rises to twenty 
or even twenty^live per cent when tho advance Is made on the 
personal security of the debtor. These creditort seldom have 
the chauca of obtaining out-and-out the holdings mortgaged to 
them* for the debtor stroinfl every nerve to rescue his own* and 
the creditor prefers* as a rule* the result of such efForts to the land 
which to the old owner bears toere than an exchange value. 
Theughthe rates of interest are high* these cultivatora who lend 
to cultivators know that they are dealing with laeo of their own 
class and proFession; they are therefore under some self-restraint 
and cemparo fnvonrably witli the Marvddin iu their dealings, 

Among the village moneylenders may bo classed the 
^hukdr^ a notable charnctor. Ho advances Es, 100 and recovora Rs. 
125 or 150 in two or three inntalmeuta during the year* It is not the 
interest he charges* bat a promise be obtains that a certain sum will 
be repaid to him. From time to time he goes to his debtors door and 
Jans hiTii till tho ipRtalmont due la paid. There are a few lenders 
of this type in the ViAra and Seugad iub-divisbns* and MArvAdis 
and VAuiifl enter into such traiisantionSp men bated for their asnry 
but resorted to because they will lend when, others fear to do lo. 
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Tlifl ^Aalcer deals eiclusiTsly witt the townspeople j the 
or pawnbrotor mostly with the townspeople but BOtnetimee with the 
pooT cnltiv&tora j and the rillsge moneylendera and khanddn 
wliuJtdrf cairy on their bnaiaeas oxcluaiToly with the poor cultiratora 
or Tiibgo people. 

The general oonditioii of three-foniths of the higher classes of this 
dirision may be mid to be that of BSTing. Tho gBoerality of the 
KeUiparaL howorer, live from hand to months and the sannp 
of the day are spent in the purchase of lii^nor or fafdi in the 
evening, ^e special occasion of a doiaestiC fedtivnl, for the 
celebration of which they have alwnys to borrow, filnnges them into 
a Btate of servitnde from which they hardly rise. ^ The saving 
effected bv tho generality is of two sorts; some wisely effect a 
saving for the future, and some aro forced to save in order to 
ulgBf themselveB from debt already ioonrred. Of tho first, some 
hoard with a view to make a provision for holding one of their family 
festivals in which the flavings of montha or of yoara disapwar in the 
apace of a vreok. Others, whose meaaa are not very hmited, or 
whose econotay is better, are able to add aomething to their stock 
of wealth, oven after defraying tho oipensea of such festirala. So 
all who save may, for the mice of convonienco of descriptioo, bo 
classed thna : (1) iiioBO who save and add to thair permanent s^k 
of wealth after defraying the expenses of domeatio frativiriea j 

(2) those who eavo but only to spend on festive occasions; 

(3) those who are compelled to save to clear off the debts already 
incurred for festive oocasiona. 

In the towns el Cfava^ri, Gandevi, and Bihmera, those who Bare 
generally belong to the oUss of Vdnida, Pdrs^ Shr&vaks, Mdrvddia 
and Modh Br^mans. Of the class of artiaana, a few goldsmiths, 
coppersmiths, carpenterfi, itc., from their better wages and frugal 
hal aro abl@ to hoai€ a little. These people jmy bo rougbly 
brougiit uader tbo above tbreo erla^scs as followe: 

Of YiaiaSj whose dailj babits are vory frugal and irhosa oiponsMy 
therefore^ are verj one-fourth bobnga to the firatj one-fonrtii 

to the secondj and one-half to the third elass^ and the game nmj bo 
said of the Pdrais. Of Ehr^vaks and Mdnrddifi the graaler ntiiiiber 
bebnga to Use first or $ooond dasi, and the Bmallor to the thirds 01 
the artizana mentioned above^ one^fourtb belongs to the fiofiotid and 
three-foartbs to the third class. It is seldem that axi isolated 
instance occurs where an Lndividoal of the artizan class belongs to 
the first clasa Of state semuts, those paid above Be. 300 per 
month mostlj belong to the firstj those jK^id above Es. 150 belong 
to the second^ and those paid below that for the most part belong to 
the third class. 

tn villages some of the woU-to-do cnltivaiors, tuch as Bhitbelisp 
Eanbis, Bohor^j and Blrsi Uqnor seUers are in a position 
to sane. Their means of ^n are limited^ but their life is so 
fnigal, and thej manage therr affisire with so mnoh thrift^ that manj 
of them even from tb^r amall inoome are said to lay by a Uttle imm 
fw to year. Bat it is a lad truth that the little aoard thus made 
with the greatejst difficulty is spent in a few dayn on some festivity. 
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Ttere tnay^ no donbtj seem to bo ooihd wlioso ficonomj goes fiirtlier 
tbiiD thia and who are Me at tiine» to add a littio at loaat to thoir 
pomanont ^took q£ woaltb. To thh clii.&a mostly belong tbo ^jJIaga 
Kionojleadets^ 

Tbo Eaidiigs offecteil aro disposed of in the folio wing mannor: 

Of all tho nuoe^^itios of life aftar food and dotbing cornea a 
house to live \u, and e^ery one very natarallj feels indinc^d to boild 
os soon as be bas tho meoDs at bi;^ command- Alter a boase bos 
been secujvdj ono jncrltaed to take up cnltivation iiaLurallj seeks out 
for laud. But tboao who like to invest Ibeir sa^nnga otberwieo, such 
as in trade or monoylendipg^ Ac.j seek out tho best means of 
embarking on their favorite profesBion. But before a bouse can bo 
secured or land pnrcbosedj a sufbciopt amount inti^t be acciimnlated 
which cannot be done all at ouco^ A little must be laid bjr ovory 
day or every monthi and ibe question is how this little is to l>e 
invested. 

The b£?at form for investing small nMounts is that of pnrobosing 
gold OT Kilver ornaments^ whicbj with little or no difKcnltjj can bo 
converted into money when nece&flaTy. Add to this the natural love 
of display and the )itrong desira even of traders and merebanta to 
keep one-third or one-fourth at laost of their wealth at band in the 
form of ornamentBj lest the cbancea of tbeir trade might go against 
thenit the reason is evident why every family^ rien. or poor, that 
con lay by has its stock of gold nr silver ornament a, LabourcTB and 
artissans^ if prospmsiiB in their profession, melt down the W'bole of 
their little savings into oruainenta if they do not like to undergo 
tho risk of moneylending;, or inveat a part of it at leoHt in rualdng 
omainentfl, if they mean to dispose of the rest otherwise- But 
Vilnius and purchase only snch omarnenta as are 

abaolntely required by marriage or caste rules^ These ruloa^ bowoverj 
necessitate no Btnnll ontla^, and ornameiitSi worth thousanda of 
rupees will bo found in their families. 

When a respectable sum baa been laid by overj’body likes to 
aecuro a bouse for himBclf. TbnSi in the towns and mnal parts of 
the division all wcU-to-do persons havo tbeir own houses. But 
after suGicioni accommodation has been aecured^ people hardly 
like to make investiiients in purchasing liouses for the purpose 
of enjoying rentj except in the towns of NaVBAiiji Gandevi and 
Bilimorai In tbeaa towns thero is a demand for bouses* and a 
fair interest is secured for tbo amount invested in porchasmg or 
building them. In T^avs4ri largo boosesj or or buildiDga 

like barracks have latterly been built by many people with a view to 
renting them. Id Bilimora bouBO-bniluiDg bM of late fc^n largely 
taken an. Tbo enterprising P^rais of Navsiin and of BUimom ^d 
theBohor^sof Kathor and of Vari4v have also their largo houses* but 
they are mostly intended for private nae. 

For purpesOB of investment there are two distioct claves of l^ds^ 
plots in the towns of Navsiri and Bilimora, suitable for j^ilomgt 
end cultumble land in the mml parts of the division.

Trade is a form of in vestment, in which a limited class of people 
only lay ont their wealtli^ Tiieh YAnids;, generally called Piimkhs^ 
engage ia the trade of gold and silver. Others invest largo atnotmia 
in cotton mid girftin. Other commoditicsj such ns durified bnttori : 
oHj HW'^tmeiits and grocery La geacrab ungagn the attention of stoflil 
capitiilist^^ It 18 .the townspeople who genoniUy invest capital in 
tmde; while the villas aUnpkeepors take part in a petty trade of

Besides the iiivcstinents thus made on aoeonnt of individiiala 
thdiro lire largo sums invested eiEhcr in Governineot securities or 
vidtb iialivo liftukers on account of mniAj or communities- flms 
the Ytlniais ol llie town of I^svsd^i liavo raised a fund of nearly 
Its. liijOUO mid in vested it in thvim or four native li^inks. Tlio 
idteirost of this snin is ntiliaod by them for their temple expenses 
and to perform cnrtuiR rites for their +Mahdriljiis or preceptors. 
Every village hi the division where there h a Viinin community 
lias its own Uttlo Enud* the aggregate of which taken together wdth 
that of Navsilri wotild pnobsbly amount to nearly a liikli of rnpeos. 
Tbo Shrtivaks aod ^Idrvddis or Jains^ in generalj both of the tow'u 
and vilhigee* have raised a targe fuad^ the auieiiot of which qsimot 
he known but which cannot be lesis than Hs. 5O|0CK). They have 
their common temple in Navs^iri and the interest derived frtnp tho 
in vest went of the fnnds wdib n few bankers is for tho most part 
spent in the town of Kavsiiri in temple expeUEe*. ITie PArsis of 
Navsari have estubiished numerous funds of which soven or eight 
are considerable^ The sum of those funds^ according to tho beat 
recent occoimts available^ seems to amount to nearly Es. l^SO^OOK)^ 
of w hich nearly Ra* 1,02^000 are in vested in Governipont scK-uritieSj 
the rest b&iug lodged with native hankers. These funds of the 
PArsifi are oxcluaivo of thoso established in Bombay by their 
cointnnnity for the gt>od of their people in KaViSari.

snspicion was ontortaiiied regarding the fairness of doable nccoiiota

Tho petty money lender mqaites only the dny-book| ledger and 
MiUna ditskiiL 
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In leading mmey no distinction is generally made betwoon nrtiaaiia 
and cnlti mtorE^ that hj the anmo rates of interest nre charged vrithout 
regard bo the ocenpatiDn of the Ijorrower hut with mgiird to the 
credit he possesses. Both nrtisnaa and cuUiTtttors possessed of fnir 
credit pay from four and a half to sist per cent intorest per anatim^ 
while tlioso whose credit is doubtful pay From six to sOTen and a half 
per centj when an article is giren in pawn as security. In potty 
Bgricultural adi'ancei!i upon personal security the mte of mtereib in 
nine per cent^ if the credit of the borrower is good^ and tweivo per 
cent^ if the credit is inferior. But in reiy petty advances to 
agricnltnrists the M^iwjidij who will lend IriHiugsuiiis of from dreto 
twenty rapeesj charges onor ^ f^nxm in the rupee per men^m. 
It is however asserted that the Mlrvddi does not now do so much, 
bus! ueas in small t ninsactioiLs as he used.

BnttberateoFmterestisnmfonnly twelve 
percents In the case of large transactions between moneylenders 
imd persons of the higher class the rate of inbemat varies from four 
and A half to six per cent when movable property such os omamunta 
or articioB easily convcrtiblo into money am ' mortgaged^ This 
rate is a little enhanced when cattle^ carts and agricultnmJ 
implements are mortgaged. In large tranBactioiis when iimnovable 
property is mortgaged the mte of interest is generally nine per cent 
if it consists of houses and six per cent if it consists of landav if 
the lands nicrtgaged ore of the descriptiou of V(t}ifa or ladm, in 
the posfle^ioii of which the owner^ and consequently his creditoFj, 
feels greater confidencOj the rate' of interest sometimes falls to four 
mad o half per centh^ Some assert that nine per cent iu asked 
where state land is mortgaged and six per cent where the 
mortgaged land is pH rate pniperty. When an in vestment is made 
in purchaoing cstatear interest at fmm three to four and u half per 
cent in thn cose of faQoses and other immcviable property ininateci 
in the town* and from fonr to aix per cent in the case of lands of 
good description^ is eoiisidened a fair retam for the money invested. 
Interest is ^ch^ged for tbo Sumvat year of twelve monthsp which 
begin a in KdrHk fNovoraber)j and when an tnterralary month occurs 
the inberDst is charged for IhirEccu months* 

It is not often that the cnltirabor has mom than one creditor* 
His ■cuiTont dealings am with one moneylender only^ and it !s only 
if he loses his credit with bis nsnnl Eahakdr that he goes to anotber, 
but fcho kttor^ who is probably not ignomnt of the provions transact 
tions^ maki;^ his advance with much care and suspicion. There is 
nothing peculiar in and the statement made above applies to all 
the divisions of the s^te. It may also be safely laid down as a

In the rdsUmahdU snob people telongchiefly to the Dobla 
or Koli cinatc; in the tuni TrinJials they vary^ in MahuTn they are 
mostly ChoclhrdB| in YiAra ChodhrtSii or Konknn4S| and In Songad 
Oamits^ Bhils and Ya&dv^a. The ciistom of mortgngiijg theirlabonr 
IB genend among tho KMipm^ajt but flomotimea nn individtial mil 
give the moneylender his servieee in advance and entitle himgelE 
to a return in money when he may require it. Another ciiBbom 
prevails which provoa how willingly mon oE the Kdliptimj let 
tljemseivcB out for a long term of Hcrvire. A more prospemna 
indiricluul of the lower class frequently engagoa a boy to do work 
for him for n year or two and makes himj as it woroj n member of 
the family. Sometimes tho engagement is nmdo to teat the yonth^a 
working powers^ and if ho ib likely to recommend himself to a 
danghCer of the honao. If all goes well a little money is advimeed him 
and II piece of land set aside for him and hia bride which ia termed 
acany\ Ho ia then termed AAomlddio and never leaves the family 
into which he haa been iiikcn bb a servant or rather as a fresh 
member.

In tho ■ftini or wild districts, a Ch^hra^ Konkana or Gdmit, 

whose wants are few and whose arahition it most likely is to 
purchase liquor for a lot of gnests at a inarnago or fimcmlj, 
will bind himself to serve a Blidthela^ Kanbi or P^si liqnor-selicr 
lor four or five yearti for a sum varying from Hs. 25 to Rs. 50. 

In Songad a Bliil ora Yas^va^s marriage may cost Rb. 20| but to 
obtain thia the poor fellow will mortgage his lahonr for Eve years* 

Once the contract has been made^. the servant does good honest 
work for his masteri toiling the whole day in the house or tho field- 
If ho ja a married mau ho sleeps ia his little hut outside the ^lingo 
where others of his clasB dwell, and early in the morning he rises to 
to his maator^s houao. Hero in company with other eorvanta he 
his food Apportioned to him by the females of the heude^ a coke 
or two of Jui-/iTj a handful of and a pinch of chilU powder, and this 

frugal meal ho genemlly despatches before sunrise. Then ho mak^ 
off to the fields where his labours lost til] midday, when his master a 
wife or the females of the hotieo bring him hia midday food. Ho cats 
and smokes and rest# half an hoor^ and then flcta himsdf ag"^ to 
his task till aunset. Sueh hi the day^ond the night is generally ais 
own. In the rds/i except In the case of hereditary servanto 

of whom Tnention will bo made, the master ha# no claim^ 
wife or children of his servant ^ These earn their own living if they 
can and as they caHi hot they often prefer to be In the lervice of thfl 
sdAnArir where their Imsband or fiither is cmployedi and for this 
reason tho if in w'ant of extra hands, gives them the 

prcferonce. 
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The itiastcT bis dutipa* His s^iranta are very depeudcat on 
htm.

Oe gives 
hiziig toO| the luxuries of tcpbaceo and an oocasdonai drink of td^ih 
Tlie female Mrvant geta a gartuont and bodieei a few ornameotH of 
bra >«3 or tin. Au ocensioiinl charge of a birth or deathj If as slight 
as eight finua^f is often borne by the master^ thciigb if a large fium 
has to be paid he puts it down to the debt owing to him by his 
servant^ of which the service is the paymenti 

The law duoa not confer any exteoffive rights on the inaeter, 
but ctisloni 1nu5 laid down strict rules. For instancOt ^he 
mshdfs:, if the master no longer requires the Berrico of a mim still in 
his debt^ he makes an arrangement by which the latter works onii 
his timo nnder a freali Lord. In the Wint mithah^ wbertj the debts are 
tnucli sniallor^ the pmetice does not obtniiii On tho whole the cn-^toru 
of mortgaging labour is a good thing for these helpless aiid 
improvident people of the Xniipuny, They do xiDt cam money^ bnt 
their fcxid la d^t out to them regularly nxid their other necoaaitsea 
are provided for. There aro no legal mcaiia to keep them in the 
service of their master^ they may not even bo submitted to 
corporal punishment^ yct^ except occadonally when tempted by high 
wa^s, they do not abandon their mnaters^ but lead a eon tented 
and auoventful li'fe*^ 

Hereditary ser\'ico does mtj strictlyapcnkingj exist in thedirrsioti. 
Some of the Koli and Duhia clasHes in the rd^H mnhdiif receive largo 
euma fn ad^^nco and from time to time add to tho original debt, and 
such efton find it convenlcut to remain from geueratiDn to gonemtion 
in the aervice of the same hitnily. This ocenrs in the cstublishmentfi 
of aoine Bh^thidiis and a few welUto-do Kaubls» Tlie servants bcconjo 
alrucat members of tho family^ are well fed andctotlicd^and celebrato 
with some eclftt the ceromooies of a marringo or a fmacral Their 
life resembles that of the debtors who hivvo mortgaged their Isbfjur 
fora torai of years, but they are generally moro coin for tably 
off. A petted servant will obtain tfom his tuoater Bs. 100 or Ho 
to colobrato a rnarriago ; ho will bo better clothed tban on ordiiiniy 
doTnestlc, hts wife will get from the lady of the family eputo 
a iiapdsome set of ornaments^ The adult boys of his fjimily aim 
married by his master to the girls of servantg employed under 
Bomo other mastprj and then the latter too are taken into the 
establishment on the footing of attached dependants. The hereditary 
sermtit^ then, if he may so be termed^ is generally better off than 
tho tunn who haa mortgaged his kboar for a term of years, Tho 
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practice of allomDg^ siicb a one to work occasioiiAllj on hm own 
acconnt iM not iu oxistoncOi 

Poor oultiTntor$ who are nometimes m want of grain fur geocl 
often borrow the gminj or money enongh to purchikso a Riiflicient 
quantityt on condition of repaying a quarter an nmch again after tbo 
harvest baa lieen reapetl. If the advanuo is nmdo in seed it can to 
repaid in kind with tbo extra amount in kind or in its of|uivalunt in 
money.

Aft there are no atnti.sties, it is not poaBiblo to atate with 
exact It ude wliiifc atnonnt of land la etoM In the division.

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It should ho ihlded that in tlio rdai iiiaAdfjtj and eapeciftlly in 
Songnd and parts of Viiira, the population is migratory and a family 
onltivatos a patch of laud here one year and there another^ so tliat in 
these Mub-divLsieusno account can he taken of lauds abandonod and 
rt^umed^ 

It is a distinguishiBg fcatore of the working of tho present 
AflniinlHtration that lands are most rarely bdU to satisfy tho decrees 
of tho civil courts. Balia Sir T. MddImvrAv lias laid it down as a 
principle of good governiMont that the sale of landed property la 
only to be rcaorted to tidder ahsoluto necessily, nor can any eaie to 
effi?ct43d without the concurTeiico of tlie mvonuo officerB. It is only 
in instances where land has been mortgaged as a Bocnriiy for tho 
money advanced, and when a erteditor obtains a decree for such an 
ailvaucB, tliat the civil cotirle cause such land to be sold^ This ia 
never done when money liag been ndvanued on per^nal aecunty or 
on socttrity of any other kind» On an avomge thuro^ am not more 
than twenty saU^ of land by decree in the year in the Navodn 
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diviAL'0]i+ To Satisfy r-OTOimp cloTEiOTiilfl^ in 187S tlie landfl of tiTo 
persona were sold, in 1879 there no salo^^ io 188W there wore 
5? aalesj and m 1831 there were 143 sales. It follows on this octioti 
of the civil f^nrtS;, that of passing decrees for solo of lands in 
those eaaea only where money hns been advanced on their tnortgagOj 
that the mortgage of Innd is tho bo^t seeority debtors can give and 
tho very last aecnritj they desire to give. Eat of late there has 
been tho absolute necea'iity of pnnctnally paying the revent! © deniandB 
of tlfe atflte> and the consec^^nonoo ia that Unds are mortgaged 
however relnctanilyj and that oreditora eagerly seek this kind of 
Mcnrity. Wlien knd is moTtgaged tho mortgagee works it through 
a third partyj but as freqiienUy hypotheoates it* thatia, still permita 
his debtor, tho old holder, to cnltivate it, pay tho asBCSsment, and 
givo hiui the surplus with stmiU dedaotionH- 

Arhitmtion is much practised and the courts are made use of 
only as a bst re^onreoj and when the creditor believes the debtor 
to be perfectly able hot onwilling to meet his liahOities. This 
ia natural in a country where tho old influence of the which 

waa enormous, bos bat just been attneked ond where the judicial 
department is % recent erration. As a rale, the ttusaliofied creditor 
firat placeB his case before the pifrh the loading villagers or those 
persons whom ho belioirea to have influeuee over tho debtor. 
Solf-elocted arbitrators then eug^at an nrmngomenfc by which tho 
moat pressing demsiida of the orraitor are to he met, hic instalments, 
dednet a portion of tho interost and often snecood in effcebkg a 
fiottlement. Tho work of the dvil courts is not on tho increoso in 
the Navsdri division^ though this is pirtly owing to had seasons. 
Prdtn 1870-77 to 1878-80 tho numhor of snits filed for money 
haa been succesaively 1307, 11^9^ 1121 and 1311 i In about a third 
of the total number of cases a com premise is eifected out of court, 
in another third tho debtor allows the claim and pleads inability 
to pay, in the renmining third the cases are contested^ If the 
case is compremised out of court tho croditor eiccntes a new bond 
for the amount of the decree and forcos hia cHont to mortgago hh 
cattle, land, house or whatever he may at the time possess. The 
croditor does not willingly proceed to the extremity of causing hk 
client to bo imprMoned, and it is voiy rarely indeed that a debtor 
undergoes tho full period of imprisomsoiit. This has, liowcvor, 
occtuTcd in instances where tho latter has shown extraordinary 
obstinacy.. It may he added that when immovable property is 
put up to auction, the creditor has himaelf Almost always to 
purchase it, aa a third party would linvo to satisfy the judgnueni- 
creditor, or, should the property be mortgaged, te meet the claims of 
the mortgagee*^ 

It was stated abovo that tho monoylonder makes no difference 
in his rate of interest if ho k dealing with an artissan. and not a 
cultivator, everything depending on the credit of tho borrower.

Tbongli repetition w‘ilt Iso avoid(?d ns 
far fla i>ossSbSo* some notk-e mnat be lakcn of this class of leading 
mpiUiLists^ They lent money on intereet to the state and to the 
ndlitaiy class. ^J'heir origin daiea from the tifiio when Imtids of 
predjitory Mar^tha hof^ first invaded GajanU^ accompanied by 
moneylenders who satkificd the present wants of the improvident 
freehooters to roiinbiir^o thomsolvos with the easily gained add easily 
apent plunder of an expedition- These cnoneyloedora eventually 
becamo state jficfedtirs and or military pnyniasteni. Tha 

state* it bos olse where been written* kept no reserve of capital; it did 
not ovea attempt to make ready-money jiaymenta of any kind^ 
Should any dlsbursemeat bo found neees^Ty.i it giwntod a mousy 
Order on a bnnhcTj who subiCHrjuently obtained the eejui valent for the 
sum ho bad disbursed in botioring the order* together with lutercatj 
which in early terms was ns high m twelve per cent, Ixjlb capital and 
interest l>eiiig paidtfp him by the farmer of the state revenues. Tlio 
only idadification in this Bystem that took place np to the time of tha 
present iidminietmtion was a procoas by wl itch the priace hecaino 
first an activo partner of the batikorH and then a slate banker who 
limt to hidisolt the sums ho borrowed from himself. At the ^ma 
tiiue he also began to lend inanej to private individualH either 
di rcctly or through bankers. This piwcHs hm been suddenly arreslcd 
by the action of Sir T. M/idlisvrAv'tt administmtinn* and the state 
no longer lends money to itself or to private individuala. 

Kotoiily did the st^ite borrow present means for present necessities* 
but all the leadetuftiid the great mass of foUowerti m tbo tinny 
borrowed from tho liadker^- Nn unfid made paymotits himself; ho 
iaeuETCMl debts on hb banker or htikshi or inditary_ iiaymwstcr, and 
thfoa kept up w-ith him an Dudless acoonnt tha baikw^r or state 
Ix'Jiig geuomllj giiafanttfC that tiiu pay the Itsuder earaod abqulu 
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reach the cro<lit(rr. The leaders alao stood gaaLrantee for mch otber 
and for their followers* end ro on. One reason for this was that 
tho Btfttp did not pay the leaders of the military class in money* 
bat by orders on the banker or |i 4 >yaiaater. BesideSj no regular 
moDthlj payment of the troops ever took plncoj but a sort of generd 
eqaaring of aceconts wben tns grcMit muster was bold once in two 
years at the Dfl^era featival* eo that all orde^ for pay generally caiiii} 
too bto to be of much nfle in preventing military people from being 
inTolvcd in debt, a condition to which* it most be ownedj they had 
no objection^. The system the prince a hold both on the 
hankers nod on the militaiy dasa^ lie mi^ht grant the soldier bis 
ckitthif or order for payment^ on the particnlar banker who had 
adTunced him money, and then all was well. He might* on the 
other handi grant iho chiUhi on some fresh banker and thus throw 
everything into eotiftisiom Ilia Highness SayAjirdv know very well 
how tomsko nac of tbia power as a means of coercion. In the end, 
bowBveri if it is borne in mind that almost tho entire revenues of the 
slate were divided between tlio Eaikwdr and his army* it is evident 
that the moneylonders to whom these revenues were pledged 
flonriahed greatly on the tmivorsal and endless loon system.

of tim^^ fciir T* ftlddhavrfiv wrote, * niaiiy abases grew np from the 
system and clustered round it For instance, the Bafdar not 
unfrcquently borrow'ed beyond the salary and aUownncas due to him 
by the st^tc } sometimes he borrowed for the bencBt of his frionda 
and relatbus j; sometimes ho borrowed from up guaranteed 
whose rigbkti therefore, came into coudict with those of the 
guaranteed One resuU of tho radically viciotis policy of 

the state guarantee was that it array^ed both the sdhukdr and tho 
soldier against any measure of economy os regarded military dia- 
bnrsements.''^ The present administration Bqmotirnea effects com- 
promiscii of giuirant^d debts between tho jSarddr and tho Miliuhar* 
Rarely it continues the guarantee, still more rarely permits a frf^sh 
gnaranteB, It si lows tho trial in tho ^arddr^s Court of an action on 
a guarautHoed debt, but in the matter of an unguaranteed debt it bids 
the partiea gq to the ortlinary Civil Court, It h not needful hero 
to point out how trpng must bo the education tbna imparted 
by the admiaklration to an ignorant and improvident class of men. 
li is os mmeces&oiy to add ^iit however greet may be tho ultimate 
advantages accorded to tlm general community by the adoption 
of a sound hnaucial policy* the class of great bonkers and 
moueylcndcrs has BuHered most severely from the abandonment of 
the fltate-baukiDgsystem^ and from a great variety of other measures, 
moot of which have been mentioned^ 
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Of tie old Btote bankers all, with two eiceptioM porbaps, hnyo 
either entirely ceased £rum taking a proniineat part in the mcrcanttlo 
world or are greatly reduced • jKhusbtilchand Amb^iddA has still a 
fair anionnt of capital and busincaR, but much of their pristine gloi^ 
has departed from the honses of ydmal Behectar, IjiIIu ifangal, and 
Ratanii Kdlidndds. The two exceptions are the houses of Gopilrdr 
Mairdl and Hari Bhnkti. In old days these houses played so 
important a part in the political end Snancial litstoiy of Jhe state 
that it 19 still tho fashion to rank them first among the bankers, 
though others aro perhaps now their rirals and ^nais. If they axa 
popularly stated to pOMess a capital of seventy-fire Idkha, there aro 
no means of ascertaining Low far the statement is correct. 

Among the Baroda hankers w'ho were not state bankers, Ldlbhdi 
Binorvala and Parbhn Kdshi may bo ranked highest. Next to thcso 
is Javeri Lakhmichand of Ahmodabad. who for a century or moro 
has had a branch of his firm at Baredo which does a large business. 
Then come Parhhii Saklu, MAnekldl Govardlmn, Haril&l KtUiddsand 
others. At a rough guess tho resoarcea of the first two houses may be 
placed at fifty IdKha, those of the Ahmodabad hanker at from ten to 
twelve litkhs, those of the others at from two to five Mkhs. GopAl rAv 
MiiirAI's house possesses a branch at Haidarnbod in tho Deccan, and 
it may bo that the other firms have bramchea in Bombay, Snjut, 
Broach, Nadidd, Ahmedabnd and other places abroad. But it may 1» 
generally affirmed that none of tho Baroda bankers has a branch in 
any other town withia the state, and that there is no business 
connection between tho three divisions, tbongh a house like that of 
Parbhn Kdabi has agents at Sddra and ibe other head-emurters of 
the oontingont troops. The hau kers at the capital oon fine thoniaelves 
ontiroly to the business of lending money at interest and of 
discounting hills of exchfliigo, nor do they invest their fonds in trade. 
Something is also made by exchanging Baroda for Bombay currency, 
hut there aro in the town distinct moacy-ebangere, whose sole 
bosincss it is to exchange. The Baroda bankere do not trade, and 
it should bo hero noticed that the city of Baroda is not a centre of 
trade. It is the sent of government and the place of residence of the 
GfiikwAr'a court. As the revenue centre, in old times a great deal 
moro was left to tho bankers to do in the way of paying into tho 
treasury or of making over to the prince and the army the equivalent 
of the revenues raised in remote aiatrictB than is now the case- Ah 
tho chief seat of the Gfiikw4r*B court, Baroda wm at one time well 
enppUed with jowelfl, embroidered cloths and other luiunos, hut of 
Lite there has been a aeusiblo diminution in tho demand and 
conseqnontly in the Hupply of ench goods, Tho bankers did a htUa 
business in that line which is no longer open to them. It may, 
therefore be presumed tluit tba bankers of Barixla liBro been forced 
dnrieg tho last six yeoTs to oontraet thdr opemtions. ffreator 
part of their business aa moneylenders is done ^ith tho inlwbibwite 
of Bflrodu itself. But theif transBctioiis do to a cortaiu de^^reo 
extend to neij^hbouring Tillages. It is trno that people of tho 
poorer sort and the common cnltiyatora borrow from tho 
moDCvlender, but gometimea woll4:o-do people^ such as wiah to 
borrow krgisb sums, come to the town baakers lor a loon, and tbo 
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looser TilkgQ nio-aeylcndcrg often got tbo funds with wfiicli they 
themsolvo^ do bdsibOJSti from the tciwn bftnkers* Very ofton^ 
tliercforep tha rate of mtt-roijfc at wbicb the towa baohor lends m 
lower tbiii tlmt of tbp villa™ monoylondorj but tbo nde of htorest 
in tmofiieticpne between banker and Ixinkor and between banker and 
yllbige moneylender lower than if the loan were made to oaUido 
client^. 
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The only town in the centml division^ besidea Baroda^ whicli !iaa 
bankers of any itnportaucej, is Sinen It sbonld be added that almost 
all tbo town bankers are Vi^diast tbongb there are two CQns|iipDouB 
oxeoptiotis ID the boqsea of Hari Bbnkti and Gopdlr^v Mai rat W'ho 
were brought into- Gnjarc^t by the Oaikwiirs. The latter ia a Karbiida 
Brahnian. 

In big villages tbe Tikkks and others have larger opprationa of the 
Eame nature as the viilage mynejlender and tnider, the only diderenoe 
being in the nature of the security advanced,, which, iiititcad of 
oroaincnts, generally consists of a mortgage of cattle and bind- Some 
biwiaess is aliio done by them in billH of excha^ngo at PctlAdj Sojitm^p 
VaaOj MehldVj Dabhoi and PMm, these bills being drawn on such 
trading centres as Bombay, Baroda, Ahmedabad, KbaTidYa and other 
places in the Rcijpuldna Agency-_ In Petl/d tbore is a considerable 
tobacco trade. At Dabhoi there is much done in cotton ^ grain and 
Tbo cotton trade leaves openings for capitalists in many 
places of the Cbonmda^ Uabhoij Baruda and Sinor finb-divieione. In 
conEi?f[nence of tho extCELsbii of the state railway to BahAdarptir, 
tbo greater part of the capital invested in tbe mahudn trade hm bean 
transfemKi to that place and the eld traders in that article have tneved. 
It is said, however, that not only ba^i the centre of tho trado l>eon 
fibifted, but tho tmde itself has beon injuriously iiEocted by tho new 
distillery system iatroduced into tbo Bnii^ib divisions of Broach and 
Surat and tbe Gdikwdr division of Xavsari- 


Tlie principal trading classes in the division are tbo Vilniiis 
PAtidfir Kanbis, Erdhmans, BonBis and PAi^ia. Of those tho 
Vfinias and Pitidjlr Kanbis arc mostly retail i^iiders, the Pitrais und 
Eordba wboickalo shopkoepors. The number of Brshninn shop- 
koopors is not very large, and they principally trade in cloth and 
corn. The I*^rri9 and BorAhs of the towns trade in stat itmery, m 
European cloth and in corn, and are tbo most distingnishod of Vho 
traders for their entornrise, always excepting the Vdniis, In tho 
PetUd spb-division and the Shisva potty division the Patidfini have 
begun to toko the load in petty Ixndcs, atici tlie yoonger gone ration 
BCOida tobavo bikon aw avoraion to tbe old busint^ss of ciiltivutmn 
IXirham It is diOicult now to obtain a auflkfcntly large slmro 

of Land to taako the tillage of it remuoenitive. The land is, therefore 
let to otbeta^ and the rent derived for it k traruaferred to some trade! 

There is, howover, at present a general tendency throngbout tbo 
divmon to mvest capital aolelj in agrienltuKd tindortakiu^, U is 
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popiilftfly bcliCTPil tli&ti iDTCdtinoiii iti tnid<i isris^j Dwrnw io tlio 
fluctiiatii^uit of the market-rnUis of nrtiolea. Bestdea, fho i^liia of 
land ia TOjnff, iind iiudor the present adnijnistnitiouj a lame daas of 
eapitaliAts ivho used to invest their wcaUIi in tbo fartiiine-of the state 
revoDDoa has now Imen deprived of tliftt tnonns of outlay and Jtaa, 
consequently, been driven to seek na outJot for its anare nienns in 
nj^nctdlum. Arts and manufueturcH are scantv, and tWagti, n few 
years ago, fiotue capital urns invested m ereettnE? {nuninir 
manofactonw, enong^Ii of these have been act op to m^o tlio 
in tores t derivable from them too niodomto to bo an obicct for 
Competition. ■* 

An firtiain and of the capital can borrow oa an intercut 

varying from nine to twelve per cent. A potty ctiltivator in iiiMdliuo- 
circumstances will have to give twelve per cent interest, and if ho is 
pwr, from twelve to siitcon per cent. If an article is pawned, and it ig 
of ^kl or silver or of auch a nature as inakeait acceptable to the pawn- 
broker, the mle of interest on a loan is from sii to nine ijer cent On 
iraniovttblc property being pledged, the rate is geiiDrally nine per cent 
In largo tranaactious, wfiea movable or itinnovablo property is 
pledgi^, the rate of interest demanded is now biglicr than it used to 
bo, and equals the rate in BinalUmnsactions, tliat fs from six to nine 
iicr cont. Bntiftho immovable property pledged consists of indiiit 
Jantl, tho interest yaries from five to six per cent. If monoy is 
invmsb^ in the pnrehaso of an estate, the retom expected docs 
not hill short of five and a half or six per cent. Interest is charged 
for tho Samcal year, and when an intercalary month takes plnc^aa 
It generally does after three years, interest is cliarged for Oiirtoca 
months.

When the paftl or ncher cnltiirator iond^ money to 
others of his Tillage^ he demands interest at a somewhat lower rate 
than tho shopkeeper oipcictsi and bo genemllj trosts to tho 
persoTinl Boennty of the borrower whom he knows, ITiis the paiat 
can afford to do, as his position in the TiUftgn eornmnnity gonondly 
makes it OEwy for him to recover the ntnoiint of debt dae to him. 
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It is very fieldom ilinl ayafif can buy or take m mortgnge 
esOTptit bo MWimi Iftw^ whicU ia inoro oasily traasfemhle )Vtooii 
money io ndvmiwd to a cnltivTitor for tbe mamteoflnee of hiiuMlf 
anil ifw family, the mto of interest demandod la much higher than 
when the capital demanded is roquirad for the purehMe of seed. 
Such advances sm made in the division and are getierally repaid m 
kind. 

The mformation given on the capital of the Muthem and northern 
divisions renders it unneceBaaTy to detail the other points connectnjd 
with this subject. It remains but to add that the relations ^tw«n 
debtors and creditor are as wholesome in this dmsion m in other 
parU of tho state. The view, however, which the administration 
bf Bdia Sir T. MAdhnvrav entertains of the proper roiations 
betwcMD lenders and borrowers of capital deserves special tnontiop. 
The ministor at tho outset of his career in the Baroda stete in^ 
down the principles in accerdance with which he intended to art, 
and in considering the aatnra of the relief given to creditors by the 
courts tho words may be borne in mind: ' IiCt tho civil 
enable the *aAuMr to recover his just claiing from the I'ayotv. JBut 
the courts should not permit the snAiifair to press the rayaf# » 
the point of emshtng. This point should bo well defined and ever 
kept in view. No preoeas of tho oonrta ahonld, without tho 
concurrence of tho revonne offieors of the sorfcir, deprive the 
TOWd of his land; of hia agricultural cattle and unpLeiaonte to the 
extent necessary for the coltivation of that land; of hia cettago 
and of food and laiment according to the necosailr ef himsolf and 
family. The first demand on the produce of the land is tliat on 
account of the aar&dr tax j the next on acoonnt of tho eubaistence 
of the rnyui and bin family; anii tha lost is that on account of 
the debt due to the tihuMr. The surplus which may bo forth¬ 
coming in a good Boseon after meeting the first two demau^, may 
be made available to tho tAknUr for the recovery of hia advance 
made to or for tho rayaf in bad seasona. This bomg understood, 
tho mh^kdr will easily limit hia advances. Our courts should not 
iiDpriBon tlie -myn^ on accontit of debts duo to the taAufcir apd 
consign industrious hands to idleness uiileea whan the debtor may 
bo presumed to withhold payment from a refractory spirit.’^ 


in.—KADI DIVISION. 
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It is probable that tho condition of tho Kadi division^ lei^es 
more to be desired than that of either Baroda or NavedH. The 
prescpt administnition redoodd ta^ntion fco a osftam dogreOp ftpd 
wiped onfc a proportion of tbo^a impOHflible outatanding 
bftlaDCCS^ wbtcU bad beoii ftllowod to aocunmlato during tho reiffo 
of tho last two GdikwAra. la snita of the&a 
howoTer^ it is aomotiineB approbendod that both tho ntunbot 
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df^btore aa well aa the niQOUiit of dobta haa ineroa^tl^ perhaps 
tweaty-five per cent daring the last ten yews. 

Popdbtiion has iocreased, and in the a^nce o£ all arts snd of 
maniifactiires of any but the most trifling ImportaiJcej this popuiIutii!>D 
can support itself only by agnculture^ Rcootittee has^ wcordiagly^ 
been had to lands of an inferior clasSj where ciiltirEt fon is costly and 
lahorions. Meanwhile^ prices have f^lenj partly owing to the import 
of grain from Manvar. It has ako been sug^ted that the railwajs 
hare placed luxuries within the roach of people who a few yea^ hack 
tired in tho moat frtigsl mMitier* To obtain these tho cultimtow 
{lavo inrolred ihemselrcS in debt to a dogreo which djBJiblca thein 
from reeorering themBelros. As lliroiigliont Gnjarfitj the people are 
in gener^ pretty frugal, though some castes and classes indulge 
at times in extraragant expenditura on feasts to celebrate some 
domestic qccarretioe* Perhaps the most Buceeasful in saring^ are 
the BhdtSj the Brahmans, especially the Andich BrAhmaus, and the 
moneyleuders^ If a large landholder sarosj ho inrests in land if he 
can; if a leas wealthy porson sares and does not lend at interest, he 
purchases omatnents. Artizaas build and purchaso omamenls. 

Almost all the money! ending of the division m done by potty 
lenders. Tho larger capitalists can scarcely be called bankers^ they 
arc big traders rather. Of suoh oapitahsits Visaagar possesses some 
twenty or twontj*firo^ of whom about one-half possess Over two Idkhn 
of capital. Pattan has nearly as many, but leas wealthy, as few possess 
over a Mkh. In Visnagar the capstalista are either Shrfirek Vioiia or 
Mesliri Vini^ j in Pattan, ¥rith tho eiceptiou of ono Slirarak, they 
are all Meahri Vinids, Thera are also capitaJista in other pkces of 
less important business* such as Sidhpor^ Yijipur and Kadi* The 
large capitalists^ of Visnagor, to take as an instance that important 
centre of bnsinesSi did not and do not lend money to petty tradesmen 
or ftgrieuttuirists+ Thoy deal and dealt entirely with inerebanta, 
men who do and did bnsmea^ in cottoHj copper and opitinUr But 
the range of their dealings is now much restnetod for several 
reasona Up till lately the Kadi division waa un traversed by 
railways and the conntry was perhaps not altogfsther seoure. The 
geogmplijeAl position of the division is a iiecalioLr one, and great 
line# of commerce passed thru ugh it from north to south and Front 
oast to west along heavy sandy roada. For the conveyonco of 
merchAiidije large imniihera of carts and pack animals were naedj and 
the Vianngar cnpiialists did a good deal in the way of iiiaiiran«j of 
goods no passing through the land to and from Pllanpurr Bombsy* 
Ahmedabed and Pattan. It is easy to oonceSve that the railway^ 
and possibly an efficteot poHco, have rendered all such insnmuca 
quite unneeefisary and deprived the copJtaliata of one source of 
revenue. It boa before heeti pointed ont that at one time tcoocy 
was freely lent to the cnltivatora of opiump and that this drug waa 
bought tip by tho wealthier class far export or consumption. Now 
the pnrehaae, sale and tnnnnfiSpCtare of opium ore solely carried 
out by the iUte^ and this secoTid mode of utilising capitel bus 
Tauiahed. In the Kadi division a enrrenoy ia employ€>d differing 
from that of I bo other divisiona of the state, and the large capitalists 
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used to do sonittLing in tLo way pE remitting bit la of exoliiuige for 
tbe fltato. Certain new steps, atcli as the establish meat of a 
^uiber of state trensarioa, has cwt down this source of rcTeiine. 
The largo capitalists, it has been said, did not lend directly to the 
potty citizens and sgricnltaiHsta, but did at timeu lend to the money- 
Jeaders tham^clyes. The Gorvemiaent opfuni monopoly and other 
cauBBa Imve diroiDished the bo^inesa of tha moneylonderBi and this 
in its turn haft loaned onemoi^ floarce of gain to the big capital fat ft, 
who a^ged to obtain from the petty an interest of aii per 

Cent* It ig^ therefore, certain that the cnpitaliet^ of Yisnagar* andj 
iiideed|. of the whole diViftion> are in didienlticej. and niiigt seek new 
ineang of employing their capital 

The opening of a bmnch bank at Ahmodabad has Imd no 
wrcepEiblo elTeet on the money market of the division. Almost all 
the fundfl invested in difforont trades are supplied by the rasldeiit 
inerebants atid barikers, and vtjy little capital comoa in from Eombay 
or any other foreign quarter. 

The petty or village money lenders in the Kadi division are 
^most all Me«hri \4niila, or .Shr&vaks^ btit some are Brdhmacei. 
^Either the Marvddi nor the P^rai is to bo found. There i* a 
moneylender now seareoly to he found wlio is rather a rnrioas 
remnant of pa^t customs^ a memory of the old insceority that 
iwvftiled, whose gi^eat power at least is completely gone. 'JTiis is 
the BMt or Biinot so celebrated at the beginning of this centniT m 
the only siKEirity for thoeertftm fulfilment of any promise wliother 
jn hnstne^ft or in politics. If tbo Bhat was refused what was 
promised him, be would eitherwoond or kill hiiiiseifor some mombor 
of Jns family, a^ tho great sin of shedding a BbaVe blood fell on 
the dcmilter^ Till iho other day tbo Bhdl frequently loni money, 
and exacted the repayment of the capital and an extortionjitc 
interest by tbi^is of persoiml violence on hlmaelf. The EMU 
cieslt cbietly with the turbulent Kolia, whom the timorona VAnfa 
^oiOa, not danng to press them for the repaymimt of any flobt* 
Now that tho ]»wor of the Hhdt ia extinct, the poor, heachitrouK 
Kolig hBTo to borrow from Bohoris or ShipiSia, who arc ireiiemlly 
rnoTO opiate pwple than are the V/laifa,and these genemUy ohfain 
tbeir advances in kind. ^

Merubante, whose transactions are Inrgc^ keep the r^jmet or 
daywbook in which every transaction is entered indisoriminatelj. The 
tranHoetions gt eacb individual ciistomor are snbsequontlj entered 
into tbg kkarda. In the di^ro a farther step is taken: tko 
dyniro is either a TOontblj or fortnightly book in which is entered 
the periodical state of relations betwoen enstomer and dealer after 
all intermediate tnuiBactton^j havo been squared. In the ^Adhi- 
vahi or ledger tbe resnlt of the year's dealings with each customer 
is given ^ A sepamto bookj termed tbe notidh^ is kept for tbo 
record of transaelions in bills of o^ichange^ and another for the clear 
setting forth of the accuQiulatious or rodnetions of interest which is 
culled tho vid^'/ioudh. A balaiicu sheets fkmthdn^ is written at the 
end of the year, in order to aEcerioin the Imlanoe due to and from 
porsonii having monetary tranfiaotions. Petty shopkeepers are 
content with the day^book^ tho fortnightly book and the ledj^erj 
though tho fortnightly book or dtmro is sometimes dispensed with. 
It is i^id tliat fcboro is oftnn gn^t careloasness shown in making 
up the led^r, and that it is difficult to ascertain bow it taities 
with tbe d^-book^ 

Tbo nsoal mto of interest varies &eiu ten minas to one mpee per 
cent per months according to the credit of tbo borrower. No 
diScience is matle because of tho caato or the profeBSioa to which he 
may belong. Neverfcheleaaj an artmn with good credit will get 
what be wants nt the mto of eight because the lender docs 

not need to wait till tho crop ripenH,* A cultivator in ndddbeg 
eircuriLstonccs will be able to borrow at twelve or one rtqjea per 

meaBenai while tbe poorer sort of cultivator can only burrow on tb^ 
Boenrtty of his crop. The custom of borrowing on tbe latter form of 
security is very prevalent in tho divisiouj bc^nse till lately^ when 
the state stopped all opium growers obtained aocnnttes on 
their crop at ^vourable mtes and largely availed themaelvos of tho 
facility, Tbe habit remains^ but now they can borrow only on inch 
crops OB I^jri andynudr. It is only fair ^ add that the state ruokes 
advances to the opinm growers and that it is perhaps only tlia 
moneylenders who are directly injuined^

Tillages tho agreetnout, mado with the Kolia by Bolior^ andShi^a 
and BVioh pe^e, is that the cnltivator should return the gram after 
the coming harvest, that is, within a period of about four or five 
months. In addition to the amount lent, a quarter as much ogam 
has to be returned. Bnt in largo villagea, where the population la 
not in the samo primitiTO condition, grain and other nc wssariM of

loan of monev. Or, sometimBa, the Kolis -nili have grein advanci^ 
to them at the prevailing markeHTitc, which is high, and tho loan is 
reckoned a caah transactign f they will hnvo to remy the loon in 
grain at the inorket-rete which obtains soon after hanrest, and by 
this means a money eatimato is made to work m favour o£ tha 
Lender. 

Here as in the other didaiooH, atato land cannot easily be 
sold m'flatisfiiction of the decrees of the dviJ courts- The Btnta 
itooR can doprivo the cnltivator of his land for the recovery of the 
land-tax . hut ^lis precew is not adopted without reluctance. Itoaort

thosame pretection is not extended to holders of harftftafi, or

foreed to pnrt with the latter in order to my the tax on the formw. 
It is e^moly diffionh to obtain Iflnd by parch^ m tho 
neighbourhood of towns, and in the more tl^kly populated parts of 
the^ division it is not very easy to obtain it ^ 

there are few sales of land- Moneylendere may v™h to -obtain land 
for debts due to them, but thoy cannot do it, both bocaiiM of tho 
difficnlly reised by tho state, and because, even when Irod has 
bleu mortgaged, the mortgagor will resort to evmy eipcdnmt rather 
tbao lose tis ownetfl-hip. 

Isind is not often mortgaged t it U not mortg^d to^e same 
eitent as before.

When land im tnartg^gicd^ it ia 4!;onsidf?red the safest plan for tho 
riioilgagoo to take poaseaaion. Ho Idciks to the calliration^ paja 
btato doTiianda^ and dbpoaoa oi the crops. Cases nie, liowever^ 
found in wticli niortgagors retain their poEsnseion of the mortgaged 
estate^ tako half the crop, paj the utato out of it and from the 
atirplas clear off their debta^ But this proocas ia not looked on 
at idl Eavoiirahly by tho mortgagees. Mortgago of labour is not 
practised. 

It Ls seldoin tliat a rnan can borrow from more than one monojr- 
lender If this nhonld happen, the creditor who firat nmkea his 
demand recsofom the fall v-alue of hU debt to the e^clnsion of others, 
Ifj as sometimos happens, tho creditora combine to press their 
claims, they diride the debtor's property proportionately to the debts 
due to each of them. Priority of debts is not raspected. No 
instaixcO ia known where a creditor abandons his claimj hocause 
of the present inability of tho debtor to satiaFy it. Tho ^‘deral 

f irsctice is to bring an action in a civil court to pinveat a claim 
rom being barred hj limitation of tiRie, and, in tho same way, 
when a dM*eo is obtained it La allowed to reat os long as isofisible, 
and only if it is likely to heoomo time^baircd is freali action 
taken to keep tho claim aliye. In short creditors show no haste to 
renliw, bat are reraarkably tenjicbns of tho most distant prospect of 
:^overjp eo that apparently hopeless debts are allowed to ran on 
for goiiLTatiofis. 


Tbongh tho action of the civil court is employed to keep a claim 
aliire, it is never used in the first instance to bring prossure on a 
debtor, it k rather the last resort to force tha hand of an individual 
1 ^ J® obstinate* Disputes regarding debts arts always laid before 
the iZaAajan or caste Panchdytti, and a sattloment is attempted- 
Unfortunately, it vciy often bappena that suiioient inllaencO h not 
exorcised to bring ^ ibe disputes to a finabty. l^em is onJy one 
c|^ of pooplo which possesses in itself a ^troiag govorcing power- 
TTifi small but Dpulent community of Gunni Beniks at Pattau 
comprises men who trade with Arabia and other difitant couniriee 
and who absenit themselves from their homos for long periods. 
Both civil and criminal disputes are Bottled within tho commnnSly 
and rwodjw k never had to the govornment law courts. The 
relatioM between dob tors and ersditors must therefore, on tho 
whole, be considuTed as satisketory, nor does it appear that the latter 
arc batador tJTate^^^ When the iiction of the civil 

oourt IS ciuplojod and a decree has btfon obtained, lenient measures 
m adopted for the mcovoiy of the debt. If the debtor can come 
to aMti&fetoij arrangomeiitit is well; if notp an attempt k made to 
cb^n sn^Untml seconty such as land, boasa or movable property. 
It IS with the greatest rcbctanco that extreme measuroa aro re^rted 
to m notisfiftctJon of civil court decrees^ and when such nro 
the sole of pTnperty ia pmkrrcd to imprisanmoat* 
^^n immoTubb property ta sold, the p^urebaser k gen^Ully eomo 
person independent of the creditor.! Tt k said tlS ia tho year

Artisans are not less in debt tlian cnUivatore, bat lliey arc good 
debtors. T)>ey know pretty aqcunitely what they can aud do 
not inTol^e tli0iiiaolv*e3 bejrond & serialn pointy but tltej do willingly 
plunge into debt in order to meet the reqnirenieiit of some domestjc 
festivity^ such os that given on the first anniversary of their parents 
death. As their income is pretty sure and come* in evenly all the 
year round they find favour in the eyes of the money lender* 


IV.-CUBBESCV. 

His nighnessthe Gfiikwdr,being an independent prince, coins his 
own money. There has been a mint in Bnr^a from very early days. 
Jt was certainly in existence at the time of the first treaty 
between Barodaand the British at the beginning of this contuty. 
Tlio mint turns out silver and copper coins. The silver cmna, 

consisting of rupees, half-mpees, quarter nifrees, and twO'-anna bits 
are termed ibe new SiyiisAdAt, or, nioreoommoiilyi ^BoAasAaAt rupees j 
the copper coins are ordinarily termed &roda pice. Tha origra of 
these terms is doubtfnl; the regent Fates ing was also called Baba 
Sdheb, and SiyAshdbi may be derived fwm Sayiii. . ^ certain 

there are no coins ill existence anterior to Saydju Mmo ascntie 
the term Babashfihi to BfibAji Appfiji. The annmd oultnm of 
aiVver coins from the mint iwuouiited, nearly forty yearn ago, to about i □ 
Idkhs of rupees, though it is now, for reaaons to be given, less than 
that, Uach rnpeo was then intriusically worth 13 pw* in 

British currency, and its value has net much nltored. Ilia present 
minister remarks r ♦ The cnireut BAbtishilhi rupee bears a fluctiiatiag 
excbangoablo value with the British mpee withm a known iun|^. 
Tho exclinnge for 100 British mpees varies from 112 to UO Batw- 
abfihi rupees. Tlio value of tho Bdbdahjihi rupee is loss than the 
British only because it is lighter } its purity is not inferior,‘ 
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Thecharire for conversion of metal into coin is four ^tiiw per 1W 
rupees, and the currency cireiilntea, irith exwptmns, throoghont the 
B^da dominion, and the .Mahi imd Bowa KAntha states. 

The mint is of the rudest typo little or no maeliinery a 
employed. A large hole is mode m the groimd and an

Sir T. M^dhavrdt" has ennmemtod the defects of the Baroda 
coitiH: ] Bt> the impression on ono coin diiFers from that on another^ 
as the whole of the impression required is not roceived hj any one 
CQ\n^ but only a chanco part of It; 2ndj the dio is a rnao one and 
easily oonntorfeited; Srd^^ the shape of the coin is so imperfoetj and it 
iH so utterly without milting at the edge, that^ if portioas of the 
silver are h]c?d o£l^ the fact cannot be detected; 4th^ the coin is so 
thick that it cannot be funded; Sth, the sbape of it is such that it 
is needlessly subjected to friction or wearing; 6th^ the woightof the 
coin at the momeut of iasuo ie not uniform ; Zth, to make up for the 
want of weight in the blaiiks^ the mint worl^eo stick a piece of 
silver on or drive one into a hole mode in the blanks which 
anpplomcntal piece often drops out; Sth, the fineneas of the ooin Is 
not accurately adjusted to tho onrronc^; Othj the coin irom day to 
day hears a rarjing ratio to the British coin. Add to this thikt 
there is no system of recalling deteiiomted com,^ and that in every 
transaction that takes place th^ people have to take the piece to 
an aaaayerto caneo it to be testodj the work not being done without a 
consideration« 

In intrinsic value 1141 Baroda mpeos oqoaJ lOO British nipeeSj 
but the rate of exchange is constantly varying according to the 
demand in the market^ or in other wordSj according to the nature 
of the commercial tranBactione with Bombay, \Vhon the import 
iraile is brisk guods must he purchased with British money | bnt 
during the cotton season, that ls from Afarch to ifnyj the ptoduos 
of the fields is purchased with Baroda money. The rateof eicbange 
for 100 British rnpeea may in. tho first instance rbeto 120 or 121_, m 
the second U may foil to 112 Batnda rupees. The varying rate 
afTccts the Operations of the mint- The mint only works when bnllion 
h bicnght to it by private individimla to oouFert into coin^ and 
natoraUvj theHO will only bring bullion when the converBion ia 
profitable, that is^ when the rate of exchange is low. 

Till lately the Bcignlorage of tho Baroda state consisted in 
a propertiou of the pmfite made by tho private icdividnal who 
brought bullion to tko mint, the proportion being a matter of 
negotiation in each case before the coins were stmefc. Kow bullion 
ia reemved from any tenderer, converted into coin, aud a reguLa^ 
percentage on tho namber of coina struck is reserved to the state. 

In CDn^neace of the rudeness of the Baroda mpao it is much 
Counterfoit^. There are many coins in the market which contain 
twolva OF fifiteoa vdlg of alloy instead of <3^ vdfa; they ora termed

cent. It was the practice of each □£ the laAt two or throe Gdikwiinj 
to recall, on bis aecession, all tho copper coinage of his predecessor 


and to coin bis own coppers. 

It would perhnps be iustraefiTe, but it wonid certninly prove 
tedioue, to recount the results of this conency. An instance wiU 
suffice. In Murch 1809 Lieutenant Cnrnac, Acting Resident, reported 
to GovertHUCUt that the coinage of the wee torn diatriota consMtod 
chiefly of tho Aiinedahad Sbitai rupoes, tho raint of which bud tor 
four 4 five years been manegod by tho capitalists Takatsmg and 
KhuahAlchaud. The coin had bren allowed to dotonoreto considerably 
in intrinsic value, but it nevertlieleBa exchanged favourably among 
tho pooplo with the purer and more reluable ^poda rupt^ 
Consequently the Barodfl. rupeoa were being rapidly token to 
Ahmodabad and melted down, tho gam on the transnction Unng 
about U percent The same drain of specie was felt at Itullaui, 
and all tL Baroda state could do was to refuse msurenco on 
the export of bnlUoB from the state- The Bn^a mint had to 
crest' coining for two yonrs; there ivas not enough oom to pay bills 
for I i likla; oven the current exponsea of tbo army oouid not bo paid 
off except at n lore of 4i per rent. Captmii Camac could think of 
no hotter plan than to rek tho Bombay Government for a loan of 
bullion of at least 5 Kkhs. Owing to tho general mdebtodnore of the 
GAikwilr. tbi» was at first refused, hofc at last ho a loan ef 
25,000 dollarsp that is 2 4 lAkhri of rui^. How the di Ricnlty ^ gel 

over does not much matter now. The ‘*^T*B??iiriW^irvn 

ovideat. as the people who generally supplied tho mth bullion 
refused to go to Bombay and found their preUt m the difficulty the 
Btiite wna in; to much to indeed, that they bid t^‘ir money► At 
this time Captain Canmc represented the B^b coinage w bad ai^ 
tho mints at Baroda, Ahmedabodi and Petldd to bo m a state o 
ncgligauco. * ■ ■ ■ 

Uufortunatoly for tho Baroda state the British and tho Bdbiahibi 
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are not the only currenfiiea in the market. Them ^nsj till lateljj the 
Broach coin winch obtain^ in the NaTflAii dirLBicn. The mint at 
Broach wa3 perhaps faimded in a,i>* 1748, when the Xawab waa 
independent of the Emperor of Delhi^ and in early days its pieces 
might havo heon pure* but when Sindia conqnored Brooch an iiicii:>ase 
of alloy was introduced- Ninety-iivo British rnpeea were worth 
DEArlj one hundred oE Sindia's rupees. Three years ago the rate of 
exchange between the two coins varied from n mpee to a rupee and 
a half por nonfc^ and somctijncs they were at par^ At thia time tlie 
Broflch currency had a market value and wae in use throughout the 
Navftdri division in ail market traasootiona. The government 
TQvetiue codections weroj therefore^ nocossarily made m Broach 
rnpoes, bnt tho payments it made were in BahAshillii money and ita 
romittanceH to the central treasury at Bitroda wero also in 
BfibAshdhi. As, however, there wtis no ttmle between Baroda arid 
NavsAri, the rate^ of exchange between the two ourreucica liod to lio 
arbitrarily fixed. Add to all thm that NavsAri is ontiroly suTroimded 
wilh British territory and that tlio British rupee found its way into the 
inarket and could not bo usecl by tho GdikwAr gyivorniiient- The 
difficnltios created by these complications were enormous and tUoloss 
eonsidemble, so that it became evident to the present admirdstmtion 
that some remedy must bo quickly applietl. The Broach coin is 
now no longer ctirrcnt. Sir T, Miidhavrdv has profited by this 
action of the Bombay Govenimentj which id l307-fi8 ordered the 
Collector of Surat to purchase a lar^ quantity of tho Broach money 
at par and send it down to the mint in Bombay to be converted. 
The GAikwAr^s public servants and all rfscoiviDg a fixed salary worn 
paid in British instead of Bdbishdhl money ; pay merits to the state 
rn Broach money was forbidden and payment in British money 
aubstituEed at the rate of 15| annas to the Breach rupees tho valuo 
of stekinps wna reckoDed in British coinagej the rnto of exchange of 
Broach rupees was fixed at their intnni^jc value' and tha Broach 
rnpee was thus driven out of this marketi^ The benefit derived 
from thia conrao is evidentj not only because an exclusive coin woa 
dropped which cqnld not hold ita own aguinst British money without 
conutant fidctnation^ bnt because it put im end bj a vast amount of 
frauii Since the beginning of the present century no fresh Breach 
rupees had been eoinedj and a largo quantity of illicit money had 
got into the market. Such coins as were gcmiino hadlo^t in weight. 
Natamllyj, though tho change of currency did not affect tho market 
value of enmmoditiesj the abandomnent of the Breach rnpoo told on 
the poorer classes in a bad year; thoeo who hml borrowed from tho 
siihukdrs in Broach currency had to repay tho amount in BritiBh 
moneys At prcsoiit the rate of exchange varies from §ix to nine 
rupees percent. Meroban Is purehas in g this currency from the diviB ion 
generally sand it to Bumt> where it h melted to be tniTied into 
omamentB or tronamitted to Bombay*

Tbo scale of salaries, Ac., having been fixed in BAbdahAlu 
cnmency, deductions have to bo mado Boeording to the fixed 
rnto of oxebango in every hill and abstract. The ohaigOB sm 
disharaod in tho local currency, but in all annual accounts tho 
differont currenciefl uro again converted into BAbA^Ahi- 
remittanco of revonue to Jiaroda is another difficulty. Tug bulk of 
the collectjop is in ShikAi money, which is useless at head^uai^Tfl, 
nod the ngoncy of private mcrciiants has to ho sought to enecut a 
suitable transfer. The divisional officers inform the central treasnnos 
of the fifnouDt of surpluit which may be traa&mittcdj imd tonae^ aro 
then invited at Baroda as to the rate at whioh mercLautii will pay 
BAbiishAhi cash into the central trsasu:^ as an equivalt^t for tbo 
BhikAi coin which may be handed over to them at tho diHerent sub- 
di^iW of the Kadi di^nsiou.

(1875-76 to 1878-80) it appears tkat the Baroda mpee price of ^ui-dr 
averagod about 24 tern and of bdiri about 22 sers. The pears 
187S-76 and 1876-77 wero joara of eotoparatiTe abundance* Tbo 
scanty rainfall in 1877-78 and the excessive moisture in 1878-78 
raised the prices to double of what they were in 1875-76. But the 
eeaBonnblo minbkll in 1879-80 reduced the prices, the rupee price of 
^usdr being' 28 sers and of bdjri 24 sera* The details are t

iTia almost litemllytrEio tkit^axce-pt in a few imiiiLportatit diabricfeji 
near the liilla, not a atone can be fonad in the Giitkwar^s dominion h 
large enougli to throw at a dog, Thera la in the aoiith of Jiamds 
the Ufict allttviiil aoil and noHli of it the white or red sandy sail 
and varieties of tilDse interspersed^ but there is no hard matetial 
anywhere. Consequently there are few or no mnde ronda. 

A good deacrlption has boon given of the eonntry roads or 
eart tr&cha, the only ones which exist. ' In that par t of the country 
where the surface soil ia red, the roads are the only water channols, 
and become so blocked up by the growth of the hedges on each 
Bide, and whom the soil la soft so cut up^ that generally^ ns soon 
as the crops are off the fields, the carta tarn off the read into the 
fielda, the*^drivers preferring tbo comparatively HincK>th surface of 
the latter to tha proper track, attempt is over made to improve 
the roadways that exist. Often daring the rainy season, the water 
collects rocyid the villages and even the towns, and the roads 
become impassable for carts. Most of them, too, are so narrow, 
that caitB enn only pass each other at certain places, and it ir no 
uncommon oeemrence at the latter end of the year for a road to be 
blocked npforan hoar or so by a cart sticking fast, liVhcre tho surface 
soil is bbek the roads consist generally only of a rat for each 
wheel, in which rut also the bnllocka walk* The road is retained 
till thoae rate become so deep that the body of the cart cannot 
pass over the intervening apecc, when a new track is made oat on 
one side or other of the sban denied path. In places that have 
been covered long with water^ owing to the regaW eteppiug of 
the ballockH, the snrface scorns aa if it had been ploughed into 
transverse fentows; in other places the whole snrfaco la covered with 
little detached knolls of earth and grass.* 

Tho former part of this extract applies to tho northern half of the 
main blocfc of the Eareda division, the latter more e^pepioLly to 
its son them portion and to the Navfi^ri division. Of the Kadi division 
it may bo said that the genemUty of roads conalsta of pairs of 
wheel mts suited to the bread-wheeled coimti^ car£s. The soil 
is light and sandyi as a rale, and, during the fair reason and 
tlunugheut the year except when the floods are heavy, the rivers and 
waterconrses oner no bindnince. A great doal of tm^c passes daily 
along the roads, strings of coontty carta and long tmins of pack- 
bullocks, camels and donkeys. Alter the rainy season, the villagers 
fid np holes and level the eoil of all that portion of tfcm road which 
is within die limits of the village lands, and the ruts are once again 
accessible to trafiBc. Except when there is black soil the roads are 
alwnyi in pretty fair order. 
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The Bombay and Ahmedabud road, called tlioold tmnk roadp pnase« 
throog'h the OBn<lerji NavHArij and Veldchlia Bub-divisioiis of tho

Tlio following roads lead to the railway etations: (1) The road from 
tho town of Bilim ora to the railway station^ about three*foiirtha 
of a mile in length, is or consolidated, (li) The road from the 

town of Narsdri to tho railway statioiij about two miloa in lengthy is 
consolidated, (3) Tho road from tlio rillagn of Maroli to the railway 
stationj about two milesi, is fairi^weatliori. ('!) The road Kami:^ 
to the Tillttgo of Barthdna joining the road that leads to Surat, about: 
eaven miles in length, is fair*weather- (5) 'Phe rood from tho town 
of Kathor to the Sayan railway station, about fonr and three qnartor 
miles, is consol idated, (6) The road from the sab-divisioDal heod-quar- 
ter oflSco' of Velachha joining the road that leads to the Kim railway 
station, about sis miles in length, is loir-weather. All the roodfl in 
tho town of Kavsdri, includiog Ibo road to the milwaj statioii 
mentioned abors, about fire anda half milefl> are consolidated. 

Recently and at a very great estpenso tho minister Sir T. M^dhav- 
tAv has laid down serew mdes of fine metalled road in and round 
the capital. He has also metalled a broad road connecting Biwoda 
with the palace at Maharpura. A new road has alaa been 
aomniEneed to connect Pctl&d with the railway station at Annud. 

Within tho lost five years an attempt has boon made to give made 
roads to tho towns of Kadi, l^ttnn, Yiscflgar and Yadnagar. A 
road hiia also been timdo from the KAlol railway station to the town. 
Of regularly repaired erfras-oountry roods there are only those 
which come from Ahmedabad and pass through Dehgim to Paidntij 
and so to Idar, to Haraol and to Siiflm. These rofuia wero laid 
Ont by tho British Oovemment* &ir T, MadhavtAy has^ to a grciiii 
extent, abandoned all hope of cohering the land with a net* work of 
roads, owing to the groat expense inTolved in obtaining material smd 
to tho nneertainty of metalled roada being kept m repair in a natnro 
state. Ho has preferred to create narrow mpgu railways wherever 
there is eonsiderabk traffic, as a cheaper and more dfectuid mannor 
of opening out communicarions for trade. 

Bcgarding tho main lines of traffic in and aronud the Baroda 
territSrr, Colonel Wallace, iu a letter to the Secretary to the Go™- 
meet of India, No. 41, dated the l6th of September 1859, wrote : 
^The Baroda railway runs not along but at right angles to the 
srreat lines of eiriatLiig traffic. One of those Unea parting from 
Surat nms up tho valley of the TApti and cannot in bo 

disturbed by tho railway. The second starting from Brosch runs 
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dittwtly throtigli the Giikwfir'a tcmfcory, tiU Dabhoi and Santkoda , 
tominls Indore. The tliird lino parting from Bronch passea tbroiigb 
Baruda, whence it passes, vid HiUol and Dohod, into Malwa. Tho 
fourth parting from tho Tankwia Bandar pnasca tbrotigb Bart^ .

Tliia armugement was simple enough^ yet there were eansiderablo 
difficulties in the way of proving any real loss in tmnsit duty by the 
opening of the railwayji bccauso It waa only fair to cradit the 
same account with any gain in customs duty which the opening of 
the railway must considcmbly have increased on neconni of the 
hmilities afforded to traders to export and import theb goods.

the eiEpress purpoRe of learning from the Pirsis soma keo-wledge of 
their art. The induacry hm died out fornbovo fifty years. The 
Parsi worn on of tho priestly class stilh howeTer^ make a largo 
nombor of the sacred threads, or worn by Porsi men arid 
woman* These find a large sale in Bombay an<l cost li?*H 3 or 
more ucconling to the labour displayed, S-ome of the Pdrsi women 
also make tape for cots and the rough doii and khddi to order 
for locnl traders, but the Psirsis as a rule have quite absindoned tho 
weaving in which they excelled* 

To tho Bareda division tho Dheds and MusalmAns of low standing 
make a very coarse clothe and till lately^ there was some oiport^ 
but sinre the orcctioo of stuam fuctoriea in the Presidency, it is 
only made for local nae in the diTidsioUi T.^e Khiitris make a rough 
woollen doth used for blankets^ At Dabbei tnrbuTiB of the best kind 
are pTopared, the luat-erial being of a fine teacturo and from 50 to 150 
yar<ls lu length. At Bejitra, PetEd and Bikarol, ^h& cloth 
mannfachired k of u quality better than the average, while Pddrtt 
produces women^s clothes and bodices. The Kkrdris or weavers of 
the city of Buroda arc said to have come to lluroda after the full of 
Chilmpiincr in the time of Mulirnnd Begada (1450-J 513). About 
twelve years ngo they nn mbered 1 ^5 fnmilies | hut of late t hey havo 
docrcftscd in unmher atid by their side thero have sprung up some 
Mtiaalnuiu weavers. Tho fact is that before that time they paid for 
and enjoyed u monopoly in tho use of certain dyed threads. Theso 
Weavers inhabit the Patejmrii, JLAdvAda and Btl]vjtda quarters^ and 
buTo for some time pist made use of huropcjin cotton throada. 
Their tools are worth about Rs* 15 tho sot. Tho wcjcivers are supplier) 
with materiaift by tho merchants. Though most of them are poor^ 
somo four or five families are well-to^do atid spend money in 
personal ornaments and feasts. Tboir housea are worth some lEa. 500. 
Their busiest time iti from Docetnbor to the end of May, and their 
alack time is during the rainsi They earn from 4 to 8 wiiniW a day, 
but in pTcea-work they often get from fi to 13 onno^. 1 hey have u 
regular holiday on the last day ef each mo nth and they enjoy the 
ordinary Hindu holidays. 

The turlsvn weavers and acdleru firo differeni The latter an? BonOis 
who Imve about twenty shops in BarocE; they get their coEton throads 
fnjm Bombay and piss them on to tho weavers whom they jKiy for their 
work nt from 8 annas to Re. I and on not 13 for fifty juj of turhan- 
cluth. This nnjiii&Ectiire has Hoorished in Baroda for luoi^ ihaTi a 
• century* and up to a recent date it was in a vety hcalthir condition, 
j but, during the lost few yeam* com petition has been driving Burnda 
^ turfrm-weaving out of tho market - Tliero are still about. 40B 

£amilie.s, however, who occupy some of their time in weaving and 
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TO oat of tli& sUopa aro yet in fair condition. Tho cliiel weavers' 
familtca arc Byrilbs^ Amba^ Nilbanda, Cbobd^ra^ GanndiB and poor 
MnliaTOTOadnns. 

In the northern division the apinaing of cotton thread is tlciio 
!>y ft large number of iluaaliudn and Hindo wotnen# and a fow Dhed 
women in every town and large village. The largest nnmherof 
weiivers belong to tbo Dhed class. Tbc^ mak© the rough khddi^ 
dhifii and cAepidl, A r/iepftdJso made will be worn bj the member 
of any c&ste, hut none above a Kanhi wonld wear a Dht^d-oisde 
dholi Besides Dhede^ the Khatria and Bdlia (KAnbie] prepare waist- 
clotliSi BearfSi Ac. 

At one time Pattan was famous for its weaving, hnt its Ekdled 
crafturner were tranaphinted to Ahmedabad. There ia still# hewevoTj ; 
in the decayed Pattim a comniimity of weavers who maiiufaetnra 
mavhru^ whirh they export to Ahmednbad and other phicos. 

It is termed mesAntj hocftnee it le a spurious imitation of 

the flilk fabrics of Ahmedabad# Mdndvi in Catch and other 
places. It hasi bowever, bright and bamionioua coloiirsj and 
IS much favonied by tho lower classes* Silk is also hroaght to 
Pot tan from Ahmedabail and Bombay, and there woven into 
pitdmbiir^y and tho stiU better appreciated pafold^. Tho truth is 
that in ancient times Anhilv^da Pattan was famous for its 
TOanufaetorioa, and though the Muharutuadan conqnest forcibly 
diverted trade and indiisti7 to Ahmedabad, Pattan continned for a 
long time to do a hiir businesa in silks, brocades and cotton clotha, 
while its agricultural wealth stood it in good stead. Many of tho 
□ indu weavers stnek to their native town and for a long time tho 
hand-wovon cloth of Pnttan was sent ns far ns Jdva on the one aids 
of India and Mecca on the other. Towards the tniddlo of tho 
eiLditeenth and the commencement of the nineteenth centnry# 
Anmei]ab[id suffered ttevenoly from the customs and other ojiiictiona 
imposed on it by the Pes^hwa and Gdikwlr. One resnlt of this was 
tliat a large ndruber of weavers who had left Pattan returned to their 
native town and tbs industry received a fresh stimulus. Tlie duty 
in Pattftii thii^tiniq WHS night per cent for Eindiis And -t j per 
cent for Miihammndnns, win la tho duty at Ahmedahad luid been 
miecd to fifteen per cent* But in 1818 Ahmedabad became British# 
cesses on trade and on neoossuries wei'o Almlishcd, flcid the export | 
duty of (iftvoa per cent whs reduced to 24 per cent, Onco nioro I 
tho weavora almost in a body desert^ Fattaa* J 

The ose of gold and silver thread is not known m the fe>uthcni 
division, though there is some simple embroidery done. In the 4 
capital cmbrcidciy with gold and silver thread is done by a few i 
ortizansi and the work both in pattern and execution is of a superior / 
description. Pntl&n KhuTAdis do very good ninbroideiy work. ^ 

In the southern division tho djera are termed Galidrda and ’ 
Bangrcj s. Tbe Galidrds impart a permanent bl ue colour to the dh^ti 
Aiid iW<it hy passing the doth three or four times through u aolution 
of iadigu, lime and datca. The Enngrejs dye the finer kinds of 
cloths for turhAns, acarfs, Ac., hut wjlhont omploying ftny ba 50 or 
mordaut in order permanently to colour the fibre. Eurciiiea.ti dyes arc 
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iniportjpd for most cploui^i bat tho histimhat Cartliaam^ tiocloriiis 
flowor^ crustod in wator prodaco ono kind of djCj. and a jellow 
fijo al*pO obtained from a Boluilon of tiiriiiofic and carbonato of 
suda^ jrnPEe/^oro. 'iNvo families in NavBiiri go in for a rude kind of 
calico-printing; tlie clotb is dipped in a Bolntion of mj^robalan and 
tbo blocrka on wbioh the pattomaare designed aro dijppodin enlpkato 
of iron, hirdJcajti. In tbo oolitral divisiou djolog and calloo-priiiting 
aro carried on cUiofly at Paclra, DArilpar and Sfirkboda, wboro 
tUe priiicipal colours emplojod nro red, indigo and black. The 
wator of these places is held to be adapted to fix tlio djes. In tbo 
northern dirbion the beat dyers are to be fonod in Viuiiagar, 

Ttie n^6t>a1 work of the Navadri division ia vorj jwor, ITic yillago 
bloekumith makes and mends the rude agricnltiuil instro meats in use 
and earns some Rs. 8 in the inqntb. In the town of Nav'sdri not moro 
than ten famlLlcs ate employed la making tbo oommoii copper and 
bmas Toasola used in tbeconatryj and the wages earned aTorage from 
Ha. 8 to 10. The wages of a goldsmith are less than thffi, and tlie 
eimplo stylo of the laboEir and skill expended, of no bigbera quality 
than that exhibited by goldsmiths long gone, is ovidonced by the 
poor reinnueration of two annas oa the of gold or silver wrought 
into plain ornswonts for Uindet females. There aro Bomo 110 
families of g^jldsmitbs in NavjylH, of whom about 100 belong to 
the country and the remainder are from tbo Deccan* In the Baroda 
and Kadi divisions tbo two places which baYo a more tbaii loc^l 
colobrity for their brass and eopper-waro are Dabbol and Kadi* 
The articles made are these io ordinaiy nse among nati vesj but 
they nni admired for the elegance of their shape and for their finishi 
European copper and brass sheetfl are used in tins manufoctnro and 
tlie artizans omployed are pretty numerous. The manufnctnro of 
tin foil nnd gold foil ornaments for the decoration of Ganpati or for 
the tdluU uf tbo MoBdlman JMarram pmeesaions, is a spccialito 
in the capital. The pretty decorations are cut in quaint orioobU 
figures and are brightly eolonred or cmbolliahed with tbo^ eye of 
the peacock's ff^LtUer. They am sold at fairs held over a wide area 
of country* In the northern division the brasswaro of VLanagar Is 
much ppiBodj and much of it is exported to Ahmednbad and 
Kdtbiiiwdr. It most be reoiembored that, as a role, Hindus do not 
tinplate their cooking utensils, and Kalaignra are all Mu^mdns. 
In the northern diTisiou there is this pectiliarity that while every 
large town has it coppersmith, Sidhpnr has none. Copper will not 
melt in Sldhpiir ia the common eayiug. Tha iron used in the 
division is moatly imporEed from Bombay by the Bordhs. 

Thongh no special nnusa can be awi^nd to the pottery of^ the 
southern and central divisionB, a peculiarity should bo noticed* 
Whero tho drinking water is natundly brackish it is usnally kept in 
cartbem jars as the metni pots are supposed to spoil it. Tbo ot^r 
common purpose to which earthen jars, often of a very large size, 
arc put is to store grain. Earthen pots ^Hivered with many layem 
of Uc are employed to preserve batter, oil imd pickles. Pipe-bowls 
nnd cbildreD^H toy-i mages are also generally of cbiy* The town of 
Fat tan in the northern diriBion ia no tod for its ornamental pottery 
work, which is thin, light and often pretty. Besides toys, hubble- 
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babbles, w^tcr-gc^b^oL^J tobacco-bowls, water-coolers aro 
tumcd odt. by some four or five families of [jotters. The titiditioDal 
BGcrot o£ the muniiEactiirQ m jealoufily preserved, and not even tbo 
daughters of the potters are mitintcsd iato the myaterj lest tbey Hlionld 
Gubsoqucntly reveal it to thoLr huabands. 

Coarse gkss bangles, cMtar^ are mannfocttirDd from a grecnisb 
glass made at Kapodvanji They are sold by weight at tbo rato 
of Iti 5 per J7ia» to tbo retJiibdealeTHj and tbej are worn by tbo 
wemon of tbe lower dosees of Hindns and Mugs! nidus. Tbe finer 
glass bangles worn bj Piirsi and Hindn fetaoles in tbe iijipor 
are of China make and imported from Bombaj find Sanit> There b 
some Manufacture of glass at Baroda itself. 

In the Kavsdri division there are a half a dojsen families of 
carpenters wbo can mako chairs, tablca and ceis of a common 
description devoid of all artistic design, Tliere are also a few' Hindn 
families wbo employ the lathe in turning bed posts, cliildrcn'a cmdies 
and the braeelete of blackwood or ivory worn by Hiiidii women. 
But the art of ornomontAl wood carving is not now pmetisod or 
nndortitood in tbo NavsAri clivision. In tbo Baroda dmsion Daldioi 
possesses some workmen wbo turn out corn measures, toys, wooden 
seats wbicb are snbsoqiiontlj painted in bright tasteful colours. The 
wood carvera of Dabboi are also ijnite aboii'e the average and tbo 
ancient artistic renown of the place is not lost. Fine apedmeuHof 
wood-carving on tbo doors and verau dabs of tbo housea are coinmoii 
in Dabboi and me also to bo met with at Vasa, Sojitro, PetlJid 
and other places. Tba same skill is apparent in tbo wood-carving of 
tbe new palace at Baroda. Tbo teak, blackwood and sandal wi^jd 
employed by tbo villa^ carpenter are imported by rail from Bombay 
or come down the Narbada river from tbo E^ijpipla country, Jn 
the Kadi division tbe best wood-carving is found in Pattan, Sidbpnr 
and Vudnagar The wood is all imported from Godbra or BQinbay. 
Tbo bracelets, or chudiijf, wom by the women are manulactured in 
every places Turning is done in Pattan. 

Tbo art of sculpture has apparently died out and yet there are 
specimens of stone carving still existent which prove bow great was 
once ibo excellence attained! in this direction A few places may 
boro be cited whore splendid carvings still survive the bigotry of the 
l^insidmiln invader and which may some day yet serve to excite the 
emulation of the people. In tbo central division Dabhoi staiida 
preeminent with its side gates, the Diamond gate and the templo 
adjoining it. At Oh^dod there ia iho block marble imago Shes 
Ndrjiyan reclining near Jjaksbmi. Bas^roliafs and figures of 
superior workmanship may also bo found at Pitilm, Sioor and in 
Pctlad. The nor them division is mtiiniHy the richest in such 
remains of ancient skill in seulptnra ns inarehitectare, and the artistic 
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AmoDg mclnstrjoB may bo montioncd that of oil-prossing, TIio 
or mill is of tudo cotii^tnictiaii. In a solid woodon frame 
IS firmly pbced at a doptb of fives feet a round block of wood of 
w^bicb tbo contro is liol lowed oiit ;^ into tbiB mortar ia iatrodnood 
another block of wood wbich almost fits into It, and to tbo latter ta 
fitUcbcKl n long bandlo which is mmle to roTolvo borizontally by a 
btillock. Tiie seed is crushed betwecD tlie two blocks of wood. 
The sug3^ir(Sii3e mill or kolhu is of tbe same primitiyo coiiBtmction» 
It is composed of two cjlindon of wood, which roTolvo m opp>ofiito 
directions bub ia close proximity. Tbo cano intmdaced between 
the two is drawn in, cnished oud caab out. Ttse juice collocted in 
an earthen jar below is at once remorod, to the great metal boiler 
at hand^ there to ho converted into molasses* Those two mills are 
very familiar to those acquainted with the fields of Tboro 

are for instance twonty-sevon oil-millfl in the NavsAri aub-division 
and 135 in tlio Bitimora sab-divislonj bat in the nortbem division, 
with its wealth of castor-oil Bccdj aesamniD aced^ poppy-seed, and 
above all its mpe-seed, such mills cover the landi 

Certain potty local mantifscturcs deserTO mcntioii only becanse 
from Bucli Mtty beginnings largo induatrics may at some f iitnro data 
be Dvolvflti The very absence of all iDgeuuity and industry in a 
conntry where Tcsourcea are plentiful nmy lead to a consideration of 
means to improvement* In NavoAri in the sonthem division, eight 
poraojH arc engaged in tho nuunifocture by hand of a coarse paper, §00 
reams of winch ore turned out annually and sold at a rato of from four 
to ton annus per quire* For tbo rest, no paper is manufac tured in the 
diviHiorii The tanning in the division is as rude as passible. For 
tliree or four weeks the akin is allowed to soak in lime water tiU it ia 
divested of hair. It is then saturated thuro several times with a 
solution of tho Acacia arabica bark* After being rtibl)ed with 
salt and dried, it ia next himded over to the shoemaker who blackens 
it with Inrdhi^i or snlphoto of iron* The butcher tans the goat flkiii 
iu a different manner. To divest it of hair he places it in salt for a 
fortnight, then rubs lac into it to give it a inod colouri and finally 
soaks it in a solution of gar mula, Oossia fistula, to moke it pllani Of 
the two closaca of leather-workers tbo Dabgars are the lowest and 
chiefly make scales or tujvd ^; the Moehis mako shoes and saddles. 
In the northern divlston its or soda is found iu great abundanco* Tbo 
maAMfobony is eoaiiy obtained from Idar and the two are con verted 
into soap at fhtttsu, Sidbpur find Visnagnr. Prom tho Utter place 
soup is* exported to Ahmodabad. In cvety town of the northern 
division snuff is manufactured, but tho snuff of Vadnagnr aud Kadi 
is the be^tand is preferred even in Ahmedabod to that of YiramgAttL 
In tho Baroda division the busiest sub-division is that of wbiefa 
mention Ims been made abovo, namely Potlid. In Soptra, Vasa 
and PetlAd itself, fair carta aro made and good native locks turned 
out, excellent brass and copper pots, betel-loaf holders, boxes for 
jewelry, and sweets or Kpicea, ringa, lamps, bells and tongs, A very 
goofl bUck suuff is prepared in tho sub-division, and at Bojitra oil m 
extracted from and the gum-piokle termed gmidiirpdk is 

successfully prepared. 
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III—TRADE GUTLOa. 


No Epecift] mention ami be made of ibe gnilda in tbe NaTsAri 
and Bnroda divi^ioafi. Biich guilds na do exist in the Baroda division 
aro rathsr o£ a soelal or mligioua than of a commercial nature 
and every snb-di™ion bus its company of Mowho do nierci&e 
en indoetioain matters not strictly or business bat of tnonds. It 
tvill suffice to discuaa tbe cenaULntion of siicb companies in t-bo 
Kadi division. Here every town and^ in some snb-diviaionaj overj 
large village has its guild for eiicb trader but this guild or assoeiat ion 
of traders m not termed rm but tiydi or casto^ Tbe YAnida 

and BrAhmans form tbe to which all trade guilds are 

Bubordiimto. Still, though all Brdhinaus and YAniAs are couiidered 
ineml>erfi of the Mahajan^ when meetings of such associalions are 
convened to settle some disputed qaeatiou of trade or praeticer only 
those who are termed tbe^Ar JlA# or ht^ads of each caste are iiivited or 
entitled to vote. In every town where there is a MaSnyrtn, tiierc 
are also one or more Nagarthetlt^^ or city-chiefs. Thoao are 
Muerally YAniiia. There are also chakla-shcisj that is^ heads of the 
VlitiiAfi or Britbmana who sell cloth^ grocery^ graiuj 

In India everything is so mixed up ^vitb religion or casiot that it 
is not easy to drew a line between the secular and aocrod func^i^ia 
o£ a In all these guilds^ caste occupicB an 

place- For iustnuce^ a MnsalmAn carpcalor must conform to the 
rules of the carpenter’s guild, which has only Hindu members; but 
he has noither voice nor seat in the guild. In the same way, though 
a BorAh grocer must close or open his shop according to the 
prehibition mode or permission given by tlio YAnia or Brahman 
Mahtijant aa he Is not of their caste or religion ha bus no voice in 
the tren suctions of the nor a place in ita meetings^ 

Every Mahnjan has a whoso duty it is to collect tliO 

members of the Makfijan whan they are wanted^ He receivea no 
regular pay^ but is eutit led to certai n pri vileges or gi f ta. On imports 
he recaivea for every cart of grain, salt or molasses a quarter of a jter 
of tho article imported; for every pimkload of molasses and salt a 
qEisrtcr of a s’Cr. On occasions of casto feasts, ha is entitled to a mr 
and a half of r^Ai or ^hidha consisting of flour, rice, pulse, salt, clarifled 
butter, augar, and the other condimonta that go to mnko up a single 
meal. Oo the ocensioii of a marriage he is paid seven pico by thp 
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bride and bridegroom. His office of koii-Al does not debar him 
from trsding on his own account. 

There is oo entrance fee. In the ciwe of a noweomer, after thg 
guild has acknowledged him os a member, lio gives a caste-feast. 

Trade here, as a rule* descends from father to soa. The father is 
paerally also the teacher, but a fcAuAdr, or banker and moncy- 
loudur, will^ receive an apprentice, whoso only rownril for some time 
M tho experience he obtains, and, in aome caaas, the pr esents ho giyt* 
from nuBtomem. The highest salary of a loamor m a ceao like tbia 
wonld bo about Ea. 2o a year. After two or three ycara^ h& laavea 
ins nmiitcrj and sets up iu trade on his own account. 
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and that of a trndo ^ild. The former U general and paramount, 
and the latter only special, that is, the aathority of a trade gaild 
extends oror those who belong to that parlicidar guild, while the 
anthoritj of a Afahtijati extends over all trade guilds, it fa the 
highest authority in matters of trade, and, as far as Hindu traders 
are coneemod, in matters of cm to, A disaffected trader may appeal 
against his guild to the Afahdjan, and the decision of tho Mahajau 
becomes law both to him and to his guild. The Inghestpenalty that a 
JlfaAdjaa can indiot is to on teas to a trader, tj!!! 

that is, *to put an end to all intorcotirse between him and the caste 
to which he may belong,' and he will then be left to starve, if need be. 
In the case of a trader who is not a Hindu, thongh the Jfalidjan 
cannot touch his caste, he is Tirtually outcasted, as the grocer will 
not BoU him salt, nor the grain-dealer grain, nor tho cloth-dealer cloth, 
&o. Ho must, in fact, IcaTo the place and seek refuge somewhere 
else, or abide by the decision of thp ATahdJan whatever it may be 
A clearer idea of the authority of tho Mahajan will be formed by tho 
following instances 1 Some yearn ago, the carpenter’s rate of wages 
ms 6 anil 9 pies. The oirpenter’a guild, however, ral^ 

it to 1-t unitaa in 18(19. Tho Msfuijan intorfered and directed 
the carpenters to keep to the old wages. They would not agree, 
aiid the J/aA«>n decided that no one was to employ their servicea. 
This Iflst^ for a month, when the carpenters had to give in, and 
the Mnhajan fixed their wages at 8^ nuiiaj, and tho working 
hours from 8 a,m. to noon and 2 to 6 p.*,, and prohibited them from 
working overtime of moniiuga, though they were allowed to do so 
at night. The Ghltochis, or oil-prossers, and Chhipis, or calico, 
pnntors, are prohibited by the Ma^jan from carrying on their work 
dwiag certain months in the year; the former from VaiekdU^ 
Knii AmAvasifa (May-Jane) to Jso Skud 10th or Bimra 
(Septemher-Ootobor], and the latter from Jeth Skud 6th (June) 
to Aso Shud lOtli or Daserft (September-October). Sotno years 
ago, during the procession of the god Govind M&dhav iu Sidhpur, 
Sn Shipiia pel tod tho procession with stones. 

Iho iiahajan immediately took lip the matter and forbade all 
traders, whatever might be their caste or creed, to hold 
dcaliDgs with the Shipdi cliiss of Musalmins, and intorcourso 
was not restored till the delinquents had been removed from the

In every townj where' there la a Mahdjanj there is a place ^ 
appointed for the Mahnjan to meetp It is generally the place whom 
the customs daties are collected. If any one has a com plaint to 
prefer to tho ifahdjan^ he resorts to the nsdal place of mBeting and 
aits there fasting^ Iho complalnaat will neither eat nor drink , 
nor move from the place until hU complaint is beard Notice of tliM 
is conveyed to the heads or of the Muhiijan by the on 

which they all assemble and proceed with the case. Trade guilds 
have also certain appointed places at which to meet, 

Tho associ&tiotis of nrAtiMrjt, known ae Mahijan^ alone have fnnds* 
The trade guilds have no sources of revenue^ except some occastonal 
finesj which are devoted to the service of tho particnlar god [ 
worshipped by the Gnmg guild. The two chief sotirces of revenoo of 
the IfrtAryow are fees t on tho mortgage of a house 3 anna^ per 
cent of its vslae^ and on tho sale of a houee Re. 1 per cent of ita 
valoe. Tho amounts thus colJectedi as well as the fiueSj go to the 
keeping up of the local Pdiyumpof, 

Nagarsheilut have varioos privilege granted tliQin by the 
ThaS| tho Nagar»heih of the city of Tattao has a. villago given him 
in mum. The N^gar»fieth of Vadnagar is entitled to a certain 
prcenlage on exports and imports. Tho Nagar^yth of Sidhpur 
la entitled to import articles free of customs duty. Similar privilege* 
have beoii extended to otbor Naganheitii^ . 

IV.-POST AND TELNGRAPIL | 

Up to there does not appear to Imvo been any postal i 

arrangetnents in the Baroda territory as between the Britisn and ^ 
Barouft GovemmonU^ In that year the permission of the Gilikwfir j 
was taken to oetablijh a aystoni of postal re nnore throogb hig torritory j 
on tho highwAys to Deesa in tho norths the opium centres in tho j 
eagt^ K^thidwiLr and Gogn in the west and Bombay to the Eooth. J 
Aaa rataru for the poraisabn then givenj tho GAikwdr was to J 
receive payment from the British Govemioont of all expends 
inenrred by htia in the postage of service packets tbrongh Briti^fl 

S > 8 t o^eee. These expeiLses were paid by tho Roeidont from tho ' 1 
effideticy Treasury at Baroda-j and up to 18 ^ they did not amount: 
to very tnacb^ Ha. 40 waa the largest sum paid iu any one year 
and Rs, jj tho least. After however, the oipenses rose. In . 
the poatal aTTangnments of the ^mb^y Prefridenry began in 
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develop in Gujikrilt^ atiJ the c4>Ttsont of tbe G^ikw^r wbk taken to 
the establisbmenti of fast officer in tlio largo towns In liis dotniDioiiH, 
and gmdiiallj after tbat^ post oiLcea^ letter boxes, and raral 
mosoengers oommenced to spread over the face of tho conntiy, 
Tbo Baroda a tote afforded all fadJUiea for tho easy working of the 
ayatein by giving land for tho erection of hooscfi and stables, escort 
for tho protwtion of mails in tmnsitf and police for tbe safety of 
halting stages. 

Mail robberies have nnfortnoately been of ratbor frequent 
occiiiTence^_particoJarly lo the nortbem division where are tho 
Kolis and Thi^kordde of the hilly iiqnntTy of tho Mahi X^ntha, 
A gang of these men, having reooived intiouitioii of valtiable pirceJs 
being about to be corried through a certain district^ ponnea upon 
tho A either at the hailing stage or the highway and make off 
with tho parcels. Tha ddk runners give immediate intimation to 
the nearest village or police offiqinl, who with the help of ml 

out on the trail of the robbers. The footmarks are measured and 
tbon protocte<l at the starthgpointj. and then tho chase commences; 
os the boundary of each village is entered, tbe paieU and watchmen 
of it are called out^ tbe or footmarks are sbown^ and they are 
required to trace them out of their yillago. If this is done the £rsb 
party is incmasod by » watch man orpa^i from every village which 
19 able to carry the marks outside its boundary. The tracks are 
thus followed on for two or three days and more; bntj, finally, the 
village into which the tracks have been token and which ii unable to 
trace them out of its boundary, is held responsible for the value of 
the plundered mad or the prodnefcion of the robbers. At preseut 
(1880) it IS satisfactoiy to say that the police admiuietration of 
the Grdikwtlr^s nortbem division is such that mail robberies have 
been scarcely heard of for two or throe years. The opening of the 
Westeni Haiputoua State Railway has saved the postal moils from 
robbery in the Kadi dUviaion. 

In the Navs&ri division British poat-ofBces have long existed in 
Navs&n and Gandevi^ but in 1879 a post-office wrjj opened in each 
of the suh^ivisious except Mohuva. In the Baroda or central 
dmsion there are twelve post offices^ one in the city and one In the 
British cantonuionts near Ikireda, and one at each of the following 
towns: Dabboi* Sinor, Karjau, Bahidarpnr, Padm, Potl^, Sojkre, 
Vase, Sdvli and Chdnded. In the northern division there are iftooci 
post-offices, two in Kndi of which one Is in the town of that name 
And the other at Dangorvn, and one at each of the following plEkcest 
DcbgAm* Atarsumba, KAlob Pattan^ Chsnasma and Dhenoj m 
VadAvlij Sidhpnr and Unjha in the Sidbpnr sub-divielon, Kberdln^ 
Todnegar, VLsmagar, Mosdna and Yijapur. There are lottor-boxes 
put up in tbe t:myeUQr&' bungalow at JaiUlvAsoa in tho 

yianagar sub-division and at Beebniji. ^o sontbero aod central 
visions are nnder the eupervlsion of the inspector of post-offices 
in GujarAt> the northern division onder the inspector of the 
Ahmedabad district. 

Tbranghout the state there ia a aystom by which rural messengers 
visit tho villages in a circle round ooeb po&t^iffice^ doliveriug and 
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hare^ tbereforoj connection with or superviaioD over thirty-two 
fie|parfito mail lines which serve rillagea at which thane are no poat- 
o&ccfi. The number of TiUaga postmen amplojod on those lines Is 
ninety-ninoj o£ which BOvonty-scTen are of the Imperial branch of 
the postal department and twenty-two of the district. Tliero are 
ninety-three separate tavrsm and viDages^ whioh have at least one 
lotter-pboj[ each, while Barodn has seven and Navi$dri two lettor-boxos. 

There ia only one GoTernnient telegraph office in the whole of the 
Boroda territory, and that ie sitnaied in the Baroda cantouiuont. 
It is a third cla^ office open daily from G a ja. to 6 F.ir, At certain 
crisosj snch as the trial of Malh^rrtlv Gdikw4r, the office strength 
has hod to he considerably augmented and the station raised to the 
first class. A private office was also then formed at the Besidoncy* 
There are no means of oblaining any statistics of the working of 
this office, Baioda territory is crossed through its entire length by 
the railway, and the telegraph offices at the stationa arc utilized by 
tho public and state. It is perhaps m contemplation to rno a ^tate 
telegraph line along the state railways which connect Dabhoi with 
Bar^a and Miy^g^Lm. 
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CHAPTER VIL 

HISTORY* 

DITIIODUOTION, 

Tee history of the Baroda state stretches OTor a few years oaly- 
For though the Marltha itirasiOEts of Gujarat began to Iw fn^uanfc 
in tbo early portion of the eightoonth ceiittipjj and PiUji Gdikwir 
establbhed himself at Songad in 1719^ it ia not till after the fall of 
the capital of Gojardt in 1753 that this Maratha state can be said 
to have really sprung into oxistence out of the rains of the Moghed 
Empire. 

The steps hy which the Baroda steto h^ reached its present 
rank among the Sorereign Powers in India arc eloarly marked. 
First WQ fim Gnjarat invaded on several aides by bands of marauders 
nodor cor tain enterpri^g chiote^ among whom the mostdistmguiahed 
ia the SenApati Ddbhilae^ intent as yet only on acquiring from the 
Uoghals tha right to levy tribute, at the ontset an occasional tribnto 
and then the and tardeaAniuHi* The second stage is that 

in which the Sooiipati and his ehief adherent, the Gdik wdr^ effect a 
Lodgment in Gujardt and escrcisc a conteated sway over a portion 
of the great plain from their fastnesses in the hilb, uuaasisted in 
their steisggle with the MoghfdS, eaccept by the more turbnlent 
Hindu cloaaca sobjeet to the Empire and by the hill tribes. Their 
ailegianco is to the Sdtera Kdja alon% and the gro^h of their 
power is dangorona to the Peshwa and the chiefs who aide with kiin. 
Defeated by the Peshwa, forced to nekaowlodge his supremacy and 
to code to him half his dominionsj the Gliikwdr, who had now taken 
the place of tho first Bcolpati's inlicriter, obtains the assistance of 
tho Poona court in driving tbo Musalmdns out of Gnjanit^ and in 
thus achieving a task he could not have broi^ht to a stLCCSs^fnl 
issue alone or in opposition to Mardtba rivals * The third stage is 
marked by the rapid increase of the G4ikw^^ still an object of 
avnrsion to tho Peshwaj till family «hs3eaaiona and internal misrolo 
disorganize the atate. At a terrible crisia tho minister of an 
imbecile prince throws himself on tho protection of the Britiah^ and 
at the pnc0 of a temtorinl oesaion obtains from them the ossktanco 
of their arms and money. The snbseqcent history of the state may 
bn divided into two periods, that from the beginning of tha present 
century till during which time tho Bomfey Govemment 

ojccrcised a certain degneo of minute control OTer the intenml 
admimstTUitionj and that dnriog which Baroda was left free to 
control its internal administration# subject only to tho advice and

&dniotiitbns of tio Pflramomit Power* oo^voyed to it bj a Britist 
Heaident. 

In abort, this chapter will bat d^ecribe bow a portion of tbo 
ancient Hindn kingdom of AnhilaTdda* after ceb turicH of eubjec^ 
tion to the Emperors of Dolbi or tbo Jlosidmiii kings of 
Abmedabadi once again fell into the hands of atrangers. Bat this 
time the invaders brought back to tbe iiibabitants tbeirold religiou 
and many of the social castoms tbey loved* tbongb they bad but few 
other advantages to offer. The revenno system of Todar Mol* 
already disorgani^d^ was wholly alffindoned. The once strong 
administration of the Ahmedabad vieeroySj which knew bow to keep 
in chockj if not in snbjcctiou* Kajpot kiuga and Koli hilUchiefs^ was 
sacceeded by a power tbatj by slow degrees only and separate 
conquests^ could acquire throughout the whole breadth of the land a 
rough pro-eminence^ of wbicb the only certain index was the increase 
in the exaction of military coutribations. Au elaborate guferumeni 
was swept away bj a body of freebooters^ whose aim it was to 
^ther the revenue by the easy but cruel farming processj almpljr 
in order to feed the army and its leaders. A Gonsiderablo fereigu 
commcrcn was annihilAted and the area of ciiltivaticn was diminished. 
Former public works of art or utility were suffered to fall into decay* 
and no new ones were undertaken in their place. The administra¬ 
tion of civil and cTiminal justice was to the Mar^thAs a matter of 
importance, only in so far aa that by ita means money might be 
made. Prom a leader of adventurers the Gdikwar becamu a prince 
on whom no constitutional check could be placed* and who^ favou rs 
were acught Erst by military or priestly aoherents of hia own race 
and country, then by formers of revenuoand baukera who usurionsly 
sapplied with present mf^ana the wants of on inoouaiderato admiuis^ 
tration, and Bholly by mercenaries drawn to Baroda from Arabia 
and all parts of India by the hopes of Hharing in the spoil of this rich 
bnt aniortnnate country. Durmg the whole period of this growth 
of the Mart&tha power there were co&selesa wars and ceoselesa 
rapines. In times of success the mufu^^rrb was carried on with 
vigour, increased payments or arreure were extracted from the 
Garniks and MehvAaia, or the dominions of a BAbi wore annexed. 
In evil times there was* perhaps, a groat losing war against the 
Peehwaj or some slighter but more bitter etrugglq either between 
the reigning GAikwAr and bia cousia of Katli, or bet wee u two rival 
claicnants for tha gddL But at no time was there peace or any Icisare 
for jjeod government. 

Finally, by an alliance with the British Power the Baroda state 
was subject^ to the inEnoTioe of a goveranient, swayed by utterly 
novel and very broad considerationa. A revolution accordingly 
took place* by which cortain toudeudes of the GAikwdr's govern¬ 
ment were chocked or destroyed* that, for instanco* of 8 iibjEM]tii 3 g 
an ever increasiDg number of tribiitary states to an ever inerting 
military contribution. Other tendeneiefl were Gtrengthoned or 
under now conditious £rashJy develoiped: for instance the sovetoign* 
who had no longer to depend on tue support of any party in hia 
state, maiutsinod os ho was by a foreign army obtained by 
treaties and by cessions of territory, gradually Mtde the in- 
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finoQCO oi the military class and of the miiiUitora, and ruled alone. 
But^ os will be soon, the resolution was less comploto tbao it might 
have been, hoeause the interfereaeo of the British varied in 
iutoosily frpm lime to time for ressoiw which will appear hereafter. 

Early Mara'tha InvaaionB, 170(5-1781. 

In 1705 the Mei^this invaded Gujordt from the land side and 
gained twn great victories at Rabmptir and at Baba Pidnthi when 
the Kolia, taking advantage of the eonfusien which ensued, rose 
and plundered the country, not sparing even Baroda.‘ 

Two years laler* the Emperor Anrangzeb died, and the affairs 
of the Empire fell into great disorder; so that iMUii VishvanAtli, 
after advancing on Ahmedabad, did not retire till be had levied 
a large tribute on the viceroy. The Maralha invasion of 1711 was, 
however, not so fortunate, oa Sbdh&mut KhAn, governor of Snmt 
and now viceroy of Gnjai'dt, defeated the invaders at Anklesvnr. 

In 1712* a ri<di camvan of treasure escorted by a detachment 
under Mohammad Ibrdhim Tebrizi was attacked on the route from 
Bnrat to Anrangabed, the troops destroyed, and the property carried 
off. The robbery is uscribed to KUaudojAv DAbbndo, who had for 
many vears sobsistad his followers in GujsrAt and Katbidwfir, and 
who, when his friend DAud KhAn was appointed viceroy in GujorAt, 
had withdrawn from the neighbourhood of Ahmedabad and estab- 
liabed himself between NAndod and EAjpipla, Grunt Buff adds 
that Bayad HaBain Ali KhAd, after defeating DAud, endeavoured 
to Open coimnunicatiouB between Burnt and BurhAnpar and to 
suppress the depredations of KhauderAv, who coiununded tha road 
and exacted a fourth of the effects of all travellers who did not 
purchase hi” passport. But the army of 8000 men sent out under 
Zblfikar Beg was defeated and their leader slain.* Sul^qnently 
joining tbs Sarlashkar, KbanderAv fought an indecisive battle 
with kfahkubsing, the DiwAn of Husain, and Chandrasen JAdhav 
nw AKm RilrtftfyRF after wbicrh he Totnmed fcQ Sdtiira And wag 
th<Jro created SenApati (17l6)v<^ Two joara later, ho luicoiiipaiiied 
the Peehwa to Delhi in order to sappart HuHALd Ali KbAn who bad 
come to AD andorstaiidiTig with tbo ^funithtU, After a two yeara 
stAy In the capital the MarAthAe obtainod from tho^ newly nsca 
Emperotp Afiihommad Shdh^ many to lo^y tribatea* And 

from thia time {I7a0> the JlarAtM» affirm, hot aot tralj, that they 
were oanfinned Id iho rij^bt to le^y tribute in Gojanlfc* Shortly^ after 
ibia dato, the SeoApati received aethority from the EAja of SAtAra 
to rcabzo tbo does eatAbliabed by oaa^ frem GojarAt and

of im indopendont rnler^ and, after dofcatingr DilAviir All KbAn, 
touted a Hecond general sent sgainst kioi by tlin Sayads, namod Alam 
All Kkini wlio waa deputy viceroy of tbo Ifecan. Akm Ali 
Xlidt)^ who was su pported by atiraorons great Marat ha ausiliaries, 
fell in the battle of B^opar. KhandeiAv IHhbAdu was of hia 
anny and Ills troops behaved with great bmvery. One of his 
ofEociw, Daiiidji Gdikwdr, who with several of his family had long 
stood high in the SenApatik eatimatioo, 80 dislingtiished biinself 
as on hls retoro to obtain from ShjUm RAja the title of 
MAddar, ortho lllustrioas Swordsman, KhanderAv died soon after 
the battle of BaMpur and wag succeeded by lits son TritnbakiAT 
in May 172!. On DamAji GdikwArk death, whidj oocnrrad at 
about the same timcj his place of limitenant to tbe Seoapati was 
bUcd by his nephew PilAji, the son of Jhingop GiiikwAr. 
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Filaji GaTkwa'r, 1721-1732. 

The GAikw dr family had many years previona to this left their 
village of Bhare or DMtcH near Pex^na to join the SenApatP 
Pilaji waa at first in eommand of forty or fifty horsi^ of the khda 
p^a. Such is the story now told, thongh old taka say tluvt the 
first GAikwdr was a spy or eonfidentia) mea^Eger. 

However that may be, it is certain that for seme time the family had 
held a regpectablo position, and, perhaps, ih^ pdiilki or office of 
headman to more than one village,^ 

PDAjij who may bo considered the founder of the family p as Lo first 
tOBQ to a high position, was stationed at Navdpnr in KhdodoBh 
whence he proceeded to meet the SenApati at Talegtion* By dint 
of energy and vriedom he obtolnedi the command, first of t wo or threa 
hundred horaej and next, after a suuceasfiil incnraion into Stiratj of a 
pdoa. Baritig the succeeding years three MorAtha leaders distia- 
gmsbed themaelves by incursions into MAlwa and GcijarAi One 
wRs UdAji FovAr, another was KantAji Kadnm Bdndn, and the 
third was FdAji GAikuAr**

Here in 1719, Piliji fixed 
his head-qoarteni after defeating an anojr sent out ogainst Isirn by 
Shaikh-ublsli^ni^ Alutsaddi of Siirat^ couiiitanded by f?aysd Akil 
and Mnhammnd Pandh^ the latter of whom wag wounded, taken 
prisoner, upd btiaUy relouaed on pHying a boftvy mnsom. Hence 
he began to direct the operations of the three now entriisted 

to him, aometitnes singLy and sometimes in combinstiop with Ednde 
and PoT^irj os his master directed him. Not only wns Songndj 
tbereforoj the cradle of the 0£ikwar lionso^ hut it continued to bo 
their head-quarteraj their capita] it may almost be said, till DamAji 
moved to Puttan in 17U0^ 

For Boveml years the three !Marntha chiefs invaded and ejtacted 
tribntq from the Surat a^l/Lnirwt', or twnatj*eighi sub-divisions^ and 
the Gdikwar strengthened his position by an alliance with the R4m 
of lUjpipla in whose country ho built and ocmipied aovoral forU, It 
is sjso supposed that in 17i20 Katimi Kadam B^nde and PiMji first 
invaded tho northern portion of (juiardti ami that, on obtaining the 
chunih of that part of the country, the latter estahliehod agumci^fa^ 
or agent and receiver, in the hau^li ef Ahmedabad. Perhaps this 
is too early a date, and is given by people who wish to increase the 
imporbanoeof tha bouse. 

In 1723 Pildji marched an Sqmt and defeated Momin Khdn, the 
newly appointed governor of that place, and from this year began 
regularly to levy tribnlo in Gujardt. His foes were divided against 
themsiolvea. Niadm-ul-Mulk had Enally broken off from the 
Einpirej* and to make head against him, the Imperial party appointed 
MiiDdri5S‘iil-Sliiik Snrbaland Khdn, viccrciy of Gnjantt autf MAlwa, 
and be, in hi« turn, made the valiant Shujiit Khdu hia depaty. 
Hdmid KhAn, the node and deputy of Nizdm-nl-Mulk, having 
received orders to oppose hJm, obtained the aid of Bdndcp who, in 
1726^ had entered Gujarat from Mitiwaj conquered! adistrierfc and 
fiiwl bimf^elf at Hohad, by promising him tho ihaufh of Gumr^t. 
Tho% two defeated and killed thoir opponent near Ahmcdabad 
m 172+j at a time w^hen hJa brother Rustam. Ali KliAa had gained 
some advantages ovor PiJ^ji near Surat* 

The GAikwdr had in this and the few previous years Entered 
GmasHt by cresamg the Narbada at the f&mods ford of B4bn Fidr&li 
Thenco he went to Kamdli, whore ho was joined by the three 
of Pitdra, Chhdni, and BhAyali in the Baroda 
division. The first of these threo meujby hLs knowledge of the country, 
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gave the inTHder great Msistanca in directing hia ravages na for m 
the Malji river.’ i 

On the ether band> RnBtaai Aii had, as we have remarked, 1 
since sained some advantage over Pilfiji, and be had been snflGtieatly

KhAn and his MorStha ally, and, after trnacherOHsly obtaining the 
command of Kiistnin Ali’s ortillaty, in the veiy crisis of a second ; 
battle, thia faithless ally tni-ned his own giins against him. After t 
a aeries of enoonnters, UnataTn Aii, to oacapo the dishonour of I , 
falling alive into the handa of his enemica, pnt an end to his own | • 
life at Hasa (Vmo] near Ahmedabnd, and his late ally PiUji was - ^ 
rewarded by Hdmid KhAn with half the chauth, the whole of ! ' 
which had previoUflly been promised to BAndo ( 17 S&).* .

The division of tho spoils soon led to diupiitcs hetwceti the rivU * 
MarAtha chiefs, which cnlminated in a struggle at Cambi^.* PilAji J? 
was woratod and forced to retire to MAtar near Raira. lint HAnu^d' 
Kbia, who feared nothing more than a disagrMinent between hSa 
two snpportere, eeertad mmsclE to compose their differeaoea H* , 
apporboned the dietriots north of the Mahi to KantAji, and those 
Bonth of that river, luuaoly, Baroda, NAndod, ChAmp^er, Broach 
and Sirnit, to Piliji. It is stated by tho MarAthAa that ™Aji retorned 
to Baroda after tho battle of Arda and took by storm its fort, 
which was then held by Rnstam Alt's widow. However tlmt may be, 
it ia certain that at the end of tho year's campaigii KantAji wentb^ 
into KhAndesh, and PilAji retired to hia etrongbold of Songad, while, ,

Sarbutimd Khdn wag then directed to mate a vigorous attempt to 
eject H^mid KUiu, tlie NirAm^s deputy, from Gujarit. Sq ably did 
he carry out these orders that for a time the llardtluls almoat lost 
tho hold they hrid gained over Gujarat. 

PilAji GdikwAr ^ joinod H^mid Khlin and Kantdji on the Mahii 
and the throe concetied to oppose the riceroj, who had gained over 
the afsifllauce of the Btibia and of Abhayi&ingj Eaja of Jodhpurni 
Tho Dpshot of the first eneountor was that Sarbnland^u sou, Khiiiiji.^ 
zdd Kb^nj defeated the Mar^thas at Sojitra and KapEuivnD]^ and 
after this^ appointed Mnsab-tid-dln governor of Barodaj Broachj^ 
Jamhusar^ and Makhhnlabad.^ 

Pildji would perhaps have left Gujardt altogotborj but ho was 
encouraged by the successes and tbo continued eiertiona of Biinde 
and others* At length he made an atteciipt to c^tnro Baroda, but, 
fearing to meet the Ticeroy^s Eien in the fieldj he ned to Cambay and 
thence withdrew to Sorath. 

In the following year (1726), however^ the relative position of tbo 
coDtooding parties changed. I^rbulaod KbAD, deprived of alL aesiat- 
ance from Delhij was forced to code to FilAji a ehare in the cAauth 
of the difitricts eonth of the hiohi. On the other hand, as Pil^ji 
was the agent of the Peshwd^B oooiny or rival, the Sendpati, the 
Peahwa directed hia own adherent^ PovAr, to drive PilAjt out> The 
latter, worsted in a contcBt with Povdr, allied himself to Bande, who- 
had equal reasons with himself to fear the ambition of the Peshwa* 
Tho two then made another ineffoctnal attempt to recover Baroda. 

Tho viceroy^ Sorbuland KhArij was now forced to come to terma 
with the stranger MarAtha party, and hepromiiod the Posh wa BAjirAv 
the thiitdh and aordeahmukAi, on condition that the Foshwa should 
support him with ^500 horse and should prevoDt other Mardtbds 
fix)fu assisting disaffected and disturliets of the publio 

peaw. Thia stipulation was made eipresely with reg^d to PilAji# 
the friend of tho Bbila and Kolia, of the ifoidia of GnjorAt and of 
other enemies to the Moghols,®

In 1729 Sarhubnd KMn fortnally granted to the PesliwH,, who wda 
now v^ty powerfnl as he had ntterly fHj3ooinfit«^d Nizatn-ul-Mtilkj the 
forma he had before either entorLajned or privately made. But 
the gniut of tbe^e tributes to BdjirAv htul two conaeqaeucea- Oeso 
was that the Delhi court, which IumI shown culpable negligence in 
rofuF^ing Sarbuland KIjAh any assistances now blatiieil him for 
surrendering to tho Marfthaa thcae rights to levy Lribute^Andi after ^ 
refusing to ratify the ngreomentj bestowed the government of 
Gu|Ekr<lt on tho Rithod Mab^traja of Jodhpur, tim infamous Ahhay- 
fling. Sarbiiland Kh^n met and defeated the new viceroy’s trootis 
&t AddloTj near Ahmedabadj and again in a second battle j but no 
was finely forced to Jearo hia post on good terios (I7B0)+ Tho 
other ro?!nlt to which tho agrcemciit between Sai^huland Klbn Eind 
fbjirav led was a more decided split betweon tho different 
Manitha parties* iTic Feshwa had promiaed to Dflaist Sarhuloncl 
Khiin against Fildji loid Biindo; and m 1720 hifl brother, Chimnfiji 
Appa, to carry out these viawSj mvogod tho Pctl^ parpufia. Now 
that Abhflyfling wnn in power BAjifav eonoortod with him to opposo 
FitAjii and, if pofisiblOi turn him out of Ban>da, Tho latter was 
nainnilly sflsiRted by Kanbiji Kadam Bindo; and his nanetcr, tlio 
f^ndpati, urged to the act by Ni^dniwol-Mulk^ put himself at the 
head of a whole party whose aim it waa to hnmble the roshw&j u 
party which iucliidM Fovdr himself, Chimnitji Pandit, and other 
high chiefs. 

In !73 l tho Peshwa was adyancing to lay sie^ to Baroda, when 
ho wsa called off by the news that Nlatim-ul-Mulkb army was 
preparing to attack him+ On his march back to tho Deccan ho came 
acrdflfl B body of tho GilikwAr tiwpaj and snffored someth ing like 
a repulse. Ho, neyortheless, proceeded on his marchj and on meeting 
the main army nndor the Sen^pati, who waa eupportod by the 
GAikw&r, the PovArs, the BAndes^ and others, ho did not hesit^io to 
enter into on engagement with it, for his men though fewer in unuibori 
were much moro officieut in the field than the enemy. The battle 
- that took place (Ist April 1731) is unmed after the rillago of BliilAptir I 

near Burr^, and resulted in the ntter discomfiture of the confederate 1 
cbiofe^ TrimbakrAy DAbhAde himaolf wtis slain ;PilAji GAikwAr 1

ForttiDfllely for the confeddraten^ tho Feehwa wished to eoma to 
terms with Nizdm-uPl[nlkj and did not deem it politic to cnash tho 
Mnrjithaehicfs. HOj therefore, appointed the /onthfnJ Ya^hvantrAr 
iMhlLoda SepApati in the place of his failierj and conaideiiDg his 
lender ago, nominated PilAji his wiidd/iJt, and confemxl on him the 
title uf khdif khtii.^ Tho yonng SenApati waa to manage 

tlio entire reypnucs of GajarAt, but in fiitare he was to acooimt for 
all contribdtions levied in conntrios not jnentiooGd in the deed of 
oeasion of cAanih by Sarbiiland KhAii to the Peshwa^ and 

of the revonne derivod from Gujardt he was to pay oae-huL£ to the 
state through the PeskwiL^ 

PiJdjb as resources of tho goDApAti at 

hia disposal, and he did not dall/ in attacking anrl vexing Abhny- 
fiing. IIq mot with considerabb ftiiecess, bocaiuo ibe people of tho 
conn try wero on Ids aido^ and at last the viceroy, the infamons 
Ahhaysing, the man who had prsmuied his brother to kill his 
father! aonld think of no hotter plan to get rid of hU enemy than 
to cause him to be assassinatect. 

He aacceedod in his pnrpose, for Pilrtji was mnrderod by his 
accredited agents at DAkor in 1 732/ bnfc the death of the onergctio 
founder of tho GAikwAr honse only marked tho moment when its 
fortunes were to take a wonderfully Ineky turn. PilAji left behind 
him a worthy son in DamAfi! the chief who from a mete freetwter 
hecomo tbw sovonoign of a largo country. 
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Dama'Ji Ga'iiwa'r, 1732-1768. 

Abho^einff reHolved promptly to tako i^tlrAiitago of tbo ctRifiisioii 
into trkicb the dcotb of tbeir loader uiml liAvetbiowa tho Miu^tbilA.

Indeed the success of Abhayaiog ^ront no further than tbia; the 
discouragCEnont of the Gdik^vilr party liiatod no longi^. Damfiji, 
after bnming bla fatber^a bcxly at SAvU> b place which on that 
flccoont LB still held in reapectj. retired to Knmlli and busied hitnselt 
with preparntions for making repriaolfl in tlio diction of Ahmed- 
abad. PiMji's ohl ally^ the dffjfii of PMra, raised the Bhils and 
Kelts all OTor the conntiyp and efTectoally threw the Moghnls into 
confusion. At Songnd tho G4iLwdr family gathered its forcea 
togotherj and the widow of the late SeMpatii Umjih^ij waa sum* * 
moned to giifa her assistance,^ 

These energetic moaanrea soon boro good frnit- DamAji^s mill on 
Ahmcdabad met with partial enccess. lli a Ub cle, MAloji or M&hddAji, 
n-aa dospatebed from Jainbu$ar to oppose tho Mogb^ annjj which 
had crossed the Mahi^ and this he ancceiwfnlly dicL In I7d4 he did, 
more; he recovered Baroda* after defeating the govonior Sher 
KMo B^bi, whoj ai the time of the opening of the aiegej was at 
B&h&sinor and was advancing to its raactie^ Baroda hne ever Bince 
remamed in the honda o£ the GAikwdr, 

'Darndjl hsmself next issued from Sobgad with a atrong army and 
mode incursions mto the heart of tho Jodhptir coiintiyj fSter taking . 
many Htrong places in the east of Gujarht. At last Abhayaing ||^w 
fio anxious to protect his own dominions that he abandoned Gujorit 
altogether (17^7)^ 

Meanwhile^ DamSji^a agpnt^ Itangoji^ defeated B&odo at Anand 
Mogri, Thus chief had perceived that _hia old ally and rival was 
elbowing hiTn out of the oouatry,. and this was his attempt^ made too 
late, to recover hia position. E^goji aoifc obtained from Momin 
Khln thec/i^iidAof thn nevemaea Rorbli of the Mahi; entered Yiramgdni 
with DaTml]t and expeUodthe Kasbatis* bot Lia hirtbor advance was 
atopped by BaUnsing tho hfihr iihari^ or the agent of the Rj^thod 
Abhaysing, who defeated him near this town in 1736.* gabsefinent- 
Ijj Dtaiofiji's brother^ PratAprAv* and DevAji TakApir^ his general 
gained many advantages and PnYaged the whole of nortliemukiiardt, 
whilgt DamAji levied contribiiitions in Sorath, K^thidw^r and Gohel- 
vdd. During this erisia in the history of tho Giiikwi.r family^ not 
only Bande but Povdr attempted to the apparent opportunity 
of pushing bis interests in Gujardtr but Daind|i wau strong enough; 
to repel him. It is possible that Povar lost ins Ufo in one en^ge- 
ment, and Bdndci after his flight from the field of Anand Mogri, 
joined himacEf to Holkor, audi rotnrning with him to GujaTAt^ 
plundered the country as; for oe tho BudAs^ but mode no permanent 
nnprcBsioD, 

Homin KhiLn succeeded Abhnydngj, and unahlo of Mb own 
strength to fill the position of viceroy owing to thu continued 
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presence of the lu jltmcdBbjid, somEnnaed to bis 

assiBtniice Bf&ngoji by premising bina that be would grant tlio 
Gdikwdx one-kalf of tbe fevenues of Gnj&rdt^ e^icopting tboae of the 
city of Ahmetlabadj the LiDdii ne^ that city, and the port of 
Cambaj^ which he bad made his own hcad-quartorSi 

The Mart of Delhi ostensibly restored Abhaj^ing to the post from 
which he had been ejected, bat secretly instructed Mom in Kh 4 n to 
take Ahmedabad, which Katonsingp by the directions of his master 
refased to sarrandcr, l^loniiii KlUin i^ccrdinglj undertook the siege 
of the capil:cb during the operations he was joined by Demriji 
in perBODp to whom he had, for all arrears, coded tho district of 
Piirdntijj. and sabseancotly^ in order to outbid tho ofTera made by 
Kataasing^ not only half the reTedties of Gnjarittj bat onc-balf of 
the city of Ahmedabad and in the stead of Cambay a Eibare in the 
whole district o£ Virntngiira. Ratnnsmgj after a l:jrayo resistance, 
Capitulated ' and the allies entered the capitah According to the 
agreement made^ Several of the gates Were handed over to Ilotigojij," 
who^ in the absence of Daimtji at 3oratb, commanded the MarAthte ; 
and it is needless to add that this diyided aqthority led to constant 
dispates^ in tho conrso of which at one time the Masidmdn population 
almost sacceeded m cupelling the Miiidtha garrieon, which was 
replaced, however, by the intcrferooce ol Mcmin KhAa. This viceroy, 
in spite of motiy slight qaarrels, remained the faithful ally of tbs 
Gdifcwiir till bis death, which happened in Febraarj 1743* Thtm 
W 0 flud that^ in 1738, he aided Damdii in panishing the Koli chief 
of Chaniir m the Chnordl, that in L74i he gave Eaogoji some half¬ 
hearted assistance in recovering Virtungdin from Bhivaing, and that 
he interposed to make terms between the tvro parties when the saino 
officer of the Gdikw^r was defeated at Dholka by the goverpor, 
E^im Kali EbAn^ DamAji^S power increased very rapidly doling 
these years both in GnjaiAt and KAthiAwArj aa may be conjectured 
from ms capture of BAnsAb not far fifom Ahmedabad and his demon- 
stmtion against Brooch, which waa held by an agent for tho NMm^ 
when be probably onccceded in obtaiziing a sharp in the customs of 
that city. His power was nono the le^s that ho waa still the agent 
of DmAbdi, tho Into Sen^pati^s widoWp for her son Yashvantriv 
Dtlbhildo^ as be grow up, preved mcompetent for his station, and 
when the lady died in 1747, DainAji was nominated deputy of tho 
MarAthAd in GajorAt. 

He was in a posilion to limit tho dcfligna of the Pesbwa BAjirAv 
even after this chiePa great victory over EkAm-ul-Mu!k in 1738,^ 
and^ whilo Kangoji waa poshing hia interests in GujnrAt, bo bimself 
was chiefly occupied in watching from Songad the turn affairs were 
Saking in tho Decc:an.

Raghnji Bbosla 
was at this time On friendly terras with Daindji and incited him to 
nako an inroad into MfUwa, which was very succeasful, though it 
nltiraatelv led to the establishment at iJlidr of the PovAra, itlio were 
snpporto^ by tho Peebwa, and were notunlly sent there to act 
as n ccranterpoise to the GaikwAr. Raghnji libosla was, however, 
enbseqneatly bought over by the Pesbwa, who fwred that be might 
enter the Deccan Bimaltandoualy with DainAji« The latter waa 
therofoio left to act alone and he reraained some time in the 
Deccan probably to carry out some designs OniAbAi ontertained 
for lessening the power of the Poahwa, though he effected nothing, 
and his presence at homo was much required. For, in 1744, or more 
probably in 1742, BApnji ifdik, who had now sided ngamst the 
OAikwAr, invaded Gujarilt and burnt Songad, bnt on Raagoji'a 
approach he came to torms with the commander of the fort nnd 

retired. , , , , . , 

Besides, ifomin KhAn’s d«ith followed by changes which 
threatened to extinguish Rnngoji altogether. Fida* *ud-dm ^was 
appointed to act as viceroy, and he was assisted by Mnitakhir KhAn 
and Sber Kbfin Bahi. Ho vigoronsly attacked Bnngoji, defeated 
him and obliged him to agree to the suiTendoT of Borsad and 
VirawgAm. But on DauiAit^s rotnm mattora took n turn in favour 
of the MarAthAs. Fida-ud-din Red the conntry, Raugoji captured 
FetlAd, and KhanderAv GAikwAr established the rights of bis 
brother to share in tho city of Ahmedabad. In 1744, JavAu Mard 
KhAu.who, after Momin KhAn's death,had become the most powerful 
noble in Gnjaratand had refused to acknowledge Muftakhir ShAu 
as viceroy, endeavoured to face tho MorathAa. He called to his 
assistance Abdul Asia KhAn, the chief of Junnar, who entered 
GujarAt with FatehyAb KhAn, eotuuiander of the fort of Mnlbor, and 
Rn^nmrav MarAtha, bnt DevAji TdkApir fell upon their army not 
far from Surat, and put it to rout, and Abdul Aaiz was overtakea 
in his flight ^m tho field of battle and killed.’ Fakr-nd-danlah 
was nest appointed viceroy, but was defeated and captured by 
J avAn Mard KhAn, who had at this time made terms witli Rangoji, 
in DamAji's absence, and who was assisted by him and DevAji 
TAkApir. KhandenVv GdikwAr shortly after disgraced Rangoji, 
and put in his placo TntnbakrAv Pandit, who soon began ta 
intrigue with Fakr-nd-daulob. DamAji, to put an end to the 
dissensions which ensued and threatened to ruin his interests, 
returned to GnjarAt, and in order to dissolve such a disastmnB 
alliance as that between his brother and Fakr.ud-daulah, gave up 
to KbandcrAv GAikwAr the fort of Borsad and the districts of 
Nadiad and Borsad, whilo he himself contianed to give assistanea 
to the family of bis old ally, Momln KhAn,* In 1747, howaver.

It has been mentioned that Piliji, after betraying Rnstam Ali and 
aiding Hamid Khdn and Bdndo in the campaign which ended in 
that person's death, took flaroda from his widow. He failed at the 
time to turn Rujttani All's son fiohnib KhAn out of Snrat/ and the 
FawAb with hie Fatijddr Sind ViEah long fought on even terms 
with tho Gdikwdr and perhaps recovered from him territorios 
worth six or seven lAkhs, till at Jest the latter made terms with 
Tegbakhti Khdn a person who, with the aid of his brother Mull* 
bfahammad A 1 i,aiich banker, and that of the comtnanderof the fort 
of Surat, bad aspired ia I 73 p to 1 >ecome governor in Sohrdb Khda's 

{ lace. Stibeequently, SohrAh KhAn bought the assistance of the 
[uUa by allowiog him to build a fort nt the entrance of tbe harbour, 
bttt in 1732 the Mulla turned Sohnib KhAn ont of the city, when 
Togbakfit KhAn became governor. In 1734 Tegbakht KhAtt 
treacberously seised and innrdered the Mnlk, and thus acquired 
the whole authority, in the maintenaoco of which be received the 
assistance of DamAji, who held the Surat pargaum on payment of 
Rs. 2 , 36 , 000 , besides amok which with dodnetions brought the 
Kawdb a yearly income of Ra. 1 , 09 , 902 . 

Teghakht KhAn,* Hakim of Snrnt, died in 1746 , and twovesTg 
after, a brother of the Nizdra's agent called Sayad MiAh Achind 
^rsnaded tho GAikwAr to aid him in espelling the Hakim's brother, 
Safdar i! nhaminad KhAn, with the promise of paying the GAikwAr 
one-third of tho retenuoB of Surat* Not very long after 
( 1750-1751 f a revolution occurred, and Safdar KhAn was restored 
to the governorship, while hia son Tiknr KhAn became kilieitdr of 
the fort.* The latter had promised to grant DamAji one-half of 
the rovenoe of the city, but Safdar KhAn refnsed to give so mneh, 
and the grant was redneed to Dne-third. It may here bo added that, 
in 1752 , RaghnnAlhrAv the PeahwA's brother iusisted on the Surat 
NawAb's paying the Pcahwa a shoro er[an]'to that granted to the 
GAikwAr} so it wns settled that one-third of the rovennea shonld he 
equally divided between tho two MaiAthAs.* In 1758 and 1759

From the day of liia escape bis unfortunate nmster was mom strictly 
Watched and irons were placed on his person- 

After thus oaptoriog Dan^Ajit the Fesh wa mndo groat efforts to yrrest 
Gujanlt from the Mogbai tied the GAikwitr party. The task waa 
entrosted to his brother RnghnnAtbrarj but it proved to be beyond 
his strength^ and Javan ^lard Khan took adt^ntage of tho occasion to 
increase oie power in KAthiawAr. The Pcshwih tliorcfore, detorained 
to come to terms with hfs former riral, a°d BaiiiAji w'ab snxioue at 
any cost to oblain bis roleaao that he might settle hia affairs^ which 
had been tUrtiwui into confosioiit mainly owing to the in tribes of his 
brother Khanderdv. Mortified thongh ho was at the conduct of the 
Peshwa^ vrhom after hi» treachery bo refnsedj ao the story goesj to

Prom this time the Moji^hHl Eaipire in Gujardfc pmctically came to 
an end and the country wb^ divided between the Poshwa and the 
Gdikwdr accordine to" the ternia first tottlod in 17ol-52 and 
elaborated in 1753.* 

After tho caiupaij^ of 1753 Dainfiji leried tribute in tho Viltrak 
K^ntlui and took KopidTntij from 8hor Khliti BAbi^ but neither ho 
nor the Pe^bwA^a a^ent^ Shripntrdv^ succeeded In keeping the 
Koiift in order. The defence of Ahmedabad was mainly left to 
the PcshwA's troops^ one gate only being ratalaed bj Dan^^ji. Ho 
nas soon called upon to give all tho assistAnco he could to tbo

A second 
roguiar siege beuamo necoasary, oud, after idl, the departure of Momm 
Khan was purchased by the Peshwa mther thnn eniorted (l7o7)> 
ll must not be anppoaed from this sudden act of vigour on the part 
of the MusalmAoa that these had either the spirit or the means to 
combine in shalcing off the Haratha plague- It was the result in 
the ^faiAthAs of confidence and a rapid spread of power that 

left no leisure to make nllacquisitaonB secure^ It oxeraplifiedj toOp tho 
incapacity of tho MnrAthAs in sieging operations. From tho mpmedt 
that the Peshwa abandoned hia policy of hindering the GAikwArj 
the ifarAtha rule in Gojanit was not to be disputed. The NawAb of 
Cambay, a few months after hia exit from Ahmedabod, had groat 
difficulty in keeping lihi antliorlty intact in Cambay itself.

Datiidji Gdikwdr waa one of tbo many great Mardlba chiefs ttIio 
joined Saddabiirav Bbatiks arinj when it marched to^s^arda Delhi to 
fight Ahmed ShAh AbdAiL The fate of the rast host need not be told 
boro. It i;! enoagb to record that in the last groat strogg^le ^hscli 
took place on the plnio oE Pdiiiriat> Damriji's horae waa in the 
immediate rear of Ibrahim Ehdn Gardi^s cavalry^ It was his duty 
to protect the cannon placed in front of the line. Later on^ Darua]t 
ana Ibrahim KhAn fell on the Rohilag who ware stationed on the 
right wing of the enemy with sneh Enry and snccess that they loft 
8000 of them desid on the held. But^ still later in the day^ fortuM 
changed sides^ and the GdikwAr escaping deaths left the battle held 
after MiilburriT Holkar had ahandoiied the contett. 

Damdji^ after his honoiirnble and forlnnate rettjra to GnjnrAti 
crashed with nnditninished vigutir the combined effopta oE th$ 
Mu!>a!in4ii mlera in Gnjanitj who had hoped to win somatliiDg by 
the great disaster which had befiillan the lifaratbils, lie assisted f 
the Peshwa’'s agent in paniahing Motoin KliAn and set about his | 
conqnesta over the Babi family. For two he made Visnagar 

bis hend-qnartora and captured the fort of Kaira^ Be afterwards 
moved to Pattan, JavAn Mnrd^s chief town^ and made of the i 
ancient AnhilavAda (Pattan) his capital in the place of Songad. .. 
Between the years 1763 and 1766 Damriji dispossessed the children 
of KamAl-nd-ilin oE Pattanj VisnajE^rj Vadnognr, KherAln, VSjApnr 
and of all their other territoriest saving only tho old Babi inheritancfl 
of Sami and Radbanpur.- 

It does not eater into the scope of this sketch to derail the steps 
by which DamAji now added very considemhlj to his power end 
revenue hj conquests in the XAcliidwAr PeiiinsDla, 

He also modo many campaigns against the RAja of Idar whom he 
reduced to the statna of a tribnlary, la 1733^ jn^ before ho took up 
tho Viceroy's post in Ahmedabad, Abhaysiog of .Todhpnr had made 
over to his two younger brothers, Atiandsing and HAifting, the little 
mdopendent country of Idar. These two ctiefaj though they bad 
frequently fought pretty siicccsefnlly against JavAn Mard KhAii 
and once with Holkar^s aid given him a goCKl beatingj were qtiite 
willing to aid him against tho GnikwAr. R&ising with oil the 
disposable forces of Idiir^ proceeded to Borsad^ where ho was 
iarraaiided l^ the Mardthie and liis force placed in great jeopardy, 
lleanwhile Anandsing was atoteked in Idar iteielf by some of his 
own subjects^ the RchTAr BajputSj whom ho had in some way 
injured^ end scorning to yield to them was killed. RAising 
only managed to get ont of the trap into which ho had faUen at J 
Bor^d by the aid of a Hindustani chief in DamAji^s catap^ named T 
Eajjonsing^ but his army was destroyed. This occurren in about ^

Daiodji nleo re^imposi&tl on Rijpipift tho tribute long ago levied 
On that oooiitry by tto Emperor Akbarj a tribTit& which bad for 
many yeura beseii sitUer most irregularly paid or not paid at alL 
After one campaign ho wrested from Rdjpiptn tbo cesaign of the 
hatf oE four dielrieta^ Nandod, BhAlod^ Vnriti^ and Qovdii j; at 
which titne he also soisod Riind and some other villages. From 
to 17S0( it may here 1 h 3 Etatod in continuation of the history 
of the GdikwAr^a relations with R4jpipb> that a yearly tribiito of 
Rs. tOjOOO was exacted, Fatesiug Gjfiikwir misEd the imposition 
to Ra. 49*000 at which sum it remained till 1785, Ajabsing* 
an imbecile prince* then sacceeded to powoTj and the Gai k war 
government increased its ciaotions. They became tcftV'ier atid 
heavier^ especially during ManAji ■GrAikwAr*s short reign and in 
1S05* till in 1813 the rained state came wholly nnder the 
management of the GAikwdr and the revenue was collected by 
hia otHcers^ e cruelj rapacioas^ and extortionate crew^ IMmEing 
succeeded Ajabsingj who had to resign the rule to his son 
Pratdpsing^ But Jtiinsing*s blind brother* Narsing, proved this 
boj to be illegitimata and obtained leave from the Gdikwdr and 
British that his own son Verisdlji ehonld be proclaimed Rdjn^ ITie 
Gdikwdr had taken advantage of these family qnarrcls to wring still 
more rnone^y out of the UD fortimnte country . In 1821 the British 
interfered* fixed the tribnto at Ea. 65,001 and appointed n receivor 
of the money* Noverthelesa a balance of Its. 3*23*973: 
established m being duo from IMjpipta to tbo Baiv>di\ etate, while 
other large sums wore owing to the fiirmer Maird.1 Ndrdyanbhiiu^ 
with whose name ahoidd be nsfiociated (as a reproach) that of the 
more mpacLons Bachba Jrt,infif]ar. The debt was cloned off by 
1837'S8* Jit 1852 a series of disputes betwifcoii the two states was 
brought to a close by the transfer to the Gdikwdrof certain vil^es* 
while the right to collect oertnin customs wos conceded to Rdipipla 
on an annual payment of Ra. 18*35 L The story of Rdjpipla has 
been hriedy given from the begirming to the end* that it may bo 
seen bow Darndji^s eneroachmenta were carried on by bis successors 
till the whole process was a topped by the interposition of the 
British* wbon arbitration took tne place of grudiml nbaorptioii. 
As a rule* the fate of the srja&ll states in the neighbourhood oE the 
Gdlkwdr has been described in other Gasetteers^ though somo slight 
mention will be made of them and of KdthiAwAr in tins work^ 

Toroturn from this digression to the account of Dumiji^fl attempts 
to shake off the PeahwA"s supremacy. The disaster at PAnipafc wMj 
as is well known* ehortly followed by the death of the Peshwa 
B^l^ji* when the rule pasEiod to the youthful MddhfiVTiAv* who soon 
found himself thwajtecl by hb own ambitions uncle Raghun^thWLv. 
Diimdjx* after the partition of Gujavfit* had up to this time for the 
most part abstained from any flcbcmo to injure the Poshwa^ to 
whom* however* it is doubtful whether he remitted tribute with any 
rogulority. Now be entered into a close alliance with ElaghunAtbriVp

Bdja PratdpYantj and the GaikwdrB would hayo it that for this

If h^to ehoiild be ineorted that in 174Jt (H* 1165) atafMicI was 
granted to DaniAji by the Paabwa^ boa toning on him m suTanjdm 
the nine district^ of Kanidl-ndHlin Bibi^ of which nieiition haa been 
made in the * Partition.^ In later times the Pcahwila freqnantly 
tried to obtain tribube for this territory from the Odihwdr^ or a 
portion of the dUtricta for thomaelTCS. Butj though on one oenasion 
the G^ikwdr paid cue Ukh and on another Rs. SljOOO for the 
Bdbi mahdUf ho sncccsafaily resistcKl till further attempts in thia 
direction^ basing bis redatanca on tbta jrnnud wbich is connected 
with tbe arrangomonti! here hinted at as having been made between 
Damaji^ Kaghnndthrdr^ and Midbavdlv'. 

M&dhavrttv Peshwa had^ we bavesaid^ taken increasing nmbrage 
at the now open hostility of Ihvmdji^ wbetii in 1768j the fortune of 
war placed both the Gdikwdr and RaghunitlitliT at his mercy to do 
what he liked with them. The rebe!lions RagburulJthrdv with npwards 
of 15^000 men rms’ encamped at Dbodap, a fort in the ChAndor 
rangOi and with him was n force sent by Elamdji and commanded 
by liamitji^a son^ GtjviiidrAv^ when be was suddenly eurroundod and 
defeated by tbe Peshwa in person^ who took him and Govindr&v 
priRonerti. Tho latter was conveyed to Poono^ whero ho remained a 
prisoner at largo to the day of his fathers death. 

Again onomua torina were esaetod of tho Gdikw^r. The aii ceded 
fnahafs were indeed restorodj oicopt that of them there were stilt 
held bnckp for Darbdf kharch, SattorgAm parynwa and the throo 
villages of Dabhoij Pasro and IJnitos* But matoad of oi Ukbs be 
WEis held bound to pay an anotial tribute of Rs. 7,79^000. Hia atTcara 
for three years were computed at 151 liikbs, and ho woa fined for 
hia noa-attendancej that i&j bis rebellion in 17(l6j tho sum of 25i or 
231 Idkhs.^ 

The anm of it Mkhs (or 39 Idkhs) wm to be paid in insEalments 
of likhs a year. Daiiidji was also held bound to aatisfy the claims 
of tho Ddbliddfl family and of Khandordv Giiikwdr, and to keep 
strictly to hia agreements conccmiiig tho ohariiig of the enatoina of 
Surat and Abm«3abftd. Finally^ it was agreed that tho Gdikwdr 
ehould supply the Poahwa with 3{)00| or in timo of need 4000 horse. 
This appears a falling qff^ as the Gdikwdr had previously consented 
to supply 10,000 troops, but now tho attendance was intcnde^l to bo 
regolarly onforc«i. Mr. Elpbinstoao^ when mviewisg in 1816 the 
relatious of the two statw, was doobtfn! if Damdii over paid tributo 
before the battle of Dho^p or ever sorvod tho ftsohwft with a fixed 
number of troops; but after that disosler either pnuctual payment 
•wm madoj or the arrmrs were carefully remember^ In short, the 
Gdikwir sacenmbed. The terms of this tniMity were finally ratified^ 
not by l>am4ji, but by BamAji's aona Fatesing and Govindrttv,

tninistera^ Before this nod towards the end of 1773 EagboDAthFAT, 
wbilo at Kalburga planniag an invasion into the KamhUK and m jot 
undUpated Pesbwa, for the child was not bom, reversed the d^isioa 
made in favour of t^njAjirAv and reoognisted hia old ally GoviiidrAv 
as Jchadt khtl^. GovindrAv bad attended^ on HaghnnAthrAT^ 

in person to obtain from him this anpport to his claims, but he now 
returned to Gnjartit with fresh bopea of ejecting Fatesiog, and 
there ia a letter extant in which he doBcdboa to the Poahwa bia 
captnre of Songad. 

\Vhen the ruptnro came between HaghnnAtbrAT and the coalition 
of the regent GangAbAi, SakhArAin Bdpii end NAna PadnRyia^ it 
was at drat mmoured that the GAikwAr brothera would combine to 
support RaghunAthrAv* But tbero wi^ no troth in the report, 
for, when this prince, deflected by Sindia and Holksr and pnrsned 
by the Ministerial army, reached Baroda on the 3rd of Janoa^ 1775 
with a small amiyj ba foond Govindriv and hi^ ancle the JAgbirdAc 
besieging Fotesing in Baroda. GovindrAv had Edready onter^ 
into oonimnnication with the British with a view to gain their 
sapport in the coming war^ for I^anlntrAiV biodia had withdrawn 
his promised assistanco and the Poona ministry had sent Ffttosing a 
body of cavalry which was rapidly approacliing, bo that the eaptnra 
of Baroda in the e£irly days of the campaign would have been sU in 
<dl lo him. TtaghnnAthrAv^s aniietj to gain the sssiatance of the 
Honorable Conipany^a armfl was quite as great-. But it was not-till 
the dth of March 1 775, that the Bombay Government,^ dazKlcd with 
the hope of acquiring Basse!Uj* SAlsotte, and the districts round 
Surat, concluded throngh Mr. Bobert GambiCT tbe Surat Treaty* 
By tbo Vlth Article RaghrinAtbrAv engaged himself ' to procure from 
tbe GAikwAr a grant to the Company lor ever of bJa share in the 
revenues of tbe town and paryana of Br^b.* 

Though tbe Bombay Govermnent did not sign tbo tuoaty till 
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Marcbj Col. Keating bad been sent wItL u a mall force to Surat_ 

February^ On the 17tli of tlmt month Haripant Fhsidke, joined I'vy a 
body of troopa belonging to Sindla and Elolkarj forced Raglmn^thrAv 
and Gov'indiliif to raise the siege of Barpda* Ho imd FatesLog then 
followed their tatrootiiig foi'ces^ and one day, when RughundthraT 
was encamped at \ niaad on the plains of Ar^ by the Mahi rirer at 
a little distance from Clofindrdv'i troopa^ thej crossed tha rtver 
Bimidtnneonslj at three eoTcral points, fell on the flank and front of 
Raghnndthrdr^s cwmp^ took him qnite by fiorprise, and routed his 
army with loss* The skilful way in which the Ministerial Army had 
been lod was aacribed to tlie 1 coal knowledge an d able generalship of 
Fatcsingi whose repntation and prospects rose accoi'dingly* Rnt 
such a fear fell on ItaghitniithrdrTrfi army as it noTor recovered from 
during the remainder of the campaign* lie himaolf fled to Cambay 
and thence to Snratj bnt Govindritv and Khanderdv retired to 
the stronghold of Kapadvanj which belonged to tbo latter of the 
two chiefs^ From this place they wero ignite able to beat olT an 
attack',of their pursuers, but Patcaing> in all matters prompt and 
skilful, kept on civil terms ^vith the British and busied himself with 
redneingtho country round NadiM in his nnclo^api^/Air, and at thin 
time he entirely deprived him of this districb*. 

Colonel Keating^ ioinedRaghunAlhrdv'afugitive army near Cambay 
on tho ?th of April 1775, and QovindrAv also attended him with StiO 
foot aod a few lioi^e. But Khander^v GAikw'Ar, the Jaghirddr, now 
went over to Fatesiag, whose force nnited to that of the Miniaterkl 
army under Horipont amounted to about 25,000 inea, of whom 5000 
were in£untiy+ 

Tho allied arm^ under RagbtiiidlhrdT and Colonel Keating 
started from Danaj oo the 23rd of ApriJ, bat on tho SreJ of Maj ifc 
was not more thjm thirty milea from Cambay at a place called Malar. 
Two desnltorj attacks were made upon ft hy the enemy on tlte batika 
of the atharmati and at tho Tillago of HoTimli j a third of the saraa 
slight desenption took place two days later on the Vdtrak, irhen (ha 
enemy retreated on Kairaintho nefghboorlioodof which town a more 
florious ongagoment oceiirred, in which the eaemy lost some 1200 med. 
At this time their array was believed to flotnpriso 10.OUO cavalry and 
1-4 guns ao^ed by A Frenchman. After abaadoning Kaira the eacniv 
nwrohed slowly through a dosorted and pillaged conn try to Konit^ 
and Eaidnmhad, when they swiftly tnrned ronnd and mado an 
attempt to throw liaghandlhiiv's troops into disorder, bnt they wera 
instantly driven back by tho fire of tho BritLsh gans, In tha 
campaign was of the same tedious natnro all through : tho troop# 
belonging to ^ghonithniv and Govindrdv, badly paid and ennippc^I 
without diBcipIme oreohesion, had been thorougbly awed by thoir fiwt 
Jefeat^t A^, ^d did not dare to set independently of their allies.

them ofFp TheBriti^li ixifivntry anti gnna always naccaodad in b&ating 
off the enotny and sometimes in tbrowlng them into eonfusion j hot 
this edpAiLtni^conld not be followed up^ na their allies neirer acquired 
anfficieiit boldness to act on the oEFeosive with their ratiilrj. Besides^ 
not only liEid the Brit tab no horse of their owDi but nt this stage of 
their history they had not loamt to despiso the enemy and to make 
those apparently rash attacks which wero eubsequontty almost fthTays 
snccesEifuJ. So tho Beason wore away^ and at length Haghnndthrilir 
ahaiidoncd his intention of remaining in Gujarat near Ahmedabafl in 
order to move on Poona^ before tho rains &ot itij as Colonel Keating 
advised him to do. On tho Sth of May Natliiid, Khanderdv'scapitiilj, 
WQB mnJeted of Un, 40*000 by Haghtiiidthtllv, but a whole week was 
lost in colleeting tho money; nor ia the event noteworthy eicept for 
tbo wlioloaalo self-iramolationp/rdya, of the Bbdts and the saorifice by 
tho Brdhmaiis of two old women of thoar casto^ tragedies which were 
performed in the hope of averting tho indignity of a hnon On the 
14tli of .May the army left Nadhid for thq ^falii* on tho ITtli it roachod 
Napddp and on the following day took placo the iHittlo of Ards. In 
an □HHiipported attempt to capture two of the oneinj^s gtina two 
detachments of British troops under Captains Myers and Serla got 
cut off from the main force and hemmed in Ijetween the high hedges 
and narrow roads bo common in Fiercely attacked on all 

sides* tho British soldiera held their gronnd till a retreat was com- 
mooced under a mistake as to the ortlcr given. The retreat became 
allight when the men ]^eached a miLk-busb hedge through which they 
endeavoured in vain to force their way. At length when the olHcera 
ond most of the men had been cut down* the British line advanced* 
drove off the enemy with grape shot and shellp and finally secured a 
dearly purchased victory, HaghiiuiithhiY atid Colonel Keating 
then moved to Bhot^si and crossed the Mahi by the Fd^ilpiir ford* 
Going by Podra they crossed the Dbildhurand reached Brooch on tho 
25th of May where they deposited thoir sick* Then came a check : 
I^ghuTi^tlirilv'e troops threotonod to rantlnj as they could get no pay^ 
Goviadr^v's army refused to march on Poena rill he liad beeii plac^ i o 
possession of Baroda, mniiy of the Ajrftba and Sindbia deserted* till 
at last Haghundthrdv determined to remain in GujarAt during the 
nuns. On tho bth of June it was resolved to pursue tho enemy 
troops and to croBa the Narbadn by the Bdba Pidnib paas. An uttempt 
was hero made to surprise Haripant^s canip^ bnt Bagbimdthriiv's 
troops 60 impeded the march of the British that the euemy^s quartern 
were not reached before daybreak when their troops were discovered 
moving off in great confusion. This was tho act of this foolish 
campi^iga. flaripaut loft GujarAt for good* and* amidst theton-enta 
of rain which fell in ihe end of Juno* the half-drowned British 
troops BDught sheltoT behind the venerable walle of Ihibhoi while the 
MnrathAs camped at BhiMpur somewhat nearer Boroda, 

Fatesing wa3 now loft alone in B*rodaj^ and GovindrAv pressed 
Colonel Renting to begin the siege of the pkee^ but he was not a 
match for hk brother in diplomacy any more than he had been in the 
field* In July the Colonel and KaghuoiLthrdv threw over their ally 
to treat with the possessor of the capita^ ®od* on tho Sth of that 
month p Colonel Keating met Fat-esing on the DhAdbnr half way

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between Dnbhoi and Barodftj wbcd it was agreed by the latter that' 
he on behalf of hia brother SayiijirdT ahould pay Kaglnia^LbriT 9 
lltkhs a year, furojEh him with aOOO horso^ anti cede to the British ’ 
Gororanient the revennes of o£ Broneh agreeably to tho_ 

agreement made between them and the Peshwa^ as well as the 
pargandit of Chikbli^ Varidv and Koral qr one equal in value to 
iBisbora, Govindrliv was to have no claim on bia brother^ but 
Ibgliimdthrd.v promiaed him ay*!gAiVof l Oliikhs b tbe Doccan> and 
Khandeniv was to retain hia former posacssioDs.^ l 

Bossides all tbia> Fateamg was to pay EaghunAtlirJ^v 2 d Idkbs m I 
silty dajfl* though very possibly he had not auch n sum in hia t 
po^easLon. But Colonel Keating wanted a large portion of this money | 
which wnjg Joe to him by Hagbtin^thr^v in order to pay off the I 
arrears oE hia troops ] and he thoroughly disbrnsted Fatesbg who 1 
must now have bitterly repented the pmotical joke ho had played in J 
the early part of the camfmign upon Mr* Lovitmnd, when ho tricked 9 
that gentleman into deatroymg an engA^ment which ho himself had f 
signed. So from the British cacip in the MiiEtu Bigh came daily i 
exhortations and threats of bombardment^ nnder preAsure of w^hich fi 
Fatesiagby the 30 thoE August gave up lO Mkhs, this part payment a 
being eked out by equivalents m jewels, elephants, and piuce-goods. 9 
But by this date Colonel Keating received advices that the n 
Supreme Government* disapproved of the war as "^unpolitio^ ♦ 
dangerons, imanthorisEed, and anjnsh^ EnghunAthrdv's cao&o waa i 
to bo abandoned^ but Colonel Keating contrived to keep the newi j 
secret till Fatesiiig had paid np all that he had ungaged to give^ J 
except 0 Idkhs for which he gave a bond payable in two months^ ' 
So when the roads were once more passable after the rains, Colonel ^ 
Keating and Roghnnlithr^v left Bnroda for Kiidod twenty-five niUes 
east of Snrat^ and the two Glikw^ra wore once again left to fight out I 
their qnairel alone. GovindrAv, whom nothing would satisfy except 
Ahmedabod had never been perauaiiled by Eagbanatht^v to give op 
his clainis and now he refused Fatesiug^s offer of one-third of the 
Baroda state to which Haghuu^thiAv offered to add a/fipAtV w orth a 
I 4 khs. In October he rejected still better ferma, and refused to 
surrender tho six ho held. In short he lost a good positicu 

by giving ear to foolish coanfiols. Desultory skirmishing was i 
eonBeouently lesnmed by tbo two brothers, and their little armies of | 
from four to five thonsand men marched and couatermarehed in tha A 
neigh boa rboad of fiarodu.

It might be prosamed that Govinddlv would noiv be left without 
a rivals but Jbbe rapacious Fourni court reftisod to allow the 
nnfortuoate mau to loave the DE^oean till he bad sigued an 
agreement to pay 20 Mkke doa by Mdo^ji^ Ra, 56>38j00l ajj iinror 
for his tide, and Ea. 43,62,000 aa arrears of tribute for tbe years 
from 1701 to 1793^ calculated at the mml rate of Rs. 14,^^000 a 
year* that ia, tribute Rs+ 7,79|000, and in lieu of mditeTy Borvice 
Rg. 0*75^000. Besides this, ho wee directed to give up at ouee^ in 
part payment of his dues, all Jewels, money and clothes to be found 
in the ™roda ^laoe^ te mako the Peshwa a presont of three elephan ts, 
five horses and tewola worth one Mkh^ to restore Sdrli wbicb had 
boon given to Fatesiug, and^ monstrous request^ to cedo to tho 
Pesbwtt all the territorios belonging to the (Mikwiir aonth of the 
TAptl river tegotber with bis sliaro of the revonues of Surat. Ijj 
short ^4na F^uavis was folly bent on ruining the Gdikwjlr family 
by bis eitorlionato demaods, and it W'aa only by the interference 
of tho Honorable Cotiipauy that thn accomplishiucnt of his designs 
was frastrsted. On the graund that the treaty of Salbai provided 
that there should bo no diaiuombonneiit of the Baroii state, they 
peremptorily informod tho minister that his designs nmst be 
abandoned. 

GovLndriv was allowed te aesumo tbo title of Sena khd^ on 
Ibo ]0tb of D&DQmber 1703. But he did not enter his capital 
without one more Btrug^e. KAnboji^ hia illegitimate son by GajrdhAi^ 
a Rajput princess of Dharampurp obtsimKl some assistance from 
bia mother and from Siudiil's ugant at Broach, and threw himself 
into Bancda, which he Endeavoiined to hold with 2000 Arabs 
and floma <500 PatbAn horse. These mercenary troops^ however^ 
betrayed him, and he was eurrendored to his father who placed him 
in ^uEnement. Ho managed soon after to escape disguised in female 
attire, wheu bo fled to the hills and found the Bhils ready to aid him 
lu ravaging Saukheda and BnhAdarpnr, aud here bo was afterwards 
pined in rebellion by MalhArrAv, the son of EhanderAv, the Kadi 
J^hirdAr who hod diod in 1785. MalhAmiv^ on thn ground that 
his father had sided with GovindrAv, had thought himsolf entitled 
tocUimfromGoviudrdv an exemption from hia yearly pethJcaA of 
ono likh aud Ra, 20,OCM) which was really an indemnity for tho noa^ 
service of 400 horso. Bnt the prince perceived or affected to perceive 
Mme want of cordL^ity io MalhArrAr, and claimed all arrears, Tho 
JAghirdAi^s territoriea at thistimo ooniistod of Kadi worth ^ lAkha^

These two men, ^Ihdrrdv and K^aboji, were destined in the 
future to bring- infinite trouble on the Baroda atatoj of nbieh this I 
vraa the mere beginning.

In ]7{> t, Malhdrriv I 
was allowed to purchase peace by the payment of a fine of bj lilchs 
and a yearly pe^hka^k of one lAkb and 15 thonsand rnpces, and to i

GAikwAr in his campaign flgninst Aba Siielukar,’^ 

In 1734 Godndnir entertained some thoughts of seizing Cambay, 
bat desisted at the reqnest of the Boni1>ay Government. 

There reinains bnt to notice that tbe GAakwiir troops took part in 
the victory over tha NiKiim which was gained (11th March 1 734) at 
Knrdla, and wo tom to the matter of tbe greatest interest which ' 
oocnjTed daring the reign of GovindrAv.* J 

Whan NAiia Fadnavis waa seized in Sindia's camp bis parlizaii >4 
Aba Sholukar, who was acting aa tithha of Ahraedabad for 'j 
Chiinndii pant, the nominee of BAj ltdv, shared Lis fhte, and the Pesb w» 'A 
directed Goviodniv to seize the farm, that is, the diet riots of mhicli 1*‘ 
bo rented tha revenue inanagemert. The GAikufAr prooeoded to 
occupy PetMd bnt, being then well disposed towards tihelukar, ho 
intorcedod for him and obtained for him his return to Ahmadabad 
on a payment of 10 iAkhs. This snm was raised by Rdrii ApijAji, 
the famone Prabhu minister of Goviiidrav who "bargained with 
Aba that PetlAd should be made over to his (the minister's) brother, 
BAbAji, as Bccnrity for the repayment of the sum,*

B4b4ji> with a 
detacniELdnfc made an o^troordinarily mpiJ march on Batva whoroho 
snrpriaed a body of Shelnkar^a fcroopa and drove it into tbo town. 
In a ficcond engngoniont^ however, bis sniall following was in 
danger of being overwhobned when the main body came np and 
aoonrod a victory^ 

MeanwhilOj it so happened that N&na Fadnavifl died (1800). just 
about the time Govindrdv bad writton to the Penhwa to inform him 
of bis complaints and of bis consoquent war-ngninflt Aba Shelukar, 
B^jitliv, tberenpon, nrged tho GAikwdr to roLn tho partizan of the 
hated ministor, whoso death freed the Peshwi^a bands. Fonr montba 
after tho conimoncomcnt of operationa. Aba Sbolnhar^ who had 
atiJToincd a second defeat in a general ongogomentj wns betrayed by 
bin Arab mcrccimries. Thoao venal wanriora threw open tho ^tea 
of Abmcdaliad, of wbicli tho siege had long boon lazily proc4>odii^, 
and surrender^ tbeir loador to GovindrAv, who itnpnsonod him 
flrst in Baroda and Hion in BalsAr^^ 

At tho tormination of bosiilitieB tho Poona eonrt, by whom the 
war in rarity bcon suggested and kept gave Govindrdv a 
#ai{ad^ by which tho ferm of the Abmodabad revenues woa nominally 
loosed to his ille^tlmato bnt favonri to son Bliagvantr^v at 6 Likbs 
a year for a term of five years. At tho eome tiiao Sindia wa:^ 
granted the proceeds of tbc form for the first two years of its IcasO- 
Tbis district bad seldonii or novorj been taken up for more thnn Si 
Idkbs per imnmn» but to the Gdikwar it was worth more than to any 
one else, aa his own northern posacsoions wero mneb intermingled 
with thoao of the Pe$hwaj and, when tho whole country was placed 
under one anthorityp at one stroke all the evils of a divided 
government wero romovod.

These soldiers of fortune had been sparingly xntroduced 
into the State bj Fatesing, their strength had been greatly increased 
by Gavindr&Tj and now largo additions hnd boon and were to be 
mode to their nmubera and power by Appiiji.^ The Arabs at 
the time of ADaudrdT'a aoccEsioii held the gnt^ of the city of Baroda 
and all tbo strong mililaiy posts in the countrjH As they were 
inflnencod only by a aonse of their own interests and w'cre guided by 
no man except tbo who was their paymaBter^ they wore 

ready at any time daring the contentious which onsued to aids with 
any competitor for |xjwer who might onsnre or enlarge for them 
their extonsire prirdegCSp 

At the moment Govindr^F died, the minister happened to be 
away^ bnt hie brother H&baji and Mir Xannil-^ud-diuj together with 
Mangol and Sllrnal Fdrakh^ who wero the paymasters of the mer¬ 
cenaries, coalesced, and in company waited on the Rdni GahindlMi 
to acquaint her with tlieir inteutione. Tho Rini during her late 
hnsband^s lifetime bad boon in poe^session of great influence, and 
on his death declared her purpose to become jrn/n The oJEcers who 
now attended on her perstiadi^ her to abandon any project of aclf- 
immolatiou by nromising to maintain her authority in the person 
of Anandrdv, tho eldest legitimate son of the late MahArdja, as 
KAnhoji was the oldest illegitimate son. They also caused nil t lie A mb 
and other janiddar^ of the city to asscmblo and to sw'^r according 
to their religion to be faithful to tho TE^nPe causc^ Anaudidv was 
accordingly placed on tho gtidiy os was bis right, for he was tho 
oldest son of the late RAja. But from the outset, it was not 
nontemplaled that he shoqld take an actiFO share in the ad ministra¬ 
tion * aa ho was weak-minded and addicted to the mtemperate nao of 
opium.

Onco mono Iblvji camo into power* but the Arabs now tymnnissed 
over him more than CTor, irritated the Harbor by their viofenee and 
frightened the common people by their cruelty^ So did their 
audacity beoeme that not long after tbiB, when IWvji ipp^ji was 
^turning from Cambay where he hud been noMtiatiug for the 
assistance of the British Government and was actuflly ontering tho 
fort of tho city* some of tboir number fired on him and killed or 
wounded mostoE hispiHIfft.i'bearerSr The hact is that tho weapon 
tlie BiwAn had Dnacrupulonidy forged was now tumod against h™- 
The Arabs from the ontset disliked tho notion of any British 
intorfcrenco which they rightly foresaw would work thorn inmiy* 
aud Rftvji* who hod no more mcnnH at liis command than Kdnhojij 
could not Command the support of tho GdikwAr famdyj who to a 
man now turned against him, 

Gajrtll>4l^ Kiinhoji^s mother* who was at Surat urged Malh^rrAv', the 
JAghir^r of Kadi* to act sgainst the Diw&Oj and thb chieE though 
he had at first sided with Rarii and approyed of the measures taken 
with regard to Kinhoji* finding that his support would not be 
purchased by the entire remission of his ps#Aiej^j dotemnnod to 
ospoaso the esuso of the Diwons'i rival. ITio Jighirddr was speedily 
joined by Mnknndri&Vi a yonnger and tllcgitimato brother of the 
reigning Giikwfc’, who nnder the pretence of a visit to the shrlcio 
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at Ddkfji-;p had monagod to get awej from the capilal with all hia 
movable property. On hia ^oialng him the Jdghirdir took tlie 
field.^ 

Both parties Appealed to the Bombny Gevettunent^^ and both | 
oifoi^ for its sQpport the Cbor4si and tho Snmt ehauth, the j 
surrender of which had once before been iDeStcctuelly tendered ^ 
by G-oTindriT ftt the eommeiicemcnt of bia campai^ with Aba ’ f 
Bbelnkar." Gnjrdbfii in additioo profferecl the anrren^er of Chikbli, i 
On tho one hand the jAghirdar asaerted that bin reasonable wmb h 
wag to free the 64ikwar homily from the tymnnj of a foreignor^ and i 
that the Riija privately conntODanced hia effort to do ho. On tho w 
ether haddj R4vji aaaertod with equal warmth that ho was acting I 
eolely by the order of Anandr^v* Governor Duneiiaj approhensive I 
of the dangcra which might arise from the disorder into which Ilia ! 
neighbonrhivd fallenstill hesitated to interfere. After long delay, f 
howevorp he dcMiided on Bending Maior A. Walker to Baroda to \ 
modinto botwoon the two parties and to aecertain Avhat, if any, ( 
wore tho wisbee of the reigning prinoo* and At tho same time J 
iboro wna sent to Cambay a empll andj as it proved to bo, an 4 
inadoqnate force of 20CK) men to support his decision if it were 9 
resist^. ^ 

Towards the close of tho year 1801 matters wore approftehing a. n

in Bnroda wfui moat uncomfotiablG, for tho Arnbe gug^oted him of ' 
callmg itt the Britbbi and most of hia reUtionawero in their hands* 

Still EAyji did not yet wholly throw himself on British flupport, for | 
ho ^ms at this time in close corToapondonoo with YAdav Bb Askar 
whose hiatoiy ui worth somo notice. This able man had been clerk

SuidiA’s courts Now Siniia bati a direct claim on the Baroda state 
for lb lAkhs, in the shape of the first two iDstulmeats for the 
Aliuedabad farm, and it was through fear of his probable mterfeT> 
once that tho Bombay Gorernmoat was foreed to arbitrate between 
tbo contending parties at Baroda. . 

Major Walker reached Bsroda and saw tbo SbihArAja AnandrdT 
on tho 20th of Jannaty 180-2, He believed him to be of feeble intellect, 
afraid of the Anvbs, pnfriondly to tho JdgbirdAr Malhdmtv, bnt in 
deep dojoctiott on ncconat of his brother’s inentcemtion, Acoaitting 
tho DiwAn Riivji of all offence. Major Walker blamed MoihtirrdT 
for hiH solfish change of polity in supporting Kdlinoji aiid_ for his 
norvorseness in refusing tq accept as a compromise a romiaaion, of 
Rs, 10,000 in hie pejAfcosA, which had been tendered by HA-ipi.® 
Besidoa tbo JAghirtWr not only rofuapd to listen to all arbitratioUj 
but persisted in raising tributo within tbo Baroda etate and in 
retaining Vianogar which he hod taken by force of arms. Consa- 
gnently no couetTiatcry course was left open to Major W^alker, and 
he left Baroda to join bis troops at Cambay on tho 8th of Febrnary. 


MalhAndv had from twelve to Eftoon thousand troops of whom the 
boat disciplined were ShivTAm’s 700 IlindiistMttis, though there were 
a fow others who had boon fairly drilled by Parkor, an Englishman 
and Joagtiim, n Portiigueeo. But for the most jrart tho army was 
composed of Sindhis and PathAns, Kolia and Kulans, tho last of 
whom still carried on their persons and their housee tlip antique 
tunic of chain armour.

The British force did not move till tho 23rd of Febniaiy, and did 
not enter the Kadi territory with BdbAji'a troops till the lOth of 
March.

Od the 17th of March Major Walker made his attack pn tbo enemy, 
hijj own troops ho placed in tho contio* Kauiftl-ud-dm on hia 
right flank, and on hia loft was Bab^jL After ftdvandng fiotdo 
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distanca lie fooed that his allies had gmduiilJy lagjjed behind and 
then halted, and, as bis pwn fqreo was very BaiftU, he wm obliRed te 
return to his camp witheat atrikio^ a blow. After this ha adopted 
Marltha tactics, treated the enemy^s camp as a fotiiiied towo, 
and acted on the defensive till Sir WilJiaai Clarke arrived with 
peinforcemente drown from Diu, Bombay, aod Goa (2 tth April). 
Tho British force whs also strengthened by the arrival of a body 
of trocpa Under Colonel CoIemaHi and there wenB now 0(X)0 British 
troops ID the held, and on the 30th of April the enemy wore once 
mere attacked, Lieut,-'Colonel ^Vaddiogton at daybreak captured 
one of the enemy's batteriea and turned its guns against them, and 
by eleven o dock the camp which waa situated Just outside tbo town 
was cleared. On the 3rd of Malhturdv gave hiioeoll up, when 
tho town waa entered by the allies. 

The Jighirdfirwaa permitted to reside at Nadirid where districts 
were allotted to him worth 1} Iitkhs,» and the pBsaasions of both 
branches of the family were now at- length and for the first time 
brought under one ruler to the great gain of the State.* In the 
following Jnno or July, Ganpatrdv GhikwAr, a degeendant of I'ildii 
and Jitghirdiir of Sankbeda and BaliitdnTpiir, who bad intonded! to 
corabine with MulbArrdv, was joinod by Murdfniv GdikwAr, aud roao 
in rebellion. His, Uttle fort had for yeare been BBCcasafuUy held 
^inst GiiilcwAr troops, but on tho 7[h of July it surrendered to a 
British detacbmont and he as well oa ifurArMF flod to the coart 
of Auandrdv PovAr of Dhdr, who now beenmo the contra of tho 
aiscentcated party. 

Such was the first of the many splendid sorricffl pondered to the 
Baroda state by tbs Bombay Government, who did net delay to 
claim an ample reward. l!heGAibwdr had beforo the oommoncement 
of the ounpaign ceded the Chortfai pargana * and big portion of 
the cAaafA of Surat aa a free gift to the Honorable Company, while, 
aotjonbng to an agreeTnant made between Mr. Dnocan and RAvii 
at Cambay,* bo consented to pay tbo esponses of the cainpaign 
^th interest m two iastalments, tho first to fall doe on the lat of 
October, the second op the 5th of JanBary 1803, the Gditwilf’s 
slmre of the Surat atthamn being mortgaged as geenrity. Finally 
the State BOcrcily aubaidised a force of 2000 eepoys and a commny 
of a^Ueiy ^ a coat of 65,000 per month to be?^d

were pledged. At the same timo a bond woa giren for theexpenaefl 
of the iirtny incurred during the first year which umonated to 7 Idkhs 
and 80 thousand rnpeeS;^ bearing 0 wr cent interests B? January 
1803 the following diatricta woroj howerer, fairly ceded t Dliolka 
worth 41 IdkiiHj Xadiird worth 1| Idkhs^ Yljj&pnr 1 Idrkh and 3U 
tliousandj and the lappa oE Kudi worth 2d thousand rupees making a 
total of 7 I^kha and 80 thousand rupees. By the 4th of August the 
Honorable Company agreed to advance money to pay the arrears

On the 2&th of Jal^ 1302 the Mah^riija approved of the treaty 
made by Rilrji AppJji^ and officially wrote that ^in consequence of 
there being many ill disposed persons among the Arabs^ who have 
plotted against my liberty and even my lifUi^ I desire that my subjects 
will par no attention to my order in this sitostion but heiir what 
Afajor Walker hns to say/ He further promised to reduce the 
State expenditDre and the army to Fatesings standordj and by the

oommit anything improper or nnjugt> the Euglisih Obvernmeut should 
interfere/ Hero was the beginning of the policy of close interfer¬ 
ence ID tbeaRairB of the State by the Bombay (rovemmoat^ which for 
seventeen years virtually ruled over Baroda. It wag, too^ the com¬ 
mencement of the policy of protecting cserlain indivlduolg from the, 
action of the sovereign which woe to give rise to so many disputes 
between the two Governments * 


RAvji also was reaping hia reward for the part he had played in 
the above transactions. On tho 8lb of Jaly,* a prirato enga^mont 
was made with him by Govomor Duncan to the effect that the l)iw£n*

Ho mformed tbo Baroda court that liia froodoui had 
boon porebasod by a promiso tet pay Abmed Kbdn baJ£ n lakh^ 
while the Patlwtns were to hove &omo additional compon^ation, 
BartKlu was at tliiB time denuded of tiwps on account of a war 
in Millwa, and Colonel Walker at once apprehended the danger 
of the PatbAtis being employed in aome intrigue to raise Fatesing to 
the throne. He was not miioh out in hm suspicioriB. On the 2nd 
of October Fatesing ontored Earodn and took up bis neaidenoa with 
tbo Edni GabinAbai^ but the Fath&is were not got rid of till 
November, and not till after a strange quarrel had taken plaee 
among the Pathos tbemselvea and their loaders Jamiil Khan and 
Zongbis Khdiij one of whom was ueriously wounded.

The treaty of Bassein^ it mu^'t be remembored, was followed by a

m the Council to which Fatesing was also to be admitted. By 
degrees Bdbdji was ontrustod with the executive powers, which 
were taken from hia nephew; and by dogrcos too Jhtosiiig*s power 
in the Btoto was increased, lliis pnneo, os long os Gangiidli&r 
Shastri lived, gavo promise of being a good mler and a hnend to

No longer waa faitb placed in her Bbittor bard and in thu 
c^ths sbe might swear to tho Shj&strl over the iiilfuf plants Shsi 
liow'fiver, was content to hide her tinie> when with SitAmin she might 
be rovenged on tbeShitstri; and tbotimo waa approaching when they 
were able to work a great evil on bitn and ou the party then aup{>orted 
by tbo Hridah, 

In December 1812 Muhammad Abnd^ who never cessed to hate 
the GiiLkw^r administration ^ ntmont succeeded in onibroiling the 
State with SindiAj on whoso behalf bo was uoUocHng tribute near 
Sdvlif and iu 1813| at the request ol Takhatdbiiii he and Mauduji 
Dhurndbero advanced on Amod with some troops. The villagfr 
belonged to a Garcia family which had onc^ been ILindn but !l^ 
since tnrnevl Mosalmdn and which w-us nominally subiccl oa well as 
netaally tribututy to the Pe&bwaj an inconvenieut little place which 
afforded refuge to the criminals of Broach. The then chief hod 
marned Takhatdbdi^s sistar| and it was to aid the canse of this 
womau^s son against the Gardsid's brother that Takhntdlidi was 
taking forcible atepa^ which tbrentened to involve tbe State in a 
dispute with tbe Peahw^e, At the peremptory request of Futeaing, 
however, the euterpriso was given over. 

In 1013 the PendhdriB invaded Giijardt from fCb^udcsh, but 
retired after pltiudering Navsdri, and veiy Ufctlo damage was dona. 
But the danger served to throw great djscrodit on tbe Qdikwdr 
troopa who behaved very baJly.^ 

Tho long pending claims of the Feahwu ou tbe Giikwar govern¬ 
ment aUnded to in the treaty of Bossain and in the dohnitiyo troaty of 
10I>5 betweou tdia Gdikwar nud the Honorable Co mpuny liad never 
been settled ^ the term of the AhmEKlabad lease was now approaching 
iti close I and the political relations between tho States were anything 
but friendly- It was to be feared^ therefore^ that the lease would uot 
bo renewed and that claims such as tho impoveridhed trcaaniy of 
Baroda could not meet would be atrongly pu&hod. It was 
occordiugly determined to send MAdhavrdv Tdtja Muzunid&r to the 
Deccan j but afterwards, Bapu MaiMl, the intimate friend of: 
Bdbdjij was selected in his place and uctoally Bout to Poonai to he 
foUow^^ on the 29 Lh of October 1813, by Gangiidliar ShAstri, who

infringeaiQnt of tho Pefihwil^s fiazomiiitf. Snch wero Iiis foolinp oa 
tliia qrtOBtion, along^ido of wbioli mn Lho other qoostioa of the 
imflottled claiiafl, which tbo ivcuto Brijirdv bopod^ iis will bo booh 
hereafter, to ^ 00 * 5 ^ 0 ^ Into a mewia of rogaiaiog that position in tho 
^roda atato which ho had lost hj tho treaty of Bskaaein. Tho 
Bombay Govemtneat jsiflliedp if psaiblo, h> soe the difFerencea 
between tho two Statoa aottlod witWt its LaterfeTcncOj hot every 
atep tatoa by the powora wae carefnlly watched. The rotoatioa 
by the GiLkwAr of tho farm of Ahtmodabad ^was aa piously deaimd 
by the Bombay Government whose boondarios touched it at many 
polntfi^ and Lt w-as infiporfeant to thwart every attoajpt of Biyirdv to 
create fresh political ties between the courts of Bat^a aad rooaa. 

Naturally thedisccftMionof matters of fltich great importance brough t 
into tho field a large nimber of intriguers, Baroda was divided into 
two partieSj the one loyal to tbo Bidtisib alliance, tho other disposed 
on certain terms to assist the Peshwa in regmning hie anpremacy 
over tho fSlate. In Fobmary 181-1 tho Ilesidout at Poona^ Mn 
Etphinstene, domanded the recall toGujaNit of Govindrdv Glikw^r 
who was intriguing with the Poshwa on his own account In Mayj 
the Shistri requested that one man might bo either removed from 
office or wholly trusted. This waa Karsotji Shet ^fodi^ tho Poona 
Resident's head clerk, whom the Shoetri auspeotod of designing to 
obtain the fanw of Ahmedabad for hiin&elf,^ though it was to bo 
nominally leased to VitlifJ Narsing nlias Trimbakji Denglia, and 
of working with Trimbakji to mflaence tho Pealiwsfc by keeping him 
in a state of alartn as to tUn designs of Fiitcsing and tho Britigh. 
Takhatibdi was certainly the salons ally of SitdrAin, the disgraced 
miniater^ who was the head and represoatativo of tho popiiUr or 
patriotic party adverse to the British. He proved himeelf to bo Hr 
nitter aad poworful Dnemy to the people who had turned him out 
of power, and he was now eadoavoiiring to reguiix his old place by 
play ing into the hands of tho Poshwa and by Htrongthening the 
coahtiou of tho dm^ooted [larty in BnrrMla and the Poona court 
through the agents whom he kept at Bombay and Poona* It was the 
more especml duty of his agents in the fonner place to find out the 
socnot motives and resolations of the Bombay Oouzicil and if poneiblo 
by bribes to purchase the simport of induential p€>Qple, In Pwna 
hia agent Oovindrdv Bauduii G^ikw&r with whom was also 
Bhagvantrilv the iUegitimate son of the lato Mah^r^ju GoviiidrATj 
whom the ftani GahiniibAi furnished with means.^ In Bombay were 
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Btatione<1 Hdfiz Miiliammni] aodMaliipahrdf^ithebTotbe-r-iii- 
law of GorindrdT at Pooniv who cotrafiponded with Sit-in through 
Hari Bhakti in BnrodB. This cofTespaDdance^ m has bwn uiontitiia^d^ 
related to the efforts made by SiMnim^s agonts to brtba Bom 0 ol 
tho Honorablo CJompatiy^a leading sorrants to take tip Sitardm^s 
causey and to keep him informed of the contents of the most Bocrot 
records in the Secretariat. 

At one time Bitardpn, who kept op moat intimate rolationi with 
Takhatdbdi^to wbeso hooso-he woedd repair in dinguiseby night 
won through her from the Mahdriija a letter recommending bia elm ms 
for the Diwdnsbjp to the consideration of the Bombay GovemmBat 
and of the Peshwa.* Tho pIjMi of the patriotic party was by some 
moans to make SitArdm minister and to onat the Shdstri when it would 
be easy to settle tho differeneo between the States by once again 
placing Baroda under tho protection of the Peshwa m lieu of the 
Britiab. Fatesin^s position was a most dijficult one^ for while bo 
was loyal to the Britijah and friondly to the Sh^tri^ he deeded but 
could not obtain tho very strongest support the Bombay GoTemmon t 
and tho Kesideut eonld givohimj as tboopposiloparty was very strong. 
The wenk-mindod AnondriT himaolfj worked upon by hia favourite 
Ranij began in Septembor be make propamtioUB to go to Pooua in 
porsonj probably at tho Peabwd'a invitation* Tbia foolish step was 
of coarse oheekod by the Besident^a pereiyjtory orderj but tho 
Bombay Government appeared no doubt to Filtering to bo giving 
himlittlcencoumgement orcoantenanco. Naturally enough, howevecTj 
tho Govmimont was careful not to irritate the Poom court aa long 
as a chan CO existed of the diaputos between the two Sutea being 
settled without its iutcrfercnce. 

Gang^dhar Sbnstri^s reputation oa a faithful and Loneiirod servant 
of the British Government had long ainee bioen ostabliahcd; liis 
personal influence over the yonthful h^tesiug^ if m reality irWme at 
times, was apparenGy unbonodud^ and the prmee^ ns far back as 181 
had of hia own accord requested that he should bo aont to Poona. 
Besides it was commonly supposed that BdjirAv, who hud como

Against the advice of hb faithful and cantious friend 
B^pn Moirdl tho Sbdatri had accsompanbd B^jirdv to Pandharpur 
almost alonOj at any rate uimttonded by the large number of troo]» ho 
had in his service at Poona^ BjCpn Mairdl did not go with bim^ but 
without bis knowledge Govindrdv did^ and at this timo tbo Bhibtfi 
had in bis poeseaaiott a letter addressed by this per^n to the Rdni 
Takhntdbiy which contained the ommous tlmoat that under oortain 
contingencies ' the Sh^tri will never more look that way/ that is^ 
return to Baroda^ It b well known how on the 14th of July Bdjirdv . 
entertained the Shdstri with that grudeufl coartoey by means of whioh 
he could win over tho minds of those who knew him host; bow ou 
tho eamC night Trimbakji invited him repoatedly to bo present at a 
ceremony in the temple from which the Sbdstri eudB3aTOTirTO to exenoe 
himself ou tho plea of ili-healtb ; bow he finally cousontod to go; and 
bow on hb Tatum acuoinpanied by a ckrk^ a fow friends and sonio 
Burv^onts^ he was set upon by some four or five dbgnbed men to whom 
he was pointed out by SitArdm‘*a agent^j and by them was almost cat 
to pieces. Trimbftkji mode no attempt to discover tbo guilty parties 
or only such attempts os tended to confuse the evideucc of what had 
happened, wbiJo the Peshwa did not act in any way cKcopt to gn^d 
hb own person and protect Trirabakjl from all blame BApu MairAl 
bad the greategt difficulty in effecting tho escape of himseli and the 
Bh^stri^s &mily, for the Skistrib troops created ti disturbance after ^

then aa in 1812 to withdraw from its close connection with the 
administmtion of the State, was deterred from doing so by its Jonbta 
fiil*conduct of Fatting, by the peril in which the WWAori 
benWif the sovereign's character was unBatis. 
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In September ISlGj CMtaift Cnmac was informed that tbe 
infBTnoiisTninbakji DtiPgIia bad escaped from the fort of Thina and 
his apprehensions that serioas tronblas wera at kandTrers dGi^^ncd 
by tbe presenco of a large body of troops at Godiim larornifttioii 
bad alno been reoeived that a ootifedoracy of the groat Mardtha cbio& 
was on footj and among other signidoant facts it was ascertainod

Ahmeda^d itself was snrrounded by turbulent Koli hors^en who 
were distressiiig tho coontTy, and tho Peshwl's agents were breeding 
all kinds of diatarljanees in the Kithilwdr peninsula* 

Sleanwhtlfei tie dUcn-S'iioii of tie Peshwd^s moui^ elainia on fche 
Gfiikwjir wna opened afresh on the old baeLs of a cawion by tho 
latter of tomt^^ry wnrtli 7 Mkh^^ for the Goyenaor General had 
decided that the tnurder of the Shdatri was not to afifect the general 
ouesUen. Thirteen years, howe^rer^ hud passed since the treaty of 
Bossein and fire years sinoe the present negotiatioas had been started, 
and the Peshwa was no longer satisGed with 30 alight a substitiutfl for 
the demands he had made, while Pafeeing expected a diminution 
ifl these Tery demands^ But events were now taking place which 
were to cot short these wearisome dlscnssiona. On tho 7th of April, 
1817 Lord Moini warned Sir Evan Napean that war bat ween the 
British and the Peshwa was imminont, ns tba latter would not 
listen to reason, and that he was to hold liimsolf in roadinoBS to 
sci^ the PosbwA's portion of Gujarat and the northorn portion of 
tho Eonkan^ Every preparation for war had been made^ when 
Mr^ Etphinstone gave notice that oa the IQtbof May lSi7 His 
Highness bud agreed to give up THmbakj.i Douglin aud to eurronder 
three forts which wen? demanaed of him as plodgeu^ 

On the 13th q| Jnno 1817 tbe Eight Honorable Mr. Elphinstone, 
on the jjart of the Company, and More Dikshit and Bdl£ji lAksbnuin 
on that of tbe Peshwa, drew up a treaty at Poona, by the V^th Article 
of which the Peshwa surronderod all past claims on tho GAikwir 
For an anutiul payment of 4 likhs and renoitiioed all future claims, 
^rbie dedaioD, so favoarable to tbe Giiikw^fp waa justiried on the 
ground of tbe terms being a peunlcj for Gang^dhar ShAstri's 
fcorder.^ By the VIItb Article the Peshwa ceded tho tribute of 
Kdthidwir to the British and by the XVth Article tbe farm of 
Abtnedabad m perpetuitv to the ^Aikwdr and his succcosom for tho 
fiame sum as was given fur it when KdthiawAf formed a portion, i#.

To eonclndo onr notice of tho Supplemental Treaty, n remark should 
bo mmle oo the spirit in which Patesiag met tho suggestion that 
while incroasiug his subsidiary forcoj ho might uiako a com^pondifig r 
reduction in bis own army^ though by Article TTU of the treaty a ^ 
portinn of this reduced force amounting to 3000 effective criv^iy ^ 
bficamo for tho first tinio bound to fight in aid nf the Briti^ | 
beyond the frontieia of the state i£ required to do so. Tho GiLUtwAr 
bad won his state with tho assistance of a MoiAtha mititaiy class which 
had nevern to any great extent, been rewarded with landed • 
possessions. Tho MarAtha «arddrv woro attached to his aen^ice by 
the pay they obtained frtun military posts now all the more lucrative 
that a corresponding amount of real efficiency was not expected of 
them. When British infiucnce wim greatest, that ns, immediately 
after tho expulsion of tho Arab mercenaries^ Colonol Walker had 
endeaveuTed to reform the army, but^ hia Bdccess had boon more 
apparent tlian real, and now Fateaing refosod to saeriJico the 
personal interests of many of hm mrddr^ by a reiluction of hia 
fotcea to twelve thousand men, though, iu order to pay his trJbuta 
to the Peshwa, ho consented to n^ucc^ not the uninbers of his ] 
troops, but his milit^ expenditure by 4 Ukhs. It is doubtful , 

whether such a compliance had any reality in it, but, however that • 

may be* the great war or series of wars on which the British wore 
about to enter with tho Peshwa, the Eajaof Nagpur and Bolkar, 
made any kind of aid the GAikwdr could give acceptablo, and 
tho imnortanco of the military class incrmised accordingly. A few 
yeims later Say^irav, auxions by every means to strengthen bis 
influence over Eis subiocts, which ha imAgined Eritisb inter¬ 
ference weakened, strongly upheld his own army, or that portion 
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oi it wbich diJ not bow tlio kneo to tKcs strsngerj Bnd so real 
reforms wisre- indeHoitelj postponodj ihaii^h tliere wa» no doubt tliat 
so olSdent mUitoty body could not co-eacut with a gabsidiary 
for tho maintcnanoe of wbicb large torntonoB liad beoti aJiedatcd. 

Before olu&iiig tbo recital of tkc OTontB wkich t^k placo daring 
the regency of Fiitesing^ ftllnsion mnat be made to the acricH of 
wars into which the British at ttU tirao entered On the $th of 
Kovomber 1817 BAjirA^ made the Budden and fraitleBB attack on 
the Residency near Poona which resnltod in his defeat at Kirkoe^ in 
his flight from tho capital which opened its gates to tho conqnorora, 
and flvontiially in Imflnrrenderas aprieonorto Sir John Mnieolni on. 
the Srrl of June 1818* On tho 30th of the same month (Sfovetnher) 
the FUlia of Negpnr made a similar attack on tlio Besidency near hia 
capitiib and tho battlo of Sit^baldi brought bim to tho verge of the 
rmu which wftB ahortly to overwhelm his kingdom. Largo British 
foreoB wore at thiJis time in tho liold with a view to cruBh the Pcndhiiri 
hordes^ but tho difHcnlty of tho undertaking was increased by the 
uufiiondlinesjj of Sindia and the hostility ef a party in MalhArrdv 
Holkar'a courts whichj on tho 31st of Beceinber, led to tho decisive 
battle at M^hidpiir. It is no wonder that the British wore glad to 
got any a^aistance the G^ikwj^r could givOj and Fatosing l^liaved 
like a staunch ally* Not only did those events hurry on the 
augmentation of the enbsidiary foroe, but Fatesing placed a 
contingent force at tho disposal of his friends. After detachiog 
400 liorso for the dofonce of Songadj KohmSl-ud^n^ the vetorau 
GAikwiri officeri joined the Gnjar^t armyj which under Sir W, 
Koir was to enter Aldlwa with a force of 200Q horse and foot, 
Kolimdl-tid-din died of illness during the campaign^ bat the 
contingent^ cavalry continnod to servo during the whole campaign and 
for some time sftor the war was actnally at an end under hm son 
Mir Amin-nd-dinj and it did some vnluable service in tho shape of 
escort duty, Ac. Some 200 of the Odikw^'s cavalry, at the aosiro 
oF tho Bombay Govern mont expressed on the 23th of November, wore 
detached from the main forjss to serve in the iConkan^ and rondored 
tiotne servioo in cutting off fugitives and capturing cattio at tho 
ftiege of BajgmL During the war Songnd and the fjuihdl* wero 
garrisonedby i387hor^and(j20infantTyj while 10(X) men were added 
to Bacha Jamdddris Mahi Kdntha force, with a view to keep Pdlaupur 
in order in conjunction mih tho British. Both Prilanpur and 
DhAr gave rise to some anxiety during the latter part of 1817 - in 
the last-mentioned pbco, because of the donbtful attitude taken np 
by tho Virtual commander of the forcoB there, Bdpn liagunAsh, the 
connortion or sorvant of the et^^DiwiLn SitArdm^ of whom mention 
haa been made. The MAlwn war was a moat costly one to the 
Gdikwdr and hi to the Statons becoming once mono involved in debt. 
No additional tomtory, however, was granted to the Gdikwdr for 
the aid^ ho had thua given : all ho got was the extinotioa of the 
t riba to of 4 Idkha he would havo had to piy had the Peahwa^a power 
not been destroyed, ^ 
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Fatc^ingj whm only twenty yuaraold^^ died nftcra fiT&dAya^ illnoBa 
on tho 33rd o£ Jime 1318. Tlio nridoubt^d beir to AoandMv^fl 
wan Fatoamg^B younger brotboTj Sayajirdr^ tbon p^d nineteen yoara, 
(md tbe Bombay GovemmeMt tiolieeitatiiigly urgro on tbe Mabdrdia 
hia nomination to tbs poat of Kegeiit, Aa tlio character of tkia, the 
JSlS, most romnrkablo of all tbe itdera in Barodn^ grnatiy iiifineocod thg 

hi&tory of the Sfcatej a few worda on tliia point will not bo amiaa. 
Brought to tho front at ao oar]j an agOj littlo wna knoi-vn of him to 
the Rebidentj but that little was favourabloj, aa bo was IjcUi to Ijo of 
a studious dispcaitiqn and sober bebaTioiir. Thoro woro people in 
tbo palaco who know him better* Though Seyii]irdv^B claims to the 
y (^p<>na thrones worn imdonbtodj two persona advaaced pretenflions. One 
was B£dhiibdi;p the widow of Fatoaing^ wbo^ on her husband^H death* 
hadj witbont mneb sincerityj Ijhnoutoned to become sail* Sho was* 
bowerer* preryentod from doing fto by tho rcmonstmucsa of Cnptain 
Garnac* who allowed her to adopt a son on the express under¬ 
standing that the adoption sUonld only entitle him to inherit 
Patcaing^H private property. Sho eolocted Govindrdv Gdtkwdr* the 
son of that Ganpatr^v whoj when ii^kinliir or mdmlahl^r of 
Sankboda* had boon deprived of bis fittlo tenitcry shortly aftor 
the Kadi war. Ganpatrdv after a long life pass^ in osilo bad 
died of a Ungoring dis&ftsa jost as ho wm returning to Baroda oa 
tho 31 st of April ISl 1* so that his BOHj in tho ovent of SayAjMv^s 
deaihi would have had a ohanco of rising to the jcidi Tho other less 
reputable pretandant was the intriguing Takbatibdi* who* not boiog 
a lltlardtha but a Eajputaa, was not n legal wife to Anandriv, and 
could not seriously bopo that her children should succeed to tho 
gddi She had* howoverj vague ambitions and perhaps hoped to 
wheedle the fond Anaadrdv into recoguising one of theuiaa rfjgetit 
or heir, Bohind these ladies was n numerous party* perhaps all 
the mmlsters and darakkdur^f who were scheming to kjeep Saydjii^v 
nut of bis rights^ the moat promiueat among them Vithalniv* tJio 
minister, openly favouring ttie cause of young Goyindriv* The fact 
is that tho mimsters, ladies, and favourites had* for a kn^b of tinio^ 
onjo-yed prhriloges and powers which they knew would be taken 
from them by a prince of BaydJirAv^s stamp of mind. Their fears 
were fully rcaliacd^ for be tnmed out to be a man of except 
tional vigoor and Bolf-assertioHj and of extraordinary tenacity of 
fiurposo j kaloua of interference or anything savouring of dictation | 
capable of the moat vindictive and pr^ractod hatred towfirds those 
who opposed him or denied bis authority; fond of power, and fonder 
still of money j distrustful of hiamiuUtorSj and yet unfortunately led 
by them into all Muds of crooked ways; phyaienlly timid and 
nahirally fond of display, and yet driven by his strong will not to 
give way an inchm any direction, and to subordinate bfa expenditure 
to the steady oDontoulatJon of money. Ondoubtedly it was much to bo 
regretted that be had not boon better educnted|for then perhapa he 
would have underatood hii own intoreats and thaso of tbo State bettor^ 
and some uf tboreeommcudatioiisof the Bi.uabay Government would 
have found favour with Um. U is probabte that be of ad tbu 
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Gaikwirs is regarded by hia HubieeU witb the most jeapectj for ho 
conaiderato towards tlioae who jiurroundod him* long aa ho 
did not auapect them of thwotting him^ and in hia ptivato lifo ho 
was exceptional I j moral- Rk Toog i*eigii was pasaed in almost 
rniintemipted opposition to tho Bombay GoTornmonti during the 
course of which he tvas by ttimg pnniahed imd conciliated without 
any pftrticnlar resnlt. in the end be gained hk own way in most 
respects, thongh at a cost nltimately mmotiB to the state. 

At the very outset of hia ptiblic life Say^jirdVj who focmd himself 
aloDo and nnsopportcd, eveti| as he thought^ by tha Bombay 
Govemment, turned for assistance to a man who was possiblj the 
biggest rogne in India. ^ DhAkji Dildiji, as has been stated, was 
the unworthy anccesaor of Gnngidhar Sh^atri in the post of Native 
Agent at the Eesidency, to ^mch he wan appomtM by Captain 
CarnaCj whose hither bad had boBlness relations with hia family* 
The Eeaident boUeved in the man, and gave him credit for having 
saved the State -10 IdkUs by reducing the rate of interest. 

In opposition to a wiso Govemnient order issued in 1805| bat at the 
earnest racdtomendation of Captain Camaoj the Bombay (^vemment 
allowed Dh^kji to retain hb post of agent and to bo<^me joint¬ 
ly o/adur to the native stated that ia, to conduct a Largo banking 
business with the State, in which be did not delay to commit some 
onormonB frands* Those did not at once come to tbo knowledge of 
tho Resident^ but they very qnioMy created great disordora in the 
money mstiera of the State. Sayijiratv wag plcaaod with Dhdtji, 
bocacso the latter pretended that he had eeponaed bis interf^ts 
against Govindrdv, and perhaps he thought- it good to make fiiendG 
with ISO clerer a man whom, moraver, ho believed to be petted by 
the Resident^ At any mte. Captain Camac acting, aa he tbonght^ 
by the wish of the regent^ applied for Dhiikjik nomination to the 
post of miniater^ Tbo Supreme GovernmeTit reluctantly gave the 
man bis choice between service at the Residency or service in the 
State, and, against the jiidgmont of the Boml^y Governmetiti he 
waa suffer^ to lis&ve the residency in Septomber 1819 and to take 
up the work of minister* Before long all kinds of complaints and 
enspicions arose ; among other matters there were mmonrs of 
miners committed by Dhdkjik *jum^Mia Umyiishankar, but for 
a time the Government hesitated to interfere with the aflkira of the 
Giikwir by instiintiag an enquiry into the acta of their Own servant, 
in Januaryi boweverj they Tecommended that hq should dismissed 
from hia post, and SnydjirAv was glad enough to cany out the 
proposals. But DMkji Wd been promised a salary of ouo Mkh of

30^000 were giFon him in the shape of three 
inaj» rillftg^s. Was t ho grant to bo wsthdiawn imd who was to 
succeed as minister f These matters wore left to bo doddi^d bj the 
Goromor in person after a via it to Baroda. 

Snob a visit was likoly to prove advantageons owing to Rcretiil 
events which biul lately t^cn place in Baroda. By the fall of the 
Fcshivni the Giikwhr govenmient had hpcome eiempted from paying 
the yearly tribute of 4 Mkhs duo to tho Peahwa; but Ibo coDtingent 
had now returned from l^Mwa and SayAjir&v asked that, aecordinj^ 
to tbo atipahition made in tho Yllltb Article of the treaty of 1817, 
be should share in tho beneRts of tho vietorios gained during the war. 
The British Government did not consider him entitled to any fnrther 
advantages, tbongh the sab si diary force employed wn3 maintained tit 
a cost of over 24 likhs a year, and tho eapicnses of tbo con tin gent 
during two years had amounted to over 391 lakhs. SftViipTAT was 
bitterly mortiOed at this decisioiij thongh he might reasonably have 
considered that indiroclly the gain to the State bad been enormous;, 
ns it was no longer possible for any onemy to invade or bully bis 
State in the way the Pesbwa^ the PoudMris^ Holkarj and Sindia 
had done for many years past. Bat the cost of the war and other 
circamfitances had once again plunged the State into that sea of 
debt out of which it had alragglod by eflbrts continually ei;nrciBed 
for ne^y twenty years. Itito the present condition of its ol^irs, 
thcrefOire, the Governor of Bombaj-j the Kight Honourable Mr 
Mouutstnart Elpbinstonej was txnmng to enquire. BesideSp the 
status of tbo Hitja was to nndergo a change.^ On the 2ud of October 
1310 the poor RAja AnandrAv had died at the age of fifty-fivOp the 
shops in the city hod been cloaed for twelve days^ the old seal 
had been broken and a new one made^ the criera had proolaimed 
SayijirAv MaharAja, and a new order of things was going to take 
place. In addition to these eventSj two family quarrels Sad ariien 
which required appeasibg. 

Saya'jiraV (II.) Ga'ikwa'rp 1619-1847. 

The first quarrel was between SayAjirAvand Bddhibib the widow 
of Fatesing. When Captain Carnan allowed this lody to adopt 
GoviadrAv GAikwAr* he had informed her that the adoption itself 
would not give the youth any additional right to the anccession. 
He had some diBicnlty in persaadibg SayAJiniT to settle on Fatesing^s 
family nemnulcM worth in all Rsh. 93,000, for the prinoa really feared 
tho pretonsious of the youth, backed as they were by a strong |>arty . 
And he was right, for whoD| before the actual fflyment of tho salary^ 
the ladies of the family were requested to iig^ a proviso that 
GoviadrAv by the adoption acquired no rights to the succession, 
RddhAhAi and the others declared that they bad never heard of 
Captain Caraftc*s warning to them, founded though it hod been on 
the decision of the Bombay Ooverdmenh BAdhAbai not only refused 
to sign tho provifiOp. but she withheld as belongibg to her late 
hoab^d, certain royal insignia which SayAjiniv declared were statu 
property. Thereupon SayijirAv refused to pay her a farthing though 
arrongly preesodtodoBobv tbo Bombay Government. Sabsequently 
>fr. Blpbinitoue approved of his policy, for the vakils of the family 
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Lnd used fltrong limg^ingo daring the diijCiisaioii: ' We ttf® neither 
aarviiiitflj stronger^j nor rclationBj^ but maatcfr of the Gidtwdrs 
territoi'y and estate-' So the quarrel waxed fiercer: Bddhibdi 
entrenched licr^olf in Fatesing'fl house and laid taods on all aho 
could claim as her own. GajdiirAy, by withholding the n^jinuk^ 
dot only put the family to great straits^ out filehod away sonio of 
the property it claimed aod confln^ in priBon nnmy of the 
hLiniiy sen^atita olid depeudeuta on the pneteuce that they woro 
creating a diEturboueei Ho hi mad f the whilo woa persuaded that 
a Conspiracy biul been modo to assaasiQate hinij and dJd tiot voDture 
front his bouse uuless attondod by numeroua won-arrued followers, 
Mr. Elphinatoue, when ho visited Barotlo, investigated tho wliolo 
matlor, and finding that llidhdbili still niaiataiued that fay the 
adoption GovindrAv's right to thoyd<2i was greater than &ayijirfiv'BjOr 
that ho was at least entitled to be the noxt MahirA]a^ he withdrew 
the Eritlab guanmteo to the twninaA'- * Eut the quarrel kept 
HiinmDring qn in Barodo;^ till it biassed up in the strangest manner 
nine yours later. 

Sayajirdv's Second quarrel was with Taklmt4b4i and was of a more 
hircical tam^ for thorn was always sometbing amusingly impudent 
in that lady's behavicpur. On A.i^andniv's death she, like Kddbdbili, 
who had gained eonaethimg by the movoi threatened to become saH^ 
but as no faith was placed iu her assertion^ her son Balvantriv got 
Dothiug by the trkkj though bolb be and she advanced claims to 
bis auccension* But the quairrel centered on that jewel room 
upon which ^naudrav had lovingly fixed bis last gWoo from 
Ins death bed. ITie lady doclarod that some of the jewels were her 
private property^ and Say^jirdv asserted that they belonged to the 
State, m toat Captain Camoc^ till an arrangement could he made^ 
had to place sen tries over the door of the room. It is true that them 
waa a iWk entrance by which for some time admittance was gitincdj 
till Lbal too was stoppod. At length Say&jirttv_, at Captain Camac's 
siiggestion^ reluctantly granted TakhaUlbdi and her family allow* 
ancea aiuoumting to i^74^fiOO,* Mo fiuhseqtienilj denied that he 
hsul done bo, but was brought to book^ and so finally gave in. 
Finding that this was 00 * Mr. Elphinstono took off the aentriea and 
allowed SayAjin&v to get at thu jewels- 

Ecsides temporarily icttliug those quarrels hfr. Elphinstono, daring 
his memorable visit in April 1320* placed some more important

mnitera on a bsHU whicU he hoped would be a Omi one.* FirSit 
and fureniii^ti ho put an end to the CfOinuisaafon whieh^ with tbu 
Eofiidoiit at its head, liad^ during tlia imbucilo Aiumdrdv^s reigrij 
oarried on the ndminiatration for tlio Maharaja, In a letter dated 
7tli April i82D| Sir. E]phiiiHtoii& mformed Ilia lliglmesSj ^Tbu 
arniQgeniqTit of a ooiiimia^i Dii is no longer noccasmryj the govamment 
will hoocoforward bo oandtioted hj Highnem in persoiii and all 
cojnplainio and representations are henceforward to he addressed to 
him.'* Bot in a long letter dated four days eoriiorj® a lotter to 
wliicli SayAjirAT bad objected on the HCDre of its length, the 
Governor had informed the MaMriija that all foreign affaii^ wore 
to romaiu nader the exeltiaivo managonront oi the British 
Government^ bat that in Lotemal affaira tlie Giikw^ilr woft to bo 
iinrestrftiiiod+ Still it wna provided that the ongagemeuts with 
guaranteed bankors wore to be kept*^ that the Kealdcnt lo bo 
informed of the plan of Aaanco determined on each year, to have 
free acce^ to all ooconiits and to be cousdllod before any large and 
new exporL9<Mii worn incuired, that the BritlBhguanintousto ministors 
and others were to l>o observod, and that the Bombay Governniant 
was to be consaitcd before the choice ef a new minister was made* 

BajitjiTdv oheerfally ncc<^ted tbe situation. PerhapH ho did not 
forewe that each of tho proviJSOB was destined to be the roufco of 
endlesB tpoublesu Tho last one created a coolness before the Governor 
left India. It was decided by tbe Governor that Dhjikji wob to be 
dismissed, but before stating who Eucceeded him it may be as 
well to trace to its end the history ef this bad man. Ho waa 
deprived of his money salary * but Mr. Elphiostono thought that, as 
no traasoD had beon proved against him^ he shonid retam his imim 
villages worth Rs. 30,000 a year, tbongb ho distiELCtly informed 
tlie Bapreme Government that no gmrantoo was given SayAjirAv 
at once brought heavy cliorges of emliezzlenient against Dhdlcjii 
though the latter contmoed to roaido in Borodaj oatenaibly to settle 
hiB jw^flddrt nRolrs, really in the hope of regaining his influence 
with the MabArjija, wherein he nearly succeeded.*^ By the 24th of 
Gepbember 1021, the einbezzlemcDt being proved, the British 
protection waa withdrawn from Dluikji, and, shortly after, though ho 
got clearof all claima fromhis partners i n thepofe[?dn,Ssjdi i rdv resumed 
the iLitrim vtllogen, ebtainod nnd torn np his fiaund, and made liiin 
disgorge Rs+ 7^7o,0(K), to enable him to do which, he was allowed to 
plunder his agent Umny^hankar. TliOiigh he waa but a convicted 
rogue, tho Homo Government in 1835 directed the Bombay 
Government to insist on SajAji’s retnniing Dluikjt the ind^vi villages, 
oa Mr. EUphitiEtonn^s decision, in which it was oKpresalj sbeLcd that 
t her^ woa no gimmnteo bnt tliafc the villages should bo t^^umablo at 
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ilie Gdikwdr’M pleasure, bad boon upset in )82l- The Bombay 
Government really approved of SnyiijirAv's policy in roBiiiaing^ mo 
villngcs, and yet in 1310 SayAppAv had to pay up all uiroam for 
sovouleeti yenra on their aooount with interest j ui iiccordaiiee witb t™ 
prtlerof tlio ILonomblo Court of Directors conimtiDicatod on th& *.ord 

Juno 1058v Aboiifc tliia timo Cnptaio Cnmad* then Sir Jaipos 
Caniuc ivnii Govomor of Eombtiyy ivas on tho point of vmtinj^ 
Enrodn to settle somo points iivliich ^yitjiniT bad vety much at boarL 
Dhiikjit tmdinfjf on bis supposed loHuonco with lu8 old masber^ 
inducod the ^ihibaT/ija toboliovo tlmt if 5 Ukhs wero luiTaiiced to 
liitn lio would indued tbd UoyorDor to g^iYO Saryijirdv h\^ cur* At 
the Bamo time ho impndontly wrote to Sir JAmcfl Cartmc to 
reccunmcnd his claitns privately to Ibe Gnikwjir^ T,ho^ letter was 
returned, but Dhsikji gncccodcd in making bayAprdv believo that a 
bribe of 5 lAkha was not largo euooglij and tliat 124 - lakbs wore 
required to pay the Governor and hia Bccrotary. In January 1841 
a aum of l&klis w&s accordingly forwarded to Bombay^ bat as 
Sir James Camac did not eoncodE all SayAjiiAv wantodj two ageota 
of GopAlrav Muiral, the trusted fridnap were aent down ^ make 

ciinuirics. Theao Dbrfrkji won over, and five Mkha were paid him. 
Still llLs UighiiCBs auspecting that all ‘W’as not rightj sent down a 
fresh emissary whom Db^kji could not bribe bat did itjanngn to 
throw into prison for a time on u false charge of debt. During the 
sahsequeut trial on this chEugn the whole truth grfluiaally 
betzamo known to the Uombuy tioveramimti though it was long 
before Sayiijirfv woald reveal what he had done. Yet after all thiSj 
the Govornment stUl insiated that thoi Mahardja should oontinacr to 
l>ay Dbilkji tho full atnotiui of his indm to the dny of has death in 
whoa forttmately bo loft no heirs. 

To return to Mr. Elphinstone^s visit nnil the choice of a now 
liiinistor : thono was only one person to whern the Governor ohjooted, 
and yot this was the very uiun whom Snydjirri.v Eteloded and had 
indeed wished to select before Dlaikji's appointment* SilAr4in soon 
after bis oiilo to NavsAri in consequence of his partimpation m 
tho oventa which prCDoded the Shdstri^B murder^ had hod his 
n^muait inoreasod from forty to sixty thoasand rujMNiSsa yenri so great 
a favonrito was ha at Horoda.^ At ^ayAjirdv^a r0C|UCftt he was nJluived 
to rctnro to Baroda vl a private cbarnclor, atidj thongh provonfeod 
by Mr* Elphinstono from becoming mmistor, ho was froqnontly 
conauUnd by the Mnbjinlja to tho day of hia death which took placo 
in 1823 * 

Failing to get Bitdrdm, SAyAjirAv declared tluit ho did not cam a 
bit who was niB Diwjln^ and with groat show of indiSoreoco firat 
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aelcet^ Yitlkalntv D^vdji and afiDr bita tbu Vitbnlrdrj callad Bbdu^ 
ftdti o£ Bdb^i^ wbdm he Imd two years before liatod for favourinjsf 
Govindrttv G^kwdr^a cause^ He eventually eolocbed the latter a$ 
bis ministerj^ but witbgniti ever trostbg him, and joined to him in 
hifl office Vitbalrdv Devaji who was the cleverer maa and who Boon 
entirely ousted bis piartner^ Yithairdr Bevnjij after a time and for a 
time* * bccamo a great uetof the Mahdrdji^Sj but at about this period 
the latter trusted neireer of bia ministors entirely^ and omplojad 
a third pereon Mir Surfanin Ali to watch them both, A abort 
digression will serve to trace tbo histoiy of Vitbalrdv^s adopted sotij 
whom Saydjiriiv hated andthe British guarantee was deemed to protect. 
The minister died in 1828 and his adopted son Bbdskurrdv was allowed 
to snccecd to the post and moat of tho emolniucnts of IfAd^yit'dh^ 
In 188G he fell nndor the displeasure of the mioister Vanirdm from 
the same can so as had Pil^lii^ and tbo nest year hLa {Bhitsksmiv^s) 
natural father wus pormitted to proceed against him by armed force 
and confino him« He yrna relcasi^ by the Hosident nud assured of 
protection os long as he behaved wcUj but in 1633 ho was guilty of 
a foul murder wMch His Highness would have punfsbed lightly 
enough had he not been the object of hU disliko. His ftetanulu ivaa 
proaervod to him by Britbh interfereucoi but he waa fined a foil 
year^a salaiyi Re* ZO^OOO. He was on Hl-cOnditioned careless luan^ who 
afterwards got bopelesaly into debt, and lost the British gnarontoo 
in l8o5 for attempting to bribe tlio Rosidontj or^ as really hupponod, 
for papng to the Resident's acrvaula money which hs Klicved 
reacnoa the Resident himsolfi 

ThuSj with the oxception of Sitdrdm, His Highnosa was allowed to 
choose bis own miniaterp and Mr. £lpbinstone wisely determined that 
for tbo future tbo Native Agent was no longer to have any political 
inflacncc though be was atill to get a good Ho directed the 

Resident officially to »ct in person in all importjmtinDttGirfi, toabstaia 
from intorfering in tho intomat concema ot tbo state, and to offer 
advice only with regard to matters likely to serioosly affect the 
BtatOp to hear no complaiiits except from guArantecd personsj but 
to keep a sharp look-out on the ex^nditnro^ Such were tbo main 
results of tho Govemor^a visit, if wo except the armngemente 
mado regurding the doht^ the finaucca and the tributniy stateu which 
are dctfiiJcd elsewhere^* 

^y^jirdv hnd certain ckima to nrge on tho Bombay Govortiment 
which sprung from the altorod state of GuisrAt and the Irea^of 
1817, For inatancCi the Gdikwdr cloiincd a tribute from tbo 
H Doomblti C^rn^ny as poojsessor of tbo Ahmedabnd farm under the 
name of allegiug that ho bod acquired by ^ oustom* n

It niay be briolly noticed that SayiSJirllT did not keep certain 
promiscji ihiki be hsvd mado to paj off tbe giiaranteod dobtj and that 
after the year 1823-2-1 tho oml^rmssiticnt becatne so groat that the 
KeBideuti^na under tho nisceasitj of offering His Mighnesa agmo rory 
an palatable advice. Hn reQOintneaded hltn to off a portion of 

the dobtfi from big privntotreasttry which be could caaiiy afford to do/ 
for though the public debt WEia mpidlj mcroasing SayAjird? contrived 
under his mother's ndvico to augment hia private etorcs by fair and 
unfair means. The ^lahiin&ja abscltitely reftised to follow this advicej 
and matters political fte well oa finanma] wont from bad to worac^ till 
tho death of tfao Rdtii Gahiaabdij when, as slatf^d by the Resident 
Mr. Williams in his despatch dated the Slstof May 1827, SayAjirAv 
oonsented to the isatm of septennial loasea of tho maMU to 
ros]>cctabln men, chiefly the great State creditors^ instead of animal 
leascB to of doubtful means atid position* For it most bo 

□ndorstood that tho Increasing orulMrTasgtnent of the hnances was 
dno rather to the falling ef tlie roveude than the incroaso oE 
expenditnro^ and that the system of aunnal lensea failed becanse 
SayAj iniV in the selection of formers sunght rather to increase his 
pnvnto means than to imprcvo the condition of the public revennes. 

It wGidd be useless to detail the relnclunt aod dilatory manner in 
which Saydjirdv entered into the prepoaod reform^ the pfiticnce with 
which first Mr. Williams and then the Acting Resident^ Mr. 
Willonghbyi endeavouied to gain bis coueurrenco in the sebeme^orthe 
hearty cthopemtion given to tho latter ^ntleman by the minister 
Vitkalrav. up to the 1st of April 1827 this officer most hare boon in 
favour with the prince, for on that date he iueroosed hie allowance 
to Eg. 1,05,000, but soon after, dbappoiDted at tboprospect of a certain 
loss ie his prirnle income from the diminution of ^osarfiiuLr usually 
given by the revenue farmera, or for some other mason, BayAjiniv 
onddcnly turned agains bis Diwan, and, after denying that bo bad ever 
wiohod to enter into soptenaiol leases or to inensme tho Diwjia's 
salary, dismissed him Inwards the end of 1827* Then followed a series

^ve ear. Xt was mneh to bo regretted tbat tbo Bombay Qovemuieiit 
did not at the eutset exereise tbe power it Imd teserrod to itself 
by disallowing the appoiatmeat of tbia ifioloot and intriguing inaiii 
WTiilo disenssing this matter of ministare it may bo as well to 
mention that Gofk^l AtmArdmj whoso chamolior compapee most 
^vourebly wit h that of liis colloagaa^ w as ii[J|H)intod joint minister iu 
1 829 and retatned tho post till 1883^ when he was supplanted by the 
intriguos of Vanirdm A^ditrdm* 

During the w^hole of tho intrignes whfeh followed the adoption of 
the system of aepteunbl Ica^ea and which resulted in the dismissal 
of the mmister w^ had endeavoured to co-opomte with the 
Resident^ Mr, Elphinstouo, the Governor of Bombay^ continued to 
t rent ^ydjirtiv with nmrkcd forbearance and lon!^, refused to coin pel 
the ilahjinija to retdn 7ithnMv^ and in the coareo of his com* 
spondence with him informed Saydiirdv that he waaat liberty to deprive 
the fallen mmiater of his increased Mr. Elphiastone wan 

next informed by Sayijjrri;v that he was willing to pay off in two 
years the gimt loAn ratsed under British gnaiantee by drafts on the 
royenne and by raising a nmning loau. Hie Governor wna quite 
wiilmgr to diMUp any plan for tbe removal of the State debt, but he 
warned the Gjiikwdr that an incantions plan of the sort hinted at 
might gi ve nse fo aneh a crism os would force the British Government

Mr. Eipliiuatone wm aucceedodbj SirJt>lin Makolni wlionJopt^d 
a wIioUy difforont pDlicj;* partly neceflaitntod by tbo meiwingly 
recalcitniTit bebaviour of tli& MahArAja. Tlie followiag^ia tborofore 
the period daring wUirb the Briiisb Go^ernmont otidoay<jaTed to 
coerce SaTijirttF by pnnisliing Mni;^ and that during which groat 
lofia and JiBnoaour were inilioted on him^ till the time came ronnd 
Again whan anotlief GoTernorj Lord Clare^ once iuoto attempted to 
lead the MnhdrAja along the foad by which ha could not be driTen- 

Though Mr* ElphiuBtone liad informed SayA]irAv that the 
imwedinto payment o£ bia debts or the payment of tbetn in 
yeariy inBtalments waa not only not fnadmisHible but ptaieewortby^ 
providcsd that auch a measure oonld be undertaken wit bout injury to 
the Siatoj he certainly added that the consenl of the oreditora^ who 
oirpected to be piaid in amaller instnlmenta and thorefore to obtain 
more intereafcj was necessary. Ho difficulty should have arisen on 
thia pointp but it proved the aigtial of a complete rupture between the 
Residont and tho Mahjirdjft. The latter towards the endof ISS7 
Asserted that he had been permitted to pay the bankarA as^soon eis 
be pIoASod, and fibertlj after, in order to put an end to tho inci^aee 
of the gnanmteod debt, bo abandoTiod the guaranteed potoaar Hari 
Bhukti and began lo draw cheques on other hankers and to assign 
revenue for the payment of these drafts. EpraenalHiince after remon^ 
strance was made, but all wm of no avail. SayajirAv bad deter¬ 
mined to disregard the gnarimtees wldcb, as he imagined, preventod 
him from pa^'ing off his debts and tbreatoned to cut off a latgo 
portion of his territory from his authority for a number of years. 

Gir John Malcolm consequently resorted to strong measures- The 
Court of Directors had, under the circcinistBncea which bod been 
foreseon and had now actually taken place, autbprisod the Bombaj 
Government to adopt one of two alternatives, either to talco erer 
the management of the eatira state as a tom^mry measure or to 

permanently acquire some districts* Ou tho 2ctbot March Ib-o a 
proclamation was i^ued by the Bombay GrovemoiOnt annonncing 
^ tho temporary sefinostration of tho following rosoufoes and tend tori tp 
ofthoGhikwAr atatCp vi^-i the junr^an^is of PetlAd, BahiyaJ, ciadij 
Babhai!, and BahAdarpar, as well as Siunr, Amreli, DAiMaj^r, 
in KAthiAwAr, the of ShiyAnagar and the tributes of K^maw^, 
those of the Mabinndalio of the Rewa KAntha wnntn^, of Rajpipla, 
of Udepnr and of the tribntaiy villages of Sankheda, The piwla™-^ 
tien continued: *The above seqoestration baa in view only the fulfil¬ 
ment of tho pccnniaiy ongugemcnU made with the bankers uji^rtne 
gnarAUtoe 0i tha British Government, but when that object s^li have 
been AttAiucd, it will rsmaLd to consider of the repsratiou which r^y 
be due to itself for tho oxpeuses to which it hi^ been exposod by tho

VithalrAT DevAji uma taken under the protection of the Bombay 
Goto rn men t.

The story may ho piirstied a Ik He ^ 
farther^ that it may bo niidcrstood why the Mah&ruja ever after 
refused even to diacusa Sir John MnleoLin^a dealinga with IiimHoIfi 
On the 7th of February IS30^ reatfug his interf&reaco on tho treaty 
of 1802, Sir John ^^alcollIl oouhrmed Viti»ilr4v tinder gaaniutoe in 
his first 71 cjiraof Ibil, though Dot in the increased uc’miiuh granted 
him the ^uiiod.of April 1827, with extra allowances amounting to 
Rs. 2663, secured to him his /xtyu, which, eonsUtiug in IdOS of rixty- 
five horse, bad been raiftoil in 1809 to MO horue, and recognlseJ tho 
adoption of a SOP Krishnorfiv^ though tho MahArd]a had rufutied to ^ 
acknowledge it und no iiiisordiia whatever had been paid. In 1830 ^ 

Lord Clare justly awerteil that theac proceedings formed the ■ only 1 
weak case * against BayAjirdv, and repeatedly mfortned Ms council | 
that he would deserve impeachinent if bo pressed Hia Highnc^ to f 
carry out those luirsh and degrading measiiraa. . f

On tho 22 nd 
of Jnlj 182^ ao affray took place lint wood the yoong maD and aomo 
of tho Mahanipi’a city gnardis who refoaed him ontmneo into 
iho town. Ho took rofuco at a honao aojnotimea oocapiod by 
Colonel Ballantynej iind galoorod from 800 bo lOOO foUowora* while 
Sayiijirdv nctnnlly hlnckadodthe road to tho honao and loudly called 
on tho Resident to aid hiim Tho latter refnHcd to interforei and for 
aijc nionlha aomi-warlike procoedinga wore kept up in tim etroete 
of the eapitali and the ngnal proce^BbnB at the OaD/taft and 
fo^tivola had to l>e omitted. No blow wna actually atraek^ and 
Saydjirav contented himaelf with endeavenripg by iD^^tatioDe to 
procure Goviadrrirv'fl death,^ till at last Sir John Malcolm on 
visiting Baroda put an end to this ridicnloos stale of afTairs. The 
Eealdoat was di toe ted to pay oE tho mercetiarloe whom Gevindniv 
hsKl collected and whom ne could not pay^ and then to atop the 
amount out of Mb pension. Tho clniina of these men amounted to 
Rfl, 1,30j000, but alx^nb Imlf their number were contented to take 
25 per cent of their demand^ the others stood out and threateued to 
deprive theunfortuimtejouDg man of his life if they were not Eatiafied. 
Finally the whole rabble wiui dischaiged for aomo lia, 10,000 more than 
the sum hrsb offeredj and GoviodiTiv was removed to Surat. In 
1S82 Lord Clare amrn^d with SajdjirAv that Govindniv^ft pension 
flhould he eontiniicd to him as long as ho behavod well in exilOj and 
ho eoudnuod to drag out a wretched, foolish, and sometimes wicked 
oniatonce at Surat and Ahmedabad on a portion of his allowance of 
Its^ 50 por diem, the rest going to pay off hia debta« Hddhifbdi died 
in I8^£d| and Say^jir^v seized on her property as well as on that of 
LAkshmibm, a younger wife of Fatefling, whose deceoBO took place 
tn 1S43 f Govindriv then fell to quarrelling with him about hia 
rights to sueeced to this property. Ho did not got much by hb 
exertions, and notbiug but vexation attended him during the whole

Alloaiqn huB just been tnade tu a visit paid by Sir Jobn llalcolm 
to Barodo^ Ha viaited tka capital on the 28tb of December 3329^ to 
confer with the Mnlwiriija on uinttera thou in dii^pnte with the Bai'oda 
atate. Tlie chief result of this visit became evident on the 2&th oE 
January 1830 wheoj bemuse, his requi^iitioii wn.^ diareg^rtled that 
the Q^ik\^&st Coutijigent of 3000 kerBO ahould ao far be made mom 
efficleot that 2000 of them at least should be Bt for servicOj Sir 
John Mulcolm erdered tbo re^organtzatipn of tko force by tbe 
Beaident^ and in March 1830 districtB to tbo annua! vdne of aboat 
10 lakbs of rnpees wem sequostriited*^ lids Bcquostmtiqu waB 
disapproved by the Honomblo Court of Directori on tbe 31 at of 
Octol^r 1832j and au will be geeu soon came to an en-d^ 

The bmieh between the two Governments shortly became stilt 
more ptoiioanced. Tbe oSioo of Eesident at Baroda wa3 abolished 
os a ueparute appointmeut^ and from the let oE December 1330 Mr. 
WLlIiamSp wbu was mortdj EDsident wp to that time, waai appointed 
Political Comraissioner in Gujardt, and directed to reside at 
Ahmedabad. tie atill * vested with all the powers ho had 
oierciBed ns Hesidentj' and was ^to maintain the nooeBsarj 
intercourse for fnlfliling all the objoctH of the alliance with His 
Highness tbe Gdikw^r and tosaporintend tbe strict faliilment of tbe 
treaties of aubsidy and alliance.^ ^ At the same time tha BritUb 
gnb^idlary force wag incorporated with the northern division of the 
army whose head-quartora were at Alimcilabad. The motives w hich 
led Sir John Malcolm to adopt this plan hare been given by him at 
great length. ^ * ITie position of the Hesident and tbo minute 
interference w'lth tbe affairs of the Gdikwdr bad called into being a 
fluccession of Native Agents who bod had an ample share of tbo$e 
intrigues and miHanderslandinga which bad bo long embarrassed the 
olliancev’ A course was therefore- proposed * which shonld dispense 
with that vigiJanco which sonie deemed e^sential| but the absence 
of which woald remove thoac causes of alarm^ disgust and discontent 
which called for a con&tant and degrading interforeue©/ 

With Mr. Williams the gonmntced bankers, whom SnydjirAv 
would not pay punctually, imd for tbe payment of whose debts tbo 
septennial looses had boon trniUeesly instituted, also loft the capital 
to live at Aiunedabad much to, tbe disadvantage of their other 
business affairs and to the great hindrance ofnnyposeible agreement 
betweuD them and their sovereign. Mattem were come to such a 
MSS that it is no wonder that en the Idtb of February 1831 , the 
Political Commissioner reported an alwrtive conspimeyafc Baroda,

Fortttdately for the GdikwAr family Sir John Malcolm waa io 
1 &3l EUccocdcd by Lord Claro, who lalworod to undo the cDnsef|«epc€n 
cif hia preaecoBBor^s haiBlmeflii by trcaitiiig SAyitjinS^ with Iho 
greftteat forbeamncD and oourtcay. The sequcstratioa of the 
MaliArAja's had buod deomCfl DOCDsaaty in ord^r to compel 

Sny^jtrlv to pay by certain ipstaltnents tbo debts be owed to boido 
of the principal Imnkors of the State who had adyancEod a loan 
Bfitifih ffnaratifceo and la tnnintmn nn clfectiTO contingcdt. Tho 
financial aapect of &ffaiTB haa boen folly described in the ehopter 
devoted to that portion of the subject^ and it will pftico here to say 
that tho baokera were satisfied in full and permitted to rotam to 
Baroda, that tho MaIiJiTA|n pledged himself to kei^p the contingent 
fon'o in an effective condition aa waa intended by Art* ff of the treaty 
of the flth of Novomher ldI7, that all other claims on tbo GdikwAr 
were to be settled: within a y&tTi and that all the codfiBcatod muhiU* 
weie i^cstoreiL This apparently desinible stato of tbinga was brodgnti 
Hrbout aioiply by Lure] GIsto'h extromo gGnLleocssaDd by tho faflUng 
with which the two Goveronieata wero atroagly impre^d that tha 
aaouGSitmtioD of a large portitm of tlio Stoto wus r el nous to the 
GAikwAr aed TemtiuiiB to tbo Bombay Govenjuieot. 'llm GoTomur 
stttdioualy mToided itiuing biinsolf up in tho dottiils of tbo bankore’ 
clttima, and ctuilontod himaolf with fully OBcertaiping by porBonid 
on<iuiriee from tbo bonkers tbemsotveB tbfil tboir clajian bod boon 
nrranged- Indeed, they oxpresBcd thoinflclvca no bei^ only too glu J 
to return to tboir buomeBa in Baroda, and His Higbnosa was so 
anxious to got back bie diatriets tbnt to Bcttlo with bis creditor be 
parted with, twenty-five Idkhs or more of hia dearly loved privnbjr 
accnmiilalionse As for the inaaner in which the Maharaja pledged 
hiniBelf to keep tho (^iniingeiit in an efficient condition^ it was ni^i own 
idea; he Toltinteered to deposit in thoBasideticy treasury or at Botany 
ft sum of ten l&kits of rupees, frotn wbicb anjf deficiency in tho monthly 
payment ahould bo tnsdo good nud which ehonld not benr any 
interest. Lord Clnre^a prooaedinga were approved by the Government 
of India on the (ith of Juno 1832 and by the Court of Directom on 
tho Bth of Kovembot 1833, and the latter even su^eatod that the 
snm depoaited for the contiagont might be reatorud at once. But 
the Buggedtion was not carried out until tho enriy part of 
wbca all the further diffemuccs 'which luid iutermcdiutoly CK^cuiroa 
were settled^^

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he had to do to cottlo tte elaiiiLft made upon liita by perooiiR 
pcfifief^iag tbo Bfitisli guamfitooi for Lord Cloro diisregaraod any 
matters in wkich tlio Eritiiih GoFenunont bad not hitho^ becoino 
InyoWed. To maintain tho friendly mpprocbcnient the appaintment 
of Eesidont at Baroda wag witk the conctnTonce of the Oovornmont 
of India re-E^tabliahed towards tJio end of I83S| and Mr. Williams 
returned to the place wliero he had so long workfKi, fitill retamIng 
the appointiuent of Political Commissionor of Gojardt which was 
not aboliebed till tbo death of the Eet^idontj Mr^ liojdj in Aiignati 
1844. The Coart of DireetonB approving of the re-establiBhinont of 
tho Esjsidency wrote oa the ISth of February 183S that all should be 
done ^ which waa neceasory for the purpose of retmoing an ill-advised 
Btep. We consider the residence of the Political Commiiisioiier at 
the GdikwiU^a court and frequent personal eonamanicatipn between 
hha and that prince easentiiiJ. 

Unfortunately many yearg were a till to paes before a friandly 
feeling could bo eatabliahed between Sajajirdvand tbe power which 
bful narsed Lho State through ita time of dangorg and difficultieaf 
Mr^ OctIvio hag written s * The aptitude of SayAjirftv for hnsineae Iwa 
generally induced him to retain tho chief nmnngomont of Baroda 
affairs in his own handUj but his policy has varied from the different 
characters of hJa advisera.* When Vithalrdv DevAji was nemoTod 
from his post of minister to tecsome tho servant of the British he 
wiig sncceoded in 1S28 by the joint rntnititera Vaninim AditrAni* and 
Ftabhlikar Dikshitj comToonly called EhAu PurAnik, and tho following 
year GopAl ^itmArAm received theapfraintmernt which hu held till 1833, 
when he was supplanted by the intrigues of Vanirhni who contanafid 
in power till 1839. Gop^ AtmArdm boro a good ebametorj but 
Vaniram wag a bad intriguing person^ and^by encouraging SayAjirAv 
to oppoeo tho British gnanmteo and thwart the Government, he 
nearly coat the sovercira hie throne. Indeed in spite of tho optimist 
view taken by Lord Clare of tho probable reaults of hb visitSj it 
muBt bo confessed that hia forbearanro only gave rme to gre^r 
lioonso of bohavionr on the part of the MahAxaja, Yanintm^ whose 
olmnces of promotion acemed ho small when Sir John Malcolm vLaited 
Baroda roao to tho highest post in the State immediately after liord 
Claro^a Yisit.The period between Lord Clare a and Sir James Carnae'e 
visitti la the darkest hi the reign of SayAjirAv ^ terror reigned along 
tho border and marders became common ^ whole viliagica woro 
plnudered und burnt by the Koli and Bhil gobjecta of tbo Gdihwilr ^ 
tho contingent force w&g allowed to detoriomte for political purposes 5 
VonirAm and IiU nmstur relentlessly attacked the bankcra and 
others who hold British guarantee ^ the remonstrances of tho AgoTit^ 
of tho Oovemment of Bombay, and of tbe Supreme Govern tnent wero 
set at naught. As tbo Bombay Government put it [li^b August 
J837) * these returns exhibit no less than S05 cases in which the 
apnlicatioD of oar Queers forredreaa from injuries EUstained have 
citWr been refused or ovadeiL' Sir John Malcolm-had perhaps been 
too Bcvere. Cun it b© questioned tlmt his sneceasor wm too leniont 
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ur mthpr Llml, in onler to produeo nn ainicablo armngemcnt, be bad 
slurred oTcr certaiij deiiiHiidsi wliicb should bavo bceo enforced T 
At my rate Sir Hubert. Gmut quoted with rtppmval these Benti- 
111 ylit3 of the Hiy^h Court in fegtird te piptiOTft of polioej and aeted 
oa thoni ia other diryctions. *The ostensibly improved feeling 
between the Giiikwdr govern meiit and onr own has been miprculue- 
tivo of any oineliomtioii in the state of things ib thb quarter. The 
object in view is to make a thorongh dnmgo from snpinetieBa t* 
activity* froni indiffemoce to energy* without furlher waiting/ 

We pass at once from the Brat two sequestmtiona and from tbo 
siKits of Sir John Maleolni and X^rd Clare to two fresh aequestro- 
tiona and the visit to Bfti^xla of Sir James Chmnc that wo may ace at 
one glance how thu severity of tho first and the kind bees of the second 
Governor hud ffuled to infineuce the mind of SuyAjirdv and how bo 
bad to be taught one more lesson in good government. 

Mancherji Kbarsetji, of NavsAri* waa tho Erst person in the 
Barodu state who over obtained tbo BTitiBb gnarontoe. So early as 
179J GovindrAv GAikwrtr requoBted Mr. CrifBth, Chief o£ Sniat^ 
to give tho dr^di his osBiirance under tho guarantee of the British 
Govermnont for hw safety from oppression, in tho aamo mauner ay 
it had been given him under the fiamo gnaranteo in Fntcysang'a 
time. ^niOBc premises were renowed in 1001 throngb Mr+ Seton^ 
Chief of Surat* and in 1300 when Mr. Duncan wm trenGng for an 
exchange of territory as wbU as in 1802 when the Bombay Govern¬ 
ment was employod in secret nogotiations with liAvji Appdjij the 
dt'jmi served the British well. In 1829 SayAjirAv dopnvea the 
detdi of tho management of Iho NaveAri of which ho was 

farmer, and, pending a settlement of his accounts, attached hJa 
hereditary possesaions. The drs4i was at this time not Mancherji, 
for he had died* liut a snccosacft-, and tbo guarantoo was not ospresaly 
hereditary, nor had the hdAedhari grant^ by tbo provions sovereign 
been retiowed by Si^AjirAv. Bnt, on the 20th of May 1800, Mr. 
Andrews, Assistant i^Uoctor of Sorut, decided that almost all tho 
claims were just and the Bombay Geveramont wnmed 
HayajirAv that any damage done to the potitian&r would bo noticed. 
It baa been mentioned that in IS32 Lord Clnro left several points in 
dispute uDoettied, and that Say^jiniv promised to o^nst them within 
one yearns time, Thn claims were ipolnded in these; but 

aa in many other instoncoa tha Mahardja did nothing* so after 
the 20tli of November 1837 he was ofUcblly informed tliat if tho 
matter was not settled within one montli iiw district of Navsdri 
would be placed nndor attach ment. The jprtrjfanii woa accordingly 
sequeat rated in the middle of Pebrnoiy 1833* and romaiued ao lor 
throe years/ 

It was reaiored to SayAjMv after Sir J. CarnM^s viait in 1841, 
the former pruinisiiig to give eredit from the KAthi&wAr tribute 
far any abioant duo* and it may hero be added that lifter Infinite 
delays, qnun'iels* and investigations, the came to an amicable 
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and priTAte agream^it with SftyfljirAT in 1045. Tlio atitrushment 
TTBS taken o'R on lat Febiiaiy 1841. 

Certain datnnnde were made on SayAjlnl^ between tlie vitfitu 
o£ Lord Clare in 1832 and that of Sir Jamee Camnc in Id-IL the 
refeieal to wbich led to tbo eeqnestration of the Petlrfjd sub-division • 
the value of winch was amrlj 74 l^tha of rupees a year. Some o£ 4 
these demands wore made before the sequeatmtion and Home after }| 
that event, hot before it came to an cud^ and taken together they ^ 
were twenty-eight in number \ 

On the 17th of August mS and Bnbsoqnently a peraou named f 
Vallabhdda MAnikchaiid, an opium brokeVp wl.o hud resided more cbaa 
fifteen years at Baroda, complained to the Resident that iw lese ttnm 
eixteon of his relatives hadp for no specified orimo, been imprisoned J 
at Visnagar aad Baroda, simply becanae the minieter VanirAm had a ^ 
friend who had inetituted paicial proceedings against the petitioner's *' U 
brother* First the Resident and thenj by a letter dated July 18H | 

the Governor General requeatod Bis Highness to release these • 
peoplo^ bnt tho Mabdr^ia refused. Firndly VdlabbdASj driven to 4 
despair bj the prolonged coufinemont of hia family and the death of 
bis mother, brought inattorH to a cUnrnx by committing suicide, ' 
though tho family was not released till April I83fi* This atrocions 
ease disgaftted the Governor of Bombay, Sir Robert Grant} and made 
him despair of 1:teiBg able to deal with Sayajiriv by ^tle means, and J 
ou the 15th of October 1638, after the nmtter had been considered I 
W the Govemraenta of Bom hay and India and the Hononiblo 
6ourt of Directors, Saydjirdv was called upn to pay Bsk 60,00p to the 
family of Valkbhd^ as compensation. His Highaess complied with 
the reqneat in June 1B40| at about the time when he was forced by 
the strong pressure put on him to give in on this and the twenty- 
aeven other demunda. ' ^ 

Before stnUng what these all were, mention may be made both of 
the nature of the compnlsion need and the clrcrumsKancos under which 
a ECttlement took place. "WTion the Bombay Govemmeut found that 
His Highness was in no ways inclined to come to any terms on the ^ 
demands made to him, it euggestod to the Governmont of India^ ou j 
the fith of August 1838 that in order to enforce compliance the 3 
Hab-diTisiou of Potldd should ho sequestrated, after notifjin^ to 1 
Sayt^ir^v that ono month would he granted him to give eatisfactaon. . 
The Right Honorable the Governor General in Council appff^vad of i 
the plan on the 30th qf August 1838, and added that if the odoption of 
the abuvo course ahoald mil in bringing tho Gaikwdr to hia senses, 
lio ^ she aid be deposed and hia son elevated to the fry in hia stead, 
provided bis character should prove to be such as to give tolerably 
fair promise of good govern meat.^ So nearly was the fate hefaUiug 
Say&ih^v G^ikwiir w^ch has attc^d€^d his sou Malhirrdv in recent 
times.

If withm 
two months tho GiokwAr agrees to tho demaods aWe ailwdod to, 
tho district of PetlAd will bo rDStDred to him; should ha not agi*^ 
after that period tho reivonaea will ho appropriate by the JJntisft 
Governmo^.' Finally on tho 12th of Fobimiy l«a9 the Gpvommont 
of indin directed the Bombay Govornmont to notify tliafc lot lad 
had been absolutely and entirely forfeited aa regarded bayajiray. 

A year later Sflyiiiriv laado submissiou. On the 28th of Novemlpjr 
18139 he came to the Bostdenoy and exprossed to Mr. Sutherhmd liis 
unreserved submission to tlio wishes of the Bombay Gover»ment.j 

On tho 7th of Fobniary 1840 the Bosident was fnmisbed with 
instractions as to the course he was to observe in prw^ding with a 
settlement of each of tho domands, and doting this y^f «« 
was engaged in condneting an adjuatiaent on each pomt with His 
Highness. Finally Sir James Carnao, who had twenty ymrs befwo 
assisted Colonel Walker in re-founding, as vt wwe, toe Giikwdr state, 
visited Bamda as Oovemor of tho Bombay Presidency m orUor to 
complete the aottlement. IIo reached tho 
January 1841, and between that date and the 8tli of Febnumy once 
again »«itiafnctorily adjusted all differences. Thereupon and when 
His Highness had promised nut to oppress any ofJus subjwts in 
the sefiueatrated suh^divieiona of Potlfwi andSfavsitii^Sir James Cartac 
direct^ the withdrawal of the attachment from those suh-dwaiona 
and from His Highness’ tributes in Kdthidw£r, the M^iKAntha and 
the Rewu K/mtha, and bo restored to him the ten Wkhs of rup^ 
deposited in 183*3 for the purpose of providingforthe future regular 
payment of the Contingent. At the aomo time Hie 
informod that on the Gonwafi and Piwcra festivals the British 
authorities and troops would bo drawn up at somo notified spot to 
give tho MahlirAia the nccustomod honorary salutes, but that they 
would not take part in any of the religious obsenutacos ami 
in the processions. Recently (1875) the British l^ps have l^n 
ordoi^ to discontinELo their atU^ndauen at tbo GflWpfih io&tiv*aJ, 
and tho Mohdraja is invited te attend a reww in t-cunp. 
By the same letter tbo Resident was prohibited ^m iiresenlmg 
fliivr or gifts of clothes, and from accepting such gift from tho 
MnbdrAjo-* 

All discussion of tho QAikwAris Contingent will be omittixl in this 
portion of the Gaaotleer, but it may bo mentioned that owmg to its 
nnsatufactory condition, tho Bomlmy Government was dimtol te

WLat, then, were these t wenty’-eight demEindsj of which one only has f I 
been mentioned, wbicb wore settled under prossuro of n sefjaeHtmtion, i j 
and finally adinsted by the Governor in rarsonf It ia not liceessaiy ; J 
here to give thoui in tho order in which they were presented to 1 
His Hignnow and have since been recorded, nor need more tliaa ! 
pasaing allnsion bo made to some among them. It has already been « \ 
renmrked that, oiler Lord Clare's visits Saydjirdv wua greatly ^ 

misled by bad advisers and especially by Yaairdm jlditraai. The J 

dismissal of tliU minister^ was one of the most impomtive demands m 

made on the Maluini]a and one of iboue which ho was most ■ 

reluetont to grant. Fraqaent representations were made by tho % 

Govomment of Bombay that tho ceunoek of Bdpn Argado, Bdba JF 

Kdpbnde, Ganeshpant and Bhdn Pordnik were detrimental to His 
Highness' tmo ioterc^ts, bat with regard bo Vanirdnijit was insisted || 

upon that he ahonid be dismissed and entirely oxcladed fn:?Tii the 1 
cotniscU of His Highness, and that a rospectable person shonld lie I 
appointed in his st^id« He was aocordiDgly dismissed on the 2£llJi of r 
Hovomber IMfi, and on the 2-tth of February 18-H}RayAjiritv formally 
announeodto the Government tliat he should never bo re-employed*"

The other objectionable advisers were^ with a vigw to conciLiato 
SayrtjirdVj allowed to continue by hiiO;, but ‘' not to interfcjTO in any 
matter in which the British Government or any of its gnarantees were 
concerned." This reforenco to the Resident was leas explicit than 
one of tJie domandei the ISth^ which was that ^thia officer should 
be treated with respect and attention and should bo id lowed free 
intcrconrso with all with whom he might wish to ooTnmnnieate/ a 
demand to which aa.^ent was supposed to be modo by the Maluir*tji^s 
promise to abide by mdating treaties passed on the lOfcU of Janmnj

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^ Seforenco has already been made to the part Yanirdm pbyed in

A number of demands arose from tho wretched govomment of DsmAodi ndsUr-e 
Kfithifiwfir. Kfirfijannlv Venkatesb^ an offioor of tlin OfiikwAr* wns ^ KAUuiwlr, 
acenaed of having;, in November whnn in charge of Oklifimnndalj 

instigated certain piracies^ His snrrender was demanded (the 3rd 
demand)j and complied Tvith on the Gth of Januejy T8-10. Mebbolih 
KMdj while manager of tho Gilikwar's districts in Kdtbifiwfir^ hod 
onpressed certain chiefs and porsons entitled to Britisb gtiaranteo. 

His punishment was doiaandcd (tbo dib demand)^ and complied 
with in January IB^lD. Tho 5th demand was for a net retrospoctive 
sotilemont of the claims of tho Chullala Kfithis as concluded by Mr, 

Ctano in 1830^ and it was complied with On the 14th of January 1310*

acts of oppression. Certain V^hora of Okhdmandiilj sobjects of 
tbo GdiknidTj bad oommittcil robl^riea on Tillages bolongiog to tbe 
J^rti of NavAnagar. Satisfootion for tbo damnge done formod tbe 
subject of the 8tb demand wbicb was complied witb on tbo 2nd of 
January lS-10. Finally tbe 31st demand was for aatisfaction for a 
robbery committod in April 1837 by some YiSgiiers in OkbdmandaL 
It is no wonder tbereforoj ttiat tbe 9tb doniand wn# for tbe better 
administration of tbo Kjitbidwjlr iteninHnla^ or rather that portion 
of it wliicli belongorl to tbe Giikwdr, Corfeafii orders mv tbe 
introduction of a better system of gOTcmment wore accordingly 
issued on tbe 2iid of January 1840; 

Tlie 1 ^b demaud was for etj-oporatioii in matters of police and 
satis lactiou for post solo of gross carelessuoss on the part of the 
G{iikwiit-’s officers. The latter demand wna complied witb on the 
23rd of January 18*10, but hearty co-epemtion in raattors of police 
not Iseitig tisnlly desired by SayAjiray^ no real amelioration took 
place. The 22ud demand was of a eegnatc nature^ that 
meosoi^ should be adopted for proTenting olfenders^ subjects of 
tho British GeTornraeat^ from abtaming an asybim in tbo Griikwilris 
territory, a demimd witb which 8 ay 4 jird.T was supposed to have 
ooiiiplie<i in April au d Aoguat 1 840. Two matters of deficioiit police 
cave rise to the 14th and 20tJi demands. Eight horflemen in the 
Pattan district had in January 1828 murdered two Kolisof the MaU 
KAntba; they wore gnrrendered and tbo families of tbo murdered 
pcisozis reooiTod compensatien. Captain Brown and somo Euglish 
residents at Baroda had been robbed of their property, and iircs 
Lad been lost, and for tbia compousatioii wna granted, 

Tbero wore other demands of a dHTeneut character. Tbo Htb 
was for tbo surronder of prisoners captured at tbo attack made on 
Eansipur In IS37, tbo submission to British aybifcration of the claims 
of Pratdp«iiig, chief of Aglor^ and the remoTal of tbo Sind cbiafs, 
who in 1837 bad ebargo of Vijilpur. These domands were complied 
with on the Ist, 4th and 2Gtb of Januaiy 1840* The 2Gth dojmud 
wna that SayAjirtiT should agree to such PomissioBs as Britiab 
officetH should^ deem it right to make on tbo occurrence of auT 
calamity such aa want of ruin, do^tructron of crops 
^ locnsts^ Ac., among bis tribataries in the MabiK^utba, the Rcwti 
^ tha and KAtbiAwAr, Tlio Wih demand was that GopdlnlT 
^patrilv, bis relative, who bad been dlspofisosscd of a stipond and 
W coMeqQcntly gone out iDto fn^airmim abonld have mBtice dona 
bun. Thu Mahjinija promised to do so on the 2 ith of March 1840.^

Volumes boTO boon written about tbeso gum^iitocs^ and an 
attempt must bo made to cendnnso tboir contonte into a few pageai 
for, niter ollj it most bo borne in mind tbnt tbo ie^ne m the 
gtiimmtcea was the means used by the Eritisb GoTortLinont to gain 
nntbority and indnonee in tbo Baroda statOj and tbat their om^oy- 
mont snbsequentty shaped the wbolo policy ef the Goromment in 
its relations with tbo States Useful and neceptable at first to both 
parties, wbilo the active intcrfersuce of the Britisb Qevorauiont was 
both necessary and welcome, Uio ^arantocs tended to prolong an 
^imporium in itnperio* at floroda wMch waa utterly abhorfont to tha 

1 )ndo of Saydjirdv and vexatious to tbo Bombay Govern moot. Tba 
Alter wna led by tbem to interfere on bolinlf of persons often quite 
unworthy of support* whatever may have been the sborteemiiigs pf

Before E 4 tv]i Appdji in 1802 summoEod tbo British to his aid in 
supporting Anandrfiv against the Donsplracies and attacks of Kdnlioji* 
MnriirrdVj MalhAtrAv and GonpatrSv* a]] mombors oE the GfiikwAr 
family, as well os against the motineus insoloneo of tbo Arab 
mercDParies wbo increased the intostino trouble of a heavily indebted 
BiAte, there .oxistod in Baroda tbo &dM/iari' aystotn. Bdhedhan 
has been derived by Colonel Walker from hdfto a hand and dh^f 
to BomCp and the word may bo trmiflloted as ^guarantee/ The 
system bad its origin iu a state of souiety difficult to reolme. 
In it tbem provniicd among men of nil elosses so eommon a feeling of 
disbelief in each otberia good faith that scarcely any transaction of 
importance conld bq commenced or carried throngb without the 
assWtonce of a third party, who gmLraoteod that the Btipnlated terniB 
shenld be observed. Especially war the govemment distrusted by 
its own subjects and its every niummislrativc act was ^snintoed by 
certain of its own subjoetB, and chiefly by tbo Arab jamodurs who 
exercised such a power in the stuto that they could enforco on the 
sovereign the keening of his protnisosk Wo have briefly stated how 
os oarly as 179^ tbo British goaTunteo was extended to the detdi of 
KnvsAriat the roquost of the Gdikwdrj and bewj on the 8th of Juno 
1802* Mr, J- Duncaoj Governor of Bombay^stated^ * Ifc le the intentign 
of the Goverumanb that the Diw4nnbip of Ibivji App4ji shall be 
pornumont, and that his sons, brothers, nephews, rolArionsi and friends 
shall be duly protected and Bupportod by tbo Bombay OovemmeuI 
in their jnst rights;; and if tbo 04Ikw£r, or any body else should 
■mreoBonably treat them ill, the Company will protect them by 
iuberfoiing on their behalf/ And in the agreement of the 2Dtb of July 
1802j An^drdv by the lOth article states: *In tbo ovoat of any 
evd-dispoflcd peroona attempting anything auCiur or unreasonable 
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AgAiDSti my persou, my Diwiln Kd^ji Appdp;, hm soti^ lijs brothet*B^

Hut this Wft8 ft mare bc?giiming^ Od tho 2bth of Ifecembor 1802 tbo 
Arab merceimries were turned oot of tlia Baroda statoj first making 
it a conditioD ^^tbiit the hdhedhuri of tho Honomblo Compady 
should be aubstituiad for thdrs when over it bud bi^en granted cither 
to persona or proparty.'^ This was tho origin of most of the British 
hdtiedMri cngi^i^entB at BEirodji^ for theaa persons hod for u long 
tiiue 6t{Md^ ao to epaak^ between the Government and the people^ 
Tbo Rrija and hia udvisera wore glad enough to get rid of tho 
bomiliftting relatton between tbo Darb^r and &omo of tbo moat 
turbulent persons in the State ; tbo R^idatit rejoiced at the power ho 
^qui red by ateppiag into tho positien thesa held. Ho wrote ofBcio] ly 
in para. 19 of the latter of tbo 2nd of April 18iXj : * By tbo fiubatitntiou 
of the Company s lor tbo Arab fcdAsdMri, the Jlanomble Company 
became possessed of a very exteiisi va laQuenca and at tbo same time 
depHved t he Gdikwar Surd^ra of a powerful means by wbiob they 
derived ft right of controllmg thoir ^vemmonk It altso 

establigbos a comiuctmn with tho monied men which tbo Compoiuy 
havo reaped tnueb benefit frouij In tbair pecuniary trauoftctious in 
Baroda,^ 

Tbo Arabs gave two sorts of guaronteeB^ ono was for the dug 
payment of nionoy, the other for personal seonrity und they enforced 
those guamntocs. As Major Walker wrote in the letter above

* Enaintain the aystom in foree bo the same extent aa preTnIled during 
the domLnion of tho Arabsp Our guarantee ms for tho most part 
confined to leans raised for the pumoso of rolievipg tlio Barmla 
got'nrnment from enibEirraBsmenta. The principal axooptions were 
gnaremteos granted to BA^i AppAji and his adhorontSi in reiiim for 
the aid which they had afforded us in aecomplishing our views in 
Baroda and to certain members of the GAikwAr family,* The 
mischief lay in thJsy that certain powerful suMecte of tho GdikwAr 
obtained tho protectioji of tho British (joverninoDt and then 
expected thatj as they iind rendorod that Government service in 
the past^ they <wid their descendaut^ would continue under all 
drenmstanccs to be their protegSs in the future. For this reOiSOii 
Ib waa that of all tho difierotil: kinds of guarantoo none were so 
calculated to make mischief as tlia ^ heriuiitaTy ones whicli not only 
extended to person and property but guarniitecd the ooniiuuanco 
of ofiSces to particular fe^milicg.*^ 

No inconvenience wm felt from tho guamutees up to the year ISHb 
for up to that timoj owing to the imbwilifey of Anundniv, tho Statu 
wrus mana^ned by a commission of which the Resident was tbo ^Hrtuiklji ^ 
“ fltrong.willed ruler like SaydjiMv naceudcKl tW 
it IS no wonder that constant mbs took plncc, though lietweeu 
the years 1810 and 1829 only one new giiarantooj, that to the 
two illegitima^ aons oE AnondrAv was grouted ; still Lhero was a 
tendency during the early part of Saya|ir£lv'fl reign to consider 
the guaruntccs as hereditary and to (Sirry out tho promisei^ timdo 
in too scrupulous and nubendiuga foabion, oven when the protected 
persona were unworthy of the favour doao them. Tliis tondoucy 
was for many years strengthened by the violent pjlicy of SayAjirdv 
who endoavoiired to mtalbto upon tho BriHsh by injuring those

At the t ime of the settlement innda bj Sir Jame§ OamaOf tliat i^j ia 
tbeyoariaiO, there were in esisteaee goveateen hereditaiy gnarmiteca 
granted for peinDnal protection nod aitur\fcioaa^ ne/?im.tcX'i#k propertj* 
tradoj vainfi^and hakks to eertnin famlUea ; aad nine guamoiees of 

E onsiona;, or proTiiion for life j whilo twenty had lapsed« or 

eea redeemed.^ We shall Grit notice the guarantees handed orer by 
the Arabia. A distlaet and moat iaiportaat class was that insuring 
the repayment of certuin loan? made by the great Bapda bankers 
with the v^iew of helping the State out of its huancial diBiciiUies 
which in 1S03 alone amoantcd to nearly hfty-six lakh^ of ropeeB.* By 
the year 1303 tho sums thne gnnranteed had been reduced by liqaidn- 
tipn to a little over Idkhs^ Bat in 13Q7 a new loan had been 
raised under guarantee of nearly 71 ^ Mkhs of mpeoB. The guaranteed 
debts were at first reduced but afterwards other debts went on 
increasing till in 1820^ Mr* Elphinstonep Goveraorof Bomhajj found 
that they exceeded a croro ofrapees^and in 1825 they exceeded a crora 
and thirty-three Jikha. Saydjirdr did act satisfy his creditors and 
npset the ecptennial leases which would have brought the State an 
increase of incomo and means to pay ofi the goarantecd debt> so in 
1328 Sir John Malcolm seahestratod a large portion of the Baroda 
territories till the whole bad been repaid. But in 1832 Lord Clare 
adopted a more gentle method andSa 3 *djirdv was allowed to como to 
terms, sa best he could, with all the remainlDg creditorB wlio hold 
the guarantee, GopAlrAv Meirdb Ratanji Kahdnd^j HarL^haktj and 
Ratanji Mdnikchnnd. He did bo at a considerable B&crifice of his

Among th& guarantees transferred from tbo Arabs to the , 
Bntislip was one granted to Kabjiiidilaj pnisi o£ Daropnra, mui 
BMieliandj desdi of Barodn, in 1795^ couaiating of ten articlea,^ 
The guaraotee was e/ld^WJ bot Mr. Willooghby in 1827 did not 
uonsider thia meant * perpetual* though the qriginnl gwitroteea 
had died and the Resident had looked aa the clftiia to protection ua 
hereditary^ He aocordiogly wished to deprive B4pn^ the suoceaaor to 
BhAichand^ of hifl grtarojiteie from tnUbolmTionr, but the GoTemiiieiit 
was of opinion that a public trial should hi^t take place that actual 
hostility to the governmant of Baroda might be established* But 
in 1829 Mr. Williama gave the family qf Kah^ud^ a Copy of the 
origioal gnamnteej and enduraed it aa hcreditarji whereas no 
tneutieu of heirs had been made iu the parcftaa granted b? the 
Amha. In 185B it was dbcovonQil that tho firm of Kal^ndAs bad 
couapired with other hankera and the minbtor o£ the Edjpipla .state 
to defmud the BAja of that country of a aum amountingr to nearly 
a Ukh H.nd a half. In I8fi4 Sir James Outmin^ siding with 
Mr. Willoughby, pointed out that thongh tbs eagugemont Wftj 
rAdf u ' it was a mbcDnception of the origiaal en^goment mads 
by the Arab officoru to continue it as an obligation binding in 
perpetuity on tho GoTommentj bccaose as the employmont of those 
ofheem was in its very nature tomponuy, an engagement by them 
must, as a general mle, also have be^n in ten ek'd to be tempomry.' 
The guaratiteo became forfeited bj smaccndoct and the Government 
agreed with Sir James Outmiri*s general ^niflrk^ on a goarantoe not 
being bereditary unless strictly termed sa in tho original doeunieiit-* 

A third guarantee taken over from tho Arah^ badup^to this 
time given no great tronblo. In 1801 AoundrAT GAikwAr 
promiBod personal security for himself, bJa fatnilyj and his 
agent, guji^d§i^y PhrmAn&nd, to tho honiie of Khiisbalchand 
AmbaidAs, established by two brothers ia Baroda six years prorions 
to this dflte,^ which promise was to last while the firm existed in 
BariDda, To anticipate eveots, owing to soveml deaths, JamnAbfii, 
the widow of KisandAs who had been adopted by the heir of tho 
head of the fimOj became sola heiress in 1833, but on her arrival nt 
Barodain 1843 f^ho found that a certain DAmodar, grand-nephew 
of KisandAs, had taken mssesdion of all the property on the plea 
t^t he hud been adoptod by the widow of the founder of the firm.

ordered iin inTeatigationj and in 1S4S it was proved that Dtood*^ 
founded his ckiniB oa a groas forgery^i la 1851 againat the wisii 
of Uiri Highness; she was put in poasesaion of tbo ivhole property, 
though she ton hud marie use of forged evideaco to maiataiu her 
claims Sbo almost lost her gu&mnt ee afterwards for ilUtrtatiug 
and imprisoaiiig D^tnodar, but retained it to her death ’wbeu it 
Lapsed^ 

The last, audj according to Sir Jarnee Out ram,, the otily really 
hereditary guarantee taken over from the Arabs wne that granted 
in 1801 to Snadarji, tbo dc*di of BaMr'a adopted sou Shank&rjt 
T^onty-two month a after Sundarji^a death his widow produced 
a child on wh&so behalf she wttshod that tbo diSidVif rights should be 
conhrmed in prefuranco to Shankar^i who had been adopted a abort 
time b< foro the death. But the kttoi^s nntiiral father push^ 

hk claims and obtained a horeditary guarantee for all the 
rights oa the paymeu t of Ba* *^^,000 borrowed from the Kliuab ^Icband 
Ambaidrii^ Unn. This firm, till repayoaetit, inanaged the estate and 
retained the^aafrd of the guarantee. Grmgadhar Shiktri got hold 
of this document and deprived the de^Ai of all hia right^ Bnt iti 
1823 Shankar]! compliiued to the Kesident, and SayAjir^v was 
compelled t-o restore him the soiaad. His Highness in 1828 suffered 
his 9 amibh€X to oppress the d^ml and tortore aim into paying a fine, 
and again tbo Resident bad to ititerfera in hia defence, ou the whole 
saccesafully. This guamnteo is the only one now remaining in force 
of all those guarauteod by the ArabSi* 

When tim Arabs wero turned oat of Baroda, their paymastera 
SdmalBehecharaijd Mangal SakhidAa obtained temporary guarantees 
for tbeir protoetjon and tbo settkyroent of their accoiistsj but the 
latter of the two ittauaged in 1802 to obtain from ilr, DiincfLn the 
* hereditary favour and protection of the Honorable Compauj at 
AlunedaL»ad, Dholera, Surat and Bombay, agaimt any uujnet attack 
or ckiiu fro m the Engl kb or Gdikwdr governmeut^ vrithoufc the 
consent and probably without the knowledge of the reigning 
GiUkwdTj UH Str ifamca Outram veiy justly pointed out in 185-t- 
The Govorninont of India decided however that this promifie mUtit 
bo kept, \ 

The remaimng guarantees have nothing to do with, the Arabs 
but may be conaiaered in the order of tbeir bestowak The Sth in 
ifr. lloyd^s list was that gmtited to Subbdnji Pol in May tS03, of 
which mention has bc^en made in the Ifith ilemand on Saydjtriv* 
Tho 9 th was » gnamntoe granted in favonr of DnolatTfiv G^ikwiir, the 
aon of the Kinhaliriliv, who, it will be rcmombcrodi was reioosed from 
confinomeut by tbo Arabs at about the time of tbo mntiny la Boroda 
and, after fighting against the State and roaming about the border 
of GnjarAt, surreuderod in 1 &0S and was allowed to reside at P^dra

and last time- He was partly insane and given to drink, ^d in 
1832 he mordered bis wife in n jealoi^ fit, after which ho wag 
confined in iTOfifffor eight years and died in 18o7, when the guamnteo 
kps^ed. Tbo lOlh guanimec arose thus. Just as in 1808 kanJioji 
WPS allowed to t^tnra to Earoda, so in the same year two other 
members of the GiikwAr familv MuHjndraT and Mnrarrdw, ai^r 
aiding in the Kadi and Senkheda wars and then taking refage with 
BApu For fir of Dbfir, made submission and returned to Bai-0(H on 

f uar&ntecd albwatmofl ol oOOQ and 4000 rupees respectirdy. Both 
ied in about 1851 and so the gnaranteea HpsedJ . _ 

The I2tb gnorautee was as follows : on the 2 Ui of March IhUV 
Captain Carnac granted Mfinskehand Riapehand & martinteo that he 
" should not be in any way molested or injured’ if his firm fiettlea 
at Bnmdii, but in 1849 Captain French pressed the Govemmeat to 
withdraw the guarantee as it was personal to Mdnikck&nd, the head 
of the firm, and not hereditary | and this woa aocoifdingly done. 
The 18th guarantee was granted in the samo year to the firm of 
Hari and Bbaktb two sons of a Vd.aia of the Visa Lfidca^to, who grew' 
rich in the I8ih century bj doing business with the two goremments 
of Baroda and Poona. The two brothers had a eister to whom three 
cons Kandldl, Bfinial and Diilabh were boro 3 tho &ocand of those 
aided his nnclea at Baroda and the third at Poona, and, when 
ther^j the nncleej died, DuJabh endeavoured to take possessiOD of 
bis branch of the firm though Bhaktia widow was the rightful 
proprietor. Be faded to aceompliah his purpose, and Bhakti’^s widow 
adopted Sfimal who thua became heir of the whole great property in 
1803, S^mal died in 1S09 and Ida widow adopted^ relative named 
Behechar, whom the Gditwfir government recognized only 
to the property but aspot^dr in place of his father. In October 1609 
Captain Camac gave verbal assurance ^ that the family should be 
preserved in the rights and privileges of the deceased fea ^m e 
Bbakti during their residence in the possessions of the Giikwir, 
Bobject to their Cfwn merits/ and a formal guarantee was granted 
in 1320. Bebecbar Sfimal died in 1845 and entmated the tnacagement 
of the boose on behalf of his family to the rogue Bdba Nfiphads, 
whoso nsmo has already been mentiDued m connection with {jorap 
Pol and whom the Bombay Government had requested the Gdikwfir 
to dismisH in 1841, nod again in 1843, for complicity ^th DUkji 
Bfiddii in tricking Sayfijirdv. This raaml in 1849, Itavmg been 
taxed with embezElfmeiit by hia late master’s socond wife, first 
aubomed soma people to prove to a one-sided pancA^y«f that ^r 
child bora after Bohccharh death was not hers at all; and afterwards 
he suborned some others to declare that in place of the first spurious 
child which had d.ied anolber had been sitbstitatedi He ibon 
proceeded to imprison tho lady JoitfibH as an impostor and to kidnap 
the child which dietL'Ia August 1850, at Sir James Ontram’s request.

22,MO for the ostahliehn&ent 
of clerks (LS0£>). Bdbdji di^ in 1820 and his gon Virhiilniv enjoyed 
hiB emolmDonta till 1328^ wlien on hb death on adopted boh;, Bh^^kar- 
tAv, was porniitted bj the Gdikwar to take Liiji nQiinisal post uud place, 
aadenjej all its emoluaients except aoine 8700. The jouth waa 
of a dissipated character and in lS3Gfell into the bad graces of Sayaji- 
rdv and Im minister Vanir&m, to the latter of whom he had refused 
to pay a fee of one per cent on hid In 1837 tho mimster 

inBtigated Bhdakamiv^s natural father to imprison hintj^ on tho 
groimda that he was under the mischievous guidaute of his adoptive 
mother Eo was released by the interference of tho EoMdent, but 
in 1838 tha nnworthy proteg^ o! the British Government cmellj 
murdered one of his serrantSj, and Raydiirdv who hated him bccatioe 
of this declared that ho was dismissccl. The firicish GoverDinent 
would not allow S&Tit|irAv to stop the whole Qllowaneej, but dned 
BliAskarrdv lis, 70jTO0- For many years after^ his Inconsiderate 
debts gave the Eesidenta vast amount of troable^ and he repaid the 
kindaesa by on attempt to bribe Mr, Davies. For this reason the 
guaranteed protection of the British Govemment was withdrawn from 
him and his family in 1355.^ 

The 24th gnatuntee coneemed tho family of GangAdlmr Shastri, 
When the three sons of the mutdUk or deputy rctnmod to Baroda 
from Pfionii after their father had been murdured, I bo eldest of the 
threOf BhimAshankar, was fomudly ins hilled in the poet of muidUkj 
mud a mnadi dated tho 29tli of July 1316j panted tho sons a 
of Es. OOjOOO^ besides the Tillages^ and pdanquin alIowanice already 
enjoyed by their father^ To this, for i^me unexplained reaBon^ Captnia 
Camac ne^lectod to formally affix the British guarantee. In 1822 
the Shdstn^a iK^ns incurred the displeasure of the British GovemmoDt 
by allowing a youthful ftunt of theirs to become and in 3327 
when a reform of tho Rnances was attempted, Sajajiriiv wsa per-, 
mitted to reduce tbeShdstris' from Rs. 60^000 tu Rs. ^t8,€0&. 

In 1832, however, the Ck^urt of Directors^ considering that a 
gnaiantee had virtually been grunted, directed Snydjir^v to restore 
the uemnuk to its original proportions und to pay up all arrears, 
BaydjirAv refused to da so, and the BhAstris kept on petitianing tho 
Goveminent of Bombay and tho Court of DlrectotB, till in 1337 tho 
Company paid the latter the arreai-s of the full nctiinuk from 1827 
to 1&33, and for the subseqaant interval mado up the arrenira oat of 
SayAjirdv’s tribute in deposit, hut the Conrt of Directors refused to 
invcfitigato any matter itigarding the extra )n l &td SaydjirAv

Tho last of theBo three ©rmra was corrected hj the Court of 
Directors in I8 ir2 and again in LS4o^ \mt whoa SayAjiriv attetopled 
to reanmo tho (ndm Tillages the Bombay Government did its oeal 
to dissuade biin from taking this eonrsOj aud in 1848 he gave in. 
Id 184d tho Court of Directors decleirod that the guaraiile© Tvas 
not Loroditary% and when Bliimdshankar died on the 13tb of Angnat 
1851, GanpntrtiT Gdik^ ir declared that the office of nmidiik had 
©easedj but continued to grant allowances to bis son and his two 
brothere. 

Allusion bos been made to FunjAit Jcedji whom YanirAtn 
mutilated for unduly pressing ciertam claims j Ibe 25tb 

guaranteo assared this man a lifo pension of Hs. 75^ Enougli has 
also been siid of Gopdlrav Gdikwar in a previoaa passage; he liad 
the 2^th gnarantoe. 

The 27th and tho last gtmrsnto© has already been allndod to as the 
one w'bich gave most offento to SaydjiiAv. His Highness dismissod 
his minister Vithalrav DevAji for the part he had taken in ©stablishing 
the septcimiid leases, and henceforward Looked on him as a traitor* 
Sir John Iklaloolm, nn the .^th Febmntjof lS3d* flndingthat ha was 
loft without support;, gave tho fallen minister a sanad granting him 
hereditarily hjs first ncmmik and a falah alio wane© of Ra, 265^^ 
together with a of 110 hors©. He also confirmed the adoption 
of a soi3jh Krishuardv Vithnb and thus usurped two of the Gaikwdr^a 
moat cberislmd privileges. Notu rally enorigb, after Lord Clarets riaife 
in 1832, SnyAjirAv stopped the iiemnwlr, resuroed the indm villngca, 
and confiscated nil VitbiiMT^s pnvat© property. Th© Court o£ 
Directors, in 1833, decided that th© Gfiikwir had a perfect right to 
do ihis^ but the neyt year thoy granted Krishnarav a pension of 
Rs. 24,i>00, and in 1038 from tlio British revonfies repaid the snm of 
R*. 1,4-1,380 wbicb Lord Clare declared had been overdrawn by 
VithiJrAT. For some years longer KrishnardT urged BajdjirAv, 
personally and through the British GoTcmmcnL to restore him 
ftoin© of the property of which he had been deprived, and in 1853 
bv a private arfangement he obtained from thoGAikwAr th© village 
of BAnAputfk, worth Re. 4000. The guaniDtcn of oonrs© cam© to an 
end in 1833*^

noceasitpited the postponemont cif the record of the ongagenjent 
made on the iSth of April 1810* whereby the abetmcot oF the 
practice o! iati or of widows burntdg thomaelvea on the death of their 
hnsbandfl wm proclainiad thronghout the GAikwir's terriLories to 
be a penal oEToiiceJ 

A connected account of the visits of tbo four Governpra of Bombay 
hae now bee a giveoj but certain a.^pecta of tho hiatory of the 
State daring ihe time when the British Government ondoavonired to 
recede from its awkward position of aupervisor have unavoidably 
been omitted. Wc We mentioned bow Mr. EEphinatone declared 
Saydjirdv to be an independent nderj adviaod the Resident to be 
cautions in bis manaj^cment of the Mabdrdja and littiit-ed the power* 
emolnmentsi and poHltion of tho Native Agent. At tbo same lime he 
oonnscllcd Elifl Highness tube faithful to bis hdh^httfi ongagements 
and bo take regular measures towards paying of! the guaranteed 
debts. Unfortunately during the next seven years the tendency 
of Sajdiir&v was to break bis engagaments and not to pay hb 
debts, that of the Resident wus to adopt a le&§ friendly tone towards 
the MahArdja. Sir Joha Malcolm attempted by tho harsh method 
of Bcquofllrating a large portion of tho Baroda territoHea to compel 
His Highness to obediencop but in spite of the vexation at*d loss 
nccniiiig therofrom to boEb powers no perceptible advantage was 
gained. After this visit the Eesi^knb was withdrawn from Baroda. 

Bat after Sir John Malcolm's visit camo that of Lord CBare who 
endeavoured te win over the prince by gentleness and concillatioiL 
The attempt failed most signally^ as hoa been relHtecl, and to the 
fail are the rotarn of the Hcaidoiit to Barodn ]^!ierhaps contribnted 
something. For aomo years there was an evident- wish in the 
Bombay Council to believe that all was going well, thongb matte re 
were going more and more wrong, nud n deaf ear wiijg turned to all 
complaints. But Sir Jamca Cafoac was not long at tho head of 
affairs before hepereeived that a return to coercive Tneosurgs was 
fibBolutely needfnhnnd the years 1887* 1838 and 188^ were the darkest 
in the long reign of fSajAjirdv. In l840-tl pressure was once more 
applied and His Highness was forced to comply with eveiy request 
mode him. Ho recognised that open resistance would be impossiblo 
in the future. Could he not* by underhand means* prevail on

will now be givoo< We havo said that as early ao 1828 tLo IJorabay 
Goremmoiit and the Court of Direotora clearly perceivod the 
mbcldef which sprang from the protection given to certain eabjocta 
of tbo G dikwdr who possesaod t he British goorantee. The di (licult fw 
into which these robtiona drew it were not however cut away till 
long after Sir Janica Cnmacb aotllemon t j and the iutrigneft of sorao 
of thoRO people with or agninst their maetor to teke advantage of the 
ourrent policy of tbo Bombay Gove niin oat, na it varied accorfifig to 
theauppooed character of the Govornor and of the Memhera of Council, 
of the Secretary and of the Kesident, added to the dark troubles of 
thia time. It was worse when Eis Highnesa himuelf attompted by 
bribing the very highest officials to remove the burden Sir James 
Cnniac laid on him, when, na wna subs«inoatly discovered, a 
systemntie theft was mndo of tlio sec rota of Cottncil, and the 
clerks and nndorlings of the Bosidoncy and Secretariat were regnlariy 
oomipted to mislead their employers. 

Mr. Wiliama, eo many years Resident at Bnroda ( 1820 - 1837 ), 
returned to that town from Ahmodabad after Lord Clare's affable 
visit. Ho brought with him bis former Native Agent Sirdbbii, 
a Nagnr BsAbman, who acauired a great deal more power than 
Sir John Malcolm would have thought proper, and used it to 
forward his own intoreata. Colonel Oatram, many yeare afterwards, 
believed him to Iw supported not only by castofellowB and relatives 
who filled the highest posts in all tbo important offices of Gujardt, 
but by the GAikwar himself, and hi# allies, the bankers of Baroda. 
The power thus acquired by SArdUhdi and the clerks subordinate to 
him was grossly tnisnsed. 

Mr, iVillinma died at Baroda in 1887 and was succeeded by 
ilr. James Sutliei land, whose benevolent enertiona tn Hajputdna 
pointed him ont as a fit man for tbo post thus bestowed on him. 
At about tbo otune time Colonel On tram was appointed his a.« 9 tatant 
in the Mahi Kdutha, where be qnickly dialingnisbod himself by his 
wonderful energy, as bo had during ten year# previous to this, by tbo 
good fellowship which bad enabled him to raise among the turbulent 
Bhib of HhAndesh no efficient police forccf.‘ While condneUng 
an importont investigation Colonel Outram struck the first great 
blow at the TBsenlity of the Roaideocy olerka by bringing homo to 
an acoompUce of SdiAbhfii's brother-in-lnw, also a clerk in tbo office, 
a charge of injaatico for which ho was dismiaa^. But the brother- 
in-law himsolf, Brijliil by name, caoaped punishiaeut at the time 
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and contiispi^d to remain at tlia Eosideucj m S^b-dbli^i'A soccesaorj. 
mncb to tlie hipdmnco of Mr. SntterlirntL Mr. Malct wiia deputed 
to Baroda by the Bombay Governnient to ootjairo into the 
copdLtbp of the Political CoTmmisaioner'a catablishmcnt, and, thougli 
QUEibb to expose nay one owin^ to llie great power aud eollusioa 
of the Nigar^ Brdhmaaa, the Gdikwar himself atid the baitkerb^ he 
drew up a meniorandum show mg ^the disgracefiil exteat to which 
the names of high British fuiictigiiaries had been made nse of/ or 
in other words, the c^ttoot to which cartain parties boasted that they 
bad by underhand and unlawful means proveuled oa the TCiy highest 
British officials to protect and aid them. 

la March 1838 Mr. Sutherland expressed his certainty that one of 
hiselerksj Anandniv, took bribes^ but thetnan could not be touched. 
Boon after# however# Mr, Molet proTod that bis hrother DMupimt 
was guilty of thu offence and ho was dismissed ^ Late in the EOtuo 
year another clerk, Motildlj waa at length proved beyond doubt 
guilty of taking a bribe# though be had on geverui previous occasiDDa 
thrown dost iu the eyes of those who believed in him and brought 
the removal of an officer who had convicted him of a grogs erime in 
E^ijpipla. Thie tnau, too# was requested to throw up his service^ 
but no publicity was given to the reqoest by the Bombay Govern* 
ment, inough it was tho constant cry of Sfr. Snthorbnd that such men 
whom he was forced to use and who betrayed him desenred publiu 
censure. Then Say^JiriT began that foolish attempt of his ta 
bribe on a large sc^e the Governor, the Secretaries# and the Mem¬ 
bers of Councib Allusion has been nutde to this episode in Dh^kjt 
IMddji’sbad life. SaydjiniT emplojed Gop4lrav Mair^l, the do facto 
minister# to got at Sir James Cumae throngli I>liik]i# and to reach Mr* 
Willoughby ho omployed the same MotiMl who had been dismissed 
and 3Iah^ev Bhiiu Fordnik. It has been said that BnjUh the 
bead of all this communily of corrupt servants, escaped detection 
in 1837, when he was tried at Ahmednbad. Luckily during bis 
absence Mr. Molet found out some other pmoticea of his, in one of 
which Evans# the head English writer^ wua implicated# and on the 
2Gth of September 18SS ho wna distnioEcd# but no adequate 
punishment was or could bo awarded him. Still the strength of 
the Nagar Brihmans v^m broken and bribery made more difficult# 
though one notorioufi offender^ Dddopant, was gufrored to esospe. 
Such waa the state of things at the Bamda Residency when Mr, 
Sutherland waa striving Banglts-baudcd to put down corruption# 
when Biib* NApliade,^ the Bcoundrel whose name has been mentioned 
io the history of Hari Bhakti^a house# was tho most powerful man 
in Baroda# except perhaps ibo infamona VauirAm AditrAm whose 
policy had almost destroyed the influence of the Rrridcnt. 

In 1833 Colonel Outmm left hia political post to take part in the 
AfghAn war, and in June 1840 the task of cleansing the Augean 
sUble was dropped altogether on the death of Colonel Outram^a dear 
master# Mri SutherlandJ

brDiiglit to book bj Sir Jainea Camnc who laboured to BUiks up for 
th0 too ititetitional overBighta oE liord Clare; and to bia eiicoos^orj 
Sir George Arthur, Mr. Boyd seeniod to fail m tho firmness which 
had distinguiialied Coloael Outrom Aod ilr. Sutherlaud; so when in 
1843 Eia Highoeas attd GopAlrnT Mairil's attempts to bribe the gr^ 
men in Bombay came to Hgbtj the Bcfltdont "waa blanicdlor not using 
towards iho first of ths two sufEcientlj high knguage^ and with 
regard to tie scHCond for ailowiag him to trick him by specious 
words* * 

Mr* Bojdj like hia two predecessors^ diedat Banodain August 1844, 
and Sir Kobert Arbtitbnot was Rosidojit from Starch JB45 to June 
1S47* In fcho internal between Mr. Boyd's death and Ina ancceasoir*8 
arrival Remington officiated. This gentleman virtually deprived 
of hiB appointmout a person in whom Ck>lonel Outrnm placed great 
faith* This was Vimiyak Morrahvar Pbndke who had come to 
Baroda to push some claims of a female relative, the daughter of 
Hnripaut Phsdko, the late Commander-in-chief of tho P^hwa 
Bijir*v"fl army. Viniyak or Bdba Pliadhe had lived at Baroda for 
sir years and mado greot friends with Sajdjir&v^ when in 1333 he was 
exf>eUed from tho city through the machinations of Vamratn 
Aditrdin .^ Taken up by Colo uni Oo tmm be showed bimselE oacfnl 
in exposing all kindi of raacali^ from 1337 to 1&39^ and was finally 
appointed successor to Motilai Furshotam* It wa.3 he who manng^ 
the sequestrated district of PetlAd, but aa^ hoA Ijeon said, 
Mr. Remitigton finally turned him out of bis pfjst m 1844+ 

It ehoidd be mentiooed that on the 2lstof July 1843^ HarilAlj 
tho Native Agent, was dismissed for corrnpt practices detected by 
Mr. Boyd, and two men applied for the post. One was the Phodko 
inat mentioned and the other nn old Government servant named 
Ifarsopant who was finally chosen. This was undoubtedly a bad 
appointment, for Nansopaot was either related to or a castefeBow 
of seveml worthio-Sj Bdba Njlpbado, Gnneshpant^ the Fadnavis, end 
DMupnnt, one of the Native Agents whom it was found necosBarj 
to disinias, and this Nersopanl soon began to intrigoe against his 
tnastors for bribes and from family intoregt. 

During the last thirteen months of the time when he held bis 
appointment Sir Bohtjrt Arbnthnot was absent on sick leave, and 
Mr. Andrews, Judge of Sunit, ofEctabed for him. Poor man, three 
years later Colonel Outram foond among Bdbn N&phiul'a papers a 
metnbnindiinci purporting to be the count of moneys spent in bribing 
some low pooplo to iDfluencc tho Acting Resident. Mr* Andrews 
enterod into an acrimonious correspotidonee with Colonel Oatmm on 
the snbjcct, utterly dlaboliDving tho unwelcome evidencCi when death 
brought the matter to an end, for him et least. 
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CoIoudI Ontmin was Besidanfc at Baroda from June 1847 to 
Jflnwarj 1 ^52^ or rather he left Baroda on one month^e leave od tlie 
20th of’Becember 1851 and did not rotnrtL But dnnngthftt time he 
TTaB forced to abeent himself owing to id health from September 1S4S 
to May I850j and in the interval Capt 4 diL Fronch offieiatod lor him, 
Onee attain^ aa ten years boforej Colonel Outram found that 
triukery and cormption were rampant^ and onee agiun hs attnckisd 
the evii with that zealous whole-beartedness which fonnd no equal 
in hia conteiflporftriofl. Shrewdj contriving, utterly brave, naeparinff 
of himself and not sparing of otherSj ho drove his way through ali 
difficnlticH. Perhaps ho had not a calm judicial uiiudj perhaps ho 
never conld nnderat^md why others as honest os himself did not 
lee exfifitly what he saw. Certainly ho had tho right to say of 
himself: ' 1 know thnt, humble as am my abilitieE/ I do posacM 
qualities the pK)S9eaflioo of whkh by the Baroda Eesidont is 
indiapensablo at the present moment/^ 

On his retnro to Baroda in 1817 Colonel Ontratn for somo time 
thought well of Mr* Remington's nominee, the Native Agent, Narso- 
pant, but he soon had reajwn to believe that this man was la colln-^ 
don with the infamouft Bsbn Niiphade* TTm latter mode a InJao claim 
for three lAkha of rupees on Govtndniv G Aik war, aiid fora length of 
time the Agent withhold certain important papers; Later, Gordji PoFe 
estate was mismanaged by BAba Naphade who now for the eccond time 
attempted to ruin his Tictiin, and the Agent aeemed to bo playing 
into tho Bdbd^s bands. Colonel Ontnim^ therefore, on(^ again availed 
himself of tho servicoa of Phadko, bu tj before the cose was completodj. 
and while the great Joitdbii Sethdni'a case waa still tinder 
investigation^ the Resident was forced to go to Egypt for hU health^s 
soke^ leaving Boroda in the latter half o£ 1S48. CapUin French 
took hia place > Narsopant once more was a trusted agent | the 
Mab&rAj Ganpatriv was persuaded by the Resident or at least 
allowed by him to deprive Phodke of hia aHowance, andj perhaps 
through Narisopant’fi intriguea BAba NAphado was supported in hb 
tnachinatiens against JoitSbAl* 

Ganpatra'v Ga ikwa'r ( 1847 - 1 S 56 .) 

We mentioned that it was tho llaliardj GanpatrAy who wan 
moved to eject Phadko from tho cityj, and aoit was. For on the 
28th of December 1847 SnyAjirAv^fl life and long reign came to a 
close, and hia eldest boo GanpalrAv aged thirty ascended the gddi 
which bo was destined to occupy to tho day of his death cm the 19th of 
November 1&&8. The new prince differed in eveiy reepect from his 
prodecessor} and Colonel On tram in 1851 had written of him as weak 
thoagh well intent] oned and much under the control of his intrigning 
Minister Bhlu TAmVwkar, But Mr, Ogilvie two years provionslv 
had written of him* 'He b eaid to he weak* disaipatod and 
indifferently educated; he b not on good terms with hb father* 
whom he hat intrigued to stipplaal.'' 


* liir F, CtcJdumd ■ JiOicl C>atni±d„ H. 12'll. 
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Early m 1850 Colonel Ootram rotnmod t<i Baroda and for two 
years did no imiDOiiso quantity of work. Ha broDg'ht down the 
censure of Goyornmcnt on Capteiin Fronch for his a&ndonnient of 
l^hadke to tho G£ikw4Fs good pleasure^ though he waii a British 
aervaut. Ho made the most trsmendous offortto get rid of his Nad ve 
Agcnt^ Nafsopant, whom the Goverainent^ with a too nice bcoso of 
honciiarj refused to dismiss without full proof of Ills guiltJ^ tmd his 
trial oecupled a epecial ComniiBSionor^ Afr* FVorOj four mouths from 
the 1 Oiliof June to the 20th of October 1 Sul he exposed the villainy 
of Baba NAphado la the JoitdbAi case,® and obtained the doprival 
of his ^aratitee; fiuallj be WToto the oelebrated *Khatpal Report * in 
which bo maintained in no mensured terms thatj by its punctilious and 
gentlo ii^atmont of Government or Residency servants who liad 
been convicted of bribery and corruption, the Bombay Governmeiit 
encouraged among all classes of people in Baroda the notion 
that British officers of tho very higbeat standing could bo 
gained by money and undcrhaTid persuaeiDii.® This report was 
written on tho Blst of April 1851 and snbmitted on the 81st of 
Oetobor* and Lord Falkland^ together with tho metnberB of Ooundtj 
Messrs, Blnne and Bell, arrived at tho conclusion that " Lientenant^ 
Colonel Outram could no longer with beueBli to the State remain* 
at Barodu. He wai^ accondinglv^ allowed to leave his post in the 
manner moat plcascint to himficm He took a month^s leave on the 
20tb of December 185L was no longer Resident on the 20th of the 
foliowfbg inonth. The Honourable Court of Directors on tho 26th 
Jnly 1852 noticed both tho want of ^ dno deforence* in the report 
and * the zeal^ Qiicrgy;i ability aud success with which inquiries had 
been proseented nttended with great dlfficnlty/ nnd trusted that 
the Gaverumeut wonld find Huftable opportunity of employing 
Colonel Outram on bis return to India^ when sm tnlonts and 
experienco may prove useful to tho public service/ 

It has beou related that several months elapsed between tho 
writing of the Kluitpat Report and Colonel Outrain^B dc|^rturo from 
Barodn, One or two incident may be told of this timOi BAba 
Pbadka had^ os has been related, been turned out of the city by the

Septembar l8ol u letter wofl convoyed to Colonel Outrain parporting 
to m from the ininiater^ Bbdn Tambetar^ to this brolbor of the 
Mnhdrdi, which contained those worda: ^ Arrangementg are being 
made to carry out wha^ occorred to Fafcesiiig Sfahdrdj* Yon wait a 
little.^^ The letter may or may not have been a forgery concocted 
by Bdba Phadkej. and it nppeara doubtful whetber lie or the 
minister was conspiring with Hia Highnesa^ brother to over throw 
His Highness- Ganpatrdv ufler ejeeting Bdba Pbadke from Baroda 
subseqtieatly recalled him;, but finally sided with Bbdu Tjimbefcar. 
By causing letters to be stopped at the post ofiice and directing ibo 
recipients to open them in hia preaeDCO and doclaro their contentai 
Colonel On tram produced clear proof of the old flysteiaatic pnrehaas 
by HaTbar offielala of the aecrots of Council - 

Only a brief mention Ims been mado of Captain French that no 
break might occur in the eceonn t of Colonel On tramps energetic 
efforts to stamp out rascality^ bat tho Acting Besidont deserves 
some special notice^ Captain French made a friend of His Highness 
Gaupatrdv, lie found him so nnedacated oa to beHevo that tho 
capital of tho United Eingdom was some where south of Calcutta^ so 
ho teught him books and maps. He ordorod out from England 
tnodeb of steam engines and an electric tdegrapb apparatna; bo 
induced tho G^ikwdr for the first time to visit Bombay ; no persnaded 
him to make ronils and plant wayside treeSj to connect tho 
camp with tho city, and again the camp with Fossilpnrj not oniitting 
bridges and #erdw^ to build a at TdnkAria jraiidarj to 

design a tramway tom that town to the capitjd, and to trace a road 
twenty-two miles long tom that place to MnadAla. Owing to 
Captain FrencVfl influence, Gnnpatrdv MahAr^j was induced to 
issue a regnlation prohibiting infanticide among the Leva Kaabis 
oftlio Pel]Ad and other purgand^, whereupon the chiefs of this 
class signed an agrooment to reduco th^ expenses of the marriagn 
ceremonies and to banish tom them DhAts, ChArans and other 
prnfeesiotial beggarSp and ho cheerfully devoted half the proceeds 
of the moAnsni fines in the l^fahi Kdntha to a fund for checking 
infanticide in that dif^trict. The sale of children whether stolen or 
orphans or the ofepring of careless parents had up to this time been 
GommoD- It was now proclaimed an olfenco to a child wilhoufc 
the knowledge of tho lMrb4r^ and a step was thus made towards tho 
total abolition of slavery. Old claims for restitntian for robberies 
committed in the State were equanGd off; strict orders were isaned 
to arrest and deliver tip criminala after whom pnrsnit was being 
marie tom British territoiy; an oponing was modo for the 
iutroduetion of vaccination j and other acts of good sense and of 
friaadship to the Bombay Govemment were wronght by GanpatrAv 
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Mfthftrdj ianng Captain Freneb's incutnbency at Baroda. Tbia 
frentleinan dwolt with pleaanre on these eigna of progT^ and 
urged the Government of Bombay ' to meet Ibo DnrbAr halt way in 
concesBion, that it might not naanifte a cold sulky position fatal to its 
stability, but might become a friendly confiding ally l^ing on the 
dominant power, seeking its oonniief and following ita example, 
by retnmafer ring to His Highness tho Mehr^i Tillages of the Wrk 
jtargana, BbAdarvaand Vankdntr, a demand which met with a jnst 
refusal. But, to sum np, the chief cbamcteristic of Captain Frenebs 
incumbencT was that thora carao a lull in thp fierce though 
suppressed*struggle between the two GoTcrnmenta and perhaps a 
cassation of intrignoa, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Outram was anccceded by Mr. Baviaa who 
continued in office tiU 1853, when he was forced to absent hiinsetf on 
sick loBve, and Mr. Seton-KaiT offioiatad for him till March 1854, 
when Colonel Out mm ratumod to Baroda. 

Meanwhile all tho circumstances which had preceded the dismissal 
of Colonel Outram had been taken into eonsiderutlon by the Honorable 
Court of Directors, which nltimately fonnd that ho was entitled to 
high praise and resolved that ‘moasnnjs should be taken for 
correcting the impression which recent information has ahown to 
be widely prevalent among tho natives on that side of India, that 
tho proceediogs of Govornment may bo a&cted by the employment 
of undue inOnenca, personal or peenniary, at BombayLard 
Dalbonsie carried the wishes of tho Honorable Court into effect 
by nominating Lioutenant^Colonal Outram Resident at Barodn for 
the second time {2-Uli Fobruary 1854), iu spite of a kharita Intely 
sent to Calcutta by GanpalrAv Mab^j, begging that that officer 
might net bo dopnled to bis court, Lientenant-Coiond Outium was 
also directed to weed the establishment in the Residency office aa 
far as was necessary, and to abolish tho post of Native Agent, but 
Bd.ba Phndko was not to be re-employed. 

A few days provioua to this appointment, tho charge of Bnrotk 
had, under orders of tho Conrt of Directom, been taken from the 
Goveromont of Bombay and tmnsferred to the Supremo Govern ment, 
in spite of the mnoustisncea of the former, which pointed out, 
among other 'local difficulties of detail.' 'the great mtermixturo 
of the territories of Bombay, of Baroda and of numerous chiefs 
tributary, some to Bombay, some to Baroda.'* Such for the tine 
was the resnlt of tlio policy which upheld the IxihifdAufi system. 
'Nearly the whole of the huflineas,’ wrote tho Governor General, 
' which is transacted between tho two Governments, ariws, more or 
less dircctiv, out of the peculiar position of those subjects of tho 
Gdikwar who hold the guoruntee of the British Government ; and 
it is out of this class of bssioess that those abases and altempts to 
carry on a svatem of corruption havo sprang.' 

Tot the rcmonstraace of tho Bombay Government must have boen 
a more or leas reasonable one; and looking forward a little, a letter 
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from the lodift CMlioa to His Excellency Iho GoTcmor General of 
India in Council, dated the 17ih NovetEber iSSll, called out by the 
outbreak in OklAoiEindal^ may here bo quoted: * * It appears to 
Her Government that the system under which the whola 

of onr pobrical relations with Baroda are oondnctod by yonr 
Government has not worked well. These relations are m intimately 
eonoectod with those of Gnjarjit gotierallVi that they onght not to 
be disnnitcd geogtapMcoUy. Batoda should bo adminiatorod by 
the Bombay Govomniont, and it '^boaM bo remeiobered that it waa 
only pitted directly nndep tha authority of the Goyernmout of India 
for Rpecinl reoBons and circums lancet, which ceased to oxi^t on the 
death of their Oighnessea Saydjii^y and Gonpatrrtv, Accordingly 
on the 17th of Kovcmber 1860 the Resident, Major Wallnco, was 
advised to take his orders in future from the Govommont of 
Bombay and that Government wna warned ' to take full precnations 
a^inat the reyi^Til of the notorious sytetem of intngnpr* Hia 
Highness Khandordv Mab^niji when Jie received ofScial intimation 
of tho changes, made but one cidtionl remark on it.^ ^ I am sorry 
to hear of the chan gaSi ns the peoplo who are friends to BhAu 
TAmbekar And other? who are equally like them, on aoconnt of 
enmity, will attempt to avail tbemsclyes of this opportunity to 
take their nevetigo.* 

These words natnrally lead this history hock to the record of the 
only important oltickl act of Liciiletiant-Coloncl Outnim during his 
second short term of ofhee at Barodm* ITie Itesident hnd been 
directed to demand the expuleion from the Cooit of the Mimsler 
Bhdu Tirabokar, who was strongly suisipeveted to he the real author 
of tho Prfnoe^ft letter begging that Colonel Ontnini might not bo 
eeut to Baroda, This wily person had encouraged Ganfmtrdv to 
believe that the Resident would advoealo hui removal from the 
gtidi and the immediate ancceasion of liis brother Appdsoheb or 
KhanderAv with whom bo was not on friendly terms, and who had 
lately addressed a tetter to OcT&rnment complaining against him. 
EhAu TAmbckar waa moreover much loved by the feeblo MahArdj 
and his dismisi^l was a blow to his fcoUngs not only of regard 
for tho mm but of respect for bis own dignity. The first interview 
between the Resident and His Highness: took place on the 20th 
of March and the latter at once Held oat against tho demand 
then made of him. A few days after, however* he disfni?eed BliAn 
TAmbekar, and to outward appoarauce, accepted into favour 
Govindrdv Rode, who, dnee Colonel On tnim*a departuru two years 
before, bod been in disgrocB* But ho pgsitiTely declined to appoint 
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a aow miuistcr, nod conacqnentljf Colonel Outimn lor some 
etioppcd &11 comniTinicatioas with the DflirbAr* it was not till tho 
I2tih of April that Gaopatr^v wrote to tho Govo^or Genorah 
was in tfuth tho cosoj tbat ho had disoii^soil ftoid hU coimoib Bhda 
TfiriiibekAr atiij tho greater part of hia adheronte^ wheratipoa 
GororniDOut did not iiidiafc on hia appointiag any rciapoiLmbJn 
mimster ia hts stood. 

A foiv days after, on the 5tli of May 1854, Colonel Ontram waa, 
Bolely for the ad^ante^ of the British Govoraniont and beoau^ ho 
was tho person best fitted for the post, ti^forred from Baroda to 
Aden, where tho higbost political and military fanctiona wero noitod 
in bia hands in riow, os the Goromor Goiicml pat it, *of the war 
we am just entering into, the shock of whidh will bo felt in erery 
part of tho globe, and whose issoos no man can foresee.' 

Major Malcolm, Agent at Sindia'a court, was appointed to 
snccced Colonel Ootram, This excellent ReHidont, the nephew of 
Sir John Malcolm;, was scarcely more than one year at hia post. 
He left Baroda in poor health and was on his way to S nrat when hia 
wife died at Barodn. He at once retumed to Baroda, but death 
had marked him too oa his victim, and he was soon after laid to rest 
in the Baroda eemoteTy. A stone placed thoro by ilajor Wallace 
marks the spot He died at the end of l8l>o and was snoceeded by 
Major Davison (7th of February 1856). 

In 18M Ganpatriiv Mabdrii|a coded to the British the landa 
leq aired for the constniction of tho Bombay Borodn and Central 
Inma Railway, on condition that he should not suffer by the loss of 
tninsit duties. Such losses as might bo proved were to be calculated 
every year and compensated year by year. 

KhanderaV Ga'ikwa'r, 1856*1^70. 

No other event of interest occmrmd during the reign of Ganpatr^v, 
which came to an end on the lOtH of November 1856,^ As he le^ 
DO legitimate male issae he was succeeded by the eldoat of his 
aurviviog brothers KhanderAv JlnhArAjap 

This Prince contrasted favoarahly with the brother who preceded 
and the brother who succeeded him.* Though be was only partially 
educated ho possessed a fair abare of abUities^^ a retentive memory 
and n quick perceptioa. His physical powers wore remarkabl-e and 
ho gavo them fair piny in all gaaics of stroegth snd skill m well as 
in tho hunting fields His love for the chsso amounted id most to a 
passion and wilb the cause of his buildiog tho bandsome palace^ of 
htakaT^um where ho possod taost of hia time in makiDg buotiag 
expeditiDiiB into the magnificent, costly and jealously guarded doer 
preserves which lio in its ncigbboarheod. Thongb at no time so 
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diatitsguldbed for application to biisitiosa ns fata rntliei- had heen^ the 
conmnencaiiiezit of hia reign was marked by a general deairo to 
reform and improve the Qdminiatrntien of his f^onotij wbicli led to 
Bome beoeficial changes and pointed the way to othora still mote 
important. Bat, to bring the Barodn state to a level with tko 
rest of Western Indm, a i^kal change was neoessaiy which ceold 
only be effected by enlightened miniBtors^ and these were not 
then to be found in the service of a conservative family. Before 
a revolntioii matters were to get worse instead of better. 

Finally it moat bo admitted that Khanderdv MaMrlja wna fond 
of jewels^ dlflplays and buildings, and that in the pursu.it of these 
lusnifies he forgot oil bounds and left himself no mouey to spend on 
useful public works. On the contrary ho burdened his subjects with 
tasLes whicli became inanffembly heavy as soon os the temporarily 
high price of cotton fellj and the sudden^ apparently ine^hanBtiblo 
stream of weaUh thus poured imto the country as suddenly foiled. 

Aa an mslance of his recklessness^ we find that iti 1867 the 
Resident roportad that Hia Klghneaa had contracted that a water¬ 
way should be ceustriicted from the Narbada to Baroda at a cost of 
thirty-six Idkhs, which should supply the capital with good drinking 
water* The following year the Bosidont noted with regret that the 
scheme had been abandonad as impracticable;, and the money 
accumuhiled had been squandered. Some splendid gems waro 
added to the family jewels^ two silver gntia were made^ a palace was 
erectedj tho arena sprts were celebrated with great magnificence, 
eccentric pigeon-marriagpa were solemnised in a maDticr to cause 
astonishment; but little or nothiug was done for the welUbein^ of 
the people. Yet KhanderAv Mahdrttja ia kindly remombered by 
hia snbjeels. Like an Eastern, ' King HaF hia bfuffj open ways nre 
recalled with pleaanre, his manliness, his splendour.’ His audden 
fita of passion are also still spokou of with feurj thengli these never 
settled into liabita of cmelty. 

Colonel Malcolm, os has been said, died towards the end of 1855i 
and in February 1856 ho was snccecded bj Major Havidaon, who 
was at Baroda till March 1S57. This gontleman vrm followed by 
Sir Eichmond Shakespeare who resid^ at Baroda till May 185^*. 
His friendly relatiouft with the MuMr&Ja and his SardArs were 
conspicuoae during the time of the mutiny of the Bongu! army. 
Mention haa been made by a contemporoiy of bis * chivalrous 
rectitade and ceaseless devotiou to duty* He had tact and 
temper, a great command over nativo langnag(>gij and a lofty 
demeanour. Hb policy tended to defeat T^tya Topi, his prompt 
energy had long before this time saved the poor Basskn priflonom 
in Khiva, when hia love of duty and hia noble ambition put him at 
the head of 900 Kazilbashi horse and enabled him in the AfghAa 
oamnaign to rescue the Engl iuh ladies and ofScers before Goneml 
Salehs force came up. His military career qp to the battle of 
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Chill ianwRllftb was distLogtiighed.* Thia wm thcs mati who helped 
Khaudoni? to maintoiD pqiLco andaecarity id Guja-rfit when Woateni 
India wm in lianger heine drawn into the mad dpriatiig^ of the 
Bengal armHe prevented Go^ardt from joining Tit^a 
disarming the population with the greatest eypvedition* "Vfrlieii 
General Roberts proceeded to Bajputddaj he was appointed Acting 
Major-General in oominand of the nertherii divieionj and^ after that^ 
Special Commiflsioner for GnjarAtp 
Tha mutiny of the Bengal army broke out soon after Khanderdv 
had taken his seat on the gddL In the section on Uie Baroda Army 
it has been told how ho was rewarded by the remisdon of the aimual 

g kyment of three lAkhs for the maintanance of the Gujarat Irregular 
orse which had boon imposed an Saydjirdv. Am iasignia of 
aovoreigntyp Xhander^T was^ at his own requeat, also presented 
with the morch^h, or fans mode of peocDck's feathete. And, writes 
Colonol MaDesou,^ os a ftirthor mark of the satisfaction of the 
British Govenimont^ a uttnnd was addressed to the Gdkw4r, dated 
nth March ISG2^ oonfomog upon him the right of adoption In 
this ho 13 markedly deaignatod os His Highness the Mahirdja 
Gdkwdr of Baroda. He was also created G.C.S.L 

Thougb allusion has been made to the mutiny year in the section 
on the Army, a brief idea may bo given of the dangers which at 
one time anrroundod the Baroda state and the British power in 
Gajadlt. Moticy had done ita worst at Naairabod and lador, and 
Baroda was of easy access from either station. On the Slhow road 
bands of Tillilyjtis hod penetmted as far as Dolisd. Baroda had to 
throw out her posts some ono hundred milpa in this direction in order 
to check their advancOi. Sodition had been at work at Ahmedabod, 
and ft bloody plot was diBCOvered on the ve^ eve of ita eiDecntioiL, 
The Ms hi Kautba tribes met nightly at ^knpuri and the Ndikda 
Bhila, not fifty milea from Baroda, wore growing tronblesmne and 
had to bo kept under by the presence of troops. At Breach the 
BohorAs were committing meters in the streets and tn broad 
daylight. Troops to be sent to N^dod to puniish any rebels 
there might be in BAfpipLa; the MnaalmAns in Surat were ready at 
a moment's notice to rise. Baroda was filled with hudmd^thU or 
tnrbulent f^ows of all sorts^ and the very heir to the gddi was 
plotting BgaioEt his bratlmriB life and the publio peace^ The Vfighors 
of OkhAmandal were in open rebellion. All honour^ then, to the young 
Prince, who stood staunchly hy his allies^ and to the Eesidentj whom 
cool pluck and uuriring vigilance enabled the friendii of order to 
keep a brave front and torcod the turbulent classes to hesilato before 
striking a blow. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Wallace became Eeaident in August ISS&j and 
onthol7thof ^ovnmber ISfiO he was instracted to coireapond 
with and take bis orders from the Governmimt of J^mb&y Instmid of 
the Govemmant of Indift, Thu commeDUUmont of aotneUi mg Jiko 
regulaHty in the administration of jnstice dated from the timo whon 
his infinmofl was felt. His reports m 1S65 advert lo the unptovUmont

termed kdtbhdri. Alter tbo fall of BhAu TArobekar^ GoYiudrAY 
FAodurang Eode^ tbo brother of SayAjirAv^s adTisfr SakbArAm, 
took tbe lead in tbe adminlatratioa, bat thero added bim in a 
iomewbat anbordinato paeition^ Gancab S^AshiY O^be. Tbeao tY^ 
men were at tbe outaeb toran^ I-arbUamj bnt^ for tbeir aerviee$ 
during tbe mutiny wbiek were noticed and rewarded by tbe Britlab 
Government aa well aa by Hia HigbbneaA EbanderAv, each obtained 
the mmd of DiwAu on tbe 20tb of March 1857* Ojho waa 
diemiaaod from ofiice before Bode was, and the latter continued in 
sole power till the IdLb of NoTember 18tf7. On tbat date be too win 
dismissed and died on the Ifith of July 1868, BbAn TAmbeknr bad 
this to moommend bim : be was not wastofal in bin expenditure* 
Ganeeh Ojbe too ie fairly entitlod to a elfght amount of praieo for 
attempting to place some restraint on KbanderAYt but o! Bode tbe 
eame cannot to aoid* There was a re^larly descending ec»le of 
merit in the minister os KbanderdY^s reign proceeded^ and BbAa 
gblnde^ tbo bist of the list entrusted with real powerj was tbo womfe. 

On tbe I7tb of NoYember IS07| after GovtndrAv PAndnrang Bode 
had been difimissed from tbe post of minister, NArAyaurAY BliAu gbinde 
took bis place. Ho was an ignomnt low follow^ a hdrgir by 
ocenpationi an illogitimato son by birth aa kia name seems to sbow, 
but fkis ono merit Eiy in kis power of amusing tbe MabArAja^ and 
tbaro wore reasons for objecting to tbe appointment* Tko 

cbinf cause oldispleaaare to the &>mbay Oovemznent, boweverj lay 
in the fact that KbandcrAv had, contrai^ to all nrOYions agr^ments, 
appointed bia responsible minister without ImYing obt^ed tbe 
previanfi sanction of the GoYomment^ at a moment when ikc Reatdent 
was absent on furlongb and hm office was temporarily held by 
Colonel Artbor* 

In 1S69 BbAn Skinde was oonYicted of haYing offered a bribo 
to the Assistant Beaidentr Obtain Salmon, and hia cHjimissal was 
tiemanded of KbanderAv. Hia Highness was witb difficulty 
persuaded to accede to tbe demaudj for ko looked upon Bbfin Sbiude 
as bia one root friend^ tbe man who bad toon os a brother to bim 
before be ascended tto g^biu He did, boweYor, at leci|^ comply 
with a request similar to tWt wbick had e&nsed » much trouble to 
kis ^iber and brother, and appointed NitnbAjirAY DbaYalOj an 
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uneducated mauj acting miiiistcfj thougli lie kept BliAii Sliindo by 
bia side to be his trusty counsellor. What tbo misemble end of 
this step waft tq be licit bor priuco uor faTOurito could then foreceo. 

The general tenor of SbaudoriT’a TOign was, according to Colonel 
Barr, one of progreas and o£ pcriBiinient rofonn. Tbia was too 
faronrable a view of the reigii; for, aa it turned on t, the refome were 
not in their natani ponnanent, and greater weight shonld M given 
tq his eriticiflias on a bad minister and aelhsh cottrtiori. The raost 
important of the Bottled reforms have boon briefly noticed, and 
of the few public works which wore effected, the cluef 
cdnatructiou of the branch milway^ from Miydgilin to DabboL 
Cert ainly seme order was iutroducod iuto thq State, and the general 
of tbo people incroafledj bet tlvi^ir oonteiat perlmps 
mainly from the high prices which cotton fetched dunug some years 
of Khandertlv’s reign- The expendituro of the revenues waa 
undoubtedly lavish, and bad KliauderdT lived a little longer he 
would have been forced to curtail it, as well as to redoca the rate of 

assessment on the land, ,.i. 

Bat of psrimment T^fonna sbcii as Coloiiol liarr aundoa to tnetfl 
were 11OI10. fn tho corly pfttt of bis roiffn Kli-aiUdordiV b&w tbo 
Beeea^ty of effecting sneb oWges m woufi raise the Bsroda state 
to Bometlimg IJbe a with the neighbonrii^g BntLih diatnct^. 
Daring tb© first yeaJfs of his capoot be also diaphiyed a respectable 
Bmoant of energy io publio affairs^ and tbb energy was expend^ 
in startiog achemea of reform. Nerartbcleas, all Khaaderd-T did 
iVas destined to fail utterly and in every way eicept one, In 
one respect he succeededj he destreyed some old systoms ontirely 
or so shook them that they could not be revived. But ho was 
quite unable to construct, and probnbly by his changes did much 
more harm than good. Bis ^ilnrea were due to three distinct 
causoa wqU worthy of coii-sideniitioii+ Firstlyj his r&i^i did aot ©ad 
as it began j every succeeding year it degenerated in its motives 
ftirad aotiousj saeb opergios as be posscasod were tpore^aod PQoro 
BelfisliLy datermiaed by bis Iot© of pleasure ood o&tentatiOD* and as 
time pMsed, he not only did net attampt fresh lefortna but lost 
all intqreet in such as ho had nt the outset nnsgiuod. Secondly, the 
desire that animated him during the first years of his career toeariy 
ont reform was not accOtnpamBd by knowledge. As a i^e a redo 
attempt was made to imitate some British system m a half-and-half 
Bort el way, but there was no atatestuanlike iaoight into either the 
haeis of the system to be oopied or into the needs of the people in a 
native State which iostified a partial doparture from the model. 
Thirdly, the chief cause of Khandordv’s failures was that moat 
ecmmonly a reform waa imagined, an old system swept away, a new 
one ordered, bat after ihc iasoo of orders not the l«»t attention 
was paid to seo how the ref<rtTn worked or if it was being carried 
out. It seemed to Hla Ilighness enough that ho had given an order j 
he took it for granted that it was obeyed and that, if obeyed, it most 
have the desired result,^ 
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Aft*r II reign of fdaTtoen years EltandcriiT Maliuriljn diedj on tho 
28tli of Ndveiaber ISZO^ f^nddonly and in the primo of life. 

Hig brother Malhjirtdv» la dofaiiLt of legitimate sona^ was tbe 
nndispated heir and was, acooriingly, proclaimed EAia without 
delay.* 


MaXha irsV Galkwa'r, 1670-1875* 

Coloael Barr* on roceiTUig the news of KhanderAv's dHatli, com- 
^nnioatod the intelligeDco to Malbiirrdv who had for some years 
been confined na a state prisoner in a wretched lit tle honse at ?4drat 
ft ’idllagpe distant some ten miles from Borodft. Eor a long time the 
brother Had been on tho worst of tonne. In 1857 MalUirrAF, then 
a youth of about twenty-fire years of age, had been mixed up in a 
conepiracy against the Britiaji aud the Bnroda state. An attempt 
was te have been made to plnnder Ahmodabad with the aid of the 
Kolis of the Vijdpqr distnct and of the British district of Kairop 
The northern portion o£ the StittKia state was thereopon to riso^ and 
a rapid sdvanoe was to be made on the capital^ when Khanderdv was 
to Lave been deposed and his brother pb^ on the yddun his stead* 
MnlbArr^v escaped all pttnisUnieDt for bis participation in these 
^hemeSj as Sir Shakoapearo was of opinion tWt he was too 
deficient in intellect to be dangeroua. But^ in 1863, he again etitemd 
in to a conspirMj ^ to get rid of his brother by sorcery, pobon or 
shooting. This rime Colonel Wallace fiaTiad him from the worst 
consequences of his crime by again using the argument that ^ be was 
intellectoalJ^ feeble and apparently irmsponsible for his actions*^ 
A Serjeant m the British force quartered at Barodh had been hired 
to ahoot IChanderdy, hot he had informed his superiors of the inten¬ 
tions of those who wished to make him tlieir instrument. This 
person had a yory narrow escape from the yengesneo of the conspi¬ 
rators, for he was shot at one moruing while Tying on his bed and 
jnat managed to escape^ 

It Was in consequence of this plot that ^falhAmiy waa imprisoned 
in P^ra, as K^uhoji hiwl been toiore him, too &r from Baroda to 
mix in tho intrigues of the capital, too near to escape superyisioiL 
Four pDopIe were imprisoned at the same time under su^icion of 
laying abetted Malhi^y. One was Erishnai^y aliaa Titya Bhim^ 
flbankar Sbistri, who subsequently confessed to his gnUt, the others 
were Yishnu Trimbak None the brother of Ddmodarpant. Mukundi^y 
Mfim^ and Bhagydndfia Bairigi. The last of these died in priacn, 

other two were relied by hlalhlrrfiVj while the graui^on of 
^ngddhar Sh4striobtained his freedom long after, while the onqnirf 
into the death of Bh^ Shinda was taking place* 
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Daring tis confinemont at Pddmj tlmfc ifl lo tho year 18G7 jB fmali 
conspiracy planned to Uke away fcho reigning Giikwdr^a life by 
aomo of MallidrriVa intirnatefi or attendants, Their desigtiB wereij 
Jiowevorj discovered and the criminals were, eome of them, erecukdj 
and eonio of them placed in confinoment.^ 

Almoet immediately after Klianderdv* *a deaths hia irife. Her 
HighnoM JamndMi, infornied Colonel Barr that sho was with child. 
Uotih therefore, it could be aacertaincid whether the child to he 
horn wm a boy or a jfirh MaJbirrdv waa held to ha in the position 
of regent rather than m that of sovereign prince. 

Malhdrrdy commenceii hia reign with the iatontion of plea^ingthe 
British OoTernment, He appointed as hia DiwAn the agra GopAlrilT 
the well known hanker and thofriond of &AydjiMy MaMr4jai 
a person much respected in Barodafor hia many private and public 
charitios. His ^f>at age, however, prevented him from taking any 
very active part in the administration, and in 1S72 he died a natural 
death while still in oflioe. Ho was almost the only Bareda minister 
•who was not ejected from 1 is pest, either by the action of the pHneo 
or on the insriaUnco of the British Governraont.* It moat at the 
aamo time bo allowed that Malh^r^v gave too ready an atidicnce to 
the evil counsels of Kariha Ddda and B^vanlr^v Edhurkar. 

UalhArriv was from the outset detenalned to take his revonge for 
the suSerings he had endured at Pddra ; not one of hia brothcr^n 
adherents, advisers or even servants ehonid escape. His first act 
was to sot free almost all men who had been impnscnod for taking 
a share In the conspiracy of 136r1, Her HlghneBS damndbdi waa 
rightly or wrongly persuaded that her very life waa m dangerj and 
as the time of her delivery drew near, she was pormittod to take up 
her abode in tho British Residency, where, on the oth of July 1871, 
she gave birth to a girip whom ishe named T4r^bAi« Six months 
later aho and her child were allowed to leave Gujarat for Poona ; 
nor did it thee seem probable that either of them would ever return 
to Baroda. An allowacce wna granted to Her Highness of Rs. 86,000 
per aununi through the intorvention of the Bombay GoveTtimcnt, 
and she received the moral support of H, H. the &!abdMja liolkar, 
whoso minister Sir T. MAdhavtAv then wna. All Ikhandoriv^s ser¬ 
vant's and depndents were ignominlonsly turned away It is true that 
the Prince pleaded m an excuse that the State was in debt for a sum 
exceeding two creres of mpees; but It is donbtfTd whether ihia woa 
the caaa and it is cortoio that E^hArr^v did not in any other way 
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so™ ftctnftted by n spirit of strict ecDUom^. On oiio porwn was 
enntored Sfulli^rriv^a moat bittor liatred: tkia was. BMu Shiudu, the 
Phurandkar NUlhi of KhnnderAv^ tli© pillar of tbo Statn^ tbq Prinen'a 
daarfiBt friond. It wa§ lie who bid takon a leading- part in ad rising 
MalhArrtiv'a impriaaDJiiont atid tlio disposal of MalUdrrAv^Ji first 
wifoj the too busy OhigiibziL^ thn siatar of KAoa KMoveLkor. Ho 
was throwD into tho common jail which ho never left ahvo; and it 
is almost cortain that he was poisoned there with arsenic on the 
1st of May 1872. HEs faEuity radticed to beggary, and his hrteiA 
Hdyji Master mot with a homblo death similar to that of Go^dndrlv 
Ndik, a person in charge of the ihilhkhdiia. 

In tho ohapter on Finance it baa been felly explained how 
Kbanderdv^S reign was distingnisbad by an almost reckleaa oEpendi^ 
tnre. At any other time the weight of taxation would have apeedily 
ernfihed the people, and the manner in which the revenues were 
expended would have brought down on the Prince the bitterest 
naimadveraiona of the public. But judgment was BnApended owing 
to the delusive and short-lived prosperity of the cotton exports wbicb 
poored such large aama of money into CnjarSt, When Malbiirdiv 
ascended the llio halcyon days of tmtlo liad po^se^l away, bnt Hia 
Highuees did not recognize the fact, and failed to lighten tho burden 
hia brother had laid on the On the contraty ho increased 

it by resorting to the worse dcvices of poat GdikwiirB by accepting 

E reaenU, fiozamiui#, in tho disposal of revcntio and judicial mattorSt 
y introducing a system similar to tho farming out of tho districts. 
And by levying irregnlar or special t^ation on unexpected occoanta* 
It would not be right, however, to soppoee that Mulblrrdr's reign 
differed from that of Khandeniv merely in degree of folly and 
extravagance^ It differed from it in kiud, as the character of a wi^nk 
and easentinllj vicioda ruler differqil from that of a man who liad 
been lavish and improvident, bnt, on the whole^^sane and determiiied. 
It has been remarKKid that as Khanderiv^a reigo proceeded there 
was a general deterioration in its character of which the strongOftt 
evidence was the choice ho mado of more and more wortlucBA 
ministars^ So it was with Malh^rrdv, Oepalriv MoInlL wflB an 
inoffeEuaive old man, Balvantrdv RAhnrkar was not thoreughly ill- 
intentioned even if he was feeble; their aucccseore were of a lower 
type, and it may bo Deserted of the two brothers-indaw to Mnllidmiv 
that one of them, Bjtpnjir 4 v Mohite, tho Sendpati, was a cypher in 
the State, and that the other, Snyiljior Ndndsdbcb KhAnvelkur, who 
became Diwdn^ waa ignorant and araHcions. Behind these were 
Hariba Gdikwdr, Revenue Commisaioner, a little despot^ and bb 
Hubordinuto Ndrdyanbhdi Lulliiblmi, a worth! eBS creature wbo had 
been dismissed from the British oervicc. There were also the 
controller of the banks, Vaaantrdm Bhdu, an niLscrqpnloiis agont of 
His Highness, Govindriv Mdma, Ba 1 vanti^v Dev, and the welbknovm 
Dimo^rpont. 

The condition of the Baroda state had long been nn object of great 
uxiety to tbe Bfnnbay Goveramentp and the unfortunate reaolt of 
this fur Malhdrrdv wna that ft was determined to send to the Barmhi 
eoort a Resident wbo shoald exercise a m >ro onorgotio influeni^ 
over it than eonid be expected from the gentlemen who bnd preced<^ 
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h\m. Cobnel Pbajrx? nmvod. nt Baroda on the 18th of March IfiiSi 
and on the 22nd of that month he ivaa atiartied bj the news that 
loeri^in men had been anresbod on a char^ of poisoning one of 
the Mahjiniji'e aerrants* Gann^ brother of Lakshmi TAt™ij that 
eight of theiu had been publicly dogged in the atreeta of Barodai that 
eome of them knd died of the injeuie^ they hud recelircd and that 
othera were dying. From this momoDt np to the time of the 
eatastropho which preeaded his deportore, Colonel Fhayre doFOted 
hU his onergiea to OiKpouing the rottonnosa of the State. Of oourso 
his seal mieiod against him the bitterest enmity of the ]ld]a and his 
fcNoIiah coartiers: of coorBe it was natnral that, as fact after fact 
came to the Rofident^s knowledge^ the fury into whioli ho woe 
plunged at the sight of sach wlck^uess should prompt him to give 
^yicop to ttrgo^ to threaten in a luantior whicn some might term 
indiscreet. Yet^ of all the men who played their parts during that 
bitter time^ the headlong but aioglemindod Resident h the one to 
whom the fntnro will accord so mo measure of praise. It ^eems to 
us all now that the Baroda state^ after sinking lower and lower, is 
like to mend and to take a high rank among the Powers of Indian 
and the man who hastened on the crisis by refuaing to wink at the 
evils which had long degToded the whole body politic, did a work 
which has had good results, 

A few days after the flogging case* news came in that fire 
Thdkurs of the VijApnr district were out in open rebellleu. They 
^d boon asked to jjay au accession nazardna which ccnld not Im 
justly demanded of them and they utterly refused to obey. There 
followed other cotnplni nts of rarioiis ki nds. Oobne! Phayre at rongly 
nrged n thorough uiFcstigation into these matters^ and finally tho 
Government of Imlia directed a Commission of enquiry into the 
complainti of British and GAikwdri subjects and into the state of 
the Contingent Force. The Commission waato meet in Gujarat and 
to consist of four members: Colonel Mendn, the Prestdent;, und 
Mumtdzwiid-daqldt Kaw^b Faiz AU appointed by the Government of 
Indio, Mr,,now the Hon^blo, E. W. Bavenscroft and Coiobol Etheridge 
by the Governnieut of Bombay. The first sitting of the CommissioiiL 
took place in BEtroda on the lOtb of Novembor 1873, the last on 
the 24th of tho foUowing month j bat the rcjKirtof thooonclueious ft 
arrired at was not forwariled to the Government of India till two 
more montlis had elapsed^ While Colonel Phayre^s representations 
hml bewn^ unrestTained, the conduct of the enquiry made by the 
Commission was of a markedly laoderate type. Great atrees was 
laid on the fact that no nnnecessaiy interference with the details of 
the Government of the GAikwAr was contemplatcdj and nU iodividual 
griovaneea were referrod to tho Prince. Nevertheleas, after acquit- 
ting the GdikwAr*a government of any notable iU-timtmeut of 
British subjects, the Commission found that Colonel Fhayro'seharga 
of ^ncrol misgovemment was proved- The wholesale reduotion 
of the ndherents of the late Edja was hlamodi the access ion 
n^^ardna was declared to ho injudicious j tho subjects had been over¬ 
taxed to a notorious degree; State and other bankerei Khanderdv^s 
relativas and followersi and a groat nu tuber of mizn-holders had 
been treated in an arbitrary ftshion- It wrig also proved that many 
people had flujfferod personal ill-treat men I, and that respectable 
married nnd unmarried women hod been forced to becotue taundisi 
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or tonscbold eUfc^ of the GalikwAr, iiiGtlier worffl^j that they h^d 
boon forcibly nbdticted and scdiioei 

The GoTOrnmcQt of lodin approved of the BQggCfltioDE of the 
Com mission odd without them mterferia^ with the Ma.hdrrdja^ it 
wlu^led MalMrrdvj od the 25tU of JttdUftry 1874^ tbnt he would l>o 
held reapouaibb for the aeLions of hia Governnioat. Ho waa^ 
thereforej called upon to effect n thorough and lasting reform iu tho 
governuicot of tlio Barodn state before the Slat of IXccmbor iS75p 
lie waa also invited to diamias a number of the high olSciab about 
him^ and to accept aa hb ministers person whoaliotild meet with the 
approval of the GoTeramont of Bombay. 

Sncb waa the aolema warumg Malbdrr^v reccived+ A t remendouB 
exertion of will might have saved him i bu tj failing sueb energy^ it 
was certain that under a feeling of desperation at the imminence of 
the peril to which ho was ex posed j MalkiirTdv would adopt worse 
courses and Hillicr subtorfugoa to escape has doom, "^rhis is what 
appears to have happened. He was asked to dismiss bis minUt>or^ 
NiindsiUieb Kh^nvellfari aud ho did dismiss him from that post 
only to raise him to ono el still higbur honour. He w’os ap¬ 
pointed and Goloncl Phayro condemincd the lueaaure 

unreservedly on the 13th of August 187 k For this the btlGt baa 
boon blamed, as well aa for his criticisms on the no:i^t etep Ilia 
Highnesa tnsok, oriticisms which he juali£ed on the ground that 
the measure was a mere parude of rotorni which would inevitably 
bad to the rc-introdnetion of foolish counsellors^ who wonid be all 
the more datigemns that they were irresponsible. Mr Hhd^bhdi 
Njivroji, a respectabb and welbmeanidg P&rai gcntboianj came to 
Bamda at tho invitation of the Mahiird]^ and brought with him fotir 
or five otbere of his own people. To these persona the adminbtrution 
was to W entrusted, but Colonel Phayro doubled if power would 
in reality he given them to carry out any reforms On these and on 
niany other paints concerning which information was supplied to him 
by BhAuKellEarand BliiSnPunGkar,ColoneirhajTe refused to approve 
of the stops the Mahdnija was ialdng^ as tcndiug,m bia opinion, to 
bring about tho rofluU so anxionaly to bo avoidod. In cooscqnenco 
of the ill feeling which was thus engendered, tho Governmeiifc of 
indta on thc2oth of November 1874 determined to withdraw Colonel 
Phayroi and to appoint in bis stead, as special Commissioner and 
Agent to the Governor General^ Colonel Sir Lewia Polly* 

One subject of disagreement between the Resident and the 
Maluir^]a has hitherto been omitted, bat it was of great importance 
and perhaps to the final disaster. In March 1871 a persun 
who was a British subject prosontod himself before Colonel Fhayre 
and petitiouud that a woman Laksbmibdi, whom ho alleged to bo his 
mfe,^ght ^ restored to him. Sliu was at the time living with 
the Mahdi^ja m his mistress* While Colonel Pbayro waa still 
ini^igutingtfae petition of the afrplicfink His Highnesa, being then 
at imrnod tho woman Lakehmibdi on tho 7tli of May, though

On the 2iid of November I87i Mnllijirrav hadoftrnoatly petitioned 
the G-overnmoiit of ladin that Colonel Phayro tuigfit bo removed^ the 
letter lieing drafted by Mr. DdddbhAi Xavroji and D^TOodarpant, As 
hafi jq^t boon mentioned^ the Government had decided to send ColoDol 
Sir Lewis Pelly to Xhiro^on the 25lU of that months Meanwhdoftn 
attempt to poison Colonel I'tiajroeame to lights bat this fact and the 
trial of the Prince tluit ezisned are of so recent oocurrenuo and so 
widely known that it is proposed to give here only tlio eutlmea of 
what took placc^ 

It was on the 0 th oE Novomher that Colonel Phayre Erst suapoct^d 
that a secret attempt was being made on his life- He had for some 
time boon saifenag from giddina^s and a fieelin^ of naoseaj and by 
dogroee lie came to bolieve that this resulted from the habit he waa 
in of every morning driiakiii.g some gherbei made of putmnelo jaicop 
On the Dth he again drank of some of this and at once felt sick^ 

He therefore dotermiued to throw nway tho Oontonts of his tnmbler 
which wflB as untial placed in his stndj* After throwing the greater 
portion of tho contents ont of tho windoiv, his eyo liapf^nod to fall 
on a atraugo dark sediment collected at the bottom^ which it struck 
hi in might bopoison* This aodimont was almost imniediately after 
e]£aniined by Dn Seward^ tho Eleaidency Sargoon, and declared by 
him to bo composed of common white arsenic mid diamond dusk 

Colonel Phayre reported the occnireiice withmit dchiv both to hie 
own Govern ment and the Govemment of Indiaj but tJiis mmle no 
difference in the plan which had already been formed of sending 
Sir Lewiu Felly to Baroda. Tho Agent to the Govcnior General 
arrived in December 18 74j and on Mr, Dddabhdi’^s soon af tor rpiiotly 
resigning his poaL probably at the saggestion of Sir Lewis Polly^ 
tho latter oasamed the virttisl direction of the administmtion^ 
though for five days iMpn Mohitc> Sendpati, was in ch argp. Tho 
latter had denied all know^ledge of the large aumq of forly or Histy-two 
Mkhs entrnste^l to him by Malhiirrdv^ niai woa tbcrofnrc conwidored 
unworthy to retain his post* In Dcccmljer 1371 a clue was found lo 
the poboR caao through the depasitions of two Kesideney servants i 
BAvjb a Atfii-iiithfr of peonSj nndor promiBci of pardon confessed that 
ho had put a cerLsin mixture into tho ghttrhi; Naraq, a jarieuldr of 
peons, confessed that he had abetted the act afterImving been bribed 
to do so by MalhdrrAv himiiclfj who bad prosonlod him with thepoisem. 
In ^^tiseqnenco of thb and somo other evidenoe, the Government of 
India iqsuod a proclamation on the 13th of Jannary 1375 notifying 
that the Gdikw&r had been arrested^ and that I he British Goveramtiit 
had E^nmedtbe administration of the Slate on behalf of tho Queon, 
pending tho roault of an enquiry into tho conduct of MalhArrAv^ 

Til is action was not based on municipal law; it was an act of 
Stale. The enquiry was to bo condneted by a Commission^ consist¬ 
ing of Sir Richard Conchy the Chief Jnstiee of Bcngah as I^esidentj 
of Sir Richard Meadop Mr. F. S. MelvilU »Rd of thrmj natives in 
e^toi;! pomtiona^ tho MaHiintJa Siudia, the Mahiinlja of Jayqjur^ nqd 
Sir Dinkairdv. The tobonnl was not intended to be a judichil 
one s it wra a committM which met to reprt to the Governnrnnt of 
India their opiniona with regiird to four questions on iho degreo of 
complicity of Malhnrrdv in tho attempt mado to pcisoD Colouol 
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Phaijre. The ODmtniBsbti laiated from the 23rd of Fcbraary to the 
3lst cf Maricli 1875. The fourth and only seHans count wag * tliat 
in fact an attempt to poison Colonel Pliaji-o was made by poraouji 
instigated thereto bj MalbiLiT^v/ The three Suglish members w”er^ 
of opinion that an attempt so instigated had been maflo. Two of 
the native CommiasioDen; found tlint Malh^rrdv was guilty only on 
one or more of the minor and tridiDg oooots. 

The Goremment o£ India found tUemselvefl nnable to recoudle 
certain points produced in orideneo and ostnbliahed at the trial 
with tho iiypotbc^is of MalMrrtlv^a iimocence. On the 15th of 
April 1875, they accordiiiMy prxjposcd to the Secrotaiy of State 
(hat the xMahAireiia should oe deposed, that a well known nati™ 
statesman. Sir T, Sl^dlmvrnvj or more property M4dhavrAT Tanjorkar, 
should be invited to conduct the administration, and that Her 
Highno^s JamnAbdi, the widow of Khanderilv^ Hboald mlopt from the 
Gdikwdr family a ekui who might at once ascend the gmH. 

Her Majesty's OovommeDt^ Iiowev'er^ took a diUoTent view o£ 
the case. The criminal itj of xMalMm^v woa not held to have been 
proved, the proceedings of the Commission were set on one rtde, 
bnt the Mahiir4]a wag cinverthelesR deposed on gronads wliich were 
stated in a proclaination issood on the lOth of April 1875 by the 
GoverDnient of India* ^^falhitrAv, it was stated^ was depoecd, 
'not bocanse the Britiah Government have assnmed that the result 
of the enqniiy has been to prove the truth of the imputation against 
Hi? Highnessj but, because, having regard to all the eircnmstatiDaa 
relating to the nffiiira of Baroda from the accession of His Highness 
iMalharr^v, bis uotoimns misconduet, hts gros^ misgovcrnmeat of 
tho State, and his evident incapacity to cariy into effect necessary 
reforms/ the step was impemtively catled lor* 

On the ^^ud of April Malhdrrtiv was accordingly deported to 
Tdidras, where he has ainoe roeidod nnder the aarveillanco of a 
British offleer. A fnir income has been assigned to him, and his 
himily has been allowed to join him^ 

During the time of the trial no attetnpt was made by the people 
or the troops in Baroda to frustrate or hamper the iictioii of the 
British GovoMirneat. Bnt n few ckys after the deportation of the 
PrincB^ that is, on the2Sth of April, an emente took place in Bareda 
connected with an attempt to Hcat Ij&k&bmibAi'a Eon on the OHdi. 
Sir Hichard hicnde, who hnd lately sneoeeded Sir Lewis PeUy aa 
Special Gommiasioner and Agent to tho Governor General, promptly 
^be city a mixed body of artille^, infantry and 
cavalry, Tlio Laharipum Gate was thrown open and the diaturbonco 
was promptly quelled without loss of life* 

In fact, the depoaition of M&lhiirriv led to but one deplorable 
mcident. Two brothers who belonged to the Gfiikwar family and 
wi?re descended from ftovindrAv, the adopted son of the regent 
Fateaiog {see p. 232], iumgined that they were entitled to the 
snccGSriton Their claims were rei^ted and one of them, Munirnlv, 
su soquontly committed suicide, wmilc the other, Sad^shivrav, baviiig 
m 0 a rash and nttoriy futile attempt to nps^ the now admiubtra^ 
tion, WM smied and quietly taken off to Benares, near which city he 
now re&idea nndtr ^urvolllMoe^ ^ 
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Say'a'jiraV (III,) Gaikwa'r^ present Maha'ra'ja. 

Her JamoilMi returned to Barada on tbe Snd of Mny 

1875* And on tbfl 27th of May formally adopted oa tbo son And 
boir of Kbander^r a lad of tbirteen years of age, ^vbo by dcscont was 
entitled to roprosent tbe G^ikwdr bouse. 

Tim boy tfiMB selected by Bet Bjgbness was tbo aoa of poor but 
rcapoetable pnrents who lived in an obscure Tillage in distant 
Khdndesfa^ and who^ tboogb they bad been recognized tbo prcTious 
year as true Gdikwitrs by MnlMrrdv hiiugdfi honoured with n pref^nt 
and pensioned by him,^ belonged to a distant branch of tbe family, 
ancl were of no neconut till it appeared probable that nil the flons qf 
SaydjiniT II. werq doHtined to die witbont legitimate isaue.^ Tho 
youn^ Prince has been caarofully brought np and possesses qualities 
of mind and body which promise well for his future career^ 

On the Ist of January 1877 Say^jirdv was one of tbe many prances 
of India who attended the Delhi Darbar to bear tbo announcemeni 
of Her Gracious Majesty the Qncea of England that it was her 
intention to assume the title of Empress of India. SaydjirdLT was 
tbeu inirest-cd with the title of FaTzand^^hhdjr-i-D^iuht-i-Iniflishia, 

"Eavorod sou of tbo BriLish Empire/ In January 1880 bis 
marriage witii a niece by marriuge of the Princess of Tanioro waa 
edebruted nt the same moment that TfirtlbAij the daughter of 
Khanderiv, was ^iven away to the R^e Bohiidur of SdvuntTadt. 

Her Highness CbimndbiLi^ tho Queen Consort, has had issue two 
girlSj one of whom is deceased. 

On the Ibtb of May IS75, Sir T. MddhaTrAv, K C.S.l., wm EijaSlfT. Midbur. 
formally mstnlled as minister, and be lost no time in forming a tSv'iAiimioi*- 

vigoroua and intelligent ad minis tration by gatheriiig round him a tmtkn, 
nunihor of well educated officers, most of whom had been trained in 
tbe British service. KkLn Bahidur KM ShAhAb-ud-diu, Gl.E 
Eevenuo Commissioner, Khdu Bahddur Pestqnji Jahangir, C.I.E, 

Scttlemont (Hfioer and Military Secretary, HdT Babddar V^'iniijiifcrdT 
JnuArdan NAib Diwaii, Kh^ Babddiir Kharsetji Hnstamji Chief 
i7uHticQ,and Mr. Jan^rdau SakbdmmGadgdarq the moat prominent. 

But there are others whose aerviceB are doing much to make tho 
ftdminisE ration successful, su ch oa Dr- BhAlchandra K. BhdtaTadekar the 
Hoad Medical Officer, Mr. Laksbman Jagaundth Ynidya, Eav Bahadur 
Manibhd.i Jasbhdi who has more recently pined, and many more. 

Vet the chief rosponsibility, the ereat burden, lay on the efaouldora 
of Sir T. Mddbavrdv on whom tho title of Ibija was bestowed at 
tho Delhi Ihirb.ir. This geutleman, bora in 1828* is a Ilifardtha by 
rscG^ a BnOiman by caste. He receivod a Bound English and 
mathematical training at tho Madras University whence, after having 
acted Oil the professorial staff, be went to Travancore* a State in 
which hm bitber and uncle had been Diwdns, At first tutor to the 
two young princes of Travancore, he afterwards became aa^istaut

Sir T. KfddbckTTdv mnkod among the leading uatire states epcp of 
India before his comiug to Bnroda^ and his nchio^ments during 
the last six years bid fair to place him at the very head of the 
In whatever direction we turn wo find that great changes have besn 
cfifojpted_p or rather that n new condition of tlUiigs has boon created. 
The ranj^ of his labours has boon veiy wide ^ the thoronghnosa of his 
labours nas been or will prove to be as remarkable^ The relations 
between the native Stal^ and the Paramonnt Power liave become 
aonaible for tbs first time. The finances bavo boon rostomd to a 
healthy condition^ and the immense sum of one crore and a ball of 
nipecs has been placed in reserve for nnforeeeen contingencios^ tboagh 
six yairsago it was not certain if the State were Bolvent or pbing^ 
in debt.^ Order and pnblicEty have taken the plane of confusion and 
concoalment in this as in all other matters. A revenno ayst^m baa 
been started where there was no system^ and the land taxes as well as 
otbor taxea are beginning tq bo ascertained both by the rulers and 
the ruled. A great nnmbor of anonmions and needlessly voxntioiiii 
taxes boa been swept away and the oxcessive knd-tax has boon 
redneod. Fresh departments have been createtlj where of old men 
worked with DncerUii n powers and within ill ^defined limits^ Regu lar 
DDUtls of justice and a body of police^ together with a medieul and 
an odoeational departinont ara now for Uio first time in existence- 
Finally^ thodgh for want of fipocc many points of intereathiive been 
ODiitt-ed, large sums have been judicionaly expended in making new 
bnes of railway* m embellishing the capita^ in scattering broadc^ist 
over the State scboolsj^ diapensarieSj jaik* and other public bnildingn. 

On the 2bth of December 1881 His Highneas SnyAjiniv wan 
formally installed on the gadi and invostod by the Govemmonfc of 
India with full sovereign powers in the ppesence of the Right Ron'bio 
Sir James Fergnsson* Rart*^ Oovemor of Bombay^ who on the 
occasion represonted Hk Excellency the Yicoroy. His Highaess 
wm advised to conduct the administration for the first two years of 
his reign with the assistance of a constdtative body, lldja Sir T. 
Mfidhavhivj whose services w^sre retained by Hig Highness* and four 
other beads of departments were nominated tg make np the inner 
cotincib while a larger cotmcil was also formed for legislative purposes. 
On tbo 3rd of Janua^ 1883^Mr. F. S. Melnll* C.S.L* who for six years 
ha^i pven IMja Sir T. M^bavrfiv all the assistance in bis powor, quit¬ 
ted the Residency and was anocceded by Geneml Watson* T.O.*CLB.

U.-TEE OAIKWArS AEMV 

A brkif chapter supplctncnUiry to ibo |}oHtical and Hmricial 
liiiitoriaH of tho Baroda statoj wLicIi should relate cxcluairoly to ilio 
arpajj can scarcely be diapetiaed with, if those portions of the 
GasetLoor ore to be rigbtlj understood. By tbo tenn ‘^lirmy' wb refer 
not merely to tbo forces which at one time or auetber the Gaikwdj* ^ 
could place in tbefieldj. but to the military elwhich eOuiprohcndiLHl 
the majority of the Sandiirs by whem the Rnjii was aupporteiL . 
The poUiical induence and BOcml power of this class tnuat be taken I 
into account when we consider the mcaeurcfi adopted by tbo Britiab I 
Govommeut to refomi tbo Barodu state^ or the etops by which tbut ! 
class has descended to its present unitoporlant status, ^ 

A short retrospect into certain aspects of the political history of 
Barodn should first bo drenu. When the Mardtbis first invaded 
Gujar&i^ the head qf the Gd-ikw&r family was not a KAja^ not overt a » 
chief, bat first a aubordinato and then chief liooteuimt to the Semipati^ ' 
DAbhMe, By degreOB, PLIdji obtained the cominand of threo jjtlfiU 
of bonsOj and ms^lo (17 Ifl) Son^d his ticnd-qoartcraj whonco he began 
to invade GufaUlt mnch to his own pariiotilaT advantogo. In the 
scramble which attended tho brmkmg up of tho Moghnl viceroy^s 
dotnioion in GnjaiAt, three or fonr ^[anithrLs rose to be independent 
or qnoei-independent ODnunanders of rnamndiug parlies, and among 
these a-ss the GiiikwArp When not merely the right to lovy chauiti ^ 
but actual territory became the prize of the luckbet tcodei^, the j 
GfiikwAr found himself a ruler. Ho bad supphnitcd the heir of his 
Qommauding officerp DAhhdde, aud now proved himself strong enough i 
to bo partially indepeudent of the Pesli^va. 

In shortr the GAikwAr family astiniishingly fortnnatn, bill it i 
oiXL&t not be foigotten that at the outset the head of that fktnily had 
only just grown out of the csvalry captain. If be Imd becemo a 
aevemiga, liiji enbordinatea were entitled to consider tbcineelvos 
SardArs, and to have ttioir share of the spoil. It is up esaggetation 
to say that in DamAji'a lime 7R8) five^aixths of Ihu revenue 

Wflui to pay tribute to the Penhwa or te maintain the military clss.^. 
But fortune^ favoured tlie GdikwAr in this, that ho rewarded bis 
adhorentH with monoy, that m, with wclbpaid fullitury jm^tu, udd net

At tba head of the miliinif^ olass abonld bo plaood tho sik'darg 
who criginaUy acoompuoied the GliikwAr from the Dodcan with their 
cwu homoB^ and who worn allowed to eatertain pd^m of their own^ 
Tliey were IrBated with diatinguishod honour* itieir anaiifti pay waa 
fixed* and the foremost among them wore tho Pjindbre IMja/ tho 
Ohorpade Kdjaj MIt Sahobj and Jddhav K4ja. The raltie of tbo 
xUtdiirit* horses woa fixed at tho iimo of muster* and should they ba 
killed or wounded iuiictjoii^ the aum^so rated* wita paid by the State* 
Hilt tho value of Mir AiniQ-ud-din Husain Khan's horses* or that of 
those l^olongiogto Mir Mohsannull MlrAkbai-AJi was permanently 
fixed flt Hs. 500* for tlicfr muster wtiB only nominal* whilst tho 
three Ihijds first mentlotted and eeveral momberB of the GaikwAr 
family who were pd^t^dttrK had not to attend the muster at all, 
their Htidjks being viaifed privately- \^'dieii in 1807 Colonel Walker 
mdnced the military expendilaroj, he allowed the Biti^ira and also 
the pEi^fddrj and xifHiiuh jmnttJdra to retain thetr piiikhia and other 
insignia of dignitj* in consideratiou of tho foot that many of them 
w'oro men of high births As a rule men preferred to servo in tbo

To fully enutnomte the component parts of the Gdikwdr army* we 
may here tnentlod the si&oficfi: and^ indeed* in Inter days* before tho 
British were called in* they oxercised great power in the ^tato.

The fortonate thing for the GdikwAr, os tnattnrs OveotiioJlj turned 
oot, was that the highest niilitary leaders were paid in money, and 
that a comparntivdy small portion of recompense for eervico 
fXmsistod of landed estates or joyAiTif, When the momont came for 
rednetion and reform through the agency of the British GcYemmentj 
tlie task WHS a for easier one than it would have beea had land been 
granted. Bnt with regard to the malntoi^co of efficiem^ : from 
the ttiomont that conquests censed, and the boundaries of tho State 
were no longer widened, a mere tnonoy payment led perhaps to 
more rapid deterioration than would otherwise have bocn the oaso. 
Tho folTowing sentenco written by the Heaideut in 1S28 might apply

During this period the military class Eharcd the spoils, bat it also 
did somo work and eoutiiiuod to possess some vital itwhile at 
eertaiu great erisesit really proved itself Avorthy of tho fortune whieh 
attended tbc GdikwAr's hciiBe. After DauiAji's death no resiaianco

class might have risen bo groat powor^ and that it did not do so 
was tho result of its own decadeuco- Fateaingi the willing or 
On will! eg ally of the British triumphed over Ms brother Govindrdv, 
and being able for some time before his death to take a firm seat on 
tho gddtj hoj like a strong man^ kept down the expenses of the ormy^ 
in other worda^ re&trainM the jjower of tha clasai 

But Fatesfng was the prince who Introduced a proctico which 
well-tdgh rniued the Baroda state, for he first, though with a sparing 
hand^ obtained the services of mercenary troops,^ OovindrAv added 
to their unmher, but Rdvji AppAp, to secure his authorityj so in¬ 
creased their power and eniolEiments that they became tho chief 
authority m the State. It was as much their InsoleDce and rapacity 
as the hopeless muddle into which tho finances had fallen that 
compelled the minister to call in the British. The pay of the 
Ij^fardtha military class and of tho Arab meruCoAries exceeded the 
total reYonoe? of tho State,

A statoiucut has boon preserved of the nunibeir^ in Goviudr^v 
Gaikwdr'e time* aud of the nniubcra Major Walker projKjeod to 
rotnin : 
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IL-Hlactioiis, TliS Arabs paid by S^mnl Bcchardds nomberod no moro than 

those paid by ^lon^al PArckh only 2480 j but it must bo nndcriittood 
that tbo pay and influcnco of theso mercenaries far exceeded thoir 
nuiuberfl. CoL Walker's rednctioiis would have cot theni down to 
620 and 1010, or in all to lS4l! men. 

The forces paid by the two bankers coat therefore nearly three 
lAkKs a month* and the proposed reductiou would have diminished thn 
expenditure on them by Ij lAkhs. Besidea thc^e* BdbAji^s troops, 
or an thoj were termed tbo new nbandi^ designed to levy the 
niwbiiyi"W iu KdthiAwAr which was several years in arreara, cost 
one Idkh a month; Major Walker proposed to reduce their nnmber 
and the expeuditoro by Hb, 86*425 a monthjUnd in tbia manner to 
save the State on the whole army tts* 2^36,425 a monih* In 
addition to this annnal expenditure of forty-eight lAkhs a year on tbo 
it wafli^culated that the cost of the eilWdraaudyTfiycb was 
twenty llkhs find there wiis also a fictitioim item of Mtoon laklis 
a year KUpposed to bo expendod on fortifications. Bni for the 
prosent Major Walker bad no settled plan for reducing the latter 
autnii. 

Ono great difficulty burred tlie way; large arwars were due to iHo 
troops, to tbo old n5nadi oeurly fifteen tdkhsj onRdTii Ap^idji'e noto 
five Jfikljs, to Bdbdji'a new levies throe liikhs, in all Its. ±2,83,545. 
Anotlicr difficulty wns to got poor old Jldvji Appiiji to act. Ho 
disliked tbo Arabs nud their paymasters, bat bo uliio feared tboin, 
Bdtidji with jnstice compbdaea(Juljf 1802) that the new tiiaiid* woro 
Twing discliargod, while the inore disorderly old jniflfirft won? spared, 
hlnior Walkor borrowed ten Inkbs from tbo Honorable Company, live 
I&kbs from the two PArekhs, three lakhs from BiiinuLBukihil in short 
obtained aums which cainc within nearly throe idkhs of the twenty-two 
]4kha Md eighty odd thoosaod rupees required. At first ho allowed

diamiflititl to tliP two paymuBtera, hot ntiturally cDongh this scheme 
bruko down. Tlico Lu took the mattor into bia own liniids, nod 
detcrtniuod to pay tic Jpflnitidurjt tlcmsolvcs at tlctmioof calling 
tlo muBter. It wna the cnutoiti of tlo Gdikwdr to ndjust tlio 
accoontB of tlo armj every two years after holding a gcnonil 
uinster, and to allow those soldiers their djscbaige who might tlien 
iiuist oil it. Tto^ in lister wan hold in Septombor or Oetobor, and 
Major VValkor designed to take advunUige of tlo prscUce to pay off 
and discharge the men. ' 

But the refonn of the army wns not to bo catried crat withont 
distilrbance, os the Aral mercennrics had detennined to retain if 
posstlile all their privilegea, a resolve in which they were snpportcil 
by the two paymasters. On the 11 tli of October 1803 the Rcsideut 
mentions the amiiety he felt at the growing signs of msuboidinatiDn 
shown by tlia Arabs who were at the time tn possession of the 
^rsDD of Anaudriir and who held all the gates of the city of 
Jfernda, having usurped the fanctions of tho HHctfar. Colonel 
tValker was right in supposing thnt the Arabs meant fight, for a 
»gnlar siege of Barods had to bo mirier taken of which an acconnt 
ifl given in the history of tho City of Baroda, in the chapter on 
I’lacos of Intoroat. 

Though the firituh troops had suffered coneidombly bofore tbia 
impudent mutiny eonld bu suppreKsed, the Arabs wore paid all their 
arrears and suffered to leave Baroda frcoly on tho condition that 
^ey should not remain m the State a day longer than was ncccssaiy. 
These arrears amounted to about seventeon and a half lAkha of 
nipccs.' 6nltiiiidafBr and soma 700 Arabs went to Arabia, others 
^ught the Dteccan, but many of the Arabs instead of leaving GiliarSt 
101 ned banhoji who wasin IlAjpipIa, iiominally at the brad of a large 
Iwdy of R-oUs, and who was thus atrengthened by 20d Arabs and Sul) 
hiiidhiH. Major Holinca with a dehichmont of tho 75th nod three 
fi'poundcra was immediately ordered out to join Sitdrdm's force in, 
attacking Kiiuhoji. On the lltli Jaoimpy ISOS the allies met the 
fugitive pnneo at Vajiria and put him to flight. With great 
difficulty they got at him again on the flth of February at a place 
csJlod Protbanipiir near Sdvli The Arabs occupied a very strong 
position, and tho Ilnglisb detachment lost a great smnlmr of men in 
'^lecovenug a gun, which they hod been forced to abandon to the

leaving his money chest and buggngo in the bands of tho Bnnida 
force; GinpstrdT of Sankheda and MiirifriT Giikwir who had 
previoiiBljr joined him were wounded. The most capable adhorenta 
KAnhoji hud left were ShivrAm, an old Oaikwar nlBccr and the lams 
Abad, an Arab jomdddr who had faecR eoDapicnDus nt the siege of 
Baroda and was now at the head of some 55(1 men of whom S50 
were Arabs, and these men soon began to treat Kdtihoji not aa their 
master but ae their puppet, Kdnheji and Abud long remained on 
tho borders of Gujarat, causing more alarm and vosation than real 
damage, and hoping to gain support from Sindin or Holkar. On 
tho 2ud of llarcn ilajor Holmes defeated KAnhoji tuid his hlehvjlai 
force at the Alovis TiJlsgie of Ghopdo, after driving them out of Kordl 
with lo8a_. No further action of importance took placej Kdnhoji and 
Abud with his Arabs dodged about Dohad and fell foul of tho little 
pnucea on tho border, Bdriya, Diingarpur, Suntji, LuuAvdda, and 
BAnsvAda as these resented tho ilKtrentinent they received at tho 
^nds of the mercenaries. Finally, KAahmi managed to escape 
from Abiid's thraidoni, and tho latter went further aBeld bat stUl 
coutinued to give bis old enonites, tho British, soma atmoyanoe from 
Dhdr and elsowhore, 

'ninB Major W^kar disposed of tho Arab mercenaries at no small 
^st Ihe most dangereus enemy to the State existed no longer 
hut tho reform of tho great body of the troops was as far off as 
ever. The muluAyin' in KAthiiiwAr was of such impottauce in the 
^timatiou of the Resident that no reduction in that quarter oonld 
M attempted, and elaewheto there were wars or threat^ngs of war. 
Besides there wore those vast mysterious arrears of pay which in 
supposed to amount to Rs. 38,67,637, and whicli by the 
year 180^ mounted np to Ha. 73,42,528.* Besides (Lionel Walker had 
to oonteod against tho machinations of the DIwAn Sitanim and his 
relatives, who stabhornly resisted any attempts to reform the army *

In 1803 and ISOi the greater portion of the Gdikivdr army 
was with Babiyi in the pcninsala and its espeuses were reckoned 
at twouty-seren iilldis a year: at that time he had with him eight gens. 
100 artilleiy huicaft,forty iwiraArjf of toG Arabs, G8i HindtiaWniB, 7300 
infantry, and 5210 horse, of tho latter not 2000 being fit for dnty of 
any kind, and of theso not half being snob as would proveclScioiit in 
action. In 1800 tho (»at of tho army b represented os not materially 
redaced, whilo iMbAji's troops were more expensivo than 

ever, ao it camo about that in Juno 1807 Golonoi Walker colculated 
that the army cost Rs. 42,06,372 a yeur, exclusive of the payment 
made for tho British subsidiMy troops. Then came tho reductions 
and tlio roform, togather with the payment of arrears which were 
nuatteiidod by any opposition except from a morceimry called Kiaim 
^Ihi, and Colonel walker was able to boost that ho had reduced 
tho expoadJtare by Rs. 20,20,856;

At on excuse of twenty^fonr liikhs, of which fortimately only 
about 5 J l&kns were paid in the shape of landed jau^id to some of the 
principal ofljcere, tho State was held to possess 7052 horse and 3693 
infantry, which wore thus disposed: in Katbi&wdr 341$ horse and 
1430 ftmt, in the Mahi Kdnlha 1875 horse and 136 foot, and tho rest 
m details in Bonxla Proper. 

So Ciiloael Walker bad dona somothing. He had wiped away 
tho arrears. The snpposod cost of tho nrmy beforo o British Bubaidiary 
forco was Qotertained had boon sixty Idk^ ; he had hoped at once to 
reduce this enonnous sura to twelve Idkhs, instead of which at the 
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ciui of sis or MTon years la& liai brongkfc it down to twenty-four 
Idklis. 

Three eireniHf&taiices now tended to rqdueo the power and prestige 
of the military class to the increaso of the GAikw^r's authority. Tho 
nnrnbers of the State onny and tlio expenditore had been iinsprtritigly 
cut down. A foroign Bubaidlary force letter armed^ bet ter diseipliood^ 
more powerful in shorty was entertained. An end had been put 
to the mtilnkgiri system of which the yearly liainpaigns afforded the 
only field in which the State artny could Balcly eliow' its powers^ pad 
in which it found opportunities for reimbsimng itself after long 
arrears. 


Unfortunately the reform wag not of a ]^rmaiient natare. 
Colonel Wallcer^s rediictiona were aot litsiing^ for in the eoursio of the 
next ton or twclTO years all the great MiirAtha princes wa^^d war 
against tho British^ and tlris period of confagion was marked by the 
lawle?!a risings of the Pendhilris: the one Afar^tha ally of the Britieli 
was dragged into the contest, the ntiny jnerea^^ in number^ and in 
cost, and the division of the apoilB wrested from the Pnahwn led algo 
to thereqiiisition of a serviceable Contingent^ efScionoy being demand¬ 
ed from a State where it did not exist and could net bo created. 


These erents;^ as wo gludi led to EtmngO rcsnlts in the reign of 
Bayajirtiv II. The military class not only rose again in nntabers and 
importancej but this GjSikw'iir being fee jcurs engaged in a political 
struggle woth the Bririsb, nnt only kept up but augmented the fx>wor 
nf hia military retainsrs^ of theac^ tliat is, wmo sided witli hitn and made 
ne terms with his ally. liowovor, ha-l n complete and oasy 

naecndancy over hia tiardarsaiid only bettered their positien so far aa 
ho thought fit in nidcr to thwart tlie Britlah Govemmont. 

Agaiuat the gains won by the G^ikwAr through the full of tho 
Peshw'i^ mu at bo balanced the three following disadTiiDtages i Istj 
owing to the long war tlio army increased in nnmberg, the military 
expenditure underwent a eimilar inert^o and largo fldmg fell due 
for arrears I 2nd* tho PritiBh subsidiary force was augmented by thn 
agreement made in 1817 j and Smb a portion of the Satntcnrmy^ temiod 
the Contingent Force CDosistlng of 30f>0 hotm^ had to Ijo plaoed in an 
efliciont condiHon by Article VllLof the treaty of the Gth Noverabor 
1817. 'The Giiikw^r govemmentalso binds itself to iiiaiut&inaud liold 
fit the dlaposal of the Company to' act with the subsidiary force wher¬ 
ever it may bo emplovcd nnci to be subject to tbogenenil command 
of the officer com I Eiunding the British tTOops, a body of 3CK)0 olTeetiTO 
cavah-^ to Le supported exchiRively at Iho expense of His Higlinesa 
the Gdikwf^r, and that Hm ETigbnrss wnll oonfomi to the advice and 
Bugg^tions of tbo British Goverinnetit relative to the fermatiDU; 
and equipment of the Contingent of borae, iu regular montbly 
payment, the coTiiliEinti uf its ar^ns and aceoQlrcineiitai according to 
the custom of the Giiikivitr governraoDt.^ 

Tlio touatflr of tbo Contingent wna to be ttikou monthly, if At 
by tha Kdja and tbo Keiidont, if aorviiig in the tiold by t!io 
otficep M>niRiandtng tbo troops nod tbe GAikwdr Sard&r. Tbo pay 
wna to ju mofltbly. XJjc tfoope wero iu all n^pt'Cta to be kept op 
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in ti perfect state qf cqnipmoDt in resj^et to borscsj arms and 
ncocnitretiic?Dt!3j and this is whem tlia shoo piochcib Tlio Darb&r long 
fought agaiDst the demands of ihoEritij^h Gov^ornmerit, tbcrch/show¬ 
ing their wisdom. Jfilitorj efficiency waa the one quality the 
uatiro army ponld aot acquire^ and the keener bho inypections or tlio 
more sharp the demands of British officers for reform aod dirtoiplUio* 
the lesa was tlio wholesome restilfc. In fact the oclj friiit of this 
ottompt to neforio a portion of tlio G^iikwiir army was an oaiUess 
strife botwooa the two Govopwmonts. Bosides^ from the outset the 
Cootingent wns not permitted hj the British tiovomment to acr?o ia 
Ihirodo^ thoogh the treaty ovidcntly cod tom plated tluit it shouh]. On 
its re turn from the MAUra catnpuign it wiis split up into three bodica 
and inade to do ill-dnfinod duty in the conutry which the 

B^ti^ih had premised to control without nasistaDce from the 
Gfiikwar. 

Ah hafl been pointed oat in the political histoiy the fioTommont 
of Bombay, when the enbsidiary force was meroosed and the 
Contingent started, suggested to tho Ttegont Fateaing that he was at 
liberty to rcdiioe hia own army to the strength it had in tho Hrst 
Fatcsing"a time. But Fatosing objected strongly to any reduction 
being made. That referrud to in the treaty of 1S02 was^ he arguedj 
contemplated aimply in order tomporarily to relieve the GAikwnr and 
not with a view to entertsiu a lai^r subsidiary force. As for an army 
of 12j000 mct]p that was only suited to the miieb smaller dominions tho 
Gaikwar then possessed. In short idt he would do wan to ]>romiso 
' to reduce the cs pend I ture by four IrikliSp without, however^ dismissing 
auiati|, a jjr&iniae which it ia doubtful if he ever intendod keeping.^ 

Tho fact waa that Fatesing felt that tho personal Jatonqssta of too 
many of his leading Bubjects were at stake to allow liiin to- uudertoko 
a reduciion^ and the Bombay Govomment i-ecogniscd tho force of 
thia feeling which not diatiisctly pot forward as an argument. 
Besides^ when ih December 1819 the Roaident^ seeing the omharriiM- 
inent of the State, proposed to reduce the aoniial eixpcnses oF tho 
army from Ra* 42,(17^000, the enormouB figure it had reeiched since 
Cohmel WulkoFs reform^ to Ra> 15,!)l,5(Xlj the Bcmbny Govern¬ 
ment deeliaed to eanction t he proposal uoiil they ahould be ass n red 
against the danger of distiirbancca from tho disbanded troops. 

And it may be interesting toobserve of the services of ITia Highness* 
army aa the ally to the British proviena to ibo treaty of 1817, that 
Captain Camae, the Officiating Resident, while rou tending that 'tho 
irregular MarStha soldiery eoold not be comporcid with fraiuer] 
BritUh troopc,* waa still of opinioa ' that it wwa nnivorsfitly admittod 
of all tliD armies of nativo states in alliance with the British 
CioremujODt^ none have over laanifestod.w'hcn tried,a l>fltterinelinap 
tioii to serve with hdolity and devotion than the troops of the 
GAikwdr ia active operation with tho forces of the Company,'* Ho 
iustonced their ODoduct in the war against NavAiiagarjand the servIceK 
they had rendered in 1805 in conducting supplies^ &e. Tlic praiH4;> 
Waa perhaps couaiderably exaggerateifj but need not bo omitted

17^45^&4b ontailefl ft heavy 
burden on Ibo State.^ Besidesj tlie raaoal DliAkji Ddddji had t!in 
control of Ilia jxihiMri, find bo moimged affnira that all partiiant to tho 
troops was Btoppod, Alnjor-GoDoml Sit John Malcolm had t* * advance 
fourtaan IiLIeIib fwthcCDntiugcntjnod tbe stun lyaa repaid hj Sa^djiniv 
in 1820. All tbia watt, if not etmnge, at least verr bnrdeiisomp; and 
ihougb by dint of much prosaure Ibleslng had at one iime, 5tli 
Jftnnaty ISIS, got npthe Contingent totbo retjuired number of 3000 
horse, tbflt miiuber ivas nerer ranintained, andabortly aftar bis death 
fell to half tbo roqnisite atrengtb.

At the 
same time it was resolved that the troops which had heretofore boon 
stationed in those ]jroviiice^ should remain and anj incroa^ supplied 
that might l>e ^juired^ and that they Ehould be considered as part 
of the service distinct from the Contingent. Th&forco 

thus apportioned to these outlying provinces consisted of 510 horao 
and 110 infantr}^ as mentioned la Mis Highness^ letter dated 2t>tb 
January 1S21* 

But when the troops returned from Mdiwa it wa$ resolved ko 
station the 3000 horso in sepcirate bodies of 1000 horse in Kathi^wjir, 
in the Mcdii Kiintha with lioad-tjiiartcra at Skdra^ and at Deesaj each 
division being placed under a Sardar of its owujn spito of the 
remonstrances of the Gdikwdr (&th April 1830).^ From tbo entsot^ 
how ever, tho nnmorical force of the Contingent fell short of the 
fttrungth agreed on, and the promiao of the Gdi kwdr to pay them evoiy 
three months w'Aa not kepL Some relief waa aceorded to the dietrosa 
of tho irregularly paid troops m Mahi Kdntha lo 1822, when in 
accordance with Captain Ballontjno"s request^ a of the 

and a Mrkun ui the dtirakM&rg were sent to tlmt district, 
but the Doesa troops had nothing done for them. Finally, in 1826, 
quarterly payments were actually made during one whole year, but 
with the fail nrn of the soptonniaJ leases, all regularity once more 
came to an oad,* 

In 1828 the Resident informed the Bombay Government that ho 
was constantly receiving complaints from tho officers attached totho 
three Contingent bodies, regardiog the iircgntarity of the payment 
of tho troops and tho obstneies placed in the way of regular m asters,

Oa the 25tb of Janunry IdS^O, Sir Jolm Mnlcolm, tbo Govemor of 
tliB Bonify PresideneyTOqnired of His fiig^haoaa thAt two*tbirdB of 
tha Gontingoat at anj- mto abould bo readetod fit for sarvieo, and, 
oa hia roquiaition being disiBgardad, bo ordapod tha lioaidont to 
roorganiao tho force. At the eamo time, March 1830, districts of 
tbo annual valno of about ten Idkiia’ were (wquostrated for their 
pajinoatj a measure which was disapprorod of by tho GoToromont 
of india and tbo Court of Directonj, and atibscquontlj annulled. 
By Sir John Jlaloolm^s moasnro the Mabnrdja was deprirod of 
nil nuilionty ovtif n portion nf liia ariartyj ntid bis inflcioDco o^er n 
portion of the high military clnsa waa curtailed. This naturally 
irritated Inm to a very high degree, and bo not only at tbo time 
attempted to proreat his Berraots from obeying the onlora of tho 
Uritiab Govpameaf, but suba^uently risitod witbhia Tengeanco all 
those who sided with the foreigner. It mast, however, in fust ice 
to Sir John Malcolm be stated that be attemptod to restrain hi’a 
action to the narrowest linnts which tbo necessity of officloncy 
appeared to him to prescribe. Etxistiiig arraugemon ta regnrding tbo 
jNifffis, bar^it* and /ntedtirit were to be interfered with as little as 
possible, Tvounublo leava of absonea was to be granted to tlio 
great pfyetUr*, the work of the political officers in charge of each 
of tha throe quoUa was to be confined to the payment of tlio troors. 
the accepteneeofroecipta for the same from the commander of the 
quota, and tho inspection of the nctual number of men and liorsea

bad to allow these men to return to Baro^.* As oyeiy effort 
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was mndo to rohun os iiiftiiy oa Mssiblo of tlio old troop^^ it Tmsfiot 
till tlio 12tb of May 1S31 tbat tao Cootiageiit was reformed^ when 
its y Mi-ly cost was foiiad to bo sometbiag under thirteen Mkbg. One- 
1mlf of tilc Contingent bad olocted to obey fboir sov^eroigii^ and thoir 
places bad to bo supplied by now levies^ tbo other half aftor some, 
and as events proved wiso, hositBtion Rusted their fortunes to the 
Britisti protection. Saydji^v^a means qf retaliation did not end hazo^ 
Tbo seqaestmted diatricts did not suffice for the mamtonanco of tho 
troops, aud the Resident was fain to demand of the Bom^y Govern- 
mont fresh seqncstmtious, Gth Au^t 1 S3a demand which was 
not repeated by Lord Clare, who looked on the whole of Sir Jehu 
^falcolm^H flcbeme as a vciatious and msclesa measdre. Thotigh 
tliQ whole of the cavalry was now kept op, there wm no infantry at 
all by whom they might bo supported* for Sayitprdv now contended 
that ho was not bound to hand over even the mulukfjiri force 
enimsted to tio British, as the latter, in 1820, had nndertaken to 
collect the reveunos of Kdthiiiwdr and the Mahi Kdntha. In fact 
bo refused to su|™rt the force, or force detia^hed on special 

duty^ which had hitherto dono the police work of the sequestrated 
diatKets, a forc^ of 1117 harso and 709 foot of w^bicb the annual 
cliai^o amounted to 41,2912l-S* The British had consequently to 
entertain a body of 230 horse and 600 infantry, and to my tbeiu 
from the mulu^iri eolleetions in K^thiawdr and the Mtihi XEintha. 
But the maiutenance of the ImwiH force w&s a mdch greator 
difficulty^ for if the pay of the troops had to ho defrayed out of the 
revenues of the district^ the net proceeds wodd ho so small that tho 
sequestration would last an indetinito time* 

Finally llis Highnesa determiued to wreak his veugoanee on the 
men who had preferred to trust themselvos to British rather than tq 
hia own protection. One-half of the Coutiugient hiwl received and 
accepted what ivoi*q at first ample assurances of British protection* 
But on the 26Lh of Ocl-oher 1S30 tho llesiclent was infonnod 
by the Bombay Government: ^ You were authorised to let theao 
persons, w-ho served with the Contingent, know that they should be 
protected pDrsoaaily.’ And on the 7tli oE September 1831 this limit&il 
guarantee was further reetrictod; * WTicnover these peraonR pnas into 
any qf Hht Highness* territories, nnicss they arts with a bex^ of the 
Conf ingent ordered there on duty, oven the (above) scenrity ceases 
nud th^' are situated exactly like any oUjereubjcctsoftiio GAikwfin* 
and in October 183i the Govommont mtimated that its gnarrmtoo 
was only designed ^ to [irotect. these persons frera molestation and 
grant thcnii reasonable pay as long us they shnll it main in Our sendee/ 
^Against the ftiluro w’rath of SajfijirAv tliey had no Bafegnnni; and 
in iSS2 Lieiitennpt Long ivoft reprinmnded for going Wyond these 
iustmetioas. Bn^ides I.ord Clare, fri his too great ansiety to put 
an end to this aui^e of qnarrel w'ith Saydjiniv, not only refuscEi to 
see whether tbo arrears of the old men of the Contingent wera 
paid to thom, arrenra amounting to fonr liikhaj but rejoqtod any 
cousidr ration of extra c mol am outs not strictly com]^>risod within 
tho tuoucy salary of the troops/

On tlio Other hand, it camo to bo nsed by 

tho political officers as a force with which thim» might be fillcMl in 

the safor portions of their distrieti police and rcyotmo work might 

be done, meaaagea and letters conveyed, and snob trifling businoBs 

curried out. In ono way there wns a change, Not a whisper was 

ntternd about irregtilarity of ^y, perhaps bccaiiao no man dared 

to draw on himself the reproof of the mastorwhohad triumphed over 

tbo proteges of the Dritish Government, 

In spita of all that luis boon written of Sayijirdv'a bias with

otlicr. Its miaon d^^tre had disappeared with the mufuJt^iVi aystom 
predatory a'arfare, and looso diadpline whero irregular pay wtts 
okod OTit by occasional plnnder.

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attachment, and active assistance oE His Highnesa tho MahAnfia 
KhnndcrAiTj daring the ointinwiLhout which ■ oar hold on iho whoJo 
of ’VVefitera India wonld have been moat eoriqcislj comproniiaod/ 
the exactioii of this fine which had always boon coneidorcd as a 
public disgrace was remitted, with rotroapefCtlvc effect fj^om the date 
of His Highness^ accession.^ 

To retam to tlie Contingont i in 1840 the Government modiOod its 
demands regarding the Contingent to a re<f[ntsition for 1500 instead 
of 3000 horao, bnt an important departure was made from tho 
terms of Article VIIL of the treaty of ] SI 7. It had then been agreed 
that the Continent was to be maiatiuu^ and held *'at the disposal 
of tliu Honorablo Company to act with Ibo ffubtiidiaiy force wherever 
It may be employed.^ As wc have pointed oat, however, tho 
Contingeiifc bad gone through a oompicto change; it had been 
stationed in three C|aotas in the tributary of KdthiAwdr, tlio 

Howa Kantba and the Mahi KAntha, whore it hod showii itflolf 
worthlc«8 as a mditai^ army but tisefnl enotigh for police and oihor 
similar duties, and so it Imd oomo about that it had been put to usea 
not contemplated hy the treaty, the oinmgieu of which would havo 
soriousty hampered tha poLiacal offienra. Accordingly, Sir James 
Canine ospTx^elyBtipidatcd that tho Ccmtingont which waa to consist 
of a body cf not less than 1500 horse should 1» topt up by Ilia 
Highness Mor fiorvicc in the tribuUiy mahdh/ under Thiropcan 
officers. Now Suydjinlv abhorred the existence of- the Irregular 
Horae, and it was a matter of comporativoly little importance to him 
whether 1500 or 3000 of bis own cavalry served in tne iftaJaiLs. At 
hia request, thereforej Sir James Carnoo in 1841 stated *tbat ho 
might bn permitted to maintain likewise, i.e. in addition to tho 
GnjarAt BorsCj the whole Contingent of 3000 horsu/ Hoping 
tlieneby that the annual fine of three Idfeha would bo remitted, tbo 
GAikwdrs continued to keep up tha whole Coutiugcut till shortly 
befora the uiutiny Kbonderdv SlahArdja, to tho dismay of tho British 
ofiiciaJa, began to consider whether it might not bo cut down by 
ono-lmlf. When the timo of trtniblo came, how ever, ho ccosckI to 
press tbo point, and when oa n recompeuEo for his loyalty lie was 
i^lioved of t!.o cost of tlie GujarAfc Harso, ho willingly consented that 
tho whole ContingLmt should bo retained ^forsenneo in tbo tnbtitarv

In 1861 
Ktmndeniv Mulidnija put 100 mon of cmch of the three auotaa into 
an olHuiient condition, cliodfiing Boch aa belonged to tho 
on tho condition thnt they sbonUl not bo oraplojed on the non^miKlary 
duties ejtncted from the oirdiiiary Contingont foreo. From about 
tho year 1861 the s^nditioa of tho Contingent force ngnin foil ofT^ 
and tho Borioug disturbancoe in K^tbiiiwrtr and Okhdmandal during 
tho yuiira 1868 and ISGi induced the Political Agontj Colcnej 
Keatings to call for a reform of the Contingent which w^iu efEeient 
neither as n police force nor as a military corps. It was thought 
injudicioLia to attempt ft xoform of the Contingent, but a local corps 
of gibiindi under British officers was mised and paid by tho ebiufis^ 
and ft British olHeer was appointed to anperuitand the regiment of 
the Gslikwftr^s infantry at Dhari. In 1807 tho Govommont of India 
ondoJivourod to persuade Hig IllghnosG that the Contingent should^ 
ill port or na a wholojf be rendered cifioiont ns n militnTy body^ 
while their employ men t in civil duties should not bo discon tinneib 
and * it is obvious tlmt in order to bo etficiont to render serrico in 
time of war, the Horse mnstv while performing cmi duties^ bo kept 
np to the standard, which their proliablo employment on militury 
duties wotdei demand.^ A suggestion was also thrown out that the 
Contingent might bo reduced by 500 moiJ, bat this pmposmb for 
n^ons mppofttodJy given above, was not acceptable, and Hfe llighaess 
nrgucKt timt as long as tho Contiogout t.ttis employed in miscellftnoous 
work in tho tributary wahtiinj no real ofiidoncy could be obtained. 
If^ ho SFiid;, ft JUilitsiry force was to bo organkodj let the troops return 
to B;irodft and be regularly diiciplinoi A new set of rules waa^ 
however, issued by KhunderAv which naturally did vory littlo good* 
The ccDSnrss and proposials of reform emanating ^m the Bombay

Sir, O^Tio'a dcBcHplion of tlso Cdndognnt force shows that no 
attompt was really modo to rendor it a aerviecablo body for military 
pnrpoBos.^ Tbo command of a j»lga was still looked on asalacraliTO 
apfioLatmont, * Oiit of tho Butn alJowcd lor lOO liorsoit tbo Snrddr 
is supposed to gmn Ha, 5000,^ With rngsrul to tho pngtiA in tho 
iuimudnite seryHoo of Hia HigbnSM false mnstcre enabled tbo Sardltr* 
to ftcquiro esorbitnnt gains out of tbeir horse nllownnces. The 
rcgnlnr infantry and seine 3000 of the others were under tho orders 
of tho lahthi, the first tnentioned body being under tho direct 
cominnnd of an 1 ndo-Briton, Mr. Dnnliar. Tho H/fwldr of Baroda 
hold tho command of nbont lOUO tnegnlurs, 

Ndlbcr Saj-djiMv nor his eldest son Ganpatr^v MAli^rlija cared 
much for military nuittora, bat Hia Into Highnosa Klmndcrav was a 
Beldior at heart, and after tbo stirring timos in tbo mutiny it waa 
hia mtontioR to cnato a disciplined force of infantry, w'bich might, 
on some Oocoaion, fight side by aide with Ms British allies.

Tbo 
fisrdilrs no longer looked after tkeir pri^o^nnd lost all conaidemtion^ 
except in so far as th^y becamo a bono of contentioa betw^een tlio 
Gdikivdr and the British aothoritios, Tbo dispato about the disposal 
of the Contingent Icsd to tho oatablislmont of a email organfsod 
body of cavalry^ called tho Gujarfit Irrognlar HorseJ^ which was kept 
up till nearly a quarter of a eontniy ago* Within that timo tho 
GAikrwdrs havo org^isod and nuiintalned a email array coinpoeod of 
i^gnbire and oompriHing artiHoryj cavalry^ and infantry. 

All this forms a sad hiitory of misapplied onergicSj espeoially as 
it cannot be road without a considoration of tbo Gnancial condition 
of tho StatOj which was prorontod from assuming oven an appoanmeo 
of health owing to a krge^ often a ruinous^ military expendltaro^ 
Rapid as the changes have boon from Mardth£s to Arabs^ from 
Arabs to a British subsidkry forcoi from an unfolterad alLianco to the 
compnleory maintonanco of a Contm^ntj from a purely trtegolar to a 
partly regular they hayo not boon so rapid as tho changes that 

haye tnkoti place in tho balance of power. Nor hayo tho military 
ohangea been in accordance with tbo needs of the time which should 
hare directed their tendency. The most carofnily coimidemd treaties, 
Oveni have prored a hiudmneo to true roEonn^ boentieo they failed 
within a few years to meet tUo exigencies of tbo times. Neither tho 
irregular nor tbo regular State army is of any naCp except os a strung 
police foroe^ all wars being impossibla. The snbsldiaiy forco is not 
required fur any purpose contemplated in the angagements made 
during the early part- of the century* The Contingent simply cannot 
co-operate with the sabsidinry force*

Tho tribute consisted of one or somo 
or all of the following: the AAandfr/Ti; the ndtb<f7idi or compeasatioii 
fur fihocing horses j the ^Adsddnn or corupeusatioa for hay and 
grain, of which a fnller aeoeant is givon in the political hist^iry ; thq 
vffra:, a collection for tho ^nndorcra, that is tho Mamtluis; 
the iurk verUt a coLIection for the Musalnniii goTcniiiicnt ? llie 5 aAt 
vtrtif A collection, made by the Nawib of Jnndgiwl; and a varicly 
of triding irapoaitiona cla^d under the genend head of khani^dl 
or extrAerdinaries, chiefly duo to tho inventiou of Bdbdji 

and his licateimnt. 

The MarAtha troops sent to collect tho mufHJtyiri were of the 
most lawless kind, tho gonaDa ohoson for the expedition was that 
when, the crops were beginning to ripen and tho utmost damage could 
bo done iq enso of resiataiice or delay on the part of the tributary. 
No timit wna placed to the degree of devaHtation that might bo 
offected; for instooco^ ng firewoc^ wm acorcso in many narts of the 
peoinauhip tho tnatorinU of which the houses of tho vilbgora wore 
mode would often ho devoted to the ivonts of tho soidioiy* It was 
os much a point of honor for the collector of the revenno to demand

which made it beaiable to these warlike tribes who bincied that by 
conatant protest they iBaiotaincd their libertyj and there were aome 
relcfl fixed which mitigated the horrora of the midrs^iVi, Tfi^j 
mTftsieita were of a transient cltamctor: property alone wna taken 
Md the pereooa of the villagers escapod cruelty nod oppression ■ the 
mvadera were not strong oncagb to carry wailed towns or Tillagea 
imd contented themselves with ravt^ng the opoo coiintty. While 
the Mftr^tha aiuiukp'in Inatod, it was the custom to aiia{>end all other 
petty wars and internid and those of the Kzitbidwdr

The c^!s of the jnufwfcftn ajatom wore not TiailOfJ on the inhabi- 
tnnta of tho peniDiinla onlj, for, eipcoially whon the Barotla state 
grow weak through family qnarroU, tho tribetaty chiofs resorted to 
a rognmr conrse of rotrihativ’e plunder an tho proTinoe of Guiarit, 
It waa IQ tho» days not necommon for hodiea of horse to penutmto 
tod commit depredatioDs in the neiglihonrhood of AhmedaUad, and 
to adv'toCD OD some occostoua nearly os far south as Baroda. Under 
tocU rironmatences there was no soenrity for the lives or pronortios 
ot the iQiiabitauts, the corntneroo of tho conatry was Bosnoadod aad 
the rove too wasidorohly diminished. These renriaals were only 
stopped by the meosores adopted by tho British.

The person, howover# who made the most considorablo inroads opon 
tbo ancient practice was Shivrdm Gdrdi who commenced bis muIaJc- 
ptnV iTi 1793-91# and after baring condndled several bodies of troops 
into KAthiAwilr at different times#, gained experieDco in ascertaipiiig 
with great cortainty the ability of the country to bear a greater tribute 
than formerly, which tribute ho hsd also tbe means to cuforcel

Tho ac(]tiisition of tho Abmcdabad farm by 
tho G&ikwiir after the expulsion of Abo Shelukar Bhould bayo ensured 
tho rapid and entire sabjugation of the whole poniusolB. But as 
hiis boon noticed in tbe political history, tbo doatb of GoTindidT 
Gi^wdr was followed by a period of terrible discord in tbe Ktate, 
tod for five years no mufokyiri fonja was despatched to KdtbiAwilr. 
When, bowoyer. Colonel Walker had brought affaiiB into some order 
at Baroda, an opportunity was giron to tho minister Risji AppSji 
to, in some measure, snpply tho crying pceoniary wants of bm 
gpyoriiment by despatching a powerful army into 

K4thidw.lr under the command of bis brother Biibdji. 

At this timo tbe reyennos of the ebiefe wore roughly estimated 
?}» fI^bbs in the following proportions: Juadgad sqyon 
/11 l?i BbAynagar ton Idtlis, Limbdi 

(JbAMvdd) ton Wklis, Iforri and Tankdri three Idkbs, Chithal and 
Jetpur three Idkhs, Gondal Doniji sm Idkhs, and others who paid 
less. Of these sums eleren Idkhs shonld have gone os tnii/«kgin 
tribute to the PcRhiva and Gdikwdr, or rather, hs the former's s^w 
was farmed by the latter, to the Gdikwdr. In Aba Sbelukar's time 
the Beshwn expected from tho farmer, after all expenses for coUectioD 
Ra 1,60,119; m the Gdikwdris time ho got to claim Rs. 3,29,500. * 

BdMji conducted or directed three great niwfukotW expqditioM, 
the Kmt in ISOS*-!, the second in 1805-6, and tho third in 1806-7, 
her sis years' rcyonues ho obtained, including the sums got from 
Morvi, the yeiy respectable total of Rs. 51,03,063, 

As a portion of tho history of tbo Baroda state it will be oocossaiy to 

g ive 111 Bomo detail Iho events oftheso years, the steps by which the 
ritisb troyemraent first sottlod tbe claims and dues of tho Baroda 
Btato and of the ebiefs restively, those by which the Rosb wa was 
deprived of all Mwer in the peninsula, and those by which ho was 
supplan^ by the British poa-er which oyeutaally look tho manage¬ 
ment of tbo whole into ite hands, merely lemittiug tbo tuiamd 
collections to tbe Gfitkwiu'. ® 

On the 19tb of pecoraber 1803, the chiefs of Chithal, Jetpur. 
Medorda, and knndla, snfi^cring from the exactions of tho chica of 
Bbaiungar, Juu5gad, NavAnagar, as well as from those of tho 
Gaikwor aiidj?tehwa, applied to tho Resident at Baroda for protec¬ 
tion, The Rdja of Morvi, at war with bis kinsmea of MAlIa,* and 
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tli& rtder o£ Jndiya Batsdar followed suit Tba Major 

Aloximder Walker, had for ficuno timo previous been aaxioits to 
mterfen? In tho Rffair^ of KAthiawdr^ mm waa now allowed by tlto 
Bombaj GoTeramoot (Jalj ISOS) to ^iid an agent naimed ManlTri 
Arphajumad Alt among tho obioftoiiijs of iho pninaula to asoortnin 
if they w'ould aabmit to hie arbitmttoin The RetddODt^s maia 
obioct was to assist th& GiiikwAr goveriuiSiont in reco^oriiig its 
triuntOj and 60 repienisli its empty doff era, T\m, a 5 .wo shall see, 
BdbAj'i was able to do cmassiated;, aomowbat to the diaappojntmont 
of tho Rosidoiit^ bnt it siiDuId always bo remembered that tlio latter 
dulall ho eonld to atrongthon hands by allowing a largo 

portion of tho Stale army to servo under that .leader wbile there 
Wero wars and rumours of wars elsewhere, as well as by potting off 
the reduction of the army. The GAikwiir hod also the moral assist¬ 
ance o£ the British alliance, though, os it tomedcmt, active assistanoo 
eatccpt of gnus and animopition could not be givOix till Atay 1^07, on 
acconnt of the many dangers which then threatenGfJ the British 
Govomment in the west of India. His no^t aim was to ofFect 
eucb a permanent fiettlement of the Gdikwar*s claim in Kdtbl/iwdr 
as wonld enable the Hnroda goveminent to realise itsdue^ regolarlyj 
for^ as baa been stated, no tribute had been lork-d for five years^ 
and be wished to do this wiUbout the nocossi^ o! annually sending 
an army into the peniusulEL His further aim waa to vouchee Briti&h 

i jrotectbn to several Princes who tad applied lor it, and so to a 
lold upon the country adjoining Cidch and Sind. By tho ^do of 
thc&e geueml aims tbere ran a mrtjcohir desire to crush or eaptuire 
ifulMrrAv, fho ex-jdyAtVddr of Kadij who had escaped from hia loose 
capririty at Nadidd and waa now attempting to get the chiefs to 
combine under his leadership for the overthrow, or, at least, tho 
disturbaneo of the admin isiration at Boroda. 

Meanwhile (1S^)3), BibAjL had been active enough in canydng ont 
hig two objects of collecting the mulut^tn which was live yeara in 
arreoTf, and of ppoventing Ebe chiefs from combining under MalhAr- 
rdv, Tkoj&ijh ijntirt f had escaped Ironi Kadi Ad on thg Ith of Decomber 
1802, and fled to Bhuj in Cutch whore hn collected botho 1000 
men. But lie hesitated long before entering KrfthiAwAr, while his 
relative hfukundrAv, after lodng the hold he had obtained on 
Amrcli, established his head-quarterf! at DAmnagar and levied tributo 
on the neighbouring vUligjeg: At length MalhArrAv, who had soc- 
cseedod in obtaining assistance and promLses from tho chiofa oE 
ilorvi, DhrAngadm, and JunAgad, pasEod through Pbilingnain and 
joined Mnkundrdv at Soniri, a viUage in VAnkdner. In July bo b 
^>t to Dhdri witb an army of 3000 men and wog tbera met by ^tno 
Junlignd troops, whnn bo mado an nnsucccssful attempt '^rma- 
nently to occupy Amroli. 

BdbAji'g tom now came. Gnalded, except by the prestige of his 
alliance with the EngUsh preached through the peniiisala by the 
Manlvi, ho had by Soptembar, after supprasauig the d^sdi of PAtri, 
either brought to terms or aummoned to their allegianco the KAthi 
and the chief a of VAnkAoor, RAjkot, Gondul, Kotda, TMn, 
KavAixngar, Moti'i, Alilia, Wudhwdn and other Steles. Three of the 
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most powtjrfiil ralots rt^maiddd to bo dealt iritli JanigUid} Jotptirj 
and BhdvnaguFp 

On the lull of October 1803 YitlioW PLljiji (Vitlmlr&T Diwftiiii) 
^Eirmundcd tlio Bliiiti fort in ‘whiob Malbrnr^T waa^ but tbo latter 
mana^od toeacapo him* Ho was piir«ned aad defeated near f^dbor 
KundTa in and then attempted to bare the jieiijnsiita 

from GpgiOj but vmA rofuiiod tlie me^ns by Vakhatsing tbo BbiU^nagar 
chief- The unforlunalo man ngaia fled inlancl and was able to 
strike one more feeble blow from the moimtaiiioiia district of PAlb 
tdna, tilJ at lengthj after he ha4 been deflorted by all bin followeraj 
starvation fore^ hiiii to murendor himself, his sonj and a aoLitary 
attendant to Bdbijl He was Bcibsoqoently Conveyed to Bombay 
where he lon^ lived a prisoner at large. 

In October the Hdml of Bbdmag^rj moved rather by fear of tho 
Eritiah than by any concem, for Sibor which rcaistod all ^bAji^s 
oflForts, compoand^ to pay three jeara^ dnya for all arwjars^ nnd 
B^ihilji abandoned the old mutulc^iri ay atom of rofnsing any com¬ 
promise out of deforenco to the Besident’a suggeationSi 

B&bAji^a first eerieios ebeck ocenrred in Dcceinber 1803 at the 
siege of Vartoli belonging to tUo NawAb of Jundgadi who was then 
expecting assistance freid EAnboji and hoped to head a confederacy 
of XAthi chiefa- Be;didee bo refused to meet cbims for Bs. 2^25^000 
on the ground that he was no mere Rajpnt*^ It was at this time^ 
that tho llAja of iforvi, the TbAkor of VdnkAncr^ and the chief of 
Jodiya Bondoj'^ from vorioua motives, invoked tho protoction of tho 
British. 

By hlarch 1804* however^ BAbAii came to torms with tho Nawab 
rathor to the disappointment of the Resident^ and proceeded to call on 
the Porbandar chief for tribntoj. who, in answer to a demand far 
lis. l^SOjOOO offered Ks. 40^000. The chief obtained tho ossistancp of 
tho lEAja of NavAnagar, wbohnd before this mado terms with BAhA]i* 
and the GAikwAr cominandor was a secoTid time undor the nocesaiity 
of asking the l^ritisli for aminniutioni to which was added a request 
for a battalion of British troops which ho proposod to station at 
KapArband, 

BAbilji^s first ended as triumphantly as it had begun, 

but hia second expedition did not coraincnco till ApriJ 1805,® On

On the nnrrowost grounds 'tlio 
duty and right to mterforo' in tho colfectioa of tovonwe in KdtLid- 
wdr migltt rest on tho fact tbat tho Uonorablo Company was 
answersbla for tho debts of tho Barodn state, and that anything 
which ft<Iec£€M3 the regnJiir collectitia cfE its revenues jastly enmo 
under tlio duotrol of the power which bod given its guaruntno for 
repayment^ Tho Kdthi cliiofs being fndepeadout had the right to

^0 third mvhkffiri erpodition reforrod to was not conducted by 
Bdbdji in person, for ho was absent at Baroda, but by his liotitonnnt 
Vitkdrnv Diwditji, afterwards tarnuhha. Aa it was the most 
lucmtiiTB, 80 it was undoubtedly the moat sovoroly conducted of the 
three expeditions. 

The groat Martitha wars and other dronmstances bod hithorto 
proTentod tho Bombay OoTeminonit from allowing Major Vl'^alkor to 
carry out his proicots in Kithidwir in the manner ho desired and tho 
treaty prcanribed. But in August 1S07 the eombiiiod forces of tluj 
Bntisli and the GAikwAr, under Major Walker and BAbdji, encamped 
at uutn m the Morri idhtk/t, and the two comniandorB issuer! joint 
lottens to twonty-niiio of the princijail cliioftatns iuTiting thorn to 
attend tho ramp situated at that place in order to discuss tho torms 
of a ponnaaent sottlemont of the Gdikwdr’s muluMn claims. It 
WM not till tho ISih of May 1808 that hlajor WaUcor was able to 
info™, tbo Bombay .GoTonimont tbat bo had completed tho settle, 
mont. flo bad not only boon obliged to examine u vast nnmbor of 
ranteadmg cioims, but he had had on tho ono hand bo diacoiirage 
the chiraonral or cxoeBHive expectations of the hAitiftid# (lords of 
tho sod) for whom tho utmost that nsould be done in general was 
merely topwvido for their secarity in fatnre,’ and at flio outset it 
w^ the Milled hcliof among many of them that tho British had 
eriterod the pomnsula with the view of ousting the OdilriTrtr. and 
tlwy Lad t^dored their waistAnce to tho accomplishment of such a 
purpose. On the other hand, the Itesidout had had' to modomto tho

In the ond bis object was obtoinedj and li is on bus sottloinonEi 
(reirisEd) that tho proeent relations between the Boroda Biato and 
the KdthidwAr chiciB are baaedj. bni this tarbulont country bod to 
go throogh many triala before quiet was restored %q it, Tho 
EesideptV hope and belief that he wooM be able to put an abrupt

caato, v?liDBe word was conBidcned invioJablB, and who woald not 
hes«itato to enforce tlie terms of an agreoment on the part of the 
norson for whom he stood bad at tbo risk of bla lifa. Here tluj 
Ill^dt pledged bimself to answer for certain points adverted to in 
tbo deed. The ^H'if sola»t»i was an obligation to contract certain 
otiior engagements, ratber than itself a spcoifio engagement.

In lSft9 I Important military operationa wcftO found noecsssf^ in 
Knthi/iw.^rj in conseqcencso of the disturbances created by tho chiefs 
of and Khdad/idar^ and the oseoss*^ of tho KAthis.

deH]>erate captnro of Milliaj* defended though it waa by htaTC MianAsj 
taught tho whole coiintiy to respect Colonel Walker's power. In 
June, Kh^udAdar teo fiarrondered, anti tho chiefs concerned in tho 
dbiDid^ra ilicumd heavy haos. 

In 1011 frenb disorders broke out in tho ponhasnla. We have 
mentioned the efforts then mode to rcoommencH piracy at Pesotra, 
The Kdthifl began fresh depredations; the Jdm of Navdtiagar 
refused tc settle with the C^itizh government aa ho had promised 
to do in 1&08. Captain Camao urged him to settle hut bond 
debts* incurred for military assistance rendered to the Jim in 
his quarrels with his imnifiterj tho KhnvAs, and with intoreat 
runounting to 18*60,000 iork. The JAm refused to do so, ©jec^d 
an agent who wua making onqmrios concerning the aappressioa 
of infatiticide* and refused to givo proper satisfaction for an attock 
niELde by some of his mercenary troops nt llnrpnr on Uentonant 
Knight. The 4Am was, m trnth, co'gnnisiug a combination of 
chiefs against the British power and the Gdikwtir adimnietration^ 
and his intrigues with KAnnoji have been noticed olsewhertif* 

At tho same tinso it so happened that tlio son and boir of the B^a 
of Perbandar had aoiEod UMyaand Kasira* two forba belongiug 
to bis father, and mfused to Bomndor them nnleea certain bard 
conditions were fulfilled- A small force of Bntisb troo^ bad to bo 
dospatchod which took Clui}'a by atorm, occupied Kamra, and 
bronght tho HduA's son to his senses. 
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In the followiiij^^ yi?ftr tnilftary opcrfitbPLH wctq cornmeticed 
Nivvilnagar* Cuiotm] Smith moral from PorbamLir od the 17th of 
Jauoary^ atid Imltcd ori the Navdiiagfar frontier frqni the I9tb to 
the 27th of the ^amo month. The Htill refused the terma held 
out to him, and ft Britfah ofGcor^ Lieiitenant Pholuii, waa killed while 
out-aliQoting in the neighboorhoDd of thu camp, llien Navi^uir^pir 
Was slowly iftpprofteliud and batteries were slowly nusotL On ttio 
23rd of Febriiaiy the Jdm Bqooumbed. A large Hue was imposed

The year 1&13 is one of the aadde&t in tbe annals of KilthLdwAr* 
A &mine dov^astoted the laud and a pestilence followed tbe famine, 
so that it is thought tlmt ono-fotirth of the inliabitun^ ponidiocl, 
Tho jnuhJcinrtx of BiiMji had done a good deal to impoverish tha 
States; Colonel Walkers settlement liad porpetiMited a high mto 
of tribute; then came this famine and nc^ttlenoe. Tho while, 
unknown to the British, the C^kwar eJHoers nadent^^red on asystom 
of encroachmoutSj and it is eaid thatj now" and after, Vithalrdv 
Diwd.ni[ introdaced creatures of his own into tho office of minietor 
to eaeh of the chiofa^ and through their means preyed on tho 
m Id consoqueneo of all this it had to bo recorded a few 

years after ISIS, that KAthbiwdr hod declined from great proepority 
to extreme misery, Snoh was not to he the end of this country^ 
but it is probable that when Colonel Walker tridinphontly swept 
away in whole or in port the flyatem^ female iufauticide^ 

iind piracy, he never contemplated that such would ever be its 
codditiem In truth the mlseiy alluded tq sprang in a great mcasnie 
from dna] govemmeut, and little else remains for this chapter to tell 
but the stops by wbich first the Fcahwa wna elbowed out and then 
the Ghikwm** 

No mention neod hare he made of the cempset betweeu tho Nawhb 
of Jundgad and the Gaikwiir gevemment, wfierehy certaid eichange 
of temtoiy took place, much to tbo advantage of the latter, such as 
the Rcodisition ot KodlMr by tho GaikwAr (1S13), 

In 1811 a subsidiary force again marebed into KAthiawj^ on a 
militwy carapign, and im usnal ^thalr^v DiwAnji jotned Captain 
Bidlantyne with the Gdikwdr forDiiiss, The Khavis chiefs of Jodiya 
and Amnia hod showd a rebellious spirit against tho Mm of 
Navinagar: in August Jdm died and his heir JAm Satdji was 
known to be sptiriuda i the Britisli found themselves boand to snpport 
the new JAm before the Peahwa mterfered, Cobnol East, in 
onsiiy reduced tbo KbavAa chiefs, when a pporision was made for 
their families, and Jochy^v Amrild, Balamba, toother with the forts 
of Kandoma and Parduri, were restored to NavAnogar, in whose 
favour tbo GdikwAr'a extra tribcifo of Es. 90,000, bid on in 1808, was 
al5§43 ^liuqyiahed. Mnanwhiio, in March 1814, tho Vdghore who 
had issued ^ from Okhamandal entered KdthiAwirp and, besides 
other atrocities* had devastated sixty viUa^, woro driven across the 
^n by the GAikwitr officer Govindrdv Mdma, whilo Katadfi tho 
Thokor of KamAria tn the Malia district, who had given tboia 
asylum, lost both his fort and Im life* 
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The Klinvfa cliiofa bad Iwen indtcil to create a djstnrlwTice by 
tho PcbIiwA'b Dfficere. Sinco tL& bcgiflning of tbc canturj tkf] 
Gdfkwdr had farmed the Ahmedahad districte boloogin^^ to tho 
Psjhwa, wid thijso includod a portioo of the tnlmte paid bj tho 
chiefs of KothulwArp la tda^ing liis sottlemniit Colcnol Walkor nodj 
as liafl booo reniJirkod^ wbol^ ovorlootod tho right tho Pealiwa 
Dndotibtedlj poBseaecd of a voice ifl a matter so Borioo^ij affecting 
bia revonuoB j oad other high deads had been donCj such oa the 
very oao just related about NavdoagaCj TTbicb tronchcd on his 
privileges as Buzcrain, It ia^ thoreforoj no wonder that in 1814 he 
ahowed himaeif unwilling to oontiniio to the Giikwdr tho lease of tho 
Ahinedabad farm^ which he resnmed on the 28r(i of October 1814^ 

It wm m vam that from 1814 to 1810 Mr. Elphiostono nrgod tho 
Peahwa to allow the Honorable Company to collect his re von no for 
him. The only condition on which he wotild consent to tlo this w^ 
tluit tho entire revennea nccroing froni the triboto ahonid bo paid 
him without any dednetion for collection- Now, not only hud a 
targe deduction on this account alwny^been mndo to tho Giiihwdr 
goiremninut^ but when the leaaeof tho fiirm terminated^ that govern- 
meat had naturally withdrawn one-bolf of its forces, andj thongb 
it is trno that when any serious distarbonees occnrr^i the task of 
restoring order hod faUon almost entirely on the Hntish troopSif yot 
for ordinary police work tho Gdikwilr*^s army had been roninly iiood^ 
Tho condition for which tho Peahwa stipulated waSj thorofor&j a 
voiy bard ono I yet, to ensnro peaco^ tho Bomboy Government 
undertook to collect tho Pcsbwd'fl rovonno mlhont chiirging him 
anything for colloctionj and agreed that the tributaries* agents should 
pay in their dues at Almiedabaii, On his side Bijirdv esonsented not 
to upset tlie doconniuL settlements. 

The task tho British had undertakon was all tho moro difficult, 
owing to the intrignes of the Pcshwa*B officetB^ who disaominated 
reports that tho r^o of tho GoikwAr bad come to an end, atid^ 
con sequontlyI tho arrangomeuts mado by Colonel Walker- Iteaidns^ 
tio ftrTangeiuQnts were piJido by the Peahwa for the defenoo of iho 
country, and tho Bcmljay Govemmciit had to add n battalion to the 
KdtliiAwjlr force- In 1810 tho l^oshwi's jtimdbandi anionnted to 
Ba. 5,02,0119 and the GAikwdr's to Ea. 6,^)0,SCih In June IftlO tlio 
Peahwa again rcitetated his displeoanro at being preclndtsl from 
interfering in Kathiawar, when the Bombay Government abruptly 
informed hita tlmt their oEgogomonts prevented them from allowing 
him to Increase hia demands on the chiefs - He was, bo waver, 
guarantoetl the whole nmonnt of tho tribute that was diie to him 
or that migh thereafter become dnCi accciding to Lho spirit of the 

engagament, , , wi i 

Soon niter came tho mptufo between the Peshwa and tlio Ucmufiy 
Oovemmeat The PeshwA's rights in KiilbidwAr which provion^ly 
fonnod a pirtion of the AhmudalHul farm wep assigned to the 
lioncrablo CompAUj in part payment of a subsidiary force; and any 
interfereneo on aia part in tlio affaim of thia country eama to on end. 
1 Ikere temaiued only the British and the GAikwAr gevommeatSy and 
wo have soon bow auxioua tbc Bombay Governmeat was to got from 
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Fateaing hia portion of tlio Kdt1ii:i^w^ir tribntoa in pEtrt pflyrnent of 
the increflsed Bubaidbrj foroo* * Their Eogotiatiotis in this direotion 
meit however, with a firm refoBal from the Regent Futssing^ oijd it 
was not till ^jijirdv tlio ^ddi ttot the whoio nimiAgduient 

of the coELntrv, tliiit is, the collection of tho entire tributoa waa 
cntniated to the British. 

From I SI7 to J819 Captain Ballontyne was employed in effecting 
new dgceupial ongngetnenbs with the chiefa^ and a force onder 
Colonel the Hon'bie LldcoIq Stanhope wils sent into Kitbiiiwik- to 
restore order. c: 

The GAil^dr whb henceforward to got a fi:ted Bum from the 
tribntAry chiefs of Klthidwdr j ho was also to havo no furthor coneern 
in the country. The Bombay GoYornmont loado itself ncBponsibie 
tliut tho tribnte should be fortlicoming;k and alone retmnod relations 
with the ebiofa of tho poninsnb. 

In the ifahi Kdotha, tho decay of Moghal power in the early joars 
of tho eighteenth centniy wait acoompania;] by a roviTid of local 
indepcndeitce. But about tho middle of the century (1758), this wnji 
ngaiD Hnppressed by tbe MarAthAa^ who settling in the province levied 
tributo fmm all eiccpt the p[>Drest and moat ont^f-the-WAy ohiefs^^ 
Tlie following ts a short account of some of the chief Mohi KAntlm 
tributariesL 

Abotit tho year I76d_, tho GAihwfir ariny under AppdsAhob camo 
to Idair^ and demanded from Sbivsing the rnlor, half of the territory 
of Idiir 03 belonging to bis nneb Hdising who had dietl withoat 
male issue, ShiTalng tried to avoid con^pUaucOi bat was in the end 
compelled to write over a half sliareof the revenues of the State,* 
In 1778 the Posh wd*a deputy at Ahmedribad^ with the help of tho 
brother of Sarajmalp one of the Idar propriotorB who hod boon put 
to death by the eldeet son of Shivsingj levied a tos in, the Idar 
distriots named yaaim yh&da t?rri? or the robbers'^ horse coss. In 
1802, the GjIikwdr^B rcvenae-colleeting foifce came from KAthirtwdr^ 
and oncamping at Sidhpurp summoned Gambhiraing to pay tribute 
nrrciim WhiTit at Simper, Gnmbhlraingj^ by tho promise of an 
inereaiHS in tho tribute, induced tho common dor of tho GAJfcwitr^a 
force to help him In driving ont tho hfuBolmdns from GfidvAdfi. 
Afteraomedilficulty the tribute wa^ settled at tho sum of Rs. 24,009* 
and ite namo cliatiged from the robber-horsej yrtniui a, to tho 
groiia and giatn, yfiuidduff, ccss. Iti 1S4S Ahmedntigiir and Tintort 
Were tmnsfemed to Idor and the tribute raised to Rs. 30,840 the 
pIc^^cnt figure* the increaso cf Rs. 9980 being for the transferred 
estates.

At laat hiscroiiduot became bo oppresrivc thatj 
with the helpoE the people* lldafling the RAnd^s eldest sou drove 
him outi Nothing further is known about hi* rclatEons with the 
Gdikwdr* bat* at presentp ho pays to him as ghfUddaa. a yearly sum 
of Rs. 2374^141, 

In 1780* dnriiig the reign of InAmsingji^ Fatesing Gaikwdr 
attacked and cnptored Mdlpur and took away ita gates* Since then 
the Mdipnr Rdvala have paid the G4ikw4r as ^^Jdna a yearly sum 
of Hs, 280-^1-4* 

During the minority of Khotndn&ittg* tbe son of Hiithio]i* the 
Gdikwdr army ohder Vxthobn attacked SndAsna^ plnndored the 
village of Udordn* and retired. After this they returned every three 
or four years* and* at last* levied a fixed tribute After a time 
Aumorsing is said to hava repnlied the Qdik wAr^s army. In 1804* in 
the time of Mohnbatsing* Amaraing*a grandson* Kdkdji a Mar^tha 
officer* brought an army of the GdnEWdjr against SudAsna* but woa 
beaten by the ThdUnr* who is said to have been, helped by the spirit 
of Mdnikndth Bdva and did not lose a man. He pays the Gdikw^dr 
os uAdniddna a yixirly anm of Rs. 1000. 

Besidcfl these, the Mansa state pays as ghd^Mna a yearly sum 
of Rs. 11,734; Mohanpnr Rs. 474941-2 ; Ghoddsar Bs. 8Ml ; 
Amliydra Rs. Slfi Pno^dm Rs. 375 ; Khadil Ra. 1731 ; Randsan

in the eighteenth caututy eveiy two or three ycojs the Baroda 

{ government aoUeeted tribute by meaufi of a military force, hot 
Dsiug atrength in the beginuin^ of the preseot eentury, they foiled 
to contrcil thdr Mohi ^utba tributariea. The success which 
attended the settleuiont of the tributea due from KdtbiAwdr led 
to the making of aimUar arraugements in the 3{ahi Edntha/ 
In 1811-12* Lieuteuant-Colonel Ballantyne rspairod thither, 
aOComponied by Bachs /amdcMf who was tn oommand of the 
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mulubgin foroc^ OrQ<l gucceadiKi in Indiicmg tlia chiefs to enter into 
agrcomonU; and gWe tUe u^uoi BOtiaiitj for the reguhir jonymeiit of 
tbo tribute and orderly Ijobarionr of the tr£but4irios+ The amount 
of the tributo due was fixed on the haeid of iho pmt ten years' 
lories.^ By eome lUiEMioountablo mistakOj lipweverj tho terma were 
ne^er nithor oonfermed to or formally nnnulled. 

For fiDme time Bacba jaTTidddr had charge of the Mabi KdotbUj 
and though he maintainecl the GAikwdr’s uuthoriiy v^ith i3ome vigour^ 
he failed in wholly arrcsating the d^radntiona and ontmgea ot tho 
Kolis. Theao continued to exact jarear and tfoi^ while the HAin of Idnr 
kept up his levy of the IthirluJi- In 1818s Baohajamdrfdr was culled 
oR on foreign aerrice, nod, aoon after, all the Mardthn troops being 
withdrawn^ the province rolapaed into disorder^ 

Keverthelu^i on the ISth of December ISlSj the ohmf people of 
KalMnii XdmilvMftj jiarfyaiFii Bahiydh executed a Eecunty bond 
to the Honorable Componj reprenenled by the Hon^lo L. Stanhope 
on behalf of tbo G4ikwirp to pay the anniUkl jamdhmidi^ yAdtddna^ 
and other rigblSj quietly tato their own gfttrd# dura from the 
GAikwiir's government and not molest any jaa^^ or vdlage, not 
consort with, Binoko or drink water withi criiniimlsj hut deli ver them 
up and inForm agmust them. Bell all oxoeaa horae-B, &v*, on pain of 
losing gam$ and vdnia righte. 

In 1817-1S, the nonOTuble Compaq ^planted the Peahwa and 
obtaiued a firm bold on GnjarAtH Their new possossioDB brought 
the British Government into immediate contact with tbo snrroundmg 
un&ettlcdj tribes of the Mahi Xjirttha^ and tho interlacing of 

poBscssione and tho confusion of authority hod produced such geucral 
mwImsneBe that it was evident that Bomo one power muiit become 
responsible for the maintenance of order. As the G^ikwdr govern¬ 
ment was unable to take this podtionj, the management of the 
Mabi Kintbu was by an agreoinont, concluded oo the 8rd of April 
1820j tnado over to the British OovernmoDi. Under the terms of 
this Agreement the Gfiikwdr pronuBed that he would no longer sond 
troops into KiithiAwiir or tbo Mahi EAotlui without the coosent of 
the British Goverumecit, and tliat be would place any chuioa be had 
on any ramtuddr under the arbitration of the British, The British 
Govcminent engaged to baud over the tribtitfSi due by the Knminddrt 
to tho CAikwAr free of expeoBe. It was also agreed that cxpeoseii 
incurred in coercing a refractory chief should bo recovered from bia 
estate,* Tbo agreouiieut that was made regarding the tributaries of 
the Jfahi Kdntba^ did not directly gnamntoc thuir yard# rights in 
the Gdikwdr's villages. To preserve order and carry out the terms 
of this agreement, a British PoliticaJ Agon I waa in 1821 put in 
charge oE the Mahi Kintba and a military force placcfl at his disposal. 
Owing perhaps m much to poverty as to uuwillingDess to pay, the 
diiofa bod allowed their tribute to foil greatly into arneorBi and the 
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Baroda gcivernmeiit hj pressing exorbU^at claitiis addiKi io tha 
difficulty of u aottIvmoiiL Tku uuittcr was nsforred to tha Bombay 
Govcnimeot^ who Ueddod thati tli& G4ikwir wiuj not outi Had to 
mom tkim hmi been saRCtioned by tba eiotitlomont of 1 Si 1*12. Full 
and counter secoritius for future payoients wore taken, and an average 
fixed for the Hetilemeut of the Yurjoua claims of the petty cblefs. 

]u 1322 a security bond of 11 articles was oxecuteJ before Major 
Bnllaiityne, PoliBcaL Agent, by tho chief people of BhAdarra and 
of tho Tillages of tho idlaka^ not to harbour criminals nud 
nutliiwjs or associate with them^ te restoro to a rauifinMf hie Inittl if 
its boiitidaries had been oucroaclicd upon; to submit all 'iuieriial 
feuds te the Political Agent and cuter tain no Pardoshia, 

Arabs, Puth^us, EAtliiH^ Rajputs^ or Mar^thiis; to abnndoti thievitig 
and bo answoniblo for the goods of travellers according te the pagl^ 
system ; to keep no extra borsas for Eolis ; to give secuHty for tho 
due payment of the and the hnk of any zaim'nidrj to 

quioliy aobmit their clniins for ocim# and ran^a te tho docision of tbo 
Political Agent; to obsorro mlea connected with the opium trado^ 
nud to see that tho inhahitiHits of upatoiWa viLlages paid the pt^Ula 
their dues. 

The Bliit Bjio Jiha Qotnalsmg^ roaidiog at Baroda,, stood fail 
zauMU or security for good behaTiour^ and as dd samfn or socurity for 
aocarity Jiidav Atuarsingji Gnldhsiogji^ Thdkur of Sindhrot„ and his 
family from generation to genomtiom 

Othor security bonds wore oxocnted;, but the chief one was passed 
before Cclonel MiloSj, Acting Political Agents pmnf Oujnrdi, on the 
llth of Atigui^t 1830. It oausLBtod of niuctoeo orttcles, aod was 
signed by the chief peoplo of the fiiZuAu of Katc^on. The rights they 
agreod to respect consul tod of the levying of tho duos of 
jamdbandij khiukdif &c.| and tho customary dugs of ^{Xnii»dur/r« 
Their own rights they anbmittod to^the arbitration of tho Political 
Agotit^ namely, for vdnia, wl, gniin, and rakhapa nod debts 

generallyp Wo will not resiime the vdnta or p^diia wo 

may have assiguod away, for debt, or in ranvitlux or gift. We will 
continuo to onr brethren and relatives and others their ynru^Tj 
mmnteuanco or alda jimk lands, Awx* For the rest the agreemdat 
resembled those previously ddscribed^ The two securities for good 
behaviour were Bhdtii from Pattan, and tho h&mily of ^iduAji Santijl

This bond was signed not only by tho anmiiuldr# of Iho 
Kiiniba, but also by tho Klnkroj and by the five estates of 

Ehidarva, Umethaj Anghad, Ibiyka, and Dodka. These lost now 
forui part of the Eewa KAutba Agenoj, while Kdnkrej has boon 
transferred to the charge of the Pelitica] Superinteodent of Pilau pur, 
PAlanpurj, ns well ns Kinkrej, pay® tribute to the GAikwir* The 
first British conDeotiou with thi® St&to look place in l$D0j when aa 
a^ement was entered inte by the chief Firas Kh^u, also called Plr 
Khin, to pay tho Gilkwir a yearly tribute of Rs* SOjOOl .* For somo 
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yoara tho chief poorer in that nnarter bad faflen intq the bands of a 
faction of Sindhi who in 1812 murdered the reigning 

1?iw£n oat of fear for his deaigna to Testrict tbeir outbority- The 
mieaiit seat wan offered to bis son Fato Ivbdui wbo refused ^to ocoept 
it at the hands of the mercenaries, and appealed for proteotion to the 
Gdthwdr and British governroents. The Barodn Besidont, with a 
joint force belonging to the two goyemmenta, went to Fdlppnr, 
placed Fate KWn on his pdJi, and eatroated the administration to 
his rebtivo Shniuaher KUdiu Tlio latter imsbobavcHl, Fate KMn 
complained against him and ho fled. At Fate KhAn’a request a 
Britbh auperiutondent was then sent to PAIanpur, and till ItJ-tS the 
Gftikwdr kept a cafeii in tlio State, 

After the decline of ^loghal power in the tniddlo of the eighteenth 
century, tho Rewa Kdntha chiefs no longer paid tribute and began 
to levy domnnda from villages from which they had long boon shut 
out. This revival of local power, however, did not last long. By 
1730 the Maidtbrts, appearing in force, conquered most of tho plain 
hinfls nnd levied tribute from * *U bnt the poorest atid the remotest 
chiefs. At the same time tho authority of the Mardthda was never 
firmly establbhod, and their chiefispaid their tribute only nader the 
pressure of militarv force. Buring thoso outside changes, tho younger 
branches of the ciiefa’ families had from time to time been forced 
to leave thoir homes and win for thorn sclvea new cslatos. These 
cadets of the larger houses, a few daring adventurers sjid tlio 
descendants of the original chiefs form tho proaeut TliAknrs or 
landlords of tho Sankheda and Pdndu wcAvds, During the early 
years of the present century, owing to the weak misrule of Barodn, 
these small chieftains, except when actoal force was omployod, ref used 
to pay their tribute. They plundered tho country round, and as thn 
Gdikwitr failed to keep order, tho cliaTge of the district wan under- 
taken by tho British, In 1020 au agrenmont was concluded with 
the GAikwdr nnder the torms of which tho control of the Rowa 
K4ntlia states, though not spwially mentionetl, was along with that 
of other Baroda tributaries virtually veatod in the British Qovom- 
ment* In 1823 Mr. Willonghby, the Assistant Resident at Barodn, 
settled the position and tnbnto of the chiefs of tho Sankheda viclivas 
to the north of the Norbada. These arrangoments were completed 
in 1825, anti in the same year tlio Baroda antborities placed the 
torritories of tho petty chiefs of the Fhndu Mehvds oo the hanke 
of the Mnhi nnder British control. 

The following is a short account of the tributaries now tinder the 
Rowa Kdntha Agent: PiljijiGdikw&rin 1723 overran from his castle at 
Songad all southern GnjarAt and built several forts within RAjpipla 
liinita.* Later in 17G3 thcPeshw&sllowcd DamAjiO Aik nAr, whoso share 
of 6 ujarilt yielded less than had been expected, to add to bis revenues 
by annexing small Bajpnt cstatoe and by levying tribute on the larger 
chiefs. With tbis object he advanced against KAjpipla whose Chief 
BAysing Was only a boy of seven years of age, andforcod him to givo 
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id 1781, SdyaiD^s miaistw intrigmiiB* mth the Bjmda &urt, 
Fotesidg GiifcffAr with an tt^a(^d fo«e lulranc^ to ’Sdndod and 
miaed the trihnte to Efl. 49,000. la 1780, taking sdvanteCT of 
the weftknoHa of the aoxt rulor Ajabsiag]i, the GAikwilr msed tho 
tribute to lls. 75,000 to be paid aveiyaMoad year, aad again m I lya 
inorcased the amount to Ra. 78,000. In 1805, »gam takingadraatogo 
of tli& woftkiieas of HamBiUffj wkOj ft alavoto deb&ncliety andfirndojii 
free from the offocto of mtoxicatiog drugs, had loft to bis muuster 
ttp Tiiholo sDanageniOftt of tbo tko Gditwar ^nt a forofe to 

RaipipK eictortcd a sacceflsiou f«Oj n^^ardfiOy of Bs. 13,50,000 and 
tlio tt*ibot<s to Rs. O&.OOO, adiing ahortly afterwards a fnrtlinr 
nearly demand of Rs. 4000, la 1810 the GiSikwdr, with tbo conaant 
of the British govern m ant, deposed the chief, ch^im fts his 
Bacees^r ft supposed child of hie by the Mitndva chiefs danghter. 
The dopoecd chieFs brother began to plunder the countty. Disorder 
oontinned, till hi l8ld a six months* tmce was followed by the 
despatch to R^jpipla of a largo G^ikwAr force and the concla&ion of 
an agreement, utidcr which the new chiof and the deposed chief a 
brother, the rightful cUimant, louviug the mnnagecient of the State 
in tbe GHikwAr's bfiudi!, promised to keep tbo peace for two yeura 
Bod then subniit their claims to uThitratiDD. 

Tlie Oiiikwiir once in poasession mnde no baste to settle the HtoI 
claim B Slid four years paaaod before eren r preliminsty inquiry was 
aindc. For this reason, and as tbo GAikwAr'a offleers entirely failed 
to ostablisb order, the British Gorenimedt determined to take upn 
itself the settlement of tbe disputed soocesaion. It was at first 
prepos^ that the arbitrators should be tbe Eija of Chhoto Udepar 
and other Rowa Kdntba chiefe. But aa lUl tho men of this class 
were under tbo influence of the GAikwAr and as the G&lkwdr iwis 
pledged to uphold his nominee's claim, the BBttlemoiitof tbe question 
was placed (Btb Jono ISM) in tbo bands of Mr. Willoughby, the 
Asiaistaut Resident. After very full inquiry Mr. WiUonghby decided, 
{20tb BebnuirT 1821) that the GiUkwAr's nominee wns a spurious 
child. The pretonaions of tbe rightful claimsTit Kdrsing were after 
Bome hesitation admitted by the GrttkwAr. Tbe British Government 
tbon nssnmed tbo management of Rdjpiplo, the Gdikwdr banding 
over all control on the same terms ae those agreed to in 1320 
when be gave up the supervision ef the tnoutaiy States in 
Kdthidwdr and the Mahi KAntha.* The British Govcmmeiit 
assumed entira ^utrol over the State finances, and the first Stop 
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taken to obtain from tbo chief a written agreotaent (26th NoTom- 

ber 1823) to adopts besides aoveral other tliiags, uny \Anm proposod 
by the Haroda Resident for meeting the debt And tribnio 

dociADds. A sufHdent novoTiiio seenred, it was decided (20th 
February 1323) to fii the Gdikwiir^fl tribute at a yearly sum of 
Rs* 85^000* To settle the Goikwdr^a debt was a much harder task. 
The amoun t oH^DAlly claimodj no less than Rs. 21,73/246,. proved on 
oxamiaAtion to inclado ^wards of 24 per c^nt interest and an Qnjn.st 
item of Rs. 3,^00^000- With very little demur the GstikwAr lowered 
hia claim to Ril 9^2OiH026i Ercn then there were many unjust and 
overcharged itema, mtl m it was hopeless to expect the Mjpipk stiito 
to pay Huch a Buntj^ the G4iltwdr Agreed^ on condition that as nmeh 
fta possible should be paid in ready money and the rest in yearly 
insLalmentfl^ te reduce tho whole ekim to RSh 8jO0j 006. Of tho 
Rs. 8,06j000 a sura oE Rs. 1^40^330 was dispated by the ohief who 
asserted that the GaikwAr^a managers hud raeovemdit whoa Ibijptpla 
wika in their hands. The wholu admitted debt was thus roduo^ to 
about Re. Gj59'^670i OE this in the first year tho sum of Rs. 
waa paid/ leaving Rs. 2ja3;,936 ouLstandlng. Of the Rb. 1^40,33€ 
in dispute botwf^ tho R4|pipla chief and the Odikwor it woa 
afterwards settled that one-balf should he admitted, fn 1S25 all 
claims were finelly adjusted and it waa nrtangod that the balance due 
to the Gdikwdr sbeuld be paid in the eight 3 'aars ending l333’8k 
la 1352, two years after tlie British Qovernmant finally withdrew its 
Buporvieion of the au engagement was mediated by tho BntisU 

Govornment between the GnikwAr and the Rdja of RdjpiplEi^ by which 
florae old disputefl were settled by tho transfer of certain villages in 
which both GoTernaifiat.s had snares to the Gdikwir and the R4ja 
respectively, and tho odmlssioin of the right of the Riija of Riijpipla 
to oelloct certain customB ou payment of Rs* 13^,351 yearly.* 

In the early part of the eighteenth century the capital of the 
State was removod to Qhhota iTdcpnr from All Mohan (ALinydhan), 
Tho site waa well snited for tradoj bnt it was a place of no strength 
and the chiefs were before long forced to pay tribute to the Gdi kwAr. 

In 1S22| during the reign ofPrithnrilj, on its guaranteeing a yearly 
tribute of Ba* 10^600, the control of the iState was tnvuafeirod to the 
British Government by tho GAikwitr. The RAja receives in return 
a dress of honour and also small snuis from villages in Gdjkwdr 
tcTritojy. 

In 1753 in the first year of Dipsingk rei^, Sadjishiv RAmchandnir, 
erne of the Peshwiik officers, march^ against Lnndvddai, demanded 
from Dipping a tribute of Ba. 50^0i}0 and kept him a prisoner till the 
whole was paid,* 

In 1812^ through the ruedium of tho Political Agents Mahi 
Kantha, the State entered into an engagement to nay the Gaikwdr a 
yearly tribute of Baroila Rs, 6501 without the mtorventieii of an 
army. In 181 D^he rights of SindiAk govemmout in the State were 
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traiiBferrad to the Briti^li. In 1822 the osgageniGiitfl of 1812 wero 
TcnewGil and mado laating^ e^oi] tlio State bcKsiue formally entitled to 
British proleetiou in ticoot^anco with the terms of tho conrentionoE 
the Sni of April 1820. The plitical eontrol was in 1825 traoBferrod. 
from the Molii to the Hewn Kiatlia agent^. 

Sardfir Mahnmmad KhAu, suweading hia father Sher KliAn B&bi 
in 1758, oppooed the MarAthna, hut was attacked by SadAshiv 
RAmchnndm ntnl loroad to pay tribute, Two years later (17W) 
BdlAsinor was taken by the MarAtlia commander BhagrontrAT, and m 
tho nest year recovered hy Muhammad KUdn Biibi^whoon condition 
of paying tribute was allowed to kce^ it.* * In 1768 the PeflhwA'a 
manager at Ahmedabad levied a tribute of Ba. 3000, and this, 
afterwards increasod to Ba, 10,000, passed to the Britiak la 1780 
tho GAikwdr impoBod a tribute of Ra. 4000/ and this sum wva 
pcrmauently fixed in ISIS at the settlement of the affairs of the 
Mabi KAntba tributerioa at Baroda Ba.4001 and sinoo commuted te 
Ka.SGOO,* 

The nntAvdsijf* are tho petty tliicfa and sainiftAira residing On the 
blinks of tho Narbada or else in tho vicinity of the Mohi, wild 
tracts intoraected by hundreds of forest-bads and covered with 
thick bruahwood, where it is easy for those who are acquatntod mth 
the phyaichl features of the country to oppose or avoid an ossjuling 
force at pleasure, Tliese rnfftniw chiefs usually posaesa from ono to 
twelve villages and they love to raJl thoraBclvea Thikura. 

liie terms of the loe/irdai settlement, of which mention has been 
made, are contained in a memurnndum of agreement sent by the 
GAikwdr, and in the seenrity bonds fnmisbed by the mcArdau thera- 
oolves in general occordanca with the terms of the agreament. The 
GtUkwAr's agraement of 1823 gives o list of the of the 

Rawa KAntha, vit., in Si nor, lIAudva, Nandiria, and half ChAndod; 
in Sankheda twelve villngos nnd four hamlets belonging to him of 
NasvAdi, Agitf, and Sisan; in TiInkvAdn, Vajirio, Palaani, Chudesar, 
Jinil (Samsoli), Bhilodk, UchAd, PfirAgim, Nalia, and Bhakdra; vil¬ 
lages in Sivlij ten vilbgaa of tho DasgAmkar yartUio. Fndetermfned 
villages wore to ba settled, if in former years they hod been in tbo 
maoageTnont of iuiftini^iM for fixed amounts.' If there ware tulpAt 
and vtitd'i lands, tho village was to be considered as a Goprnmenfc 
village, unless uuoh lands had been made over to the samiiii/ar for 
a fixed amount, but tho lease of a village improperly made by a 
revenue olficial wns not to invalidate the rights of the Govominont, 
Long management entitled a family to continue to manage the village, 
and the mere cxiatence of tvjwfa lands and talpat lands did not Iwr 
the suniinddr from claimiog his i,ilkge ns wioAftk*, provided tho 
tefpuf lands had boon given him by proper authorities more than 
forty or fifty years bock, and recorde existed of the gift.* 
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At present ih& Rewa Kdotba vi^vds dUtrIcta ar* dasaifiod andor 
tbc Sankhedii an cl PAodu 

Early in tbo eighteenth centnryj whan Meghnt anthority waa 
weakened and Mardthn aoprenmey not eatabli^hcd^ the Sanklieda 
chiefs ware ablo to spread thoir power over the rich plain lands of 
GujarAt, enforcing tribnta in land and money m far as the walls of 
Baroda. But they had no long respite, for the Mardtbj^, not content 
wnth recoTering the chief part of the rsTonnos of the plain villages, 
preased the chiefs in their own lands and by sending an armed force 
wrung from them the payment of a yearly tribute. When Baroda 
was in the hands of a strong raler, the Sankheda chiefs ware foroad 
to pay a rognlar iribnle and to refrain from disorder and plnndcr. 
But with a weak ruler at Baroda, they burst out like ahalf-cjueEiched 
fire and bcoamo the terror of the country. In IS*23 the chiefs were 
in rebellion, paying tribute only under the pressuje of fire and sword, 
plundering villages, and stopping all trade highways. As it had 
become responsible for public peace in Gn|niAt, the British fjovera- 
meut determined that the onriw ohiofs should he brought to order. 
The duty was entraatod to the Political Agent Mr. Willoughby who 
in three yeara^ in spito of the ragged difficult counthunted down 
and Boenred all the rebel chiefs, imd armnged with the G4ikwAr to 
grant them terms that would ensure their future flubaisteoce. In 
1&25 the petty chiefs engaged to live peaceably, to pay their duos 
regularly, to leave the settkmont of the boundaries of their estates 
and of their rights in GriikwAr villages to the British Oovemuient, 
and to give up all offenders who might take refuge in their InudSp 
At the game time (7th September 1825) the G4ikwAr, after record¬ 
ing what estates and villagea ahould he included in tbo ngreouaeut, 
stipulntod that the tribute of the luTger estates sheuld bo paid 
through the Britiah GoverunieDt and of tho Bmallor through the 
local authorities } ho confiimad tho proprietors in their existing rights 
of every description; conceded that all bouudoiy and other deputes 
should bo settled through the medium of the Political Agent; acknow¬ 
ledged tbo independeuce of the chieh^in their own villages and their 
rights of hereditary succession and adoption j and left their goaerai 
control and management in tho hands of the Political Agouti 
During the fifty yearn that have ainc^ie passed the jmhvd^ proprietors 
have given littln trouble. They have censed to bo robbers and 
freebooters, paid thuir tribute regularly, and accepted the Fohtical 
Ageub^a se ttlement of their boundary and successioa disputes; they 
have spread tillage and increased the reBOurces of their estate 

Thu Sankhchda Titehvdt estates, some of them oonaistiug of one op 
two villn^s and with proprietors little more than common htitihoud- 
mcn, anu some involved in heavy debts and under the direct manage¬ 
ment of the Political Agent, come under soven groapfl, the Cholma 
gieup, the Eithod group, the Chdvda groop, the Gori group, tho 
Daima group, the Solankhi group, and the Parmfir group* Under 
the Chuhiu group come Mandva^ to the QiUkwdr a yearly 

tribute of Rs, 2215, SMuor Es, 1578, Agar Ehip 130, BindUpura ka.bl, 
VanmAlia Ra 133, and Alva Ra. 67 1 Devalia nnd Gad py no tribute. 
Under the BdthodgroQp, Vaji™ pays Ea* 3007, K^ingam Rs. 1294, 
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Vds^n Ba. 1151, BiUnm T2fi. 51| Dudbpnr Ra. 35, Yora S52, ood 
Cljomnjifla Es. 95, Under tlin Ch^ir'da p^np Bhilodiapay3 R*. 2426 
ftiid Rnmparn Rs. 1422. Under the Gqri group JirAl K^tiiisoii pnya 
Ra. 333j ChudtiBar Ra, 311^ find Nnlin Ra. 37« Under the Deiina 
group Virpnr paiya Rs. 350, Regfin Ra, 401^ Yirampura Eg. 103, and 
Unhjid Ra. B83. Niiarfidij the only State onder the Solnnklu groop, 
pays Ha. 1U9I ; and PahisDi m the ParmAr grenp pays Ra. 213!. 

Eiirly in the eighteenth century the quaiToia of the Moghul officers 
and the Mariitha attacks loasened Muealrn^n rale im Pdndu meArda, 
During the neat of the eighteenth century, oB the cominnnitiea of 
thia place, whether under Xoli, Rajptit or Musfilm^n leadera, attack¬ 
ing the rich Baroda plain villages levied large trihutos under some 
of the many forma of blackmail. The estate of Bh^dfirTa, the throo 
Bmall estates of RAyka, DQdka, iiiid Anghad^ and the larger property 
of Unietlia, in the went, were with other great estalefi, tinder the 
GiiikwAr agreements of 1812 and 1820, placed under the protacUon 
of a British ofiioeri iTie remaining estates were ondor the conven¬ 
tion of 1325 included among the trihntarfcs placed under Eritiah 
protection. Under this ngreemeut the proprietors of estates, though 
only single villages divid^ among many shareholdorsj w^eru allowed 
to hold the position of tributary chiefs, the amount of tribute being 
settled in consnltation with the GaikwAr officOf^. This assessment 
would seem in many cases to have been fij:ed at too high a sum^ 
Tlio estates have ever since hwn atrnjjgling with debt, and compared 
with moat of the country round the district Is miferahly poor. Tha 
Pdndu estfites come nnder three eToura, the Koli group, tha 

B^rin group, and the Rajput ^np. Under tho Koli ^oup come tho 
seven estates ot Meviili, paying a jcarly tributo of Ks. 1500 to tho 
Guikw£r, Gotardi Rg. 425, Kasla Pagi Rs. 65, Moka Pagioa Rs. 125, 
Gcthra Rs. 201, Jesar Ks. 151, and Angh^ Rsk 1754^. Under 
tho B/iris group coma tha seven estates of Sihom^ pEmpg Ra 4301, 
Amrapur Hs, 201, Kanora Rs. 1001, Varaol M4l Ks, 05, NaliAra 
Ra. 25, Jumkba Its, 51, and Unietlui Rs. 2552. Under the Rajput 
group coma Bhddsrva, paying Rs* 19,076, Dhari Rs. 951 and Rdyka 
Its. 1200. Chhaliar Rs. 3401, TekhuipBr Rs. 151, Rdjpnr Rs. 51, 
ItvAd Rs. 601^ largo VamoE Rs. 101, small Varnoli Rs. 25^ Foicha 
Rs. 1501, P4ndu Rs, 4500, and Dodkn Ra 1 lOli* Some of thosa owe 
heavy tribute arrears. 

The Baroda state in ail receivos annuallj a tetal tribute of 
Bared a Rfl. 2^9^073 and British Ra* 4,56,293 from the chiefs of 
KAthiAwiir, hlahl Kaotha, Rowa Kdntho, and Bund. Of these, 
British Ra. 3,15,457 rtu paid by the KjithiAwir Chiefs^ Baroda 
Rs. 58,679 and British Rs. ],40,836 by the Muhi Kdntha Chiefs; 
EnrwJa Rs, 1,57,031 by the Rows K&ntha Chiefs; and Earodn 
Rs. 13,351 by Euud. The details according to the chief divisienfl 
of the districts are given in the folio wing statement;

land ADf^lNI STRATION. 

L—ANCIENT TEh^TURES. 

In tte oW dnya ni tbe Hajpot kingdom of AnhilvAJa, tho Infidfl 
of Gujardt were citlior lield by eMeTs on condition of rendoriiig 
tniliiary sorv'icaor woro rentoil direct from tlio Crown by cyUivnborti. 
When tbo MoealrndDa BOnsed Gnjarat they fonnd that in oyery 
part of tlie country the hereditary Rajput cettaba eobstitutod no Bmall 
portion of tho landii of nucli district. The conquererSj therefore, 
ontmiain^ a twofold obiect j tliat of reducing Ibo ooimcqeenco aud 
military j>ower of tho llindn nobIcB which was founded on landed 
ostatea held for aervice, and that of fUUog their own treasury. It wad, 
accordingly^ their policy to encouruge the oomuntatiou of liabilitj 
to military aeryicea^ und this by a dorice eatirelj prefituhle to 
theniaelvcB, They released tho Jlmdu nobles of all ohligatiou to do 
military servico and in return conflsc&tod the laiger portion of their 
lands^ leaying them n poor remaidder^ Tlie slinre left tho chiefa was 
in old dayaono'third and was termed rdiih* or shares the remainder 
appropTiat€^d by the G ovemmont teruied ^a Ip^L The word vdntitr 
means a share, and fo/pat is perhaps derived from a word meonieg 
reinnitider;, that isj that which ia left after the nditfa has beau 
apportioned. But thin early ia probably distinct from the lato 
rhiuih vdnla. ‘Wlien the MusaJmJiu power decayed and the hill 
chiefs grew bolder in their foraje^ the rtilera of tho cooutry fonmi 
it necessary to oonciliale tho robherB by allowing them a faurth 
of every assailable village, that is, mnfu? lands ^ 

to this day genemlly hold by Rajputs and Thdknrda Kobs and Bbils, 
the first of whom were driven into Gajanit from RajpaldnUj while 
tho two lost were probably the aboriginal inhabitants oCthe countty. 
Of old the ^inia londa wore geacnilly subject to tho payment of a 
irnicimt or imit-reni The MarAthAs have not altogether upset this 
old tennre, bnt very fraqaently, if not ^nerally, the udnAi docs not 
bear its old proporttoD to tho owing to the encroachments of

Tlioso mote modom lived id tbe lallly co^iry to tbe 

of the great Gujardt plain, and lo\ieti a sort of hladbnail on the 
peaceful towna aitaaled in tho champaign cotmtuy. The blacl^ail 
la known by tho name of (odft garas, and in acme places by that oS 
iof. Tho pfsflcoful coantiy wna tonnod rujiii and the hill-countty 
hard of access, hold by the garaMtU, was termed •Hicfteatfu 

Ganit is said by aoma to be a corniptbii of a Sanskrit word 
meaning a monthful, and hence to have come to signify suhsisbenw 
or maintenance. Others affirm it means beaudary, that being the 
spot where the holders levied thoir contributions. fTodoin iodagarat 
is held to mean the match or fuse of a gun.* 

Before malting a brief remark on the nature of the gam* right, 
eimce can bo afFordod for a carions refenwnw to tho hietoiy of the 
ganUvig. These nuro played nnd still play w important a part in tho 
histoTy of tho Bareda state, that it would bo as well to know how 
during the transition period from Mc^Ualto Marathnaupfeinacy, they 
consUtuted tho loose and fretful skirt of tho civdntotion of the 
plains.

lo^ nnthority in their own districti Neither Moghats nor Mara- 
tliaa mterfered in their internal policy, and, daring the govemiDont 
of the latter power, they ^ contmned to possess Jkml evm enlarged 
tho Mme rights and pririleges which they hod nosseaeed, and they 
conilnuod to oecapj tho saine positioa which they had ooenpiod in 
the days of Akbar, escopt that, as time passed, gradual increase of 
tribute was imposed on them by the Marfliha onna*^^ 

' In the plnina to the south/ says Mr* Elphinatone, 'and in the 
open spaces thai rum up between the rivers, the Mai^tha govem- 
ment olwya took m aoegnni of the produce of the yillage lands, 
of which it wag entitled to a certain share. All the other viHages 
retained their independence on the payment of a tribute* Moat of 
those which lay on the riyera in the midst of a aubjugnted country 
paid it regularly eveiy year to the nearest reyenno ofBcer ; but 
those whose aitnatbna were atronger or more remote withheld their 
tribute until com peUed to pay by the prcBence of an inyadiog army." 

The garmim similarly are in great mea&uro Collected near the 
Mahi and Narbada rivers*. On the Mohs, besides Rajputs, we fitid 
a lEirgc number of Koli tribes os Bariis, P^gis, and Kotvfils. In tho 
Sonkhoda lurArds on the Narbada, the gara^tdi ore of pure Rafput 
names, aa Rdthods. ChobAns and Parmire. Some of these, especMly 
the RdthodSj are Molesaldm or other Muhammadan converts. 

Eetiiraing now to a consideration of what this right posaessed by 
tho gartUid^ was, the following passage may bo inse^d. ' Though 
the toda gard* was generally a payment in cash, it was nccasionony 
eommuted into land in order to induce the gutdmm to become

there are few instacices wfaoro the pajmeute kviod by an mdividua] Asetssr Tisfcim 
of the present day amonnt to Hi 1000, and there are nnmerotia OariljMi, 
instances of payment to the amount of eight onAOs only. It was 
generally levied from villagen, not towns,^ Those yearly exactions 
were also denominated wi, and daw,'* * 

Tho nghts enjoyed by the ganma* repiesent either gnvnts of land 
OP of cash, OP atipnlated goods frem tho villsgcs hold in sovereignty 
by the old chiefs or from the vdnldt which remained to them 
tnore villag^, op j^bts of different kinds acqnired snbseqnently 
os blockmatL It la diiScult to soy how the hak in ea^ cose 
originated, as we Snd many cash paymenta which certainly represent 
tho ' kofAlwrfniA** of ancestral land held for centurka, while, on 
tho other hand, wo find holdings of so-called land which have 

been given by pakis in recent timea aa black^msil. The following 
list will give an appraximate idea of the kinds of rights held by 
gardiiiU : I, lamd held, either rent-free or subject to a quit-rent 
to Oovefnitnent, with evenT variety in the amount of rent to bo paid 
by the tenant; 2, cash allowances; 3, grain allowances; 4, small 
shnrea of misccllaDeons agricultaml or dairy products, as so many 
eanes for ooeb sugar-field; fi, ckims on the inaivitfactnrjng industry 
of the vilkges, as so many banks of yarn from Oheds ^d leatfa^ 
fur shoes from tanners; C, claims cn Ensniml labotir of villages 
as so many days wl, or unpaid labour from HajAms, Ohedsand 
hlochiB; 7, free food aud lodging for the ganisidtj auda fixed number 
of retainers and horses. 

Up to 1362 tho gardttda enjoyed tbeir canta and yards rights KkimJarAv uni 
without mnefa interference from the Ehvrbdr at Baroda, It is true 
that sometimes bereditoiy district officers, snch as desdi# and others, 
encroached npon those rights, bnt, gei^rally speaking, everything 
was settkd between tho petk/# and the garands. '^Then tho gamsioM 
were, as was often tho case, poor, lasy and ignorant^ tho paliis 
took the opportenity to rcdcco or oven sometimes to deny their casto 
rights, or to encroach npoo their lands. On the other hand, in many 
▼iltagcs tho Koli and Bajput were the kinsmen of the yardrids, 
and, as a rtik, the relations of the garAttdt with the villagers wore 

I doosatit enongb and their dilutes were generally settled in tho vil- 
ago without iirierence to the Darbir, But in 1962 H. 11. l^andeniv 
took action which unfcrtanately affected, among others, the gardtidt 
who held the British guarantee that tbo Gaikwir would not interfere 
with or rednee their yards Aatiit, aud these ynrdridr, of course, had 
long given np levying the tax they hod used to onforce.^ This was 
a grievance, even though, in some casos, tha yardrids wore

to them hjthe Gdikwdr^B mamoraiidum of 1825. These jfitaiiinte€Kl 
rigbta oro^ thereforcj oxtondod to tho viehmsi zamindart of tho Pdtidti 
and Sankheda and tho ^nalidf gtmuiis roaiding in thtnr 

^nllagos. There are others in the Kowa Kantlia who haYO garth 
rights in Baroda and they are sobjocts of Kdjpipla^ bnt they posseas 
no gnarentoo. Nor did the agreonient of 182(h eltected vritli tho Malii 
Kdntha tribntarioSj make any dohnito mention of ^nra# rights in 
Baroda It has, however, been held that there is an indirect 
^aranbeOj because the British GoYommdnfc made itself rosponaiblo 
for punctually oollocting tho Gdikwdr^a and in doing this, it 

ahould take into account tho gutd* income of the tribntarioa. The 
same kind of oonstructiYe guarantee Hhoiild apply to the Ksinkrej 
division and the five eatatea of the Bb^flarva group. Tho garthids 
living in Brit lab and Buroda territories have no gnarautoe for 
their garm rights in Baroda. Tbo point hna not been raised in 
KdtbMw^r. The pro visions of the actllements of 1825 were not strictly 
enforced^ nor was mneb attention paid to them till the year 1862. 
In that jear H. H. Kbandcriv impeded a tax of two annas per rupee 
on hia dgi and placed a simitar tax on iodn ^r^J^allowancea. 

An order wa^, at the same time^ isened that the liktu garth pnyments 
were to be made direct from the local treikstiries, which would pnt an 
end to the direct levy of the impositions on the villagos. In 
addition to all this, all todix garda were attachodj pendirig an 
enquiry into tho validity of tho title of tho holdors. These acts 
caused great discontent among the gartisith. At about the ^rnio 
time Khanderdv retneosured mnia and lands, employing 

for that {Oirpase a purposely short measure, and the noault was a 
great number of or friyArt#* Tho excess was called vadlulm^ 

and was aesessed nt the full inrfeirt or Government rates, not that 
tho loud was sopomted from the restj but the total enk- 

tnim was entered in the records ns liable to Govomment aecerding 
to the fictitious incroaac. Khanderiv went further: ho had Just 
introduced the bighati Eystem into Eavcml districts, according to 
which the Govern ment dues were paid in money and not m kind us 
theretofore* Under the old system tho AaiYifddrs, or guards, over tho 
grain to be partitioned, received n mcasnre of graiu, u handful or 
vmthi from the tenants of tatpat and lands. Under tho new 
system they reooivod regular pay from Ooverument^ and, inBtead o£ 
making that a payment in kind, the tenants were called on to py 
ft slight tax i^olied the Adcfi^J/inv This innovation was distOBteful to 
the tenants and added to their general discontent. 

Soon after the geuersl attachment of ^rmi^rhllowances, an enquiry

Still in 1375 a loTg^ nonibor of olaint^ of gnamntaod and 
oo^amiitccJ romEiiood UTjaettlod^ njid many of tho deciiiioiiA 

ocltially paflsod hwi romaiood aooxoootedp Tho goqoral qaeationa 
regarilitig tiie extent of tbo gaaraotco3 and tho jarisdictioa in 
had also to bo decided. Mr. Jlclvill* the Agent to tho Governor 
General^ reviaed the whole qnostion in a very full momoniDduiii in 
!S77, and recommended that aflpecm] olHeor ahonld be appointed to 
dispose of finding claims in the How^v Kdnthap ^hfh\ KAnthn^ and 
PAliinpur. This memorandum was considered by the Government of 
India and criticieed by Sir Hichard Temple^ Bart,^ Governor of 
Bombay^ after which a code of niles was drawn op for tho gnidanco 
of n apecial officer^ who waa to dispose of all eiaims of ail gnarantood 
and also of anguarantew persons of tho Maki and Eowa 
Kiintlixs^ Pdlanpurj R^jpipl^ the Dat^ conniry id. Kh^ndesht tho 
Panch MnhiUsj and the ^trieto of Xaira^ Ahmcdabad^ Broaohj and 
Surat 

The opinion of Mr, Melvill, Agent to tho Governor Ganomh haa 
been given in hia roTOrt above roferrad to. ^No Indm Commisaion 
tAx should be lovied on ^ardj» lands or haJcM in Baroda territory, 
held by zamindrirt or their bhd^ddM or otherSj to which the British 
gnnxantea attaches directly or indiroctlj. On tho other hand, the 
right of the l>arMr to impoee tho tax on the tdnla knda and 
other oi-iriJs rights of uu^amntood persons in Baroda is certiun. In 
rogara to alienated Imios the gnanmteo is personal to the tribotc- 
paying only,* 'It is a qneation/ adda Mr. Melvill, 'for tho 

cansidemtion of the Minister Sir M^hnvrdv, whether it would 
not bo hotter to abandon this unpopular and unjust tax altogothor/ 

The following are some of tho disputos regarding yiiTw rights 
including ^ Eom>achnienta by Mroda gOTernment on 

lauds and by nafundart on talpat lands } the iuiposition of taxation on 
iviafa landSp wbothor in tho shape of aaseasmenlj of incrcoaod mid mi or 
QQWSB ; difficulties thrown by tho GdikwAr*s nnthoritiea in the way 
of leauitRdfirJ in the collection of thoir dnes horn coUootors of mn to 
lantls; intorferionco of the GAikwdr authorities with alienated mnfa 
lands; non-payment or irregular payment of garci# duea from the 
GAlkwAris local trcaanries ; quostioiia about wator-couraes und rights 
of way in mnia and iufpnf tands.^

by any person acting in hia behalf, oscopt with tho osproM con^ut 
of the Baroda govomincnt.' Certain compenSBUonB iniglit m given 
to tbo tfimiWiir# for loss of income ariaing from fines if his jurisdictwn 
worn reatrictod. The only provi sion was, that the conirurrenco of tho 
Agent to tba QoTomor Goneml to the resumption or reatriction of the 
oammddris inrisdiotion luidtobo obtained by tho Baroda Adtniuis- 
tratioD. Tho whole of thoclaioia to garAit and edn^t held by mrusais 
residing out of Baroda territory am now, with tho M-oporation oE 
the native administration, enquired into by n special officer apwjintcd 
for that purpose. The eases of Baroda subjects, such as tho 1 bukur 
of Miyagiini, have not been taken up by that officer. 

A special department at tbo fititvr, at present managed by Khin 
Babdrlur I’estaoji Jahangir, carTles OPt the decisions of tbo 

upocinl settlomnnt officer or decisions previously paapd, and decide 
on the ckimsof thoyoni^mi residing and having rights m JtoroUu 
toffitory, as well as disposes of claims to Bueccesion and g>trut 
matters generally. 

II.—AIJENATIONS. 

Aiiisinoicfc There is nothing more striking in the Banida tjinn ^ 
proportion of the land which has been abenatod. Who d vdla^ 
ire^eaatoa and lands in Mdfsn or Goveromont villagea are 
oiietiAted. ^ 

In the three divisjona of tho Btato the number of abenatod

arealienntcd; in tUo Barcpdaoi- central division, of 1013* vilWs

34044 'villftije* in the whole 339 are alienated. 

No fiirtbor notice need bo takon^ of tbit question of nlionntod 
villnget. Jlnt a word may bo said of tbo manner in wlucb the 
iireaent Adininiatratioii hat treated and it treating diifiuila and 
Arft«flo» villages, Tlie to-callod khtingi and aub-diviaiona were 

a iiionstroat incoDven icncOj tbo villagot of whicb tboy maclo 
up being scattered all over the GdiswAr t territory froni flongad 
to Amreli. There may, bowever, have been soma oxcuso for 
forming them into flmmroto snb’diviaiont at tbo timo when tboy 
were thus set aaide. Tho villHgos at one Mnod conatitn^ 

the private estate of tho IWja, Somo of tho nllngiss, ongimily 
public property, had been given aa nemuafar to members of the 
Ualfamiiy, but oa they lapsed they were retain^ by the RAja. 
The dfiwaifl villagea were those naeigaed to mdividnals aa militaiy 
f/irenjdTii." In 1867-66, or Sam vat 1924, IBs Highness Kliaodordr 
nwninod most of them and Bubstituted cash pamen^. Bnt tb^o 
villages wem not at once absorbed into tho anb-divisions to whien 
they gcogropbicaJly belonged. Tha political motive porbuia wa« 
to allow the previooa ownora to retain the hope tkat the villi^a 
might be rcalerwl Tho Minister Sir T. MAdbavnSv has aooordingly 

stated ;■ ‘Tboopportonity of re-distributing the sub-diviaionsi a taken 

to aiiiaigamato with the general administration a number of villagea 
known as jt/taii^i and damdio, which lio isolated and acattoiw in the 
northern, central and aonlbem divlsiona ThoM villagea bad beeo

The worst trick played with those vtHagea waa wbcn 

His Highness. Malhdrr^v entrusted tlio management of some of 
them to individnala of his ^tiandaU^ or to conrtieK who protended 
to a wish to bocome royal No such wish m reality 

animated these men but a desire to hold powor in aoiue snog 
village from whence they might estraet proviHion& of sorts, 
gmsSj wood, &o. It was not to the mterest of these that 

tlie people of the village in which they exercised a lordship should 
be tolembly woU off, os would be the case with an ordinary inmnddr. 
Against any act of oppression on their part no appeal lay to any 
person except the HAia himsclfr It is no wonder, then, tlmt ono 
conseqnonoo of the bestowal of a village on a royal favourite was^ that 
in it gjmiug Land increased with rapidity and coltiimtion as quickly 
diininishedi No villages are now held by irreaponsibie tehitiJ. 

The following remarkM of the Minister in tho report abovo 
quoted load to tbo conflidpratioti of the next paint ^ * There is a 

great deal of land in these territorios which isroiit-frce or alnioat 
rent-free. Under the lax managoinent of yearn mEmy abuses and 
frandsj no doubt, exist in tins diroctiou. The promrtiou between 
alieDSted and kkdiaiij or tJovemmenti lands in the BOuthern or 
Navsdri divisSon^ during tbo years 1876^77 and X877-'7S, stood thaa:

numfier of years at a fisod rent. Tlio Gitikwdr ^ivoroment, 
contrary to good policy, allowed their farmers to take bonds from 
the wift'/s for balances of revenue, sometimoa obtaining grants ot 
their land and oven entire villages for the dischaige of those debts.

As this chapter deals with Innd it may appear out of place to

SaJdvar**, c^tiiaTWwa and otter #AWA(W to Goa4is, Bairiigia and 
othersv thongli but lately granted, are continued with some reductiona. 
The frAiVt Ji or cnatom of feeding poor is common to 

all Hindu States, and Barodn diatingiiislied itself so greatly by ita 
mnnificcnco from tUo earUest yearfl of its esistonoe, that it is some- 
tinios styled the dhamia nijt/a. To bo sure the cbanty of llie^her 
princes was of a restricted Mardtha tyfjo and was inonopobMd by the 
BrtlhmanB of the Deo«im It was the offspring probably of the 
tnumficance of the IMbhades who cherished many Brdhciaaa at 
Tttlogaon, till tboPeshwa removed the institution to Poona and there 
batitutod the dflisftfeo, which eriats to this day under the modified 
form proscribed by the British, Bo that as it may, It is certain t a 
the first GiikwAia fed Deecani Brdhmans at their head-quarters, 
and tiiat then, as now, crowds of able-bodied people congregated to 
receive the support of the State. Nerertbelcsa it was not till the 
reiirn of H. EL Khanderdv that these gifts of food and mon^ 
assumed very largo proportions. In 180-1-5, or Saaivat I Bfil, the 
undent custom of distribating cooked food was changed into one 
of giving each llrdbrnan applicant, male or female, man or clnltl, 
rich or ^r, a sAer or 40 rupees weight of uncooked rice mired witli 
,I(ii in proportion of two to ono. On the four Mondnys and the two 
oMtiflifiis of owry month, that is on the fast days, m-itead of food 
ono pm was given.

“’leLb care of nemnuA andosdmi is disposed of on its merits. None 
ore altogether resumed, unlesa they are found to have ongmateil 
onlj mthin tho last fifteen or twenty years without formal grant or 

there are tho nemfiufer and debited to tho military 

department, or those entered iii tho fmf» or rolls of the si/sJdr^iid 
wArtwdi bahhi* and the ABjawif paga. kitnuiiir {bco Army), which 
were originally all rervtco paymenta and considered heroditery, 
though, Btrietly speaking, they arc hereditary only while rervica la 
rendered.

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We have now arrived at oaiaUng teniirea of bnda paying revonne 
to the State, those ef alienRted 14 M 3 da Laving IweD chscu^ 
With roirard to Iniids paying tovenne to tlio^ State it inay tw 
genernllfremarked that all anch land* aro at the ahsoluto dwp<^l 
of the Govornmont, the holdora or caUivntora holding them at the 
pleasure of the Goverument, and having no such nght m thorn os to 
constitute the holders in any degree joint-piwpnetora. except whoa 
they have acquired auy stioh right from the State or hy imtaomorujT 
custom. It is not, however, easy to write with exactitude on such 
a suhieet, especially when no formal enquiry token place or 
judicial decisiOD been given in matters of coutested rights. 

One of the principal tenures prevailing in this State ^ the 
rauatvnrt, under which the State coUecte the revenue directly from 
each cultivator without tho intervention of a third party. The 
varieties of tho roy«<rd« tennro am: fl) Collection of the roveouo 
in cash, assessed on each prevalent measure Jand such as the 
fuijJioi (2> collection in kind according to a fixed share ot the 
produce? (3) collection in cash according to a^ssment, por plougli 
and other such rough methods. There aro other varioties such as 
a»<essTncDt hy tho pickaxe and by tho wreh or stand on which the 
cUivator aito to watch his crop. These modes apply to an 
insignificant area of land and to extremely pnitntive commnnitiea. 

The first variety in principle and practice is similar to 
frfri or stirvey assessment system pmvalent m tho Biitish distneta 
of the Bombay Presidency, with this important einwtion in the 
British districts the rates are fixed for thirty yiwm, whereas there la no 
such settlement in the GAikwdr'a districts The survey assessment 
was recently introduced into this S3tate, when the rates were fixed 
for ton voara. But neithor tho Government nor the people rmpMted 
this aeUlement and in many of the districts whom it was 
changes were made. It was found ne«8^, Mhw b«n related, to 
Tovisfthc rates in 1874.76, orSamvat p31, both whom tho ten years 
setllomont had expired and whore it had not e^irod. Tho presc^ 
rates am thqmfore the revised ones, for which, however, no penod 
ia fixed for tho obvious mason that a frosh BCientiliC survey ^d 
RKBCSsment has boconie necessary; and until that takes place it is 
pot erpeilient to hind tho Government or the pooplo for any definite 
nerioiU Thom is conaeqnontly in this State no occnpancy nght snoh 
U has been cmated or exists in tho Britmh iBstriets under the survey

The Baroda Government, however, finds it expedient not to mterfom

share than the cold eoa^n crops, and the latter again pay a higher 
share than the hot season crops, which are entirely prodncod by 
irrimtionJ Besides tha share in kind a sinaU mte iu CAsh 10 charged 
on flic estimated area of oach holdings This estimato is often tar 
from the truth, but the error is always in favanr of the cultivator." 
Over and above this, the Govornuiont levies small quautiliea o£ 
the produce towards the expenses of the village. The prodnOo 
is eatimateclj S 3 it stands, in helds, or is actually weighed in 
the villngo bam-^yord lAer it has been collected for the |>urpoije of 
uscertAtniug the unautity of the Govommeut share. Tma share is 
then gencraliy coUecLed out of four or five villages into stomhoiises, 
and sold by Govemmeut oBlciols when tho market r^tes are 
favourable. 


The Hubiect of rofortning, if not superseding this, which may bo 
called the ancient Hindu and old Mariitha sy^tom, is nndor consider^ 
atJqn. There are two survey parties actually at work in the Amreli 
mahdl whose labours will form the basia of a new bigh&(i syatcui-* * 

The plough naseJSSLUCCit variety of tho rayaimri syatem prevails 
in the eastern districts of the northern division, and in one Trtohdl 
in the control division. A rate Is fixed for one ploogh worked 
by two oxon. It is increased according to the number of oxen 
employed in tillage- Three oxen are reckoned as one and n half 
plough. Them ii no limit as to the extent of land to be cultivatad 
with one plough. TTio occupant may cultivate with one plough as 
much land as he eon,* This mode of assessing land is restricted to 
tracts inhabited principally by Bliils, DMnkils, NiiikdiSs, DublAs, 
Konkfuiis orsach other primitive commiiuitics^ 

In a few places thoro exist nomadic communities whoso skill 
in agriculture is veij slight and who are assessed according to the 
perch. Pcrdiea or stande are erected in Llio uiidnit of a field from 
which to watch tho crops, and, os these aro natnnvlly placed at eomo 
distance from eacli other, they form a rough method of compntmg 
the cultivated area. 

Finally there is the lallut method of assessment. The Qovemiuont 
official, with the assistance of a jpnhl or /juacAdyaf, estiuxates 
the outtoru of tho held. He then ascertaina w^hat ia the share

Iluving thus gone through tho pure tonuros a brief 

examination muy bo made of the khiialsidi system once ercry* 
where prevnlont but now giriog way to the aystem onco 

tnro. The hhdgbaldi method has certora evident ^vantogos. 
Onco tho Government share of tho crop has been decided upon, ^ 
conflictcau arise between it and the cultivator; be takes homo too 
sbaro left him by Govomiuent and nothing romains to be diacussed^ 
Aenin tho burden of the tax on the cultivator yariea from year to year, 
and in a bad year it falls light, nor can arrears ncenciidflte to vex 
the GoTommont or tho subject. T^om advantagea w, however, 
iTDre tbiiii coantcrbftlaiiiced by practical dmw^kfl* 1 hurts is not 
the same incentive for the cultivator to improve his iund or crep j for, 
however large Ilia outturn, a share of tho whelp will go to Govorn- 
ment. Tho^ produce of tho field is earned to the spot where 
the division tokos place, and there tha crop must remmn till it 
pleases the .official to effect the apportionment. For a tune the 
cultivator cannot sell or ovoo consnmo any of tbo fruit of his labour. 
Precticnlly ho steals a good deal of it with the tacitjsmi^ion of 
tho village watchmen, for after all ho la but stealmg^wh^ is hia ovm; 
nuvortbule^^, this pgrloiiiiDg goes on^bolusfde ii^nd demoraliaing 
to both cultivatoni and Govornment. The lax way in which the system 
is carried out explains, however, how under the bhagbalm syntom ono- 
third. or with MMis one-half, of the prednee can be reserved for 
Govorement, for probably before the partition ottho cro^j takes place a 
fourth of tho produce hasbeen secretly earned away. In tmtA viiiagcs, 
whore such pilfering cannot occur, such high rates irapovomh 
thn village. To add to the diBadvanteges which exist m tho 
working of tho bUgbntii system, tbo ^in-m(^nTOTB aw low-paid 
clerks, and they do not scruple to nee fraud in tboir meflsuremonts. 
Above all. Government anffers in having to store ^ gram and then 
sell it at the proper moment: it enters into comprtition with ^n 
merebaats, it employs Borvanto who are not under the 
eye, and if it sells grain at a disadvantago to itself it injures tho 
wholu trade. 

Another tenure prevailing in tbo Bsroda atoto, thon^ to a 
very small extent,^ is that termed narm. It diRere from the 
rduah'iiri tenttro, in that the revenue of ft village is from tmic to 

time in a lump sum according to the capobilities of the inllagn, and 
Government Bottles with tho nartdddre, Or so to speak, superior 
holders. 

The iiarcaJdrs of a village are, no doubt, dcscendunts of tlie 
persons who originally established or populated tbo viUagft It 
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Chapter VIII. appears tJwt thej originallj div'ided iliD lauds among tberaaelvea 
Land Recording to drcRiustaneos and coDEidemtioua thori oxintiTig. Th^y

No donbt oveiy iwircddlr was originally rosponeiblo for hk sliAro 
of iho village revenue, which share was in proportion to the exteat 
of the land in Mb posanssiom He with hk doBccodants is Htill re-*^ 
Bponilble for tho aame sham of the revenue^ though he and they may 
not have mtamod the old quantity of land. Sappoae for iixstance that 
a village containing 1600 acres had four narvadArf^ poBSCftritig oqoal 
Eliares, and that they were asBessed by the Govern ra eat at tho lump 
sum of RSi 8000 pnr annum. Each shareholder w^onldfiavo400acres 
of land, and would he liable to pay ono-foarth of Ea. 8000, that fs, 
Rs. 2000. Suppose, nuxt^ tbatono of those sLareholdera granted 
some of his lands in charity or acid hk ntxrva interest iu a portion of 
his lands^ flo that he now possesses say 200 acres. He will stiQ bo 
compelled to pay fts. 2000 or one-fmirtb of whatever sum may ho 
assessed against the village- If he fails tho other Hhareholders must 
take up hia nnr^^a, and pay Iuh share of tho mvenne ^ otherwise the 
Governmeut is at liberty to ahohsh the tenure and itself manage 
the viUage. It is, however, seldom that norra land is sold to 
outsiders, and it i$ doubtful if it can be done without the oooBent 
of all the partuersp 

The above is a mete outlino of the narrti tenure which hag a varicly 
of practices which render it more complicated than it may at first sight 
appear to be- For inslimccj in naryn villages a proportion of tho Innd 
i& set apart by tho sharprs in a body, and the proceeds from it aro 
devoted solely to paying the Government duos. The 
or revenue demand, of the villngc k nsuaUy fixed on general 
conBideration* at long mtcrvuls.

and reference is seldom or never made to Government. In fart 
the flarDciddrv are content to manage thoir own aflaira and woulU 
williuely pay Gov'ornment iocreased demands, provided they are 
loft aloue, and to meet snob deiaanda they prectico a very high 
stylo of agriculture. 

Tho Mdoddri is another tenure. The Ihdijdart of a village are, 
like aaritcMidre, slaireholders or superior lioldora. The lan^ oE 
the villajti#, excepting IrAardta or waste lands of a poorer kind, are 
measut^ and assessed, and tho result is fixed ns the revenue of tho 
vdlaiTO payable by the 6Adyd«w. In tho Bnroda state hMtjddre 
aro^iowed to realiaa from the cultivatopa what they please and 
in any manner they please, and in gone^ their demands are much 
in excess of tho Government rates. Tins excess la supponed to 
cover tbo loss tboy soatuln by kitting poor knda at tlian the 
Govorameul rotea. On tho whole, however, they make large proDta, 

The hJMfjddri tenure in British districts m some rospoe^ 
resembles the narreddfi in tho Giikwdr's tomtory, but m tho 
Barods state the hhdgtluri somewhat resomblea tho rnwafrari 
svstem. There is, bowevor, no dnart or pAoi»» method of division 
tmiong Ibe bAdpddrs, nor has a bhdgMr got tho n^ht to 
part with bis land as he pleases. As m tho juireiwlnri tenure tho 
hhdujddrt uol only divide the hinds hut also tho villagii site. 

An AsMisteut Bosident, wriliug at ihe time when Khande^v wim 
MahArdia, remarks t 'The W^yUr^ have power to distribute tUoir 
share of the grees amount of tho village revenue over a certmn 
number of the villagers ontrustoii to their char go for this purpose 
in whatever proportion they plosso. But, on too ftjmwmiirenient 
of a new j«ir, tho I'ciAA-aliklr can, if ho thinks tlmt the AAaytlar* 
arc making too much money out of the villajga, wder them to pay 
into the treasury a larger sum tlmn previously.

The ancient Hiridqa for tho most part collected their dues in kind 
and not in Cfiigh> and there was perhaps but a email atnonnt of system 
abgnt their land rcrenao* A great roTolntion was effected (1576) by 
the introdnetion into Gnjariit of a seientihe revenue mirvey bj Todar 
llalg the &moua minister of the Emperor Aklmr. Ahnofit all crown 
lands weno anrvcjed and a&se^d, and the ainonnt of rent was redneed 
to one-third of the OBtimatod prodace, cnah payments being siibsti- 
tnted for payments in kind "Where a survey Wfia not or could not be 
made, tho system of poA^int wma introdticed or maintained, that 13, 
the fields were inspected by the proper Government official when 
ripe for the sickle, and were then assessed according to tho suppoaod 
veduQ of tho crops, Todar Mal^s sarvey and system lasted in 
greater or less perfection till tho MarilthAa swept away every vestige 
of Masalmdti order and mlo. 

Tlie revenno binning system now began to fioDrlah like flomo 
deatlly troo, rooted in ignorance of govenimeat, laziness, and greed, 
and bearing plentifully evil frtiit, extortion and tho death of 
industry. Of the fhrmem much has been sftid in tho Chapters on 
Revonne and Finance and Jnaticc, but in order to throw some 
light on tho administnition of the land under the farming systoni, 
tho following information is given derived from the hilmnintndi or 
lustmctions issued to tho farmers of the rerentio by the in 

1827-28, or Sunvat iSdi. 

The fanner^ who is not a district officer bnt the person to whom 
the Government Ijad let out the right to collect taxes, is enjoined 
to select from the lamiliea who inheritod the right todischargo such 
office, the best individuala ho cooM find to be 
am hi*, and pairis. Colonel Walker tbns specifies the work that 
* should bo carried oat by the dUtrict officers of the country: Tho 
peiri should BOO that jnstice ie done to his village in revonno matiors ; 
the flrsdis and ma^mvdAr* perform the same duty for tho distriot, 
it is the duty of tboso officers to superintond thofropTovementof tho 
to mako tho Mcini ahcrdi or the preparation forEowing^ and 
to settle tbojajudAaadtor other rates of aseeaemeiiL^ Again he says, 
* These local offioefs havo been established for the security of Govern- 
tuent and as a convenient medium of communication with the 
inhabitants. Although the son or uoarssi relation nsuaily sneceeda 
to the office of hia father, yet he would appear to bo removable by 
Government^' 

lliE^ aro tho tn^^nddri ^ or powuLsors of the office and umolu- 
monts of what are ealbd the district and village offices. Tbeiio men, 
it must therefore be undorstood, the old officers of Gu jarit, did not 
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directly assist tbo farmer in fho execotbn of his diities or in the 
collc}etioa of tli& revonae. But it was their butsinoss to nid him 
indirectly in porsondiug the people to worhj to tnko op hindj to pny 
their toxeSj aud to bohiitre qoietly.

ov Vadya {Septcmbcr-October), and a second instalment at tho end 
of tbe yooF. Supposing the gross rental ef a jjar^nna to bo one Ifi-hh^ 
the first ra^ad would consist of at least half a thn second 

instalment tho tomaining net re venae after doducting the amooiit 
of jughiT ftee-lands and Si interior eipenscft. 

To fluin up briefly tba evils of the firming or faurtldr aystcm of wbicb 
nioro is said in tlio Cbapter on Itevenuo and Finance" A private 
individual entered into a contract with GoveromDiit* whereby bo 
Ixjund himself to pay a lamp sum for tbo privilege of collccting^l ho 
could from tho ciiltivatop who was entirely at his moroj, Thera 
was, in reality, no fijeitj of tenura for the tenant, and an old occru^nt 
might, At any momcot, be turned out by a new-comer who ufiered high 
rent. It iins owing to this that one^third of^tho land in the Navaiin 
dietrictwas utterly laid waste so late aa lS72-73>or Sajnvnt 1929* 

The farmers or izdrddr» were abetted by the thocaselye* in 

thdr devices t* wring the uttermoat farthing from tbo caltivator. 

The iwdrdit» generally let tbe paUU ^ off on easy torma, and very 
freqnently they sublet to them tbs power pi aaseaamg tMca on tbo 
villagers. No records were kept by tho for the inEonnatJon 

of GoveroniOnt, so that to this day there is tbo moat complete igno- 
rojice as to the past of many of tno districts^ Tbo contract between 
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*1^? GoT'Orpment atd tho Tiarcldr waa frequently a ulinm. The virtual 
iidrdyr piit'forwurcl a child of lu.i? and stood Eccurity for him, so that 
if the cont root were broken, them could beno reoovory, 11 Ii oa been 

stated cisewliera that one of the moBt pernioions tricks on omlwiTasacd 
QoTormnGnt could play 'tfith the i£<im ajstoia was to tmusfer tho 
fnrm from one contractor to another before the oxpiry of the loose. 
Tho practice alarined all 'farmore who made hosto to screw money 
from the poople before the Govemmont could hft?o tifdo to break 
faith with them. This evil custom was of Dnliaaiy oocttrrcDce. 
After the hod been granted to one man, another appeared and 
ofTered an increosa of 25 per cent on tho lump sum previoasly stipn* 
lated.^ Tho latter was thOTeopun suQered to take the former's place, 
ovcD if only five days remained of the contracted lease. The ousted 
fsurddr was then held to bo a Government servant, and rseeived from 
the Buppljuiter a snm. supposed to represent n salary for the titno bo 
had managed tho district. He was also supposed to bo bound to 
Bt^oto wliat were the outstandbg balancofl, and to send in hb nccounts. 
Hatnrally he sent in false accounts or accounts which the Dow-coniur 
declared to ho false. Thorn followed a dispute, and tho newly 
appointed farmer claiamd the protocHon of GoTomment, As there 
were no records, no cDltiTators* rncoipt books, and often no ledgers, 
Govemmont found it hard to decide between tho diapntants. It 
lunst havo_ been^ vary hard to decide when, as was frequently tho 
case, ^tho incotning and outgoing farmers were acting in secret 
collusion at tho instance of peealnting Goverament officials. To this 
ilay nmuy of thoso disputes romain nnscttlod, and it is especially 
diffionlt to End ont wliftt the tenants have paid, Thoro are st^ 
outstanding bolnncee of nnrooorored revetine, anion n ting to 
perhaps nearly sixty ld.khs, the larger portion of which stun boa been 
or will have to bo struck off.' 

T.—ms HIGHNESS KHANDBRAT'S REFORMS^ 

ille report of the Eosident at Etaroda for 1809 will serve to afford 
an idea of tho eystcin of admiuiatration His HighnoM Khanderdv 
introdneed Into the State, As is said in the Chapters on Histoir, 
on Bevenne and Finance, and on Justice, EhandenlT's aim w^ 
to destroy the feummg or iidra system. Tho formers of revonno 
wore fudges, magistrates, military commanders often, and coUectom 
of revenue. When they were dono away with. It became necessary 
to remodel the revenns and polica systems and to redistributo tho' 
powers entrusted to various olSciahi os well as to multiply the 
numbers of Govenunent officials, ns tbo work which should have 
been carried oat through Government agency had been entrnstod 
to those who paid for tho privilege of levying taxes and of cartying 
on tho whole administration without let ur hindrance. J ^ 

KhsnderSv'a action on the administration of the land wna 
threofold : first, he made an onslaught on the holdera of iNom lands: 
secondly, when abolishing the custom of forms he introduced a re’ 
venue survey, substituting a fixed money payment and a ton ysaru' 
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BottlemGnt for tlio leTioa in kind, vrliiok were foitnorlj taken from the 
cuUivatorei ihtfdly, he introduced a new system of rannagemenl. 

To take the last point first, H . U. Khaodardvr ruled that a taMh* 
should be employed for each villnge, a vt6hla far one or more mlJagea 
according to their size, and a thmeddr for a group of ten or more 
vilUgca 'ITiP tahJfis and meWds were snbordinate to the (ftffmwar, ol 
whom ihoro were from ton to eighteen in each wwAnf, and these again 
were placed onder the tadm/ah/dr of the district or parf/ana. In 
each mstrict there was a treaaary into which the collections vrere 
in the first instance. From it the amount was transferred to tbe 
genernl treasury at- Baroda, in charge of the MCjatno or revmne 
TOrnmisfiJoner of oil the districts in the State, and so il came finely to 
the Darbdf bnnkera.* The complaiuto of eumvatort toteiw 

were to come before superior officials, cemmeneing with msAtas up to 
the 9 anul>ha. of Baroda, and a final appeal lay to his HiphoM the 
GAikwAr himself. Before the sowing sobsoo commenced, m distncto 
where the survey rates were in force, it was settled what- grennd ewli 
villager was to cnltivato, When the crops wore npe, the village (nmri 
began to orrange for the due payment of the assessment-, without 
which he did not permit theYillagere to reap thoir fields. In these 
openitioiis the mcAtu assisted and supennteuded the #a^ul^. v> non 
the money wws collected, the taUti handed it over to the mcAfa, who 
in turn forwarded it to the lAdiirdar with liis accounts. This officer 
examined them and listened to any petition made by the cultivatore 
on acconnt of excesaive charges, and if possible, settled them. 
After this he transmitted both money and accounta to the raftiBut- 
dar ’9 treasury, whence they went at fixed times to the sarsniAa at 
Baroda, 
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Ah no great cliatigea hnire jet ’been effect^ in tlie status or work 

of the lower or village revenue officials, and it would bo daugorons 
to guess what may be done in the future, a mere glance may here 1 m 
given nt the condition of tho mass of petty officers engaged in 
revenue work in Khanderfv'a time. The mafmhire are tUo 
hereditoiy village officials.* The work is not done by all of them, but 
hy selected individnals, nyArnlddr#. An individual is choMn, who 
can read and write, and, if the village is small, he docs both the 
revenue and police work, but, if the village is pretty big, two such 
men are selected, one being Bnbordinato to tho other. These are 
styled wiiitAi puteis, and they are assisted in the collation of tho 
TOvetine by oil the other i?io/«d«rA Should not one of ^ matodamt 
1)0 able to resd and write, tho or village vahta is authoriBW 
to perform the duties of the wuhAi or poUce patel under the 
direction and with the aid of the laflfdddrs. But in no ease is an 
outsider appointed patel o-f a village. The selection of the ynlci is 
made by the vaAirdf Jdr under tho sanction of ^the wi/aiuimr, to 
whom he forwards a register of all tho matodor-r with their ages.

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A few extracts from ItAja Sit T. Mddhavriv^s admiDistmtion 
reports will aervo to ooforce what has beon written om the choiigea 
* that hiWQ btMSD atid itre being intmdaeed into the adnimbtration of 
the land with nefuteaco to demandfl and coUeetidns. 

Tn his first report^ he writes ^ The protesa of summary rodnotioiL 
of the hind assossment has been completeA Aa a genera] role, 
tho maxiniTim rate of mitictioa was 25 per oent^ and the whole 
noductiun may bo ostimnted to fimonnl: to twol^o lAkbs.' 

That this aimtonwnt in the demand of tho Stato haa tiffordod 
Etibatimtinl v^lwi to tho rnynts, may bo infoTTed from oyideneo which, 
not rnifroqnently proBOotB itaolf. In the first plaoe^ there is greater 
general conteutmont among tho rayalM. Tlien, the rerentioa are 
Diore easily collected* Then, again^ deaerted or arfible land is being 
grtuluailv taken np. Lastly, occupied land ie acqtiiring ^alne and 
is an object of greater desire and competition than before/ 

* Our tax, oven after tho anramaiy reduotion, stands higher than 

thikb in the ndghbonring British districts, Onr rayais^ howerer^ 
have probably the Ijenefit of some eompensntion. Perhaps onr 
lands are of snperior c|nality. Oar rayat^ poBsiblj raise more 
paying crops. Probably our Tfiyaijt have inore of rent-free land 
lutennixed with fully taxed hindi It is not unlikely that the actnal 
atiHi oulti^nled by our rayofs is undcr-oBtitnnted for fiscal pnrpoBoa^ 
in other words^ they biivo Tuoro land in their poBSOSsion than ia 
supjwscd, Eo the coiii|>eii5atioa what it may, onr it is

The arrears were 
aseerl^inedj and either enforced or for tlie most part written off as 
Yoxatiotis and irroeoverahle. To carry out this work rapidly a large 
temporary establishment was employed^ An admuably simple 
flystem of ncroonta was iotroduced^ and to insurp their regular 
keeping the lowest grades of tUn demrtmont^ those hlled by the 
useful village acconntantj wore stmog^Bned. For the convenienco 
of the nyaii the re Venue inataltDoots wore re-ad jaafced, A fixed 
doi^nd for a certain number of years was made ou cerfcaiTi villages 
paying a Ininp snio^ the previons variations in demands having 
occasioned vast annoyance/

introiliicod. At tfio ond of 1879.80, though yearly tliraiuiftJiiDg 
they hfld tnoonted np to a totiil of Ea. 7«J,2d,8H4. Aflortbisfi^ 
powers were given to tho anhlmt to write off irrocovojiiblo debt a 
iind tho conaoqucRCQ is giTon in the following stfttomeat : 
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'After the cfjmpletion of the KUtnaiary roiiHaioa of the knd 
asKCfunaeut. it came to sight that the revised rates which had been 
fixed for tlio Gandein snb-division in tho Kftvafiri division were still 
excessive. To rcTise already rovised rates was a task which it 
ronuired groat caution to etitortoin, lest it shonld operate os e bad 
nr^doat. Yi't.this wm certain, the Biib-divkionia ono of the riohast 
tracts in the Gdikwdr’ft dominions, end this had tempted the fiscal 
rapacity of the post, Ltoids had hocn almndooed, revenue bftbncefl 
bad laiwly increased, and waste lands fontid none to take thorn 
up. Therefore a further reduction of the land-tax was san^ioned, 
amonotiog to nearly a quarter of a litkh of rupees. Potting the 
reduedons inetitntod by Sir Lewis Polly and the recent ones together, 
the total reduction of assossment in that iub-diviaion amonuted to 
about per cent/ ^ 

Before concluding this section with a description of tho 
ra-organixatien of the department it would not be amiss to state 
how in the admiuiatration of tho land the Minister has endeavonred 
to improve the oondition of tho rnya (j*. * Special stops have liecui 
talccn to ouoonragn the making of wells. Land irrigated from 
now or rciwirod wolls is oxompted from or water rates for 

various terms oointn 0 nBtimtei with tho cost of thq work. Tho 
maximum period of exemption is twenty years. It is TOntemplated 
to sunplcment this ndvantago with the offer of ndvancoi!. 

]t has Wn diftcovared that at least 800 villages roqniro *io«' ^oljs, 
or water trougbs, or repairs to exiating wells. Iho rost will bo 
near four Idklw, cscluBivo of contributions nad the nid of labour 
from tho tayat<i. It is contemplntoil to carry out the work m 
three or four years, and Tts. 75,000 have boon placed at tho 
diswimd of tlio tnhMa to start operiitious-'® Many other steps 
have also been token to benefit the cnltirators. Ono only neotl 
be moationod: there was in Baroda a lurgoarea of wa.«te land which 
was eagerly sought for when tb$ iidminisiratioii showed signs of

Department hoa been very brjetly described by tha Minisierd 

^ The rccasling of all tho sob-diriaionsj’ and hor\r thoroogh tmd 
important a ohango this was may be estimated from the etatomonta in 
Chapter I. relative to tho old and naiv anb^divisfous^ * which were 
■ imd eapriciotialy formed, was complet^ 

in 10^0.77. Tfio transfer of namcrona villages from one snb'divIsiuD 
to another entailed very troubleaotnO adjnatmcnt in regard to aeconnta 
and other mattera.^ 

In reference to this re-distribntion of tbo adinioistrative divisions 
the district eetablUhmenla had to bo ro-organiacd and this was 
done. An enlarged re-orgntiisiation of the village aeeountaiit's 
establiahment was fell to be a most pressing necosaity, for the 
preparation of prime ry accounts is most OGsontial to tho prowr 
worti^ of a rayaivdti Bystem. Where pay or remiinoratioii had 
tw^ _fluc^ting, it was fixed. Where it was ioadequnte, it was 
raisi^. The work itself was e<ttiitably re^diafxibtitcd, The measure 
entoiled an additional cost of Ra. 35,840 per annum. Formerly 
when the land revenues wore collected under the farming avstoin 
the State did not care mneh for Tillage aocounta and accounteuits! 
bnt this cannot now be tho esse.'

The very impertaat rc forma thus briefly hinted at wiU ijrobably 
pro VO 03 lasting oa they ore buneficiol.

Enoogb hoa been aafd in tho aeoond portion of tUiscbnpter to lead 
one to gnesa how imperatively nocesiiaiy it was to do away with 
thg two fletitioua aob-divielons nnmed tchdngi and dumdia, A glauco 
at Chapter I. auffiees to allow how nbsiird the old sub-di^sions 
wore, Pattan, for instance, oontainod over SOO villages, Piidm 
seven, and Korol twenty-one villlages. In the first inatenee tho

forming the new sub-divisions, tho Administration ttsod tho utmost 
caution in distorbiBg long-estsbliahed divisboB of territory, os it 
WHS wiaely felt that tmnocossnry chnogoa, the remoter conaequenees 
of which eoqhi not bo estimated, wore greatly to bo deplored. 
Yhere chongos were effected, two points were chiefly kept in mind: 
the Bub-diriston Bhoold jioaseBii an avomgo number of Tillages, and 
tho revenue to bo coUocbecl shoold bo of a eertaia loi^itudo. 
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Frequently* Kowever* the poorest vilbgea gAve tho most troublo* wd 
other condit ions Imd to be eati mated* such as the geographical ait nation 
and the natore of the po))uktioa on the border* the aimilfttitj or 
dissimllBrity of thq teonrea in the gronp* and the necessity of gradiDg 
the officers employed. 

Much attention has been paid to the organhsation o! villa^ 
officialsj the tho the and the 

Tho Bob-diviaion is placed, trader a vahiediddr^ who ia the j^yeniio 
head of all tho and of Rome two to three hnndrod 

villagoa* and is also a second clo^ rangiatrate. Ho Is aasietod by 
a head-clerk, or ana? Wrtim, who is a third olosa inagistratOj^ 
and ho hna ia Ilia office; a trensoror,. two tajvisdiirs who can bo 
Bent on snryoying duty or to report on any revonnB matter in 
an oatlying vilLigej aome fifteen other clerks> and some twenty or 
twenty-fire peons and fifteen monnfcod mosaengera. No groat ose is 
made of the old hereditary snlMliTfsioiial officials* the de$dis and 
mciimuddr#. Tho fotmot ^ould bo snpemflors and inspectors* tho 
latter acconnhante in tho Tnahdl kachen or Biil>-divi5iODal office as 
well fts yamd&HFMfi or sottlomont officora. But pmcticaUy those 
officers aro of no nse. 

Two or three sab-diviaions form a portion of a divisfonjireaTded o^^er 
by B niiib ffuti Ao* aaaiatod by a snnill number of clerks. Ho dooaya jni- 
hfmdi work and siraeryiaoa the work of the tjoftitjaidarfr Ho is a first 
class magistmte. The division is placed under tho xuh ft® who has soino* 
what more extenaiye powors than the Collector of a British dirision 
and is Basis tod by a pemonnl ndih who baa charge of the htaur 

office. Above the ffub/w who control the four diridons ss the «ar 
sub ha or chief revonno authority* tinder whom is placed the Audit and 
General Account Department The tarstibha is m no way oonnectecl 
mtb tho Police, Thna a now dcpartraetifc has bisen fermedp novel to 
the countiy but faahioned on tho lines of British adininistTation. 

The powers entmated to Kwh grade of rovenno officers have 
boon very clearly defined. This ia n change in itself most 
important* for* of old* no definite limits being laid down to the 
authority of any grade of public servant, each officer proceeded 
according to tho meosnie of his boldness- For instance* a stihft® 
may not now invent a now tajc, formerly the vahivdiMr did so, and 
tho paUl thonght it not wrong to sell or mortgage Governmont 
lands to meat the increased demand. As an instance rather than a 
detailed expesition of the careful limits now placed on the anthority 
ofolHcera tno tnMa may be inetanced. He may appoint rcvencio 
officers whose pay does not exceed Ba, 50* the BjDpointments mnde 
by him beginning where the powers of the no in #Tihfta end. Ho 
may dLsmiss an officer whoso pay is not more than Ra 40. Ho may 
fine up to two raonths^pay those officers whom the may 

fine to a loss Amount; ho may Ena his o™ inimediatesubordinatos and 
he may fine a raftird^rfiir up to one month’s pay, A Tidii* stibha 
may not grant leave to any officer for bjopo than two months* a 
may grant three months le&vo. In the matter of sales by 
auction tho maJidlkari confirms np to Rs. 50* the ^ahivdiddr up to 
Rs. 200* the ndib rii^fta up to Rs. lOtiO^ and the suhhu up to Es, 10*WQ.

Tho power of oppoiiitiDg heriMlitafy officers of villogcs ia iHoat 
jealously coined to the higher aatboricies* Tho great drcmn- 
flpectioQ, oniployed m fixing the powers of tho difforeot officerBaml the 
mm a to attention paid to tiio enfqrcmg of thoao rules may heoountchd 
among the chief nehievemeuta of tho iMiiDiiiietjmtioti. Hot only haa 
a large deimrtmeiLt been Btartodj but it is working on clearly 
nodoretood linos. 

Aceonntfl are now regularly kept. A $et of forms has boon 
introduced for the Tillage iRclnding the remlar regiatrjr of each 
occQpant^B naitiet another set for the anb-dmeioii. Bach is a 
inodiG cation of Blsne^a rather tlian Hope^s gyatem^aa the former is held 
to be aimple and well adapted to the rcquifemcnte o£ thia Native Stata 
The great change wrought ia the kecpbg of Tilliige accpiiutn is 
that now the revenue demaadg are fixed every year for each cultivator* 
In old times no atich or aotllomcni was regnlarly made* 

It could not boj for no lorm was kept of tbe increase and decrease 
of each holding during the year previous, and no fonUj 
recorded any inapectioii of the actual sixe and state of a bolding. 
The ajid contented thotasolves with informing the

Tillage* EvorTthing wag vogno* Tho only hooke the tahiH kept 
were the day-book and tedgur and somOtimeB the i«mni-pa^rafr. 
The ledger very frequently contained no debit eide^ and the 
i>Dllections only were recorded. It depended on the honesty and 
activity of the patel chiefly and of tho tatdH next^ if the entiro 
ITvenno was collected aad accounted for. All kinds of Bottlement 
fonns and papora had been prescribed by tho administration at the 
time of IL H. Khanderav's survey^ bat their ordera were not carrieil 
outp and not iafmjqnently accounts were kept on loose slips of paper 
which have been Icist> and in no case were nccomats for land 
revenuo,^ cofloos^ and Uqoor-farma kept ecparately. Temponiry 
ostablisbinonts^ve been employed for the lB^lt few years to discover 
wbat^ if anyj were the balaact^ duo by each individuaL oultivator. But 
it in often impossible to aecertaln tha or anything beyond the fact 
that the district and sub-divisional oflioer knew very little of wliat 
was gobg on inside each village. 

In the snb-diviaiou there arc both day-book and ledger^ while in 
British districts thono is no ledger at the suh-divisfonal oflice> daily 
sheets being forwarded to the district ofiice. It has been found

A tim is levied on 
tro&soEeveiry kind of bolding,exceptdAamaddy andTkii 
tax waa regulatenj by a kalambamUt passed in 166-t-66,orSainA'at 1021^ 
by His Bigbness Klianderdv. The feitijm&flPidi or cirnaliir order was 
carried out by the local offioera andj tbougli modified, forms tbo 
baaia of tbe existing rcOTlationa. By tke relation cnltjvatora wera 
allowed, with the sunenon of tto policepnIt,to take wfeat wood they 
wanted from iheir own holdings foragrieuUurcl pnrpoeefl orforfuoL

It 18 ne&d] 03 a to &sc^rtain wore tlio tevoono^j tlio receipts op 
tbe diflburBOnioTite of the G^itwAr before th^s pertidon of GujariU 
botweee that Prince and the Peahwa, Fotj previona to the year 
^52'5S_p tho G^iilcwar'a dommiena could not joatly bo callod n State. 
Their extent conatiietly varied and bore no proportion to Lbat 
Eubsoqaentlj attoitied. 


But in order at all to onderstand how the Stato grew to bo what 
it is, a brief Btaieioetit of the G&ikwdris relhtiona with tbe Pealiwa 
from tbo earliest timoa is nccossary* 

The Sen^pati and hia follower the Gdikwdr obtained from the 
MogbaJ goTemuiGnt tbo ch^uih mid mrdcshm%il:hi of a portion o£ 
Gujnrdti^ and tbe Peahwa obtoiood the ^nmo rights fmm Sar Buland 
nbdD. A conteat ensoed botwocn tbo two Mar^tha powers for tho 
^jo^ont of these priyilegoa which ouded in the diacomfiture of the 
Diibhddo and the Gdikw4r, tho rosult of tlo defeat they stifFered in 
i 731 in the neighbourhood of Batodn and DnbhoL It was then agroed 
tbat the Bon^pati or bia agent should pay half tba reTonaes arising 
from GqjarAt to the iUja of S^tdm thiongb tbe Peshwa.tbat 
nonunally to the Bus^^erain but reaJij to bia poworfol minister. 

rnie GiiikwAr* it may easily bo imagined^ never bad paid tbo 
BAja mneb, and he was yet too strong to bo compelled to pay tbo 
Peshwa regnlarly. 


Twfluty y<^ later, tbat is ia 1751, the Giikmir, Damsiji, again 
crossed swords with tho Poshwa and again was dafoatod;, and tbJs 
time ho hnnself was taken priBoiior. Kot oalj was tho half of 
Qujarit made over to the conqueror in 1752^3, bat Damiji agreed 
to pay fifteen IiUths for amearB and an anneal tribute of £to WklS aod 
a quarter. A]most at the satna time, howoverj the Megfaals were 
Oipelled f™ Ahmednbod nod tho groater part of Gujar^ and tha 
share then bebu^gto Damdjiwns estimate at about Rs 2773 000 
not including tribnte from K^thiiwdr and elsewhere. Dam’dii' was 
Btdl too s^ne to be wtHMUod to pay the Peahwa regularly, and it 
wne not till after a tlurd defeat, that of Dhodnp, that ho and his 
BoecoBsors feU contentedly into the poaition of tributaries to tho 
Feabwa. 


The defeat ot Dbodnp took

of tbo districts restored. At tkla figure the regtiar tribute of the 
Boroda state remained for tiLanj jeora, but the had two other 

eonrcos of roTeaoo froni Gujarati, of which mention must not bo 
omitted, 

Dainiiji served or waa sti|mdsed to servo the Peshwa with 
troops^ but Fatesing about the 1772 obtamed le&vo to 

com muto this Borvico for an annual paymonti and tbia brought up 
the entire triboto to Rs. l4|6^i|0(Kl» The third source of revetmo 
to the Peshwu was the nazar presoniDd eoeh fresh Giiikw^Lr on 
his acccBsioQi which variedj nommall^ aaeording to the meoiia of 
the SiAiQ, in reality according to poiibcal exigeneiea and the actual 
strength or weakness of the tributary power. 

Finally it should be noticed that though after 176D-70, when a 
Battlement was made, a strict account was hunt of the sums owed 
by tlie GdikwAr^ the latter did not make regntar annnul payments. 
At intervalSj in timoSi that isj of weaknessi of a eucceaaion, or of 
convenience, a Bsttlemeul was arriyed at and sametimoa the PoahwB 
remitted to the Grlikwdr a portion of the entire sum duo. Such a 
settlement waa mode in 17C9-74>| and from the Btutement made by 
Damdji at that time we gather what were the receipts and dis¬ 
bursements of that Prineo daring sii yearSj always bearing iu inintl 
that ho was beggCng for a remission and d^ired to make the 
Feahwu see hia cooo in tbo moat pitiful light possible. It should 
also be remembered that sinco the partition of Gujanit he had 
extended his territoiy by expelling the B^bb frem their moand 
by increasing hiB posseiistons and tribute iu Kdthidw^r. In I7fi8 
BamAji ow^ some old dehts^ and for Ins arrears of the year 1767^ 
his rebellion that year (1763) and the alloged excesg of hts ehare 
of Gujar&ti Ka. lh|3&|0W. In 17311| he became indebted for 
Rfl, 7phipOCM)* that is^ for the regular tribute, as well as two 
lAkhs for fi^sttar* and 15|000 for rf, Ac. But he had pdd 

little or nothing the previous yoiWj and still owed 15^ likiia for the 
previous year and lis. 11,54,000 for old debts. 

To arrivo at a BOttlement he demanded some remisaioM for tlio 
year 1769-70 and stated hia reeeiptB and dishersements for the mx 
previous years. According to this stAtement his receipts or reveuuofl 
for 1763 wero thirty-five ifikhs, for 1764 were thirty-six hlkhs, for 
1765 wore thirty^aenen l&khs, for 1766 were forty*ono lAkhs, and for 
each of the following years wore forty-three mkhs. He had also 
acquired ten lakhs frem tributary States and in petty sums IJ- hlkhs. 
His disbursemonts to the Fesbwa bud been for 1763 the sum of 6^ 
Ukhs, and during each of the following years 7^ Idkhs, in 1764 as a 
forced loan be h^ p^d three Mkhs, as nnsar in 1766 he hud paid 
Boven Idkhs, and during the whole time for old dehta eightcieii likhs 
INI Lh fifteen l&khs interest. The charge for the riAandt had amounted 
to fifteen UkhS| his army hsd cost him forty-seven l^hsi one Idkh 
had bean paid away m presents lor homes killed, and £Iiandj6F&Y 
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luul g'ot fiTe likks. The deMcations danug thE^ three jeara 
had ainoimted to twenty MkJm and the riaidg in ]76B had (so^t him 
fifteen Idkha. He argued^ in fhot^ that almost all hia rerennea had 
been divided between the Feahwa and the armj. 

From the time%f the settlement above alleded t{i np to the year 
1793 when the last eettletnent between the Gmkwdr and Peahwa took 

f lace we know almost exnetl^ what ^mns the former owed and paid. 

fr* Elphinstonej when Resident at Poona^ proved that during the 
thirtj-tlireo jears proTidOH to the final aettJement (the recorda for 
two jeara having b^n lost are not computed)^ tribute was paid to the 
full for Iwenty-one years and waa eicaaed bj the Peahwa to Fatesing 
for ten years. In the same manner qsommatatiDn fer service of 
troopa was paid regularly e:ccept daring the same ton yems : 
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It is tree that on Gnvindriv^s aocession enormotis sums had boon 
demanded amonnting to one erore and twenty thousand mpeoa. In 
1797 those demands Wl been again pressed on him and for four years 
commntntion for military servioe and for tribute an additional 
anm of foor tlmoa Rg, 1454^000j that ia Re.

Blit tbe settlement was shortly followed by Govindrdv’s death, 
XnandrtlT^fl disputed sncoossien, the interferonco of tbe BriHsb^ and 
ibo treaty of Basaoin. In a aemie the BritUb Power took the Bnroda 
state nncler its protection and, thoagh it was expressly stipulated 
that tlte cloiGia of the Pesbwa on the Gnikwdr should^ if no other 
arrangement could be modOj be submitted to British arbitmtioiii it 
would seem Lliai the Gdikw^r hoped thiit all debts to the Peshwa 
would be wiped out. At any rate mi be hid now anbsidiaed a 
British force, bo felt that be shonld not be held tiound to pay 
coammiation for sor\"ico to n Pnnee who could no longer ba 


I Them ttiim Wm ostecvd into illA Feifawi'i n^^i^OQDtl ■ ynor or twa liter 
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CDtkaidor&d to givo bim prote^tioD. So it bappaned ibat after tho 
aottloinent of 1798, little or notbiog was paid to ibe Pesbwa Biljiriiv 
either tm airenrs, tributOi porTice^mouey or and tho luttor 

Prince, feeling that bla power over the Gmkwdr vms islipping away* 
carefully raki3 np every debt^ old nod n&w, blg^aod gmalb which 
was owing, while the GAikw^dr adTancod counter-olaiina whieli wonld 
perhaps never have Been the light if he had not hecti ia alliaaoQ 
with the British, Aa a matter of fact mo freak aottlcnioat waa 
arrived at, for tho morder of Gangddliar Sh^tri delayed diacusaion^ 
and the fall of tlie laat Peabw'a cut it short before it hod reached 
completion. 

Yet tho cbiiua and eonnter-claima may be o^vainimed oatbey abow 
tho relations on which the Poaliwa was with kb tributary p Tho 
moat important of the Peabw^^s ebuma were

years, tliatis^ hotwoen 1798 and 1010, none had been paid^ ho that 
its, 2|61,73,000 were owing. Gaugddbar Sh^atri bad before big death 
admitted this claim, not ho however Fatoaing* Moreliod on tho fact 
that ho had for four years boon the Penhw^i^a active ally in wari and 
that one of his pr^ecessors^FateHingLp had been remittea com m utation 
payment during war timo, but he here overlooked that during that 
timo tho Gdikwdr or bis reprcsantatlvo Mdti^ji had taken troom to 
Poona beyoud tho limits of Gujarat. But his argument based oa 
wider groimda was uuanswaraible. Sayjljiritv, when ho ascended tho 
o<i>rri ami began to pay commutation, had obtained an assent to the 
following rec^ueat from the Peshwa : *If I should be molested by any 
foreign force, you am to solid me assistance and protect me.' Now 
the whole political situation had changed, tbe PcBhwa wp powerlcaa 
to protect, and tho British whoso forcoB bud bcon subsldiflcd wore in 
Lis place. 

3rtf.—By the partition tneaty tho Pesbwa claimed half of all tUo 
GdikwSr'a Bubsequent conquestB. Ctam^ii Imd coaejuerod t!io B4bi 
and should have Bnrreudercd half in I7dl>i. In 1771 ho had 
[laid one Idkh as tribute for thceo maJidh^ and on a snliscquent 
occasion Es, 25,090, and, uecordiJig to a BCttlemeut tnado iu 1735, 
Baijirdv claimed one I4kb a year from 1760 to 1810^ Fateaing

items will be inserted.' 

The G^ikwar asked for no romiasioiij bnt advnncod. connter- 
claima on the Pnshwn, which poBitivcly distanced, tho lat tor's 
demands.

Ifli.—By the treaty of Pamndhar tho GiiikwAr had boon unjustly 
deprived of Broach and, as at tho timo no bonedt bad tn^on dorived 
from its sumendorp so in lator years no indomnity liad been grantod 
thongb frequently promised. It is certain the Pesbwa had 
repeatedly allowed tW injusticobad boon done. Hr. Elphiuzitoue^ 
Resident at Poona^ estimst&d the vaino of Broach at six Mkhs and 
ii^lculated that the G^ikwAr should ho mde-mnitied ooo-half of the 
loss he hod Liicorred of bis twe-third share iu it* But Captaiu 
Caniftc, Resident at Baroda, argued that Broach was wortli SJ or 
nine lakhs of rnpeos, and that the G^ikwdr was on titled to bis full 
share of two-thirds from tho date of surrender, in which caso the 
ebdm would have nearly reached 2 | crorea of rupees, 

2«<L—Fateaing claimed to be indemnified for the expenses of the 
war Bgaini^t Aba Bholnkar/whicb was carried on at the dfsiro of tho 
Pcflhwa^ lie placed the snm at no less than Ra. liGS^GOO^ thongh 
the war bod lasted only n few months.

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As tho Gd-ikwir had paid tho Peahwa little or nn tributo aiuce 1798, 
as Ii 0 Of Ilia liritlsb allio!! had waged waf md mado a sottlument in 
Knthidwdr without eror consol ting the owner of a portion of that 
toiTitory, and na ho bod m soyoral mys beharod tiinsolf na tho 
propriotor of the diatricta hs meral^ held in farm, it is oo wonder 
that B^Jirav^ who wishod to maintain his eaprema^ m Gajardt 
hir fw9 possiblo, withdrew the farm from the Gwtkwrtr in 18l4j 
though a krgo laoimso of rout was offered to hitn. Wo know that 
these distrioU subsequontlj foil to tho British, and that the GiiikwAr 
lost nil coacofD in thom; bat for n tirao they gimtly infliien^ Ida 
relations with the Pesbwuj, and eondneod to the increase oE hie own 
rerenuesj for in iiorthom GujarAt hb own tetritotiea were mticb 
mixed up with tlio&e of tho Pesbwa^ m that by getting hold of the 
latter ho not only put nn end to all nnnrrola^ bnb eonld, at no great 
expense^ coUect tho revenues o£ the districta he farmed. 

During tho years which intsircned between the partition of 
GnjarAt and tlio calting in of tho Britbhj tho aTOrage reTenne of tho 
Stnie, though it cannot be stated with extromo aecaracyj may bo 
pretty nearly ascertained. In 1782, Danifijik share of Gujarat was 
estimated iit Ra. a7,73,000p excluding KdthiawAr^ &c. Between 1753 
and hia deaths which took place a short timo after tho battle of 
Dhodnp in 17G8, DamAji made seremi important territorial 
acqnisitioii9» such as tho Bdbi ijnihuls and tho Aiurcdi pmaf in 
tlio peninsaLn} in short he extended tho possessions of the State 
to the furthest limit they occupied before tho interference! of tho 
British. Except^ perhaps, for a short timo during the later and 
undisputed portion of Futesihg^a reign, it is probable tliat during 
tho latter half of the last century the six years immediate];^ preceding 
tho rising of 1768 were the most pmsperons the State onjoj^od, and, 
exclusive of tributes and some small rettimu from petty sonrices, tho 
average revenne oxeeodod by a little thirty-nine Mkl^. After Damdjik 
death came a dispntoil succession l>ctwccn Fatesing and Gevindrav, 
a civil war whsoh subsequently merged into the larger war betwoou 
the British and the Peshwa. After nn interval the GAikwilr again 
took part in a war between theso two powers, and Falcaing's death 
was tho signal for a rc-commencement of tlio stm|^lc for tho 
euccession between MAndji and GovindrAv* It endod with tho death 
of the formor, bnt GovindrAv had* oven after this, to suppress a rising 
excited by his own son, who wivi backed by his cousin. Wo mayj 
thoroforoj cosily imagine that the rovonnes of tho Btato during tho 
whole of this timo nad a tendency to decreaso^ and that tho

QoTindrdv^B death was followed by anofcbor straggle, not for tho f^adi 
but for the rogonoj^ and the Slate bocainc utterly dieorgaoiacd- 
It WELS no longer poafiibla to fill up the gulf between receipts and 
ezpenditure. , 

British Interference, 1798 -1819. 

Just l>efore GotindrfiT di£2id he obtained tbo faxm of tho 
Ahinodaliad districiSj and tliia was a decided gain to the St«ta 
Bnt when Riivji and Kiiplioji disputed as to who should conduct the 
udmiutstration, and codeaYOored to outbid each other for tho 
export of the merceimries, the tributary States of Kathiiwdr left 
off paying any tribute, or, in other wor^, uo expeditiDn 

wua undertaken. 

Colonel Walker, when be first andortooh the reform of tbo State 
finandoa, stated that tho roYontieis wiere botwcon fifty-fiyo and sixty 
l^khSj that tbo maintonanco of tho army alone^ in which, were included 
tho riotous merconaty force lateW introduced and the old Miinitha 
militaiy class which helped the Gdikwir to win and keep Oujardt, 
exceeded that sum by a largo figure, and that the or 

civil liflti was no trifle^ But beyond tbeso two heads of oxpotidifcuro 
there was littio or nothing spent, as the charges for the collection 
ot the nevenoo and the civil charges were moderuto. They might woH 
be moderate under a system of revGriue-farming, for the finders 
gathered their roYenue as they best might and without any check, 
wliilo they dispensed pretty nearly all the ciTil and eriminal juatico 
that was administerea. In short tho roYonnos might bo ostimated 
at Homotbiug more than filtj-flvo Idkhs, tho disbursements made and 
debts iuenrred at about eighty-two liLkhs^ Ko real effort was being 
made to avoid tho difiionlties and dangers which thus threateneid 
tbo State, and almost the whole of tho districts were mortgaged 
either to tho State creditors, the troops or the paynifisterH of fho 
troops* Yet the creditora could not bo paid and tha payment of tho 
troops was vory nmcb m arrears. To add a last toacb to tho pictnro 
it should mentioned tliat cYon in theso liard times largo and 
Yalnablo districts were boiog elioniktod or farmed out at a bis to 
mpiulwra of tho royal family and of BAvji*& house or to fhYOdrites, 
The mterfepence of iho British most cert^iinly saved the Btatc from 
dissolutioii. If this be doubted let it be romotnbered that in addition 
to this debt of orer a crorc of rtipeeg, thoro was liungmg over tho 
State tho stLU lurgxT debt to tho Pcnhwa, which in fifteen years ran 
ap to Boveml crores of rupees, and to get rid of which Giiugddhar 
Shikfltin would have alienatod terntoiy worth seven liiklis d£ 
rapecf!. It was never paid, for the P^ahwu fell# Besides it woe not 
the debt which mgrnfit^ ; ft waa the fact that the State was too 
weak to Collect it^ revenue from the tributaries and to ahnke off 
tue Incubus of tho Arabs and military claSiSi

Tbo first Residoiit^a earliest cndott’rotir was to reduce the cost of the 
army in accordaDce with tboterms of the treaty, by wbicli tlio OAikwiir 
waa furnisbed wilb enbeicliary troops oa iliBcesstoii o£ districts worth 
nearly tweWa UkhB. In reality no thoroiigli reform of tlwj army 
was tlion carried otit. No idea was oven eonceiTcd of the dillLCuIty 
of snob an undeftEiking. Bpt at IcfOfit tba Arab was 

broken up and other r^netione were made of Rs. 10,80,000 a 
year/ tlitsigk it mtistt on the other band,, be remember^ that a 
largo sam had to be borrowed to onable the State to defray the 
arrears duo to this force*. On aomo other eeunta the Resident was 
also i^blo to rodiice expenditure by Ba. 3,85^000. If Ra, 14,65^000 
were thus in r^^lity atibtracted from tha yearly diisbtirsemontaj a 
diuiinution bad taken pliiCQ in one direction. For the mnlDionanoo of 
tlic anbsidiary treopa a permanent cessJon of territory had been made 
vuluod at Rh. Uj,70j^O0th* and tLo saccosdvo {ndmn or free gifts of 
Innda mado to tbo Honorable Company of Obikblij OboMaij a 
share of the Snrat r JicutA and Kaira were valued at oithor Rs. 2,58,000 
or at Rs. 2^65,450/ eo that the State was poorer tlinn it had 
boon by either Ra* 14^28,000 or Rs* 14,30,450* In rmlity, however, 
and to sum up, the Stato was in a better financial poaitien than it had 
b^n, for Kadi, DeligdiDj and Sankheda were annexed^ 

Wo know wbat was done to arrest the downward course of the 
State during the years 1801-2 and 1802^3. Bat before passing en 
to this, wo shall give Colonel Wnlker’B proposed scale of reformed 
expenditure, for it iUustratGa tho ronmrka made on the old

To review in detoi] the State debts, tbo manner in which thc-ao 
wore wiped out, the revenno increftaed and tho current expendi¬ 
ture reiueed, wo mnfit proceed first to exaiitino the debta which 
became due to tho Honomble Company.

In 1808^9 the deficit of the assigned districts and the ndranco of 
certain snnis for the maintcnaDce of Maliiitmiv on those very 
dn^trietBj left the balance at Bs-15^62j204.

only fellj bat the esrtenditnre inereoeed. For instancOj chi e Rj owing 
to the CAlnmity EkUaned to, the modtkhdna expenEoa wore Idkba 
larger than they bad been before^ and the contingent expenses nearly 
seven lAklis graiter. In 1814 the second loaao of the volnablo 
Ahmei^bad fiinn came to an end, and Bdjirnv J^eahwa refused to 
renew it. 'niroata of PendhiLri invasions forced the Government to 
keep up a high rote of miUtaTy expenditure, and the same political 
tension which brought about the abandonment of the Ahmodnbad 
districts prod need aisturbancos lx»th in Kdthiiiwdr and nor them 
Gujardt, which entailed additional expense. Tiio fniitlesa mission 
to Poona which ended in the death of Gangddhar Shiistri hed 
been conducted on a foolishly laviah seuJo^ Finally, after the death 
of tlic wise Shdatri whoaa iuduonee over FatesLng, though at times 
naturally diatostefah had olway^ been groat and beneficial^ the 
young Regent began to show siguf of n desire to bo indepondentj 
for a time rcfiiised to disclose to the Hesident the real condition of 
his revcnncfl, and when ho did so, ruvoaled that he had in one or two 
particdinrs spent a little more money than strict economy would 
justify.^ For these and Home other reasons the financial roform had 
not worked bo thoroughly as in former tiinuH^ the surplus woe no 
longer each year what it had be^^ and the system of cloartog off 
debts and carrent expenditure eoold only work when the snrplns 
was hirge^ for the yearly loans wore raised at a high intoroat of 12 
per cent and if not eloarocl ofFj this interest had a tendency to swell 
at an enormous rate. 

The^^cdftiri system plays so great a part in the financial history 
of tho Stetc that some remarks about it are necessary. Colonel 
Walker did not introduce it into the State for the first time. It was 
of old standing. Bathe, no doubt, perpetnatod it, being driven to do 
SD by the necessity of paying of arrears before portly refomiing and 
rcdnciiig the army, and also in order to consoli^te the State debts. 

The State did not retain any money in its posgession, and it did not 
itself msike any paymente. By a device probably as old os the days 
Tvheu plandcring cavalry bands overran MasaLtni^ ceantriBa^ and 
from time to time shared the spoils, the State instead of reteining a 
troasTiry gf ite own, drew npon bankers for such saiafl as it reqniredp 
Shoald tho State wish to wy a debt or get some ready money, it 
isBueda money-order on aWiilcor, goncndly a credited Stete-brmker. 

It did not at any time lodge money with this banker, but it gmnted 
a or letter of credit on eome iz^rdfeir, or farmer, of the 
Slate rovenucB in one of the mahals, who honoured tlio tiunii at the

It mmtt bowovorj be noticed that all pajmeats made by the 8tato 
wore of two kiadav In ooo set of pajinenta tbo foil soni promised 
was made over to tho person wbom tbo State bad to satisfy. But^ 
genemllyi tbo sum promised was not paid in fnll^ for by a regular 
uaderstariding between the State and tbo payoo u percentage wm 
witlidrawiip On ovoiy Bis. 100 a dednefcion of Rh. 3j was mado^ 
and the money then withdrawn was disposed of in tbo following 
way: tbo |;oftfddri was hold to l>o Ha* 2^ interest Hs* 14 ^ and tbe 
or agont^s percjuisito He, it wbethor tbo agent n&isled 
or not. Tlio tmnaaction did not end here : oa settling bis accounts, 
the pot^dflr repaid to the Gnverniiient as its sbore half tbe poi^dH 
and the interest, tliatis Bs. If. 

Tbo po^cAir bad another sonrefl of gain not bitborto mentiodod* 
ilo drew tbo There is a custom in India by wbich tbo money- 

lender at tbo time bo advances money withdraws a atoall percentage, 
lie is asked for R^. 100, Ite bands over the sum and ontura it into 
bis aeconntsj but the same instant tbo borrower gives him a rupee 
of which no mention is made* Tbo manoH of the poteidr^ in a 
measure resembled this* But if tbo person to be pain by the Statu 
was to be aatiaiicd in ftilb the poieddr first eliarged the Gevern- 
ment additional interest at tlie rate of 4| per centj and subsequently^ 
on making np bis accountSj repaid tbo Govarnmont 21 per cunt. 

It is not proposed hero to explain tbo existenco of the isdfddr, or 
fjirmcr of tno rcTonne.^ Suffice it to say that tbo handed 

over to him tbo order of the State for money payraentj togothor 
with tho receipt of tbo poraon paid. The ixdnktr repaid him tbo 
loan and tho intorcatj genomlfy at tbo time when the rent of bia 
farm fell duo* In nmking up bb accounts with tho State tbo 
ndrddr sent in an account of tbo sama bo had paid tbo varioua 
pfiUddrSf whom bo Imd been irtsfcrnded to satisfy. Hia xont to 
the Guverament ^vaa generally paid in fonr insiolmonts, and natumlly, 
tho greater part wont tp dear off tbo t?amb in the manner 

described. 

All remittances of surplus rovouuos ocerning in tbo districts woro 
made over to tbo poiediirM, and aU otdora for payment worn issued 
on them. Tbo poftHidrs chsrgod interest for all disbursomeuis mado 
by tbcni in honoring the ordor^i of the Govemmeiit, and they likowiso 
credited interest to tbo Governinout if tbo teceipte from the farm ora 
Dxceodud the disbursements they made. But it very acldom 
happened that tbo receipt a from tho fiinucrs wok; in e^ccaa of 
payments The account of tbo poictldrg were osminiiiod at tbo 
eud of each year, and tho bolanco was carriod forward to tbo 
full owing year* 
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Wbed Colonel Wtdkor first camo to Barotloj tl*o bouse of Srunal 
Bccbor under British j^tamnteo, adninted hvcnty-firo Wkba to 
the Stato^and then allowed it to overdraw its aecounta by five laklis. 
Be liad iJao relmqiidebod gae-balf o! his established perquisites oriaiiig 
from the dednotioa of 3 per cent mode ncider the terni;f for the 

payment of the troops. In retiirUp ho obtamed thoBritiah guaranteo 
tfO hiB retaining tlio potflddri and tlio flitiiafiit of Barodaj that isi 
bo ]wimd himself to disbnrHo all tho current payments of tho State 
within ono Enontb of tbo receipt of notes froro the Dterbdr^ and for tho 
auins tilua orpendedj he reoeived intoreet at 12 per ocnti an osorbi^ 
tant rate aa too principal waa scenred on the Tieitycar*s rovenues* 
la I&IO^ soon after DhAkji Daddji bad beon noraipatod Slativo 
Aji^nt to tho Darbdf in succossion to OongAdhp Sbdstri, bo Vfm, 
much against Fatesing's wish, appointed pi;>i'4!3ddr in the place of 
Hari BiiaktL Ho bad persnadod tho Resident tliat by csareful 
management and by loworing the rate of interCHt ho had reduced 
tho debta of tho State, which, at the end of 1310, were spppoaod to 
amount to no loss a enm than Rs. 0 by nearly forty luldis,

It was a mistako to allow ono and tho same man to bo both 
Native Agent and poiefddr, aa tho union of tbesa two posts gitvo 
vast opportunities for fraud I blit to trust a man like DMkji with 
such power wpa bital. At starting be had one ^pneat difficulty to 
face: bo had no money to advance the Bums reqairod by the Statej 
so bo peraueded the Hoeidont that it was Fatesing^s wLab that 
Mairdl Niidyan tmd Hari Bbakti shoald take an equal sharo wnth 
himself in tho conwru. In reality, each of tbofo money men nut in 
81 blkbs, wbilo ho himsoif having nothing put in nothings In ^bn 
Bamo manner lio took up the KAthiawar jioicJur* with Rntanji 
K^ndds, tho latter supplying the funds, 

Tho apparent gam to the State from Dhdkjf e poi^ari was that 
he charged only 9 per cent instead of the former rate of 12 per cent 
as interest for sums advanced during tho Ji^ar. Ho had for the 
time frightonod tho bankers of Baroda mto asking for a lower rate 
of intorcist by threatening to bring in money from foreign hoosea. 
In reality, however, Dbilkii^fl modcnitiou waa an iUasion, for hn 
robbed both the State and the people. Ho conipdled the farmora 
of rcTenne to pay him a percentage for gtiaruxiteeing them payment 
from tho rovunues at a firod dniOi ho carried motplmcnte of tho 
revenuo paid in by* them to his O'lm private ooconntii and he w'lia ki 
the Imbifc of refusing to cash the Darbrur notes without receiving a 
hij^h cdinmiflBion. A few years later, ^yfi^iniv Mahdriija proved to 
tho salisfiiction of the Governor o£‘ Bambny that, under tho term of 
brokeragej he had emboss^ ed Rs. 2j75,(K)0, and that after 
appropnating Ha. IjOOjOCK) he had entered into tJis accounts that he 
had paid thia sura to Fatesing's ctediter3+ 

Of all this and much moro Ibo Resident wns entirely ignorant,

Though tho truth about the bad conditioii of the finances thoa 
bocAtnc partiallj known to tho Uonombla Mr, Elphinitono, t!io 
wiioln truth did not yot app^r* In April 1821^ h& iddtod Bainxlo 
a eecond time, and thou diacoFored that afrogh debt of twenty 
Idkha had isomo to light aincfo tho last settlement. Thera wm mdi^d 
again another debt of nearly forty Idkha duo to linri Bhakti^ of which 
no mention WAa made for ton jenra* He also feond that tho revcuuo 
had fallen olf owing to the gmntof loagcs at n low bnt incneaaiTig 
rent? that there had been gome ejccesa of ebargos owing to a vory 
natural delay in the redaction of tho nrmy, whib such rcdnctiod 
as bad tnken place hotl giTon rise to gome additional exponsc* True 
tho GAikwdr hud heon abletopay off twenty-five Idkha to bia creditors 
instead of merely fifteen Idkhsj but the paymont of the anuj was in 
arreara and tho j^ieildri eyatem was proving moat ruinous^ Tot 
SayaijiMv ahowed himself reluctant to interfere with the profits of tho 
hankdrs or to borrow from any but hia own subicctA. In ahort^ during 
tho year 18S0-21| ^e disborsemoats had exceeded tha revonneB by two 
Idkhsj and though twenty-five Idklis hiid been paid off, the fresh debta 
discovered bronght tlio sum agmnst tho State up to Rs. 1,32^27,1^81, 
and two fresh loans had to be miBod, one of Rs- 6,12,000 tn dofray the 
IMjpipla eampnign and ono of fifteen lAkha to pay off army arrears. 
Ench WAS the opening of the new finnneiid ay stem whoa British 
infiiiQnce wae witndrawn and the GdikwiiT gcvernmont wna left to 
itself. Already the Resident exprossed his fearit that 'in time the 
fndmlhfJdrs would experioneo tho dtiplicity of Ssyjljiritv's charaoter, 
And fearing for the eecarity of their tenure* would bocoino mpacioua 
and to Becare their wonld offer bribes to Bay^jirdv himself. 

The ikamuErudur^ woedd probably use tho same means to obtain

By the year 1825 tho State dobte instGAd of decreasing hnd risen 
to Rs. 1*33,81,380, As for the gnarantoed debt to the six priiicfiKil 
hankeTA of Batodu, Hari Bhakti and five otbens* which wns to have 
beea paid off at ihemto of fifteen Uklis aycar*no great diminution had 
takoD ploco.

The Resident in May 1827 reported to tho Govomor of Bombay 
that tliQ ehnnge for tho worse took place after tho year 182 3-3 4^ 
The hnimoes l^camo ranch etobarrassed and gradually approacbcil 
a criHis, notwithatandjDg the aid obtained by the relinquishmQnt of 
tbo hisU by tho hnnkora for one year, by the public riinetionarioa 
posigning ono^third of their einoliinieiitSj and by tho raising of aew 
loans at a lowor rate of intarestp Nothing short of a tborongh 
reforan in all branches of the eipenditarc, and a diRerent prnmgo- 
monfc for the pamont of tho mUitary and estabUehmonts, conjoined 
with tho introdyctiou of a now systoin for tlie colkction of the 
revenues, could omblo His Highness to fulfil hia engagements 
with the gaamntaod creditors of the State. To clear the State it 
was proposed to. Sayd|iriv by Mr. Williaraa that ho should pay off 
a portion of tho debts out of his own privato treasury.* 

This plan ^vaa iudignantly reicctedr hnt after much hesitation he 
consented in 1827 to a proposal made to him by the Ecsidont and 
his own minister Vithalrav to form out tho districts to respeetahio 
bauker^ and ^aminddm for seven yea^ at once, ^andfir certain 
agreemeute entered into by them pnovidiug a^dnst oppression of 
tho rayats and ombozdoment of tbo rovonne? 

Tho real meaning of the anggestion to SayAjirdv to pay some 
of the State dobte out of his privato hoards and to grout septennial 
leases Is revealed in Mr. Williams* letter above (quoted j * Much of tha 
disorder is attributable to the grasping disposition of His Highness^ 
mothevi Oahiu&lHiij tbon alivoi and who was in fact tho ruler 
of tbo Btato. Sho and her eon CDn6idoi*ed their dank/, or

Stato atul ivould not allow tlio mmistOT Vithnlrdv Diwflnji to offer 
any advice^ or to hnirG any concern in the management.' 

It ebanced that Jnat hofotsa the time when tho plan of eoptontiinl 
leases was decided npon^ the Edni Gahindbai died, and SayAjirAif 
^nsented to issue the long leases* Ho was beUered or known to bo 
in possession of fortj-ono lAkhs of public property improperly receiTod, 
not coiidting fifty-five lAkhs worth ofjewels and money duly inherited 
from Anandrdv^ and ho feared that he would be deprtv^ of these 
ea ma. Ho himsoif hod in vain proposed^ at the suggestion of Vithal 
Bh^u, that a now loan of twenty-two Idkhs should be tuisiHlj and 
that ho himself should hold the taa/id/j for some years, while lio 
eahjocted tho farmers to irtfrrdr or mvestigatiQn of acconnta, in the 
hopes of receiving the usual douoeurs. But oven while eonaeoting 
ho bittery rogrottod the loss of those bribes which tho fanners gave 
him under the annual system, and before long ho resolved to hroak 
the promise ho bad made. 

As one of tho moat cuHeus traits aacrihod to SayAjirdv's 
oharacter tho 03rtremo avarico which botrayed itself in hia 
persistonco in nocamalatin^ treasures^ while the State was getting 
more and more hopelessly into dobt^ thus fostering the growth of 
evfiiy iwil pmiblo under an unjust and careless revenuo farming 
ayatom, wb diverge here to record the approiimatO stutemont oE his 
private fortune* 

lsl~Sayijiriiv made twolfikha a year out of fiamrdni^, or before 
the septennial leasast according to Mr. ’Williams, perhapa fonr or 
five Likhs. Each farmer of revenuo on taking the lease of a district 
would pay from Rs. lii,000 to Rs, -iO,OOG. Farmers charged with 
faults or oppression commuted them in tho satno way ^nsiinJTitiJi 
from heirs were transferred to the private accounts, as well as tboso 
given by fflTtnors of imposts ou various articles of catLSiimptiou In the 
city of Jiarodn, lu hict all tho tricks oommon to the old GAikwdra 
were largely adopted by Sayajuliv*

he wrote; Otio plan only can release jour Highness from all 
kiterferoacoj. which ia the Jiaclmrge of tbo whole oE year debt, or 
the consent of the banhora to give np the guamnloe/ wgrila on 
which Lord Oano fonnded bia arrangement in 1S32/ 

As will be seen in tho History ehapter, the Governor of 
Bombay^ Mr. ElphinstonC;, treated His ^ghness with great 
forboamnee, but towards the end of 1827 he loft India and was 
saccoedod by Sir J, Afaleolm who adopted a sterner policy.® In 
Novetabor feyjijirdv reiterated his wish to pay off tho gnarantoecl 
debt at once^ but strangely enough w'as informed that he might 
not do so withont the consent of the bankers. In December he 
rofnaed to draw cheques on tho guaranteed polifddr Hari Bbaktt, 
as bo hoped that by contracting debts with ungnnmnteod pomoas 
bo might be in a position to pay off tboso who were guaranteed. 
Cortaiialy if the Bombay Government had consulted itBOwnicterosts, 
Sayijirdv would have been allowed to adopt this plan, but fioch 
was not tbo view then taken* 

On tho 28tb oE March 1828 the Goramment of Bombay proclaimed

Soon after tliia tho Itosidont \i'og romorod from BEuoda, and 
com mnnications worn kept up nrith tho Mnbdr^ja thTOagb tho 
Political andJudioiol Commisfiloner for Gujarat Yvho^ehead-cinartorB 
Wore at Ahmedabodf This does not boar directly on tho unanceo 
of tho State, bnt it should bo remarked that all the great bankers 
of Baroda, who Imd recoirod tho British gnaranteo and whom 
Say^jinAv rofnaed to pay, worn at tho same time remoTod from 
Bamda mneb to tho datnago of their own afkiirs and of tboao of the 
capital They wore direotj^ to remain in Ahmedabad.* 

Here is tho point whoro the Gdikwiii^a affairs soemod to hayo 
bocomo inextricably invol red. There was the debt with its interest, 
there the money with which it might bo easily paid bat which was not 
prodaced, and there tho remedy adopted of sequestrating districtsi 
which waa no remedy dnee tho cure was ag kill^ as the dlsoaoo. 

I^jnl CUm Lrin^ Sir John Malcolm was snecoeded as Goynmor of Bombay by Lord 
Glare, whoan policy as different from that of hh predooEssor m 
it varied from that bf Mr. Elphinatoiie. Ho aimed at bringing tho 
troabics of tho Baroda state to an end by concilinting tho Mah£r4ja 
Lord Clare's first vlfdt was in November 1831, It lasted only sk days 
and was designed mordy * to eBtabllali an amicable un^rstanding^ to 
effect a personal reconciliation between tho Heads of tho two Govera- 
ments by showing a diappsition on Ms part to treat Mm {tho Rdja) 
with tho ntmoat coiisidomtian and respoct,^ In this Lord Clare was 
BOOD qoito successful, and ho also aseorLsIned what SayAjipdv^a wishea 
wore. Tho Mahdd&ja again offenod to pay off the gnoranbeed debt 
to tho bankors, and in future to pay tho ConGugent troops rTegularly.

On Iho contrary^ Mr. Etphiiustone liod pressed tho Mabardja to dear 
off tho debt at ones* Tho difficulty lay in this only, that besridos 
tbq ^arautced debts to the bankers there were other claims on 
SaydfiMv wbich^ if they were not satlsflod before the dUtricts 
wore rotumed, would cnaao future troubio and vexation* To get back 
his districts the MaU&rdja weis wdlbig to pay of! tho bankers, bat 
bo wished to avoid meeting the other cnlls upon kEm, Finally there 
was the second sequestmtiioa of districts for tbo dno mnintauanco qf 
tho Coafcingont of 3CMJO harse^ Lord daro oonld at this time think 
of no better plan to ensure poaoo on this vexed questien for the 
future than to proposo that the Mabdnija should pormanoutlj 
alienate enough districts to znaiutaiu 2000 horsCi on which coudition 
tbo due tmuutonaneo of tho other third of tho farea would be excused 
him. Lord Claro doplomd tbo Boquestratiou ws worse than absolute 
seizuro of hmd^ but 8ayjiiir4v was rightly resolved not to part with 
ono acra of his territory* 


Such were tha views arrivod at after tho first visit. The 
sattleuiont which took place on tbo second visit which lostod from 
tho 22nd of March to the l>th of April 1832 was for tho time most

In this mancLGr Lord Clare once again sot SayAjimv free of his 
iipmcNiiatO political difficulties and pat him in pOHsesaion of hb whole 
territory, A httlo patieneo and frierLdliness bad apparently ofTcctoil 
inora tbnri all the Imish measures of ^ir John Ualealm^ It romaloed 
to bo soon if His ilighnesa wonld keen hJs pmmiseg md obsorvo 
the agTeoment into wtucb he had ontereu.

It boa alao been obsdmjd tliat on more than one occasion Saj^jirAv 
\vfk £5 willing to pay the bankers tbo bigb interoat of 12 per cent^^ that 
to got rid of tbo debt to the gnarojiteed hankors bo was ready to 
pay off his debts to thooi in a lamp Bnm^ and that bo felt bimself 
cnpablo of extricating tbo State from the mesa in wbicb it was 
apparently involved, witbont tbo nasiatanco of the Britiab. 

It ia now neccBSnrjr to show that SayAjir^v dJd manage to got on 
very well withont aid fmm the Bombay Govornment, and that by 
degroea the Gdikwir^ though bo retained tbo system, at 

brat ontered into partnersbip with the State poteddntf andafterwarda 
became their rival. Fijially, be and bis sona Khnndertiv and 
blalbdrrAv gradually but cotnpleiely ousted the State Ijankotu, till 
at length tbo Ofiikw^r bocamo sob ^leSdr, Tha State, in shoTt, 
kept on borrowing tbo money it wanted* but it borrowed from tbo 
ILija and to that end an ostroindy CompUcated system of crcdit and 
debit, of principal, interest, and manali WU3 kopt np. 

It is probable that te the very last tfco RAja obtained tho^ boneGt 
of the interest bo derived from lendiog tlio State funds when required* 
IIow far tbifl was the caaoj or not, baa only boon partially a&ccrteiiied; 
but wbo does not know how hard it is in Bafo^ to tell how large a 
portion of tbo rovenuo waa reckoned to belong to tbe HAjd^a privy 
pnrso and what rcmiiant was held to belong to tbo State P 

There tvoa one result of tbo po/rcMW system wbicb sbonld not 
ho overlooked* It utterly pro vented cateiders from finding out 
what wn4 the real condition of the State fiuancesj thoagb it very 
prol)nbly prevented the rolor him self f rom fcnow'ing what they were. 
It baa been osBOrted, with truths that tba GAikwjtr feared first the 
Teshw^a and then the Britiab. He thought it policy to appear te be 
utterl|' involved in debt, to appeal to their pity and te avoid their 
cupidity. The ignorance of tho Bombay Government al?out tbo 
financial eOndition of tbs Borodo. state vvaa at all times complete* Even 
during Gangddimr Sh&strl^s tenure of thediiCfin^iri this wna the case* 
After his doatfa it became absurdly great* Captain Cornac told tbo 
Bombay Oovomment that tlio State wm frtse of debt, and the next 
year it waa found that them was a debt of over one eroro of rupees. 
To aacertaiu the tmtli of tMs Mr. Elpbizaf^tene came te Earodn and 
helJ ft Boleran invostigation. It was vehomontly asserted that every 
debt had been diaelosud, but for all tliot nmny were concealed nnd 
were nqfc_brought to light for some years. Tiiis stylo o£ conccaJiaent 
was porsieted in till recent times. Sft3^Ajimv w'aa hold by the Resident 
to Iw collecting private troasurcs while the Sfnte was gutting mom 
and inoro imwlvant. But tbo snb|o<!ta of Sa^pAjirilv believodfnin to 
be a prudent Prince who was simply striving to shako off BritiPih 
interteronco and tnLaHfemng iho rovoDiies from one count to nuother 
that he might umiuptdato tkm as heehoso. IVbou Mfllharrav was

In l8e8*59,orSatnyat l9I5,IvhfindordTfonndcd tho f^ntb-Bnbbdni 
bonk, potting into it a capital of 21J Idkta, snbseqnflntly incroaseil 
tothirty-uine lakhs. The money ho obtnined id tho following way 
He withdrow 3J Idkfaa from tho Ganeab Jshyar out of accujnnbtiona 
of fiDOs infijctod on Govern moat servanta. When on acconnt of 
Uio aid he gave the British in the mutiny yair, tho Gaiardt Trrogulftr 
CaytJiy was broken up, nil atima paid by him on behalf of thu 
cavalry from tbo oommencetBOnt of his reign were repaid him.

Of any bad thing in the Stnto MaJhArrdv genomlly managed to 
maken worBa, aiid*%ftha banking system he certainly made the 
strangest aso. In 1370 - 71 , or Sam vat 1927 , he established four 
banka, that of Lakshmidda NaraidAa and that oE hlalhdreshvar iu 
Bamda, that of MalhdrBsh’rar in HavsAri, and that of Namidds 
Lakshin idds in Bombay. In 1871 - 72 , or Samvat 1023 j he e&tab* 
lished that of Loksiiniidils Ifl’ersldds in Surat and that of MhAlsdkdnt, 
Id 1873 - 74 , or Samvat 1930 , ho established that of Pirvfttikdnt, 
and finally that of FfirvatikAnt in Bombay» 

Hia object in establishing tho fonrbanks in 1870-71 was to romovn 
iig moch capital aa possible ont of the Boroda statOp in order 
to have the comTEiand of it if his fiction wore hampered by tho 
British Government or bebimself deprived of power, la order to 
roraove tbo money eecretly it was ncceasaiy to have freab establish^ 
iiionts in Baroda as well os at Bombay^, that the transfer might not 
become known to the old bankers. Ho trsnsfemd in this maianer 
lifty-sevon Idkhs of rupees in cosh balances and bullioni Wbou bo 
was confirmed on the ijddi bn took back the bulk of this money, 
dosed tliis Brat bank and transfeircd the funds to the bank calle^J 
Mallidreshvar. He then openly doelaned the o^istonco of tho bonk 
at Surat, called Lakshmidda Narsidis, though it had been working 
secretly before this. This bank and tlmt at Navsfiri might, when 
he cbose, transmit enms to BombaySo in 1873-74, or Samvat I936r

In addition to this bnsinoBS the banlcH dealt with the public* 
hlonoy was lent to mhukdrB and others^but no security was demandod* 
tho manager of the bank in each instimco decided for hi nisolf on tho 
solvency of the party with whom he wn^ dealing. Mon^ was also 
lent to the military^ tbo ^ihvMrr and but here Goveramcitt 

gpaTantced the repayment of tbo advances made- This was an 
old praetjeo in the State^ and uo healthier inuovatiou 1ms been 
introducod by the present administrution than the reruBal to giiarautco 
repayment to any banker for any sum borrowed by any govemmonfc 
servant. Finallji the State banks did a Uttlo himdfj or bill of 
exchange, bnaincss, and traded in gold and silver. 

It IS calculated that the profits of the State banks tip to 1873-71 
aiDOimted to about sorenty-two likhs. Of this tho aqm of twoaly- 
oight Mkhs was tbo flmcnnt of Interest derived from Government 
and forty-four l^khs the profit from other sonrees,

Sfor does tlio Bubjoct pos-^cfla any great interest. It will be 
enough to state geneniily that tho GjtikivAr, aa timo went on, was 
able to iucroase bis revaniios oaormously. This was ospeciallj the 
caee in Khandor^iv^s time whcaj in consequence of the American 
war, the IIrice of cotton rose mpidij aiid a sudden stream of wealth, 
Apparently inejEhAnatiblo, was poMtw into the great ewttoa-growing 
cimntry of Gojardt, Khftndord’r'a Jidministmtion did not use tho 
bpportnnily wisely. Every year there was n more and more Tockle^ 
disphiy of folly in deiding with the revennes | for every ropes wisely 
and considerately expended or collected, a hundred rupees were 
giitlwrod and thrown away as if m> retribution would follow. In 
spite of tho splendid occasion that presented itself to KliandorAv 
of making the Baroda state by far tho richest in India, his brother 
was able te stakv with some ^diow of truth, thoogh not with 
perfect truth, that the State debt amonnted to several crores of 
rupees- MalklrrTLv himself did nothing to change this foolish 
ooorse ef behavionr, AVitU less excuse than his brother, for it was 
becoming daily more evideiit that the profit to be derived from cotton 
had dwHidlcd aw^ay, MalMrr^v kept np tho high rate of taxation 
nn<l ijoaselcss expenditure- 

The estimated revenue of the year 1870-71 had boon Rb. 1,37,00^000, 
while the expenditure on the army and for tho dhAraidny, 

and State eatablishnients had amounted to Rs- 1,15*00,000* Tho 
private expOQscs of the MaMrtLja bad nt tho same time Ijccn 
CDormonB, 

MalhiliT<iv* it has jpfit been aaid* did littlo to mend matters, 
and so involved in difficulties did the State encio more become that 
the Government of India appointed a Comcnisgioxi to took into tte 
nSedrs^ Of the nnmerona causes for complaint no mention will be 
nuule hercp for they have been noticed in the chapter on Histeiy, 
but the verdict of the Commission on the Enancca may be given in 
lull: ' Dnring the last sbe or seven years of Khnnderiv^s life, 
Government, bad ns it was, underwent a serionB decadence. Tho 
proceedings of the chief wore more arbitrary than provioualy* now 
atid levies wore imposed without con^deration of the 
previoiwly hc^yy assessmunta to which the myaU were Bub|ect, 
and the oqUeetion of the governinent diiea was enforeod by tho 
local ofiiciah by harsh and compulsory meft&iima. During the 
time of tho re^Ilion in tho United States, the prices of Indian 
cotton ruse to im extraordmary degree from one or one and A half 
Qjin<t to a rupee in the ponnd. Tho Baroda state incladGS & large 
extent of ground suitable for the growth of cotton, and* in 
conseqaenco of the riao of price, the cultivation of i:mtton gr^Iy 
increased, and a very remunomtive crop was produced. During 
this period the caltivatore were able te pay a very high assessment, 
and in I8&i a rovoiipo settJemnut was iatrodiiDQd upon the basis 
of the high csotton rates then in force. Tho expenditure of the 
State was recklessly incr^^cd. On tho close of the Amcrii^ 
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war tJbo price of rotton fell* but the land ectdometit remained iu 
fores. Tho Governmotit demand opou tbs agricoltarbta becamo 
coniinnally moro diffioolt to meatj and the measures of the 
Gorsmment grew only more neTers. Much good laud bad to bo 
Abandonedj the arrears at the close of 1873-74^ or Somvat 19S0| had 
amounted to seventy or eighty lAkbSi and tbo bat instaimont of 
that year was almoal whole unrealized/ 

When Sir Lewis PeHj took np the adminiatration bo wm 
compelled absointely to remit all arrears for five years, 18d6 to 1870 
or Samvate 1923 to I927j imd for the years 1871 to 1873 or Samvats 
1928 to 1930, no arrears were to bo demanded of the rajfaU outil 
after full enquiry hod boeu made. Whole villages had been dopo- 
pulatod^ and all over the State the rayat^ simply folded their hands 
and expressod their poworlossness to satisfy the demands of Govern* 
moot. The financial disorder was so complete that wo find that 
in the year iu which Malbdrrdv^s reign ^une to an end, the lowl 
roTenues of all kinds amounted to only niuetjwfenr bkhs^ while eno 
crore and saventj^oue lAkha bad been spent* 

In a mibscquout portion of this chapter a comporiBon is instituted 
between the financial system, the ejra!inLdit.ure and disbui^ementH 
of tho old (^kwAr, when ^^tedirs aud lilrddrB fioorishedj and of 
tbo present day. Here is inserted an account qf the intenneiliary 
period when KhsuderAv abolished the farming systomj but eolloctcd 
and spent enonuoas sums of raouqyj preparing the way by hia 
oxtmvngnnca for tbo fall of Malbiirdv ana the present conoition 
of afiEoirfl. By tnruing to a subscqnent portion of this chapter a 
comparison may hero also bo bstitated of tho changes which have 
taken place withiu ton years. If a direct comparison has not been 
drawn, it is bocauso Kbouderdv^a and reigtiB were 

abnormal and the tmo change is from SayUprdv^s time to tbo present.

Before entering upon the subject of the groat reforms effected by 
the present ndniiuistnition in the financial system, Iwftirt even giving

We now tnm to tbfi inftMer in wlncli the reTenaea were 
collected. The stale-bajiker, or ywleJiSr, when he lent money to 
the State, received an order for^ repayment with interest upon 
the kaimvUdiir who was the tmrdidr. 

The Mardtha marsndera knew very well how to conqueror at any 
inte overrun great tracts of ceuntjy.i But they ha^ the effort of 
regnUtlj coUocting taxes, of administcifing jnstire, of keeping order. 
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of forwarding public workfi^ aod of looldtig after !bo zno^t Impomtiva 
watila of tJie people who goppliLH] them with moDoy, From tbo liratj 
thercjfore, they pat thoae daticss opoii other EhouldersM^ If a mao 
could bo foood to do oil thia work and pay tho State for tho 
priv^iiego of rullogj how plcaaEint that would bol The tioreroment^ 
theroforej let oat the rigat of collectiog the rovoonos of villages or 
distnets, faaAdLfp either to croditora or to pomons who piirekuaed 
that right at a public auction. These persona ware termed izdnMrff^ 
or tnoTo Jgpsolj or oven mtiwifaViidr#. 

The power of these mw wag oa eaormoua as the Bupemaioa 
exorcised over them w'oa trifimg. The tenure of the farm which 
they obtained by bidding at an fiuction for tho right ofleT3dngtnx€S 
was for a very h mi tod aamhof of years. No iDaucoinent was held 
out to them to keep op or improve the aduiint&tratioti, Aa a 
mercantile tron&actioo they wore justified in making tho highest 
possible proBtj and it woe nothing to them that the groatness of tho 
prohtif must oorrospoad with the intoneity of the exactions. To 
explain these mattera a little i Only a good government coaid ueloct 
good fhrmcm and tliat only if it was freo from pocnuiary 
emWmssmeiitSj for the tendency of straitened times was to give 
the maArifs to the higheat biddera, indopendently of any consideration 
for their rcspoctabibty and worthy while tho policy of sliiftle^ or 
grasping Kiji^ was to take privajo bribes from the farjners tliat a 
low bid to the State might be ^acceptod, the tennis of tho farm 
ronowed, or irregnloritios everlookcd. A bribe from the farmer 
to the RAjft of course put the latter mneh into the ^wer of the 
former ; tho master wm at the mercy of the servant. Dtii there wus 
one pemidoua way in which a bad govemmont quickly inteusiBed 
every evil of the farming ay atom. It played tho farmors fake mid 
resumed the farms before the expiry of their toniiio^ that a fresh 
bid might he made for ihem.. In such times the fanners made 
oiimciminaiy attempts to provido against cciitingqiLeieS> and 
revenged themselves on tho people for the faithlessness of the 
Frinco. 

The power of the farmer was greatj for tho whole dis^triet waa 
placed under him* Ho wag civil judge and magistjatOj and often of

A quotation from R^ja Sir T, Mddhavrfiv's administration report 
for 1875-76' will throw what more bght is reqoisita on the matter* 
* Tho syittom was congenial to the native rulers. It wm ngrecablo 
also to those tninistom who were chosen from inotivea of EavoadtiKia 
and with littlo regard to administratiTO merit* It was likewisQ 
agreeable to tbo forming elasSj which included some of tbe most 
woaUby and intinential members of tho local conmmnity, loasmueh 
m it scarred to onabk thorn to angment their wcaltb and indnenco. 
With Boch powerful interests acting in favour of thofartojng syatem, 
it naturally acquired a strong hold. A body of farmers colbcted 
the knd revenue in almost any manner tboy liked^ pcnodically 
ponred large sums into the treasury, and Teffc the raler at Idsnro to 
cnioy every kind of pleasare^ and the ministers, if so dispoaecb to 
indulge every kind of intrigao. It was tho groat body of myat/f that 
suffered by the system^ They were to all mtontB and pnrpo^ics bttle 
better than tenants-at-wilL They wero little bettor than bbourera 
whose wages were mbimisedby competition, and tho interests of tho 
rayaig, as a rule, weighed not much more than those of the cattle 
cnvpioycd in the caltivation of tbo land. Not all farmers wero 
ef|iia)ly rnpacioua: whon a rospoctablo farmer got a rciilly long 
lease, it way bettor. Bnt, even in such a favonrablo instance, tbq 
protection uffonled to the ruyul was no more than what occordefl 
with tho self-interost of one individual. Again, such favouraljlo 
instances were rare and exceptional/

Wo may now pass on to a goaoral view of the old fi^n^l 
system. Perhaps tho beat way of understanding it is to tako tho 
instance of one year, say 1839 or Samvat I 89 b. when ttoga worn 
thoroughly well managed in comparison with certsro had times, bnt 
when tlio lines on which tho hndget, if sneh a nume^n he applied, 
was fn^ed, were consonsjit with the old history of Baroda.

Thie section of tbe cliapter tmy aptlj be ooticltided witli aome 
extracts from Rdja Sir T« Mdjdliav^F''a dmt aditiitiiHttntioct reports 
He forcibly describes tbe state of thii^ga nodor tbe o1i] regime ; 
^ I will now offer a few remarka on tli* topic of tbe Barodu finances 
in ^nend. These seem to have boen^ ae a rule* managed* in a very 
indiffereiit maimer^ and they suffered from a variety of causes. Tlie 
fanners of the se?eral sources of rerenue act^ without uiaity 
Bcrnplefij and made enormous gains. The public ssrvanta in general 
were veonl and selfl&ljj faTOiirod tbe revenue farroors and enriolied 
themselves in every possible wdJp The party most conceraed in 
the good mauBgoment of the finanijeSj namely tbe Qiikw&r* was 
often himself one of the foremost coatribators to disonler or 
mismanageuiont. He cared little about the public receipts and 
disboriaoments* provided he could live in the most lavieli 
exercise an unlimited commaud over the treasury^ and shower gfffs 
on htB friends and favourites. He reoeivod wbiqb wore 

in effect bribeS| from farmers and ftmctioiiarics* and f&vourad the 
givers against the interest of the public revenDes^ Every lakh thus 
received probably cost the ^tate three or fonr^ or more ]ukhs» 
lustancoH conid be pomted cut in which jewellers oETered a Largo 
Tuuardua in view to iuduce the GJLikwAr to overvalne the jewms 
purchased for the palaoe II TheOj again* smaller aainninilfl were 
received by the friends and relatives of tbe Gdikwdf with tho same 
danmging effect on tbe public finances^ Tbenj again there was a 
system of what is liltlo different from concealment practised in view 
to dUgnise from the Sovereign the real state of peciuiinty nffairs* 
lest tho idea of economy should ever enter his mind. Grants of 
TOTDuues were mado to Individduls in ihe slinpo of villages nasignedj 
and this kind of charge pasiited out of view* inasmuch as-it did away 
with cash payments from the treasnry. %Tiere cash grants were 
conferred, they were not in one lump bo as to he distinctly visiblo 
m all their mB^itude; Soma gmuta were in the name oE the chief 
iodividnalj some in the nome of his sntis^ brothers* and other 
relatives. The grants themaelvea were cot up into Bovera] items* such 
as Hilary* pousian* varfhdAna* asdini* mdjmlkKi allowaace* elephant 
allowance* &c. The payments were net made froiu one treaamy* 
but were widely diatribated ihrongh mahdk and departmeutB* an 
that the aggregate might not be perceptible* Nor were the payments 
made at atatod ponoda. When an ordmiddr* holder of a cash 
allowance* died* the fact was not nlwaye made known* but hia 
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(tUowanccfi were tiot unfreqncntljf contiuncd to liis son wiihont Ray 
reduction. Wictw tbo death was a toattor of notoriety uiid came 
to tho knowlotige o£ the M&hSrdja, he often lefied a nasarKintz, and 
£or that conaideratioii coiitinned to the sons the lapaed nllowuiicca BRitKit 
of tho deceased father. No acoOunfs were premrod ao as to show Koir-istauniaaitcE. 
in one viow the income and expondituro of the BtatO; and mueh less 
was any comparison inBtituted between the income and expendiltiro 
of one yew with those of anothor. To describe the cnlminatioii of 
tho state of things adeqnatetyj wo mast hoirowthe foreiblo language 
of Edmund Burke, and say that it was "an exchequer wherexn 
extortion was the assessor, fraud the cashier, confusion the 
accountant, conceal moat the reporter, and obUriea tho romem- 
brancor.”' 

‘ 'J’hn ZAfiairi or the royal household is another very costly 
department. The expenditorc in it ought to have, but baa not had 
defined limits. It has, therefore, varied through a wide roa^, and 
furaishod a tolembly oorroct measure of the frugality or prodigality 
of the rolor for the time being. In MalbdrriT’a time this 
department largely contributed to the damagement of the finances. 

It need not, therefore, be etatod that, under the new regiuie, 
economy has been largely applied to tbo palace expenditure. It is 
not that we have reduced disburasinents in an uarestraioed or 
unbending spirit j on the contrary, we have proceeded with gr^t 
inodorstiou and diacriminatiou. A few items may be glance At by 
way of illustration of the spirit which Las actuated us. Wo have 
mode few or no pnrehaaos of jewelry. Thora being a largo stock at 
tho palace, the aocuranUtioa of a Buccesaion o£ years, wo Coidd 
prac^o this abstineoco withoct the slightest inconvenienco. Again, 
lavish presents to favouritea and Ihittcrars have been greatly 
reatrainod. So again, waste and misappropriation hove been 
prevented, NeodltSB hands in varioes Huh-departineiits of the paiaco 
Eava been reduced by finding them omployment clacwhere- In tbo 
largo cHtabliehmenta of ringare, dancers, musicianfl, and ath etos, 
vacanciea are not filled up unless on good grounds, and so on.

It ifl no oiaggemtion to say that five years 
ago there could not bo found in tho Baroda atato a dozen publio 
buildings devoted to other purposes than those of Government oBicea, 
Schools, dUpensarios, hospitals, and jails were very very few. 

Bnriiig the past six years Barodu lia. ‘14,77,46S have Ikmih 
expended on public works. This sum docs not include an expenditura 
of Rs. 3,90.000 on establishmont imd Es, 8,00,000 on railways. 

For tbo military department buildings have been erected, valued at 
Rs 3,21,077, inclnding the Saydjirdv iUlitary Hospital Bs.

In 1S7G-77, the system of collectiog customs duos was changed 
in tho block of territory botwoen the Narbada and the Mabij tliut 
isj in the main prtion of the Central Dmaioo^ not including PetIM 
Rud Cbdndod As the Minister triumpbsjitly puts it in his 
ad ministration report for that yca.r:^ 'A great number of customs 
stationsj with which the interior of the block had been rexed^ were 
swept off to the great relief of trade. Heavy dotics WGro red need j 
and the ro-duplication of duties was dene away with, A simple and 
intelligible tariff has Ixjon prescribed. Indacemont to smuggling 
has been dimmiahed^ bat adequate deterrent pen^tics are employed^ 
The system was introduced ah a loss of Es- 89^700^ At the Elaine 
time there was effected the abolition of petty impostB, which some 
private individuals had been in tho habit of levying on trade '4 hlyen 
some paielM used to levy similar imposts for their own u^j alleging 
proscription. At tho same timOi in the Amreli 'tnnAii'fs costonia 
duties on passing traffic were aboliahod on the following routss i 
via. Cbivnnd, IMmuagor^ ChaMlaj and SomEmdiaki,^ 

The old system of town and transit duties in the Baroda aa in 
other divisions should be briefly recorded^ as m a Y&ry few years 
tho ntter badness of it will be forgotten. Town duties wem levied 
in every town of the division in which there was a sub-diviiional 
aud also m Vaghodia; they were levied on almost nil goods 
imported, and, oicept m tho case of the city of Baroda, on all goods 
exported. Articles which Imd been taxed when imported wore also 
taxed when exported again. The rates differed everywhere; they 
were very high in Barodn, they differed in Fddra itself, according 
as they were imported from the country south or north of the Mahi* 
Some duti^ were levied on weight and others on value. 

Transit duties wore TuAdfEr^ godtH or fe^uniu. The last kind 
of transit duty was only levied in two places and needs no doscri^ 
tion. Them were in the division 115 cnstomfl-houscs, at which gooda 
wore oxainlned and rdAddri or g^idai duties impcsedi Thore wero 
five grOupB of these aaturf, the three groater groups wore Barcda, 
Koli&d, and PMm and Gav^ad, tho two minor wore Kolanpur 
and Sokhda, oach having ite own syatoin.^ In the KoUid group

Sir T. MddhavrAv rnled that ^no mere than one import and one 
extort duty mLL boloviedat the railway stations and on the frentier. 
All inland and all duties and imposts levied at tlieiii -will bo 

abolished. No article taxed when importtHl will he taxcil again 
when exported^ and ’idee versa* Orjj a limited number of orEieles 
will he taxed^ at ad valorem rates converted as far as possible as 
rates on weight. There will bo ono uniform duty of 3 per cent 
on imports and exportSj except with regard to the ten articles 
Gubject to higher rates of town duties^ and except with regard to a 
few articlf^ specially act asido.'

the Bale of bricks was the subject of a monopoly. Wo liavo al>oiis!icd 
this raonepolyi and left people free to make or sell bricks like other 
things. Againj for the sake of au insignificant rovemie, certniu 
dutii^ on trade were levied at the village of ]^thv4r in the Kadi 
divisionj a village surrounded by British territories. During the 
last finsnejsl year twelve or more objectioimbla taxes were abolished. 
A recital of them will servo to show what was the system or rather 
want of system, in raising tnonoj from any available sonreo which 
the present mlnaiaiKtiatiod is trying to remedy,* 

It must fir^t boconstiinlly remembered that not only were the land 
reveoues farmed oiiti but every kind of tax, inoiiojKiIit^ being created 
in every possible brunch of trade. In Okhdmandal oiun person 

pnrchiised the right of allowing the hufaloes to gnme, and was 
permitted to levy Rs. 2 on every huffido and Rsh 1 4 on every calf^ 
Slid, At Am roll a farmer for Er. 1475 obtained the right to levy 3 
wnuft ft day on every shop in which vegetables, sugarcane^ &c.j were 
sold. 3rd. In Kodiu^r ft sum of from 4 unrius to 2 was exacted 
on Iho spot where cloth was woven by tha Dheds, 4/A. In Amneli a 
farmer purelinked the right of levying a tax on ALttsaluian hutchera. 
5fA, Governtne&t used to obtain Rs, 13tiJ>i from the far we r of a 
moTmpoly for the combing or clean sing of cotton in AmrelJ^ Dhiiri^ 
Kodmilr, Ihimnagnr and iSidnftgar^ GiL Thero was an ootroi farmed 
out on anicles entering Ammlb which hud nothing to do with tho 
ordinary customs dues* Re, | was charged on every cart of cotton^ 
olarilieJ butt er^ 011 , caa tor-oi I, pi unts^ molasses^ wood^ food, cotidi meuts, 
and un ripe mangoes ; Rs, 1 i on oveij bundle of silk mq^adi ; Re. i on 
OTUty bnndlo oE European thread; Rs. 2 on every sixteeii mauuds of tU^ 
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unJ so oti* Tilts frtrm hm bi?en abolished and similar onns in DhAri^ 
DamnEi^r and Kuditidr, 7iL TJiurQ wriia a monopoly for tlio eaJn 
of Bii^rcanq in BqL wkioh Ima btien donn away wltb* Eih. £n tjio 
of Cbbunij near Bamdaj GoTemnient used to take a cfafdli 
on liorsoBS yrho broogbt in ngricnltTiriLl prodncoi and a former 
levned tbo impost. If a stranger brought id oil* for instance^ ho paid 
S annas, but A Chhdni mhubitont paid 14 anmts ^ if tho fortner 
brought in I G u’lntiS' of cotton he paid ^ if the lattor 

brooghfc in n sitiiiliir quantity ho paid 4 annas. The Vdnias of 

the «ani 0 village, whou weighing goods in the market^ charged 4 
amuis to the aollfir of IG ma^is of prodnep and 2 anms to the 
purchaser thereot These silt amias went thujj ; annas to feeding 
religious moudicants; 4 to the village tjinndir, or temple j 

I anna to the weigher ; the rcranining 24 annm the VinMs kept* 
The custom is now aboiishotL 101^, At Dabhoi a swnilar charge on 
weighing was exoJted by a person who farmed the right front 
Government for a sum of fla. 103d, ^ lUh. In the neighbonrhood 
of Barodfl itself thero oi*e numerous p5a gardens ici indm lands. For 
a strip of sDcb garden, a foot broad and 150 or 175 feet long^ a tai 
was paid of 12 annuls which is no longer csactcd- 

To give still more ciairly an idea of this system of heaping on 
taxoi* and to bring out the points of the fartDing Bystfiin, not, ns 
is often imagined, of tbo land rovofnnn only but of every kind of 
mTcnue a Couple of instances of cliance taxes are giTon : 

^There was/ wrot^i the suhha of Kadi, 'among the vtra$ a 
cuHons tax culled * kanlhi vera/ tbe necklace tax, yielding an oiinaal 
income of Ra. W. Tbo originof thi8> as tradition goes, is that a 
iFidiidu/ddr at Yianagar had once lost his Akih^Ai or necklace.. To 
drive away his grief or corry his favour tho people oontribnted to 
make up tbo loss. The oontribntioii assnmqd tbe form of a 
pcnnancut tas.^ 

Anotber ailly tax apparently crusbed a flonrishing production* 
A tax called uthka was levied on cotton exported to Bombay. One 
rupee was ebarged on tho man of forty AocAa fAerf. When 
(18d2) the tax was put on, tho ^uaa was worth Ra. 174 
year Hs* 22-1-6. But^ later, the price of Cotton fell to Rs^. 7-12 
and yet tho tax was continn^* ConBeqnently* though in I8t>2 and 
1863 the export of cotton was 30,000 and 20^000 it fell 

to about 4000 majist. This tax was removed together with mwy 
other imposts^ when tho new syatom of customs was introdneod into 
tbe Kadi district. 

Tho present adnunistratiem is fiteadily doing away with many 
objectionable misceUanadua taxes, but it is prt>ceediiig cantionsly 
and not witbont first e^certoiniiig how each tax alfei^ii the 
how tho whole bnrdon of taxes paid weighs on tbo village oraistriet. 
Miacollancons taxes ^STQ of two kinds ; thoso which fall^ on the 
ngricLiltural population and those which fall on the non-agncnltural 
popalation. The former, where they still exist, will be all swallowed 
up into the land tax, when zncaaiiies are token for a regular anrvoy 
and oBsesameut. But long established toxos On the non-agricalttiral 
population will not bo rashly remotod 
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Tho v^as^ ns ih^y ara termed, form an immoaso liat, and no 
doobt aoma aro obmiiene to tba ceonomistj but it is not without 
laTcstigatiou that it can bn a^crtomnd whnt tko area is over which 
ench tux spreads^ ejoiho being bo local as to aCFect oao Tillago only, 
or how far the sumo tax re-ajmearii in the list under diSorpnt names. 
They win, thorofore, bo dasBihed and considered district bj district. 
The Minister has laid down the lines along which ho intends to 
proceed. Professional taxes of long standing will bo considered in 



not bo allowed to escape, espeoiallj in cases whore a monopoly is 
Iherobj created. A }iiHtifiable toje, if objcctionablo in parts, will 
be div^estod of those partn only* But a tax which represses local 
industiy or local prodnetion^ checks export and needlctisly 
necessitates import of what might be locnilly produced, will be 
abolisbed. Fin^ly^ a tax which causes YexatiOD disproportfonato 
with its enttum will also be romo^red. 

Aa nn instance of nn existing professional tax which aeoins to 
require rsTiaion rather tlmn abobtioii, the '‘hthak veru^ in tho 
KiwsjlTi division may bo instanced. This is not a liconso tax, but 



divisionj nor is the tax always levied on the same professions. Tho 
Nuvsdri sub-division has under thia head to pay annnally lis^ fl'75, 
PalsAna Ea. 2 ^^ Kdmrej Ra, 311^ Velncha Ks. 1C71 and Gandevi 
Rs. C30. 

The Minister;, though he does not- lay claim to have ePectod any 
great changes, baa eudevoured to intreduco order into the Stomp 
Department, As early us 18715-77 hn wroto:^ ^Mony sources of 
-confusion and fraud have boon cleared away. Stock was taken; 
defalcations wero brought to light and punished ao far as possible i 
a proper aye tom of accounts was mtroduced j the establishment was 
reorganizf^ and was placed under an honest superintondent. 
It was discovered that a sum of more than half a Mkh liud boon 
embc^alod. Again^ stamped paiJCra of tto value of over five lAkhs 
appear to have bean iBQUod, bot remain nnriccouuted for. Again^ 
wUiIt the yearly Balcf* were of one or two lakhs only, tho Btomps 
kept in bailee wore of much nvore tliEm ten Mkhi^/ 

The solo of states in IS7G-77 was Ra. 2,00,410, showing an 
incroase of about Ks. 53,000 on tho edcfl of the preceding year. 
In 1877-78 the total receipts amounted to Ra, 2,00,277, including 
Ks* 4(K)0 of arrears I and the actual sale was Its* 1^91,000, the 
remainder being levied in pennlties* In 1878-79, also n Imd year 
of harvoatii, tho sale amounted! to Rs* 2,08,053- In 1870-80 tbe sale 
decreased to Rs. 1,00,88G+ In 1880-81 the total receipts rose ngaiiiat 
Ra. 2,20,553, while the coat of the depart man b was Ra. 14,874- 
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There are in Bareda both gcmoral stamps and stamps demanded 
from litigants Hia HigLaesa Sajdjirtlv II inti^oc^ ataiaps in 
1323, but his radipientarj measure was modified la 18G4^ 1836, and 
1863, The peculiar enstam which obtains iu Eatoda m in no 
transaction relfiting to property or to comiiier<50^ is it ohligatoiy on 
a porsOD to employ a Btnmpod document. Should any person find 
it nECdssary to uao a doonmont in eiddenco in a law-court which ha 
was in the first instanca at liberty to hairo staEnped, ho is compelled 
to affix a stamp of three timEja the original value. Teiy few 
transoctionfl are liable to be recorded on stamped documents : they 
are deeda transfeiTing property! tranHaetiona regardiiig the borrowing 
or lending of moneji and court doenments- 

On the other hand the rates of dnty are very high t for deeds of 
gift and inheritauco 5 per cent or more, and if the nroporty la 
worth one laikh the atamp ia for Rs. 6000; for immoTOble property 
6 per cent; and for plaints brought before the court the stamp costa 
from 5 to 8 per cent. Thus a plaint to recover Rs. 75^000 reqnires a 
etamp of Rs* 4000- 

Certain chflDges in the rates are in contemplation* 

Tbo other sources of the revonoos aocruing to the State are dealt ratlvav wid 
with in other portions of this work.* The revonuo derived from ® 
tributes paid by anisJl states in Kd.thiiwAr, the Mabi nnd Itewa 
K^nthils is fixed. In years of scarcity the tributes are sometime 
not paid iU full. The revenue derived from the mint is trifling 
and may very peaaihly fall off in conseqaence of a restriction on the 
operations of a very multy system* A word may be said on the 
State railwiiys between Dabhoi^ Ch^ndod, MijAgdni! and Baroda. 

These lines ate worked by the Bomhay, Barodai and Ceutrid India 
Railway Company* who keep &iU accounts of all earnings and 
receipts from traffic. The company charges the State oil actual 
working expenses nod a percentage of I2i on expenditure for 
BUperviaion and andit of accounts. In other words the Company 
contents itself with the indirect advantage accruiiig to the main lino 
for the fi 3 eder! but it insurea itself against loaa* 

It cannot bo denied that there is not a single branch of tho Ceocluiimi* 
revenues which the preaent administration boa not either created 
or very materially altered. It may also ba asserted that the 
practices which have been abolished wore bod! and often incredibly 
had! and that tho innovations created are based en scitind principled^ 

IiEivo been carried ont with circumspectionj and premise to enrich 
the StoiCj while relieving the tos-pajcrd to no mcoDsiderable degree. 
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CHAPTER X, 

JUSTICE. 

So grcftt ft t^volntion lina tAkoa plftOO in tUo ndinidListnitioii of 
iufittce within tho Inst few jdars. Unit it wonliJ not bo adviaablo io 
omit ft flkotcli of that which ia past before deseribing tha ppeaont 
conation of tbiuga, the more commonceniont of s now Bjstena. 

Tho Onrly Mnnltha invodere of Gujnrit Bought not territory but 
tho right of levying tributo, and grocd of gold was their Qrat M 
it hM been their moat enduruig patisioo. Tomtoiy foil into tlicir 
hands nlmOBt against their wish, not becouBO they had any ambition 
to acQoire it or any proTioos tminiDg in the art of rnling, but 
the Moghol empire Bell to piecja. The disintegration of tho 
great MnuHlmAn state in Gnjardt preceded as well as sceompanied 
concmest. Tho SonApati or GdikwAr and other Alardtha 
chiefs obtained a portion only, though a large portion, of the debria, 
of which great Mnsnlmdn noblee, Itejpnt chieftaijiis and oven potty 
gartifidg gained or retained thei^share. 

Thongh it is scarcely a century and a half since Baroda was 
Guftlly won, it was not till twenty years after that event that 
Ahincdabod foil, and ngnin thirty years alter tliat the BAbi family was 
rooted out, while Uie great towns of Surat, Broach and Cambay 
were never wholly acquired. Between the time of the conquest over 
the Bdbis and the advent of thn first British Keaident the GAikwAr 
hnnily was almost continnonsly racked by internal disputes, and 
their fortona showed signs rather of dissolution and decay than of 
progress and prosperity. It is not, therefore, to bo wondered at 
that their oonqaesta were rntermittent and that the degree of their 
dominion over tho chiefs and chieftains nf Onjardt varied from 
complete ascendancy to tho mere right of levying tribute whenovor 
an armed force conld bo sent out to collect it, ^or is it straugn that 
in tho wilder parts of tho eoun^, their rule, auch as it was, was of ft 
much slighter and more prccarioua nature than fn tho plains round 
the chief towns. Finally, if we oousider that dnriog ttes imprfeot 
and gradual conquest tho Mardthds were moved by bat one intense 
desire, viz., that of acquiring booty or trihuta for their army and ita 
loaderrij and that they had no wish to introdnoo pow laws or a new 
administration of laws, we ahall bo able to roalixe how it was that 
under their rule scant justice was oiecutod, of a rough and simple 
kind, administered by men whose rnmn wort lay in another 
direi^n. 

The UardthAs nominally divided the coontry, into which tho^ kid 
introduced themselves, into two ports; the One they called niffs or 
peaceable, the other mehidri or turbulent. 
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In tho peaceful country a rc^lar rcvouuo wns mlBod, in tlic 
turbulent oountij tribiito waa Levied at tlio point of the Bword s in 
tbo one ttio deciabna of tbe Judge were law, m tbe otW jnadco 
could not bo eduunifltered, 

AmritlaLj a coinpctcnt witoeaB, wrote : ^Thougli the authority of 
the Mughal grivominent wbs □uiintainod. bj thdndMf or bodba of 
troops, in diflorent placeSi yot the whole oxteot of tbo oountij wiia 
intersected by tho possesdiona of the original Eiijjigj Enjpnts^ KoHflj 
and enrdjrinjri who bJI bore the geiieml namo of sBiuindum.' Tbcaa 
wore as indopofideut under the Kruperor 03 they aftorwarda 
contiDiiod to be under the Marhibdls. lodcedj for sorno tiinOj, while 
the supremacy wag paasing Erom tbo former to tho lattorj tlioy bcoime 
more powerful and turbulent than they had for a long wbilo beeiij 
but gradually sank again before the iuerearing osoqtlona of tbo new 
conquerors* 

hfr. DigglOj Afajor Walker's aaaiatELutj wrote of these people in 
1801: * The raycri# are a quiets tractablp race of people, and all 
judicial proeesB would with ease bo esecutod towards thorn/ * But/ 
adds Major Walker in tho eatuo yoiir, ^the ilardthds may be 
caniri tiered to be in a conBtAiit state of warfare with the and 

KuHSj and they are not numbered amongst tho rubais. Alost of 
tlioao people, including the Bhila, are tbiovos by profoBSioiij and 
on I breed every op|»rtunitj of plundering either public or priviito 
property/ A brief auriiTuary of Major Wnlker'a and Mr. Dtggle'a 
remarka will complete the picture of the tribea whom Manitha 
justice did not roach. They were not a collective people, but were 
scattored m small societies, sometimes living in walled villages 
of thetr own and BOmotiraes intenuixed with the rest of the 
inlicibStsnts, but oil nliko holding it their peculiar privilege to 
cariy ortue, iTiey did not look to the Government for any redress, 
but determiued points of justice at their own free will and please re, 
generally by dint of force rather than hf the adoption of more 
conciliatory jneasurcs^ The distribution ofjnstice in matters of a 
civil nature depended entirely upon tho wnll of tho bead ynrd^iffp 
whose customs and rules wero not guided by anything wbicb boro 
rerenilji]ance to a systcnih Should any of tho tribe comniit n crioiCj 
and murders wore frequent among he threw himself on the 

protection of the chief, and so it oftem happened that in the absence 
of justice one murder led to anotber eommittod in retaliation If 
tho chief exacted some penalty of ii gni Itj party it nsmally took tho 
shape of au iusdequate fine. A premtso given to a Bbdt or ChAmn 
was however geuemILy bindingj and even occagionally 

submitted mutteni to arbitrutlun, a cnstein of which mere will soon 
Jjo said* 

No long ponso need bo made over this portion of the subject, for 
it a<aircely ooncorns the Baroda state: it is more intorMting to 
consider what kind of civil end criminal jufitice was administered 
to tlio peaceable people of the plains by their new mastere, the 
Munith^. 

In the first place it must bo noticed ibat tho native Govomnaeat 
was not limitoa by positive law, though 1% woa held in chock by the 
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customs of the country which it wm ohlijfed to respect j or in opo 
nccumtcly;, to quote MniorWalker^H words, ^Justice in Gujarat is not 
administered oocording to tho written kw of tli^ se^orul castes, hut 
dependa on the will of the person in whoao hands the local aulhority 
may bo placed/ But a Terence mnat bo pointed out in Ike 
adininiatration of cnrainal and ciTil jnatico iu tho old Mardtli|& stute. 


In all disputes concerning property, either between the Govemmeufc 
and mdividnals or betwoen indiWdimlSj tho Hindu er ^fuhammadnn 


law^ according to the faith o£ the partksj ouglih to dirtmt the decision. 
In cnrimiDnl coses^ howovor, such as a breach of the poi^, theft, or 
murder, the will of tho Government dctcrmiuod the punishment ^ 

Iu tho dktricta flio imporiimt trust of administering civil and 
crimimil justice was in the hands ol tho farmer of revenue^ whose 
n<^lect of ovciything that offered trouble without a prospect of 
emolument, naturally, as Slajor Walker remarked, rendered tho 
subjects restlo^a and dissatisfied. In civil casco the izdrddr or 
htmdm^r^ os he was sometimes styled, always demanded one fourth 
of tho Bum w"hich might be awimfed by tho arbitrators, the whqlo 
of which shnro went to his own use, and the person who gained the 
esu^ became answerable for the payment of this fburtk None of 
tho proceedinga of tho cam wore committed to writing, bojond that 
tho Kamavi^dSr^a or clcrk^ entered in Ids diaiy tlie bonehts 

that accrued from tho deoisioii of any disputed point. And ns the 
Beldom resided iu the distnot himself^ lie yms in the habit 
of appointing a dork tcrolSciate for him^ It is no wonder, therefore^ 
that such disputes of a civil nature as nroso concoming landed 
property and debt relating to caste were alrupst always submitted 
to arbitration^ and that tho wua tho great institutiou of 

the coantryi 

In erimizial cases,, again, the ^niarisdar was the judge. But his 
power WAS to a certain degree limited, for ho was liable to be callc^I 
to account by the or Govommeut-, for excessive fiiic^, and was 

not in VOS with tho power of indicting the pnolehment of deaths 
In cases of oppresaiorij too, the subjects might complaiu to tlie #ur?tdr 
against him, and sornetimea they auccoeded. Tho ilnr^thdsa wore 
wot, as a rulOj cruel in their proceedings in oHmiiml muttera, except 
frequently with a view to the detection of guilt, Tho ueiml 
punishmimts inflicted were a fktej imprison ment or banishment^ 
and in very mro casca death. But almoHt every crime hecamo 
commntablo for money, and fines wore considorcil a regular branch 
of tho revouno* Of tho practice of mutilation more will be said 
further on.

A brief description hna tlios boon givoti of tlio old systeni of 
justice in tbe Baroda stato^ Tliero was tlie panchdi/ai at tho basej 
whlcb was the nida and aneioat dovieo of pwplo to whom 
(joTernmeat could not fii^o prompt and cbeap jnsticu; tliofo woro 
the t'a» 7 wEr;i«/dr 4 * whose mill ljujsineas it was to ^t monej out of the 
districts they fonaodj and to whom ci’i'il and eriininal jcatice was a 
fitran^o wearisome tnskj accept in so far that fiaea brought in money 
ntid^ at the head, there was the Rfija hiinaelf and his. chance advisereii 

From 1802 to 1819 tho State was mledby a Gonitniasbn, of whom 
the Eotiident was a preminont membeTi and British mterfereoce 
ranged over every part of the adiii!mstratioii+ It is interestingi 
therefonj| to observe wbai rsforraa towan^ the end of that period 
the Residonti Captain Carnac, thenght possible and whnt beueucta! 
if possible. The first Residant wisely contented bimKolf with urging 
oti the members, of the admioiatratienL to devote their atteotioD to 
the dischargo ef justice withonfc endenvoumig to establish a regular 
system for this objoet, and he encouraged tho ayabem of 
But Captain Carnac thought that the practice of arbitration m a 
system of justice could act operate in a large and civilised society 
where rights were detormiued net by a wntt^ IaW| but by tho 
innumerable Latiicacics of local usage. Ho wished* tberoforeji to 
establish oourta with positive powers whoso decisions might bo placed 
■on TOGord to eistablish a body of precedools. Phe aigned* 
were not juries^ w'ero not upon csilbj decided on paints of law^ and 
were not subject to tho revision of any regular tribniud. They wore 
neither ebocKod in case tbey decided corruptly* nor* if their award 
was a good one* fvas there any aotbority to register and enforce 
their awards* the matter being left to the leianro and convenience of 
the ta^-gatherora. Hence* he declared. ^ arbitration is scarcely ever 
Toacrtqd to in this country in eonsequenco of a mutual conourranco 
of pcvrtica in a suit without tbe iDtorvantion of Govemmenti 

For tho above reasons Captain Cumae suggest^ _ that a central 
court sbonld be fistubliahcd at Baroda^ wholly distinct from tlie 
nlromly existent court of the fci>^rn^* or city magistrate, wh-^e heavy 
work should be considored to bo porely mamsterial and not Imrdotied 
with civil duties. This central Hesidaat 

wished to sea endowed with both criminal and civil powers* and at 
tho head of it ho would ptnee a member of tbo Gfiikw^ family that 
tho nobles might feel no repugnance bo submitting to its deerfica. 

Hicherto iu important criminal matters and in all 
consequence* the h^bdrAja himself^ aidod by miniat<jra* was the last 
judge} but tho Resident wisely advised that he should have nothing 
tu do aith the jadministratiou of criminal justice* Me waa fnjqnently 
absent from the capita^ he was nTitraiued to the worfe* above ail 
the dignity ol the Prince* ns well m tho bumann and mewiful 
execution of justice* required that neither tlio sovereign himself nor 

bis principal advisers shetdd peraonnlly adjudge and condemn any 
criminal. A system of jastico should* os much as jwssibla* be 
independent of tbo personal qualities of the Bovereign who if 
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iiiL-liiietl io ii!(]y1^^ the paB.^iDUH wliit-hopjwrttiiiity teiidu so (o 

cnfionra^i could not from kia positiciji be matmiuuti 

by good adviqo or fmt t>E coosequeuc&^ These words are quoted 
in fnllj both because tbo aiibseqnoot biatory of Bnroda jiislitii-a 
their wiadoiiij, and bocfitii^o ilio M^hAriiin hsu# up to the present tiruu 
retained the power which the Residont deprecciteil more than half u 
century ago. 

In criminal cases the judge decided capital caaefl to bo pnolfihablo 
according to tho law of the Ehiistrm oy death, mutilation of the 
body, perpetual iniiprifioninGUt or beavy fiuca, and those puialehmon 
migut be romittod or only partially enforced at tho plcaaiiro of the 
SoveroigTu 'Jliere frequently arose between tho Hegont IkteBing 
and tho Bosidont discussions as lo the mode and dogreo of pnni^li- 
meut to bo indicted. The pbilosophic mind luay jKuider orer the 
probable arguments of thesu two autboritios wUcw trafniug was - 
most diBsitiiilar. Thu Native Prince recoiled froui indicting capital 
pauishiuoat to which tho Hnglish BoBidont oftou urged bttnj but hu 
had no objection to a warbling mutilatioUi a style ef puniBbrnont 
Captain Camau looked upon, m horriblo.

IVc have Been boiv 
ITb Hightiesa KlmndcrdT enacted a criminal and a civil eotlo as well 
as other laws, a'hieh aro liowover defectire in parta. Tlicao atill 
form tlie basis on which the -work of the coorta proceeds. But wlieii 
any of the lower courts finds the Gdikwdr law defee tire, a referchco , 
is made to the vnrUfUtt court which, on passing its decision, Folioivs 
tho spirit of the British law in moat instances.

Sir T. M^dliavrdv boa doscribed in ono of bia Admidlstration 
Reports the position Sard^rs have maintainod and in some Instancos 
still attempt to nciamtaini wiLh regard to tbo admiaistmtion of jaatieo. 
^Tlio SardArH/ lie writof^ ^desire tliat they shonid be held exempt 
from the jnrtadicti^jn of nay constituted court, and that eTeij matter 
against them sbuuld bo the aubject of inTCStigatiou and adjudication 
by the MahArdja and tbo Minister alode.^ This privilege, forobvions 
reasons, tbo Minister refnied to gradt, though to conciliato the 
Sardiirs u court was established for them themaolveHj but not for all 
thinr servants and followeria.

snrrender fugitives and the Giiikw^ has refused to give up persons 
who havo entered Ida GtAtc, Then again tho s si lyccts of the Gilikwilr 
have committed offences within British territory. BriLish Eubjeeta 
havo committed offences within theboundurics of Hi^^ Highness’ State* 
It would be impossible within the limits of this vrork to tell of all tho 
difiacultiOB Giat liave arisen on this point frum the juxta-poBitien of 
British and Gdikwiir districts- 

To give an ideaj however, of the tendble confosion that might 
arise when theBaroda governmeni did not pull well witli the British^ a 
dork period in His Highness Saydjird^T^s reigu will bo cited. In 1881 
and 1832 gang robberies hod become very frequent in tho Baroda 
district, robberies committed by Bhils residing in tho Gaikwdr’a 
territory. These robbers came chiefly from tho village of Bhunm 
in tho Vnsriivi patyauti bold in jdfhir by a widow of Hia Highness 
AnandrilV, and tlio Eesident remarke^lr ^This villngo of Bhoran 
wits to be distinguished from a place called Bhoin whence, in 183d, 
forty uf fifty mounted robl>era issued. TheBhib of Bhoran genernlly 
entered and looted the Mdndvi territory and the Auklcsvar 
nnd their conduct was sup|Xirted by the sarBiibha of Na%'ti4ri.^ * 
In iS32 l^fp* Ironside, Judicial Commissioner of Gujarat, wrote: 
'The anthorities acting under EJs Higbuess the Gdikw4r do not 
only withhold on all occ^ous a willing and cordial oo-opcmtion 
with our officers, but arc cnrrently believed to wink at and indeed 
afford protection to all Bbils, who choose to purchc^e their forbetiranco 
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hj the payment of largo Bumn of moneiy.* In ] SS4 tic magiatmtc of 
Surat wrote: * ITio orderi of tho GaiWitr or bis offieera are qtiJio 
diaregarded, and aa idea litis got abroad ttat impuuitj waa aecared 
by oro&jaiD^ tbe botiiidiiry of tno two States/ boob wag tba state 
of ufFnira ib tbo aontb j it was worse in tbo north ■ Xn IBS 1*32 
the pcoplo of the Kaira iiiolJeotoirato dared not move withoot a private 
guard j or t:£i^dra| for the high toads wore mfested with bodies of from 
lifty to 200 Kolis who sonietinaes attacked vLllage&- In additioa to 
the ordinary police a body of lOO horse and fifty manidff had to^ be 
enterlained ; Wt tbe Teinforcemeat was insiLffieieiii as the dhfirdhi^ 
attacked viDagos, and all oomuLunicatLon between place and place 
wtig stopped^ The magistrato of AJitnedabad stated that between 
Jaaoary and March properly of the valoo of Rs. 1|27|323 hud 
been taken by the Kolis of the Chuv^* Later» tn ISSB^tlio snhurba 
of Ahmedabad were infested by these bold roacalg, and 
additional foot and horse police had to be entertained* But in 1833 
tho disturbances were still groateTi and in December of that year 
tlio neighbourhood of Ahmedabad was agaiii infeeted. The KolUof 
Gasaita had an affray with t^se of V^jpnr. Tho GAikwdr yillago 
of Bori sent ont 300 men to attack the Bntiah vdlagoof Setodiaj find 
in the first instauce tho Gdikwilr^s Contingent of troops at Sddra 
which was requested to send out fifty men to Vajpiir refused* In 
1835 it officially stated that;, owing to the prCTailing lawlessness, 
the tnido between Gogha and MArwrtr was insoenro; 150 Kolis bad 
ptundorod Rs. 1800 worth of morebandiso proceeding from 
Ahruedubail to Kdthhiwdr andwonnded five persons; 150 robhera 
Imd attacked a house in Betdd and taken Hs. 1500 worth of property 
after killing one and wonnding four persons; a Yitniai at Tirpnr 
was similar^ plundered} tlie vilTngcof vattanan wus attacked by 100 
Kolisj Chulera was attacked by acyeuty men when four persona 
were killed and others wounded j Kuhir was attacked for the third 
time in three years by tho Gdikwdr villagers of Yarkuria It fa 
ageless to proceed and tell how in 1830 mounted haAojrdfwi# from 
the Kadi diviabn plundered the roads to Ahmedabad* 

Tho m isrulo of tha GdikwAr had by 1837 occasioned such distress 
that the following stops ■were taken i Ifti -—Each mngistrata in 
Gujardt was directed to make out a lis t of personsj who had commi tted 
outrages during tho past five ycara and who were Uving in Gdikwlr 
territory; tho Kuira magistrate sent in a list of nine^-two names 
and thirty-gix donhtful names; tho Surat magistrate a list of 
Bevouty-aevoa names. 2nd,”Each magistrate was directed to make 
out a list of the pmportjy plundered: tlie Kaira magistruto made out 
one for Rs. 85ti| tho Surat mogiatrato for Rs. 7500- Brtf.—Tho 
magigtratcH wero ordered to communicate eves^ froah. outrngo 
direct to Governinout* The GititwEir was reqneat^ either himself 
to punish offondera or hand them OTor^ to iasuo etrict orders to his 
officers to co-opcrato and to pcnnil British poUco to enter his 
territories when in oetaye pursuit (hue and cry) of crimimJa^ 

Knough has been said to give an idea of tho old border raids, it

By Article XYl. oE tbotrctiitj of IWo, ^ Theflubjcota of emch Stuto, 
Trko mnj tnko refrtgo with eitlior, Hhall bo delivered up, if ihu State 
from which such parties ehttU hnvo fled, appear to Lave uuy deumtnl 
of debt or any jujat claim agfunat thorn ; but frivtdtkns cluitng agaitiB-t 
imrtiea reBorting from their own to the othork juri&dicticin aria not to 
be prefeTTedp and in rH aeriouH eaaes eordiulKty W'ill bo lihown.^ It 
may bo briefly said that the eJanso often gave great tmnble. In 
1845 the G^ikWx^r was asked to have the atipuktion of the trenty 
abrogated^ but ho refiseed to do ao. On tbo 5th of Febrnary 1845 
tho Honorable Con it of Dircctora informod the Bombay Goveninient 
that the aurrender of defaulters ahoald continue to be made to nis 
Highnesa^ but ahould <m\y be demanded from him in retnrn in noaea 
of fraud Or embez^demont and not in cases of simple faihire to 
pay the revetnie. Let it be oonsideretl tiittt when the fiaikwilrk 
goveminfint got to bn very hard on the subjects of Hta Highnestp^ as 
it did, for instant, in the late years of Xhanderav^B reign and in 
MidhArrdvk reign, tho villagera betook themaelvee eii masse across 
the frontier into Britiah terrilery wh&m hind and work were to be 
hod. Such a moTcment could net be oaftily checked. 

By Article IX. of the treaty of 1817 (ratified in 1818)^ ^Tho 
contracting parties^ being actuated by a sincere desire to promobo 
tho general tranquillity, and adverting to tlie intermixiurei of 
territories, it kagreod that offenders taking refuge in the juriiidicrion 
of either party sl^L bn aurrendefed on demand without delay or 
hesitation/ This was quite in nccordauce with tlio firat 
Beaidentk TccomniiendivtionE to Government in l80d: * Ko systcin 
of jumprudenco or police can bo effectual in OinarStj niilcss it is 
occompaDied by tho cordial co-operation of tbo OdikwArk govern¬ 
ment. The aavautage, tli£^rofere> of preserving that diapoEiiLicjin 
of oordinlity and rendering thor administration of our government 
os popular as possible is easily seen. I therefore snggecit the even¬ 
tual expedience of the servants of either Government coin mitt ing 
Crimea or irregularities within tbo Company^ or GAikwAr torritoriea 
being delivered np to the authority in whose service they nmy be 
empiojed, provided tho Go vernment to whoni they Ixiloag ex press 
A desiino to that purpose/ 

A detailed ftcOflant baa boon given of the wretched condition of 
the bordera botwoen the years 1831 and 1837 when the Bhil and 
Koli Bpbjects of His Highnesa plnnderod British diatricta with 
impunity^ ’ In the politic hbtorj notice has been taken of tho 
celebmted *' 28 demands * ma<Ie on Hia Highnnaa SajAjlrAv^ having 
reference to longstanding complaints aguinat tho Earoda govemmenL 
Tho 10th demand regarded the go no ml condition of tho police and 
demanded ^ satisfaction for the past and ptevention for the future of 
the oompkiuta rec&ived from British anthoritios in GujarAt against 
the GdikwAr and his ol^cera of a sjatematic wont of co-oj>eratiop in 
matters of police/ The first part of this deinaiid was complied 
with by tbo Gdikw^r on the 23rLl of January IS-tO. The latter 
portion of the deinaiid woa not really and lieairtily met.

On the SOtli of .Tono 1853 tbo Resident reported that the 
bad agreed to the following rules;

3,—Subjects of tbe Gaik war apprebendiijd in tbo British 
territories for oSmicos Hoid to have boon committed therein wero to 
be tried beforo tbo ordinary British tribonals^ 4.—Subjects of the 
G^ikw&r committing offences iu the Briliah territories and bkking 
refugo in iho Gdikw^r^s dDxninious were to bo aurrendered for trkd 
before the ordinaiy British tribunals.

Although the above practice is genorally followed in respect of 
all native StalE^^ yet them is some slight differonec with regard to 
Kdthu&wAr. In that province^ persons who arc snbjecta of Baroda 
if surrendered to any native State m Kdthiiiwiir, are tried by the 
Assistant Political A^nt and an oflBcial of tho nativo State 
concerned* If sTrrrenuor is made to Baroda of a subject of a native 
State^ such person is tried by a Baroda official jointly with an 
assislant of the Resident.

At about tbo clcwe of H. O. ilolbilrniv'^a 
reign, bowever^ some changes were introduced. A body of mounted 
poUco was organised, or rather eeparatod from tbo Scn/ipati 
dojKirtinont. Classes of magistrates were formed and their powers 
defined according t* thq extent of ibe itmhdl, tbe powers of 
a fir^t ciosB raAird^dwr being Rs, 100 fine aad flii montbft' 
imprisonment. A pobce officer for tbe city was appointed^ who 
was aFtqrwards trauBferred to the Xadi division iti conseqneuco of 
the distorbancea then prevailing Ln that district.

It IS iunpossible ia this brief spncc to relate how absurd now seem 
the rcsulta of this old confusion of ideas between war and the 
admimstmlion of justice. Now the police magistrate need not be

The state of tlie chattim^^ lock-ups, and pila mw, 
owovoTj very far from being satiefactery* The saniiaTy condition 
of the jails, and the bcaltb nod diaciplino of tbo inmateH wcronlmoati 
eotirclj neglected* As nu iustanco may bo mentioned a look-up in 
the city known as GoTindrAv JaindAl^r Putbof!^ where offenders 
belonging to respectable families wore gcdorally con lined; gnats 
Add otboT ineectA pestcreil the place and uiade it so uninhabitabio 
that people looked upon it witli dread, Atid even now, tbo nicollcctiou 
of tbe place bnngs to tbcm the old feeling of boiror. In 1S&7^ at 
*tbe request of Sir R. ShnkospcAre, tbe Keaident, the Central prail 
at Baroda was cirmted on dor the iniloi^bip of one Narblienimbhili 
The main block of tbo jail was first built^ ndditiona l^oiug 
made from timo to time according to tbe inercAsed necessity of 
ACOommodAtion.

A ^nt-iu-aiq] system has been recently set on foot for indigoDOtiB 
flchcKilcjp where no State vernacular schools exist. Under the 
present rales a Tnastor can get a gmnfc only if the maximum nniuber 
of pupils is 30^ and the amonnt of & grant depends on the 
exaitiiu&iion reaulte.

A branch to the library 
uns started in the City, in April 1878. The subscribers ate inoro 
than 200innunil>er and nay according to the class which they belong 
to Ea.

of English and v'ernacnlnr newspapers and periodi-Kils is obtained. 
Gifts of books have been made &oni time to time by private 
mdividuals, and coiispicuoua among these ia a gift of Ra. 1900 by 
Shriznaiit Gaiig^lhar Yeshvantp tlie heail of the Oopdl Mairlil 
House, for the purchase of Sanskrit l>ooks^ In 1881 itie Library

The to'ftTi of Navffllrl contakis a good little library opcaetlin 1872 
and supported partly by contributions and partly by i^iiLiscriptioiia.

Li 1870-77 the cost was Rs. TCOOi 1877-78 the establish¬ 
ment coist Rs. 3737 and the materials employed Rs. 0740, in 
«1878-79 the total ejcpenditure was Ra, 10^891, In 1879-80 it was 
Rs- 17,128 and in 1880-81 it was Ra. 22,547. The establldnDcnt 
cannot, however, satisfy aU the w'ants of the State and hoavy jobs 
are sent to be done in Bombay*

HEALTH. 

^TnonoH alladoa lute alreadj been maJfl to iho cllmato of each o£ 
the diviaione in Chapter I-p* a few nrdditiooal remarka may here bo 
fiiaerted m the climate *^eota tb© health of the people. 

The climate of the city qI Earoda ia dry and hot in the hot Ecuaon 
which comiiioecofl in htarch and enda iu J ujae^ the hottest inontha 
being' May and Jane. Tho maximum tempcratare ia lOo^F^ dorini^ 
the hottest part of the day, and it 1ms beeu occaaionaUj known to rise 
to 107^ and 11(1^]^ the minitaum temperature ia 80°F, The dimate 
daring the rtduf aeoaon is hot and moial and relax ing, the raine 
sotting in toworda the middle or later part of June and lasting till 
tho end of October* The maximum temporature in the rainy soason 
is fi6®F. and the minimam w The aTorago minfoU is reckoned 
at 42 inchoa cr 42 inches and 82 ceatsK Iho climate doriog the 
so-called cold season which oommencos in November and laste till 
tho ead of Febmaiy is m^d cool, the maximum temperature 
being and the minimnai being 50°Fi Tho coldest months are 
gonerally Decemhor and Jaauary^ Dpriag the djyiog up of the 
miUB, a process which Jests from, September to Decemberj the 
climate is held tc be mora nnwholcsamo thnn at any other time of 
the yeoTj *and the people anffer considerably from the maLarioiis 
itato of the atmosphere. 

The above remarka apply to the dirision generally^ bot while the 
snb-divisons of SAvli, Pdica, Petl^, Sojitra and Kam^li ore held 
to bo boolthior than the city itself^ other sab-divisions such oa 
Sankhodaj Baluidarpixr and Songdri are less heal thy, ^o variations 
in the tempgratnre resomblo these of the dty more or kss^ tho 
maimmin in the hot season beiag 112®, the mmimnm 74®, the 
maximum m the rainy season being 06® and the minimnni 74®, the 
moxiiaain in tho cold season being 0fP and the minimum 60® * 

The Kadi divisien la held to he the healthiest of the three. It inj 
generally speaking, a level sandy district, well drained, with a etn^ 
onantity of subsoU water. Some mrtions of it, especislly the eub- 
divisions of Dehgdm, VijApur^ Vianagar, Tadnagnr and Paitan 
are remarkably wholesome owing to the compamtive absence of 
malaria. In the hot season, that is from the end of February to the 
end of Janci the cUmata 1$ very dry and hoti, the days being much J 
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hotter than the nighta^ The mfuclniiiin tetawmtnre is 109”F. and the 
mininiam 72°P* The miny seoaon o^KtendB from Jqly to Octoheri 
the avnrfige min&ill heiag rookened at 32 lach^ or 32 mcliea and n5 
nenta* The drjnosa and heat gi™ waj to tho first showetn of rnioj 
and the climate heoDmes pleasantly moiet and eoolj differing in theao 
ra&pecta from the cLimate of the central diTbion. Thora is in this 
nart alone of the Gaikwir^s dombiciia a really oeld eeneoD which 
lojBta from NoTcmher till the iniddlo of Februaiy, The maximnBU 
temperature ib 92® and the Enmimnin Sl^F* 

In the NATsdri division a diatinotion moat be drawn between tho 
Edni ifahdh of Meha^ YiArn^ Songnd and a part of Velichhs which 
arc unhealthy^ Songnd and Vi^ notorionsly eo, and the Ed^i 
3/hAdfjof Narsdri, PalsdnOi Kdmrejj Gandevi;, Voliehha and Katlior 
which are healthy. Tho climate of the iJunt Mdkdh is at all times 
insalubriona^ hat ia the least dangerous during the hot aeoaon. As 
has been eaid, the water is Ml of the impurities of organic matter* 
and the climate is malarioosH The hot season lagts from Pebniary 
to June* the maminnni temperatnno being 104'^F, and the mmiimiEti 
74^^ Tho miny aoaBOi:i extends from Jane to October^ theavemge 
rainfall being 52 inches 1 cent* tine maximum tenipenitnre t>eing 
94r and the mioimum 74°. The cold aetison which extends from 
November to the end of January is the most jualoHoua portion of 
the year. '^Tho maximum tompemtnre ia 9CP and the mininnim ia 
60^. Of the RdiSii Mahdl* the moat aaluhriooa* especially during 
the hot seasonj are Kavairij Gaudari and Biiiinom, iTie close 
proximity to tho aea mAintainsa moist and temperate climate^ and 
though the early portion of the hot aeoson which extends from March 
to June is somewhat he^ivy aud close* tho regular sea breezes which 
Rct in towards the end of April produce a moat agiocablc change. 
The znaxitniim temperaiaro during tho hot season is ICI1°| the 
miuimnrn 74^^. The miny season couimoncas in Jnno and ends in 
October; tho minfall ia catimattid at an averogoof -ll inchcaaud 
54centn* the maxininm temperature is 91^ and tho minimum 70'^» 
The cold season extends from November to the end of February; 
the maximum temperature is 87® and the mininiam The 

rainy and cold aeaaoos are ganorally makriona 

The disoajses which are most prevaJont in the city of Baroda arc 
malarions forerflj aHections of the respiratory organs and alimantary 
canal, syphiliSp cidnncoDs disessca and rheumatic a^ections» Tho 
^nerd health of tho city is good during the hot and the early part 
of the miny season, hut during tho later portion of the latter and the 
greater part of the cold season there la * general provalence of 
malarious fevers* bowel complaints and affections of the lungs* 
The Baroda division doM not much differ from tho city j the general 
health is gtiodp Tlie more prevalent diseases arc maJarious fevnrn^ 
diseases of the alimento^ canol^ rhoninatic nJfectioiis* syphilis^ 
diseases of the eye* lungs and skiru 

The general health in Kadi is much better than in the other 
divisioivs. The most nrevaJent diseases are malarious fevorSp 
dknrho^;^ bronchitis* dkeasee of the nlimeutary canal* rbeumatia 
affectionn and akin diseases; 

The moat 
He^h* prevalont diseases atio nrnlarioiiB fevera dp ring the nuiij and cold 
ae^BODs^ bronchitis^ diarrhera and skin diaeoacs. 

CjuEfeeA ol prflVBlent The ohbf cansca ol those disoasos majr be found in the climntOi 
the habits and modes ot living of the people, and the cndoitiic 
nature of the dififerent districts,. To the oUmate must bo ascribed 
the malarious fevers jvhich arc extremely provalont amongst tUa 
inhabi bints of the Ba^oda and Navsilri divisiDtis^ especial I j so in the 
Mahak of the Navs^ri division, where those fevers give rise to 
afTeotions of the liver and spleen. At Songad and Yifira there is 
not a single individual but l\m an enlarged spleen which gives rise to 
a prutiil^mnt Abdomen, and in some cases to splonetic ascites .most 
fatal to IhcfflB who are strangers in the bud. Nett to the malarions 
fevens stand the diseases of tUo respiratory orgnna which may be 
asenbod to clim&tb causes. It is o^ecSally in the Baroda and 
NavsAri divisions and to a less extent iu the Kfidi divifticn that thesa 
diseases are prevalent. The habits and modes of living of tha 
people give rise to the varions diseases of the alimentary Kinah 
to rheumatic afTections and to syphilitic diseases, which ate common 
in the Baroda division nnet most frequent in the city ol Baroda. 
Tliey fllso^vo rim to cuiaucone diseases* The dirty habits of tho 
GuJarAti YiniaS;, JajnBj,and Jew oistc people j^ve rise ic cutaneons 
diseases. Tlic ondemie nature of certain dietrbU gives rise to 
diseases of the alioientarj canab such aa diarrhma^ worms, draenn- 
cuius and also general diseases such as leprosy and aerofula. At 
Baroda dracnncalus is very common j ontoza aro very common in 
NavsAri and Dvarka^ wliilo loprosy and scrpfnla ore scon throughout 
tlm divLsioDs In GujdraL Tho Hindus^ ospocblly the Gujardtl 
popnlationj am subject to malanous fovors, diseases of the alimentuiy 
canal and cutaneous diseases. The Pdrsb aro subject to uervuua 
diseases^ while £h& MiLsalmdns aeetn to anCfor more froni cheat and 
rheumatic adnetionsp 

It is certain that in remote and recent times the dominions of tho 
GAikwdr mast have beeu visited by opidemjcs of greater or less 
luagiutode. But m a land whero no records aro kept all is quickly 
buried in ohlivioii; at tho beat an indistinct niBmoiy icmnina of 
some event of estmerdinary and oxcoptiounl importance* Sneh 
Was the oectirroaoo of no epidemic of cholera in 1S63-G4 which hod 
a well dehned origin. In Bceomber 1863 HisUighness Kbandeniv 
went in pomp to Bombay to meet the Duke of Edinburgh and took 
with hiin a following of 60G0 people. While at that capital tho 
ennitory mntngcnienta of the camp were bad and chalora appeared^ 
first among the regiments. No steps were takon to arrest the 
disaot^ and His Highnesa proceeded to Poona, On the way by tho 
Kliypivli j^ad the epidemic spread^ and at Poona fifty of the sepoys 
died in spite of the special treatment recommended by Hia HighneBSp 
in spite of charms, mafi^rof and other devices. Then came tho 
u^reh hack to Baroda by way of Songad, where His Highness lost 
his wife, tho B4ni Ambdbilit and so home by February ISd k Tho 
cpidemici thereupon, entered tho capital and raged with fory^ till by 
tbe end of March some houses were left without any inmates i dead 
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bodies were bcsrno dut of tlicf city in darts; the daily death-rate 
wELs appajlmg j it h roughly gueasod that the rktims tLUmbcired 
between three and four thduafiiicL The hgiiroii oaunot be aacertaio- 
edj bat it was noticed that the Pmbhua suffered most^ 

Od the L4th of April 1S75 cholera broke out in the city^ The 
cadtomnent was then crowded with lluropean and native troops 
and a great n amber of people who had met there for politick 
purpoBOfl, and it was due iso the very severe measiiTBs taken to 
prevent all anneccsEaiy intercourse between city and cump that the 
epidemic did not reach the latter place. The cifcy was divided into 
ten districts; British medical Giibordinatcs were sent to them; the 
Koaioiisly co-opereted in distribnting medicines; an atteinpt 
was made to clean ae the town of its accamulated Slth; mneh was 
done to check the diicase^ Nevertheless by the 22nd of Jane there 
had been 901 ascertained cholera cases and of the patients 581 
recovered and 298 diedp In 1877 there was some cholera in the city 
and the districts, bnt it did not take n serious form. The retqras give 
19 cases and 7 deaths, and serve to show not the extent of the 
epidemic, but the inanner in which the people avoided the efforts of 
the medical and police authorities to discover and etamp out the 
disease. A little tmalUpox appeared in the throe divisions^ 

In 1378 cholera was introdoced into the city of Baroda from some 
outlying villages p There were 98 cases treated at the dispensary 
of whom 11 died, and again thesa hgures serve only to show bow 
unwilling the pooplo were to ho aidecl^ Both on this, ns on other 
occasions, pills composed of black pepper, ginger, camphor and 
assafanida were taken when Loathes cholera mix tore woa refused. 
In 1879 cholera raged epidemically from April to July in some of 
the KithiiwAr towns, where chadtable kfiichdi institatidus for 
feeding the poor attracted ill-fod crowds^ among whom diarrhrcA 
engendered by overfeeding turned into choleraic diarrhoea; and 
so cholera was begotten. In the Baroda division only Sojitm was 
visited by the epideinio. Throughont the State 35S cases were 
reported of which 97 proved fatal 

In 1379-80 the Gujarat portion of His Highness^ territories waa 
visited by a terrible eptdmnie of fever^ from which Kadi Buffered least 
and the city of Baroda most It commenced in July and lasted till 
December though ita traces lingered on till Fehrnarj^ It was an 
general in the city that it may ho said that not a aingle poraon 
attogethm^ escaped its elTecb^. It was n nmlamiLS fever which 
assn mod every type from the quotidian to the quartan and remittentji 
and bad raged in KAthiaw^r during the preceding year* It may 
have been the same choleraic fever which him prevailed in Amritaar, 
The cause of it was no doubt the heavy minfall of nearly 57 inchea 
and 43^ ineheB that had occurred during the two previona yearu^ 
No less than 4U&82 indoor and outdoor patiaatB were attended 
by the medical departmontj and in the city of Baroda it ifi 
believed that about 5000 persona suocambed to the epidemic. 
The Bindua^ VAniila and poorer ebasos suffered moat. At first it 
hail the appearance of a inalarioiia fever; then followed an affection 
of the head accompanied by deliriuni; then came coma, and 
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a rapid when curedj of tea auiferod froin a relapse 

or BOveraL relopaes and these were accompanied by diseasca of 
the Liver,, epleea and heart Diapharetice^ purgatives and aati- 
periodics, and nboi^o all qutniae gonomUy arrested the diseaBo 
which baffled the still of the native In the qitv dj^bt 

dUpens^ries wore opened tx> attend to fever caae^j and fonr hospital 
aseistunts tnado the round of the town wiLh police^ the town 
it43olf heiDg di^-ided into five ctrelea each of which wa^4 placed ondor 
a medical offleer. The people in the neighbonriug villages suffered 
but made no sign; they neither sought asslstamco nor allowed it to 
be givon+ 

la 1S8I there was cholera in the city from the 9tb of June to tbe 
20th of Hoptoniberj though the severity ol the epidemic ended in 
August. Of 11 as cases 393 occurred in Jnno^ 474 in Julyi SSO in 
August, and the rest in September^ of thn bqtal number of cases 590 
proved fuiaL Again tbe death-rate wna lidglitened by the apathy 
of tlin people, their superstitions fears of the goddess or their 

dislike to having chokfn-tainted clothes destroyed. As ubqdI some 
cases were very repidjp othera began ao invidioualy that they were not 
supposed to be cholera ot alL ^^pectal modicftl omcors wereapjKiiuted 
for circles in the town and were assisted by tbe poLicc^ Bisinfeetanta 
and other sanitary mGasurcs wmT 3 employed.

as cholera wns Drevalcnt at Ch^ndod, a hospital oBshtant was sent 
there; he treatea 227 cases of which 14i proved fatal. A week

entirely on the goodwill or whim of tho ]kiahilrft|a. They weru 
about fifty in Dumber^ all said to bo drawing hereditary allownnceap 
and their first and most important dnty was to attend on His High- 
iiBss^ His Highness^ family mambers^ friends and followers^ Jt fa 
ascertained ^ro old ■caiiif and though not from any record, 

for none exists, that not a drop or grain of Enropean medicine 
was used as far at least as the pnuco himself and bis near relatives 
were coiicerned. Such medioines wore nlmost nnknown to thenii 
and patients and praclttiDners hated thorn. They nsed nativo 
medici ne^ oxolnsiVerj. The system of the administratioD of medi oines 
which was generally followed by tlicse paidr and h^himt waa 
peculiar t In the event of any one of the royal fomily fiiHiag sick 
they seldom or never administered a powder, decoction, esaenco or 
any other medicine which had been brought ready made from 
the home of the practitioner. They pTcscribcd tuediennes in the 

S iTsenCo of the aick, and a trustworthy nmn waa then and there 
espatched tlirough the seMAcua officer to buy etLch medicines 
from the market as could not be proenred from the sft^khdna or 
medical store. The mixtnre was then prepared according to the 
direction of the vaid^ in the presence of the patient and ndminiatcred 
to him on the spot. The reason for all these strict precautions is 
Oihviona.

The &ted salaries of those I'ateia a.nd Ao^ippi? nninraliy depended 
on the goodwill of the Mohdrdia and the degree of confidence 
he placed in their skillj bnt they also occasiomllj received giftfl 
and indm Tillages, One A^Kin in the MaMrija's service m whom 
he had great oon^dence wns in receipt of a yearly allowance of 
Rs. I,20j000, the largest amonnt ever paid to a natiTe practitioner In 
this state. The lowest allowance which a raid used to receive was 
abont Ea. 300 annaally dr Rs. 25 per months Theamanni of pay and 
contingencies allowed to these raids and hakims^ when they were 
dispensed with in l87fi^ came to about Rs. 22,000, eiclnsive of the 
annuity of Ea. 1^20,000 jnat referred to and the villages granted 
in indm to some of them. Tho condition of the ^atd* and hxkim 
thirty years ago was most dourishiug^ As there were no Enrepeau 
practitioners to ceinpete sgainst them the hakims wore the most 
eateemed. Bui now the people prefer the European diapemnnes, 
very likely becausd they ure treated gratia. 

Though it cannot be denied that aoma cl these raids and 
were very leamedi the ma]ority were doubtless mere empirical 
quacks, many having inherited their allowances^ tbough Ibemselvea 
ignorant of the profeasicn. None of them was ever able to perfonu 
a surgical operation. The people beyond the city hfwl to »eek 
medical relief at the hands of private practitionors in native 
medicines, but concertiiTig each no fnlormation is available. 
According to the oonsus of 1872j 572 native pmctitlodors^ whether 
t^aids or hakijnSt were practising thronghout the whale of tbe Barod* 
territory, vi^^ itt the Bamda city 235^ in the Baroda division 
Kadi 92 j in Nuvsdri S3 and in Amreti 23* According to the coUAna 
of ISSl, there were in the Haroda city and camp 173, in the Barodft 
division 163, in Eadi 81, in Navs4ri 84* and in Atnreli 23, or in all 
523, Thus the total number of native pructitioDeru was 528, 
that is less than before.

There are about half & dorea 
still at Banoda. These eaW# and hakim* levy no fees hut 
make a cop tract with the patient or hia friends to receive a Inmp 
11 11 m from him or them after caring him. 

In July 1855 a hospital was opened in the western comer of the 
city of Baroda^ and placed under the saperintendenre of tho 
rnsidency surgeon who was paid Its* 3D0 per mciiBem by the Btnte. 
His Highness Khauderav loved his army, os has been mentioned 
in this work. To each of his regiments and troop a ta\d or 
hakim^ of those employed by the State, wag attachiid. It is also 
probable from what b said of His Highness by vatd* and hakims^ 
that ho had a certiUii respect for Western science and especially 
etirgerjp In addition to the raid or haMmt each regiment had a 
man who knew fiomething of Enropean tnedicine. During his roim 
two medical ihstltations were attached to the battalions at BwArka 
and DbAri in which European medicines were kept. Tlie mdimenU 
of a medical departmoiati therefore, were breugbt into exi4itence+ 
Bnt the name feult might have been observed in ibis as in other 
projecta of His Highness. There was no suprvisbn, no carrying 
out of orders, no stobilityi It may be added of this able and 
impetuons princo that be aimed at nniversal knowledge, and was 
encoureged to believe that the aim was within big rcach^ not 
actually gaincdi It was said of him that be was ft passed raid or 
hakim and surgeon, that ho had congeqjnontly the right to correct 
tho work of hia doctors, that he exerciscil thia right and on ono 
occasion^ at least, that be performed a eurgioftl operatioiL 

Hie HighnCBs KhandeiAv hod done something for the military 
bat nothing for the civil popolatiom His HighneBe Malhd^v took 
one step in thia new direction. He opened, the MalhArrdv Hispensary 
at Amreli in KdtbiAwar* 

A medical department was atortcddniiiig RfijaSirT^ MidhavrAir'B 
administration in 18But previous to ibis, in tho same year, two 
dispenaaricfl were opened, one on the 15th of July at tho notmuously 
nnwholesome Songad on the borders of the DAng country, tho other 
at M&nikvAdft on the 1st of April. ConacqaBally before 1^70, in 
addition to the nativo raids and AnktmSj, there were in the state these 
two estabUsbmente and the four mcntioiiud above, tho state hospital 
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at Baroda by Hia Ilii^bii&SB GunpatrAvj th& hospital and 

dispetisaiy atI>wiirka atidDhdLri founded fey Hia EighneasKlinQdQrdT, 
&nd the ll&lliltiTiiv DiEpeo^ary at Amreli opened in abont 1374* 
A midnife was also appointed on the 21st of SeptemboFldZS for the 
City of Baroda. 

A Earapoan medical officer was called in to coniinenco a 
department on tb© 20th of Septomber 187(>/ by whom itiany of tho 
vavLf and futkinur worn pensioned and thpir plimos in each negiment 
6lled by graduates with a proper eatablishmcnt on the 1st of Aprill877. 

On the Sth August 1877 the SayAiirav ^ItHtary Hospital wna 
opened on the Varaahav parade groond in the city. Then a civil 
hoapita] was opened at Navadri and a gmduate appointed to the 
charge of it. A speeiol hospital assistant was next pbeed tc the 
palace di&pensafy, and the Groat JamndMi Civil OespjUl was opened 
ID tho heart of the city in tho year 187fi-7?p Tho capita] once 
provided for, a plan was startod to open civil hospitals at the head- 
nortors of each of the four divisions and" first and second cIeim 
iapensariea at the anb-divisioaal towns. In 1877 the MiJhArtitv 
Chantablo DispensaTy wa^oonTorted into the Amreli Civil Boapitnlp 
and in 1877-79 Mr, Vishrdm Manji erected at his own expense a 
hospital at Dwfirka. A eentml medical store depfit was opened at 
Biiroda in December 1077j and in the same year the appointment was 
made of a e tate chemical analyser. lo ] 877-78 forty-fonr a iibstances 
were auflJjSGdj in 1879-73 there were eightj-aix analysedj in 1879-90 
the number of snhsUnces analysed was 290, and in the following year 
804. Between tho commencement of 1879 and the month of April 
in 1833 h<^pitaU and dispensaries W'ore oponed at the Mnstiibdg 
{Banxia city}, at PAdra, Sinor, KnrjaOp Gaudevi^ Yiam, Kath^ 
Mesdoa, Viwlnagar, Dbari^ EodinAr and Dwarka. A vaLerinary 
hospital woa also established at Borodap 

The JamnAbdi Civil Hospital is in the charge of a medietd officer 
drawing Ks. 4o0 with two snbordinates and four medical pupils. Tho 
building of this hospital Wiuj comraenoed id May 1878 and was 
tsompleted in April 1832A iTiere is acconiiDodation for fifty in¬ 
patients. The banding is in tho heart of the town. It b a fine 
omamontal edifice with an excellent frootage^ It bos seven rooms 
on the fijist story and nine on the ground-fioor, with a veranda ronnd 
tbipo sides of the building. There are two waiting-^Hx>mSj one for 
males and one for femaJes^ a consnltiag ball, an operatiDg room, a 
doctorisroom for private examinatioD, and two mom rooms^ one for 
o^resand one for the laboratory, and thoro is a coirsponnding room.

Tho Central Jail Hospital is nuder tho charge of a medical officer 
drawing a monthly salary of Rs, 200, with one subordinate. Within 
the precincts of the outer wall of the Centml Jail building, 
which was completed about eight months ago, is aituaied the jad 
hospital p It h^ two large wards with accommodation for fifty 
patients. There is a separate bunding for dispeuffary, nlotVB, 
p^scribing room, a cook-room and hospital assistani's quarters. 
The total number of sick prisonem treated as Indoor patienta was

The Dabhoi Dispensary is under the charge of a first doss hoepibd 
assistant on Rb. fiO per meusom. It was built at a cost of Es. 9734 
in 1330 ftOGordlug to the itandard plan for district dispensaries. The 
main dispense^ portion is built on a raised plinth nine feet high^ It 
consists of four rooms, each twelve feet iong^ twelve feet bread, and 
twelve feet high, ooe being for cotupoundiiig and dispensary, one for 
prescribing, ono for indoor patients, and one for atorea and private 
e^miimt ton of pattents. It a veranda all round about eight feet 
wide* Besides this mein portion there are detached blocks^ viz.: (IJ 
the hospital assistant's quarters with three rooms and a veranda on 
three sides; (2] the servauW quarters having three roome with a 
veranda all round; (3) a cook room ; (4) a dead-house ; and (5) lutnnet.

Tho apace lying aouth of the road loading to the LchonpoTa 
Gate ivnd west of iho oily is for the moBt part teniiod the Bftbiji 
Pora. There nr* suburbs to the south, but some very large finbnrbs 
uro stretched along to tbo north of the walls and eest of the Anant 
I»nra. The most to the west are termed NAgar Yiidd and Sayad 
Pars, and east of them is the great Fate Purs, which w separated 
from the North Gate by the ICoyli Pum, the KAla and Nava Pura 
and the Akut Pura. Along the northern walls of the city is tho 
aeivB4zAr, and from the North Gate where it terminates a long 
fttreot peaotrateis the Fate Fura, the work of Hia Higkoeaa jthimqe- 
rdy.^ 

On tho right side of this street firs eituated tha vast elephant 
stables, and again to the west of them the old parade ground with 
tho barracks of tho 2iid Kegimcnt, Both the GhAitipdaer road and 
tbo road to tho old parado groaod are bridged, for there runa 
through the suburb a tidla leading into a larger nahi or stream, 
the Pahddi Nadi, which flows into tho ViahvAnntri and forms the 
nortlicm boundary of the capitaL In calling the parade grouDd 
the ''Old parade" mention should bo made of another ground beyond 
the Oftiit citV’»wEiU und uoTth of the Ajub tutiki, which la oldcrj but it 
may bo called old in contradiatinctinn with the Varoahvar or_ now 
parade gronud made at great eipenso by KhonderAv ^hArfj. 
This ia a wide expanse artificially loveUod and raisrf aboTO the 
surrouiidiiig eouatry uud aapportod by u wall o™ii of 
height and gi^ut strength \n but-tressofl. Along one side oE it sro 
the barracks of tho 3rd HcginKnit lately rebuilt on a v^ com- 
modious scale and on snother side the Mditary Hwpilal bnUt by tho 
order of Sir T. Midhavrfiv at a cost of Bs. 70,000,_

lately been broken up and sold as old iron or relegated to some 
safe spot.

It boa been said tMt tho west gate la namod Lebdripnra* It 
opens oa to a broad and picturesque street at the end of whioti ia 
seen the clock tower. This Leheripnra Stroet^ like the main imd to 
the ent rance of tha city, is met at right angles bj Pol a or wards 
betonging to distinct olaases andcBStea of people wbo^ bj liringin a 
cul-de-sac of which tho eutranoe was hamod bj a henry door^ luanagod 
to cut themselves off from the ejfternal world at night or in times of 
disturbance^ and also oontrired to Uvo their life apart itcoording to 
the eirckalva rnfos of the petty soeicEj to which they might belong. 

Two or throe of thego Pole are noticoahle^ for they aits or woro 
inhabited by rich jewellera and bankers whom the luttiriea and 
needs of the 0iitwdra and their sard^rs Attracted to the capital i 
Sidtdnpur ; Nati^iuji Pol where thero is n Mandir of the same name 
and Shdligr^m dear to the YinLsi Hari Bakti'a Pol is a mntuory of 
p^t opulence and containa the old palace of Fatesiug and the eteto 
mint. Tho existence of thena Pols is scarcely gnossed by the psesera- 
by in the IjeheHpnraStreetp wiero the gaudily pamted but mean shops 
of petty iradea men and qopperamjtha are aeldom roliered by a temple 
Hocn as the one raised to Hdj E^jeshyar Mahddov by the famous 
mother of Saydji, the IMni Gahenibdi. l^is lady hm also given a 
temple to Pan^iarin^th Vithoba opix»dte the palace, who^e qoiot 
little garden and Shiva ahrino an a door and painted walls are 
more elegtmt tliau auy of tho religions edifices in this towiij which 
are for the most, part devoid of beauty and a^lo. 

Procseeding to the clock tower, the visitor ivill find that on his 
loft hand there ia a road which toads out by the Chdmp^ner Gate 
to the Pate Ptinv suburb. On both sides of this road aro blocks of 
lofty housesj of which tho hu-gest is the pnlaco still occupied by tho 
Gdjkwjir* the harell of His Highness SayAjl, faced by a building 
erected by Hia Hi^hnoss Khauderiv aud at one time occupied by 
IjakshmibAi^ tho wife of ^fa1hArr4v. 

Tho chief entrance ia a narrow door from tho very foot of which 
epringa a steep and still narrower staircase, which, hero 

and there is now and again barred by a re^ar trnp-dodr. During 
the day^ the large rfK>in in tho first storey, m whidi tho ffddi ia kept 
and from which tho Darayfeir of tho Gdikw^rs with its thntiaauaa 
of little gods may dimly bo soon; during the day^ this roam is 
crowded with clerks and aoldiers, and with the latter the whole 
ball ding mdecd swarina.

Immediidely behind the palace, atorey upon atorOj(^ n«M far 
aboTO enrrounding buildings the white stucco Isuwlt Bag palnco 
recently buUt by the Mahdnija ilalhfirriiv—ngly, expensive and 
nseless. The G&itw^r'fl jewels are now kept here, trauBHres recen^ 
Tabled at over three crores of rnpees by n commiision of osperion^ 
iudees The chief dkinend necklace worn on state occasions by tho 
GAikwftr is valued at forty lAkhs, one of tho biggest of tho stonM 
being eaGmetcd at nino Idkhs. This Braaiilian diamond, which weighs 
aS tcamta, is called the Star of the ^utb" and was discover^ 
in 1853 in thn mines of Minas Geraea. Hm Highness KhanderdT pam 
£00 OOO for it. A curiouiJ and costly article la a doth embroidered 
with prociona atones and seed pearls which waa designed to cover tho 
rrophel^sTomb at Mecca—& strange ^ft for a Hindn prince to make. 

'rha Nazar BAg odjoina the road which is in reality a oontiunatiou 
of the Lohieripura Straot and which termiaatos in the Eastern 
or Water Gate. On its right side ia the now Jamnabdi Hospital* 
and tho P'lga iu which ara kept the gold and silver gnna,* tho honao 
of AnandrliT's RAni ’ DariabAi and tho blocka occupied by tho 
Miali brothers, Bayond the VV’ater Gate ou one side are the rtirious 
menageries of GdikwAr, in which are cooped up ia a cruolly narrow 
space some tigers, a few white speclmeas of too antelope or blaok- 
bock, and a crowd of oBier birds aud beasts. On the Other aide of 
the gate ifl tlio Agml or arena where the public sports toko place. 

The public sports are still worth looking at* Twenty couplca of 
wrestlers open the games; fighting rams rpsh on each other's hom 
till the loser, fairly struck, fulls ou his back, every limb ahiTOring with 
pain j buffaloes attack one another with incredible furyj the onwieldy

Tho Dus&Ta generally occnrfl in October.^ On the Daaeiii tho 
people of the city nrnko an oiodus and going into the cotintjry 
worship tho Sbami tree or* failing it, the A''pta» Hie HlgbnO^ tho 
GAikwdr goes oat in procesgion attended by tho Agent to tho 
OoTcrnor wneral and receives a^luto of twenly-ono gnus.

etatOf tbo golden how'dah. Behind tho MdhArAja sat hJs ininister. 
On hie aide and on an elephant of equal height which was 
flufferod neither to fall behind nor to prciiiode by an inch the royal 
howdab, went the A:^nt to the fjovernor General. The procession 
woH broaghE up by XAka SAhob M^ne, the KavAb S4hob sod other 
nobles on horseback, then the I>i£rakhdAra, Baxie, FadniB and other 
officers, then Doan Miah, Shabmohomod and other ofSccra of the 
Biband i, atl on horseback, then the olephani bearmgtbo slate dmin, 
then the Pandaro and Ghorapade BajAs with their following, and 
finally Mdnsing Rav JAdbav and JotyAji EAv Fadko on horaobacb. 
The wliolo procession can ba understood by a close reference to the 
chapters in this work which deal with the Folitical History and the 
Army of the State.

' riv'ors and 3 small ones. The Narbada and tbo^ DbAdbar supply 
water to about twenty-five villages situated on their banks. 

As olsEwhere the soil is found te he of three kinde, block, genxf, and 
a misture of the two. The greater part of it consists of blwk sod 
and nroduees corn and rico in abandoueo. Tho goological strain 
are found in the following order: the block Boil is at the surface j. 
below it cemes a ehnnam-ltke white and tenaeious cf^h; theu 
or yellow earth which is very soft mid contains sandy matter. Tho 
lusl ImhI whieb roaches the depth of wuter-boaring strata is entirely 
of sand.

Tlio Babboi sub-division, somoa-hat to tho souili of tbnt of Barodn, 
lies north-east and ioDtli-wefit> On the oortb it is bonudod by 
the viiiageB of the Jarod sob-dlvision ^ on tbe east by the SAukhedu 
sub-^diTi>iioa I oa the south by the villages of tbeSinor and Cbomnda 
aab^ivislon; and on tho west by the villages of the Baroda anb- 
divisiou. 

Its otmost length 13 about elghtcoa ruilofi and its breadth between 
Pisai and MudliAli ia about fourteen miles. Its arm is abont 250 
aqoaro miles. Of the entire land 30^240 aerea am alienated^ 13^533]

It conai^ta of one monotonoiis plain. Thero am noithor itinglesi 
lakcBj nor hUla.

D^iioCj in latitude 20*“ 8" norths longitade 73'^ 28" east>^ with a 
population of 14,898 soala according to the censns of 1872 and of 
14,925 Aocording to that of 18S1, is one of the most interesting towns 
in the G4ikwdr^B dominions from ita paat htstoty and the beauty of 
its walls and gates. At the present time tho visitor will not fad to 
notice three stages in the history of this little place^ aglorioEU post 
when Honie great kings displayed their magnlfidmioe in tnaasive 
works of stoua carved with the moat elaborate care; a nearer past 
when dirtj decay and sloth rated the place i a present nr fatore when 
new life is being introduced into Habboi, of which the bamblo bnt 
useful signs are seen in a dispensaiy, school honse^ jail and other 
public buildiogfl, good brood streets, and a jimctlon of small railways 

Jest a hondred years ngo the older Forb^ gnve the following 
account of the origm of the town of Dahhoi:" ^ny centuries a^ 
a Hindu named Sadata Jaismg reigned in Pattan. Of hia 

eevcD wives tho first in rank ana hia greateat favourite woa 
Battaoalee, * tho Lustre of Jewels/ whose only fault was that she 
bad not given birth £0 a prince. To win a son fium the gods she 
went on a pilgrimage to tho Narbsdft, but when within ten miles of 
the great river aha halted in a grove, where a moat holy g^oadci told 
her she woald in a few days give birth £0 a man chili Thus 
Yisoldev or the 'child of twenty mouths' woe bora and the 
enchanted king pcrniitted the mothar to remain there, and ordered 
tho lake to bo enlarged, the groves exteodedj a city erected, 
surrounded bya strong fortifiiation and beaatiliisd with every coatly 
decoration^ '^irty^twa joara olapsod bafora the work was completely 
and then Viaaldev himsetf was king in his father's place* Many 
architects had b#en employed and were well rewarded, but tho chief 
of them oougiit for and obtained no other reward than that tho town 
should be named after him, and his natno was Dahhowey* 

Time passed and no Mnaairndn bad ever reaidfidi witfam. the walla 
or bathed in the tank of Dabhoi* But once a yontliftil strangerj 
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ignonuit of tbo probibitiou^ enleziedibe crity and batliii^d in tUs 
sacred lake. Th e E^ja for this cut off the bauds of Sciah Ballabj 
the son of Afamah-Doocrcej who with bar caraTan^ry had bnt iiist 
alighted without the gates of Dabhoi on her way to Mecca, 
young tnan died, the mother turned back to her country and induced 
her HOYcreign to make war on the tmforLnuuto town. After years 
of siqgo tho Mnsalmans entered os Conqnerors^ and sparing the 
Mtewnya, doatrfyed tbreo aides of the fortress, ^^fainah Doociw 
died during the siegOj was reYored os a saint and buried iu a grove 
near the Gate of Biatnouds where her tomb still remains. Kear it 
is tlie perforated stone^ used for ordeal trials and the monument □£ 
Sciod Ballab.^ 


^Bardic traditions/ says ForbeSj, 'tell us that Vlsaldev^ the 
Ylgbolaj founded or rather repaired tbs town of Visalnagar and 
tbo fortress of DaTbhdvrite-Mandalesbvnr of Chandr^vrito under 
SarungdeVp king of Anhilv^ in 1294 ^* * 

^ Repaired' is the word which should have been used, for AJi 
Muhammad Kbdu more justly ascribes the fonudation of tho forts of 
Bharocb and Dabhai to SLdb Raj of Pattau, who reigned from 
A.D, lOOS to 1142. Even if this king did not found the town ho no 
doubt caused it greatly to flonrialu 

Tho lirat persialent attempt to gain a footing iti Gujanlt wos made 
by Pildji soon after his occupation of Songnd iu 17 I D and bis successes 
in the RdjpipU billy country. Id about 3725 the Oiikwir^s 
commanding officer^ the Sen^pati Ddbh4de, fixed hia bead-quarters 
at Dabhoi. Eervcrsea forced tbo 3ifailitb^ to fly, and Poviir, the 
protegj^ of the Pesbva, then occn^ied the town. But in 1727 Ptliii 
retook itj nor was his son dTiven out in i7fi2 when POdji 

himself was murdered and Baroda tomporarily lost^ 

lo 1775 when Colonel Keatings the Peshva Bagbnn&tbriv and 
Govindr^v ware prosecuting a campaign ngelbst the ministerial 
army and Fatesing, the raLna pnt an abrupt end to all hostilities. 
The British troops with ginat difficulty reaebod I^bhoi and found 
refuge from the elemonts inside its walls. Prom Babhoi Colonsl 
Keating issued out: occasional[y to moot Patesiog and flnslly 
accept^ bis dUanco to the rejection of Ids brother, la 1779 
Colonel Goddard took Eh^bhoi withont difficulty. In 1780 Stnd^ 
mode ft domoustration before its walls, but was met with so brave a 
front by Mn Porbes of the Company’s service that he passed ou 
towarda Baroda, 


Forbea lived in and loved Dabhoi. A brief extract froni bia acoonnt 
of the place may bo pemiitted, 'Dabhoi at that time contained 
only forty thousand inbabitanls^ mostly HindnSj locluding a very 
krge proportion of Brdbmana, TbeTo are three hundred Musalmiu 
fismibea, bqt no PArais. Tho magnificcut remains of public bnildingi 
and tho sites of numerona houses in a ruinons state indicate it to 
have been, at a former period, ft plftco of great importance; much

most intereatin^ are tbe Bister* fortrcssca of Dab hoi and JitijiiT^dap 
They are Teiy similar in conetmetion as well oa in extent, the latter^ 
however^ being tho most regular in plan end baring from its 
iinexposod position Buffered less of injury, A square of wbicb each 
aide moaanres 800 yards, tbe solid walls rise rather leaa thaiQ fifty 
feot in height* In the centru of each side ih a large gateway, tho 
platform above whieh is supported by rows of brackets projected 
beyond each other until they uearly meet at tbe top^ thus icrming a 
snbstilute for an arebp In the thickness of Che wall these bracketed 
door way a ate six times repeatodj and open them is laid a fiat 
stone roof. At each corner of the fortress is a tower, and four 
rectangular bastions intervene between each corner and central 
gateway. Tbo walla are thronghont omaniented with sculptured 
BcriKoutal bondsj and the gateways thamBelvoa are covered with a 
profusion of sculptured omatnenti Especially to be noticed la one 
of the entmucea called the Gate of Diamonds^ morn eTaborato in 
design and far superior in size to the others^ The walls of ono of 
tbe corner towors exhibit much siugulorily of plan, the walls sloping 
inwards* Another remnrknble feature in this fortification is tbo 
colonnade which follows (on the inside] the Uno of walls, and 
sapports a platform several feet in breadth, thus foTTRiiig a lengthoned 
covered portico. Within the walls is a largo tank, surrounded by 
strong masonry, with a grand Eight of steps, the whole extent ^ 

descending to the water irom the nindn temple, chouttrioB, and 
solemn grove, which border this beantifcil reservoir. It ia supplied 
with Water not only by the periodical roina but also from receptactes 
without the wall, by means of a etone aqueduct communicating with 
tbo tank which it eutsps nndcr a small temple in the hollowed grove 
of the Brahmans, forming a cascade with a pietdresque effect. The 
opening this aqueduct nHerds a festival to the inhabitants for several 
daya.*^ Forbes dllutea on what in now etill handiome, but not ao 
beaotiful as it hiLw been and in danger of falling to roiua nnlesa large

Gate of Diamonds far exceeds anv of the Hindu ancient or modom 
stmctarcB I have met with. Thb beautiful pde extenda throe 
hundred and twenty feet in length,with proportionate be^hi. 
of elephants, richly caparisoncdi support the piaasj fnbnca. The 
architraves and borders round tho oompartmetita of fignireSi are vety 
elegant and tbe groups of wamors, performing martial exerciiqs, 
on hcrscbRck, on toot, and on fighting elephants, approach nearer to

f iropped several arches which of course are not Hindu. Yory 
ittic remains of the beautiful Diamond Gate^and at the present day 
the most p^rfect^ the highest and most grncefnl is the Chdmpdner 
Gate. Each is protected b^ a cartain and a side gate on the left of 
less pretension tnan the mam ontranceL 

Though the Diamond Gato is for the moBt part gone^ on the near 
sido of it there ore two slabs one of which Is in gix^d proeerviition 
and ooTered with long and nndont inscription which is given in 
Appendix Ap The highly finished and veiy beautiful Bhndra 
K ail ik n hfdta tompio is on the right of the Biamond Gate. On ita^ 
left is a tniniitely carred temple to hfahddev now falling into roins^ 
At one time the gate was named after t-ho architect who designed; 
it and who also made the Tain Tayvi a ma^u^cent tnnk three hit 
from Dahhoi^ the sides and basin of which are completely covered 
by Blabs of stone. The story goes that the king who qrdened the 
building was bo jealons lest the architect should go elsewhere and - 
do semothin^ as good or better thatj oa the completion of the gate^ 
ho caused him to be buned alive under the KAlika Mdta temple. 
Hw wife^ however, managed to keep him alive by Bupplying him with 
milk and liquid food through the intorstico! of some atouea.

NatumUj the people have 
a legend that tbeae maeslv^e walk and elaborate gates wore the 
work of a hhutot demon^ who erected them in a nigbt after bringing 
the niateriiJa ail the way from Mditva. In reaUtj tho stone cornea 
froni the long abandoned qaarriea of Kokari and Vi^rA Btl^u 
Sir T. MddhaTrdv k foTlowing a good if very ancient example by 
digging atone from the Songad qnarrica to clotho with it the palace 
of the G^ikwAr at Baroda^ bet inatead of tJic forced labour of 
thou&anda^ ho briDgs into osc the more modem appliance of a 
railway to cariy the matoriala from one srpot to another. Tho tank 
in the ceutte of the town retains much ol the old beauty for whicli 
it was ihiQcioiL9;p but its magDidconoe is gone and there are dgne of 
its giving way hero and there. Tho Bund tank with masonry walla 
Ls an old piece of work beyond the whLIb. Jiint outside the town 
and in tho neighbourhood of the fltation is a not ungrocofnl tomplo 
which comEnomoratoa the namo of tho great banker Hari Bhakti^ 
Here Uvci or lived two veiy holy Sanydahk; one has been nndcrgronnd 
for years except on the solitary occsalon of a trip to Bonoros, the 
other fears not to €?at any kind of meat or to drink Epirits^ for at 
night ho can take out his entrails and dean them. 

There are a couple o£ streets in which there are good houiea 
decorated with tastefid woodwork. But for the moat part the 
dwell iugs are wrotehedly poor^ The present administration has bnilfc 
a neat akpenBary and a commodious jaili A now read croasea tho 
ditch which encirdea the walla and aforda easy occeas to the station 
in the wettest weather. The court honso has been enlarged and a 
HOW school housB is being built. Among modem improvements 
a mnnicipal officer looks after tho sweeping and watering of tho 
roads^ The court bouso to which reference baa been made woa 
formerly a palace. It contains the offices of tho nAib sab^hj 
vahivUtdiTj. monstf, and poUco fan^dar. There are also in Babboi 
the following Govemnient buildings and in&titntidna: a enstoms 
honse^ police lines^ a travellorr bungalow, a railway Htatioiij 
Vaghnitn Mah^ov^s dharmshfila and four other dharmsbdldAj aa 
Anglo*vomacnlor, a Gnjardti, a Marithit and ao Urdu schooL 
There is also a ginning faotoiy. Bat the great ch$mge in Dabhot 
lies in tho fact it m now a jnnetioa of threOj oTj it may be aaidp 
four lilies* In Hia Highnesa. fChanderAv^s time it was connected 
with Miydgdm on tho B. B . A C-1. Bail way by a oarrow gang^o 
line of two feet six iachefi, which is eightneo miles to length. It ss 
now also eonoectod with Baroda by a similar line eighteen miles la 
lengthy and Qi^ndod which is elerco miles distant to the sonthj^ ns 
well as with Eabddarpur which lies eight mil® to the east. 

One-third of the present populatioo is composed of MasaimAns and 
they are quite the most peccable class of pooplo lh the town. ^ The 
cloths w€»ved in Babhoi are durable and eheap^ the culico printing 
fair and twstofnl. The wood carving is- gwd* There is a salo of 
grind-stonoa and other anch commoa orticTes in ^tone^ The market 
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is tbi? CHunire dI a large notaber of villagoa. TLo fmit pf tbp muhudnf 
cottpn ani3 gniio are the iiitapfDS of a cortam amonot of GOJumcrco. 

KAnvAsfj mth a popuktion of S99i^ souls according to the c^uau^ 
of 1873| andof lilftl souls according to that of l88Tj is about fi?e 
2 !niles to the east of MiyAgdm and seveo to tho west of Dubhoi. It 
has a railway station oo the narrow gauge state railway which 
connects Dabhoi wdth Mijrtgiiin on the B. B. A C. I. trunk lioO- 
The modem bnlldinp and ipstituticuia are a police station^ a Gujarati 
school, four dlifkrmsMlda and a ginning factory. 

Some mention has been made of tho tank at K&nri^n^and the 
legend which connecta it with the great god Shiv, but Eia Kiya- 
Virohan is one of the four oldest and most famoiiE scata of worship 
of that god to bo found in India it deserres more attention. 

in each of the fonr Yugas tliia holy place baa been known by a 
diEeront name; Bret it was Tehopori, then Ifajoptiri or K&nbhedTa, 
ibcf] Mogbdvatii then KAya-Virohan^ whence ita modem name. The 
Sanskrit religious book called tho Kdrr4n M^iitmja and other 
works say that it conidns a Mahiy er called Brahmesh vnr, a Brahma 
Kund^ S'! Sidhs, 8 Bhairavs^ 11 ifaliAdevs, 12 Sni^^as, 6 Ganpatisi 
24 Goddesses, and a apot sacred to Vishun. The cause of tho great 
fianetity of the place is thus told: Before the Kati YagSp in the 
DvAp^ Ynga, there lived at tJIkApuri, that is Avakbal in tho Sinor 
flnb-di™ioii, a holy Eishi named Sudarshaii, whose chaste wife gave 
birth to a aon at midnight on the fourteenth of Bhadnnra Yridya. A 
few ^enrs passed and the Eiahi departed from his homo on a 
pilgrimage to Benares^ there to bathe during an eel ipso which w-oa 
to take place in AsMdK While he was away his wife performed the 
fire worship, the Aijnihcim, One night she emitted her task, but tho 
child took it oa himself to supply her place. This she gaessed and 
tho ne^st night sat up to see if he would mpeat the marFel. Agam 
it was repeated^ and so agnin^ till the Bisbi retamod^ and S^th 
p^Dte secretly watched the babe as it faultlessly went throngh the 
nightly cerernoniah Lovingly tosed with the act the child suddenly 
expired, and when its body was taken to bg bathed in the godk 
pool, it disappeared. So the spt was called KAya^Viruhsm The 
Rishi wept and asked the vanished child who ho was. Ho aaid^ 'I 
am tho essence of the five dements,^ and then they know him to bo 
MahAdev. And tho god Shiv told them more, that to gladden their 
hearts and spread religion he had been bom in OlkApuri^ which was 
$even generations eld^ and had disappeared in tbo KAya-Yirohanj 
where he would abide, that near Brafatneahvar there might be a 
Brahma berth. 

Counected with this tale is tbo traditiDn that the HahAclev who 
condescended to be born in the bouse of the Agnihotri BrAhman ab 
AvAkhol was named Neklesbvar. As a boy he went to XAya- 
Vimhau and Legged for a resting place in the towm But the whole 
area had been taken up by one or other of the gods, so Erahinesbvar 
seated him on hb lap The imagea of tho two gods are, therefore, 
repreoented in one stone.

This ta the of the Pur^nas; but local traditions tell another 
tale* Vishvatnitni Riahi and Yaaistha RiBki bad n dispute^ and tho 
former set to irork to create a Benares in this Tillage, He caused 
abeop and gouts to exist in it, and i&flhioned Jtofi or athouBaad 
etone elements of i&tuh^dcT at tho still existing Tillage of Lingthali^ 
u mile from E^itAq. For six miles round Hb eat 4 iblislied SbiT7fn^#, 
the chief of which is YishveshTur near the Gu^a Kund or tuok whose 
waters are like those at Guja, and the tutelary j^d Kotesbrar by its 
Bide. North, south, east and west he placed the four goddossea 
SindbTui MAtu, KAIika MAtn^ Verai MAta, and Gjalatnba or Bhhlnvni 
MAtfl. Tlien the Eishi wrestled te bring tbo Gunga into the Tillage, 
till Viahnu was weary of his importunities. The woa forced to 
m^ake hiinself visible to the saint^ who then ceased from Tcxing 
hiro^ and in return for tbie the god said tho Tillage would be us holy 
us Benares. Another ecconut is thut tbo gw in disguise kept 
importuning him with requests till ho lost bis tempor and bOj 
iinAWures, lost tbo Taluo of all past mortihoiitions. 

KArvAn, porchod on a moimd perhaps formed of debris, is u mean 
looking niaco, full of Audiehja Brdmans^ The luTgo tank once had 
moat lofty banks, but these are utterly brokou up. Many a Hn^ 
lies hero und there, and the temnlos am old and of undoubtM 
hoHnoss. Nakleshvar Mabddev is old, and BdmuAth MabAdev uud 
VAgnAth MabAdev of which Uttle remains above the sudace: at the 
edge of the tank, the Gaya Eund into which YishTamitra inteuded 
turning the Or river, is the temple of Punch MabAdev, now called 
Piiuohndth, near wliicb are the temples of Ehimndtb and EA^ii 
VishvanAth, Opposite PanebeshTur is tbo chief temple, that to 
Eotesbirar MabAde^. Inside tlie vlDage is a temple to Mabddev on 
tbo mouud called Fnlm Tekri/* and many other temples there am 
too unmeroua to mention. In ^mvat 1932 a cultivator had a dream 
which led to the discovery of a Tory ancient MuhAdov which had 
been fanned to lie out of sight tlist it might escape the IconocLnsm 
of the MusalmAns. Tbo Imago was named that of EAji RAjeshrim 
and the inaugural ceremouy to restore the god to his place, which 
was filled by a mere copy, was performed near the kund of 
BilkeshTar MahAdev, The image is that of NakleshTor or the 
spot less MuhAdcT. Tho fron t port ion of tho ^jfi^ is shaped iuto an 
image of Brahma with a smull Yishnu on his heudj and tbo socred 
Triad are thus combined^ The stone is a beautiful black murhlo. 

Copper and BilTer coins and bracolots of small value am found 
at the foot of the hUfa whom in the Gaya Kund the name of 
YishvunAth MiihAdcv is written. Tho whole place is a broken and 
forgotten min, 

Asides KArvAn there are on the state railway between MiyAgAiu 
and Dnbhoi two railway stations. Each is close to n Tillage which 
baa its ginning factory, whore the produce of that rich cotton country 
ia prepared for ex port p J/aoddia^ where them is a GojurAti seboo!^ 
has a popnlatioD nearly 11500 soulsj and Andya a populatiou of 
nearly I5U0. 

BhilAfuRj half way between Boroda and Dubboi, haa a railway 
station on the jmiTOw gauge state line. Its population m 1872 
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scarcely eicecJod 500 eotila j aow it falls but bttlo short of 000. 
Here in tho raiufl of 1775 tho Mardtha forces were statioDcd «vbila 
Colonel Keating took rofago in Dubboii and bore was signed the 
treaty which detached Fateaing ftom the Poona ministry. 

SIKOR. 

About fourteen miles in losgLh, this sob'diriaion is bounded on 
the north by the villages of the Dabboi sub'.division j on the south by 
the villagiDa of RdjpipWj on the oast partly by tho Rdipipla villages 
and partly by the Tillagea of THakvdtla and tho Saukheib Mehvds f 
and on the west by the villages of tho Ghomnda and J^bboi sub¬ 
divisions. 


^ It Covers an area of about 116 srjoare miles and contains fifiy-one 
villages^ of which £yo oro alienAtod and the rest aro CovorDmont. 
Tho popntatjon consists of 30,^639 sonla^ of whom 10^578 are grown 
uj) males, 9538 fomalea, and 16,723 ohildron. Of the 116 square 
miles, 27,363 acres are alienated, 7242 are arable waste, 34,853 
occnpied for cultivation, and 8253 imcultarable waste. 

Destitute of any river except on its banadary, of any mountain 
or jnnglGi tins sub-divisioa presents no varjoty of ecenery. It is 
one plain, with hero and tbere depreasiona of some depth and with 
one large tank of great oitent and beauty, the Tain Taldv. 

The climate is on the whole temperate. The begiaolnz of the 
ramy smson is onhealtby, es ere the months of Soptembor and 
October whan colds and fevers prevail. 


Tho water is invariBbly sweet Tliero are no wells of salt water. 
Most of the villagea of this aub-dlviaion are situated on the banks of 
tto Warbado, and tho people use its water for all ordinary purposes.

fiAcrod Triad, Sbiva^ Yisboo and Bn^Jima* If loporg apply to their 
Borea the mud below the temple wall and Htiho or water m wHicli tha 
^oddcE£a IB waahcd, their tiialedj iB assuaged if not eatirely cured. 
Such being the belief there ia to he found hern a crowd of rictiiM 
to this fearful di&eaan^ whoBO wretchcdnoeg has long been mitigatei 
by the muuiGceacc of the G^ikwdrB, while the sttU greater boon of a 
leper hoapital is now being pfe[^red for them. The ejristing Anna 
Chhatra of the Ghikwdr is fumiafaed with a Govern men fe building 
for the uee of the manager and servants of the mstitutiou. 

XdkA a is a village with a population of 814 soala according to 
the census of being a decrease of nearly 100 on thq cods us of 
1873. The only noticeable object in the village is the tomb of Niya 
Kiikn^ which is the centre of an annual fair.

Tain has a small railway station On the narrow gunge line which

SANKHEDA 

Tho north is boended bj tho British sub-division of Gotlhra of 
the Panch McHls distract; the west partly bj tho territory of 
Godhm and partly by the villages of Hahhei; the eouth by the Rowa 
Kantha Agency; and tho oast by the territory of the Udepur State. 

It covers an area of about 335 square miles with a population of 
46.970 SDnls. Tho Oitremo length of it as mcaisured from tho east to 
the west is about sixteen miloa, and the breadth from the north to the 
south ifl eleven miles. Of the entire land^ 97^7 acres are alienated, 
40|45Q arable waste, 50,058 occupied and under cultivatbo, while 
I4j640 acres are nnarable waste consisting of vUUge sites, ponds, 

This sub-division forms an exception to many others in this divkien. 
It is npevon in many places and abonnda in hillocks and small 
rocks^ Parts of it are, however^ level and abound in varied 
luxnrinnco^ Tho numerous springs, rivers and tanks, the little hills 
adorned with trees of many fcindji, give the aeonory a distinctive 
beauty, which in the autumn especiatly is remarkable. 

Tho water ia of two kinds, sweet and brackish. That of the village 
^wells is brackish, while that of tho wells dng in the junglc^s is 
iuvarishly sweet* In Samvat 1936 tho number of wolls,^ sweet and 
brockiah, was 292, and that of ponds 78, One of these twika m of 
very great extent and contains water during the whole jmr; hut the 
viLiage in which it ia sitnated abounds with a great many wells and 
the water of the tank is Eoldom iis(>d for drinking or even for ordinary 
parpoees. Besides these tanks there are three rivers of which two 
contain a supply of water during tho whole yoar. The Or, the 
largost of tho three rivers, comes from the north-east and Sowing 
in a aonth-western direction joins the Narbada near OhAndod and 
EamAU. It covers about forty miJea in this snb-djvisicii oud the 
extreme breadth of its bed ia a half nule at Sankheda* It is very 
shallow and is fall of white and black e&nd and pcrlisps for this 
reason holds Little or no water hi the Bununcr^ Not a lump of 
earth nor a single pebble ia to be found in the sandi The fioods 
eubaide so rapidly that even when they are of exceptional magnitude 
the river be^mes fordable in a few hours. During the Bood 
tho enrrent is very violent, and even when fordable, a person can 
scarcely walk knee-deep in the water. The second river in 
importance is the Unch. It enters the Ecb-divieion on tie eastern 
side and flowing in a soBth-westerly directioit through tho indm 
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tcrritorios of tho Sankhodft Mohvds, joins tho riror at SnokhcKlii. It 
follows a most tortfjous course a»d covers about foiiy It

Tho narrow gaqw Btato railway ends at Bahidarpor, and tlio 
valuable quniry of £^>nga<l is not eight miles dbtont. Yot it has 
hitherto beep found impossible toproloug the line imd thnscheapeTi 
the cost of raovidg the stone. The rcuflcms have jnst been given. 
Baha4liwpRr is on tho right bank of the wide sandy beJ of the Or^ 
whoge waters daring tho monsoon rise and fall with grmt soddonnoin. 
Tho brown walla of BaliiiElarnur look actosa the wide expenpp at tfio 
batilemonts of the Sankheda fort which ore in sufficiently gmid 
proBervafion to tnttko quite ad inipoafng appearance. From tho 
tEirrots of the fort the oye ranges over a wide expanse of undnlating 
country, add soron miles to the south the ridge or Bweh which holds 
thesUmecan bo pliuuly discomed. A heavy road with inany ft 
sink and rise to it hinders the progress of the rough carls which 
boar tho stone towards the alluvial plains of GiijaMt. Twiem it 
crosses a river, once nenr Sankhoda the Unch whose watere pass 
gently over a soft sheet of sand, and again the Kimp whego 
clear and rapid strosin rasing through a wide bod of pobbke 
roiiudc^i and polished by the action of the water. CHoso to the 
rivtrj nmiti a series of green nndulations shaded by vigorous young 
teak iroos and near s romantic littb KoU stronghold toe white stone 
crops up suddenly, os the mouth is roachod of the rich qnarry 
seveml miles in length, whoso produce would indeed be prociodH if 
only seven miles of intractable country did nol sepeitite Bougad from 
Boh^dorpur.

Tbero am two riTors in this Bnb-dirijiion;^ tho Narbada and the 
Mint. Tho latter joins the Narbada at Tilakvado tc the detriment 
of the waters of the groat river. These rivers supply water to about 
twenty-six viUagea situated on theii- banks. The water of tho 
Narbada is sweet bat heavy, and therefore a stranger buds it does 
not help to digest food. The water of tha Mfnf is injnrioua to tho 
health gencTrating fevers and bowel comploiots. 'rhore are about 
fleven woUs in the eob-diviflion and Tory few ponds* 

The soil is either black, or sandy, but more than half of tho 
entire area is of the black variety. 

There are 704 holdings and tho nvorago land eontainod in each ib 
about six acres. 

In Sam vat 103d tho Govemmeut aesesginent on dry-crop lands 
was Rs. 17,011-4-0, garden cultivation being much neglected. Tha 
other revenue orbing from quit-rents, &c., was Rs. 1132-12-0, thus 
making a total of Rs. 18^44, The following was tho stock in the 
posaeseton of cultivators, 73 horses and mares, 4400 cows, bullocka 
and baQaloea, and 524 gouts.

The public 
offices are the mnh^lkart^a and the police Ean^ddr’s koebenB, and 
there is also a barrier for tho levy of customs duties. The public 
buildings are the mah^UcaH^s office and the police lines. There am 
two dharmsbslis and a Government G^njarid echool. The chief 
tattles are those dedicated to Maninageshvari to SaptamatrikA ai^ 
to Tilakeshvar, 
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Tteri is a consiilerable grain tmde^ and ns a marbot-iowii'niflkvJWft 
is a centre for ^Tillages belonging to the Baroda state as well as to 
the Eera KAatha.

It is twelve tailEia south of Babhoip with which town it ie connected 
hj the narrow gatigo stale railway^ a braneh ef which terminates 
there* In the neichboiirhood^ but BOioewhn,t further from the 
Narbflidaj ere the vilTage and territory of the petty BAna of ^Idudva, 
Vffi ! nimlum ppopinqoa* The absorption ef petty states into the 
demLnion of the Blar^tha prince was siidaenly and compJetelj 
arrested when the British protection was extended to the former* 
This most jnst and proper state of things involved^ however^ the 
necesaity of permitting the lesser lords of landa to appeal to the 
British Governmeot for the iafe maintenance of their rights^ Tha 
Rana of M^ndva has made frequent and lengthy appeals^ and to the 
casual observer appoars also to have ohstmeted progresa in several 
directions. The neighbonrhood of the MAndva territory^ the 
disputes coneemitig csistomSj, and the holiness of thu spot which 
attracls many pilgrims^ have necessitated the ostabliahment of a 
vahivdider^ whose office^ together with the cnstoine office^ are the 
pubUe buildings of tha placa There is also a branch post office and 
two dhnrni&hAl^^ though there is ne school owing to the pi*opinqn% 
of M^ndva which has a Goisrati schooL &sidei its fame for 
Bonctity Chdadod does a good deal of business in the timber which 
is doatod down tho Narbada to its neighbourhood and thence borne 
inland.

Navs^ri ia bounded on tho oast by they Brit fab vilkgo of 
X^1iaviidi| on the aoiith by the (jr4ikw5ri village of Ghdpra and 
the British Vijalpur^ on the west by the British sub-divisbual 
atatioQ of Jaklporj, and on the north Ijy the Gdikw^ri yiUagBi 
of Var^val and Kachiavddi. The townj tbereforoj juts out into 
Britiab territoiy. On the northern aide, beyond Varaviib runs tliu 
river Puma the i;?onrao of which ia from east to west, and the water* 
arc even there affected by tbo rise and full of the tidesi Tho town 
fifcanda ou ground which Is slightly elevated above tho aurroundmg

whole place shows signs of comfort and even wealth ; the streets ora 
well watered and the Euinitation of the town is praiseworthy* 

Tfio busy cloth-market and tbo prcdominanco of tho PArai 
inhabitants are the most noteworthy K^tures in tho town. In the 
conntiy^ round are detached hoQses of a cotufertable appearnneep 
tlio fluitLiner riesi denies of l^Hrsi gentletnon of woftlth and potiitbn^ 
who mme bock to ibis home of their faith to relax irem their 
labours in Bainbsy or still more distautpkeos. It is for this reason 
that the number of Pdr&i women in Narsdri gonerally exceeds by 
A good deal that of tho Pdrsi mnlns^ In the noighbonrhood of 
these booses are gnrdcnB of tho toddy palm, and in the siiiiLinor 
evenings little knots of Persia may bn Been lying On the grass and 
dnnkiug tho beverago fresh drawn from tho tree. Beyond the pnlni' 
groves lies a ragged ceuiitry of black Aoilj and tho deep-retted roads 
pass oTor n rich bet dismal looking plaiOp scarcely relieved by the 
dwarf palm^ tho thorny babul treCj the occaaiennl |m ear field and 
the dusty cotton Hhrub. To the north of the town is tbo Kavstiri.

The public bnildioge of greatest interest are an excellent High 
Schoolj supported by PArsi subscriptions^ and a gmnt-in-aid from 
the G^kwAr^fl Govemment. A new edacationaf bunding is now 
being constmetetL In the midst of the town m a new dispensaryp 
and in its immodiate neighbourhood a new *dr or market honso 
haa been-erecl:ed, Thera m a good pnblio library in tlie towiip the 
Mehcrii BAna library» opened in 1872;, aad n largo eehoel for PArei 
boys and girla. A now jail has heoa conatnicted {1879-80) in 
tho neighbourhood ef the palacei designed to acDOtatnodiite 200 
prisonerej thougb of late nearly 250 have been lodged in it. It 
coQtaina three iimle words of over 56 feut by 17 foot, one female 
ward, one for sick oonvicts and five aolitfity cells, A large police 
guard-house^ a Govemmont andar distiIlory_^ * small and unRniebed 
public gardon^ firm public oBSoca for tho and diatnct jodgo 

are among the works carried out or in proocss of being carried out 
by the present admin jaimtion* 

Hia Highdcaa tlie CfaikwAr hm a Boconibmto paJaoe at NavaAri. 
It waa a favonrito place of resort for Hia Highneafi hfalhAnAvp 
tmd it was bero that ho m^riod LjikshmibAi, whom ho hod for 
aomo tinic Irept oa hia miutresa and whom another man afterwar«la 
claimed im hiu wife. Before odebmting the nuptial corenjony Hia 
HighnesH MalhAirAv wmi in dno form married to a silk-cotton 
tree which was aftorwmrds destroyed, Tho object of this vogetablu 
marriage waste avert iU fortune ^ the prtnoo bod been married twice 
and no son and heir remained to lairiij bnt by destreyiiig his third 
wLfOj the tree, it wioa hoped tliat his fourth ventoro would bo lucky.

The Mnriltliia as well m tbo Gujardti Hindus htsxe a great many 
places of worship in the towo of KaTfld.Ti> a few only of whicrh 
may he digniOed by fcbe title of mandira or tomploa. The chief 
temple of the ShrdTaks or Jains k that of Pdrasn^Lhp which 
containa twonty-fonr images of that deity nudor bis varions names. 
Daily worshippers come to the temple^ select one of the iniBgf?a 
as the especM ohjedt of tboir prayerSj anoint it with milk or water 
or lx>tb^ and offer it flowers and fruits. Bat onco a year in the month 
Bfcidartu (July-Septsmber) Apecial marks of roTerenco are pidd 
to the ^d during the eight days of fcho FadiMsan. At thb tima 
it is of importance to bn among tbs first worshippera^ and the 
priviiego is purchased by a krgo donation of gki or fin eqnir&kut 
in cash. The Jain priests termed ynfi or yaft\ ffor or gorji or 
^Grrdji or and sometimes the hood-priest^ the tliripttjj who 

dwells in Surat^ are present to rf>ad the sacred boots to the people. 

Besides temples to Krishna^ to MuhMer nod to Hanom^^ thoro 
is one ^ to the goddess iLsh^urij Aab^puri MilUi. or mother of 
protec tioti as ehe is teTmed^ In her honor an annual pilgritnaga 
IS made and a fair held, which lasts from the first to the eighth day 
of Atfivin wuddh (Sisfptemher^October). Two or three thousand 
people meet for tbo occasion from the noighbonring rillagea. 

Navs^ri must once havo t^n largely inhabited by Musalmiibi 
as p-xtonslve grave-yards ovideoco, but of notable buildiDge there 
are now only two dar^dh^ of Firs. One of these was named Sajcd 
Sa^dat^and tbo other Makbtam Sb^. Once a year, on the suctb 
day of Sbiiyal a pflgTimage is made to theso darg*ihit by tbe^^ 
l&fubaniuiadans of Surat and other places. A thirtse days^ fair 
tben beldj which people of all castes attend to the number of about * 
50CM). Daring the Papeti holidays (Angust^Sept ember) which lost

NaTsitri^ may explain the importEknco of the town to them^ and the 
existence there o£ fire-temples and towers of silence. Ateut 3230 
yeujB ago the kst of the Fersian kingSj the Inxuriotis Te 2 do;Eardj 
was defeated and sloii) by the Melm m naadnpaj who ihcti nvertan acd 
converted to- their faith the whole of Persia. A body of statmch 
Zartliostis refiiaed to abandon their faith^ and^ after dwelling for 
years in caves and desert spots* fled lo the island of If onna^ and 
abode there fliteoa years. Driven from that ptflco of refuge^ they 
embarked on ships and were borne across the Indian Ocean to Diu in 
Cflinbjiy. Hem they lesid^ nineteen years* when they agmn trnsted 
their fartanes to the deep. After passing tbrongli a temhlo storm 
and many diifl.cQltiee* they sighted land once mere and set foot on 
fibore at Sonj^in, a place n little soo th of Sarat,* Jddav Rdna showed 
hospitality in the slrangera whose priests coaid underatand Sanskrit 
and permitted them to reside in his temtoryp if they promised to 
t 4 iko to the tanguago of the ooaptiy instead of their owu^ dress after 
the Indian foahionj wear no anna* and perform their marriagB 
ceremonies in the evening, Thns they prospered and m^e a fino 
city of Saramj&ni or 8anjdn (safo arrival)^ In 1507 they 
fought for their Hindu friends against Mnhainmad Begada* and 
foflgbt nobly* bat they lost Sanj^iii and moat of them fled to tbo 
moantaiHB of B^hdrout; nor does ^ian contain a trace of the old 
F&rsis bnfc a ruined tower of silence. I? or twolvo years the FArsia 
abode in tbe mounlaiDfl and then joined, a small colony of their 
brethren at Bdrdav* taking with them the ancred fire, A few years 
later they moved it onco again to Nava^ri where they already 
a donriebjng colony. Tbo first Bottlement of the Pdrsis in Navsan 
took place in a.o, 1142, the town being then a feodsl village under 
the sway of the Mubammadfin Emprora of Delhi, The Daatnra and 
Dosiiis woro constantly in (Mnimnnicfttion with the Delhi court* and 
PArsi Das^ia collect^ the Mnbnmnifldjiii revenncB. Font Muturies 
pgo one of ibeiie* Changa Asha, got the d^di^iri of KavaiH and of 
the Fiirchol piirmna. Ou fiidare of his heirs the oflice wm conferred 
on the Dastdr (high priest) Kekohddji Mdicrji EAna.

Manehetjx in his turn rendered servico to the British, by aiding

bringing about a treaty, and for this in 1817 he received from tbo 
Honorable Court of Directors a penaioii of Bs, 200 a month. Hia 
son Jamsetji was highly favored by SayAjirfiv, who tonned him bis 
Kdlwla Btai or younger brother. Tha family still rotains the vilUgo 
of KolAsna in tbe KavsAri sub-divbiati- Tbore is a quarrel among 
the priests of Navs^ri which 1ms now Laated over two centuries. In 
Samvnt 17D0 the two parties oamo to blows, and tbe GiLikwiLr lind to 
interfere and to each its duties > the Kolmliis were to ciuu 

for the dead, the Bhi^ri^ for tbo living. Sir Jamsetji Jiiibhaij 
Baronet, woa a native of NavsAri. 


There is one largo Pirsi fira-templs in NavsAri, Bohardm 

and tbera am five smaller ones A^airiSf all plain bufldingsi. Th^ 
first fir«-templo tbe Pdrsia built m Navsdri is said to have l>eeii 
erected on the spot where the larger temple now stands, that 
mrctfld by Deeati Kharwdji an d Dansoemted by Boa t fir Sorlilni 
Bastamji in and bithor aH tbo young irobeds from Bombay 
utd eltewbcro ate sent for eoafinafttioa or to tecetvo the apostoliu 
BQcce^OTi of their order. Mr, Burgqaa adds tiat, when Dr. Frjer 
Visited ludu in 1075, he saw a fira-toaiple in Navsdri to which the 
Bser^ fim bregghtfrom PoTskhiui been conveyed from tho VitooacU 
jgngle ^ter the troubles in the time of Mtdmiminnd fiegada. Itu 
nUo eaid Uuit the scicred firo originally moved from San jin to hTuva^ 
WM, owing to wme dispnteB among the -priests, secretly carried 
airaybyBomooftheonier in 1712 to Udviida, a plaeo thirty-tour 
milos south of Nai^Jin. There the fire still herns and Udvdda is 
consequently hdJd m great respect by the Piiraia. 

Among the objects of mterest in Ifarsiiri may he placed tbe

dispose of tliotrdoad. Tlie oouslruetioii of tho unadonicdj trat OQstly 
bccanfio solid and enduring, towers of ailence, is a duty welcomo to 
pious and oharitabtc bulioTors, and tho spot on which they are built 
Is n^ardod by iiorosstriiins with partiqular vonoration. The 
exterior appcaronca of tho tower is a sraocth circular wall not covered 
with any roof hut open to tho air of heaven. Only mo door gives 
admittance to the tower* and it is reached by a Bight of stops, 
the entrance being so eonstrocted os exactly to face a sttiall tcnipJo 
in which the soorod fine continoiilly boras, Tho interior of tho 
tower is composed of a gently sloping basin of neatly fitted stone 
round which the smoolb wall mns to a height of cignl or ten foot. 
This basin or floor is considerably above the level of tbe_ stirround- 
fng country and slopes evenly to a large well in the middle* ovoi 
which is fixed an iron grating, iTio basin is divided into tliroo 
ringa, while alight ohaiinels cat into tho stone oonveiga toitards tho 
well. There arc tbna fonaod th^ rings of &oparat43d slab^ the 
oatsido ring on which the bodies of men am placed being the 
largest, the inside ring which is the narrowest boittg sot apart ^r 
the bodies of children, and the middle ring for women. 
channels to which referonoe has been made hear the blood rapifuy 
to the well while the vultures are doing thoir work; nor does the 
blood of one body mix with that of anothur. "When suniciMt time 
has been allowed to the hwvy-winged scavengers to clear tie bonea 
of the flesh, the atten dents of the tower of ailenco sweep the reiMina 
into the central woU. Here they remain and rot till the action of tho 
rain swoops them into four deeper and narrower wells, wiucli are 
at four poiutBequHlly distant from each other. VlTien the auenber 
of deaths is nsnoU V largo owing to the proximity of a numerous socie^ 
of PirBis. and if there be two towet^, one tower is employed for half 
a year aud then the other tower. There are four townra of mien™ 
at NftVBAri snrroundKl by o great wall, and the GoJ^tha m 
approached by a neatly kept raised path at the town-end of which 
is a commeinorative aroh. The lost and largest of the towers was 
built by Mr, NWvinii Eastamji TAta iu memoiy 
KiivorhAi,* Tho foundation stona was laid on tho 6th of Maroh 
1677, the consecration eeromony tock phiL* on the mme day of ^o 
following year, the Governor of Bombay Sir Bichnrd Teniple, Bart., 
having ^sited Kavsfiri four days Ijefom to give impoi^elo w 
occasion. Thorn am altogether thirteen sdeuce in ^ 

Navs^ri divisioti i tbo four mentioned above, at Bdimora 

and at Ghondovi, and one at Viira, Moha and Tardi respectively. 

A rode and irregular macTiirtery for the coll^on of town duea 
baa existed sinco Smvot 1862. Since xn. 1877 tto™ has b^n 
fl sort of municimlity, that ia the regular slate grant of «»- 
is Hnpplemented by tho proceeda of a 

flnpplM by town dnea and the rali rations of the cattle pound s 
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an<J marlcefc fttalls. These sotas are doroted to the purposes of 
Ideal cwn&erTancy and the lightingj watering and repairing of the 
Btreets. An eatabiishment eongisUngoE a secretaryj mspectorOj ^ 
four peoag and twelre BcavengerSj and costing about Ra 160 a 
Tnoutb is eutertamed. In 1B70-SO Rs. 1768 wore expended on the 
watering and Bs* * 653 on the lighting o£ the streets. The mnni- 
dpalkty is atithorieed to impose duties upon almost all kinda of 
articles entering or leaving the town by roaA mil way or seaj and 
they are collected fit ten NAkns, The average income of the last 
seven years has been Ha. 4+8 L* 

NaTsdri was once fatnous for its cloth loannfacture^ Now its 
glory hna vanished; ooarsa sdditf for Hindu women^ MiuK and 
other such cloths are mado by hand looms. Silk thread and silk 
cloth are waahei jUriduftfip or paklimj and or drums are 

T^doj and aomethiug is done in the way o! indigo dyaing. The 
kmii nr eacred thread of the F^lrais is woven by the wives of 
Mobeds Of priegts alenOj which is a work of considerable skill. 
These tbn^jds are largely e;rportod to all parte of tndia^ and are 
sold for sums varying from four annaa to aix rupees according to 
the nicety of the texture^ The tnonopoly Bccares f or Mobed hidiofi 
a good trade. 

The total value? of the tnide by water io 1S86-81 was Rs. 78*107t 
of which Es.

Edacation is imparted by one English school^ tho Sir KSvuBji 
JaMoglr Navsfiri Zartosthi Madresa foandod and biuco luul ulj 
supported by that gootleman and other Pfimi benofactoi^ 
Till 1877 tho school was exclusivoly nsod by Parsl boys^ bat 
ainco tho stato has given it a grant of Es. 3600 per annum 
it is open to boju of ^ roligiona^ and the fee haa been reduced 
fiHsm Be. 1 to 8 annas^ It is now a higher olsfis school and 
the vefuacular is not taught. Twenty pupils Imvo passed the 
matricnlation oicaminatioo from this iostittitioti^ which numbers 
about 70 papil®* of whom 53 are Pdrsis. Banskrit and Persian arc . 
tanght- ^lero arc also two Anglo-vemaonlar schools^ one founded ^ 
by the late Mr. Ragtamji Jamsetjij second son of the first Paifi 
Baronetj the other called after Mr. Dddiibhdi K^vasji, who nindfi 
a donation of Rs. 7000 in its favour. In the former school Engl^ 
is taught np to the fourth standard^ in the latterj up to the third ^ 
standard. In the first school there are 76 boys paying fees froni J 
8 to 13 annsB, in tho latter 140 boys paying fees of 8 annas per | 
meusem. There is a MorAthi vernacular school teaching 
to the fourth standard^ having 60 boys on the roll with, a clnily 
atteuduuce of 40. There is a Oojsr^ school tenchiug up to the 
sixth standardj containing 275 boys with an average nttendanea

At the last fair out of 271 of these shopa $8 provided toddy and 
other drinks for the wild men of the woods, 34 wore haheries, 
22 sold fish, 27 sold spices and dried fmit, 39 otlier eatables, 
7 cloth, the rest brass and copper rings, glass Ijangloa and Lead 
necklaces, ornaments, bodices and other apparel, caps and metal 
pot5s

Its fortiScations and towers are strongly hoilt with bnek and 
mortar. Inside tho fort there is a very d«p artificial quadnlaier^ 
pond inoasnriijg about 25 by 30 feet. Besides this there are stuall 
tanks which hold water throoghout the whole year.

It has a garrison of 25 men, and 
there are 35 guns in it, which are honeycombed with rust, llio 
past grandeur of tho boildings is attested by the remains that 
have escaped the lavagcs of time. Amongst these ruins the™ ara 
3 few lur^ cUtems hewn out of tlifi foeW s( ill to ^ be aesn full of 
clarified butter. The idea is entertained that this ointment will 
heal wide and chronic wounds.

It played an impoTUnt part m aereral of the great ^lusalmia 
campaigne, but hero mention wdl be made only of its more recent 
history. In a.d. 1070 ShivAji^ after plundering Surot^ returned to 
MahArAshtm by the high road of SAllier. In 1671 Moro Pant took 
the fortress, ani ill the following year, whon the Moghiil truopa 
were making a deLermined eHort tci regain the lost stronghold. 
More Pant and ParUlbrdT Gnjar fell npon them and defeated tbem 
with great slaughter. In a.o. 16SI Prince SultAn ngiun nmrchad 
on SAlhcr with n large force in nniicipatiod of the rigorotiare$it4tancd 
tike MarAttin garrison would make. But Nakuiu Khan, the Mogliai 
Killedar of the neightjouring fort of Mulher, had intrigned with the 
lIorAtha Havildjir, wliottimchemusly evacuatad SsUhor on the approach 
of SuUdn Axtm. The latter was somew bat di^^^ppointod at losing 
this opportunity of gaining renown, but he, neverlheless, sEgnaJiaod 
the ncgtiisiLion of the fa moos fortress by naming it SulLAugad. 
Tbe fort of Saliita is a quarter of a mile distant fmm SultAngnd and 
IB i^onnected with it by a passagOp Both forts a.re situated on tha 
same ridge, have the same height of wall which does not exceed 
BOren feet, bat Snltangad^ n mtk in length luid a i^uartcr of a miia 
in brcadEh, faces the Ddiigs atid iLa chief bastions look caatwardij 
while Satuta^ a half mlla in length, bices Khdndcsh and Ndsik and 
its bflutiona look westwards^ 'The north and south sides of tha 
entire stronghold are so steep that no artificial provision aecina to 
have been thought neces^iaty to proLcct thqtn^ The SaJhcr bill ia 
very lofty and overtops nil neignbouriug elevations^ so that with 
a talescow voiy distant pkces can be sighted, DhuLb and a portioii 
of the IVasik Division, as well as Songad and tho sarroonding 
qaantry of BAnsda^ Prom the foot of the hill it is hard to distin* 
guxsh betwoon the natarol and artiHcial scarp and the very existemce 
of tho fort ia doubtful; but ua the hard and often dongorona 
ascent ia made by one of the two narrow patbs whose steps are 
out into the rock, mined after the spota fro[u which they start, 
Umervddi and Bumjpni, the big^ gates and the oarvod arches reveal 
thejUAelvoB. A prominent object ib a pipal tree growing on an 
almost inaccessible spot whicli tho people coll the Obitnea, and 
bDliove to pOBBBss the power of tuniiDg copper into gold. 

Sultiing^ is divided into five pEatf^ioa; Xaniarvddi, Tabflkj 
Avanda Darvaja Tabak, GAdi Tabak, FaraabarAm Pdduka Bthdn and 
ParsharAm Padukn^ The KamorrMi plateau is rmchod by ascending 
and after parsing tlirongb three gntoB culled the PmiuIj 
M adhya and KnmnrvAdi gntes. Beyond them is the KamurvAdi 
tank forty-aJx foot in lengthy twonty-ona feet broad and four feet

ho^xi qne of Stiltan Ardni's nqblea. The two largest bastions in 
tbe fort nre horc^ the Tapti and KAn|fto baatioos, and at tbeir baaa 
are four large pita said to have been used as granaries. The atepa 
leading to the Gadi plateau hevo dUappesared and the aittlo found 
gracing oa it are said to have been boro on the spotj the descend¬ 
ants qf twq aniaittTs dragged up by an old Thdned^r* The plateau 
contains the BarajpAl gate and the Oangn tank which receives an 
idcneasq tq its waicra qnce in evnty twelve years^ when the colour 
changtfl from green tq white. On thebo occasions it Is said tliat 
Gaugn pnrificR the souls qf the warriors who died in the fort and 
liclia the feet of tbo God PamsbrAm. Pjlgrims ceoie at this time 
to SAlhcr from NAftik and other places to wash away their sins m 
the tank; a fair is held in honor of Ganga; and the BrAhman 
PojAris who live in the fort are fed. There ftre at least eight resar- 
Toirs on this plateau : the TAplfthanke conitn&tnortttea the name of 
a saint who lived by it; the Basavent that of a person who drowned 
bimscll in it; tbe Porshniiiin ia bo (filled because an image of the 
god Was thrown into it by tbe Mahommedanfl. On the north side 
of the Gaum tank are the mins of the Sahka Mandap and prince^B 
palace^ and to tbo i?aat of the Mandap an altar and Yaduastatnbh 
or pillar to which the Racrificial beast was bound for slaughter. 
Of the two temples here one is that of Nilkantoshvar Maliddev and 
one that of Heniike^ the metW of Parsbai-Ain* The enshion and 
tbe fltandnrd of the GdikwArs ia kept in certain caves or fltore-hQn&^ 
cut out of the rock adjoining this platcan. Two old guns are still 
be aaoDj, the Ihlka Kaaala and Kodak Bijali. The Parahfkrdm 
plateau ia rcMV'hcd by cliiQbing the eteep rock and few bnt the 
wershipjiets ef the god*s footprints care to ascend it. The Surajp;^ 
rottd up the fort ia the bett prcftarred and bus ST2 etepa in fair 
repair^ while tbeneare tbrowri over it three gates and by its Bide 
ftm sixteen eaves formerly employed as magiiEines. 

The Solota fort, is approachi^ by the SorajpAl road^ and one o&n 
easily roach tbo temple of Hanamdn. Tbero are two plateau# &nd 
two bastionSj and on the very aummitj not to be attained withoat 
great difficnlty^ four guns. 

The fort ia aaid to have been given by the Peshve to the BAn 
GahenAbdi GAikwAr for her dressing expenses^ but this does not 
ficcm possible, H. H* SayAjirav employed 125 men to guard tbo 
fort^ but the nuuiber has now dwindled down to fifteen^i and they 
are none of thom armed.

The water in moat of the anb-divisions is brookish and is swg^t in 
certain spots only, as in Visnagar^ Vijdpnr, and Pattan. But this 
brackish water ia held to be very wholesome in every Biib-diviaion 
except perbapa in Hirej, where it is scarce in the hot season and 
not vesy pnro* Where obtainable rivor water la preforrod to wtU 
water- There are wcDs, tanks and poods in almost every village, 
more or less numerous according to the popnbtionH. The tanks and 
ponds receive their supply during the rains, and it generally lasts liU 
the cold season Is over^ Bat tank water is for the most part used only 
for the washing of clothes and for Cattle, though in ft few coses it is 
employed for drinking pnrposos when there i& no wed or river in 
the neighbourhood. In the mm instances where a village has ne 
well and the water dries up on the approach of the hot season, the 
villagers dig holes in the bed of the local tank or pond aod (has 
obtain a preeariuiis provision of water till the break of the nekt 
monsoon. An effort is now being mada to snpply sneh villagei 
with wells, tbo Government granting half the estimated cost, the 
villagers the other half in cash or personal labour. 

A marked feature in the division is the large area of land readered 
useless by the action of the water. This unpradnctivearea is termed 
Khlr and Bolan. The Kbdr land is that rendered perfectly useless 
owing to its being thoroughly impregnated wiih salt. Scaredy a 
blade of gn^ will grow on it and the surface presents the appeamaco 
of ft dry plain covered with a white saline Jnemslation^ which at night 
or ia the early mornings after tbo dow has fallen^ becomes damp and 
clammy- Toe Bolan land is land which has boon sobmerged and is 
therefore unproductive. This useless area shows a tondency to 
iucrcase, and the losa to the country is largo. Not many ycar« ago ah 
extraordinarily heavy fall of rain Eisuged the overflow cJ many river^i, 
nall^ and tanka, and so tho mischJel gpmad. flVp pieces of neglect 
have givoD rise to the inorcoflc of the Khdr and Bolnn laiidn. It 
nsed to bo the duty of each villsgo to store np or allow to run a 
ooTtain quantity of water from its boundaries into the boundarie* 
of the noighbouring village. Of late the vitlagers have shown a 
tendency to refuse to allow the water in their neighbonrhood 
enter their limifs, to the consequent loss of those who have fti 
superfluity of the element. It was oneq tbooght a duty to restr^iei 
certain ?alfc streama within certain chautiels and to keep certain j 
tftTtks of Hilt water in a state of good preservation. The core hi#:] 
been abaudoned and the peruiefoua water has spread. An Boergeti^ 
effort will be required to minimiKo the damage likely to ensne from 
the neglect of the hwt few years.

The general aspect of the division ia very nnproposaeftsiag as it 
consists of an aiiinterrupted plain bare of alt trees. Rtiund tho 
towti of Kadi, however, and in its neighbourhood there are field trees 
in fair aljimdance, a gently undulating conotry, and nnmoreiu tanks. 
Bnt there nro no forests, ae lakes, no rivera even in the snh- 
d iris Jon.. 

The lowest temperature recorded in 1879-80 west 54°, the highest 
102.°, the registered rainfall for the year being 31’89 inches. 

For the most part the surtooe aoU is of a light sandy kind and 
about four feet deep. The nost stratum is of black mould about four 
feet deep, tho third of eftunata l-aakar about five feat in depth, tho 
fourth layer is of a rich yellow earth, the fifth is of sand to a depth 
of quite seven feet, and below it is a layer of red earth combined 
with aniall pieces of stone.

Kadi is a^nt twelve or foortceTi miles west of K^Ioh whoso ataf ion 
on thn EE^piitdim and C« L line is distant sixteon ixnled from 
Ahmnddbdd and to tbo cortli of that town. A heoTy sandj rend 
ooTLDOCta iha two plricoa. The country ronnd Killol is that of close 
6olds with thiok hedges and nnmeroys trees. Beyond the YillELgo of 
ChatrAl the aspect of the eonntiy changes somewhat. Instead of a 
plain there is a aeries of gentle nndiilationsj, and jii every dip between 
the sandy lidges is a piece of water well stocked during the cold 
modthB with leathered game.

Tho Soldn&i Lint, —The Founder of the Soldnki line was, as ws 
have said, Mul Bdj, and he roue to the throoe by a series of crimesj 
but bo and his Bucccasors* made themselves very famous as tho 
Bnlbdin kings, and to them tho dty owes its great nome. It was in s 
the reip of ChAmund, the second of the line, that the well known ^ 
Mahmud of Ghazni sacked SomuAth. On his way thither he fell 
aaddenly on the unprotected city of Anhilrdda. and ChAmund fled. 

Tho SaltAn at that time made no jiause but passed on to the rich 
ehrino of SomnAth. During the third day of lu's siege of tho temple 
Valabh Sen, the hoir-apmrent of the GuiarAt thronn, and Ms 
nephew, Bhim Dev, straefc ono blow for their religion, but the 
smodard of AnhilvAda was beaten down and 5000 of her soldiers i 
were Blain. After sacking SomuAth and capturing the fort of I 
Gandaba into which Bhun Dev had thrown himself, tho Sul bin 
returned to AnhilvAda, where he probably passed the rainy season.’ 

^ fe^ o and pl«^t did he then find the place that it is said ho 
mtonded to live there somo years in order to mature certain plans i 
for tho conquest of China and Pogn.

UnJer Bliim Dev bis lou Kaiwi Dev imd hw grandsen and the 
magDificeiit Sidh IMj Jai Singh, the SoEnki kia^etn reached itii 
furthei^b limitB. It is suid to have heeci tho hmd of eighteen eta tea 
exteadiag from Kolhapur in the aonth to hMmand even to Ihe 
batiks of the Ganps in the north, and perliaps its bomsdarioa touched 
the Satici and the Indus.* Bound the name of Sidh Ktfj gather 
moat of the old traditiouj of the place ; to kirn are ascribed most 
of the ancient works of art of which the memory a] one aurviveB, 
Wo shall refer to them later on. Sidb EA] Jai Singh was aucceedod 
bj Knmdr Pdl, for many yeara the i^Ealous pnpil of the Jain AchAria 
Hemachatidm. To this saint and his king are also ascribed manj a 
tale and the creation of many a famons buildings 'Fhe site is still 
shown of the holy MdnikaEhiJa or convent of Hemochandm. The 
king erected a temple to PorashnfitJi, nnmod tho KnmAr Yibdr^ and 
placed images therein- Bnt^ later in Ufe,. ho abandoned his horosy 
for the Bi-abman religion, and when Mahddev appeared to him in a 
dreum and promised to reside in bis AnIdlpiira be prepared him a 
fitting abode. Thu descendants of KnmAr P^Pb son Lavaa Prasdd 
Giibsecjuently reappear at Anhilv&da aa the Yigbela dynastj** 

Ah it is to Jai Bfngh Sidh EaJ or to his flon that tho gloriea of 
Anbilvdda oro ascribed^ wo may here give some account of tho 
magoificeneb of tliat ancieut town and tell what now remains, of 
them. An extract from an old writer* brings AnhilvAda in ita 
splendour before ns, and vividly pourtmys aomo of tho pecalinritiofl of 
its people t "The city of NabrvAia m govomod by a great prince 
called the Balbdra. He has troops of elephantSi woTsbIpB Boddha^ 
wears a gold cpow!i and dresses, in rich robes. He genetally rides a 
horse, espedallj once a week, when, with a handred women richly 
clothed with gold ami ailver,. rings on their haudfl and fect^ ibeir 
hair in braids, be gives bim&clf up to games and sbow^fighis. The 
ministers and conimandcrH only go with the king on occasion of 
battle. Tho chief strength of tho king lies in the eloplmiits. Hia 
title Balhiira means the king of kings^ Tlie city is fieqncnted by a 
^at nnmber of MdsalmAn inerchants who resort to it on btisinesa, 
iTiey ore well received by the king and hia officers and find pmtection 
and snciLrity. The Induins are by nature inclined to justice. Their 
good faith, Itryslty and faithlnlneHS are so well known tiukt evory one 
bears that their country is prosporons. As a proof of their love of 
honcaly, if a creditor is aniions to roceivo a debt, he bus only to 
dniw a line round Ills debtor who will not move till he has satisfied 
his auditor or the debt is paid. The people ^ grain and vegclabldfl 
and animus that die a mtural death.

Anbilr^dfi in its palmy days is 
qtiotud by ForbeB from the Kucodr W1 Charitmi The broad area 
(twelve of the town^ its eighty-foiir market places^ its goH 
and sUfer mints, the splendour of the palaces and its mukitudiuoas 
but well arranged offices^ the vastnoss nnd order of the daes which 
daily amonated to one million tankas (Rs* 50tSO), the temples nad 
Bchoola of leamlug^ the pleasant groTCS and fouat^ins by which 
disetiflsions on the wore couductedi all this and more ia 

affootionaidj and minutely related by the old historian,^ 

Eeforo describing what ia the present condition of AnhilTiida a 
few words may be allowed to the traditions of such traces of it aa 
remain, Tlio Rdni’s Vav is said to bo the work of Odflja MAti, 
Bhim Dov^a coMortj bat much of it woa removed at a later time to 
farm the mstcrialB of the Bahadur Sing V^v.* Tlio small low tcmplft 
of Kdtika Milts ooDtoivi the images of Kdlika and Bbadm Kdli in 
white marble, and in a recesa a small fignre of Amba Mdtn, Here 
is also a jatiidhim with the representation of a human bead shown, 
by the Brdhmana oa that of Ja^leva FarmAr, the faJibltil servant 
did not hesitato to lose his life that ho might prolong the days 
of his lord.

Of all that existed six and a half centtirieB ago to the delight of 
the worlds what remains ? Tho visitor who now posses tlixongb tho 
modem town of Pattauj glancing at stolon bits of anoient ^tone 
stuck bore and there in city wall or squotid hut, after leaving 
the north-western gate, soon cornea to the temple of KAlikd ATAta. 
Two maj^tic bastions with a curtain of wall ending briefly In mound 
and rubbish form the sombre buck-grouDd of a clustn: of gnarled 
tazuarinds and banyan trees, whose old trunks have but tressed up ^ 
wall and arch« Tie lowly temple nestles under their shade ond 
Is a fit moDumeut of deaths Emerging into the world beyondj one m 
comes on a adde hollow clothed with luxuriant crops and bounded J

Over all the glorlcfl of the great 
capital nature has spread a gentle Covering of soft sandy Boil in 
which the rich crops thrive. The slopNQs of the Snbasraling laldv can 
bo traced : in ita centre is a monnd with a Mahommedan looking 
ruin at its anmmit called the Eini's pilace. The city atretched far 
to the wesfcj and its houaei! probably lined the aenthem bank of the 
Sarasvnti Bat all is wern away^ and no brick or marble wall stands 
hero and there. The open codntty is dotted roiidd with thick 
clumpa of trees, a few Fir's dargaa gloam white from tbeir midst, 
close at baud is the HDlilary Shalva ahrinn the potters have lately bnilt 
to Jainia, the heantifnl and chaste Odani, who pat an end to her life 
that she might esespo tho snit of the great Idng, Sidh Rfi]. The 
tale of her resistance and sad succesa la not fitly commomomted 
by the stiff brick building which still wants its facing of stone^ 
nor is the common belief that she was the cause of the splendid 
tank with its thensand shrinee in keeping with her bumblo fate. 

Events that happened long ago led to the entiro cffacemcnt of a 
great capital, bnt up to within tho last few ycaru men dug np and 
removed the old stones to form materials for their hoaaea* A whole 
stone oauEOwny leading from Anhilvida to Pattan is composed in 
great ^rt of ojECollentlj carved fragments stolen from the historic 
city. The walls of the modem town and the Tortens bonaes are fnll 
of such fragments, and there are various modem tuples and shrines 
composed entirely of tbc carved fragments of piUars. The right to 
dig for stone nsed to be let ont for a few thouBand rupees a 
** A feeling of remorse,*^ wrote Mr. James a few years ago^ “ comes 
over the apoetator who viaits any of the qnarriea. There is one on 
the site of an old bastion in which an elegant little temple once 
stood, and the fragments of the pyramidal roof and the carved 
capitals of the pilLars, not being found useful, are lying there thrawm 
on oneaide^ evidencing tho richness of the edifice. Valuable marble 
slaha and huge stone ptllars and blocks^ carved and plain, are daily 
being'disiuterrad*^' The practioo is now peremptorily forbidden. 
In a modem temple entslde the city there is bricked np in a wall 
an idol, evidently ancient^ ealled the “ Mother of the Scorpions/' 
from the belly of which is to be seen oozing out a gninmy snbBtance 
fomethiDg like a small rod scorpion. 

The glory of the Solankf lino and the prosperity of their capital 
came to nn end in the reign of the second Bhim^v, ** the Madman/' 
who once (a.O^ l lM) crossed swords sncccsafnily with Kntb-ud-din 
and shot him up m Ajmir^ but who later, when his general Jfvan 
Rii had been defeated by Kutb-ud*dizi nnder the walla of the 
capital, fied from Anhilvddn. The scene of the bloody battle is placed 
close to the KhAn Sarotor Gato^ In a,n. Il9fi Bbim Devonoo again 
tried thechnnoe of war at the head of a confedentcy of Maire. Again 
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be failed to muike bead a^in&t tbo iovador who Gujfttdt 

ftod fioaUy took Anhilvdda^ henceforth Cftllod NohrYdlH bj the 
MuealmAns. A Mdeal4a garrison was left in the town that most 
sabAeoaontly have bcon withclrawn, or hu^o been gradually 
amiihiWted^

permanent the capital had suffered a blow from whjob it could not 
iMO'rep* It paased throogh long jear^ of gradnftl decay relieved 
by occasional periods of proaperity nndop the Vd^^bela kinget who 
for nearly a century (1^14 -1303) rotained tbcir indcpondenoe,*^ Tba 
last of the lino was Karan Y4ghda Ghelo (the inaano), who in a.i>+ 
1207 fled before the faisei of AUf Ifh&n* the brother^ nnd Misrat 
Khluj the minister of Ala*nd-diiii B4m Dot, the Rdja of Devogbadj 

S iFo him shelter,, but his evil Hate punaned him- l£s wife, Kkrela 
ovij became the favourite consort of the SuMn and her daughter 
DeiiTd RAni was seized by her ordora and brought to Delhi that she

Gocfrnore tfnei King^ a/ GiiJtirdL —TIio extstonco of 
the old Hitida capital of Anhil vAilii novr came to a close. Aa Brig^ft* 
Qujardsbtra says; Whatever may be the opinion of Pattao liaTing 
furnished AbmedAbAd with building niaterints^ it in certain tb^at 
toward?* the close of the thirteenth century Ala-ud-din loveiled lEs 
wnlle and buried the temples in their foundations^ As a last token of 
conquest he ploughed np the ground on which thoy Btood with the 
ass. AnhilvMa waastieceedod hjNohrvdla and port ions of Xebrv^a 
continno to this day in the south and . oast of the present town of 
Pflttaij. Sent a Beoond time^ a.d. 1304j to settle GujarAtj Alaf KhAn 
erecied in tlie capital 1 tho Friday mosqne of white mapblo of which 
the materials probably came from older Hindu buildings, ifoham- 
medan govemotB continued to rule GujarAt from NehryAla for 
iKsarly a oentnryj aud when {1410^11) the joke of the Delhi 
emperors was oust off by the Mahommedau kings of OujarAiv the 
founder of the line and his aon^ SuUAn I^fahmad Tdtar KhAuj. 
still lived in KehryAIn. Then the capital was transf erred to 
AhmcdAbAd and it is said that N^ehrvALn was oet only the model on 
which its bnddor^ three anched gatCj Ac+^ wore formed^ hot the very 
etones of the old town were moved from the Sarasvati to the 
Sdbarmati^ seventy miles southj to furnish the matertale for the 
TBCMiern of Ahmeddbad. 

Meanwhile XehrvAln Pattan was more than once lavolved in thii 
consequences of the rebellions nad distarbaoces wbiob distressed 
the empire before GajnrAt catne noder indopeodeut kings. In tin 
first year of MobArik Khilji's reign [1312) an army was sent to 
quell a rebellion in HajarAt. Nehry^ was reduced and nil the

When this son of a Rajput convert® rose to tho tbrone* tbo country 
ba re led wa«i not so gt^at and praaperond as i t bocame a century 
Ifttan But tbo kingilotn of Gujanit roaa and afeerwards fell when 
the great Moghal emperora touched it* nor does its history concern 
4nhi Iraida. Mow misorabto its latter condition was one may 
from the fact that tinder the last oE tbo kings* MuzAfllir Sh&n III 
(1561-1572), the city of K'obrvAla Pattao* its cultiTBtion* mtcrxial 
duEjg and police tasea yielded only l|60j€U0 tnnklhb (Rs. 16*000)* 
while tho revenue derived from tbo district of Pattan amqniited to 
tankhM 20*50,000 or 2*65,000/ 

Just before the coming oE Akbar* who oneo again Forced Gnj^ardt 
to eobmit to tbo dominion of Delhi (1572)* tbq country " was in a 
niiserahlo state of anarehj/^ Independoiit rulers held portions of it* 
^^one possessed the ruins of Anbilpurii with much of tho country 
between the Sdbarmivti and the BaoeSi^^ This was the Mur^afTar 
Shdh III. to whom allusiori baa been nutde. It was doubtful if tbo 
Ikvd was really tbo son o£ Mahomed It, the nephew and heir of the 
magniheent BabMur Shdh* and he was certainly a mere poppet in the 
hnnds of BtimM Kbjin* a quondam Hindu slave and favoorito of the 
late kingf Dtimdd was opposed by a cliieE named Cbeugiz R.haii 
with whom the Mirzds took refn^ after their Tobellton against 
Akbar. On the death of Cbengiz Khdn the MirEds tried to make a 
little kingdom for themselves iu Gujarat; and it was to get rid of 
tbern tliat EtimAd Khiiti snminon&d Akban The omperor enterad 
PatUn for tbo flmt tEme in 1572 and Boon after defeated tho^lirsMU* 
bat in 1573 be was again forced to move frum Agra to Pattaa* 
Ho performed ono of hia wonderfal marcbes and fell fluddonly on 
Minta Husaiu wbo^ joining ono of the kmg^i oBScors* was bosioging 
the capiiali and again Akbar gained a complete vie Lory. Poor 
MoiaSar ShAli who bad lived quietly enough at the imiMjrial court 
for Eome years (1573-i 531) aftenvorda mode un attempt to regma 
bis doDoinions and for a short time the imperial troops were shut up 
in Pattai). Defestc^i in tho end tbs last of the Gujuri^t kioga died 
by bis own hand in 15fl3, - i_ 

After Gujafdt hod settled down aa a province of the empire the 
biatorv of Patten is egain swallowed up m that of AbmedAbddi. It 
is worth noticing that Bchr^m, the proud minister of the yoatlifiil 
AkboTp wan aHsassinated in XebrvAln wbilo be was prepajing to 
cross the sea on a pilgrimage to Mecca.

{Ogilvy'a AtlaSjT. 213-14) we bear of Urge city six leagues round 
BEUTOundod with a wnil^ the houses being built of stone. In the 
middle of the city is a magnideeut Muhomtnadan moaqne bnilt 
formerly by the heathens on 1060 pillars of marble and other stone^ 
Besides this there are many other fair structures^ and without thg 
city are diverse pleasant ^rdena^ moat of them decayed with ruiaod 
heaps, to testify their fuimer splcudonr. On the east side of the 
city atands a great castle surrounded with high walls and strong 
towers which b the reaidcnco of the governor. The people ura 
mostly V&dMbj exceedingly perplexed by Kolbj robbers who often 
force them to pay a centrihution to the great prejudice of their 
trsde/^ These descriptions bring the roaclor almost close to the 
time when the distmeted empire fell to pieces^ and the MardthAe 
swept down on Gujardt. 

Before pBasing on to the present town of Pattanand tho donunion 
of the Mar&tMsj something should be said of the chief Mahommedan 
remuina* The first great work of man which tneots the travallor na 
ho approaches the city on the south side by tha shady avenue on the 
Ghit3B$dmn road is the large square reservoir c^led the Khdn 
Surovar. Each side of it ia nearly a qnEirter of a mUe in leujgth. 
Stone steps descend te the water and the solid Euasoory is stiU in a 
fair conditieu. A few Hindu and Mahommedan places of worship are 
on its banks^ the largo and handsome mins of an Tdgharj the temple of 
Bechntjii, tho temple raised by Damilji GiikwAr, and others. A short 
way off are the city wallBi here very high^ massive and in good condi* 
tion^ for they wore repaired and strengthened in the time of Fatesing 
^hArij^ and protected by a buttress is the large and not nn- 
immsing gateway also called the Khan Sarevar Oafo. Below the 
wallB are mined mosques and the spot where the great battle was 
fought when Hindu mlo succumbed before the invader. *^Tlio 
supply waters first cuter a largo circular tank and thou pass along 
a wcfl built channel to another of sixteen sides, wheuca a short 
passi^ leads to the three aluicee into the lake.^^ ■ The water in 
the KMn Sarovar is at present salt and imdrinlablo, but this may 
be from the quantity of ailt that occmnulatod. The tank owes 
itfl origin or restoration and name to Kh4ii Alias Koka^ tho first 
iubheddr of Gujarat after Akhor'e conquest. Tho snino noblemiwft 
endowed the potters of Nehrvala wilh the labyrinth, called

The tomb wlueli coders the body of Bohrfinij the minister of the 
joang Emperor Akbar, who was assassiiiRtied in Nehrvdla while 
preparing to cross the Ben on hia enforced pilgnmago to Mecca, is 
beyond the Sah&sraling toldm. There are mjiny ^lahommedan 
shriacB jn Patian, aach as that of Qebftnshdh Ddda Dolijar^B Makdm 
near the temple of Bechrdji at the Khdn Sarorar, llaktnmji Fir's 
Darga/ and many others. A contenarfan, whose knowledgo of 
Pattan is groatp enumerates in tho fixat dirinion 601 Pirs^ male 
and female. In the old and new city of Pattan he gives eleven as 
having been of importance. Pir SnltSn Haji Und rame to Patten 
in H* 416 when Prince Rnren roled; Pir Am!n Mahomed Eumi 
camo when Sidh Rdj reigned; Pfr Mukbtnm HisAnrndin came to 
Pattan in the reign of K aver Pdl in H. 736; Pir Sayad Hdesein 
in H. 798 ; the ancestor of the present lAdficniyjl Topaji a jfighirdde 
of Pattan, Pir Manldna Tdknb, in H. flOO when ainzdfi&r was 
enlidn. Tho rest c^me later in tho time of Ahmed Shdh^ of Akhar^ 
or after# 

empire of the Moghals began to break up in Gnjardt early in 
thVhiBt oentaryf and from 1719 the Gdikwdr wag o^ of the chiefs 
who coTUftaotly invaded the plains. Meanwhile certain Mahommedan 
nobles uimed at aoqniring independent lordships^ Among otheni 
Kamdl-ud-din Bdhi got hold of Ahmeddbdd. Ho stood firm till the 
alliance of tho Peshva and Gdikwdr enabled a confoderacy of 
Mardtba chiefe to enforce hiS dc^rtnreon the solemn understanding 
that he was to retain Fattan, Visnagnr^ Yijdpur* and other piflccs. 
The battle of Pdnipat roisEd among the M^ommedans a passing hope 
that the MarAthds were broken in power^ Bat the ^eat defeat 
left Damdji free to extend his dommionswitbontfnar of the Pesbva.* 
Prom Abutedibdd Karadbod-din had oome to Pat tan where he died^ 
and his tomb Is BtUl to be Been in the Budder. In S# IS20 (1763-64) 
Damiii attaciked the BdbU at Vtsnagar. Zordvar Khdu bad taken 
the place of bis deceased brother, Xamdbnd-din.and he hod with 
him two of his nepbowfl Gau-tiddin andNaaeumiab. White defending 
Visnagar bo was lulled bj a bullet in action, but the two nephews 
took np the task he had loft and for twenty mouths spun out their 
resisiftuce. Thoso were not the days of imuiouse m-mies and pitched 
battles for Gojarft; the BabiS had a small body of partly discl^inrf 
cavalry and they were joined by a large crowd of KAnl^ Kolis* 
bat even gneb a force could defy tho MarAthiis from behiud walls.

Anbilvdda and h ncorlj a mile away from the SanisvatL It is 
nnhrelj surrounded by a wall, most of which is of great tbiokncHB 
and ft good height, tho mud of tho wall and terropIeTn being faced 
half way np with stone and then with brick. The lofty Kliiln 
Sarovar gate was reconstructed and a portion of the walls umnnd it 
rebailt by Fatesiiig*ri KomAviaddr, but to the right, as one enters tho 
gateway, the old walls of XebrvaU have not been repaired.

Prince Rjljj the eldest of 
the three fiooa of BhuvhJi^ft^ the Sohmki ting of KaifjAnj appoarinp 
at the court of Atihilvadaj found hivout* in the eyes of &ie 4 iJevi* 
the sister of the King Satvantsing, The princess died mgiiring 
birth to Mai Rzlj whcmi the childloss king of Gnjarit adopted.
